SIR, 

Lthough the quality of this work be tritely fuch, that, 
confidering the brightnefle of Royal Majefty, and the 
oblcurity of its own extraction, it cannot expert a 
bare acceptance , much lefle plead any merit m thi? 
addrefle , yet doth it find more rcafon for hope than 
defpair j forasmuch as the whole World hath taken 
notice that your Majefty’s Grace and Clemency is founded more 
upon the tranlcendent goodnefle of your own Difpofition than the 
qualifications of yom Subjetts. Allowance hereby being made for 
what is mine, it were needlefle to infill upon the Nobility and ufc- 
fulnefle of the fubjeft , the excellency whereof as humane tranfeend- 
eth not your Orb, and the utmoft improvement of which is within the 
fphear of your a&ivity. it were a piece of pedantry to fliew to your 
Majefty that Hiftory is the ftore-houfe whence Precedents may be 
fetched for all forts of A&ions, Publick and Private, Military and Ci¬ 
vil j that it is a Mirrour of prudence to (hew both their beauty and de¬ 
formity, a Touchftone to difeover deceits , an incentive to virtue, and 
a terror unto vice j that in it are contained the Prudence of times, 
imbecillity and ftrength of Nations, Reafons of State , Councils of 
Peace,and Stratagems of War • that in it Monarchy triumpheth over 
the Contufions, Alterations, and Seditions of Popular Government. 
And fhould I go about to inftance in the various helps it affoardeth to 
the management of Civil matters, 1 might juftly incurre more than 
the cenlure that light upon him, who was fo impertinent as to read a 
Le&ure of the Art of a General in the prefence of Hannibal. For it 
may juftly be laid that your Majefty hath improved Hiftory to the 
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utmoft; that your adions have fo far imitated antient Patterns as to 
exceed them. Others have wafted and deftroyed Nations, you have 
recovered and reftored three dying ones. Others have raged with 
fire and fword, have rooted out, overturned, and made defolate; 
your Majefty by Mercy and Grace hath replanted,fetled,and inriched. 
Alexander Conquered the effeminate Per flans , and fubdued other Na¬ 
tions whom their own unfitnefte for Military matters helped him to 
overcome. C<efar tamed the naked Galls,. and painted Britain* , whom 
fool-hardinefle andbarbarifm had armed againft themfelves ; or if 
there be any other Atchievements of them, or others, which feem 
more glorious , yet the valour of their Soldiers, the experience of 
their times, and viciffitude of humane affairs, challenge to themfelves 
the greateft fhare of reputation. Your Majefty hath fubdued thofe 
things which are beyond Mars his reach: You have tamed wild and ex¬ 
travagant paflions of men, Conquered ftubborn and perverfe difpofL 
tions, laid low prejudice, and convinced filch,whom all theft diftem- 
pershad rendred affe&edly ignorant and difobedient. Your Ma jelly's 
Conquefts therefore fo much more excell the commendations of o- 
thers, as it is more glorious to cure than kill, to reftore than to de- 
ftroy,to follow the di&ates of Compaflion and Mercy, then of in¬ 
dignation and revenge, to Conquer the mind than the body; and 
indeed to overcome one’s felf than fiibdue others. That this is no 
flattery Hiftory will afeertain future times, and both the mouths and 
hearts of your People at prefent do teftific, which, though in other 
matters they may difagree,ycc all unite in this concent,that you are the 
True Father of your Countrey . In our acclamations during thofe fo- 
lemnities of your Majefty’s Royal Coronation, feeing there is no 
need of wiQiing you the Goodneffe of Trajan, we fo much the more 
pray that the HappinefTe of Auguftus may light upon you, and that 
thofe folemnitics may in one part imitate the Specular ones amonaft the 
'Romans, that thoughfome of us have heretofore fecn the like, yet 
through the length of your happy reign none of us may do it fpr the 
time to come, 1 for my part, though a vvell-wifiler to Hiftory un- 
feignedly defire, that not till after very many years fo great an accefl 
fion of glory may come to it, as will accrue from the pafTages of your 
Majefty’s Government ; and that in the mean time your Majefty 
may be as happy in the love and loyalty of your People, as they are 
in your Princely clemency and care. To this, both a fenfe of merit and 
duty binds me, being

PREFACE. 


He French ( whofrft Introduced this cnjlom into the World of 
writing Prefaces before the works of others') have ttfedthat liber¬ 
ty with fo much exceffe in the commendation of their friends , that 
they have rendered it not onely fnfpeBeclto the Reader , but pre¬ 
judicial to their repute whom they intended to honour by it. But as I cannot 
approve the indip reef %eal of thofe perfons that would rather abrogate a 
good Office when abus'd, than indeavour to reform it, l would neither wave 
an imployment which gave me the occafton of hinting to the Reader fome fitch 
things as may be of concernment to him in the perufal of this Work,and which 
the modefty of the Author.would not permit him to communicate, neither on 
the other fide would l willingly recede from the JlriBnejfe and feverity of 
truth. So that whatfoever jball fall from me to his advantage ftjall not need 
any favourable conftruBion to makg it paffe , nor /ball I tahg that freedom to 
mix Mionand Hiftory together: fheufeof this latter is fo obvious to every 
eye, that it is needlejfe to fpea\ much of it, it fball fnffice me in fhott to fay, 
that by the knowledge of Hiftory we are taught wijdom, and led to venue, 
there being wthing in the ABions or Fortunes, either of public^ or private 
perfons, to which fomewhat in former Ages bore not a refemblance, and 
which by a due confideration of the circumftances we may not with profit ap¬ 
ply to our prefent occaftons. How much we are excited to virtue by it, they 
that know the power of Emulation in noble minds will eaftly conclude : which 
is manifeft by the famous examples of Themiftocles, whom the viBories of 
Miityades robbed of his repo fe, of Alexander, who was ftirredup to thede- 
fire of glory by reading the aBions of Achilles, as Gsfat by refleBing upon 
hi f, add to this, that fuchperfons whom the fe Precedents ofvertue will not 
encourage to it, are aw d by Hiftory from rmningheadlong into vice , when 
they cannot but look on the writers of the prefent Age to be fit as fpies upon 
their ABions , andmuftexpeB when they are dead to be expojed without 
fear or flattery to the Impartial cenfureof the living. F or who is there that 



would fo much value the pleafure of a glajje of Wine, as not to abftain from 
drinking it, if be kjiew it had been all night fteep'd in Antimony. 

i he[e,btfides many others,are the benefits which accrue to us by the know- 
lege of Hijlory in general, but that 1 may inform the World how much it is 
acknowleging to the'worthy Author of thi sin flit nt ion in particular , and 
wherein thofe excellencies of his confift, which diflinguifh him from the or - 
dinary crowd of Hiftorians , Lit pofiit digito monftrari & dicier hie eft, 

I tnuft take leave ■ to infift upon thefe enfuing heads, wherein I /ball plainly 
wak^ appear to the equal and candid Reader, that Hijlory is reduced by him 
in this work ,, to fnch order, and exaB Method , as never yet in any Language. 

For,fir# you have here all the Empires in diftinSl Chapters by themfelves, 
with the Contemporaries of them dijlingnifbed in the fame manner from each 
other,and from the Empire to which they were Coataneom. Whereas both in 
Syflews and in larger Volumes of General Hiltory they are mingled toge¬ 
ther with a jlrange confufton, likg the feveral ingredients of an Olio in the 
fame Dtfb, where the variety of the Meats defray the tafte of one another, 
and he that would read any Hijlory by it felf, finds it immediately embroyld 
and interwoven with the affairs of other Nations , fo that he will not eafily 
form a perfeB Idea in his mind of that which is given him but in parcels . 

In the next place this Author has furnijhed you with a general Defcription 
of Greece, its antient Kingdoms and Commonwealths, from their firft Origi¬ 
nals, the fucceffions of Kings, changes of Government, and forms of the fe¬ 
veral Republicks, with the power and nature of their refpeBive Magiftrates 
and Officers, not omitting the mofi confiderable Onflows, Laws, and Anti¬ 
quities of each of them, deduced from the be ft Hiftorians , whom you ftill 
find quoted in the Margent j this, as it hath never beenintmly performed by 
any Author heretofore, fo ought it tofet a peculiar mar\ of Honor upon 
ours , who hath been carefull to give us an exaB account of that Countrey, 
which was the Mother of Arts and Sciences* 

After this, if we will turn our eyes upon the Macedonian Empire, and 
the feveral parts and branches of it,as the Kingdoms of Syria, ^Macedon, 
and Egypt, we fballftill have greater occafton to admire the learn d dili¬ 
gence of the Author. The Grecian Monarchy after the deceafe of Alexan¬ 
der not being more difmembred and rent in pieces by his Succeffors , than by 
thofe Writers who have tranfmitted the memory of it to pofterity, particu¬ 
larly,the Afian and Egyptian Kingdoms under ffoSeleucid* and ikolomies 
have never been compiled in one Hijlory , and 1 have often wondred in my 
perufal of this Inftitution, by what weans the Author ofit could arive at fo 
clear a knowledge of thofe perplex d fucceffions, it was certainly a work L °f 
great labour to compare Hiftorians, and to weave thefe feveral Arguments 
and loofe pieces into one entire Loom, which 1 the rather mind the Reader

of becaufe it is not eafily perceiv’d by every ordinarycapacity, for the uni¬ 
formity of the ftyle, and the unbroken order of the whole is fnch, that they 
onelj who are converfant in Antiquities are able to judge what travel and

T be Roman tiifiory next invites our obfervation i wherein the fuccefie 
of‘this Author hath fufficiently recompenced his worthy pains: 1 dare confi¬ 
dently affirm, No modern Ten hath y et carried it on with fo great light from 
the Original of the Citie to the time of Conftantine. For from the banijbment 
o/Tarquin to the new modeling of the Government by Auguftus, you have 
all the Intermediate Changes, Alterations, and Seditions of it, while yet a 
State,as the contefis o/tJWPatricians ^Commons, with the feveral motives 
of them ,. T he difplacing and refioring of Annual Magifirates,the Defcrip . 
tionof their Offices, the Rites and Ceremonies of their Religion ; all colleBed 
with great diligence from the Fathers of Roman tiifiory, but never given 
win one body by antient Authors, or by any of later dayes. I confeffe I have 
read a French Hi fiorian,who from the reign of Auguftus almofi to that of Ju. 
ftinian hath given me the greatefi fatisfaBion of any mam, Tet he often amu- 
feth bhn/elffas jome of our bad Chroniclers at home have donejwithpaffages 
offmall concernment,& below the Dignity of antiiftorianto relate: and from 
the Foundation of the Citie to Auguftus, pays his Readers with a bare 
Tranflatton of Florus. Sr. Walter Rawleigh (never to be mentioned with¬ 
out honour ) concludes his Hifiorywtth the end of the Macedonian War,and 
the converfion of that Kingdominto a Roman Trovince-.much about the fame 
time we are forfakin by our heft Guide Uv y, whofe Dtcads from the Cap¬ 
tivity of Perfeus to tlx time of Oftavius C*far (whofe Contemporary he 
was) are wholly lofi: for in the conclufton of his 4 ^ Book, (the laft which 
is left us) be introduces King Prufias fpeakfng to the Romans, whom he 
cam to vifit, in thefe words } Deos qui urbera Rornam incolerent Sena- 
tumque & Populum Romanum falutatum fevenifle, & gratulatum 
quod Perfea Gentiumque Reges viciffent, Macedonibufque Sc Illy- 
riis in Ditionem reda&is, auxiflent Imperiutn. But as this Author hath 
fapplied the DefeSls of Livy , and continued the Roman Hiftoryfive 
hundred years beyond Sir W. Rawleigh , fo in the alteration of the 
Government from a Commonwealth to a Monarchy by Auguftus , the 
reafons which induced the Emperour to make that change , the manner 
how, andthe form of it,are delivered with fo great care,and deferib’d with 
fo much life. That I could not but taks a particular notice of it-, and (with the 
civility of thofe that carve to others where themfelves beft like) invite 
the Reader to a more exaB obfervation of that which hath given me fo great 
contentment.

11. The divifionof the Earth vvas occifioned by the confufion or Lan¬ 
guages, and this by building of thi Tower of Babel, (x )Jofephus tellech us 
that God had feveral times admonilEed men to feparate themfelvcs, and in¬ 
habit the Earchtwhich they impioufly caking in aa illfenfe , as though he did 
it upon defign to deftroy them at the inftigationpf Nimrod, the fon of Chw 
and Nephevv o t Cbam , (who now ambicioufly affected dominion over them) 
agreed to build a ftacely Citie, and a Tower which ftiould reach ro Heaven, to 
defend them from danger, in cafe another Deluge fliould overvvhelm the 
Earth. They came from the Eaft into the Land of Sbinar, and there be£in 
their work. Some put no other diftin6tion betwixt the Citie and Tower, but 
will have it onely a Citie adorned with Towers. Others place them at a 
great diftmee from each other;but it CO feemeth evident,that fome one nota¬ 
ble Totver was begun, and that in the • Citie, which was fituate upon the River 
Euphrates. To put an end to this defign God confounded their Language, 
that they undemood non one another’s fpeech, and hereupon the Citie was 
called Babel, fignifying confufion, jnd the Land of Shmar , aftervyards known 
by che name of Babylonia, fometimes called Babel it felf, and the Citie Ba¬ 
bylon, in feveral Languages. Of this great paffage a tradition alfo remained 
amongft the Heathen, as appearethby (*.) Abydenus, H.ftraus, and Sibylla , 
who made mention of it, the Land of Senaar, and of Babylon , which they 
Acknowledge was fo called from Babel , in the Hebrew tongue fignifying *>»- 
fufion.

Such was 
the end of him, who placed all his felicity in his fenfuall appetite, which he ^ Athcnxiu 
would have alfo recorded in his (p) Epitaph, and advifed the Reader to imi^ hb.

Hiftorian maketh mention of Cy ax ares the Son of Afy- 
Te! (whom we read ro have had but one Daughter) except Xenophon ; and 
he either one purpofe feemeth to thwart Herodotus , or to have write.on hw 
Cno adia , rather (b) to Biew what a Prince ought to be, than what Cyr* 
wadndS and fo to nave taken fame of chit liberty of ~-n vvh|ch o- 
thers (i) have done of late upon the fame and other Subjefts. But though 
JofephScaliger tmyfeemco (how more reafon for this later affemon, yet 
pLL m tril w affrmeth the thing to be obfeure, perplexed, and difficult, 
“j Tlabor^rdochiu b?e taken for Beljha.ar . then Nabono- 
dm muff be the fame with Darien Med**', whom further, fome would have 
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to be the. Brother of A fly ages , not his Son , and yet called Cyaxares. 

In him the Empire of the Babylonians ceafed, and was derived upon che Per- 
[sans by Cyrus, whofe firft beginnings are to be viewed, with the progrefle of 
his anions, which made way to that pitch of greatnefle whereat he arrived. 
Herein Hiftorians do not relate the fame things. That A fly ages was his 
Grand-father is acknowledged by all, except Ctefias , who will have them 
nothing akin, and callech him Aflyigas : His Father’s name is granted to be 
Cambyfes , his Country Per ft a , but his condition is diver By reported of. 

The fum of Herodotus writeth how A fly ages dreaming two dreams concerning his Daugh- 
Whac Herodo- ter Mandane , (which by the Wizards were interpreted to portend tne lofle 
tus hath writ- 0 f his Kingdom , through the greatneffe of her ifliie) gave her in marriage 
ten conccr- to one Cambyfes a Per flan of obfeure fortune; and not fatisfied m this fecu- 
®'"’ 1 riiy, fentfor her when fhevvaswith child, and as foon as the Boy was bom, 
gave him to one PJarpagtu co be made away. Harpe^tu fearing lie might 
afterwards be called to an account by the Mother, for violence offered to the 
Babe, delivered him to the King’s Shepherd, to be expofed in the Woods un¬ 
to the mercie of wild beaffs. This being done, and the Shepherds Wife 
lately brought to bed of a ftil-born child; ftae prevailed with her Husband to 
fetch him home; nurfed and brought him up as her own Son amongft the 
Shepherds. At feven years of age being chofen King of the Boyes in their 
play, he executed the office with feverity, towards fuch as were duobedienr, 
ana for this was complained of by their Parents to the King. Being fent for 
and accufed of the crime, he would acknowledge none, alledging he had 
done like a King; and Banding in his juftification without the leafl change of 
countenance, A fly ages was ffruck with admiration , andprefendy called to 
mind his dream. Upon examination of the Shepherd , begot, out the whole 
matter; owned him for his Grand-fon, becaaife he thought the dream ful¬ 
filled in his boyiffa reign amongff the Shepherds; onely he thought it good co 
fend him out of the way into Perfia. r „ 

50, But topunifh Harpagtss for his difobedience, he invited him to 1 up¬ 
per, andeaufed to be ferved up to the table his onely Son ; of which, after 
he had eaten heartily, and approved the meat, he let h>m fee his entertain¬ 
ment, by the head, hands, and feet, referved in another platter. Harpa¬ 
ries for the prefent kept down his paffion , Teeming to acquiefce in the King s 
pleafure, uncill Cyrus came toman’s efface. Then, hearing of his activity 
and forwardneffe, he refolved by prefents to make him his friend, meditating 
a convenient way of revenge by the means of this Youth, from whom he 
expe&ed fomethinganfwerableto his Grandfather’s dream. Knowing Apy- 
4ges his tyrannical! carriage towards the Medes, he infmuated himfelf into 
the chief of them by degrees, and fecretly perfwaded them, tlyc it \vas con¬ 
venient he Should be removed from the Government; efpecially feeing they 
might with fome plaufibility place Cyrus it\his Sear. Having thus made 
War, he wrote Letters to trie young Man, into Perfia, ( which, to prevent 
difeovery, hefowedup in the belly of an Hare) wherein recalling to his 
memorie what he had fuffered from nis Grandfather upon his account, he lol- 
iicited him to draw the Per flans to revolt; then to come down with an Ar¬ 
my into Media , where he niight be fure of him or any other the Kings Ge¬ 
nerals, and fo eafily become Mailer of all. ... 

21. Cyrus confidering of away how to accompblh this buhnelle, wnicn 
now he made no leffe than a defign, called the Per flans together; firff gave 
out that he was chofen their Genera 7 by A fly ages, and then eafilyperfvvaded 
them, by laying open, how much Liberty was ro be preferred before that 
Slavery they now underwent,to clofe with him and break out into open rebel¬ 
lion, The old Man hearing of this, fent a meflenger for him ; but he re¬ 
turned anfvver, he would come foonerthan he ftaould haVe caufe to defire his 
company; whereupon he armed his Subjetls of Media , and forgetting how 
he had formerly injured Harpagus > committed the Army to his conduit. 
Harpatas revolting, he loft thereby the firft Battell; yet was:not daunted, 
but threatened Cyrus, nailed tocrofles the Magicians, who had perfwaded 
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him to difmiffe him, and arming all borh old and young that were in the Ci- 
r ovcr _ ty, led them out to a fecond engagement,wherein his fucceffc was yvorfe than 
ihrowctU before, he being taken prifoner. When Harpagm, boalVmgof his revenge, 

Afows his infulted over him, he taxed him of imprudence and injuftice of the one, for 
Gt*u<i fatUcc'^ ac having power to make himfelfe King he fhould transfer the dignity to 
another; and of the other, becaufe, for to revenge a private injury , he had 
enflaved the whole Nation of the Medes, out of which he might rather have 
chofca one to rhe Kingdom, refufing it himfelfe, than him who would now 
fo order the matter, that the Per flans, (laves before, (hould be Lords and 
Makers of all. Thus A fly ages loll his Kingdom, after he had held it 35 
years, enjoying all things elfe at hisGrandfon’s hands, till his naturall death: . . 

And the A fades became fubjedl to the Per flans, after they had enjoyed the -do¬ 
minion of Afla beyond the River Halys, the fpace of 128 years, ( except . 
that fpace wherein the Scythians kept them under ) in the 2d year of tne 
55 ^’ Olympiad, of the World 3446. -

The Lydian Nation was of great antiquity, fo named from Lud the %pr\ 
of Sent, or rather defeended of him who by Mofes is fo called ; both he and tu ^2Wk%. 

■ faLcd ‘ they having obtained this name from that Country, which from the crooked- ,ab, x. sag uS. 
nefle and winding of the River M&ander took the appellation of Lud , in 
the Phoenician Language fignifyin * crooked or winding: The Greeks fay, {ft) Bfrastfiacu* 
that the Lydians were firft called M&ones ; and Lydia M&onia ,- from 
M&on, an antient Kinsz of Phrygia and Lydia, who was thought to have 
been the Father of Cybeles, Mother of the gods,' and that long after him 
reigned Lydus the Son of Atys, and Brother of Tyrrhenus, from whom DiaomBtR.. 
they fanrie the Country'to have been named. Better is the opinion of Ste- Haiicnr.,M. u. 
pbanns , whoderivetH M&onia from the River M&on or M&ander. For, < i- 

though the Greek? might call them Lydians, yet that their right name was 
Ludians, appeared) from the Latin words, Ludus, Ludo , Lndio, See. ,.mToaml!lL«& 
thence derived ; feeing it is granted, that the firft Players came form(/) Ly- spmmLiak 
d/<iiiuo hietruria, fo to Rome , as the Lydians (t») boafted themfedves to Dicing'. BTa&v. 
have been inventors of thofe Games, which afterwards were common with 
them to the Greeks . Hence it appeareth, that though the Country might be W ««■**- 
called both Lydia and M&onia, from the felfelatne thing ; yet moft ancient 
was the name of Lud. After the Pofterity of Lydus , reigned the Heracli- 
d& or thofe that were defeended from Hercules, by his Son Alcaus. The firft 
was Arqon, faith Herodotus, the Son of Ninus, Grand-fon of Belus, and 
great Grand-fon of oilcans ; the laft was Candantes the Son. of Myrflns, 
by the Greeks called Myrfltus. Candantes («) or Candy!os, fignified a 
certain kind of Lydian meat made of Flowre,Cheefe,Honey,Bread,and Ftefh* 
the Lydians being accounted the firft (0) of all Nations, that bufied them- 
' fdves in Cookery, infomuch that they became a Proverb for it. AUk**- 

t ) t i . The Antiquity of the Lydians appeareth further out of the antient 
Fables; Attis, Trains, Pelops, Niobe and Arachne, being of this Coun¬ 
try: Their fruitfulnefle, from the Colonies they fent out into Peloponnefus 
and Caria , mto Etruria alfo, as they fay. Their valour and power is ftiewn dhian. 

to have been of great antiquity from their holding the dominion of the Sea 92 
years, which they took from the Cretans about the time of Jepthe , and 1200 
years before Chrift , lofing it again and recovering it afterwards. But Can- 
Tbx Knytn Saules with his Family being extirxft, and the Kingdom devolved upon the 
’ Mermnada (of whom Croefns defeended) the power of the Nation grew 
greater alfo at Land. Thefe JJeraclida , held it the fpace of 505 years, 
rhrough 24 Succeffors unto thkCandnules , who fo far being enamoured of bis Herofao*#.«„ 
Wife as he efie&ned her the moft beautifull of all women, tonftrained bis , 

fervatit ( -rges to fee her naked. Jhe efpying Gyges whilft therein he onely 
fatisikd hii Matters will, offered him tne choice of killing her husband , and 
' marrying 
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marrying her with the Kingdom, or of fuffering dea;h himfelfe ; one of their 
two lives being the leaft (lie could require in way of Juftice. He, in fo greac 
a ftrair, preferring his own fafety before hi 9 Matter’s life, flew him in his bed¬ 
chamber, the place where the fault was commited, and fo enjoyed the 
Queen with the Kingdom ; wherein he was confirmed by the Oracle of DJ- 
vhos, to the fentence of which, he and his adverfaries had agreed to (land. 

34 * G 7 £ es reigned 38 years, in which fpace he made War upon Mile.us , 
and Smyrna , and took the City Colophon. Ardys his Son and Succeffor 
fubdued Priene, fought againft Miletus ; and in his time the Cimmerians being 
expelled their feats by the Scythian Nomades , patted into Afla, and took 
Sardis, all but the Cattle. He reigned 49 years. His Son Sadyat,es 12, who 
gave place to Alyattes his Son and Succeflor. Alyattes waged War with 
* C.y ax ares King of Media, and expelled the Cimmerians out of Afla , 
took Smyrna , ancl fet upon CU^omena. In the 6th year of the War betwixt ragf.iyb. xi.~ 
the. Median and him, whilft they fought upon equall terms, the Sun was 
eclipfed, which ^hales , one of the 7 wife men,had foretold to his Mileflans. 

Both the armies feing the day beginning to be turned into night ,left off fighting 
and then by the mediation of Syemcfis the CUician, and Labyniiui the Ba¬ 
bylonian a peace was concluded ; Ariena the Dtfighter of Halyattes being 
marryed to A flyaqys the Son olCyaxares. From the Tables of Pto owy (or 
of Hipparchus ) it appeareth that this Eclipfe happened in the 4th year of the 
44 th Olympiad , the 147th of Nabonafir, the 4th day of che Egyptian 
month Pachon, (wh : ch anfwereth to the 20th 0 f September ) 2 hours and a* 
minutes before ftoone ; 9 digits being eclipfed, and the duration almoft 2 
hours, H alyattes purfued alfo the War left him by his Father, againft Mile tut ^ 
the Inhabitants whereof received from him two great blows, for that none of 
the lonians helped them, except che Chians, in way of requitall for the aide 
they had afforded them againft the Erythr&ans. At length, having notice that 
he intended to fend a meffenger into the. City, at the command of Thrajy- 
bulus their Prince, they brought all the provifion they had into the market¬ 
place ; which appearing to be much, and as fuch related to Alyattes , he 
1 thinking himfelfe miftaken in his former belief of their diftreffed condition, 

made Peace with them-.and died after he had reigned 57 years. 

35. Crcefus hisSonfuceeded himattheage of 25 years. He made War ‘f 

upon Epheflu, which when he befieged, che Towns-men for their fecurity, PP a - • * 1 

gave up the City to Diana, by a rope faftned from the Wall ro her Temple ; 
hut for all this he brought them under and fubdued all the reft of the Greek. 

Cities in the continent. He brought into his fubje&ion all the people of Afla 
within the River Halts, as rhe Phrygians, My flans, ft thy mans, Paphlago- 
mans, the Manandyni , Chalibes, Thracians, Thyni, Carians, lonians , 

Dorian), Delians, Lycians, and Cilicans. Being grown great, and flow- 
. ing with wealth, and flourifhing with glory, the choiieft wits of Greece floc¬ 
ked to Sardis, and amongft the reft Solon the Athenian , who being now in 
his travells, had been with Amefls of i^£ ypt, and now came to vifite Crce- 
fus. He kindly entertained him, and, (hewinghim his treafures, out of a 
vain conceit of his own felicity, demanded of him. Whom he thought the 
happieft Man. He anfwered, he efteemed for fuch, one Tellus an Arhenian , 
who having lived in good credit, and leaving divers Children and Nephews 
of hooeft and virruous cariage, died in the War at Eleufme, after he had firft 
helped to put to flight the enemy; for which he was honoured by his Citizens 
with a publick and ftatelv funerall. Craifus expending, if not the firft, yet 
the fecond place, asked him, Whom he accounted next to Tellus. He replied 
Cleobis and Biton, two brothers of Argos, who had fufficient to live on v and 
being very (Long, had gotten the better in tryall of Mafteries. On a time at 
the feaft of Juno, their Mother being to be drawn in a Chariot to the Temple, 
and the Heiffers not at hand, they yoked themfelves, and drew her thither. 

She being much attested with the piety of her Sons, praied the Goddeffe that 
whatfoever was heft for Man, might be beftowed on them , who deeping that 
ni°ht in che Temple, were found dead in the morning, and honoured by 
0 E tbs 
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the Arrives with two Statues , ere&ed to their memory at Delphos . 

3 6. the King was troubled that his felicity fhould be fo little valued, as not 
comparable to that of private men. But Solon plainly told him, that all things 
were uncertain in this life,and no man ought to be accounted happy til his End; 
for which Philofophy, as ftrange to the Courtiers, he was difmiffed with 
fmall reputation for learning. Crafts, growing exceeding proud and irreli¬ 
gious;, to humble him, had a dream) that the choifett of his two Sons, (where¬ 
of oie was dumb) fhould be (lain with the iron head of fome weapon. Here¬ 
upon he removed all things of that nature out of the way , looked to him dili¬ 
gently, and marryed him out of hand. But at this time it hapned, that a cer¬ 
tain wild Boar haunted about the Mountain Oympus in My ft a , which doing 
»reat harm to the Inhabitants, they were in no wife able to matter, and there¬ 
fore fent to Crafts, defiring him to fend his Sop, accompanied with a fuffici- 
ent train, to hunt and kill the Wild beatt. He plainly denied, becaufe of 
his dream, tolethimftir from home ; but the young Man, having a great 
defire to the exercife, thereby to approve hitnfelfe for ailivity to his new mar¬ 
ried wife, obtained leave to be fent, faying, that no fuch thing would be ufed 
in the game as that of which he had dreamed. He committed him then to 
the care of one A drains the Son of Gordius (and he of Midas) King of 
Phrygia, who having at unawares killed his brother, had been banifhed by his 
his Father. When they came into the field, and had diflodged the Boar, A dra¬ 
fts throwing a dart at him, chanced to hit the young Man , and fo fulfilled 
the dream; for which, offering himfelfe to be killed, upon Crafts his refu- 
fall, as done without any intention, he yet flew himfelfe. C raff us took the 
accident very heavily, and kept himfelfe in mourning two years. 

37. This mourning was broken off by the profperityof Cyrus , who ha¬ 
ving now overthrown the Kingdom of the Modes, advanced highly the affairs 
of Per ft a. Herein he found himfelfe exceedingly concerned, foastowith- 
ftand, if polfible, his fucceffe, and make an addition thereby to his own For¬ 
tune. For encouragement in this defigti, he fent to enquire of the Oracles Crnefiis Halym 
far and near; which anfwering with one confent, that he fhould overturn* gre]fm,magnam 
great principality, he was much incouraged, not doubting but that of the fer ^ rttt W* 
Per fans was meant thereby; and much more after the Oracle at Delphos, had v,nK 
(in an: wer to his requiry, whether his Empire fhould long continue ) bid him 
look to himfelfe, when a Mule fhould have poffdfion of the Soveraignty of 
Media ; taking rhis in a literall ienfe, notwichftanding the conftant ambi¬ 
guity of fuch anfwers. Now (the Oracle giving way to it) he fent to make 
a League with the Lacademonian f, who being obliged to him, eafily compli¬ 
ed; though no fuppli^s do we read of fent to him. For he, being in great 
e-'atfns inva- hafte,prevented the fending of any; and, with all the force he could make, in- 
dcth cappado- vaded Cappadocia, to revenge, as he pretended , upon Cyrus, the injurie of- 
cia. * fered to Afyagcs his Brother in Law ; but indeed to lay that fertile Coun¬ 
try to his own Dominions. Having patted the River Hayis, he came into a 
piace of Cappadocia called Ptcria , the moft fafe of all the Country, near to 
the City Sinope, which was fituated upon the Euxine Sea. Taking up his 
quarters here, he made incurfions, took the City of the Pterians, with all 
the rett round about, and baniflied the Syrians ( fo were the Cappadocians 
called by the Greeks , till fubjeiled to the Per fan Empire ) chough they had 
nothing ill deferved athis hands. 

38. Cyrus comingngainft him fent to the Ionians, to draw them to his 
party ; but they {landing oft, he proceeded , and pitcht his Camp againft 
Crafts. After fome skirmifhes the Armies ingaged, and a very hot difpute 
continued till night parted them, many falling on both (ides .Crafus, though 
neither parry owned any defeat, was blamed by his Soldiers for ingaging with 
fo numerous an Army ; fo that, Cyrus not ftirring out ngainft him the next 
day, he thought it beft to recrcac to Sardis, and fent out of hand for aide to 
Amefts King of v&gjpt , and Labynitus of Babylon, whom he had by a 
League obi iged to him : ■ rothe Lacedaemonians alfo to difpaccb their Auxili¬ 
aries within 5. month,, with wliich-rcftingthat winter, he would re-invade 
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Rctrcatcth to r the P.erf ans. the following Spring. Accordingly he difmiffed all his.merce- 
sardis. naries (landing then in no need of them, as he thought; which Crtus hearing,; 

1 refoived with all fpeed to follow him t o Sardis , hoping he might utterly de- ; 

feat him before he could'recoiled his Forces: and accordingly marching into 
Lydia he prevented any meffage of his coming. Crafts, though exceedingly 
‘ perplexed at fo unexpected a thing, gatheredlus fubjeds together, as time 
would giVe leave, and provided for his defence; which the other percei¬ 
ving, and fearing the power of his Horfe (wherein the Lydians excelled all 
"other people of A fid) took off the burthens from all theCam£ls,that follow¬ 
ed th? Camp, and fecting^Riders upon them, placed them in the front; the 
fmell of which (when the Armies joynedl the Horfes not enduring, turned 
Overthrown afide. Yet were not the.Riders thereby deterred from fighting, but, dif- 
inbattel. mounting, performed On Foot what couldbe expected , till over-powered

39. Crcefus thinking he might polfibly be able to hold out fome confider- 
able time, fent again to his confederates ro haften their fuccours. But Cy¬ 
rus pn the fourteenth dav of the fiege offering a g r eat reward to him that 
fhould firft mount the Wall, one Hyraades, a Martian, having taken notice 
of a place, which becaufe of ics heighth and precipitancy was held impreg¬ 
nable, and therefore negleCled by “the befieged ( where yet he had feen a 
Souldiercome down to fetch his Helmet he had let fall) made means to 
climb up, and after him more and more followed, till the Gitie was thereby 
Sardis taken, furprized. All places being full of (laughters, a Souldier not knowing Cra¬ 
fts, was about to kill him ; which he negleCled,as willing to dye with his 
Kingdom. . But his dumb fon, affrighted at the danger he faw him in, is faid jr,dc Herod. 
to have broken filence (or diimbneffe) with this exprefiion \Man,do not fill lib.i. c.85. 
Crcefus, and thenceforthto have enjoyed the ufe of his tongue. Thus Crafts Aut.Gelltum. 
overturned a great principality ,as the Oracle had forecold,after he had reign- ^ J^ ax / 
Cm r M con „- ; ed fourteen years, and been befieged fo many dayes. Cyrus adjudged him to c , 4< ‘ Ext> Exe ’m. 
Ucmned. death, and had burnt him alive, but that he, almoft coo late, remembred the g, 

words of the wife Law-giver of Athens , and cried out Solon, Solon, Solon\ Solinmo. c.y. 
Cyrus commanded the Interpreters to demand of him whom he invocaced 
(thinking it to be fome God he mentioned) :tQ which he anfwered,when com¬ 
pelled to fpeak, that he named one whom rather then any thing,he would 
have to fpeakwith all Princes'; and, being urged to explain himfelf,told the 
His life fpa- whole dory concerning the ducourfe betwixt him and Solon. Herewith the 
rc( j < p " Conquerour was. fo affeCted , that, confidering the uncertainty of his own 
’ profperous condition, though the pile was already kindled, yet command¬ 
ed he die’fire to be quenched, and receiving him into his moft inward coun- 
fels , held him ever moft dear, and in great efteem for his wifdom ; where¬ 
in, after fuch manifold experience,he excelled. This hapned in the fourth A M ?4tfo 
year of the 58 Olympiad, the^fifeeenth year of the reign of Cyrus. A. M. oiympsi. an a.

40. When th z Ionians and *&olians heard that Crcefus, with fo little a 
ado, was utterly fubdued,they fent to Cyrus, offering to put themfelves into c ,nt. &c. 

: his hands, on the fame terms as the Lydians were received; but he returned 
them no fatisfaftory anfwer, becaufe of their refufal formerly tojovn with 
him. All of them then, (except the Milefians , thofe having yielded them- 
' felves) made their application to the Laccdamonians , who refufed to grant 
any. aide ; but fent fome to make difeovery how matters went in Afi a . The 
Meffengers finding Cyrus at Sardis , according to order, acquainted him 
with the pleafure of that Republick ,Not to fuffer him. to mol eft any of the 
Greeks Cities. He enquiring what the Lacedamonians were, prefently 
(leighted them, and anfWeced,'That, if the Gods preferved him, they flaould - 
have caufe to bewail their own calamities, and not bufie themfelves with what 
concerned the 1 onions . He committed Sardis, to the cuftody of Tabalus, a 
Per fi an*, to Patfyas a Lydian, the Treafure of Crafts and others :and fo fee 
* out for Ecbatane, making little account of the loniaus (againft whom he in- 

E a tended 
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tended to fend fome Lieutenant) in comparifon of Babylon, the Baftyians, 

Sac* and Egyptians, upon all which he had call an hungry eye with purpbfe 
Tafcas revolt co invade them. After his departure Patty as revolted* and drawing into 
Rebellion rhe Maritime Coafts, befieged Tab a cm ; whereacC>v«j being 
angry,as efteeming it a plot of the Lydians,Crafts fearing worfe things might 
come upon them, after an excufe of the generality, advifed him to take from 
them the ufe of Arms, and enure them t6 effeminate courfes whereby they 
would eafily be kept under. Cyrus , according to his advife, difpatched aW.ly 
with an A my, one Ma^arts a Mede , who finding Sardis deferred by Pa- 
ttyas ,put in execution what Crafts had advifed. By this courfe was 
broughc to paffe, that the Lydians, to whom for valour no Nation in A fa 
could he compared, grew infamous for effeminateneffe and luxury ; fo that .. , y 
gluttonous 0) and voluptuous perfons, (p) fuch as made it their profeflion to ( ve ^ "induf? 
afford incitements to debauchery, received Epithets from their name. me Av JW<e- 

ai. Patty as having fled to Cum*, Maz*ares fent co demand him of che 6 $i < voluptati • 
Citizens; bur, they difmi fling him, he fled to Mytilene, and thence to the bus deditus. 
Taken Chians, who fold nim to Manures. He then reduced fuch as had revolted, •°y / ’ 

and harrafing the Countrey of Pricne, with thic lying upon Maander and li M .unAtbe* 
Magnefta, fell ftek and died. Harpagus the Mode fucceeded him, and out haum. jy, 
of hand undertook ah expedition againft the Ionian*.^ The Phccaam being c. 12. 
firft befieged, obtained truce for a day, and then fhipping themfelves, left 
their ancient feat and paffed over into the Ifland Chins, and thence (for that 
the Chians refufed to fell them the Iflands left they fbould thither 

carry theTraffick) to Cyrnus, where twenry years before, they had built a 
Citie called Alalia . Here playing the Pirates, they were after five years 
defeated in a Sea-fight by the Tyrrhenians and Carthaginians, and then thofe 
thac remained pafled over to JRhegium in Italy, where they built a Cicie na¬ 
med Hyela, in the Territories of Otnotria. The Tcians alfo, after their exam¬ 
ple departed into Thrace, where they built up a Citie called Abdera, the 
foundations of it being formerly laid by one Tense fins a Clax.omenian, whom 
The Ionian* the Thracians thence expelled. The rellof the lonians flood it out againft 
fubdued. Barpagus, who yet utterly fubdued and forced them to undergo the yoake 
che fecond time, having refufed to follow the coimfel of Bias the Prienaau, 

(one of the feven wife-men 6f Greece) , who advifed them to (bun fervi- 
tude by going to Sardinia, and there planting themfelves in one great and 
common Citie; as they had formerly rejected the advice of Thales the 
Mitefian (another of that number) to. fet up one common Court at Tent 
in the middle of Ionia. After the Conqueft Of th € Ionian* , Barpagus fub- 
dued the Tartans, Caumans, and Lyclans, and brought all the lower A fa 
under the Dominion and Soveraignty of Cyrus, who in the mean while not 
idle, did as much by the upper Provinces; leaving nothing in his way, but 
clearing all before him. 

42. Having Conquered che reft of the Continent he went againft the Af. 
fyrians. Who, being aware of him, had fumiflhed themfelves in Babylon for a 
And the Affy- long fiege. Coming to the River Gyndes (which riling in the Alantienean 
riant or Bab)- Mountains, runneth through che Countrey of the Dardaneans , and emptieth 
lo tions. } c felf in Tigris ) he could find no foard to paffe it, and a certain white 
Horfe, ficred to the Sun, boldly caking the water, was overwhelmed in the 
Floods. He rear being exceeding angry, he threatned to reduce it to fuch 
a condition, as it flaould not be knee^deep , and accordingly fetting all his 
Army on work, derived it into 260 Pi volets, in which employment nefpenc 
all that Summer. The Spring following he marched for Babylon, the King 
whereof Labmittt opfiofed him: but, being defeated, retreated intothe Citie, 
to which he then laid clofe fiege. In vain for a long time did he attempt 
the taking of it. At length he divided' bis Armv, and leaving the two 
' ftronger parts of it, the one at that fide of the Jown where the River en- 
tred,‘the other the’e where it came Out; with the third he retired into the 
adwiing Fens, and digging g-eac ditches derived the River inro them. 

Hereby he brought it co fuch an Ebb, that hi$ Souldiers eafily palling it, be¬

moft a man, and being admired for undemanding and abilities far above his 
age s he returned to his father,and entred into the * College of youth, where * L{ ^ e de 
he was trained up in all ftria Difcipline according to the cultoms of lerjta. mim Veyfll . 
A (hates dying ,Cyaxares his fon fucceeded him, at what time the King of rm,Xenoyh. 
AjfyrU haying (hbdued all che Syriwi, Ar»bi m >, Hyn.mms, and had now 
fain upon the Battryans, ptomifed himfelf the abfolute Empire of theEaft, 
if he could but bring under the Aftdes and Per fans. He fent therefore to 
all his Neighbours; to Crafts King of Lydia, the King of Cappadocia , to 
both the Phrygians , Caftans, Paphlagomans, Cil,cans, and Indians, accu¬ 
sing thefe two Nations of ambitious detigns to endive them all, and procured 
them to ioyn with him in an offenfive and defenfive league agatnlt them. Cy- 
axarts hearing this,defired of Catnbyfes his Brother-in-law to fend, down Cy¬ 
rus to him With an Army ; Cyrus being accordingly chofen General by the 
people firft fubdued the Armenians, who becaufe of this combination of 
the Princes, had demed to pay their accuftomed tribute to Cy ax arts, and 
then perfwaded his Uncle co invade the Adrians , to keep the War from his 

OW 44. Making then an inroade into Ajjyria the King thereof, Crafts 
of Lydia, and divers other Confederates came agamtt them, but in the 
firft ingagemenc were worfted, and beaten back into their Camp, and a- 
jnongft 6 others the AJfyrian himfelf (Mrsglijfor, ^if any) was flam. The night 
following all brake out of the Fortifications and fled; whereupon Cyrus pre¬ 
vailing with his Uncle to fufter him to purfue them, with as many of 
the Medts as would follow him of their own accord, in his way entred in¬ 
to confederacy with the Hyrcanians through the condu&of whom he over¬ 
took, and again defeated them : they alfo (lew the Kings of ' Cappadocia and 
Arabia. After this,he invaded the Territories of the Babylonians, went up 
to the Citie it felf, and challenged the King to a Angle Combat, who refu- 
fing it, he, after fome few skirmifoes thereabout, returned to Cyaxares, Up* 
on the Borders of Media, to deliberate about carrying on the War: He found 
him greatly difeontented at his fucceffe (out of apprehenfion than he had rob¬ 
bed him of all the glory) and much averfe to the War; but ac length he ap¬ 
peared him, and fo wrought underhand upon the Officers of the Army, that 
they unanimoufly voted che War to be carried on. Some time being necef- 
t f arv then for preparation, he chofe out a convenient place for the Army s 

Quarters 1 andnot long after underftood by certain Fugitives and Pnfoners 
that the King of Afyria was gone towards Lydia with much Treafure. 

a<. Cyrus, fuppofing his defign to be for raifing men, prepared for the 
mam chmce by horfing his Per fans, inventing new and m6re convenient 
Charriots, and, to get intelligence of the Enemie’s purpofes, fent ont Ara- 
fpes into Lyd,a, who, under colour of i revolt, foould infinuate himfelf into 

their Counfels. This device taking, he difpofed of his affairs according as he 

•fawbehoofefull, modelled his Army, and marched againft the Confederates, 
whom wichouc any great difficulty he overthrew, all but the ^gVfuans* 

They put him co fore trouble, and endangered his fife; but having fall n in 
upod their Rear, and thereby diverted the Front, he fo overpowered them 
both behind and before, asgtad they were to deliver up their Arms and 
upon promife of better entertainment. Willing to change Matters and ferye 
him. Croeftt now, who commanded in Chief, fled amam to Sardis , whi¬ 
ther Cyrus purfued him, and getting the Caftle into his hands , by the help of 
a Per fan, who had been flave to an Officer in it, got poljeffion bah of^ the 
Cicie and its King. He, coming to Cyrm, acquttced the Otadeof Delphi 
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from all blame, and took the fault upon hlmfelf, in that he, overweening ^ 

his own condition, had fooled himfelf continually in a fond opinion of ha~j- 
nelfs After this the Carians falling into two factions, both fent unto him. 
and he difpatched to them Aduftas with fome Forces, who overpowering both 

the one and the other, compounded their difterCnces. , 

46. Then fent he Hyjtajpes into P*rygi«, whofubdued t^ Country, and 
took the Kin? prifonerat what time the. Greeks of A ft a fubmitted them- 
felves, procuring by gifts, that they (hould not be condrained to receive any 
Garrifon, but onely pay Tribute, andferve in the Wars. Afterward , m 
his march to Babylon, he brought under the greater Phrygtd, fubdued the 
Cappadocians and Arabians. He fate down Wore that Jity with a vaft 
Army, the walls whereof after he had viewed, he concluded there Wis no 
ftorming of it, and refolved the bell way was to pme them out. Underftan- 
din* then, that they were provided within for a whole year, he divided his 
Army into twelve parts,aligning to each a moneth to lye in leaguer,at which 
fhe begged fcoffeS as utterly oSr of danger. But 
the River ran through the City, caufed deep ditches to be made, which by 
dreining, rendered it fordable, and fo taking advantage of a folemn Feaft, en-

to Cyrus. The Inhabitants, commanded upon pain of death to deliver up 
their Arms, inftmtly obeyed. And thus the Babylonian Empire being quite 
overthrown, Cyrus aflumed to himfelfe Royall Majefty, fethng his Court 
with great wifdom, wherein Xenophon, inhis moll exquifiteHiftory, maketh 
him to have excelled, in all things, to admiration. . v , •

After tins, 
Cyrus fent PeiifMM his Eunuch to fetch Afyi£as from the ■ Bsircmswi, both 
he and his wife having a great defire to fee him: But Petifacas througlvche 
indication of Oebares left him in a defart place, where he. was famiihed to 
death. The treachery was revealed by dreams, and Petifacas was given up in¬ 
to the hands of Amytis, who plucked out his eyes, his skin over his ea ^> 
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and then crucified him: Oebares fearing the like puniftiment, though Cyrm 
promifed him indemnity, killed himfelf. As for the body of Apyigas it 
was fumptuoufly buried, having been guarded by Lyons in the Wildernefle 
till Petifacas fetched it away. Thefe improbable things are related by 
Gtcfias. 

49. Berofus t\\&Cba!d<ean left recorded that, in the 17th year of Nabo- 
What Berofus nidus, Cyrus, having fubdued all Afta, with a great Army , turned againd 
and Abydenus Babylon. Th.it Nabonidus meeting and ingaging with him in battell, was 
wrote of him. overthrown, and betook himfelf into a Town of the Borfivpians. Cyrus be- 
fieging Babylon, and confidering ic was not to be taken in hade, returned to 
Borfippus, where Nabonidus not expelling a dorm, yielded himfelf; and 
Cyrus ufing him kindly fent him from Babylon into Caramania, where he 
allotted him an habitation. Abydenus (7) further added, that Cyrm bello¬ 
wed upon Nabonidus, now above 80 years old, the Government of Cara- 
mania. This is the furame of what the mod antient Hillorians delivered 
concerning Cyrus his attainment of the Empire of the Eaftj which hapned 
about the year of the World 54 6 y, the firft qf the Olympiad, 5 38 years 
before the ^£ra of Chrift.

them, as Rachel firft,and then Leah, gaVe her maid to his bed, accounting the 
Children begotten on them as their own. Within feven years he had by Leah 
feven fons, viz. Reuben , Simeon , Levi, Judah , Ijfachar , Zabttlon , and a 
daughter named Dinah ; by Bilhah, Rachel's maid, two fons, Daw,and Naph- 
tali\ by Z'tlpahyLeahs maid,alfo two fons, Gad and Ajher, Laftly, by Rachel 
her felf one fon, named Jofeph , and born the fourteen year of his ferVice end¬ 
ing. Six years longer he ferved Laban for wages (bein0 to have the Cattel of 
fuch and fuch a colour) which his hard matter changed ten times; but could 
not withft ind the providence of God in his growing rich. 

12. Having ferved his father-in-law and Uncle twenty years,and obfer- c l )a M l - 3 a * 
ving what envy he had contrafted fr.om him and his fons, he ftole away with &c ' 
all he had, and proceeded three dayes on his yourney, ere his departure was 
known. Then Laban with his friends purfuing, overtook him after feven 
dayes in Mount Gilead, which fromthe-event of this meeting had its name. 

After feveral expoftulations, they made a Covenant {Laban being warned 
by God not to hurt him) and,inTeftimony thereof, laid together an heap 
of ftones, which Jacob called Galead • but Laban , in his Syrian tongue, Je- 
gar-Sahadntha. Jacob then,continued his journey towards Canaan, Wreft- A >M- 1166. 
ling with God’s Angel in his way ; from which he received a bleffmg, and 
the ftrname of./ frail, ,His brother Efau alfo met him, and lovingly received 
him contrary to his,fears. The firft place he ftiyed at was Succoth, fo called 
becaufe there he built an Houfe, and made Booths for his Cattel. Thence 
he paffed over Jordan, %nd came to Sichem , where he bought of Hamor, the 
father of Sichem, a Field, for a hundred Lambs, or fo many pieces of money. 

How lon^ he continued in either of thefe places is not expreffed. Demetrius 
* an< ? Alexander Polyhifior wrote that he abode ten yeirs in Socot, faying Apud Eufeb; 
nothing of Jichem • perhaps becaufe he made little (lay there. Indeed Dinah Praparat.Evangi 
fee met h to ba^e been ravifhed not long after their firft coming thither; Ha- lib - 9 ' ca ?' 2tt 
mor fpeaking to his Citizens concerning them, as perfons lately come; and 
her curiofity tp fee the women of that Countrey, probably may be thought to 
have proceeded , from the ftrangeneffe of it. At the end of thefe ten 
years ftae \ya$ ravi(hed r tnenfixteen years old; being born a little before Jo- 
feph, and perhaps the fame year. To be revenged upon Sichem , who com¬ 
mitted the rape, her tvyo, brothers Simeon Mid Levi flew him, and put the 
whole Citie to the (word , coming upon them when they were yet fore by 
Circumcifidn, which be rhad procured them to admit of, that he might ob¬ 
tain the maid for his wife.

After this, going up into the Mount the 
fecond time , he interceded for the people , and at his return , removed the 
Tabernacle,or Tent, wherein he uled to fpeak with God, out of the Camp, 
in token of the Lords difpleafure. He hewed two new Tables of ftone like 
to the former, and having given order for the miking of an Ark of Wood, 
and all chjngs about theTabemide, according to the pattern (hewed him in 
the Mount, he went up the third time, and continued there fourty daves and 
as many mghes without eating any thing, as before. In this time God wrote 
anew the ten Commandments;and,being pacified, renewed the league condi¬ 
tionally, and propofed ocher Laws to the people. When Mofes returned his 
' face (hone , fo that he put thereon a vail when he fpake to the multitude, to 
which he declared Gods commands, urged the obferv'tion of the Sabbath, and 
the offering for making of the Tabernacle; in the work whereof, the latter 
parr of this year was fpenc by Belated, and his Companions.

them. He fold them into the hands of their Enemies round about, infomuch 

that they could not flAnd before them; budwhitherfoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lord was againtt them for evil, as he had faid and fworn. Ne- 
vercheleffe he raifed them up Judges to deliver them out of- the hands of 
thofe that fpoiled them ; and yet they would not hearken to their Judges, but 
went a whoring after other gods, and bowed themfelves unto them.'. Here¬ 
upon rhe Lord refolved not to drive out thenceforth any Nations before 
them, which Jofhua left when he died, that by them he might prove lfrael 
whether they would keep his way and to teach them War.

chat dwelt in Mount Lebanon, from Mount Baal Herman, unto the encring 
of Hamath.

Gideon delivc- ? 00 '. with which number marching againft the Midianites, he fo affrighted 
reth them, them by a ftratagem of tamps and Pitchers 9 that he routed their whole Army. 

The Ephraimites took Oreb and Zceb : Gideon following the Chace beyond 
Jordan, wholly difcomfited.them, and took, and flew two Kings of the Mi- chap 8< 
Mamies ; Zeba and Zalmanna. , After fo great a victory the Ifraelites of¬ 
fered him the Kingdom; but herefufed ic^and asked onely the earings of 
the.prey, wherewith he made an Ephod which afterwards gave occafion to 
Idolatry (all lfrael going a whoring after it) and became a mare to him and 
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Sect. 2. his houfe. But thus Miaian beingfubdued, the Country was in quietnefle 
under Gideon 40 years, asmoftreadic; but mothers, was quiet in the 40th 
year; v.z,. after quietnefle reftored to it by Deborah and Baracb.

Baa fa novv who reigned in Ifraet, provoked with the revolt of his Sub- 
ieas, and jealous of the growing power of A fa, came up againft him, and 
built Rama, in the 36th year from the divifion > left any ftiould go in or ouc 
to him. A fa to divert him, hired Betthadad the King of Syria to invade 
Jfraef This Ben^hadad was the Son of Tabrimmon, and Grand-fon to Ilex,* 

1 tin, or Retin, the firft King of Damafcut , and from him the Simame of 
Jiadad defeended upon his Pofterir.y. He fmote Jion, Dan, Btthmaach ,

Hereat he grew angry with the Seer 
that brought the nieflage \ and opprefled fome of his people: and for this was 
punifhed wich the Gout in his later day?s, for a remedy to which, he had re¬ 
course to the Phyficians, and not to God. So he died, in the 41 year of his 
reign.

For joyning himfelf with this wicked King, 
he was forely chidden by Jehtt the Prophet, the Son of Hanani; which fo 
afte&edhim, as he reformed his Stibje&s, travelling himfelf from Beerfheba tChron. >9, 
unto Mount Ephraim to accomplifh it t he alfo conflicted Judges, to whom ao > ax * cha? * 
he gave a pious and ftr'uft charge. After tHs'Moabites^ Ammonites 9 and 
a great multitude of others invaded him ; againft which he firft ftrove by 
Prayer to God, and thereby obtained Vi&ory, his Enemies being fo ftricken 
with madnefle , that they fell upon, and (laughtered one another. After¬ 
wards intending to fend Ships for gold to Ophir ; becaufe he joyned wich wic¬ 
ked Ahatiah King of Ifrael, the Lord fpoiled the works, and the Ships J 

were broken ac Efion-geber. Some think he made his Son Partner in tne 
Kingdom it fdf, having formerly been but his Vicegerent, a year or two be- 
fore he died He reigned 25 years, or rather 24, With fome odd months.

Afterwards God ftruck him with an 
incurable difeafe in his bowels, which after two years came out of his body;

«. tions ftiould ferve tl#Kingof Babylon 70 years. But the Prophecy of Daniel 

. begmneth thus: In the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim King of Judah, 
came NebuchadnezarKV»fr of Babylon to Jerufalem, and befitged in and 
the Lord gave Jehoiakim King of Judah into hie handy with tart of the Vtfi¬ 
fe Is of the Hon ft of God, which he car it d into the Land of Shinar, to the 
houfe ofhUGpd. This place feeming to contradifttfie other; fomehavecho- 
fen to dofe with the literall fenfe of it, and to hold, that in the third year 
of Jehoiakim , began the Captivity of the Jews. Others fee more reafon to 
flick to the other place, and,to tafee away all difference, interpret this third 
year of the third of the Sabbaticall year , or the week of years, and thus would 
read it, In the third year , Jehoiakim the King of Judah reigning, came 
Nebuchadnezar King of Babylon unto Jerufalem,. &c.

Ahaz.iah falling fick, of a fall which he hid 
through a lattife in his upper Chamber, fent to confute Baal-^ebub the god 
of Ekron about his recovery; but the Lord com nanded Elijah to meet the 
Meffengers, and denounce death to him for this his fin. Hereat Ahaz.>ah be¬ 
ing angry, fent two Capoains with their fifties, one after another, to fetch 
him to him; but he called for fire down from Heaven, which confumed them: 
then being intreated by the third, he went with him to the King, where dc- _ 

Jeram. flouncing the fame to his face, Ahaziah accordingly died, not long after, 

J Him his Brother lor am followed in the ifcth year of lehofaphat King of Judah 

ending, who wrought evil in the fight of the Lord, but not like bis Father chap. 3. 
and Brother; for he put away the Image of Baal, ere&ed by his Father, vet 
cleaved to the fin of Jeroboam the Son of Nebat, who made Jfrael to fin, 
becaufe of his carnall intevefl; all the Kings of Jfrael accounting it an efpe- 
ciall piece of policy, to bufie the people in the vvorfliip of the golden 
Calves.

The IfraelHes then falling upon the Countrey, 
mide havock of all things, and befieeed Mefha King of the Moabites , m 
Kir-hazArcth, who being Heightened, attempted with 700 Men to break 
through to the King of Edom, but could not; whereupon taking his Son, 

(his ownfome think, others the King of Edom's) Which ftiould have reigned 
in his Head, he offered him for a burnt-offering upon the wall. This fpeila* 
cle feemed fo horrible, as raifed indignation againft Ifrae /, and fuch pity to¬ 
wards the Man driven by extreme neceflity, (as Jofephm tellech it), tnat be¬ 
ing mindfull of the mutability of humane affairs, they raifed the Siege and 
departed. 

8. Benhadad King of Syria made feverall attempts upon Jfrael, and be¬ 
fieging Samaria, reduced it unto extreme neceflity by Famine. Him Ha^ael 
hisServant flew, andpoffefled himfelf of his Kingdom; but having received, 
together with it, the fucceflion of the War, Jthoram went up againft him, chap. t. 
and was accompanied by Ahaziab King of Judah to Ramotb-Gilead. Here 
receiving a wound, he returned to Jeered, to be cured; but the Army was 

left under feverall Captains, amongft which was Jehu the Son of Jthofaphat ; 

Jthu annoin- co whom Eft{m fent one of the Sons of the Prophets, to annoint him King. 
cc 4 King. pj 3 was prefently received as fuch by the Army, and returning to Jeered, cha P- 9 - 

flew Joram, (and gave Ahaz,iah his death’s wound) after he had reigned A. M. 3117^ 
Deftroycth twelve years. He caufed Iefabd to be thrown down out of a window, where Athatia. 1. 
the family of Jjgr cirkeife was eaten by the Dogs; after which writing Letters to Samaria , cha P - 1<J - 
M he procured Seventy Sons of Ahab to be flain , and their heads fent to him. 

•Then going thither, be fleW4» perfons in his way, of the kindred of Aha^iab

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Sect. 4. King of Judah , who were going to vifite Ichor am and Jefabel : at Samaria he 
put to death all the Priefts of Baal, and burnt the Temple with the Images. 
Yet took he no heed to walk in the Law of the Lord God of Jfrael , with all 
his heart, departing not from the fin of Jeroboam. For his executing of 
juftice upon the hotife of A hah , the Lord promifed that his feed of rhe fourth 
generation fh.ould fit upon his Throne; Yet becaufe of the rottenneffe of his 
heart, he began to nit I [rat l fhortin his dayes, by the means of HazMel, 
who now fubdued not onely the Gileadites, but alio whatfoever the Ifraelites 
poffefled beyond Iordan , raging with cruelty againg Man, Woman, and 
Child, as E'Ufha had foretold him. Jehu coming to the Kingdom at the 
fame time as Achaltah began her ufurpation in Judah, reigned full 18 years, 
and then died.

many Soveraign Princes indeed: That Eufcbius might accommodate the times 
and Orders of chefe Dy nafties to the Hiftories of ocher pares of the World, he 
is not afraid to tranfpofe chem as he findeth them in feveral Authors. Upon 
this account Jacobus Cappellus thinkerh it a vain ching to recite in his Chro¬ 
nicle the feries of the Kings,feeing Manetho, by whom Sca'iger would amend 
, Enfibim, is moft unworthy of ere. it. But it being requifite to give beginners 
fome inlight into the (dory; fuch things mull be briefly related, as, out of fuch 
uncertainties carry the greaceft lhew of probability. 

o m the laft 6 . After Typhons death,//?/, as Diodorus wriceth, for fome time governed Dbxp.iy &c. 
of the Egyptian the Kingdom but fo joyntly with her fon O#/, or Horns , thatheisalfo 
go<is. faid to have fucceeded after the death of his father, and is moreover accounted ; 

the lall of the gods. Heinftituted a year confifting of three.moneth*, and Cenforinu#, 
the ace a year w as called after him Horos. The Egyptian year, properly fo &c* 

'called, confifled of 565 dayes; but befides this, they had alio monethlv yews 
of thirty dayes, and others of four moneths apiece, or 120 dayes, that by this 
various, and cunning account, as Gty>ptf//«/thinketh, they itiighc delude the 
Greeks, Of this later way few examples we meet with: but Diodorus maketh 
mention of it, afligning the caufe to have been for that they divided their So¬ 
lar year, no: into four, but onely three parts ; and Cappellus maketh rhis fol¬ 
lowing account to confift of fuch kind of years. After the gods, came men to 
the Government, and the Egyptians boafted that they had Kings of their own 
Countrey and home-born, for the moft part, during the term of 4700 years; 
after Cambjfes ftrangers : as Per fans and Macedonians having governed 
them. Now thefe 4700 years hegueffeth tocopfift of four moneths apiece, 
and to contain 1544 Julian years, which being dedu&ed out of the years of rid* fappel- 
the World,at the period whereof Cambyfes came down into .£^,1931 Will **■ 

remain; at what time Ofiris , or Ones his fon might perhaps die, who being che 

' laft of the gods. Kings began wh^re they ended. • ' • • 

’M'mh the firft 7 - The firft King thac reigned after thefe gods was Menas, or Menu, Herodotus 
Kinp. which name by fome is thought to have been onelv of Dignity , and that & Diodoiu*. 

Ofiris was fo called. Others think MercuriutTrifmegiftus meant thereby, 
for thac the Hebrew word Mefi figqifieth at) Arithmetician , and that 
Ofiris might well be termed Trifmegi/lus,\y>mg a great Conejujrdur , Philo- 
fopher, and Benefabtor to mankind, in givinggood Laws, ?nd teaching pro¬ 
fitable arts. Another would have Sefoftru, whom he fuppofeth fo have, fuc¬ 
ceeded Ofiris , to be meant by Menas , as nothing lnfetiour to Ofirb m 
proweffa and great undertakings. But Sefoftns the Great .feuped riot- till 
many years after, and nothing hindereth but Mena4 m tttet Egyptian lan¬ 
guage (to fay nothing of the Creek) might be a proper nairi^s well - as a 
tide of diontty. Bur, who fucceeded him is not known ; the Pnefts feigh- 
ing 5 2 Princes to have followed him in order-for the fpace of 1400 years 
unto Bifiris y multiplying Kirgs years, lies (or fallacies) to make: their 
ftory the more admirable. Wemuft therefore in this unknown path, take 
the blind condua of th tDynafiies again, of which omitting the firft feven- 
teen, 'to which almoft 4000 years are aferibed, the 18th is hy Cappellus 
made to begin nine years before the.time whereunro Eftfebiutfas it 
Amos,or Jim- in the 107th year of the Patriarch Jacob, the firft in order pf it being Amos,at A Mt ll74 . 

j! St his reign are given 25 yearsfo that, according co.this account, 

he it was who honoured Jofeph,, and fee him over the Land. He dying in U ufeb. 
rf , the fecond year of the Lunin, Chebros fucceeded him, who reigned thirteen 

Xnmhis. years, and him Ameuophis who reigned ai ,. under whom Jacob died'. To 
MrpbnsSic him fucceeded Mephrcs,zccoAggo Eufcbius but Mauethon after him 
' ' placeth his Sifter or Amerfej, to which he giveth, years umd 9 

moneths. After this reigned Mtphres twelve years, Mevhramuthofis z 6 , 
and T huthmefis (or Thmofis) 9.. After him followed Amtnophie (other- 
wife called Palmanothis and Phamenophis) who reigned 31 years, and by 
fome is accounted thac Mttnnon , whofe image of ftoni; , ac Thebes in

tAgypt, founded like'an Harp , when the Sun-beams, firft in che morninq, 
beat upon it; which is witnefled by many Authors of good credit. To him 
fucceeded Or us, at Homs, who reigned 38 years , and to him Acenchres , 
who reigned 12. Manetho maketh Acenchres the Daughter of 0 >w, and 
giveth to her 12 years and one moneth ; after her, he bringeth in Rmhotis her 
Brother, to whom he giveth 9 years. But after Acenchres, Eufibius place^h 
Achoris , and giveth to him but 7 years, to whom fucceeded Cenchres the 
twelfth King : who* being more wicked than his Praedeceflors, oppreffed the 
Israelites moft grievoufly, and continued eighteen years in his tyranny, till an am 
end was put to it in the Red Sea. 

9. Above Eighty years had they vexed the Jfratlites with infupportable 
The jfraeliics burthens, notwithstanding which, they grew and increifed exceedingly ; 

*/p * w m ni y although order was given to drown all the Male Children, left growing 

^ * too numerous, they might in time of War joyn with their enemies; elfe gee 
•them out of the Land with an high hand ; or becaufe of a Praediiiion men¬ 
tioned by Jofitphiu , that an Hebrew fhould be born, who was to affliift and 
overthrow che Egyptians, That the Jews lived amongft them, is ever ac¬ 
knowledged by their Hiftortans, accounting it an honour, as all Nations do, 

, to have fent forth Colonies. But to take away difgrace, and to fave the ho¬ 
nour of their Country, (which to the Priefts was ever moft folenin) abhomi- 
riable lyes hive been made, and ftrange ftories deviled, concerning their firft 
coming into t Agjpt, and efpecially about their departure : which briefly to 
relate feemeth ag -eeible enough to the nature of our defign. 

10. Manetho, an ^/Egyptian Hiftorian, pretending to deferibe 

.. r • the Orieinall of the Jew, rel.iteth that in«the dayes of one of their Kings, u ^Agyj>iuc. 
Lyef wnccrn- Ttm * m by name, a certain ignorant people Called Hycfos, (which fignifieth 1 %? 
ing the Ori- Roy alt Shepherds, or Caitives as he himfelf mterpreteth it) from the Ea- jtpmcm. 
ginall qf the ftern parts, with great confidence invaded tAEgypr, which eafily obtaining 
Jews. without any force of Arms, they burnt the City and Temples, and raged a- 
gainft the Natives with Sword and Servitude. At length they mide them a 
•King of their own flock, named Saltis, who, coming down into the Coun¬ 
try about Memphis , impofed a Tribute upon the upper and neither Province, 
and put Garrifons in convenient places. Efpecially he took care of the Ea- 
ftern Coafts, being jealous of the Power of the Ajfyrians ;, fo that in the 
Principality of Sais, Eaft ward fronn the River Buba flis, he built up a City 
called antienrly Anaris , which fortifying with moft ftrong walls, he therein 
.placed a Garrifon of 240000 Men. When he had reigned nineteen years, he 
gave place to Baon, who governed 44, after him Apacknas 36 with feven 
•mflneths, then dpochts6i, Janias 50 and one moneth, then Affis 49. Un¬ 
der thofe fix firft Kings they fore opprefled, and endeavoured utterly tode- 
ftroy e/£ WV an d 511 years had they power over it. Afterwards the Kings 
of the Province of Thebes, and the remaining part of tAgypt, fell on them 
with a great and lafting War, 'and by a King named Alisfragmuthofis , were 
ihey overcome, and driven up into a place containing the quantity of 10000 
Akers of ground, called Auaris. The Son of this King, Themofis by ' 
name, attempted the taking of this place, befieging it with 480000 Men; 
but, difpairing of fuccefle, ; agreed with them, that leaving ,Agvpt, they 
/hould go whither elfe they pleafedj fothat departing with all their goods, 
to the number of 240000 perfons, they travelled through the Defarc into Sy¬ 
ria, (for that they feared the Afyrians, who then obtained the Empire of 
Afia) and built them a City in the Country, afterwards called Judea , which 
might fufflee for fo many thoufands, and named it Jcrufalem. 

11. To this hiftory taken out of the ancient records, Manetho addeth, 
as he confeffeth, fabulous reports rife amongft the Vulgar, mining with the 
Ifraelites a multitude of Egyptians languifhing with Leprofie and other dif- 
eafes; which he relateth, a%naving(orgotten, than theShepherds left tA.rjpt 
.y 18 years before, as may be gathered from the feries of the Kings, and the 
djftance of time betwixe Themufis , who reigned when the Shepherds de¬ 
parted, and Amtnophis , under whom che Lepers wenrout: the time of 
. • L whofe 
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whofe reign neither dareth he to define; though he be exa£t, in the years of 
other Princes, as Jofephtu noteth. Now this Amenophis , forfooth, was told 
by a Prieft of the fame name, That'he might fee the gods, if he would cleanfe 
t his Kingdom from Lepers, and other unclean perfons. He, being a very re¬ 

ligious Man, gathered all the infirm out of the Land, to the number of 
80000, whom he fent with others to cut (tones on the Eaft of the River Nile ; 
there being amongfl them alfo fome of the learned Priefts infeCted with Le- 
profie. Becaufe favour was {hewed towards them, the Prieft who would have 
had them deftroyed, feared much the difpleafure of the gods, aswellagainft ( 

himfelf as the King, and forefeeing they lliould have power over oEgypt for 
thirteen years, he durft not tell the King fo much, but wrote a Book concern¬ 
ing the matter, and then killed himfelf; which caftthe King (youmuft 
know) into a great melancholly. 

12,. But being ftill defired to do fomething for the fecurity of the difeafed 
people, he gave them Avaris, the City of the Shepherds, now not inhabited: 
whither being entred, and perceiving the place to be very advantagious for 
rebellion, they made choice of Ofarfphns, one of the Priefts of Heliopolis, 
for their Captain, fwearing to obey him in all things. He prefently efta- 
bliftaed for Law, that they lhould not worfhip the gods, nor abftain from fuch 
creatures as were moft facred tq the Egyptians 5 to marry with none but 
thole that were tied to them by the fame league, and commanding many 
other things (efpecially fuch as he knew contrary to tAEgJptian cuftoms) he 
prepared forWar. Then fent he to the Shepherds at Jerufalem , formerly 
expelled by 7 hemufis, to open their condition to them, and to invite them 
to give their afliftance againft Egypt. The Shepherds readily clofed with 
the motion, and all, to the number of 200000, marched down to Avaris. 

Amenophis much ftartled hereat, efpecially becaufe of the Prediction of the 
Prieft, committed his Son, but five years old, to a Friend; and, together 
with Apis and his other gods, went into Ethiopia, where he was received 
with all his multitudes of Subjects, and was kindly entertained by the King, 
who made provifion for them for thefe thirteen years. The Solymitans, or 
Shepherds, with the unclean multitude, made now great hivock of all things 
in nAtgyp', burning Villages and Cities, and raging againft the facred Animals 
with their Priefts, whqm thev compelled to be their Butchers, and drave away 
naked; the forementioned Prieft ftill giving Laws, and framing their Policy; 
who being from Ofiris the Hcliopolit*n-a6a\%\\ed Qfarfphm, now changed 
his name into Mofes. But at the end of the thirteen years, Amenophis re¬ 
turned with great power but of Ethiopia, and with the afliftance of his Son ‘ 

Rampfes, fell upon the Shepherds and unclean multitude, whereof killing 
many they piirfued the reft as far as the borders of Syria. 

13. Thefe ridiculous lyes are much more augmented by others. Chart- 
charmoH his W0W} who profeffed to write the Hiftory of o£%y?r, giveththe fame name 
ridiculous Amenophis to the Kin®, and of Rhawejfcs to his Son ; but addeth, that the 

Lyes. Goddeffe tfis appeared to the former, complaining that her Temple was de¬ 

ftroyed by War That Phritiphantes a facred Scribe, told the King, that if 
he would be freed from terrors in the night, he muft purge vSgypt from pol¬ 
luted Men : he therefore gathering out 250000 difeafed perfons, caft them 
out of his borders: That the two Scribes Mofes and Jofeph (the Egyptian ■ 
name of the former being 7 ifithes, and of the later Petefephis ) became their 
Leaders, and, coming to Pelufium, found there 380000, which Amenophis 
hiving left behind would Hot convey into c£ gypt : with thofe they (truck 
up a league, and undertook an Expedition againft the Land.' Amenophis 
not expecting the iflue of their attempt, fled into ^/Ethiopia, leaving hmvife 
big with child, which lying hid in a Cave, brought forth a Son called Mejft- 
res. He, when he came to age expelled the Jew, to the number of 200000 
into Syria , and received back his Father Amenophis out of ^Ethiopia, 
vrmteinu his 1 4\ hf tmachm an Hiftorian , going beyond the other rwo in the malici- 
■ malicious for- oufneCfe of his lyes, wrote, chit when Bocchoris reigned in t /Egypt, the 
gcrics. people of the Jew> infeCted with Leprofle, Sab, and other difeafes, reforted 

to' 
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ch ! Temple to beg for their living, and many being infeaedwith this 
difeafe, barrenneflefell upon the Land. Bocchoris , fendin^ to the Oracle 
of Ammon about it, received this anfvver; that the Temples were to be 
Clea/ifed from impure and prophane perfons, who were to be caft out into the 
Defarr; but the fcabbie and Leprous fliould be drowned, the Sun not endu¬ 
ring rhey fliouldl live; which being done, and the Temples purified, fruit- 
fu!neffe would be reftored to the Earth. Bocchoris accordingly ordered the 
Pnefts to gather all the prophane out of the Temples, and give them up to 
Soldiers, vvho were to carry them into the Wildernefle ; and the Leprous and 
x Scabbl , a ^ ba w in Lead, and caft into the Sea; which being drowned 
accordingly the other were expofed to perifli in the Defart. But thofe, con- 
fultm* for their own fafety, kept fires that night, and ftrift watch; then, the 
day following, a folemn Faft to God for their prefervation. On the next 
counfell was given rhem by a certain Man named Mofes , that they fliould 
march on in one body, till they arrived at fome good Soil. Then commanded 
ne them to be kind to no man, to give bad counfell rather than good, and 
overthrow the Temples of the gods, as many as they fliould find ; which being 
approved of, they travelled through the Defart, and, after much trouble* 
came to a fruitful! Soil, where ufing the Inhabitants very injurioufly, and 
nflino and burning the Temples,' they arrived at length in that Country, fmee 
j ii an 5 * building a City feated themfelves there. This City was at 
hrft ernsd Hterofyla, from the fpoiling of the Temples; but afterwards, to 
ihun the difgrace of the occafion, they changed it into Hiirofoljme , and took 
the name of Hierofolymitans. , . 1

Blind, and Lame, out of t/Enpf, but 
fairly faith, it w.as m the firft year of the feventh Olympiad, the fame where- 
Carthage m S built by the Tyrians, which happened about 150 years after 
u / K,ng of Tyre ( as apppeareth out of the Phoenician Annals) with 
whom Solomon was contemporary. He mentioned the fame number of in- 
hrm perfons as Lyfimachus , but addeth a reafon why the Sabbath was fo cal¬ 
led Travelling fix-dayes together, faith he, on the feventh day they refted 
* n i“ d *\ ? or ““ they were forely plagued with Ulcers in their privy parts, 
and named it Sabbath, ^ from the v&gyptianwoxd Sabbatofis , which finifieth 
that difeafe. Notwithftanding that he faith they finiflied their journe°y in fix 
dayes, yet he further wnteth, that Mofes bid himfelf for forty day/s upon 
the Mount Smas (which lyeth betwixt gypt and Arabia) whence coming 
down, he gave Laws unto the Jw/. Asfor the Jewfh Religion, hewasnot 
alhamed to write, that m their Temple Was fee the head of an Afle made of 
g, ’ a nd of great value, which being there worfhipped, was taken thence 
When Amiocfm Epiphanes fpoiled the place.

Manetbo nameth the King Themufis, by .whom they were expelled : Who, if Strabo ^ 
the fame with Amofis, he lived 130 years before: their true departure .and Dion £/ ffiug 
thit he is the fame appeareth by Manetbo s Catalogue, taken out ot jojep . ^ 

But (to go on with the Storie of the Kings) Themufis _reigned, according o 
Manetbo, t< years and four moneths after their Expulfion. Chebron his Son 
fucceeded him, and reigned thirteen years; next him, Amenophis 20wich1 fe- 
ven moneths; his Sifter Amejfes 2 and 9 moneths. Mephres followed her, 
and continued cwelve years and nine moneths, him Mephramutbojis, w 0 
reigned 25 and ten moneths; then Thmofis nine and eight moneths, Ameno- 
v h?s thirty and ten moneths, Ones 36 and five moneths. His Daughter Acen- 
cheres reigned 12 years and one moneth, Rathoti* her Brother nine years, 

Acencheres twelve and five moneths, another of that name twelve and three 
moneths, Armais four and one moneth, Armefis one and four monetns, 

A rmetres Miamun Sixty fix and two moneths, and laftty Amenophis mnteen 
and 6 moneths. In whofe time one who, forfaking Eufebius, followeth Ma¬ 
net bo, in ranking thofe Kings, holdeth the lfraelnes to have departed gyp , 
and confequCntly will have this King drowned in the Sea. That Rame JJ‘ s 
Miamun was he, who firft began toafflift the Israelites, the length of his *Ufa»A.

18. After Amenophis reigned Sethofis , who having great Forces both by Manccho apud 
Land and Sea, left his Brother Armais deputy of Egypt, and forbidding him Jofephum/U 
the Diadem and medling with his Wife or Concubines, undertook anExpe* cMir.Ap»nem. 
dition againft Cyprus and Phoenicia , and then againft the A m 

Modes, all Which he brought under, either by the fWord or the terror of his 
name, whereby, elevated in his mind, he confidently marched up and down 
the Eaft-countries, overturning the Cities and States thereof athisplealure. 

Much time being herein fpertt, his Brother in the mean while a£ted all things 
in •Adeipt contrary to his in junctions, by the advice of his Friends, afluming 
the Diadem and rebelling. Of this the Chief-Prieft fecretly gave him intel¬ 
ligence, fo that hafting back to Pelufium, he recovered his Kingdom. Ma¬ 
netbo addeth, that ^Sethofis was alfo called y£gyptus, (from whence the 
Country took the name of t/EgJpO aft d this his Brother Armaismd silo the 
appellation of Danaw. If fo; then Amenophis , who Was fwatlowea up of 
theSea, muft be taken for Belus, the Father tfv&gypw and Dawuu accor- 
■ dine ro the Greek *, who not being confounded With the Father ot Ninus (as 
by Mythologifls he is Wont to be) is faid to hive lived 224 years before the 
deftru&ioti of 'troy, which account Learned Ujher judged^ fitly to agree with 
the time of Amenophis. He alfo thinketh Ramps Miamun to be Nep¬ 
tune, Mia coming near to, and therefore feemin® to be derived from, Moy- 
’ which in the ancient ^Egyptian language , according to Jofephus, figmfieth 
hater. Neptune is faid alfo to be Father of Btsfiris, who at this time tyran¬ 
nizing about the River Nile, cruelly fleW 1 filth" Strangers as came near him. 
fuch a Son indeed was worthy offo cruell a Bather as Ramelfei Miamun^ and 
Icfeemech likely enough, that the Story of Bufiris might be taken from his 
and his Son’s cruelty to the Ifraelites, and fothe thing may well enough be * A. Gclliu* 
applied to Ammtphit.

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19. Now, to joyn this Storie of the ^Egyptians with that of the Greeks, 

(whom yet the other complain of, as corrupting their Antiquities) (d)Apol- f 

loiorus Writeth, how Neptune , on Lybta the Daughter of Epaphat (who * ^ l ' b - z ‘ 
being the Son of Telegonus, and lo the feebnd daughter to Jafus King of 
Argos , built Memphis, as fome fay, and reigned in the lower part tAEgypt") 
begat two Sons Belus and Agenor, whereof the . liter went into Pbun/eia , 
and there reigned. Belus obtained Egypt , and of Anchime the Daughter 
of Nilus begot tAZgyptus and Danaus. Hefenc Danaus ro inhabit Af rick or 
Eybia (fo called from his Mother); and after ^gyptus had fubdued the 
Country of the Melampodi, or Black-feet, named ic Egypt after himfelf, 
which, according to Euftbius , was formerly called. Aeri t, and, according to 
others, Potamitis. But he whom Manetb , in Jofephus , callech Sefothts , 
feemeth to be the fame with Diodorus his Sefoofis, and Stf^ris of Heredol 
tus, concerning whom both of them record (as Manetbo hath done ) very 
admirable things. Agreeable to what Manetbo delivereth of Sefothis, He- r c \ L ib. a. 
rodotus (<?) writeth, thar Sep fir is fubdued many Nations, (f) Diodorus uoi.&c, 
faith, that Sefoofis conquered Arabia and Eybia before his Father’s death, and 00 Eib. <. 
afterwards having a great ambition to do as much by all the World, firft fecu- 0 34> &c> 
redtheaffedions of his Subjeftsac home (to keep them in obedience) by 
his clemency and bounty. Then with an Army of ifocooo Foot, 24000 
Horfe, and 27000 Chariots, he let upon thQ Ethiopians, towards the South, 
whom having conquered, he compelled to pay a Tribute of Ebonie, Ivory, 
and Gold. With a Navy of 400 Ships fent into the Red Sea, he fubdued all 
the maritime Coafts, as far as Indian he himfelf with a Land-Army over¬ 
running not onely thofe pares of Afia which afterwards Alexander liibdued, 
but beyond Ganges all asTar as the Ocean it felf. 

.20. After this, he conquered the Nations of Scythians far as the River 
lanais (which feverech A ft a from Europe\ and left fome of his Egyptians 
to make a Plantation by the Lake Maotis, that gave origmall to the Nation 
bfth tCoichi, which the Egyptians fuppofed they fufficiently proved to be 
their Colortie from the ufe qf Circumcifion, imagining that the Jews had alfo 
this rite from them. Finally all Afia he fubdued , with mod of the Iflands 
Cyclades ; hue then parting over into Europe, was in danger of lofin° his 
Army for Want of Provifions, and by the difficulty of places : therefore in 
Thrace he put bounds to his Expedition, having in all places ereaed Pillars, 
wherein was written his fucteffe ; and where he found courage, he caufed a 
member of a Man to be ingraven, but where he met with coward-'fe that "of a 
Woman. At length, after nine years, he returned home with much fpoil 
where hereftelhed, and rewarded his viaorious Army. Here he was not 
idle, hilt ftfc himfelf to filch works as he thought might eternize his name 
therein he imployed none of his naturail Subjeas, but the Captives he had 
brought with him. This the Babylonians not enduring, brake out into rebel¬ 
lion, and fortifying a place near the River, held ic out in defpighc of him 
.till at lift by compofitioh they enjoyed a Seat, which they called Babylon, in 
remembrance of their own Country. He raifed up great heaps of ftones and 
earth, and to them removed fuch Cities, as by reafon of the lownefle of their 
fituation, were obnoxious to inundations from the River : yet, lei! there 
fhotildbe wailtof water, and for convenience of trade, lie caufed Ri volets 
to be digged throughout the Lihd ; he alfo fortified the Country by a wall on 
the Eaft, and othervvife povided againft invafions. 

■ *1. Foran oftentation of hisgreatneffej he caufed fuch, as being fubdued 
held their Kingdoms of him,: or had received new Principalities at his hand, 
at certain times to cotqe doWn<with their Prefents, whom he othervvife ufed 
With mudl refp& 5 V: but being to go to the Temple, or enter the City, he 
tvould loofe his Horfes 6ut of his C.hariot, and be drawn by four of thefe Prin¬ 
ces. At length, havihg e&elied all Men in Conquefts, and other Royall 
Achievements, he fell blind, and killed himfelf when he had reigned 33 
years; for vVhich aft he was the more admired by the Egyptians, U Thefe 
amongft Other things are reported of Sefofiris , before whofe Statue many

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years after Darius, the fon of Hyfiafpes caufing his own to be erected , the 
chief Prieft concradi£fed it,alleadging that Darius had not yet excelled Sejo- 
firis in honourable adfionswith which freedom the King was wellpleafed, 

Sethofis, or so and faid, if he lived, he would labour to come no whit fhort of him. His fon 
fnjtfi !, 'the f c - fucceeded him of the fame name and misfortune in the Ioffe of his light, 
cond, fon co which to recover he was bid by an Oracle to wafh his eyes in the Urine of 
the other. f ome W oman which never knew any other man then her own husband. Be¬ 
ginning with that of his own wife, he proceeded to make trial of the hone- 
fty of many others, but found none effectual to the cure, but the wife of a 
certain Gardiner, which woman he then married’, and burnt all the reft. 

Many after him followed in order till one Arnopt came to the Government, 
a 'll Tin's Kine who by his Tyranny made way for A ttifanes , the King of tA,thiopia. He, 
of biotin, ufing his power with moderation, put no Malefa&or to death, but, cutting oft 
their Nofesffent them away into the Confines of tAE^ypt and Syria, where he 
built them a Citie, called from'the maimedneffe of the inhabitants Rhino - 
colnra, which was deft’tute of all forts of pirovifiotis through the barrenneffe, 
and unhealthfulneffe of the place.

22 After his death the Egyptians recovered the Soveraignty,and created a 
. King of their own Nation, called Mendes. He fpent (us life inmakin° pro- 

vifion for death by a Sepulcher inimitable for Art, wmch he made under the 
notion of a Labrynth; according to which pattern they believed p*dalne to 
have framed that he made for Minos , King of Crete, wherein. to keep the 
Minotaure. After Mendes an Anarchy followed .for a long time , till one 
A of ignoble extraftion was made King ; by the Egyptians, named Cotes , 
na f rSv n A ’ l u bv the Greeks Protests , who living in the time of the Trojan War, 
had great skill in Aftrology, and the knowledge of Winds; whence,and 
becaufe the Kings of Egypt were wont to have feveral kinds of living 
Creatures, Trees, Tire, and other things painted,and worn about their heads, 
the Greeks took occafion to invent that fable of his turning himfeff into all 
manner of fhapes. Remphis his Son, and Succefforfpent his time mtheim. 
provement of his revenue and cuftomes, mfomuch that he died far richer then 
, any of his Predeceffors, having got together 400000 Talents of J^old and 
mm, from Silver. The next, who was any thing confiderable was Ndeus, who becaufe 
whom the m he took °reat care about bringing water from the River to furniln the Co 
Uxns named. trey changed c h e name of it from Egypt into Nile . 

, -an- 23 The 8th from Nileus was Chemmis, who being born at Memphis v \ 9 dom: 
a? reigned fifty yeirs, and builtthe greateft of the three Pyramids, counted 
Pyramid. amongft the feven wonders of the World. Herodotus writeth that the fir$ 

Kins who save his mind to this work was Cheops, and that he proftituted his 
daughter to raife money for this purpofe: That the biggeft was twenty years 
in building by no fewer then iocooo work-men, towards the diet of whom 
the price of Onions and Garlick onely, amounted to 1600 Talents of lilver: 

That his daughter, of every one who.had to do with her, begged a .ftone, and 
therewith built a little Pyramid near adjoyning. .Diodorus wnceth f thatthe phidum 

bafisof the greateft was on each fide 700 foot broad,- the heighth above 600 c .it. 
foot, and at the top it was fix Cubits-broad, all <ff folid ftone vei7 hard, and 
of an everlafting fuoftince, which he proveth for'that the whole ftructure in 
his time remained unchanged and uncorrupted, though raffed 1000 years be¬ 
fore. But others which within this hundred years have travelled into Egypt 
relate how thofe monftrous buildings which ftand 13 miles off from: Memphis, 

- and look like Mountains at adiftahee, are on the North-fide much eaten, and 
ednfumed with that wind ; th- Etepan winds being there as much'putrtfymg 
as the Southern in other parts. Thefe Piles of ftone ftand in a -Candy place 
which affordeth not any quarries of ftone, fome five miles diftant-from Oie 
Nde, f 0 that the work may well feem right miraculous, thQUgh the Egyptians 
raifed many fables thereupon. But fo many thoufands of men were

Pbarob-Hopbrtt, and died. Him folllowed A pries, his fon,called in Scripture Pharoh Hop hr a AM , 
or Aprits. and Vaphres, who invading Phoenicia, made War by Land upon St don. He V.C.wy. 

fought a battel at Sea with the Tyrians, whom overthrowing, and returning Joakym 4 . 
home with great fpoyl, he was fo far puffed up, as to perfwade himfe f that no 
god could deprive him of his Kingdom; fo ftrongly did he think he had 
eftablilhed it. But making War upon the Cyrenaans , he received from 
them a great overthrow, and the Souldiers thereupon mutined agamlt him as 
having wilfully expofed them unto danger.

by Amafis delivered up to his Subjefts, who ftrangled him, having reigned

In. With this report of Herodotus agreeth Diodorus Siculus his ttorie, re¬ 
lating how A pries vanquifbed the 'Cyprians and Phoenicians \n a Sea-fight, 
took by force and demoliflied Sidon, wan the other Towns of PA*»i«^wich 
the Ifle of Cyprus, and finally perifhed, as is before rehearfed, when he had 
reigned 22 years. But others of late confidering the more fure Teftimony of 
Scripture, and how Egypt was promifed to XebnchadneKar as wages for 
the fervice he had done againft Tyre ; how Pharoh and his Army Ihould he £1 99 . 
flain by the fword ,. and the Jews in Egypt^md Pharoh Hophra delivered j wm 4J . and 
into the hands of his Enemies as Zedektah had been; refobe that the Mgyp- 44 . 
tian Priefts notably deluded thofe Hiftorians , hiding the difgrace and bond¬ 
age of their Nation. Therefore it is thought fit rather to. believe the report 
of Jofephus, that Nebuchadnezzar in the 23* year of hu; reign, and the. 5th 
after the deflation of Jerufalem Conquered Egypt i killed the King there¬ 
of , and appointed another in his ftead. Some think Amafis might be ufed as 
an inftrument by Nebuchadnezzar, and for that was made Governour by himj 
others that the Deputy, or Vice-Roy, which he had fee over the Land was 
flain by Amafis. Agreeable, to this later opinion, the Army of Jonians and 
Carians are held to have been none other than the Gamfons of Mercenaries 
left by the A (Tyrian, for the Guard of his Viceroy, and cuftody of this his 
new fubdued Province : as likewife the Company returning from Cyrene and 
Barce, who, together with the friends of fueh as were flam in that expedition, 
depofed, & flu? A pries, are conceived to have been the Egyptian Fugitives, 
which then recovered their own Country-feeing that of the Prophet wa3 
verified : At the end of fourty yedrs will I gather the Egyptians from the 
people where they were flattered, and I will bring again the 
Eoypt, and will caufl them to return into the Land o/Pathros, into the Land of

For no flaves vVere they futfered to entertain, 
dvhich might prove mftrdments for'debaucherie t but wire attended by the Sons 
of dhe’moft noble Pnefts, excellency educated. Their hours, both night add 
: div,: were d dW and fee over to particular bufiiieffes. In the nfbrnme 
■when firlt awake. Letters were brought in to them; that, having perfeift intel¬ 
ligence, chev might bi better able to provide for the publick fafecy. When 
' M a waftied 
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wafhed and royally apparelled they facrificed; during which devotion the chief 
Priefts prayed for them, and their fubje&s extolled their vertues, curling at 
laft their fins of igtfprance, committed without their faults, and refleiting up¬ 
on their Adviforsand Councellors. Then did the Priefts read out of the 
Records, famous Prefidents 6f Council, or A6li«n performed by. their molt 
Illuftrious Predecelfors, which were to them propofed as Copies totake out. 

Their time was prefcribed, not onely of fpeakmg to the people, and diftnbu- 
ting Tuftice, butalfo of walking, walking, and other more fecret imploy- 
ments. Their diet was very moderate: ufually Veal and Goofe, with a mo¬ 
derate quantity of Wine, as if ordered by an exaft Phyfician. No liberty 
was there of punifiling any man in paflion, or choler, either of acting any 
otherwifc uniuftly; every cafe being determined by the Laws. Yet neither 
did they hereby account themfelves ftraitned of true liberty, but rather happy 
in that they indulged not their appetites like othet men. Hereby obtained 
they the love of tneir fubjedts wno held them more dear, alive, or dead, than 
their own relations, and the Government continued for many Generations, as 

long as they fubmitted to thofe Rules and Orders. , , , _. , ... 

The divifions Sefocfis, or Sefoftris, divided Egypt into 36 BTom, -which word,whether 

of the Land, Gree^, or,Eg;/W4»,fignified feveral Cities with certainVillages and Grounds 
and its Inlu- thereto belonging. Of thefe,io belonged to the Province of Thcbes,cxtoThe- T) e co» 

hitants. s other io to Delta, and the reft to the Midland. Countreys lyinj* betwixt nora _ ^ 

themjall which had their feveral Nomarcha, or Governors, who ruled them, 
and took care of the King’s Tributes. The Lands were divided into three por- Diodorus, 
tions, whereof the firfi belonged to the Priefts, who were in great Authority, 
and high efteem with the people. Of their Revenues they maintained Sacri¬ 
fices throughout the Lana, and their own families; being exempted from all 
burthens and impsfitions. They were chief Counfellors co the Kings, al- 
wayes aftifting with their advice, judging of things out of their deep skill 
in Aftrology , and fuggefting ufefull matter out of the Records; their lun¬ 
ation hereditarily defending upon their Children. The fecond portion of 
Land belonged to theKings, by which they maintained their State, waged 
War; rewarded deferving perfons, and which affordingthemfurhcient 1 rea- 
fure, they burthened not their Subjects by any Taxes. The third portion be- 
lonoed to the Souldiers , who were at all occafions ready for the War j ic 
feemine reafonable thatfuch as ventured their lives for thefafety of their 
Countrey ftiouldbe well rewarded; and good policy not to commit the fafe- 
euard thereof to any that had nothing dear, or precious in it: and hereby they 
were incouraged to be carefull in behoof of their poftenty which fucceeded 
them in their poffeffions. As for the reft of the people, they were divi¬ 
ded into three Ranks,or Orders,™*-. Shepheards,Nusl>and-men (that farmed 
the grounds), and Artificers-, who all attending their bufinefle, and not med- 
ling with State-affaires, neither having any right to Offices, thereby the 
mare improved their Arts,and faved the Commonwealth harmlefle from fuch 
diftempers, as are bred by the violence of an heady, and ignorant mul- 

The courts Their Courts of Tuftice .were ffirnilbed. with the moft upright, and 

of Juftice. able men that could be procured. Thirty Judges were chofen from 

ptlis (or On), Thebes ,and Memphis &ach of them io. Which Aflembly would 
notpive place, either to that of the Areopagites at Athens , or the Senate at 
Lacedamon. One of thefethirty being chofen Prefident, the Citie for which 
he ferved made choice of mother to fit in his ptyce. All had maintenance 
from the King ; but the Prefident in larger proportion: who alfo wore about 
his neck, in a Chain of Gold, an image of Truth made of precious ftones, as 
a bad°e of his Office. When they were fate and the Codes, wherein the 
Laws were contained, laid before them; then the Plaintiff exhibited his Bill 
of the Crime, the manner of it,and the eftimate of the dammage. The Defen¬ 
dant having a Copy of the Bill anfwered particularly to it, either that he ^ld 
not the thing, committed no Crime in doing it, or elfe had not deferved fo 
great a punifhment. The Plaintiff had liberty to reply, and the other tore- 
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jovn his anfwer $ but after this, the 20 proceeded co judgement, and the Pre¬ 
fident fee the image of Truth toWards one of the parties' No Lawyers were 
fuffered to plead, as being thought rather to caft a mift upon the Caufe, and 
darken the Evidence. 

Particular 38. As for particular Laws; Perjury was puni {bed with death as a great 
Laws. offence,both againft God and man. If one man fuffered another to be mur- 

dred in the high-way, or undergo any other violence, without giving his affi- 
ftance, he was to die for ic; and if he could give him no help, he was bound 
to difeover the Robber, and follow the Law againft him, under pain of en¬ 
during a certain number of ftro ;ks, and being deprived of all fuftenance for 
tljree' dayes. Falfe accufers underwent the punifiiment due to that fault 
they accufed of. Every one was bound to give in an account to the Mapi- 
ftrate how he lived under pain of death; which Law was made by Amafis . 

Wilfull murder, either of Bond, or Free, was death; onely this Law took no 
hold on Parents; but fuch were conftrained to continue three dayes imbra- 
cingthe Carkeifes. Againft Children who killed their Parents moil exquifite 
punifhment was devifed : for,having firft their flelh all cut and flatbed , and 
then being laid upon Thorns, they were burnt quick. Women condemned 
were not executed before their delivery. For other Laws not-Capital, it 
was enabled that Souldiers running from their Colours, or difobeyin^ their 
Officers fhould not dye; but be branded with infamy, as a means to°excitc 
them to regain their former credit. If any held intelligence with the Enemy, 
his Tongue was to be cut of his head. They that imbafed the Coyn, ufed new 
. weights, counterfeited Seals; Clarks that falfified and forged Records, were 
to loofe their hands. Ravifhment of a free woman was punifbed with the 
Ioffe of the Members. Adultery of the man, with 1000 ftroaks with a Rod • of 
the woman,with the Ioffe of her Nofe. * 

3 9. Bvcchoris enabled, that he who denied the borrowing of any money 
lbould be abfolved upon his Oath; which was accounted as a fufficient pur¬ 
gation ; a mans credit beinp fo much therein concerned. Ufury upon Bond 
was not to exceed the double of the principal; for which ic was lawfull to 
diftrain the goods, but in no wTe to meddle with theperfon of the debtor 
that was owing to his Countrey, and not due to his Creditor; efpecially if a 
Souldier, the common fafety fuffering in him.. Upon this account,they we-e 
wont to feoff at the Lawgivers of Greece, who forbade feizing upon Plows, 
Weapons, and other things, but fuffered thofe that fbould ufe them to be 
carried away,and imprifoned For dealing,they had a peculiar Law: Every 
Thief entered his name with the Chief of that myftery; and when he had ftoln 
anything carried it ftreight to him, where, if any one could tell the time, 
and place, and prove it by certain tokens to be his, he was to pay the fourth 
part of the value, and receive ic again; the Law-giver thinking this the beft 
remedy againft what otherwife could not be prevented. 

,, 4 °* The firft man that gave Laws to the Egyptians was Mnevis, perfwa- 
| v r, ding the people to receive them, becaufe they were communicated to him 
by Mercury, The fecond was Safyches, who amongft other Laws inftituted 
thofe concerning religion; and,being a man of great learning, taught Geome- 
cry and Attronomy. 3 . Sefofirts, who as he excelled all others in military 
glory, fo he ttnde Laws for the Difcipline of War.

But though in Homer's time the whole Nation might 

begin to be called Hellenes , and the Country Hellas • yet clear it is from 

many witneffes, that fthefe names came out of Thtjfalie , and were thence 

transferred to figntfie the whole Nation, and their Colonies placed elfewhere; 

infomuch, that ntideing themfelves, as it were, in it, they wholly rejefted 

the other & Grass (which fignifying antient , as it feemeth, they had alfo out 

of Iheffalieitom the fame people) who were afterwards called Hellenes • 

though the Poets defpife it not, as Callimachus % Sophocles , and others ; and 

the Latins ftill retain it, taking no notice of the other in their Language, 

whence thefe words Greece ancf Gracians are derived. 

2. Greece was not andently inhabited in any fetled or eftablifhed way, 
chough in after ages it became fo famous in it’s flourishing Common-wealths. 

The moll an- Seats and hibitations were often changed, according to the power and ftrergch 
rient Greeks 0 f f uc h as were not fatisfied with their own fortune. No commerce was there 

fid* con- amon gft being in continuall fear one of another: they lived onely 

dhi&mpreying from nand to mouth,, not regarding money, or the improvement of their 
one upon ano- grounds, knowing not how long they Ihould enjoy any thing in prefent pof- 
ther. feflions; fo chat no confiderable City was there, or any Fortifications of 
value. Attica indeed was fomething priviledged by it's barrennefle, and fe- 
cured from fuch violent attempts as other parts were obnoxious to; whence 
fuch, as were difturbedelfewhere,. flocked thither, and it grew fo populous* 
that not able to maintain the great numbers, under which it gro.uled, it poured 
out Colonies into A ft a the Jefle, which made up the body of the loniani. 

Before the Trojan War, nothing confiderable Was done abroad by the Gre¬ 
cians \ but at that, time havirtg got fome power at Sea, they were rendered

5. The Sea being cleared, Cities began to be built upon the Coaft both for 
trade and fOcurity, whereas the more antient Towns flood at a good diftance 
Cities begin from the Sea, both in the Continent and Iflands. Then came it to pafle, that 
cobebuiU the weaker fubmicting themfelves to the more powerfull for matter of 
g-F Sea “ profit, or the other by ftrong hand procuring it from them, fome new and 
confiderable Principalities were ere&ed, which rendred them fit for the Ex¬ 
pedition againft Troy; whertinAgamemnon praefided, as the moft powerfull 
Prince then reigning, 'efpecially at Sea.

a, Orthopolit the twelfth King of v£gtalea y had a Daughter named Chry- 
firthe, on which Apollo is fuppofed to have begot Coronue his fucceffor. Coro- 
nut left two Sons Corax ana Lamedon. Corax after he had reigned 30 
years, died without iffue, and Epopeui a Thejfalian feized on his Kingdom. 
Epopeus ftole Antiopts the Daughter of Nytleus King Of Thebes , for which 
injury hi was profecuted with War by the Thebans. A battell being foughr, 
he had the better, but both the Kings were mortally wounded. Nations 
prefently died after he was carried home, but left the tuition of Labdactes 
the Son of Poly dorm and Nephew to Cadmuty (whofe Guardian he had been) 
to hi? Brother Lycus y requeuing of him to lead down another Army into 
yJEgialeayUi revenge him upon Epopeuty tc to punifti Antiopey if he could take 
her; but in the mean tilde Epopeus died alfo of his wounds, being neglefted, 
and Lamedon the Son of Coronas obtained his Fathers Kingdom, gave up 
Antiope tq Ljcuty as .Paufanias writeth, though Apdllodorus faith, that Ly- 
cut took wAgialea and flew Epofeus. Antiope in the way to Thebes fell in 
trayell, and brought forth Ampbion and Zethus y who being found and nou- 
riflied by an Herafman, the former gave himfelf to Mufick, and the later to 
nourifhingOf Cattell ; and both afterwards revenged their Mother upon Ly 
cut and his Wife Dirce* from whofe hard ufageftie hadefcaped and came

Some ( Othink that rather to Acrifms then to Amphytlion the Son 
of Deucalion (wno 182 yens before began his reign at Athens) the found¬ 
ing of the famous Goncill of the Amphyltiones is to be afcribed, It j 
feemeth probable, that AmphyEHon firftpf all affembled it in Thejfalte , near 
the Streights of Thermopylae ( Paufanias writeth to have been the common 
opinion) and that Acripus thence transferred it to Delphos in Phocis , where 
it forthemoft part affembled j this place being the middle of Greece, and, 
as the Greekj thou°hc, of the World it fetf, where was alfo the famed Ora¬ 
cle of Apollo Pythias, For* Thefe Cities which at firft had onely right to 
(end their Deputies to the Coucill, were fuch as either were feated in Thefi, 
false-, or near unto it. This was the chief Tribunall of all Greece, for ;def 
ciding of: publick and molt weighty caufes , betwixt the feverall Cities, and 
Cotttmon-wealths, The authority thereof was very great j infomuch as .k'a 
Decrees have fometimes been executed by the Sword* with the great motions 
of feverall States, fome or other fcarce ever being wanting.to undertake the 
work. ; It ufed to meet twice ayear, (andoftenerif necelfity; required)-in 
the'beginning of Spring, and Autumne; the Cities fending their Deputies* 
three, two, or ,one, according to their jbigneffe. . .Thefe were qalled Pyl*~ 
gora, becaufe they met at Pyla y a place near to, the Temple, df which they, 
alfcjhad the overfighc, and praefided over-the Games, made in honour of. 
ApdUo Py thins every other year. This Court ,continued for many Ages with¬ 
out ^change, untill the time of Philip King of Afacedon , and Father of 
Alexander the preac, who overthrowing tb oPhoci/tqsy in the Sacred fVar ; 
For their_Sacrhedge outed them'and the Lacedemonians their, afliftants, of 
their Priviledge$ of voting therein, and transferred the right to his own 
Kingdom* Long after, Auguffus Cafar innovated-again, by removing the 
Tptagnepans, Mahans, ana pthefs,-from their iftterefl hereiri, and making 
Nicepolis (a Cicybuilc by him intnemory of his Viilory at A Eli urn) free of 
that Soiiecy, as Paufanias telleth us, ; who hath alfo recorded,: that in his 
tiiqe, (which fell in with the reign ;of AntqnmusPius the Roman Emperour)

comers againWhimfelf and his fon. Yet was he denied her , whereupon to 

be revenged on Eurytus, he drove away his Horfes, and carrying his fon Ifbs- 
tus who was fent to feek them, up into a Tower to fee if he could make 
any difcovery of them, when he could not efpy them, as if he had wrong¬ 
fully accufed him of theft, he threw him down headlong. For this he was 
[truck with a difeafe, and had anfwer from the Oracle at Delphos, that if he 
would be freed from it he muft be fold, and the price given to the Children 
of Iphitus. Hethen palling over into A ft d, willingly permitted one of his 
friends to fell him , and was bought by Omphale , Queen. of the Maomans, 
to whom her husband Tmotas had left the Kingdom. Being freed from hi* 
difeafe, he did his Miflreffe great fervice, killing many of the famous Rob¬ 
bers, called Cercopes, and bringing fome of them alive unto her. Omphale 
admiring his ails, after (he kniW who he was, gave him his liberty, and cook 
himtoherbed. Of her he begat Lamas, having already a fon by his fellow 
llave , named Cleo/aus : he ferved her three years, and then returning into 
Peloponnefus, went againft Laomedon King of Ilium, as fome rank the feries

The Kingdom for the Argives faith Paufanias, from the moft antient times were exceeding 
of the macbidx ftudious of liberty. Out of this principle (being.ftirred up as ic feemeth by 
moderate. the party of Deiphontes). they abated the power of Cifus his Succefiors, lea-' 
ving them nothing but an empty name. And this they further {hewed, when 
Mcltas the Son of Lacidaus ^one of thefe Kings, not enduring this abate¬ 
ment, grew as they thought diffolute and imperious in the Government. 

For impatient hereof, they deprived him of all power, took upon them to 

.. _ _condemn him to death, andpluckc up alt Supremacy by the roots, not fuffer- 

ment made ing any afterwards to reign amongft them. For though we meet with one af- 
Democratical. terwards, called King of Argos in Herodotus -, yet that name figtnfied no' 
more than it did in the Common-wealths of Athens, Carthage , an a Rome,' 
where this title was wont to be given to fome forts of Officers, as this work 
will {hew. The Government was now Democraticul, the chief power ly- 
in» in the people, divided into three tribes, to which the Senate was flibor- 
dinate, chofen every year for the preparing of matters for the whole body, 
and the management of the executive power, with authority to ena£ things 
of idler confequence. There was alfo a Council of State, confifting of' 
go perfons, befides inferior Magiftrates of the City, and Judges for deter-■ 
m inin° of caufes,all which are mentioned in the league,made betvvixc the At»i 
*ivcs , Athenians, and others, dtferibed by Thucydides in his fifth Book of the 
Peloponnefian War. No fuller intelligence have we concerning the eonftitu- 
don of this Common-wealth, which yet flourifhed downwards for many 
Ages, and had great concerts with the Lacedamonians , efpecially about the 
territories of Thyrea, to which both laid claim. Sometimes they fell out. 
about their confederates, being moved with much emulation and diftafte at 
each others Government (the one being a Democracy, and the other an Oli¬ 
garchic) which once efpecially brought the State of Argos into great danger. 

But thefe things belong to another place.

Befides this Colonie, he gathered the people 
of thefe parts into twelve Towns, whereas before that they lived duperfedly 
according to the moft antient cuftom of Greece, and called them Athena, at- ... 

The ftone is (c) told, y am £j de 
that when the name came to be given, on a fodain an Olive-tree,and a Foun- q v - ltat De , 
tain of water appeared, whereat Cecrops moved with wonder, fent to enquire I ig. c . 9.

Hereupon, all the men and women 
were gathered together to make the choice: the men were for Neptune , but 
the women being the greater number, carried the name for Minerva. Nep¬ 
tune angry hereat, drowned their territories, whom to pacify, they punched 
the. women feveral wayes. They decreed, that thenceforth they fhould not 
have a voice in any publick matter; that no child fliould bear the mother s

In the 
Conch, or great Affembly, all Members of the Commonwealth had equal 
Votes, but its power was not great, confirmingonely;what was propounded 
by the Senate and Cofmi. They had publick (laves, called Penac ,Tromi their 
inhabiting up and down the Countrey, who tilled the grounds, and paid m a 
confiant keienue. All, when ripe of age, were commanded to marry for 
the propagition of legitimate iffue: Vet they did not lead their wives to tbeir 
houfes when newly married, butlet themftay till they were fit to govern a, .

rhefeus ga- 14. 7 he feus fucceeding his Father, fethimfeK all manner of wayestode- 77 * 
thtreth the f e rye well of his Subjects; Whereas before they were difperfed in twelve 
~Athenians into y ovvns or m ore, he gathered them into one City, as being more convenient 
one City. for ffrength, concord, and difpatch of publick bufineffe. This being hard to 
effe&, by reafon that the people'were unwilling to quit their prefent poffefli- 
ons for new hopes, he went from place to place, (hewing them the con* 
wenience of the thing, and that he might effeaually perfwade, he promifed 
them liberty, offering to lay down all power except that of the Generalftiip, 
and'of keeping the Laws; inqll other things to be like them, and the power 
to r eft in the people. The multitude being allurejd by this promife, he made 
the chief City, called Cecropia, his regal feat, and built another about it for 
the people, which he divided into three ranks, of Nobility, Husbandmen, 
and Artificers,, asunder the fame equality of liberty and Law. But the 
former fot he appointed to be the fountain of Magiftracy; yet fo, as ele£We 
by the fuffrages of the other two. He aboliflied the feveral Courts of Judi¬ 
cature belonging to the twelve Towns, and’conftituted one general Pryta- 

ntum in the City.^ Thus did he deveft himfelf of all royalty m a manner, 
and brought popular-governmentinto the State. 

t 5. As Hercules had inftituted the 0 //»*/»'c^Games in honour of Jupiter, vhttmeb. 

His exploits, fo he or dained the Jfihmian , and dedicated them to Neptune:. He failed 
'with Hercules into the Euxin* Sea (fome fay, by himfelf) againft the 
■Amazons, from amongft whom he cot Antiope his wife,which gave occafion to 
chat fort of women to come againft Athens, They fore diftreffed it by a 
jSeige, till peace was made by Antiope or Hippolyta , as others called her. 

Some have affirmed, that he wasnot partaker in any Exploit with any of the 
JJfrves of his time, except, in, that- he helped the Lapitha againft the Centaurs, 

.Others again contend, that hee failed to Cdlchos with jafon, and affifted 
cl eager in killing the Boar; whence came the Proverb , Non ftnbThefeo : 
he alfo performed many bravethings by himfelf, without the afliftance of any, 
hence he came to be counted Alter Hercules. Having contra&ed near friend- 
ibip and alliance with Perithous the Son of Ixion, being now 50 years old, he 
ioyned with him in dealing away Helena the daughter of Tyndareus from 
Sparta-, and when they caft lots who (hould have her, (he fell to him. He 
carried her to his Mother living at Aphidna, there to be kept till (he were 
ripe for marriage: But having agreed that he who obtained her, (hould help 
the other to procure him a'wife elfewhere, they both travelled into Epirus, 
to fteal thence the daughter of Aidoneus King of the Moloflians , whofe wife 
was called Proferpma, and his Dog Cerberus , he himfelf by the Fable being 
named Pluto. 'When he underftood their errand, that they came not to 
wooe but co-fteal, he laid hands on them both, and caufed his Dog to devoure 
Perithous , kepc The feus in prifon, till Hercules defired he (hould be fet at 

. itf.^Whilft Tbejeus was abfdnt, one Menefiheus the fon of Peleus (who 
was Grand-fon to Erechtheus by his Son Orueus ) incenfed rhe people againft 
him, and that upon the account of that change he had made in the State, 
which he would nave them believe was intended to inflave them undqrpre- 
tence of liberty : and at this time came dovnn the Tyniarid* , Caflor and Pel r 
lux (fome think by his procurement) againft Athens in behalf of their Si¬ 
fter. Finding that (he was notthere,, and difeovering the place of her re- 
ftfaint, they went to Aphidna, and taking it by force recovered her, and took 
JEthra the Mprherof The feus, which afterwards accompanied her as her 
fefvant to Troy, and at the taking of that Town was fet at liberty by her 
Grand-fon Demophon. By means of Menefiheus, the Tyndaridx were recei¬ 
ved into Athens, and great honour was done unto them, which thing concri-

When they were met together they took an 
Oath, with a bitter execration, to confult the beft they could for the good of 
the Commonwealth. Thofe that were above fifty years of age fpake firft, and, 
after chebufineffe was throughly debated, they fignified their pleafure by 
holdins up their h^nds# Solon ordained th^t sil the Lttws tnould be reviewed, 
once a year, being recited by the Thefmotbct*. But when any were to be 
abrogated, or new ones made, the whole Aflembly took not that matter of 
debate upon it felf; but committed ic to the care of the moft grave and pru¬ 
dent amongft them, chofen for that purpofe, and called Nomorhet <*, amongft 
which none were admitted, but fuch as had dealt in the moft impoTinr af¬ 
faires. Before them five Orators (called Syndics) pleaded concerning any 
LaW that was to be aboliftied , which (hould not be done without mature ad¬ 
vice, left thereby an occafion might be given to fedition and innovation \ and 
what was concluded by thefe Nomotheta , the body of the people ahvaies ap¬ 
proved. The A(fembljvns had ordinarily thrice in Jy dayes, at dhe plea- 
fnre of the Council of State or 400; but extraordinarily upon occafion cal¬ 
led together, either by the fame authority, of the Strategi or Generals for 
War, and fometimesof the nine Archons. ... 

_ a7 For Courts of Judicature, befides the Areopagites formerly mention- 
ludica^urc cd, there was that of the Epheta , founded, as its thought, by Djwophn the 
jutticacurc. CO nfifting at firft of 5 o Judges chofen out of Attica , and as 

many from Ar^os 5 but Draco excluding the Strangers, made the number 
onely < t Citizens, and after him Solon tempering the rigor thereof, transfer¬ 
red thence the more weighty matters to Areopagus, leaving the Judgment 
of cafual homicide, md lying in weight for life, in fome cafes to it. The 
caufes brought in thither were reported by the K ingot fecond A r chon. There 
was another Court moft large and common, confifting of 500, 1000, or 
fometimes 1500 perfons, according to the occafion, chofen by lot out of all 
' the Citizens of 30 years old, and upwards. They judged of many, and 
often, of the greateftcaufes ; and this was called the Hehaftsek, Council, 
becaufe they fate in an open place where the Sun fhone. A fourth Court there 
was of Arbitrators , confifting of 220 chofen out of the Tribes, and being 
equally divided according to the number of them, heard and determined their 
Caufes. A fifth and leift confiderable there was yet, nude up of thirty per¬ 
fons at the firft, afterwards increafed to forty, going in circuit to the feveral 
forts of people gathered by Thefeut intoone Cicy, heard and judged leffer 
matters. As forthe Officers belonging to the feveral Courts, th: twelve 
men for imprifonment, and execution, with the Officers of the feveral tribes, 
thev are fcarce to be mentioned by this Work. . 

Particular 28. For particular Laws. Solon knowing what a multitude of people in- 
Laws. hibired Athens, took fuch care for prevention of idleneffe, chit he absolved h 

any fon from the duty of maintaining hvs Father, fallen into povery, that hid Sg[Q ^ 
not procured him to be inftmfted in fome Trade s and the fame liberty ^he 
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SECT.4. gave unco fuch as were born oF Strumpets. He made a Law whereby he 
VVvJ gave leave to the people to make Teftaments, which they never could do be¬ 
fore ; all the eftates of deceafed perfons going to the next Heir. He forbad 
women to have any portions, left marriages fhould be'made for gain ; yet 
fucceeded they in the inheritances of their Farhers, in default of ilfue Male. 

Some things ahout Marriages and Adultery he decreed, which have been no¬ 
ted, and not unworthily, as abfurd. He commanded the Court of Areopa¬ 
gus , to take an account of all perfons how they lived, and punilh thofe that 
could render none. He forbad all native fruits,except that of the Olive i to 
betranfported out of Atttca. And nothing is more memorable than; this, 
that he deprived of all honour, and rendred infamous thofe, that,in a tithe of 
fa&ionana fedition in the City, joyned themfeves to neither party, coriclu- 
ding, that fuch as were concerned for the good of the Commonwealth, would 
according to their beftapprehenfions, fide with fuch as contended for it. His 
Laws he expofed to publick view, that none fhould pretend ignorance in 
them. He fware the People, Magiftrath, and Senate, to obferve them for 
an hundredyears, and the Archons, if they brake them, to fet up a Statue at 
Dslphos , of their own bigneffe. Then to conclude his Work, he reformed 
the Calender, muchamiffe at that time, and reduced the'year into fuch : a 
form as was agreeable to the motion of the Sun. 

29. The work being Over, there wanted not thofe who would both praife & 

solo* travel- anc \ difeommend it. Some would be amending it by addition, others by Sub- Herodotus /. 1. 
ct • ftra&ion or change, fo that plainly feeing what ftir would he about it, negot 

leave to travel for ten years; in which time he went into t /Egypt-, Where he 
converfed with Amefis, and into Lydia, where he had that notable confe¬ 
rence with Cr a?/#*, before mentioned. But while he was abroaa, the-City 
anew brake into factions. There were thz Pedlaan's headed by Lycurgns. the 
Paraliaus by Megacles, and the Diacrians byPififtram, one who wasme- 
feended from Codrunhe. laft King. To the later, a company of thepaOrer 
fort joyned themfelves, fuch as were moft inveterate againft the rich , *nd al¬ 
though they had not much to fay againft Solon's Laws, yet were they defirous 
of innovation, hoping to be gainers therein. Things were in this pofture 
when Solon returned home, who being received with much honour, laboured 
by his authority to takeoff the ring-leaders of the feveral factions, and re* 
concile them. Pi fifty atus feemed to give ear to him, being a man of deep 
diffrnulation, and fo much apter to deceive,- in that no man appeared fo great 
a friend to equality as he , and therfore a greater Enemy to the change of the 
prefent Government. But Solon quickly found him out; yet profecuted him 
not with any open malice , but fought to draw him from his defigns by fair 
means, often profeiffing, that no man was more inclined to Virtue, or to 
make a good Common-wealth’s-man, if the defire of rule and foveraignty 
were but taken from him. , 

30. For all this, Pififtram proceeded, and by his Teeming readineffe to 
patronize the poorer fort againft the rich,. invaded the Tyranny. He w&uhded 

nimfelf and his Chariot-horfes, and drove into the Forum, making fhew of nt 

an efcape from great danger, and defired of the people that he might have a f H p r i. 
guard afligned him to defend his perfon. He fo far prevailed, as to have 
fifty perfons allowed himi though Solon flapping to him, told him he did not A M 
vveil to a£F Ulyffes in Homer, (who, as he counterfeited himfelf wounded to * ' 5 ’* 

' circumvent his Enemies, fo did he the fame, that he might cheat? his fellow 
Citizens) and oppofed the thing as much as poffible. Having obtained the 
liberty of fo many followers, he then took leave to increafe their number, 

. . and thereby got theCaftle into his hands,at which the City was much ftartled.

ranny. 1 former ftupidity, he earneflly exhorted them yet now to pluck up that tyran-

A few he 
made himfelf, as one for maintenance of maimed Soldiers;.(though feme at¬ 
tribute this alfo to Solon, and fay, the occafion was given by one Thefippttf) 
and another againft idleneffe, Whereby he caufed the ground to be more di|i- 
gently tilled, and the City more quiet than ufuah By chefe two he effe&ually 
provided for his own intereft,, obliging the Soldiers by the one, and by dif- 
perfing the people into the Country through the other (under pretence of nre- 
venting idleneffe, afid keeping up tillage) cutting off'from them, all occahon 
Of plotting any thing prejudicial tohim. For he knew well, that as The fen* 
nis gathermo them all up into one Town, conduced to the prefervation of 
that liberty ne meant to beftow oh them, fo’this contrary way tended as much 
to the keeping up of his arbitrary power. 

3 f . Being feized of the Soveraignty, he carried it exceeding well to 
People, Magiftrates, andLaWs, ana much adorned the City, of which he 
held pofleffion about three years. Then <JMe*acles and LjcHrgtu , with 
their parties, fo prevailed, as they bahifoed both him and his tyranny, and 
be,mg condemned, his {foods were fet to fate , of which none but C alii as the 
of would adventure to buy any. But not long it was, before 

thofe that caft him out, became the means of hi? refticution ; for falling out 
amongft themfelves, Megacles, upon promife that he would marry his 
daughter, covenanted to r bring it about, apdeffe&editbyaftrangeand ridi¬ 
culous wile. There Was a woman in the City named Phja, almoft four cu¬ 
bits tall, but otherwise of tolerable beauty : hetbeinganmed, curioufly dref- 
fed and feated in a Chariot, _tbey drove into the City ., fending feme before 

E ro v 3 im > c " at: -fthenians were to receive Pififtram, whom their god- 
defle Minerva efteeming above all mortals, now in her own perfon reduced 
into her Caftle. This being ailed with wonderful confidence, the Citi- 
ze j S ^ ar , 1 as to adore this woman for Minerva , and recei¬ 
ved Ptfifty am as brought by her; whereby be recovered the tyranny about five 
years after his expulfion.

Ten other 
years he continued in exile> at the end whereof, by the advice of hiseldert 
Son Htppias , he laboured again fo 1 * a recovery of his principalitie. Scraping 
together all the money he could make, he drew the 7 beb*n$ and Argfvesm-’ 
to confederacy with him, and got Marathon p, Town of Attica inco^his hinds, 
whither flocked to him From Athens and the-Country roundabout thofe of 
hisFa&ion.^ He marched then againft theCity, and put fuch to flight as 
And again re- came ouc . againft him, but fearing they might Tally again, he gave order to his 
covereth the Sons to ride after and bid them fear nothing, fo tney would but <*et them to 
tyranny,' their own homes, and be quiet. Thus recovered he the tyranny once more, 
which then he laboured to eft.iblife, not by the flieddingof blood (from 
which he Wholly abftained, and therefore hath the beft report of any of his 
condition) but by feeking confederates, making himfelf a confiderabie reve- 
netv, and taking the Sons of thofe his Enemies, that remained inche City, 
for Hornges, fending them into the Ifle Naxtu to be bept. Not lone after 
nis reftitucjon be died (fo - his whole reign including the exile amounted but.

For fuch an one it was as had no great weight in 
r more than what lay in the minds of the Athenians, hot accuftomed nnqe 
thedayes of The few to ftoopto Soveraignty^ - Though he commanded them Plutarch & 
to apply themfelves to husbandry (contrary to what 'J he fern had done , who nogmLm* 
gathered them but of the Countrey into' the City) that he might take them * 
of from plotting againft him, yet required he no other Tribute than the 
Tenths of' their pront ; ,which had wont to be payed to the former Kings. He 
killed no man, neither banilhed any ; hemadefpoil of no mans fortune, or 
eftate, injured none by any contumelious demeanour , .abufed neither the 
one Sex nor the other through any libidinous carriage. The Laws pf 
Solon with the order of Magiftrates he '“-ft as he found ; and though he had 
moft caufe to be avCrfe to him, yet detained he him in Town when he would 
have been gone, defiring hiscounfet and advice for the better Government of 
the Commonwealth , contenting himfelf onely in having a power greater 
' than the Laws, in which refpea Cicero was wont to call Julia Cafar , who 
trode in his fteps, by the name of PifiStrata. He was:as learned as any in his 
timejSc defe'rved very well of learning,being the firft that ere&ed a pubhckLi- * f Outoyt 
brary. Whereas Homer's Verfes before this were Scattered abroad and con- otlian lib. 13.’ 
: fufea, he purchafed with Gold whatfoever of his works he could come by, c.14. 

■- and fetting on work the ableft Grammarians , put them into that order of 
' Iliads and Qdyffes, in which they ire now found ; to which work Solon is faid 
•<o have contributed his diligence. He had two fons, Hipptas and Hipparcha, 

■ to whom he left . the principality Athens ., They for many years reigned, 
as lovingly betwixt themfelves, fo with moderation towards their fubjea.s, rill 
v the younger being (lain by Harmodim and Ariftogiton ,upon occafion of fome 
.injury fuppofed to be offered by him to the filler of Haymodia, the ochyr ex- 
afperated hereat grew fevere towards the Athenians, and for that was expel- 
: jedbv them four years after his brothers death, and his -Tyranny was utterly 
fubverted. But thefe things falling in with the reign of Daria, the fon of 
Hjffafpcs j belong properly to_ another place.

ftratus. The Egyptians reported thac he came down into their Countrey, 
and there learnt the diftin&ion of Military men from Artificers y and 
thofe of other callings. But whilefthe thus improvedhimfelf abroad; he 
was much wanted at home, and often earneftly follicited to return, by all 
parties. 

7. For great need there was of his prefence to heal the diftempers into 
which the State was now fall’n, the heady multitude having by itsdefire of 
loofe liberty brought all things into confufion. The firft Government 
till the coming in of the Heraclid<t> for any thing chat can be found, was 
meerly abfoluce , and afterwards we do not find that the Regal power 
was diminiftied, till Eurypon, or Eurytion mo(Vimprudently let loofe the 
reigns of Government. This gave oceafion to the Rabble to fly high in dif- 
obedience, and conteft with his Succeffors when, they endeavoured the re¬ 
covery of their old Authority. Many great tumults and feditions were

ordering, or dif^ofal; fo as no Council of War, or any in, Commiffion could 
thwart their Commands; they onely receiving orders from the State, for 
their expeditions and returns. They had Judges to accompany them, a Gene- 
ral of the Horfe,four Polemarchiy befides Colonels ^ and;^ other inferiour Of¬ 
ficers, whole advice, as well as help, in the War they might- ufe, but were at 
their own difpofal, and obnoxious to none of them. And what is here fpo- 
ken of a King, is to be extended to his Pretettor , Guardian , or Tutor ip, his . . 
minority, by the Lacedamonians called Prodictu. ‘ uch were chofen to chis 
cruft and charge, as were neareft of kin by the father’s fide* to the Orphans, 
and confequently the next Heirs, that whofe was the hope, his alfo might be 
the burthen. This appeareth by feveral examples of Lycnrgus himfelf, 

Arifiodemiis , and Pauf tm.M * to be related-in their due places, ; which though 
icbenoc admitted in other Commonwealths, and perhaps with good reafon, 
yet thefe Prodici having all in their power, fcarcely ever any of them was

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r t < ftion. Then divided he the grounds into *oooo lots * or equal portions,where- 
of 9000 he laid to the Citie of Sparta it felf, (the number of Citizens a- \ 
mounting to fo many) and diftributed the reft to the other Lacedantontans 
inhabiting the Countrey. Each portion contained fo much as to maintain a 
family in a frugal way, and no more. To the Kings a larger quantity was af- 
figned for the maintenance of their degree, fo much as might ferve with mo¬ 
deration, and not make them abound in riches. 

Iron money. j<. That he might take away,fcovetoufnelfe, and the defire of hoarding up 

wealth, he forbade the nfe of Silver and Gold Com, putting in the room 
thereof Iron money, of which a great quantity amounting but to little value, 
no confiderable payment coiild oe made, without the help of an Horle^ or 
Waeeon. Hereby it came fo pa(fe,that they were unfit to Traffick with o- 
ther people, no Merchandize being imported, which he herein aimed at, as 
well as by another Law made expredy againft the continuance of (dangers in 
the Citie; fearing more the contagion o£ the mind in his people than that ot 
the body. And eitherwayes to prevent Luxury, he forbade that any man Pluutrtk, 
fliould eat at home by himfelf, or with his family, or to make any private 
feafts, without fome facial occafion ; but ordered them to (up together m 
common, without any diftinftion of Dignity or Fortune, by fifteen together. 

Each one fent in hisProvifion monethly; as Meal, Wine, Cheefe, and Pigs, 
with a little money to buy other viftuals. If any had killed Venifon, or of¬ 
fered Sacrifice, whereby any flefti was gotten, the ancient men left that to the 
younger fort, and contented themfelves with Broaths, of which a black fort 
was moll ufed, of no plcafant tafte to fuch as were not accuftomed to eat it. 

As for filh,and all kinds of delicate acates,they were utterly forbidden- None 

were to eat or drink beyond fuch a proportion as fufneed nature: the Kings 

indeed were allowed a doubloMelfe,burthis was, that they might have op-

All manner of wayes were they inured to labwir and 
pains; Their hair was cut clofe to their heads, they went bare-footed from 
their Infancy * fought with one another naked,with as much eameftneffe^s 
might be, and after a certain barbarous and cruel manner, were once ^ear 
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whipped at the Altar of Dima Iauric*, ( co which goddefs facrifice could not Sf. c t <■ 
be offered without mms bloud) till the bloud ran down in great abundance, 
their Parents beholding the fight. They would bear it with admirable patience 
and emulation,cheerfully,- (nay, many times with great delight which they took 
in excelling one another in patience) enduring the ftroaks unto death it felf. 

17. When they were pift their Childhood,at twelve years of age, their 
labours and exercifes were but increafed, left vice together with years fliould 
grow upon them. They were to be content with one Coat, both Winter and 
Summer, and flepr by Companies together upon coarfe, and uneafie beds.

bidden. > When the Iren correfted tnem, there were men (landing by to umicit. 
take notice of it, and if it was not rightly done, nor upon good grounds, he 
had the fame punidimdnc inflifted on him. Thofe boys performed feveral 
forts of eXebcifes; but amongft the reft thofe ailed Platanifia (from the place 
• thick fet: With plain Trees) were moft eminent, in vvbich with hands and 
feet, teeth, and nails, they fought in good earned, co the putting out of eyes, 
and fometimes to the danger of life it felf, none giving over, or ftirinkin" 
orte jot, than which no difgrace was efteemed more halnous. Such drift, an 3 
cohdant difcipline underwent they all their minority, till they arrived at 30 
years of age (befote Which time they married not, went not out ro war, nei¬ 
ther exercifed any Office) fo chat the greated trouble in the field afterwards 
feemed hiuch more eafie to be undergone.

20. Such was the form of the Commonwealth inftituted by Lycur gut, 
which faved him the labour of erefting any other Courts of Juftice tnan what 
hive been already mentioned. For Gold and Silver being taken away, and 
the uie thereof forbidden upon pain of death, controverfies and fiites moft 
commonly thence arifing naturally fell of themfelves. • He forbad his Laws ptutartb ut .

35. The Lacedemonians , after this, almoft defpairing of fuccefle, both par¬ 
ties fent to erquire at Delphos, concerning the iflue of the War.,- The Mef- 
fenians received an anfwer fo ambiguous as could not be interpreted: that to 
the Spartans plainly fignified, that as Crefphontes had obtained Mejfene- by 
a wile in ordering the lots, fo by Wiles ifrwas to be recovered. Several then 
they invented, but all Were difcoVered,by the vigilancy, and cunning of Ari- 
fiodemw. But the 20th year of the War approaching the affairs of the Mef- 
Jemans began exceedingly ro relapfe, and the Oracle a®ain confulted, an- 
fWered,that whofoever could firft dedicate a hundred Treftles (or three-footed' 
ftools) to Jupiter of Ithome {hould obtain Mejfene. r The Mejfmians having 
the Temple within themfelves, doubted not but to be able to do this firft; 
yet the anfwer being broughc to Lacedemon, one Otbalw a crafty man there 
made 100 of Clay , and while the Mejfenians were bufie about others of 
Wood (for their purfes were not able to reach to braffe) difguifed himfelf in 
the habit of a fowler, and carried them into the Temple. This ftruck the 
Mejfenians with great confternation, who were ftraightly befieged by this 
time, and hindred from getting in any provifions. Ariflodemus was alfo 
tormented -W’th fad dreams about his daughter, whereat forely moved,and 
exceedingly affli&ed with confideration that he (hould kill his Child for his 
Count rey’s good, which notwithftanding was defperate,he flew himfelf sc 
her Monument. ; 

7,6. With this fad accident the CMeffenians were more grievoufly ftruck, 
and fo defpaired as to have thoughts of making their applications to the La* 
cedemoniam • but as yet not able to ftoop, they made no overtures, though 
almoft oppreffed with famine: they chofe them Captains in the room of Ari- 
ftodtmw , preparing to fallie our, and fight it out to the laft man for their 
lives and fortunes. Yet at length diftrufting their ability to do any thing that 
way, and confiderin® themfelves urged hard with the #ant of all neceffaries, 
they left Ithome , and yielded in ttye fifthi moneth after the death of Artflode- 
mtiy the a8 e h year of the War beihg almoft finifhed, in the firft of the four- 
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teenth Olympiad, the Medontide.it Athens yet enjoying the power for ten Sect 
years, inthedayes of Hek.ekjah King of Judah, and the time of the de- 
portadon of tbeten Tribes. The Conqderours utterly demolithed Ithome, 
and, having gotten eafily the other Towns of Mejfcnia into their power, im- 

• pofed whiit taws they pleafed upon the Inhabitants, who were commanded 
: to till their grdunds, aftd fend one half Of the profits unto Sparta ; to bind 
themfelves by oath* coremainin perpetualfeilty to the 'Lacedemonians , and 
both men and women, .'when the Kings and'Nobles of Sparta died, to attend 
upon their.

poftenty mighc fail, they chofe out of their luftieftyoung men fifty in num¬ 
ber, who coming out underage, were not liable to the each, and fent them 
The Partime; t o Sparta to lye With their Wives and Virgins (or the Virgins onely) in* pro- f cgc st ' , ' aho i - 
mifeuous manner, whence arofe a generation called Par theme , as the Sons 
of Virgins. 1 But after chic the war was fintthed,and the Spartans returned z8i! * 

home, they looked upon them as a fpurious brood, and as fuch contemned 

them; whwhthefe youths apprehending; and how they could not inherit any 
thing in the Commonwealth, -entred into confjpiracie with the Hitots, and 
made one Phil ambus their Captain, whofe Fattier Aracw had given the ad¬ 
vice, to fend the .young Men to the Virgins. This plot being revealed by 
' fome of the'Oaves, they were expelled; and forced to feek ouc new feats; 
fo that departing into Italy, they drove out the barbarians and Cretians, who 
inhabited about Tarentum, and feizing upon chat place, therein planted 
themfelves. • • . :

At this time Anaxander the Nephew Of Po/ydorw,b y 
his Son Eurycrates, and An axidamns the Son of Zeuxtdamw, and Grand- 
fon to 7 heopompw, by his Sow Arckidmtts , who died ere he came to reion, 
were Kings at Sparta. 0 

3*. 4rifIomenes managed the Whole bufirieffe for th zMeffehians, betfto 0 f 
extraordinary abilities both of body and mind. He firft ingaged with the Spar- 
Mwac Vera, a Village' of Mefftnia, where he isfaid to have behaved him¬ 
felf above the capacity of a man, and feeing he was of the Family of «/£ gy^ 
tus, was chofen King by the people. Refufing this tide, he was created 
General, with abfolute authority, and afterwards, at the Monument of the 
Boar, ( a place in' Mefenia, where Hercules made a league with the Sons of ' 

Ntleus) by the ‘afliftance of the Arcadians , Argives, Sicyonians , and Ele- 
ans, overthrew the Lacedemonians, terrifying all where'ever he came. In 
the purfute he loft his Target, which whilft he was feeking, they had opportu¬ 
nity toefcape. After this, he took and plundered a Town of Laconia, na¬ 
med rhare, whence retreating with much booty, 'he alfo overthrew Anax- 

• under the King, who purfued him v : and having m his intentions to march a- 
gainft Sparta it felf, is faid to have been deterred from it, jjy the apparitions 
of Helena, -and her two brothers Caflcr^ Pollux. 

: 4 °. T he Lacedemonian) much ftircled at this Ioffe, thought to have put a

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Sect. 5. period to the War, but were again incouraged by the Verfesof Tyrians, 

who perfwaded them to fill ‘up their armie with th t Helots. -A year or two PauM . 
before this, fending to eonfult the Oracle about the War j they had anfwer, Mcjjemcu" 
that they mutt fend to for a Counfellor. The Athcnianswexe un¬ 

willing in the leaftto promote their affair^ being jealous of their growing 
power, yet fearing ajfo to do any thing croffe to the Oracle, they fent to them 
this 7 /r/<»/a School-mafter, lame on his feec, and not very found in his 
brain. In the third year of the War, another battel was fought, at a place 
calledfthe great Ditch, wherein the Mejfenians having no other affociates 
than their friends of Arcadia t thefe alfo failed them at this time, through the 
treachery of their Captain; fo that, left to themfelves, and compared in 
by their Enemies, moft of them were (lain, though Ariflomenes omitted no¬ 
thing worthy of a General, or common Soldier. Having gathered up the 
reliques of his Army, he perfwaded the people to quit all inland Towns, and 
fortifying onely Pylas ana Mttbobe upontne Sea, to fecure themfelves in 
the hill fra, Here they were pr.efently befieged, and iffuing out for booty, 
made depredations, both in Laconia and their own Country, which drew out 
anEdi&fromth z Lacedemonian State, that thfe borders of both Countries 
fhould, daring the War, be left defolate j whereupon a dearth enfued at 
Sparta, and thence a Sedition, which Tyrttus with his Poetry had work 
enough to fuppreffe. 

41. Ariflomenes in the mean time, like/ome fierce and greedy Lyon, 
with 500 choice men at his heels* to the great fear of all men, ranged up 
and down the Country, and made continual excurfions into the Enemies 
Country. At length he was taken and carried to Sparta , where condemned 
to death, he was thrown into a deep dungeon; the ordinary way of punilhing 
capital offenders. Coming fafe to the bottom, though others were killed by 
the fall, he perceived a Fox feeding upon fome deadcarkeifes, whereat con- 
fidering that this creature muff have fome hole to creep in at, he caught it by 
the tail, and defending himfelf from it’s teeth by the other' hand, it led him 
to the hole, which being but little, he foinlarged with his hands, as contrary 
to the belief and expe&ation of all men, he returned fafe ro his Companions. 

Presently after his return, he fell upon th* Camp of the Corinthians ^ who 
a (lifted the Spartans in the Siege, and lay carelefsly, without any watch, and 
killing the Captains, plundered their Tents. Not long after a Truce was 
made for fourty dayes, during which, he wandring abroad too carelefsly. 

Was entrapped by fome Cretians, who aflifted alfo in the Siege , and being 
bound With the thongs of their quivers, was carried into a Village, to the 
houfe of a certain widdow. This woman, underftanding who he was, call 
in her head ho\V to deliver him, which (he effe&ed, by giving his Keepers fo 
much drink, that they falling afleep, with one of their daggers he cut the 
thongs. Being loofed, he ftabbed the Cretians and efcaped; and afterwards, 
to requite the womans kindneffe, married her to his Son Gorans. 

4*, Ten years the Siege of fra continued, the Meftmans enjoying the 
grounds at the foot of the Mountain, as far as the River Neda, thereby be¬ 
ing better provided for to hold out. But in the eleventh, when Ariflomenes 
Was renderd by a wound incapable of taking fuch care about the watch as he 
had been wont, in a rainy ana dark night the fentinels, fecure of him, be¬ 
took themfelves ro their own homes. ( Amongft thofe there was One, whofe 
wife in his abfence entertained a certain Herdf-manas a Lover , who belong¬ 
ed to Emperamtu a Lactdamonian now at the Siege. He being hid by his 
Paramour upon her husband’* coming» heard the man tell the Story ^ how he 
and his fellows had forfaken their charge, and flipping away, therewith ac- 

S wainred his Matter. Both the Spanan Kings were abfent at this time, but 
mperamu, unwilling to let flip fo fair an opportunity, led the Army thither, 
and got into the Fortreffe before he was difeovered. When the matter was A.M. 3 337 . 
The end of p 2 rce i V ed, a great conceft there was betwixt the parties; but Ariftonunes 
the fccona feeing there was no hope of doing any good, and willing to fave what was 
War * left of the afflicted Mejfcnim, obtained liberty to depart ; and foA* being 

taken 
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taken the War ended, after it had lafted (ixteen years j in the firft of the Sect; 
28 th Olympiad, when Autoflhenes was Archon at Athens, A, M. 3337. 

43. When the Arcadians underftood of the taking of fra * theydefired 
of Ariflocrates theit King to be led but, either to rettore their friends, or 
die with them; but he having formerly betraied them at the great Ditch, 
was now alfo corrupted With money, and refufed to do it, alleging there 
was none left to whom they could give afflftance. Yet when it was clearly 
known that they were alive, they fent fome before to comfort them, then met 
them with clothes, and meat, as far as the Hill Lycem, and kindly invited 
them to live amongft them. Arijlontenes boyling with hatred and revenge 
againtt the Lacedemonians, chofe out of the Company 500 men, whom he 
knew to be no whit defirous to outlive the fortune of their Country, and asked 
them in the hearing of Ariflocrates (not knowing any thing of his treache¬ 
ry) and the Arcadians , whether they would venture their lives with him. 

Upon theft anfwer,that they would, he acquainted them with his defign, to 

1 march ftraight for Sparta, which if he could furprize, noiv that all it’s 
ftrength was imployed in the plunder of Mejfenia , then fhould he make an 
even exchange with the Lacedemonians • but, if not, death would.be the 
word that could happen. Befides the Mejfenians , 300 Arcadians gave 
their namesto this Expedition ; but being flayed by reafon thac the entrails 
of the beaft were not propitious, Ariflocratcs had time to give notice of the 
•fK Tr t0 -dnaxander King of Sparta. The treachery was difeovered after 

ET'trcVchwy return of the Meffenger, by fome that fufpe&ed it, and the letter fent 
7 ‘back from Anaxander, was red in the Affembly of the Arcadians, wherein 
thanks was given to Ariflocrates, as well for the help he afforded the Lace¬ 
demonians at the great pitch, as for this timely notice. Hereat the multi¬ 
tude was foinraged, as they ftoned him out of hand, caft him out unburied, 
and ere&ed a monument to his infamy, with this note, that Perjury cannot 
efcape God. They exhorted alfo the Mejfenians to throw ftones at him, who 
looked upon Ariflomenes, as expe&ing dire&ions from himj but ’he onely 
fixed bis eyes on the ground and wept. 

44. The Mejfenians defired of Ariflomenes to lead them out, to feek fome 
new place to inhabit; but he denied it, refolving to fpend his dayes in doing 
as much mifehief as he could to the Lacedemonians : onely his fon Gorgm 
and Manti elm he offered to them. Thofe that had kept Pylm and Methone, 
with others which lived on the Sea-coatts, went by (hip to Cyllette, the haven 
of the Eleans, to feek out the reft. The following Spring feveral places be- 

, ing propofed to go to, Anaxilas who then reigned at Rhegium , and was de- 

feended of one Alcidamidas a Meffeniah f that after the taking of Lhome In 
the former War, betook himfelf thither) fent fome to convey them into 
Italy. After their arrival, he told them, he had continual War with the 
Zancleans, a people of Sicilie, that inhabited a fruitful and pleafant Soil,

Mfleinco He then befieged them by Sea, and the Mejfenians by Land, whereby being *; m j 333 ? 
Sicily.. , diftreffed, and the greater part of the wall novy caft down, they fled to the 5 

. altars of their gods. Anaxilas would have had them (lain, and their wives jkanaflh 36, 

; and children fold ; but the other unwilling to commit fuch cruelty againft 
.any Greeks, (for fuch they were, the Town being firft inhabited by R vers, 

.and afterwards by others from feveral parts of Greece) gave them liberty to 
continue, and incorporating themfelves into their body, changed the name 
of the place from Zancle into Mejfene. Ariflomencs-for fome time conti¬ 
nuing in Greece, married his daughters very honourably, whereof Demagetm, 

Prince of Rhodes at that time, took the youngeft to wife, having been advi- 
fed by the Oracle, to make choice of that man’s daughter who was the beft in 
all Greece. . He carried his daughter to Rhodes, whence he intended to go 
to Ardysybc fon of Gyges, then reigning in Lydia, and thence to Ecbatane, 
to Phraortes King of the Medes • but death prevented him, and he finifhed 
his dayes in th&tlfland, being fpund in the number of thofe few, that lived 
'and dyed in grc& gldry,

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Se ct. 6 . times, by the Phaacians a moft noble people, over whom re : gned Alcinous 
the Ton of Nan ftthous , who received Ulyjjes after his long wandrings, and 
helped him in his journey home to Ithaca. He mentioneth his Royal feat, 
called Schcria^ (which P iny from him affirmed) alfo to have been the name 
of the I (land, as well as Pintado) andfaith, the inhabitants were much given 
to Navigation, and moftskilfull therein. In the foyl of this Scheria, the old 
inhabitants being expelled, this new Colony planted it felf, which taking 
the name of Corcyra , the whole Ifland came thence to be fo called. The 
Citie,much befriended by the Commodioufnefle of the Haven , and the con- 
veniency of the place for Sea matters, grew in a fhort time to be very con- 
fiderable ; fo as it founded of it felf two Cities, viz. that of Epidamnus , as 
we have it from Thucydides , (by the Romans called Pyrrachium ) and A. 
pollonia^s Strabo wriceth ; both of them feared in that part of lllyricum y in¬ 
habited by the Taulautians. The form of this Commonwealth was (agree¬ 
able to the conftitution of all Colonies) like to that of Corinth the Adetropo- 
Us 3 which then was Governed by the Baccbiada in an Oligarchical way. 

When Corinth was afflidded by Tyrants, Corcyra felt alfo their influence up¬ 
on its infancy; but at length it grew to that height,as to renounce fuch obedi¬ 
ence as the other challenged, whence great and tedious Commotions were 
produced in Greece. 

5. The B icchiada neither communicated the Government nor marriage to mod rib $ 
any other perfon than of their own family , till one of their women being cay,?o.&c, 
l ime, and upon that account defpifed by them all of her own flock, had there¬ 
by an occaHon given to break the cuftom. She (named Lab Jo) married Eetion 

(the f-.n of Echcc.-ates , and Nephew to Antaffus of the Petrean Tribe) who, 
hiving no Children by her, or'any other, went to De/fhos y and inquired of 
rhe divide concerning iffne. He - received in apfwer ro this effect ; that he 
fliould have a fon, who like a ftone would fall upon the Oligarchy , and break¬ 
ing it in pieces, amend the State of Corinth. This comingto the ears of the 
Baccbiada who had an Omcle before much ro the fame rurpofe,though under 
general.terms,they refojved to hold their peace, and kdl Eetions Child as foon 
as it fliould be born. And as foon as his wife was delivered , they fent tefi 
* of their Company to deftroy it, whom t he mother prefented with a flght of 

the Babe, chinking they had come to.Congratulate her husband about its birch. 

They had agreed amongift th?mlelves,that wholoever fit ft came at the Infant 
fliould knock out his brains, but the Child fmilingin his face,who firft took 
it in his Arms, he was fo moved with comp-illton,ns he would not kill it, but 
delivered it to one of his follows, who touched wich the fame companion 
gave it to another, till it pafled through all their hands unhurt. Being gone 
our, and (landing at the door, they blamed one another exceedingly, efpecially 
the firftj vyhofe part it was to kill it, and in they returned now to do the deed;

<AV bounded. Yet, for certain, tne Government was popular, things of great- 
eft confequence never being refolved on, without tneconfent ana decree of 
the people, (which kept thofe of higheft concernment in its own power) and, 
if any other in the World, was a friend to Antimonarchical liberty, and an 
utter enemy to Monarchy, where ever it was found in Greece. For this 
City undertook many times great Wars for this very caufe, and not out of any 
ambitious defign, as is clear in the cafe of the Syracufians , and others $ fo 
chat a Captain out of it was moft deferable upon fuch an occafion; as may 
hereafter be difcovered.

The antient Kingdom of Thebes. 

<. TJoeotia had on the Weft Phocis, on the Eaft the Euboean Sea, on the 
JD North the Eaftern Locri, and on the South Attica and Me a aria. 

The chief feat and Metropolis of this Country was Thebes, the builder of 
which is not certainly known. Calydnus is reported firft to have reigned here; 
whence by a Poet of Chalets, it is called the Tower of Calydnus, and in He- 
fy chins, Calydnaan is the fame with Antient. After him was Ogyges y or A ' ' 4 * 

Ogygns, from whom Thebes by the Poets is called Qgygiun, and that great 
Ogygi«» Deluge is nameid, which is faid to have happened in his time, 1020 .. 
years before tne firft Olympiad, in the dayes of Phoroncus King of Argos, 

(as Africamss gathereth) and fo overwhelmed all the region of Attica, that it 
made it inhabitable for 200 years, as Pereritts noteth. Paufanias writeth, tn Oceoticis & 
chat he was King of the EUena, the firft Inhabitants of Thebais y and that Atticis. 
from his fon Bleu fine a famous Town in Attica took both Original and 
name, as fome were of opinion. Thefe EUena are reported to have been 
comfumedby Peftilence, whom fucceeded the Hy antes and Aon*, that Con¬ 
tinued in .thofe parts, together with the Temmices (who came from Sauium) 
and the Leleges , till Cadmus coming to Greece , made himfelf Matter of this 
place, in the dayes of Corax King of Sicyon, and Danaus of A rgos, 347 years 
after the beginning of Ogyges . 

a. This Cadmus, acccordingto the tradition of the Greeks y was fon to 
Agenorthz brother of Beltu, Uncle to Danaus and *s£gyptn* y who coming m *• 

out of tAZgypt into Phoenice fome 56 years before, on his wife Telphajfa be¬ 
gat three fons ; Cadmus , Phoenix, Cilix, and a daughter named Europa. 

This Europa, Jupiter ftole, and carried over Sea into Crete , in the likeneffe of 
a Bull, where he begat on her Minos, Rhadamamhus , and Sarpedon. Afierius J J *•- 4 * 
King of the Eland afterwards married her, and having no children of his own, *' 
adopted her fons. Herodotus telleth us that fome Greeks ( Afierius perhaps, ^ I# I( 
or fome for him) in revenge for what the Nation had formerly fuffered from 
tht Afiatickj in ftealing away Ino, went to Tyre, and thence ftole Europa 
the Kings daughter, bringing her awav in a fhip, whofe enfign was a Bull,

The Original of the Citie of Rome. 


t .*TpHe Citie of Rome wasfeated in Latium, the fVtfern tra& dtHaly, 

■ upon the River Tiber. The fovl, for as much as can be known, (faith 
Dionyfins') was firft inhabited by the Stcult, who held many other places of v]ony ^ 
that Countrey. Thefe were qxpetled by the Aborigines, who being the ppn Hahcmejfm 
fterity of the Oenotrians (who feized upon that Trait lying near Taientum) U 
WereConfecrated firft to the gods,8c according to the cuftom of the Countrey, 
then fent out to feek them new feats, and fortunes. Th t Qenotriant came out 
of Lycaonia (afterwards called Arcadia J co feek a more commodious habi¬ 
tation under conduit of Oenotrtts, the fon of Eycaon, from whom they, re¬ 
ceived their name. Thefe Aborigines here fetled, were forced to admit of 
fome Pelafgiant to live amongft them that fled from Hamonia (fince called 
Thejfaly) where, for fome time they had continued, and afterwards certain 
Arcadians who fallowed Evander , foh to Mercury , and the Nymph The~ 
ms, from a Town of that Countrey called Palantinm , which name they 
gave co an Hill on which they fixed, afterwards reckoned amongft the fevcn 
belonging to the Citie. Not long after, the Greeks will have Hercules come 
into thefe parts, as he was returning home from his expedition into Spain, 
and the Weftern Regions, and here to have left fome Peloponnefians , who 
fetled chemfelves upon’ the HiB called then Saturnhes , and afterwards CapE 
tdittus,zt what time F<*##*/ reigned over the Aborigines.

'VYV alfo co ftorm the Hills; when a Treaty was defired by the 7 rojans, It was 
there agreed, that t^Eneas and his Companions, with fuch things as they had, 
ftiould depart out of the Country under fafe conduit; whereupon be firft Cent 
away his eldeft fon Afcanius, vvich part of his affociaces. (whereof the greater 
number was Phrygians) to the Lake Afcanius, for that he was defired by the 
Inhabitants of that Country to be their King. He continued .not long with 
them, for the Scamandnda, with others of the family of Heitor , now 
difmitted out of Greece by Neopiolcmus the fon of Achilles , coming tohim^he 
returned with them to Troy , and reftored them co their Father’? Principality. 
tineas with the reft of his children, Anchifes his father, and his houfliold, 
patted over the Hellefpont into a Peninfmla called P*llcne y whence he failed to 
to the Ifland Veins , thence to another named Cythera, over a gain It Peloponm 
tiefns. Touching at the promontory Onathium ( fo called for that Cinathus 
* Trojan was here buried ) they renewed their friendship with the Arcadians 
their kinsfolk, and patted on to the Ifland Zacynthus, which was fo named 
from Zacynthus one of the fops of Dardanus. Thence they came to A ili¬ 
um, andfo to Ambracia, from which Bay Anchifes directed his courfe co- 
Wards Batrotus an Haven of Eptries, and ^/Eneat by land went two dayes jour¬ 
ney co the Oracle of Dodoria, which having confulted about rieW Seats, in 
four dayes he came to the Navy at Batrotm, From this Haven failing cowards 
Italy, they touched upon fome parts thereof, but patting into the Straights of 
Sicilie, they fell alfo upon that Ifland, where leaving part of their Company, 
they patted over and landed at Later entum, the place appointed co put an end 
to thefe wandrings. This account Dionyfim givech us, as moft probable^ a- 
mongft others which he briefly toucheth. Alexander the Enj*fian 9 as he is 
cired by Aurelius Pitt or , wrote that lltttm being betra^Pby Anterior, 
v£neas took his Father upon hjs back, with his gods, and his little fon in his 
hand, and thus loaded made towards Ida, whither being fuffered to come by 
the Greeks (who were m.uch moved at bis piety) he there built (hips, and by 
the advice of an Oracle came into holy . The piety of ^/Eneas is much fyo* 
ken of, and commended by many ; and amongft others, by the pen of Xeno¬ 
phon, that At tick, Mnfe\ buc fome wrote that he joyned with Antenor in 
betraying the City.

daily amongft the The Julians and Athenians, where yet the Clients vyere very 
imperioufty ufed, their Patrons impofing on them Services ill befeeming free¬ 
men, and oeacing them like flaves, if they difobeyed their commands: The 
Athenians called them Theta for their fervice, and the Tkefalians Penefta i 
upbraiding them with their fortune. But Romulus refined the ufe of Patro¬ 
nage, rendring it profitable unco both. Patrons by him were ordered to ad - 
vifa their Clients concerning Law, of which they were ignorant, and take 
care of them as well abfent as prefent, as their own children, in what con¬ 
cerned mony and contrails , Undertaking fuces for them when opprefled, and 
procuring them quiec both as to publick and private bufineffe. On the orher 
hand it wis the duty of Clientt, to help their Patrons with money in the mar¬ 
riage of their daughters, if need ftiould be, and redeem them , or their Tons 
if taken captive: to bear che charges of private futes, or publick fines, and 
that at their own coft in way of gratitude; to aftift them with their purfes 
in defraying che charge of ^Magiftracy, o: honourable employments. This 
was common co both: that neicher ought to accufe the other, to give anyte- 
ftimony or fuffrage, or co be reckoned amongft his Enemies : which if any 
onedia, he was held guilty of treafonby Romulus his Law, and it was law¬ 
ful for any one to kill nim. Hereby, for many Ages,this Patronage continu¬ 
ed in force, and Was as effectual for love and mutual help as confanguinity or 
alliance: it was che glory of the Nobility to have many Clients devolved 
upon them from their Anceftors, and obtained by their own virtue. But non 
«. onely the Plebeians in che City found themfelves fecured by this patronage, 
but in procefle of time all Colonies, affociate Cities, and fuch as were fub- 
dued by war, had their Patrons, to whom many times the Senate would remit 
fuch controverfies as were brought before it from the faid Cities, or Common- 
wealrhs,and ratifie their judgement. Laftly,fuch firm concord followed this 
conftitution 6f Romulus, thac, for 730 years, as Diouyfnts reckorteth, though 
many and great conceftsarofe betwixt the Nobility and Commons about the 
Commonwealth (as is ufualin all both great and little States) yet it never 
came to blood or {laughter, but, mutually yielding arid granting, all contro¬ 
verfies were compofed by civil expoftulations; till Cairn Grachus, Tribune 
of che people, overthrew the peace of the City 5 after which, they neither 
fpared to kill and oanifh one another, nor to commit any other wickedneffe,

6 . He compelled parents to educate all their male children and their'etefeft 
daughters : he permitted a child younger than three years to be made away,’ 
if it was born defective interne member or monftrous ; and yet then was ie 
not to beexpofed without approbation of the five next neighbours. If anyone- 
broke this Law, he, befides other punifoment, forfeited half of his goods. 

The Father Was permitted by the Law-giver to fell his Son, and that tfo'ea 
times over, if it hapned that he recovered bis liberty- a greater power tha* 
was had over {laves, who if once made free, thenceforth fo continued. Alt 
fordid Arts, and fuch as we;e fubfervient to. luxury he forbad, which being 
ieft to flaves and Grangers, for along time the Romans fcornedto mqddll 
with. Tvyocourfes of life onely ( be enioined them, Warfare and Husbdn- - 
Ayte, allowmg-a Market once in nine, dayes. He divided equally to them 
the grounds,-(laves, and, money, taken from the Enemy. Concerning info, 
nes, be prefently decided all controverfies , or referred them unto others, i n - 
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Aiding pimiilvneac ^cording to the crime; md feeing the peoole to be by 
fear beG retained in order, he fee up his Judgment-fete in the molt confpi- 
cuous[placeof che Forum, where his guard of 300 Ce/eres, and twelve Si- ^ 
geants, or Litlors, carrying rods and axes, and in the view of all men, either 
beating or putting to death Malefa&ors , mtde a terrible lliew. This is th* 
form of the Commonwealth, as Romulus firft eGablifoed ic, much admired 
by Dtonyfists above all the conftitutions of his own Country-men the Grad- 
a»s, vvhofe Religion alfo (as giving occafion to the vulgar fort to contemn 
their gods involved in fuch misfortunes, or to abftiin from no iniquity and fil- 
thinette to which they heard tint their deities were alfo abnoxious) he eGeem- 
eth vain, frivolous, and dangerdus , incomparifon of chat which was infiitu-- 
ted by the Roman Law-givir. 

7. Rpmulus, confidering that there we'-e feveril powerful Nations round 
about him, which with evil eyes beheld the growth of his City, becho. Lhc 
with himfelf how he might contract amity with hem. Concluding, that affi- 
mty was the onely means ;* by the advice and confenc of the Semce, he re- 
folved upon a courfe to provide wives for his Subjects. He earned at che fug- 
ot geGionot his Grand-father Numitor, a Solemn Fedl, and exerciles in ho¬ 
nour pf Neptune, to be proclaimed throughout the Country, to which mmy 
flocking vvith their wives and children , upon fign given, his men laid hold 
on fuch Virgins as were come to fee, and violently carried them to their 
noufes. The number of them amounted to' 683, for which Romulus c hofe 
out fo many hudnnds, and married them after their own Country Rites, ma- 
king them covenant a Society or Communion of fire and water, which cufiom 
continued for nuny Ages. Some write that this happened in the'firfi year 
of Romulus, but others aflign the fourth of his reign for it, which fcarce 
could be done till matters were fomethingfetlcd. Some delivered, chat fear- 
city of women was the caufe of this rape : others.thought, that by it an oc¬ 
cafion was onely fought for War; but a third party will have, that by this vio¬ 
lent aft an affinity vvith the neighbouring Cities was endeavoured. 

8 - 8 °nie were grievoufly moved, and Others put a good confirudion u -on 
u* u l • • buc at tength the matter brake out into a manyfold War, of 
Which that with the Sabmes was moOt grievous. The Ciries Ant<m- 
ha and Cruflumium firfi began, after they could not perfwade the Sabines to 
-joyn With them. The two former, inhabited by the Aborigines, Romulus 
prefently fubdued, and afterwards the later alfo, which was a Colony of Alba* 
the grounds were divided betwixe fome Romans, fent thither to plant, and 
the old-Inhabitants, of which fuch, aswpuld, were made free of the City, 
and without Ioffe of their former effaces, reckoned amongfi the Tribes and 
Curia, to the number of 3000 ; foth at now, the Ro man footmen were in - 
creafed to 6000 men. Upon che Victory over Canma and Amcmna , he firft 
triumphed, anddefigned a plot for a Temple to Jupiter Feretrins (fo called 
from Romulus his bringing home in triumph the fpoils of Acron the King 
of Canina, whom he flew; The fpoileswere named by the Romans Opima 
Spolia) The plot of ground was about 15 foot long, and this was the original 
of the Capitol, Having obtained a great name for his valour and clemency, 
many eminent men went over to him with their families, amongfi whom was 
Callus, who gave name to an hill in the City : and fome whole people com¬ 
mitted chemfelves to his proie&ion (having taken example from the Me- 
dullini) and received Colonies from Rome.' This fucceffe the Sabines fo-e 
repined at, laying now the blame one upon another, that they had not with- 
Good the beginnings of the Roman greatneffe : wherefore they refolved to 
correa their former carelefsneffe by double diligence, and affembling toge¬ 
ther at Cures, their Metropolis, decreed War againG Rome for the fpring fol¬ 
lowing, and made choife of 7. Tatius their King to be General. Romulus 
made all poflible provifion for refiffance, fortifying the Capltoline, and Aven - 
tme hills. Lucumo from Solonium, a City of Hetruria, brought Auxiliary 
Forces, and Numitor was not wanting to the alfiftance of his Grand-fon. 

9 . The Sabines having demanded reftitution of their Virgins, and to have 
X a the 
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Se c t. a. the authors of the injury delivered up (that they might have a more fpecious 
^T\T\JP retence for their aftions) received no fatisfa&ory anfwer, and therefore 
both parties drew out into the field. The Sabines brought a 5000 foor, and 
almoft looohorfe, and the Roman Army contained 20000 foot) apd 800 
horfe, a very great number for a new builded City. Tatius pitched his 
Tents betwixt the Quirinal and Capitolian hill, where feeing all places ftrong* 
ly fortified, and fmall hopes for him to attempt any great matter j as he defu 
paired of doing any good, one Tarpeia , the daughter of Tarpeiks who kept 
the Capitol , called to his men from above* and covenanted with them to bd*» 
tray the place into their hands. Concerning the wages flie was to receive 
feveral ftories, or fables, are related. It isfaid, that ..(he required to have 
what they wore on their left arms, meaning their bracelets, but ,when flie let . 
them in, they threw their Targets which they carried otv their left arrps upon 
her, and therewith preffed her to death. Reing Mailers of the Capitol , they 
had thereby great advantage to continue the War at their pleafurfe, andfirftr 
fome light Skirmifhes infued; but at length they refoWed t6 do their utmoffc 
on both fides, and for feveral dayes continued the fight, fo long as till'night 
fevered them, for the moft part with equal fuccette. This made the Sabmes 
. ferioufly bethink themfelves, whether they had beft carry on the War or re*' 
treat; and the Romans were rather more to feek how to hold out} yet tiei*, 
ther party would ftoop to defire a Treaty. Whilftthey remained in this anxi* 
ous condition, thofe Sabine women that were married to the Romans, and the 
Th dof caufe of the War, through the perfwafion of Her filial one of the principal 
saVm War. amongft them, became mediators, and made peace betwixt thefe Fathers' 

and Sons in Law, after the War had lifted fix years. The conditions were, p ciif* 
that Romulus and Tatius fiaould reign at Rome , with equal prerogative.? 2 ‘ 
that the City from Romulus .fiaould be called Rome * but the Citizens Qui- 
rites from Cures the native place of Tatius. Such of the Sabines as Would* 
were made free of Rome, and a refpeft was had o' thofe Matrons that procu* 
red the peace, that they which would live with their husbands, fhould 
bee exempted from all work and fervice, befides fpinning and making of 
Cloath. 

10. Some write , that from thirty of thefe women Which undertook this 
reconciliation, to perpetuate their memories, the Tribes were named; but 7 V- 
rentius Varro denied it, alleging that they had names before, and that by 
this honour given to thirty the reft of the women were not patted by and dif- 
couraged. For five years the two Kings reigned peaceably .together* and 
joyntly fubdued the Camerini, aCo\onyof the Albans ; but in the fixth, it 
Tatius killed, hapned that fome of Tatius his friends plundring the Lavinians , and by him 
being protected, notvvithftanding Romulus ana the Senate judged they were 
to be given up: moreover killing the Ambaffadors fent to ^aemapd them, 
wherein they were alfo born out by him; when he went to LavMum to fa- 
crifize, or perfwade the injured perfons to be quiet, the friends of the- Am* 
baffadors fell upon and knocked him in the head. Romulus to his great con¬ 
tentment thus freed from his partner, made fatisfa&ion to the injured, and 
burying Tatius at Rome very honourably, fubdued Eidena, a Town five miles 
off, which had feized on provifions coming to Rome in a time of famine. ThU 
ther he fent fome of his own to inhabit, according to his cuftotr^ and then 
punifhed the Cruflumini , who had killed thofe Planters which hee fent a- 
The Veii mongft them ; and over them he obtained his fecond triumph. The Veii, 3 

overcome. moft powerful people of Hetruria inhabiting a City no lefie than Athens * 

fituated upon a craggy Rock, at fome twelve miles diftance frorti Rome, found 
themfelves concerned in what the Fidenates flittered, and by an Embaflie re¬ 
quired the Romans thence to remove their Garrifon, and reftore the Inhabit 
tants to their whole demefens. This being denied, they met at Fidena, afid 
there fought two bloody battels, wherein Rtimulus had the better, and tri¬ 
umphed tne third time. Plutarch writeth, that the Veientes ridiculoufly chal¬ 
lenged Fidetue to belong to them, and receiving a fcornfu! anfwer from 1 ?*-

Alba- deftroy- v ing flourilhed with riches, numbers of Inhabitants , and been the Mother of Jfr c * I0 °* 
ed * thirty Latin Towns. After this, TuUas, having brought fully under the F/- 

denotes, moved War againft the Sabines, for robbing fuch Romans as ufed •" 
to traffick into the Country, and refufedto make relticution of the goods: 
he overthrew them at the Wood called Malitiofa Sylva , and forced them to 
beg peace. Now alfo the Latines and Romans fell out, becaufe they refufed 

to yield obedience to thefe, who challenged it as due to their City, which had 
conquered the Metropolis. The War was managed for five years, with great 
moderation; onely, befides continual depredations, Hofttlius punilhed , . 
Medallia for an example, which in the time of Romulus had received a Ro- Lme - 
man Colony. Otherwife no battel was fought, nor any Town taken and 
plundred, which made both inclinable to peace. But at this time Tulins Ho - 'Putmb. 
ftilius died, having reigned 32 years; fomefav by Lightning, with his whole 
Family, for neglect of the Religion infticutea by Numa ; buemoft believed 
him taken away by the-practices of his Succeffor, though Dionyftus holdeth 
their opinion to be improbable.

She was married to Marcius, the fon of that Mar- vl ’ * 
cius, who being the kinfmanof Numa , came with him to Rome , after he p lutarthh 
had earneftly perfwaded him to take upon him the Kingdom, being elected mma. 
into the Senate, after the King’s death, flood in competition with Hofttlius 
for his place, and miffing of it laid violent hands on himfelf. Marcius his 
fon marrying Pompilia the daughter of Numa (whether by 1 atia or Lucrctia , 
is uncertain) begot on her this Ancus Marcius , who was five years old at the 
death of both his Grand-fatHers. Ancus considering that much of the fu- 
perftition brought in by Numa was negleCted, f**-himfelf to reftore the ufe 
thereof, alleging to the people, that the difeafes^Teftilence, and other in¬ 
numerable calamities, which had lately fallen upon the City, together with 
the difaftrous end of Hofttlius , proceeded from negleCt of their gods. He 
advifed them to return to Husbandry, and other peaceable imployments, ne¬ 
glecting violence, and the profit that cometh by War. The State being thus 
reftored, he thought as his Grand-father had lived, fo to paffe his time frCe 
from all War and moleftation ; but he found his expectation crofted, for thac 
he was compelled to be a warriour againft his will, and was • never free from 
peril and tumult. Scarce had he began to reign, and had modelled the Com¬ 
monwealth, when the Latines contemning him as a fluggard, and unfit for 
military imployment, made depredations upon the Roman Territories. Ma¬ 
king preparation for War, Livie writeth, that he firfl denounced it, fend¬ 
ing to the Latins beforehand, and now conflicted the Office of tne Feciales, 
the Rules whereof he took from the Eejmcoli an antient people.

2. againft the Sabines , whom .after he had alfo forced to fubmit, all Hetruria 
combined again It him, becaufe he retained fuch prifonersas he had taken of 
the Auxiliaries fent by them to the Sabines, It was decreed amongft them, 
that what Town foever refufed to joyn againft him fhould 'not be accounted 
of their body, and they prefently poffeffea themfelves of Fidena a Roman Co¬ 
lony. But he fo ordered the matter,that overthrowing them in fundry bat¬ 
tels, and preparing for another expedition,they were humbled; to purchafe 
peace owned him for their Prince, and as tokens of fealty, and allegiance,fent 
nim the Enfigns of Soteraignty wherewith their Kings had wont to be adorn’d. 
Thefe were a Crown of Gold, an Ivory Chair , a Scepter on the top of which 
was a>i Eagle,a Coat of purple wrought with Gold, and apttrplc Gown pinksd ; 
like to the Roabs cjf the Lydian , and Per fan Kings, fave that ic was pot four- 
fquare, but of a femicircular figure. Some write alfo that they fent 1 % -Axes 
for fo many Cities, ic bein® their cuftom for every Magiftrate in his own 
Town to have an Axe with Rods carried before him, and in a common expe¬ 
dition twelve to be born before their General. Others contended that Ro¬ 
mulus ufed thefe Axes and Rods as a Badge of his Authority to punifli Offen¬ 
ders j but Dionyftus replieth, chat Romulus might learn this cuftom of the 
Jhletrufcans, and if not, yet might Tarquinius have thefe fent to him, feeing 
the people of Rome afterwards ufed to fend Diadems, and Scepters to fuen 
Kings as they confirmed; which thefe Princes received, although they had 
worn the fame Ornaments before. 


26. In nine years he finilhedthe Hetrufcan War, and then fell again up¬ 
on the Sabines ( who alone contended with the Romans for fuperiority) a 
vvarlike Nation, poffelTmg a large and fertile Couptrey not far diftant from 
Rome. Over them he obtained his third Triumph, and providing for an¬ 
other expedition they prevented him by their increases, giving up themfelves 
fully into his power, whom he received on the fame terms as formerly he had 
done the tfetrufeans .* Thefe were his military a&ions. At the beginning of 
his reign, that he might bind the people to him, he chofe out an hundred of the 

Hecncreafeth Plebeians, who for valour,or wifdom,were moft eminent, and added them 
tn z svaiic. to the Senate, which novvfirft confifted of 300. Romulus at the beginning 
chofe an 100 out of the firft planters, then added an 100 more of tne moft 
noble of the Sabines, which with thefe of Tarquinius were called Patres con¬ 
fer ipti, and the Lift 'Patres minorum gentium. Zonaras agreeth with Diony¬ 
ftus concerning the number of Senators made by Romulus, adding, that Tatius 
and he at firft confulted with their Senators apart, but at length they were 
joyned together 5 fo that thofe are not to be heard, who will nave but 200 
m all during the time of the Kings, and 100 afterwards added by Brutus, He 
The increnfed the number of the Veftal Nuns from four to feven, adorned the fo- 

rum, built the Walls of the Citie (before patched up in hafte) with 4 fquarc 
cioac *, or ftones, whereof each was a Cart-load. Hecaufed tne common finks to be 
Cou'.inon' made for voiding the filth of the Citie into Tiber ; a work fo admirable,that 
finks. Dionyfins thinker hj from the magnificence of it, as from the Aquedutts, and 

the h gh cawfiei wayes, the amplitude of the Roman Empire appeared: and' 
this is manifefted from what C. Aquilius wrofe, that thofe finks being once 
Hopped,the Cenfors fpent 1000 Talents in cleanfing of them. In the Circus 
Oblaximm ( a place dedicated to the beholding of Games, and exercifes,be¬ 
twixt the Paldtine and Avemine Hills) he caufed feats to be raifed for fpe&a- 
tors, whereas before,all ftood ; and he diftinguiftied their places according to 
their dignity. * . .

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Sect. 2. Hereby retaining the power under the notion Guardian ; The Patritians 
were fore agrieved thereat,butthe wifeft forethought it not good to ftir, 
though they plainly faw the Authority of the Senate much infringed. For they 
confidered, that if they Ihould* make a King of their own body, the people 
would not approve the choice, and if ic were referred to the multitude, Tul¬ 
lius would afluredly be the man: wherefore they thought jt more wifdom to 
fuffer him to reign in an unlawfull manner, that fo they might ever have fome 
juft pretence againft him, than by ftirring in the matter to procure him a le¬ 
gal Title. But he prevented this their defign, going with his mother, mocher- 
f in-law, and all his kindred in mourning habits unto the Forum, where he 
(hewed the people how lamentable his condition was through the plots of the 
Pa tritians againft him, which he deferved no otherwayes than by his good 
deeds towards the commonality: he laid to their charge that they would call 
in the March that had murdred larquinius, and expofe his pofterity, who 
had fo well deferved of the State together with himfelf, to the fame cruelty, 
and in conclufion, offering to lay down all, if fucb was the pleafure of the 
people, and undergo any hardilup rather than be croublefom , he offered 
to defeend from the Tribunal, A great clamour then arofe mixed with 
prayers and tears of thofe that befought him to retain the Government, and 
prefently,fome that were provided beforehand began to cry out that he was 
to be chofen King, and the Curia were to be called to the Vote, which thing 
was inftantly refolved by the multitude. He gladly took hold of the oppor¬ 
tunity, thanxed them that they were mindfull of the benefits received from 
him, promifed larger if he were elected King, and appointed a day for the 
Comitia , or Ajfembly, whereof he intended to have prefent thofe alfo that 
Obtained! W ere abroad in the Countrey. At the day appointed for the Affembly of the 
the King- Curia (called Curiata Comitia )he was cWen King by the fuffrages of them 
0ffl * all, and fo in defpight of the Confcrivt Fathers , who refufed to confirm the 

choice, as the manner was, obtained the principality.

the Wall whereof was never any further ftretched out, though very large 
Suburbs were afterwards added. After he had compared all the feven Hills 
within one Wall, he diftinguilhed the Citie into four parts, and inftead of 
three, made four Tribes. And as Romulus diftinguiflied the people accord¬ 
ing to their Seats and Communion in Sacrifices into 'tribes and Curia , fq 
Serv'rn making every one give an account how much he was worth , accord¬ 
ing to their riches divided them into fix Ranks, or C/aJfes . Of thefe, the 
firft and higheft confided of fuch as were worth 110000 Afles (each of which 
anfwerethto<>£. 9. of our money) the next four decreafed in value a fourth 
part, and in the laft were contained all fuch whofe Eftaces.were of little , or 
no value.

The later, were thofe chat were oorn either of both Parents being fuch, or of 
the Mother onely. At firft they obtained their liberty grans, by well de- 
ferving fome way of their Matters, or fome by payment of money earned by 
their honeft labours, they having a certain PecnlthtH, though all was faid to 
belong to their Matters. But in prpcelfe of time, when the Romani dege¬ 
nerated from their former worth and honour, fome by Roberies, others t>y 
breaking of houfes and other villanies, got money , whereby they purchafed 
their freedom. Some by helping their Matters in thefe things obtained liber¬ 
ty as x reward ; others on condition to let them enjoy the monthly allowance 
ot Corn out of the publick purfe, or other Largeffes conferred by Princes 
upon poor Citizens. Sometimes they were manumitted through the levity 
and vain-glory of their Lords; fome having by their Teftamentsfet at liberty 
all their Slaves, to obrain a fame of clemency after their death, ^nd that their 
Funerals miohe be celebrated by a great train of fuch as wore caps upon that 
occafion; in which pomp a thoufand Rogues have been feen , who much bet¬ 
ter deferved hanging. This was laid to the charge of the Miftrelle of the 
World, that challenging the Empire over all, fhe fhould defile her felt with 
fuch impure Citizens, which cuftom might have been reformed, as Dionyjtut 
obferveth, by the care of the Can fort , who inquiring into the lives of 
Senators and Knights, never confidered what perfons were unfit to be ad¬ 
mitted Frec^mtn, ■ , ,

«h thc C KTnV S ces called before themfelves all controverfies, and took cognifance of crimed 
power. as well committed againft particular perfons as the pubjick, he fepar^ted 
thefe caufes, miking himfelf Judge of fuch as refpedied the Commonwealth^ 
and referring the quarrels of private perfons unto others, to whom he prefcri- 
bed Laws and Rules for to go by. After he had thus ordered the Commoft- 
wealth, he caufed the Latines to build aTemple at Rome to Diana, uponthe 
Avemme hill, whereat they ttiould meet and feaft every year, and 
preferve themfelves as one body politick in uniry and concord. If any con- 
trover lie arofe betwixt particular Towns, it was to be decided by the 
judgement of others, in fuch a manner as the A mphyaioncs in Greece \vtv6 
wont to proceed, the Council of the Ionians at the Temple of Epbeftu , and 
•Chit of the Darien ft t in the Temple of Apolla, built bv common content at 
Epitrop um. Thefe things were done by 7 till w at home, according to 
Dtony fHi, Llvie , and others ; to which we may add from rti"h that he 
firft lumped money with the image of Cattel, whence it was called P*ctt- 
nia, whereas the Romans before his time ufed it in a rude lump or Malle. 
As for his iftions abroad ; he warred with the HetmfbMssx o years, who re- 
fufed to obey him, as an obfeure man, and renounced th p league formerly 
made In ail battels both with the united Nation and particular Cities, he 
ever had the better, triumphed over them thrice, and at length forced them 
to-fuhmic to the yoak, on the fame terms as formerly Tarqumm had inWed 
it, except chcfrogfchree Towns that had been principal in the revolt, hee.

But theeighth was called Hel/cfpontiaca, being born ift th z.Troj'an 
Cbuntrey upon the Hellefpont , in a Village named Mat miff us near to Gerge- 
tittm , which Hcraclides of Pontus affirmed to have flourifhed. in the dayes of 
Solon and Cyras. The ninth was a Phrygian, and Prophecied at Ancyra. 

The tenth was of 7 ibur, bv name Albanea , being worfhipped for a Godaeffe 
at that place, near the Banlts of. the River Amene , wherein her image is faid 
to have been found holding a book in one hand. Thefe ten are reckoned 
by Varro.

In the work of the Capitol Tar quin employed the people, and in 
Arden. other bafer works, wherewith he even tired them out ; fo that to appeafe 
them , and efpecially to recruit his own Coffers, he made War againft the 
and befieged the rich Citie Ardea, five German miles, toward the 
Eaft, diftant from Rome. The quarrel he pretended to be for that they . re¬ 
ceived the Roman Exiles, and endeavoured to reftore' them ; but the true 
caufe was his third after the riches of this mod flourifhing place, once the 
Metropolis of the Rutuli. While he lay- before this Town , taking great 
pains to gain it, and the other as eagerly redding ( yet fo as he feemed fo 
have hope to carry it) an aft of his elded fon Sextus occafioned both the 
freedom of the one and other Citie. Dionyjtus writetli that he Was Tent to 
Collatia about fome bufinefle concerning the War, and goirtp to the houfe 
Sextus Tarqui - of Tarquinius Collatinus his Kinfman (Grand-fon to Egtrins the "Nephew of 
Him lavifheth Prijcus) he ravifhed his wife Lucretia, the daughrer of Lucretius % Noble 
Lmctia. Roman. Ltvy and Aurelius Viftor relate that the Courtiers drinking toge¬ 
ther in the Camp before Ardea , and with them Tarquinius Collatinus the 
fon of Egenus ,. they fell fevefally on praifttt* each one his own wife ; 1ft 
fo much as proceeding to an earned difpute ; Collatinus faid there needed 
not many words ,* for that they might fee within a few hours how far his 
Lucretia excelled them all; and he defined them to ride to the feveralpla- 
cesf* and judge accordingly as they Aiould find.

Sb c t a .1 Monarchy, as indeed the belt of Governments, others for Ariftocracy, or the 
rule of the Senate, and others would have.the whole power put into the 
hands of the People; each party bringing examples of good Government in 
the feveral kinds, Bratus faid the time was ftraighc, and thefe matters requir¬ 
ed mature deliberation, which neither at length could produce fuch a form 
as would be void of all inconveniences : he faid, he hoped that after the 
expullion of the Tyrants, they Ihould have leifure to confider how they might 
belt reform the Commonwealth, if any better way could be found out than 
what Romulus, Pompilius , and the other Kings had chalked out to t herfo 
wherein proceeding , till Tarquin forfook^the path, the City had been hMmK 
and famous, both for it* s alls abroad , and confutations at home 4 This^jr. 
could not for (barne denie, yet however, he thought thofe incommodities, as 
. ., , he called them, had procured the Kingly power to degenerate into tyranny, 

new model of anc * therefore were atprefent to be aboliilied, and to be taken heed of for the 

Government, time to come. As firft , becaufe fome men made a great matter of very vionyfm, 
names, he thought that of a Kingdom was to be left, and the ocher of C<?w- 
montvealth to be alfumed; fo that for the title of King and Monarchy fome 
more modeft and popular was to beinvmted. Then, the regal power he 
judged not fafely to be intrufted with a fingteperfon ; but that two were to 
be chofen, who Ihould govern with equal command and authority, and fo be 
a countcr-poife each to other. Of all royal enfignes or ornaments, fuch as 
procured the envy and grudge of the People were to be laid alide •• viz. Seep - 
xers , go'den Crowns, and Purple Rtbcs of Cloath of gold , except upon Fe- 
ftival dayes, and in triumphal pompes, which rareufe of them would not be 
at all fpoken againft : but as for the Ivory Chair in which they fate in Judg¬ 
ment, with the white Robe edged with purple» called Pretext a, and the 
twelve Liilorsy or Sargeants , bearing Rods and Axes, they were to be con- 
7 cinued. He added, that the main thing to keep thefe his Magiftrates in order, 
was to prevent their perpetual power, which would keep them from giving, 
account of their actions; wherefore he thought fit their Magiftracy* after the 
manner of Athens , Ihould be but Annual, that foeach one might learn as 
well to be fubjeft as to govern, and this would preferve the mind from being 
drunk with coo much liberty. Laftly, that the name of King might not utter¬ 
ly perilh (whence maybe concluded, that his judgment was not againft the 
Office though his paflion was) he would have the title given to one, who 
Ihould be called Rex Sacrorum, and having this honour for his .life, with 
immunity from warfare, (bould medle with nothing elfe,buc thefefuperftitious 
Rites, of which the Kings had charge before. 

4 p. Having firft got a decree of the Senate for the Kings bariilhment, ac¬ 
cording to the cuftom of publick proceeding,the Comitia were affetqbled by 
Brum, and 'the body of Lucretia brought in her gore into the meeting place, .

Per fan took fo hninoutly,thnc he gave intelligence underhand to the Naxiant 
of their coming, who being forewarned were forearmed,fo that no good could 
Ar.ftagoras do, but fpending his time to no purpofe, was forced at length to 
raife hisfiege. For this fruitleffe attempt,fearing difgrace,or worfe from 
the Perftan>, that he might prevent it, heftudied how to revolt, and draw the 
Ionium into Rebellion. 

15. While he confultcd with himfclf, a Meffage came from HiftUtn , idemc. a, 
who becaufe the wayes were fo watched that he could find no Letters, Vetyam llbj; 
(Laved clofe the head of his trufty Slave, and thereon with an hot iron in- 

graved fuch marks as ferved to make out his fence, and after his hair was grown 
fent him to Miletus. A>ifagoras (having his head again as he was com¬ 
manded (which was all the meflage that the (lave carried by word of mouth) 
prcfently, and gl’dly apprehended the matter, v'z,, that heihould excite the 
lorn ms to rebell. Going now more cheerfully about his work, that the Mi- 
left am migHt more readily receive the motion, be reftored them to a fhew of 
liberty, and to oblige the reft of the Cities, by one means or other abdicated 
the power of their petty Princes, or Tyrants as they were called. But know¬ 
ing how little able inis ftrength would be to graple with the whole power of 
sift a, which prcfently would be upon them, he fayled to Laced&mon, there 
to deiire aftiftance from Cleomenes the King, who refufing to intermeddle,he 
thence went to Athens, where as before He laid open the riches of sift, with 
the imbecillity of the Per fans the prefent mafters thereof 5 and added, that 
the Mile fans, as a Colony of the Athenians, might juftlyexpe^ relief from 
their hands. 

1 6. The conjun&ure of affairs at prefent were fuch at Athens, as he could 

not have had a more convenient opportunity. It hapned that Hippias the fon Hcredot. 1 . j. 
of Pifftratus being expelled from Athens had withdrawn himfelf to SAides, ( ' 9 $, 97 > 9 8 . 
where he laboured with his whole might to make the Athenians odious to 
Arraphernes, and bring the Citie into the command of DariM,thnt fo it might 
return to his own Dominion. They fent their Ambnfladors after him, pray¬ 
ing Artaphernes that he would give no credit to their Exiles j but he urging 
them, that, if they meant to fecure themfelves, they would receive fLppias, 
they chofe rather to become Enemies to the P erf an \ and therefore complied 
Thfi .Athenians with the motion Of Ariflagora*. They agreed to fend out 20 fhips under the 
artiiltUc im- command of Melantljim, a man of principal note amongft them, With which 
at*. the Eretrians ("outof way of requital for aid formerly received from the 

Ionians) joyned other 5. This was the beginning of thofe many evils, which 
afterwards fell both upon the Greeks and Barbarians, and of fuch Wars as 
ended not till in the deftruftion of the Per fan Empire. It fell out In the 19th 
year of Darim,the fecond of the 69 Olympiad, 501 before the v£ra of Chrift.

The Per fans in the purfute flew a great part of them, 
hi* ictrcac, amongft whom fell Ertalcides Captain of the Eretrians fo much celebrated by 
Simonides rhe C.eian Poet ^ and other eminent men: thofe that elcaped dif- 
perfed themfelves th-ough the Cities .Arid agorot could not by any means per- 
fwade rhe Athenians from returning home ; notvvithftanding, for what had 
tapned to Sardis, Darius was exceedingly incenfed againft them; infomuch

Srct. 2. 21. The Perfi ah Generals having much weakened the power oftheCarians, 

and fubdued all the l/tmians that lived upon th zllellefpont, were now ready to 
go againft Miletus both by Sea and Land. The Ionian Deputies aflemblihg in idemibid^Qa^ 
Milcttu be- Paviomum (theplace of their publick Councils) refolved to .levie no Land 6 * &£> 

fieged. Army agiinft them, but withftand their violence from the walls of Mi fe¬ 

tus , and make as great and ftronga Fleet as poflible. They ranged in or¬ 
der of battel near Lada, a little Ifland lying over againft Miletus, The 
wing that looked towards the Eaft the Milefiam themfelves made up wirh 80 
Sail; to them joyned the Prienians with twelve, and the Miufians with three. 

By them flood th zfeians with feventeen, and by them the Chiattt with i 00 
Veflels. Beyond thefe were placed the Erythraans with eight fhips, and the 
Phoc«a»s with three. Next to them flood the Lesbians with Seventy* and 
in the lift place were feenthe Samians making up the Weftern wing with 
Sixty (hips ; the whole confifling of 353 Gallieswith three ranks or Oars. 

But the Per [tan Navie contained 600 of Phoenicians , Cyprians , Egyptians, 
and Cilicians, 

22. Though the Perfian Fleet almoftdoubled the other in number of Vef- 
fels, yet the Captains feard both the skill and valour of the lonians , and 
therefore betook themfelves to politick Councils. They fent for the feveral 
Reguli or Tyrants of the Cities, whom drift agor as had depofed at the be¬ 
ginning of the War, and defired that every one would endeavour to draw off 
his own Citizens. While they were ufing their utmoft indeavour herein, Dio- 
ftyfius the Phocian Captain, and General of the whole Ionian Navie, exer- 
cifing his men continually for the fight, they being unaccuftomed to fuchdi- 
fcipline, were after feven dayes weary of it, and pitching their tents in rhe 
Ifland, therein fliaded themfelves, and could not be got to their (hips. The 
Samians doubting whitherto'their fluggiflineffe migrt tend, though it wif- 
dorti to hearken to the propofitions made from the Per pans by u£*cts the fon 
of Sylofon their Prince, who advifed them - by a timely repentance to fave 
their eihtes, rather thanexpofe themfelves to the anger of rnc Perfian , who 
though he were beaten at prefent, was able to bring another Fleet five times 
as big, fo that their labour and danger would know no end. Their Captains 
therefore took occafion at the diforder of the lonians , to deny any further obe¬ 
dience, and, when the Phoenicians began to tow their Fleet together to fall 
on, they hoifed up their Sails and departed. After this pattern the. Lesbians 
and a great part of the lonians withdrew themfelves; onely the Chians flood 
to it, who caking many of their Enemies fhips, loft more of their own, and 
at length fled to Land. Some of them running their GalKes on ground at 
Mycale, went on foot by night unto Ephefus, where the women then cele¬ 
brating the Thefmophoria , the Inhabitants taking them for thieves ifftied oiit 
and flew many gf them. But Dionyfins having light on the Perfian Gallies, 
retreated not home, knowing his own Country would go to wrack with the 
reft, but going into Phoenicia , there robbed certain fhips of burthen of much 
wealth, and thus inricbed failed into Sicilie,

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$b ct. i. to his atfiftance, which being otflSrvedj after the fight the Officers cxcufed 
^yv themfel yes for being abferic ac the fight at SalatniHt, becatife the Ecefian Winds 
blowing contrary, they could not double the Cape of Malta. The Cretans 
very powerful acSeajwt off the matter under pretence of hearing ananfVyer 
from .the Oracle at Velfhos, whither they faid they had fent i and the drgives 
out of hatred to thtEactdamoniam, propofed fiicn conditions as could not be 
admitted* and affii&ed them fore with the reft of .the affociatei. 

57 . The Athenians then and Lacedamontans being moft ingaged (aeainft 
whom the defign of the Per flan moft bene) applied, themfelves with alt 

their might to make refiftance. Xerxes being about to pafle over into Europe, 
the Thejfaliant Cent to them, demanding help tofecure themfelves, orelfe 
being unable to ftand out they muft yield. * The Council General at that time 
being affembled in the Ifihmus , thinking it Wifdom to withftand him ac the 
firft entry into Greece, rather than to defend ic in broken parts, feqt prefenc- 
ly away by Sea 10000 men into The folia, under condu& of Evenetm a Spar¬ 
tan, and Them'tfloclcs the Athenian who in conjun&ion with the Thejfalian 
Horfe, at the River Pentus , flowing betwixt the Straights oWjf* and Olympus, 
might hinder the parfage of thfe Per font ; but after they came there, it being 
(hewed to them to be but a vain thing thereto oppofe themfelves againft fo 
great; a multitude, efpecially feeing there were other paffages into Thejfalie, 
by Alexander King of Macedonia, they returned back again to the Ifthmus, 
and the Thefalians thus forfaken, gave tnemfelves up to the Per ft am. Af¬ 
terwards the Council again deliberating what fbould be done,refolved to feize 
upon the Straights of 7 hermopyla, which are the only paflnge out of ^ hejfalic 
into Greece, and better to be maintained by far than the orher, and concluded 
on fending 6000 Foot thither under command of Leonidas the valiant King of 
Sparta. Sea matters were committed to the care of the Athenians and 
t/Eginatans efpecially, and it was refolved, that the Fleet fhould fail to the 
Artemifan (hore, cowards the North part of the Ifland 'Euboea, and not far 
from the Straights. Xerxes drawing near, this was done accordingly, both as to 
Land and Sea Forces; but the Navy receiving an Alarm, through a mif- 
chance of three of it*s (hips, retreated into the Straights bet wixt Euboea and 
Bceotia , where Euripm floweth betwixt C holds &nd Aults ; but underftanding 
of a great Wrack fuffered by the Per fan Fleet, wherein by tempeftuous wea¬ 
ther were lc>ft 400 Veflels, with a great multitude of men, and much trea- 
fure, ic returned back after a few daies; in the mean while Xerxes drew down 
with his innumerous multitudes to the Straights. 

38 • He fenc before a Spie to look how Leonidas and his men behaved them¬ 
felves, who bringing him word how he found the Spartans , who then kept 
watch, exercifihg themfelves in gymnick games, and dreffing their heads as 
on fome Feftival, he demanded of Detnaratus their Country-man the reafon 
thereof. He told him they were folly refolved to die for their Country, and 
. ready to fight it out to thelaft man, if need required, whereat he derided him 
as before when he fpake of the valour of his Country-men, thinking they 
would be fo skated at his multitudes, as not to dare to come to hand-ftrokes. 

• But finding no (uch matter, but pemaratus his words to be true, on the fifth 
day after, he commanded a party of Medes to fall upon them, who being 
with great daughter repulfed, he fenc his Band of Per fans, which being in¬ 
vincible as hetbought* he named immortal, and they, though wanting no cou¬ 
rage under the eyes of the King, who from an nigh throne beheld the fight, 
came o# with the Came fuccefle; whereat he was aftoniftied, grew melan¬ 
choly, as being now follicieous for his whole Army. The next day the. fight 
was renewed, our with the fame fuccelfe, great flaughter being made o£ . the 
Perfiam, fo that thewaybeing more narrow by the carkeifes, there was no 
room for a multitude to fight, which being driven one upon another, the con- 
fufion and consequently the flaughter was the greater. At this Xerxes was 
ftruck with great confirmation, not knowing what to do. ' 

39* There was one in the Army,, a Trachwian, named Epidltes or E phialtes 
(as/Vw/aw^wrkehit) who underftanding his trouble went to him, and of¬ 
fered 
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$e ct.'2. nefans having every one an eye .upon bis own Country, longed to eo farther 
yVv into Greece, and Were onely ftaied by the cunning of Themftocles, till fuch 
time as the Euboeans could fecuretheir wives and children, with the princi¬ 
pal of their goods. In the mean time the Perftam thinking to incompaffe 
them,fent 200 fail to comd behind.about the Ifland, they lying in the Straights 
becwixt it and the Main. They had knowledge of this devife, arid not ignorant 
of the Ioffe fufilmed by the P erf an Fleet in the laft tempeft, fet fail at mid¬ 
night, and met thfefe 200 (hips With a counter-furprife, took and funk thirty 
of them, and forced the reft to take the Sea, where by foul weather they were 
driven upon the Rocks, and all caft away. The news of this was brought to 
the pracians by 53 Athenian fliips, fent in toencreafe the Fleet, which doub¬ 
led the joy thereof, fo that elevated with new hopes, they fet next day upon 
fome Cihcianfays, which Were fevered from the reft of the Fleet, and dam¬ 
nifying them much, returned to Artemifmm . 

4 * • The Per fans taking this in great indignation, and fearing the anger 
of Xerxes, refolvedto redeem their credit with fome notable exployt, and 
for that purpofe the next day in the form of a crefcent invaded the Gracians. 
sc c cheerfully gave them battel, and the fight indured from noon till night, 

a sea fight, ending with equal Ioffe to both parties. For though more of the Per ft An 
Veffels were loft, yet, the leffer damage fell as heavy upon the other, which 
being fmaller could leffe bear it, though they fought moft manfully for their 
Liberty and Country, the Athenians deferving beft amongft them, and 
amongft th t Athenians, Clinias the Father of Alcibiades , a famous mart in 
the next Age. Amongft the Per fans the Egyptians fought moft ftoutly; 
and thefe things hapned at Sea thofe fame three daies in which the Land* 
a&ion was at * hermopghyU, in both the Straights the Greeks endeavouring to 
hinder the Enemies acceffe into their Country. But ftiortly after they had in¬ 
telligence by one fent out on purpofe, wnac was become of Leonidas and 
thofe withhim, they would needs depart from Artemifmm $ and draw their 
Navie, much battered in the former Fights, more inwards and nearer home. 
Themiftocles feeing their refolutibn, before they weighed Anchor, perfwaded 
them to kill up the Cartel of the Euboeans 9 and bring the meat on fihipboard, u tm 
rather than to leave them a prey to the Enemy, and engraved upon ftones upon viutmh in 
the (bore, and at the watering* places, where he knew the Ionians would Thenifltc. 
come, an exhortation to revolt to the Greeks , and fide with their Mother- 
Country, or elfe ftand neutral in the fight, or fight coldly. This he hoped 
would either prevail with them, or at leaft Tender them fufpe&ed with the 
Per fan. 

43. From Artemifmm they failed to the Co&ft of Attica, and at the 
defire of the Athenians took up their harbour at the Ifland Salamine : the 
Per fan Fleet removed to AYtemifiUmm^ the Coaft adjoyning to Hiftaotit. 

Xerxes now having gaffed the Streights of Thermopylae, marched through the 
Country of Doris into Phocis % which being forfaken of it’s Inhabitants he 
wafted, and when he came to Pdnopaa a Town thereof, he divided his Army 
into two parts. With the one he invaded Greece , and the other be fenc to 
rifle and burn the famous Temple of, Delphos, but, as it’s faid, this party 
A party fent was alttioft wholly deftroyed withoulhumane help, by Thunder and Lightning, 
and two Rocks, which breaking off f rom the Mountain Par»a(ffts % overwhel- 
Tcmpic of med 5t i thofe that efcaped were generally killed by the Phocians , who ha- 
Veiphoi, con- ving fled into the Mountain for fear of Xerxes $ felj, upon them; fo that few 
fumed with remained and efcaped to their Friends in Bceotla. Xerxes now marched 
Thunder and through BceotU the Countryof his allies into Attica, with intention to do 
Lightning, hisutmoft againft the City of Aihensxt felf. 

44 .1n the mean time the Gracian Fleet lying at Salamine,tho\ig\\ ftrengthned 
with a hew accelfion of fliips at the Coaft. of Tra^ene, could hardly be con¬ 
tained there; for everyone being follicitous for his own Countrey, . and de- 
fpairing of Attica, and the reft of Greece without the lfhrnns, was bufie in 
fortifying it, and laboured thither to bring the Navy, whence there, might be a 
fafe retreat into Ptlopowefus if need were ; This the Athenians uriderftand- - 
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r p c T 2 due flaipwrack at Septus, and caking all Nations as he pafled along with them, 
his Land Army contained as great a number as heretofore at Thermopyla. 

The King came down from Athens to P hitler ms the Port,and Called aCouncil 
to deliberate what fhould be done. All the Captains Were for a Sea-fight, 
the Kings of Tyre arid Sidon being firft asked their opinions by Aiardonius i 
onely a woman, Artemi ft a Queen of II alicarnaJfHSy a wife and valiant wo- 
man,who had followed Xerxes in this expedition with five fliip?* vvith grave 
and important arguments diffwaded a Sea-fight, and advifed him to enter 
Peloponnefns with his Land Army, for thereby he would prefently diflblve the 
Greekjf Flfiet, and finifti the War. Though this advice followed would have 
beeh enough, and Xerxes could not but commend it, yet the major and worfc 
part carried it, and it was refolved to fight the Grecians out of hand at Sata- 
wine. The Anchors then were weighed, and the Fleet made thitherwards ; ■ 
but night coming on fuflfered them not that day to reach the Ifiand. 

48. At this time Were the PeloponnefiAns ready to depart homewards, arid' Plutarch In 
thereby the Eftate of Greece . to be ruined, by their breaking their united Thcmift oc , 
power, and reducing themfelves into their particular and inconfidefable con¬ 
ditions , had not Themifocles , born for the prefervation of his Court treys re¬ 
lieved it by his wifdom in its great neceflity. There was one Sicimu a Per- 
fan, who, taken prifoner, was a great lover of Themifocles, arid caught his 
Children. Him he fent privately to the King, to rell him,that he preferring 
his good before that of the Gracians, gave him new firft to underftand that 
they were about to fly, and advifed him not to fuffer it, but prevent them, 
and fee upon them whileft they were difordered, and the Fleet was fevered 
from their Land A»my. Xerxes gladly hearing the meflage,as believing it to 
proceed out of Themiftocles his atte&ion to him , communicated it to his Of¬ 
ficers, and whileft the reft could be furnifhed with Souldiers, fent 200 (hips 
about the Ifland to block up the Straights,Co that none of the Enemies might 
efcape. Themifocles communicated what he had done to Arifttdes , who ap¬ 
proving of it, went to perfwade th z Grcekj to fight, when prefently, whileft 
theit minds hung in fufpenfe, came a (hip of Tenedos from, the Per ft An 
Fleet, and acquainted them with what was ddne in the Straights, fo that 
neceflity compleaced what was but half effe&ed by the fpeech of Art- 
Hides. 

4P. Then prepared they themfelves unanimpufly to the battel. Themifto - I( ( cm & m! i 
cles made a fpeecn unto them, wherein he fhewed where their concernments ut priiis, 
lay, exhorting them to fight manfully for their Countrey and Liberty 3 for 
their Parents, Wives, Children , and whatfoever was dear to them, with 
which being provoked they applied themfelves to their fhips, and put forth 
the Fleet into the Main. Xerxes placed himfelf on an high Throne to be¬ 
hold the fight over againft Salamine, and had fome with him to write down the 
particulars thereof. A bloudy fight was fought with great earneftnefle on both 
fides, the one fighting under the eves of their King, who marked every paf- 
fage, and accordingly was affeaed, and the other for as much as could be dear 
to them in fo dangerous a condition. Herein the Greeks had the advantage, 
that they were more exercifed in Sea matters, and having all they had lying.at 
the flake, they did it with the more earneftnefle, and in that they fought with 
greater order: the Per ft an with fo great a multitude of (hips, fought in difor- 
der, and hindred one another, and if the Veflels funk were all loft, whereas 
their Enemies by their skill in fwimming Caved themfelves. At length their 
Xerxes hi? - follicited as was faid,by little and little withdrawing themfelves from 
Fleet defeat* the fight,the reft,what by that difeouraged, and overcome by the pertinacious 
cd. valour of their enemies,began to fly; the Athenians preffing hard upon them, 

and deftroying many of their (hips; of fuch as fled towards Phalerns , many 
were intercepted by the ^Aggenatans, the Emulators of the other in deferving 
well of Greece ; fuch as efcaped them, and got to the Port, thence withdrew 
themfelves to the Land Army. 

50. Of all the Gracians the Athenians and ^ginatans defetyed beft, and 
amongft them Themiftocles, the Captains of the Fleet each one, when upon

53. Anabnz,u 4 y a man of prime note amongft the accompanied 

Xerxes to the Hellefpont , with a partie ofdoooo men taken out of Mar done* 

He flyech Hs his A rm yj who finding at his return the Inhabitant^ Potidaa in Mace* 
y ’ donia to have revolted, fearinp the Pallenians round about would do the 
fame, and fufpe&ing alfo Olynthtu, which then was inhabited by the Bette a* 
arts, he befieged both Towns, of which the latter he took, and kUling the 
Tovvns-men gave it to one Critobnlta of Chalets to govern, after which, they 
of that place inhabited it. He then more firongly befieged Potidaa, but after 
three moneths having layn before it to no purpofe, many of his men being 
loft in the Sea, which broke in with an unufual Tide, he rofe up and departed 
to Mar den ita, who, for that Winter was at hand, had taken up his quarters in 
The (fait, and the ad joyning places of Macedonia, The PerfianvSesx. being re¬ 
turned to the Coaft of Afia, wintredat Cnma, for the greateftpart, onely 
fome fhips at Samos, whither in the Spring they alt failed, being increafed to 
the number of 300 by the addition of the hnians, on whofe Coaft now they 
lay to keep them in obedience, being little defirous of failing any more 
Weftward, for the experience they had lately had of the Gracious at Salami - 
rut, and being in as little fear of tneir coming to them, whom they expe&ed 
to be kept in awe, fo as not to ftir far from home, becaufe of Mardonim* 

54. They ftirred not about providing any Land-forces wherewith to oppofe 
Mardonim; but very bufie they were at ifcgina in rigging their Fleet, over 
which Lent)chides King of Sparta fiffued from Procles, and put into the 
place of Demeratta,) was made Admiral : Xanthtppta Father to Pericles 
being General of the Athenian Fleet, which contained the m6ft fhips. 
Whilft they abode here, came fix men from Chios, who having confpired 
again l\Strathes their Tyrant, upon difeovery of the plot, fled, befeeching 
them that they would undertake the f reeing of Ionia • and fo far they prevail¬ 
ed, as to get them to Delta • but no further would they go, becaufe unac¬ 
quainted as yet with the affairs of Afta> they feared the Per fans, fo that both 
parties flooa in awe of each other. 

M,rdmus left 55 * Mardonita thinking of his promife made to his Matter, confulted the 

behind Oracles, but they refufing to anfwer, hefent Alexander King of Macedonia, 
now in great grace with the Perfians, through the marriage of his Sifter to 
Btttarisy in ambaffage to the Athenians, to take them off from the fociecy 
with the reft of Greece . He knew they gave the moft mortal blows in the 
bat»el at Salamina, and thought, that if they could be taken off, the reft 
would be conquered with little or no difficulty. The fame of this Ambaffage 
flying abroad, came to Sparta, which netled the Lacedamonians , and made 
them with all fpeed to difpatch away Ambafladors of their own, to prevent 
the alliance fo dangerous to all Greece , and the Athenians refufedto give au¬ 
dience to Alexander, till t hey were arrived, that they might alfo be prefenc 
there*. Alexander told them how Xerxes had given order to Mardonita to 
fignifie to them how willing he was to remit what was paft, to reftore them 
their Territories, and more than them if they would, to leave them to their 
own freedom, and repair up their Temples at his own charges, if they would 
enter into a league of amitie with him, otherwife they could not be ignorant 
how great inconveniencies they drew upon themfelves from lb potent 
a Prince, able to fend ocher Armies if they now with Mardonita ftioujd be 
overthrown: to thefe things fpoken as from Mardonita) the Ambaffador ad¬ 
ded as a friend , not to let flip fuch an oppoptunity. After him the Ambaf- 
fadors of Sparta (poke, and (hewed how unworthy a thin" it would be fo; the 
Athenians of all others, to forfake the publick caufe, they having been the 
caufers of the War, and their Anceftorsbeen forenouned for fetttng cithers at 
liberty, wherefore they hoped that they would not be acceffary to the flaverv 
of all Greece.

about, in taking up fuch things as Were but neceflary to the fuftenance of his 
Army. The Spartans in the mean time lying at the Ifihmm , the other P<- 
lopoMHejiant after their example came alfo thither, Whence they marched to 
Elcnfirtt. Thither came the Athenian from Salassthse, .and joytted with 
them , whence they followed Mardemm into Bosnia, and fete down over 
agninft his Camp at the foot of the Mountain Citharori, 

59. The Greeks brought into the field U Myriads or ti0000, according 
to Herodotus, from which number (<*) others take the odd thoufands, and (a)Diedsw, 
make them juft iooooo. The number of the Perfian Army Amounted to 30 •JtIJ 
Myriads or 300000, befides the Greek Auxiliaries, which heconje<ftureth to w “ *' 
have been about five Myriads more ; the 306000 are owned by Plutarch, 

another (b) numbereth but 200000 Foot, 8 c 20600 Horfe, but Diodorus on (b) *Am}liiu

20 Myriads, and that his whole Army contained 50 Myriads or yoocoo men. 

Mardonius when tboGraciant were encamped, fentaparcie of his Horfe to Umdttm m 
a (Tail them, which objecting cowardife to them, and provoking them, very light ***”• 
skirmifties enfued,wherewith the Mtgarians were fore put to it,being on dif- 
advantagious ground, but being relieved by 300 ftout Albertans, all others 
refilling, a fharp encounter followed, in which CMafiflitu who commanded 
the Party of the Perfians was ft lift. A great conteft followed about the body, 
the Perfians labouring with all their migne to redeem it, all the Per fan Horfe 
coming in to the quarrel, and then the whole Army of the Cracians $ but at 
length they were fain to return without it, and it was carted in triumph about 
the Greekjfl* Camp. This as it brought great forrow to the Perfians, fo the ci¬ 
ther were much elevated in their minds thereby,and removed theirCampinto 
the Territories of Platan, whither Mardonius alfo followed them,and encam¬ 
ped over againft them, both parties negle&ing to fight (onely excepting fuch 
Skirmifties as was made by the Per[mn Horfe) for ten aayes. 

60. On the eleventh, it being palpable that the Greekj(h Atmydaily 
wafted, by the revolt of many Of their Countrymen, and yet that the Per fun 
groaned under it’s own burthen, Mardonius called a Council of his Officers 
to confult what was to be done. Artabaxja the fon of Pharnaces , a man of 
great Nobility, and an emulator Of tbe General, contended with him, urg¬ 
ing that the beft Was to decline the fight, and march to Thibet , where they 
might have plenty of provifion,here wanting, and whence by tending money 
into the principal Cities of Greece (according to the advice formerly given by 
the Thebam) they might difpatch the War with eate. But Mardonius be¬ 
ing more hot andearneft, thinking his Army to be for theprefent ftronger 
than the Enemy, refolved to fighr, not differing himfelf by any perfwafions 
to be removed from his purpofe, for that becaufe of his authority the reft durft 
not concradid it, and it was refolded to fall on the next morning by break of 
day. Notice hereof was given by Alexander the Macedonian to the Athe¬ 
nians, who advifed them in cafe Mardomus (liould not fight to ftay it out 
for the Perfians were ftraightned for provifions.The Atbemant bring this news 
to Pirn fawns the General, who being fomething ftruck therewith, ne defired 
them to change places, becaufe they were better acquainted with the tvrfim 
manner of fighting finee the battel at Marathon , and the Spartans were 
more ufed to the 7 hoffa/ians and Boeotians now oppofed to the Athenians; 
they foon condefcended hereunto, but Mardonius having notice of it» made 
his Perfians change place with the Boeotians and the other 5 and though Pan- 
fanins again reduced his men into the former place, yet was neither this hid 
from Mardonius , whoftill to prevent him did the like.

6 <). The Per ft ant having drawn their ffiips under the foot of the Moun¬ 
tain Mycalt , near the Temple of Ceres Elettfinian , and barricaded them with 
great ttones, wood, and other materials, came the Grecians with their Fleet 
prepared for a fight. But underftandirg what was down,Leu ty chides coming 
near thefhoar, by the voice of a cryer aloud (as 7 hemi[locles had dope be¬ 
fore) endeavoured either to make the Ionians revolt, or at leaft to render 
them fufpefted to the Enemy; which being done, prefently he. landed all his. 
men, rcfolvinj* to try the event of a Land battel. The Perfi/tns fufpe&ing 
the Samians difarmed them, and fent the Milefiant to keep the paflages lead¬ 
ing up into the Mountain. As the Armies were going to meet, a nrcMen ru¬ 
mour was fpreadabroad through thap of the Grecians , that Mardonim wifh 
his forces were cut off, which elevated their fpirits, and made them to charge 
with greater alacrity, which was alfo increafed, for that they were now tp 
right at the Temple of the fame God,deffe, as they heard their friends had 
The battel at done with Mardonim in Boeotia. Then charged they the Perfians in a double 
Weak, body, the Athenians with the Corinthians and others, on the plain by the

Sect. 2. return, with which endeth the hiftory of Herodotus the Father of hiftory (as 
Cicero called him) feeing he is the moft antient of all Heathen Writers now 
extant. 

70. The fame year being the third of the 7 5th Olympiad, and the eighth v 0 <h m ai • 
of the reign of Xerxes, a year after the fin idling of the Median War, fo oW-7 5 
called by the Grecians, the Lacedemonians fent Panfanias , famous for his Tbucid.. li^i, 
Generalfhip at the battel of Plat&a , to fet at liberty fuch Greek Cities as yet 

were under the Perfian , who accordingly with 50 Gallies fet fail out of Pelo- 
ponnefur, and taking 30 more out from Athene commanded by Ariflides , 
firft went to Cyprus , where he fet at liberty fuch Towns as were yet held by 
Perfian Garrifons, and thence to the Hellespont, where he took Byzantium, 
and therein many Noble prifoners of the Perfians, whom he delivered to 
one Gangylus an Eretrian, to be kept as he pretended, to be putro death, 
but indeed toreftore them to Xerxes.Vo: he fent this man fecretly to the King, 
and bargained for his daughter to be given him in marriage to betray Spar¬ 
ta and all into his hands. He gladly received the meflagc, and wrote back 
again to him by Artabax,us the fon of Pbarnaces whomne fent to the Sea- 
Coifts to hold intelligence with him , and for that purpofe gave him the Go¬ 
vernment of Dafcylis , recalling Magabates who was over that Province. 

But Paufanias growing more infolent, hereupon was fufpe&cd, and after- 
vyards at length difcovered, and punifrted for his treafon, as farther is to be 
tlifcovered in it’s proper place. 

71. In the third year of the 77th Olympiad , and thefixteenthof Xerxes , D}gt!ms 
Demotion beng Archon, or chief Magiftrate at Athens, the Athenians made olyr,;} 77, 
choife of Ctmon the fon of Miltiades for their General, and with a confide- m. 3. 
rable force fent him into the Maritime Coafls of Afia , with order to relieve 
the Affociates, and fet at liberty fuch as were Bill under the flavery of Perfian 
Garrifons. He bends hiscourfe towards Byzantium , and took Eion* and 
Scyrus , inhabited by Pelajgians and Dolopians , and divided the grounds 
thereof by lot; then carting in his mind greater defignes, failed back to the 
Viraus, and furnifhing himfelf with more fliips, increafed his Navie to the 
number of 200, to which he added of the affociates loomore, and with all 
this power failed towards Caria . Here all the Maritime Greek Cities revol¬ 
ted to him, and what did not, he fubdued by ftrong hand, which having done, 
he failed to Lycia , where he had the fame fuccefle, and now requiring fliips 
to he provided by fuch as had ioyned themfelyes in fociety with the Athenians, 
he thereby mightily increafed his Navie, 

72. The Perfiansnow levied both a Land and Sea-Army, the former with¬ 
in themfelves, and the latter out of Phoenicia, Cyprus, and Cilicia , the Ge- Vulc 
neral being Tithranftes the bafe fon of Xerxes, who by fome other is faid to in Cimnc ‘ 
have only nad command of the Fleet, and that Ph&rendates was over the Land- 
forces,though this place by another is given to Ariomandes the fon of Gobryas . 

Cimon having made difeovery that the Perfian Fleet rode nigh to Cyprus, fail¬ 
ed thither, and with 250 fliips made head again!! 340, whereupon enfued a 
fharp fipht, both parties fighting with great courage and animofity, till at 
length the Athenians overpowerd the other, and fpoiling many of their Vef- 
fels, took about 100 with the men in them,the reft efcapingto Land at Cyprus , 
the men faved themfelves by flight, but the jfhips fell into the hands of the 
Grecians. Cimon not contented with this Victory, failed towards the 
Land-Army of the Perfians , then lying upon the River Eurymedon. To de- 
ceive the Enemy , he put his moft valiant men,aboard thofe Veffels lately ta- 
ken in the fight, adorned and clothed after the Perfian faftiion, fo that Polyxmsl. 1. 
the Per Pans not doubting at all but that it was their own Fleet, kindly vvel- Fmt'ms stn- 
corned thefe counterfeits.as their friends. Hereby Cimon received as fuch, tag.Hb.ult.'

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From the death of XcrxcSy and the beginning of Artaxcrxes Longima- 
nus, to the death of Artaxerxes Mnemon, containing the fpace of 
103 years . 

1. "SLT'ERXES. left three fons, DarittSyZ nd Artaxa xcty both of them at Diodomibid, 
the time of his death refideftt in his Court, and llyflafpes, who was 
abfent in his Government of Battria. Artabanas having murdered their sccp\i\n. 
"Father, prefently in the dead time of the night went to Ataxerxes, and 
made him believe that his elder brother Darius had madehitn away, out of 
ambition to reign himfelf, counfelled him to provide for his own iafety and 
Aiuxtrxcs. { lonour) b e f 0r e he ftiould eilablifh himfelf, and offered him the guard to rid 
him of him, whereby he being perfvvaded, fent and Hew his brother. When 
this was done, Artabamts called his Ions together, telling f hem this was the 
time of obtaining the Kingdom, and drew nis fword with an intention now 
Mo toY\W Artaxcrxes. But he being onely lightly wounded, laid fo about 
him, that he (lew him upon the place , as we have it from one ; though 0- 
thers with more reafon defer the time of Artab,w<*s his death, towhomalfo 
h chon . feven moneths in the Empire areattributed by * Eh [cbm s, 

2. It is probable, that for that time the treafon of Artabanns not being 
difeovered, or for fomereafons winked at, he might by a Vicegerency go¬ 
vern the Kingdom. By his means came Artaxcrxes to it in his youth, a 
Prince of a great (pint, and yet of a mild nature, Sirnamed Mimp^x^P* or 
Longtmanus, becaufe his right hand was longer than the other, in the fourth 
year of the 78^ Olympiad, or in the beginning of the 7 pH', Lyfttbeus being 
then Archon at Athens. A. M. 3540, 463 years before the birth of ChtijF. 

Within a while Ar tab anus laid in wait for nis life alfo, communicating his 
defignto MeQ^by^nSy who had married the daughter of Xerxes 9 and for her 
loofe life was fallen into a difeontent, Megabjuus fwore fecrecie as well as 
he, but revealed the Whole matter, fothar Artabanns finding not the fame 
.ArtabMHs put fucce( p e ns j n bis other treafons, was fent. the fame way, and by the fame means 
C ° '■ with which he intended to difpatch Artaxcrxes. Now came out the whole 
truth concerning Xerxes and nis fon and Spatnitrts (ot Afpamitres) 

the Eunuch, who was acceffary to the murders. Was tortured to death. Jufiin 
tellethus, how the King fearing the number, and power of Artabanns his 
Sons, commanded his Soldiers to be ready armed the next morning, both for 
a mufter,and toexercife them. Amongft the reft appeared he according to his 
place, with whom Artaxcrxes defired to change his coat-armour, pretending 
bis was too fiiort forAj^i, which to do, he firft putting his off, the King took 
the advantage and ran him thorow with his fword. 

3. After his death, his party being ftrong, great troubles enfued, which en¬ 
ded at length in the deftru&ion thereof, three of his fons falling in fight, and 
Megaby&us who oppofed them being ferely wounded, for whom now great 
lamentation was made through the Court, rill at length he efcaped the dag¬ 
ger by the skill and induftry of Apollonidei \he Phyfician, native of the Ifland 
Cos. The Battriant alfo, according to Ctefas 9 revolted. With another of the 
King’s Officers named Artabanus , who feemeth to have had fome other 
command than over Battria. For we are told elfewhere, that Hyfiafpes the 
fon of Xerxes ms Satrapas ox Govtxnow of that Province, and thence may 
almoft conclude him to have been the principal caufe of the revolt, out of in¬ 
dignation that being the fecond brother, theyoungeftof all the three (hould 
beprefetred before him. Two battels were fought in this quarrel, in the 
latter of which the wind being full in the faces of tne BaElrians, fo difturbed 
them, that thereby Artaxcrxes became Vi&or, and reduced all that Colin¬ 
s' recove- try into obedience. Artaxcrxes having thus revenged his Father’s and Bro- ^ usii 
red. then’s death, and brought Artabanus and his complices to condign punifti- ^Sdli^ 

ment, and recoverd Battria, fecled the affairs of his Kingdom. He took

Cr r T 7. nifoment to be infli&edonthe Jews, yet doth he not coftipt<feic mthe 400 
years, the end of which be fignalizeth by the annoinring andTufferings of the 
Meffuu, but affigneth half a week or of feven years for the accomplifoment 
of chofe .plagues, which in fuch a quantity of time were'to be ipfliitedupon 

ia. But if we reckon from this feventh of Artaxercxes Longimanus camlhlS' 
down by his Succeflors in the Per ft an Empire, the PtolomiestH tAEgypt, tfter ias - m 
that of Alexander the Great, and then by the Ajfamonaans or Jewtfl/VM- sacra, 
cescill we come at length to Herod the Great, and fo to Chrtjt , the tuft 
number.of 290 we foall find accomplifoed at his death, with fudh fmalldif¬ 
ference, as is pardonable to fo many Authors handling fojmny things. Orif 
we reckon by the years of the Olympiads and the building of Rome, Wedrall 
find Chrift to have died in the 490* year after the promulgation of this de¬ 
cree. The feventh year of Artaxerxes Longimanus fell in with the fecond 
and third of the 80th Olympiad , according to Eufebius, and the 295, of 296 * 
of the City, from which continuing to the fecond year of the 2oa« Olyin- 
ttad, and the 7 8 5th 0 f the City (in which Chrilt was crucified) 2% years or 
290 are precifely found j fo chat farther we foall not enquire about thefe fe- 
venty weeks, having therein already fatisfied what thisdefign and work requi¬ 
red"), leaving the further enquiry thereof to theftudious Reader, and the 
judgement to the Learned. 

13. In the fifteenth year of Art»xtrxn the Atbmuut having recalled »“)*»i, 

Cimon , whom for ten years they had .baniflred by the Oflranjm, fent him Q . ‘ 8 

with a Fleet of 200 Sail againft Cyprus fubjebt to the Per ft an* Sixty of ^ 

thefe foips hefent into tAEgyps to the aid o£ Amyrtaus, who ftiU was up in 
the marifoes, and with the reft he fee upon Citium a Town in the Itjand. At . 
this time were Art abacus and Mcgabyfns flill Generals of the Forces of ^\ mntt ' 
Per ft a : the former lay with 300 foips in the Road of Cyprus , ana f he other 
with a Land-Army of 300000 men quartered in Cilicia. Ctmon When bemad 
befieged Citium fent fome meffengers to Ve'lphos to enquire foraennng df the 
Oracle, but ere they got to their journeyes end, he died before thq place, 
either of fickneffe, or by fome wound, both which are affirmed. "When he 
in'clZi faw he fiiould die, he counfelled his men forthwith to depart, and conceal 

" his death, «nd they doing ithapnedthat neither the Enetny,nor Aflbtiaces 

knew anything of it. At this time came back the Fleet fent into eA:gypt 3 lotmt 
all joyning co®echer again, they failed to Salamine a Town in Cyprus , where 
they fought with the Phoenicians and Cilicia**, who were come to aid their 
friends of Cyprus . In a Sea-fight they funk many of their Veffels, todk too 
with the men in them, and purfued the reft as far as Phoenicia . ^ The 
with that part of the Fleet which yet remained, fled into Cilicsa, where Jpe- 
qnbyftts lay, but the Athenians followed them with fpeed, and landing fell 
. upon them, and making greatflaughter,amongft the reft flew Anaxicratesihe 
Sea- C*ptain, who moft gallantly fought whllft life lafted. Then the Greeks 

viiborious got them to their fliips and failed home. . 

14. The King underftinding what Ioffe fee had received in Cyprus, called A Diodorus ad' 
Council to deliberate what ihould be done thereupon, at which, whenaflwas Olymp. 
confidered, it was refolved that it was requifite to procure a Feace if pOmble. amt, *v 
iHe wrote then co his Captains about Cyprus, to make peace upon as^good 

terms as might be; according to which order ArtabazOts and Aftgaby&tfs 
fent to Athens to treat about it. The Athenians not being averfe from 
hearkning to them, both Tides fent their Commiflioners with full power to ... 
conclude; at which time alfo the Argives fent to Artaxerxes codemattfoof ' ^ 
him whether the confederacy into which they entered withfeis Father reman¬ 
ed, orthey were accounted by him as Enemies; to which he anfwOred»that 

fee did not doubt of it’s continuance, and as for his parthe accounted no Ci¬ 
ty more friendly to him than that of Argos, ' , 

The Articles of Peace concluded wich the Athenians Were, That bli the ut/ , YC h& 
Greek., Cities in Aft a fhould be free: thoughinthe Pepcewkh Lactaamcn jt v i 0 j omu t 
was agreed they foould be under the Per ft an ; that th zPcrjiatt Generals foould ^ ; < Tt

not come wichin three dayes journy of the Sea, that none of the Per fan Sub- Sect. 2 
je£ls foould come with a ion" foip between the Cyanian and Chelidonian 
Iflands. The Athenians on cne otnerparc took an Oath, not to invade the 
-King’s Territories. For the joy conceived about this Peace, they built an 
Altar of Peace, and graced Callias the principal of the Embafiie with the 
greateft honours. Cimon was dead, and with him in a manner the true gallan¬ 
try of the Greekjfh Nation • for none of their Captains after him did any 
thing to purpofe againft the Barbarians (as they termed all except them- D J° d ' ad 
fdves) but being drawn by their Orators to inteftine differences, and none 4 ‘ 3 ’ 
after him being left to take them up, they fell one upon another, and fo affor¬ 
ded an happy occafion to the Perftan 10 breath himfelf, and for a good time 
to effect his own fecurity with the impairment of their intereft. For though 
Age ft law afterwards (as will be feen) paffedover his Army into A ft a, and 
made a fliort War with the Perftan Commanders on the Sea-Coafts, yee 
without doing any thing of much conference, was he recalled by Seditions 
at home, leaving the Perftan Officers behind him, who exacted impoficions 
from the Cities confederate with Greece : whereas whilft Cimon was m com¬ 
mand, not fo much as a Carrier appeared in thefe quarters, nor an HOrfe came 
within 400 furlongs diftant from the Sea. 

1 y. In the twentieth year of Artaxerxes , Nehemiah his Cup-bearer the Nehem. r. 
fonof Hachaliah the Jew received a meffage, that the remnant of the Cap- n>cK. 
civicy left in Judaa were in great affli&ion and reproach : that the wall of fe- 
rufalcmms broken down, and the gates thereof burnt with fire. Becaufe of 
Mrniab ob- this he wept, fafted, and mourned certain dayes, and praying to God to make 
caineth leave che King favourable to him, obtained to be fent with ample commiflion to 
10 repairbuild up the walls. Now was no new Edift promulgated in behalf of the 
falm. j ew9 ^ which had been done fufficiently thirteen years before by the confent of 

the Princes: onely letters were written to the Keeper of the King’s F.oreft, 
tofurnifo Nehemiah with wood fufficient for the building of the gates and 
walls of the City,for the Temple,and an houfe for himfelf*, and the Governours 
beyond the river were ordered to convey him over till he came into Judah. 

By virtue of this authority he came to Jerufalem, and notwithftanding the 
indignation and oppofition of the Enemies of che Jews, by his great diligence 
and valour, finifoed the work of the wall in 52 dayes. From the new 
Moon of the moneth Nifan, which followed this repairing of the walls, to that 
nevv-Mooaofthe fame moneth in which Chrift fuffered, paffed 475 Julian 
years* which make up 490 Lunar yews, confifting each of twelve Lunar 
monechs. This bein® not without a providence, that as from the going out of 
the decree to che deatn of Chrifi intervened 490 Solar years; fo alfo from 
the rebuilding Of the walls to his death, foould intervene fo many confifting 
each of twelve Lunar.y raoneths. This gave occafion to many eminent men 
both Ancient and Modern to follow the opinion of Africans, in placing the 
beginning pi the 70 weeks in the twentieth year of this King, and concluding 
them with the death of Chrift : although he reckoneth from that time to the 
fifeeehth of Tiberius 475 years; whereas there are to be accounted but 47 a; 
a.nd Chrift died not in che fifteenth year of his reign, but was then bap¬ 
tized. 

. 16, Nehemiah not thinking it fufficient to repair the walls whilft the frame Nehem. 7, 
qf the State was out of frame, reftored both the Ecclefiaftical and Civil Po- &c * 
lity thereof. Taking notice how all ranks of men, and efpecially the Priefts 
were out of order, no certainly being of their Pedigrees; he caufed to be 
fought for, and read, the Regifter of thofe who returned with Zorubbabel , 
from which whofoever could not prove his defeent from fome Prieftly Family 
Was caft off from the Priefthood. Twelve years ftaied he at Jcrufaicm, go¬ 
verning with great moderation, and felf-denial, and reforming abufes both 
in Religion and the State. The Rulers of the People dwelc ac Jerufalem , 
the reft of the People caft lots to being one of ten to dwell therein , for that it 
was little inhabited, and nine parts to dwell in other places, the People blef- 
fing all fuch as Willingly offered themfehes co dwell in Jerusalem, Then re- 
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Sect. 3. turnd he to the King, from whom he yec obtained, leave to come again into 
Judah, where he feemeth to have lived until! the fixteerith'year oiDariut 
Nothas, in which the firft part of the feventy Weeks endethy confifting of 49 
years, visa. feven weeks, which are thought to be thofe of which the Angel . 
fpake, that the ftrcet fttould be built again and ihe wall , tv in in troublous 
times. 

17. After Artaxerxes had made peace with the Gracious , he fell into 
civil and inteftine broils with Megabyz.us, who had done him fuch fervice in 
tSEgypt and elfewhere, if credit be given to Cteftas , from whom we have a 
relation of thefe tranfa&ions. This Megabyzjm, after he had quieted v£g?pt> 
r and committed it to the Government of Sartamat, departed thence and 

civil w«r* ** NVent t0 the King, leading along with him Inarm and fome Greekjfh prifonerS, 
with Mcgaby- after Jpe had obtained a proirtife from him that no punifhment fhould be in- 
fas. flirted on them, though Ansytis (or rather Ameftris ) the King's Mother had 

fo layn upon him to deliver into her hands not onely them, but Megabits 
himfelf her fon in Law, being inraeed for the death Of Achamenes, who in 
r the former Expedition was (lain by the Unions. For five years he endured her 
importunity without yielding, but at length being wearied and overcome, he 
gave up the Greekj and Inarm into her power. His body (he nailed over- 
' thwart to three croffes, and beheaded 50 of the Greeks 5 which Were all ihe 

could take. That Inarm was crucified Thucydides witneffeth, thouoh.no- 
thing of this time or manner; and Herodotus reporteth, that his fon Tnanny <. Uh 5 . cap. 15. 
ras was rfcftored by the Perftans to the Principality of hisFather. 

iB. Megabyxsu being forely moved with the ufage of his prifoners, con¬ 
cealed his difpleafure for a time ; but getting leave to depart to his Govern¬ 
ment in Syria , whither he had privately fent fome Greekj beforehand , broke 
out into open Rebellion, and got an Army together of 150000 men. Againft 
him then was fent Oftris with 200000, whp joyntng battel with him wounded 
him in the thigh, but received t Wo wounds from him, one in his thigh and 
the other in his flioulder,with the anguilh whereof, and Ioffe of blood* he fell 
from his Horfe and was taken prifoner; and though his men well behaved them- 
felves, yet were they overthrown, and Megabyz.us getting the Vi&ory ufed 
him very courteoufly, and fent him back to the King who defired it. After this 
was fent more forces, commanded by Mexiftenes Nephew to Artaxerxes , by 
his Brother Artarius the Governour of Babylon . He alfo giving battel to Me- 
gabyz.us, was wounded by him both in (boulder and head though not mortal-. 

Iy, and being put to flight Megabyz.us obtained another famous Victory. 

1 Things going thus, Artarius dealt with him by Meffengers, then Arm 
toxarts the Eunuch Governour of Paphlagonia , and Ameftris alfo advifed 
him yet to be reconciled to the King, afterwards Artarius himfelf, Amy tie 
his wife, and Artoxares (now twenty years of age) were fent to him to per- 
fwade him to go to him : Beirig perfwaaed, after his return the King fignifi* 
ed to him by a meffage,that he freely pardoned him all that was pafl* but going 
On a time a hunting with him, when a Lyon fet upon the King,as he raifed him- 
felf i\y Me gaby z,hs flew him, whereat Artaxerxes was in a great rage that he 
had ftricken him before he could touch him, and commanded his head to’ be 
cut off. But by the interceflion. of Ameftris, Amytis , and others, his life 
* •’ was fpared, yet was he banilhed to Cyrta, a Town upon the Red $ea> and 

Artoxares the Eunuch into Armenia for freaking freely to the King in his? 
behalf. 

Five years he then continued in exile, at the end Of which feigning him¬ 
felf to be a Pi [agas (which in the Perftant ongue fignifieth a Leper at whom 
no man might come) he fled away and came to his wife Amytts at his own 
houfc, by whom fcarcely being known, he was by her means and the help of 
Ameftris reconciled once again to the King, who made him eat at his own 
table as formerly, and fo continued in great favour till his death at 7 6 years of 
age, for which the King was much troubled. ‘ 

20. Whilft the Grac/*** were bufie with one another in th ePeloponneftan . ^ 

War, of which now feveral years had paffed, Artaxerxes fent Artaphemes a 1 y ' ’ 
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Perfian co thp Uaccdamonians,with a Letter written in Af fr ia» Charters, Sect- 
in which, amongft ofher things, he defired to know plainly of them how they 
flood affe&ed_, jar that he was utter ly ignorant of what they thought, many 
Ambafl’adours coming, and no one of them agreeing with another, where¬ 
fore he defired,that if they intended to declare chemfelves, they would fend 
fome of their own back with Artaphemes. What was effected hereby is not 
known, but we find elfewhere,that the Ldcedamonians emrcd into a League 
with him in one main matter, contrary to that formerly made with the A ihe - vi . oJo " ls al 
nians. For whereas it was provided firft in the one, thar the Grcckjfh Cities 
in Afta ftiould be left to their own liberty, in the other they were exprefly 
left under his Dominion; fuch influence had then the Civil Wars of Greece 
upon the matters of Afta ; perhaps becaufe the Lacedemonians were jealous 
Artaxerxes ot c h e Unions , as the Colony of tneir adverfaries the Athenians , who, it not 
dicth. now, entred into War with them,were much fufpeOted, jealoufies abound¬ 
ing betwixt them. Not long after this MelTage, Artaxerxes died , having A A 0/>«;\88< 
reigned according to Diodorus fourty years compleat, according to Snip?- a '‘- +• 
cius Severus 41. but after Ctefias amongft which opinions’r is proba¬ 
ble that he died in the beginning of che 42 year, after the death of Xerxes, in 
the fecond year of the 89 Olympiad. A.M. 3582. 421 years before the birth 
of Chrift. ' . . 

21. Artaxerxes had onely one legitimate fon .by his wife Damafpia, cteftas in Ev- 
named Xerxes , but ^17 by Concubines, amongft which were Soglianm y "W/* H, f toy ‘ 
Ochm, and Arfttes. Xerxes Cucceeded his father, but was (lain by Seem- lLr * tc ' 
dianm, as he was drunk,in the 45 th day after his death. Secundianm then be¬ 
came King, but caufing Bagoraz.m the Eunuch to be ftoned for fomeching 
done about his fathers body, incurred the difpleafure of the Army, which be¬ 
caufe of, this,and his brothers death, could never be taken off by all the .gifts 
he beftovyed on them. Being jealous of his brotber Ochm, whom his father 
had made Governour of the Hyrcanians, he fent for him; but he refufed to 
come, and fo did feveral times, till he had got a confiderable Army. For 
Arberm General of the horfe revolted co him, then Arxanes the Viceroy of 
Egypt* and Artoxares coming out of Armenia caufed him to take the Cidaris 
(or C it arts) aCap peculiar to the Kings and Priefts of Perfta. 

Ocbus. ^ Ochm thus taking the Royal Etafign and Title of King, changed his name idem . 
into Darsam , and was alfo moft commonly called Darius Nothus. By the 
advice of Paryfatis his wife, he enticed by all means Secundianus to come to 
him, nor (paring paths, 6r any ot her vvayes to get him into his hands, and fo 
fa^ prevailed,that though Menoftanes the Eunuch counfelled Secundianus not 
to truft himfelf, yet he came to him, and being call into allies he died the 
fame way as Darius ihz fon of Hydafpes formerly made away his Emulators, T KobM 
though fome thmk this Darius to have been the firft inventor of this punifh- pelins, L * 
ment,and that it is falflv aferibed by Valerius Maximus, to the fon of Hy- 
ftafpes. Then reigned he alone by himfelf after his brother had reigned fix 
moneths and twenty dayes. The three Eunuchs, Artoxares , Artibarxanes, 
and Athous were .in great power with him; but efpecially, he was advifed 
His Chil- by his wife, by whom he had two Children, Amiftris a daughter, and Ar- 
<ken. faces a fon (called afterwards Artaxerxes ) before he catrte to the King¬ 
dom. Afterwards he begot of her another fon, called Cyrus % from the Sun; 
and others to the number of 13. But all the reft died young, except thefe two 
and his fourth fon named Oxendras. 

ctefiM. 22. After this Aufttes his own brocher,both by father and mother,and Arty- 

time m h # fon of Megabyx,Hs revolted from him. Artafym Was fenc with an 

Army againft them, wh6 falling upon Anyphius , was worfted in two bat¬ 
tels; but in the third overthrew him, and corrupting the Greeks that fought 
for him, drew away all his Company, except three Mile fans ; fo that upon 
tht Oath of Artafyras for his fecuricy , for that Arfttes could not be found, 
he yielded himfelf to the King. He was minded to put him to death, but Pa¬ 
ryfatis his wife perfwaded him tofpare him for a timefor Arfttes feeing 
liifflKinpumftied would alfo be moved to yield himfelf, and then he might 
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yidhimfelf of them both together, which accordingly cameto pafle, both 
being caft into the a(hes; though Darius was hardly brought by her perfvva- 
fions to make away his brother : now alfo Pharnacyas, who with Sccxndianrts 
had (lain Xerxes ,was put to death) and Menoftanes being apprehended fhun- 
nedthefame punifliment by laying violent hands upon himfelf. 

This Rebellion was followed by the revolt of Pi fat hues the Governourof 
agamft whom Tijfaphernes and others being fent, he met t;hem, having 
inhis.Arrny Lycon the Athenian , with fuch Greekj as he had brought with 
him, who being corrupted by the Kings Captains revolted from him, fo that 
with fair words he vvas drawn in, anti carried to the King, who caft him into 
xhe alhes,and gave his Government toEiJpa^hjrtses, and the Cities with the 
regions adjoynmg to Lycon for a reward of his treachery. After this followed 
f .,r trc l. of Artox * res in great power with Dantts , who confpired about 
killing him, and transferring the Kingdom to hiirfelf. For this purpofe be¬ 
ing an Eunuch, he caufed his wife to make him a beard,that he might feem 
no other than a perfect man; but the matter being revealed by her he was 
delivered up into the hands of Parafytu, who put him to death. 

1 3 ; Ar facs ( afterwards called Anaxtrxes) the eldeft fon of Darius, 
married Statira, the daughter of /domes, a mm of prime rank amongft the 
rerjtans ; and s etitnchmes the fon of Idames , who after his death lucceed- 
ed in his Government, married Ansiftris daughter to the King. She had a 
fitter named Roxana, who being very beautiful!, and well skilled in (hooting, 
remnehmes fell in love with her, and having to do with herdetefted his 
wife, infomuchasherefolvedtomurder her by the help of 300 men, with 
whom he pradlifed to revolt, ' Whileft he thought hereof, one Udiaftes , a man 
m great power about him, being promifed great matters if he could deliver 
the Kings daughter from fo great a danger, flew him; but the fon of this 
Udtajhs, who was Armour-bearer to Terituchmes , and was not prefent at 
his death , after he had notice thereof curfed his father, and femng upon the 
Citie Zarii delivered it up to Tentuchmes his fon. Then die tParyfatis 
bury alive the Mother, Brethren, and Sitters of Terituchmes, and commanded 
Roxana to bexutin pieces alive. Darius would have had her to have made 
away Stour a his daughter-in-law together withthereft; but through theiitt- 
portumty of A r facts her husband, (he fpared her; of which Darius cold her, 
that afterwards (lie would forely repent, as it eattie to pafle. 

From the fecond year of this King, * Sn/pieius Sevens, and * many fearif- * Hift. [m. 
ed men with him, count the beginning of the feventy weeks cfiDdaisi, end- llb ^ 
ing them with the deftru&ion of Jerufaktm» becaufc the humber of years do * f°/ e P hM t 
agree, and rhe Angel maketh mentionof thatdefolation; chough nothing be 
fpoken in any place concerning any going out of a Decree during the reign of jams. ‘ 
this Prince , from which thofe weeks mutt needs have commenced. They 
mutt needs allow the work now to have been carried on by the felicitation

The ending of 
the Canon of holy Scripture is by Eufebius placed in the 32th year of 
Jirtaxejxes Longimanus.

And to this pur- 
pofe as fecretly as he could gathered forceS of the Greeks ; ahd under one pre¬ 
tence or other, laid out for forein aid both far and near, hoping to fbrprife 
his brother, The Ionian Cities given up now into the hands of Tifaphcrnes 
revolted to him, all except Miletus, the Inhabitants of which he finding to pra¬ 
ctice the fame,killed fome,and drove away the reft, who flying to Cym 3 ht be- 
fieged the City both by Sea and Land, endeavouring to reftbrfc them, Then 
wrote he fubmufively to his brother, defitibg he might have the Government 
of thore Cities rather than Tijfaphernes , and herein he was furthered by his 
PrA&hxth Mother, who lying as it were his Lieger at Court, made the beft of all things, 
new marten; Hence was Artaxerxes deluded , fufpeCting nothing, but accounting thefe for¬ 
ces to be kept together againft Tijfaphernes, betvVixt whom and Cyrus he 
little regarded though there were a War, and the rather, becaufe Cyrus fent 
him the Tributes due from the Cities, which Tifiphernes had formerly kept 
inhishands. 

zj. Clearchus at this time being banilhed from Lacedamon, came to Cy- j dm ibid, 
rus, who after conference with him admired the man. and gave him 19000 
Darickj, wherewith he levied ah Army 9 and pafling but of Chert one Jus War¬ 
ed upon the Thracians that inhabited above the Hcllefpeni, thereby gfeiitly 
promoting the affairs of the Greek. Cities > infotttuch that they willingly fur- 
nifhed him with money to maintain his Forces SVnich were onely railed for 
Cyrus, though thus employed for a cover tb the defign, and till he Could be iri 
a readineffe. There was alfo one ArifiippHs a T hefaliati a gueft of Cyrus, 
who being overpowered by his Country-men of the contrary fadtiort, came 
to him, and reejuefted him to fpare him 1000 Mercenaries and three monetbs 
pay, alleging that thereby he lliouldbe able to overcome his adverfaries. He 
granted his requeft, and doubled both the number of men and Turn of money, ■ 
defiring him withall, not to agree with his adverfariet till they two had had 
conference together; and fo this Army in Thejfaiie (though hot dtfeovered) 
was kept on foot and maintained for him. Further fept to Proxenns the 
Boeotian, his friend, to bring unto him as rtiiny meri ts h'd mighty under pre¬ 
tence of warring againft the Pifidians, who foiled hk Country \ and Sopba- 
nttus the Stjtnphahan , with Socrates the Achaan , who likewife were both 
his Gueft?, to come to him with as many then as they could make, under 
colour, together with the banilhed Mileftahs , of making Warre upon 
Tijfaphernes. . . . 

ifc. When he was now refolved to march up into the higher Provinces 
againft his brother, and for that purpofe muft gather all his Forces together, 
fie gave our, tttac his putpofe was to chace the Ptffdians WhoUy put .of the 
Country, andfo, as for that intent, aflembled both his BarbarUh and Gre¬ 
cian Troups. He commanded Clear chut with the Army he led tocome unto ‘ 
him, Arifiippus to compound with his adverfaries, and fend him his Forces, 
and Xenias the Arcadian (whom he had appointed General of the Mercena¬ 
ries that lay inGarrifon in the Cities) leaving onely fo many as lliouldbe 
neceffary to keep the Cittadels, gathered thofe Forces together, and broughc 
them to Sardis , being about 4000 armed Foot. He fent for thofe that lay 
before Miletus, and invited the banilhed men to his fervice, promifing, if 
his affairs fucceeded, not to give over till he had reftored them, wh ; .ch they 
gladly accepted of. Proxenns came with 1500 heavy-armed and 500 light¬ 
armed foot. SophanetM the Stymphalian brought 1000 armed, Socrates 
the Ach&an about 500, Paft on the Me^arean 300, and as many Peltafts or

32. The Inhabitants thereof, except fuch as bought and fold, fled with 
the lr King to the.tops of the Mountains, leaving the City to be Tacked with 
the Pal ace by the Soldiers, inraged for the Ioffe of too of their Companions 
of Mcttotfs Regiment. Cyrus fent for the King to' come to him, who refu¬ 
ted it, till overcome by the perfwafions of his wife, and then he cave him 
great f urns of money to uphold his Army, and received back fuch gifts as were 
accounted moft honourable amongft Kings, as an Horfe with a golden bit, a 
Cham of gold, Bracelets, a fword decked with gold, a Per fiats Garment, 
and Fr eedom of his Land from fpoil; as alfo reflation of Slaves taken in fpoil 
by the Soldiers wherefoever they could be found. Here the foldiers now ima¬ 
gin'* ng that they were lead againft the King flatly refufed to go any farther, it 
being, as they faid, no part of their agreement. , Clearchus went about to 
force his men to proceed , but they, as foon as he offered to go forwards, caft 
ftones at him and at his carriage beafts, whereby he Was forced to betake him- 
felf to .a fair and politick way, and to effeft it (which with trouble enough 
he did) Cyrus gave out that he went againft Abrocamas an Enemy of his, who 
lay upon the River Euphrates about twelve encampings from thence, that if 
he found him there, he would be revenged on him, and if he fled away they 
ftiould deliberate what to do. Hereupon, though they fufpe&ed the matter, 
yet they refolved to hold on, and upon demanding more pay,' he promifed 
them.half as much more as formerly they,had: w*,. a Parley and an half 
inftead of one Darick (to every Soldier. All this while no man heard in publick 
they were led againft the King. 

, Tarjm in five encampings he marched about 83 miles to IJfos % 

;: the laft City of Cilicia , well peopled, large, and rich, and fituated upon the 
Sea, where he remained three dayes. Hither out of Pelopounefia came to 
Cyrtujfi Lacedamonian (hips, under the .command of Pythagoras , together 
with Tdmos % who brought from Epbefus 25 of Cyrus his (hips, wherewith' 
be b^d befieged Miletus, and Cherifisphus the EacedamoniM whom Cytiis 
bad fent for, and who brought with him 700 armed Foot. Whilft the Army 
lay here, the Grkcian Mercenaries chat teivz&AbrocamuSy 'viz. 400 armed 
Toot revolted and came to Cyrus . From hepce in one' encamping he came 
about eighteen miles to the Streights of Cilicia and Syri* y defended with 
a wall on each fide, betwixt which ran the River Kerf os 100 foot broad. The 
diftance betwixe the walls was three furlongsj, admitting no paffage by 
force, the neither way toward the,Sea being narrow and fenCedwith fttong 
waffs, and the upper nothing but inacceffible Rocks,in eicheowalt there being 
let a gate. This baffage Cyrus fufpeaing to be flopped by Abrocamaeiktitfoz 
his (hips to traniport fo many men as might force it: but he upon hearing of 
Cyrus his coming into Cilicia, returned with all fpeed out of Phoenicia to the 
King, though reported to have an Army of 300000 men. 

. 34. From ch^ Streights he marched in one encamping eighteen miles, and 
upwards, and came to Myriandrum a City of Syria , inhabited by the Phce- 
mciattSy upon the Sea, being a place of traffick, where many ibips of burthen 
then rode in the Haven. Here he remained feven dayes, and Xenias the Ar- 
cadian Collonel, with Pafion of Me gar a (hipping chemfelves failed home¬ 
wards, difcoqtented, as was thought, becaufe Cyrus fuffered Clearchus to 
keep their Soldiers, which refufing to go any further againft the King, remo¬ 
ved into his Camp, with intent to return into Greece.

87. The next year, Artaxerxes urvderftanding howGreece was friaken 
wkhinteftine broiles, which he ftill.looked upon as by it’s help to recover ^udomsad 
t AZppty fencto compofe che differences amongft the feveral States. They ,01 * 
all affented ro his offers, except the Thebans, who having a defign to be Ma¬ 
tters of all Boeotia, would nor enter with the reft into the League, which the 
LacedAmonians ill reflating, and fufpefting their ambitious pratftices for 
the dominion^ all Greece, invaded them as the publick Enemies. Here¬ 
upon enfued a great and bloody battel at Letsftra, in which the Thebans had xmpb 
the better, through the conduft of Epaminondas, vvho fo abaced the ftrength HcllmM . 6.

damoniant to meet at Delphos ; but the controverfie retting about Me'ffene, 
and thtThebans refufing to confenc that it ftiouldbe under the Lacidamonians, 
the Tredtie had again the fame fucceffe: which fo offended P hilt few, that he 
left 2000 Soldiers he had hired to the Lacedamomans, and returned into 
Aft*. The Thebans not long after having a defign to bring all Greece into 
fubje&ion, and knowing their endeavours to be vain * except they made Ar - 
faxerxes their friend, or at leaft induced him to ttand neuter, r<Solved ro fend 
Ambafladors to him. Calling together then their affociates, they pretended the 
thing to be neceflary, becaufe Euthyc/at the Latedamnian was already there, 
and difpacched away Velopida* from thtmfelves, Antlochm from the Area- 
Mams , Archidamtu for the Meant, and Another for the Arrives, which 
being known at Athens , they alfo fent Timagoras and Leon from their 
State. 

89. Velopldas found the moft favour at the King’s hands, pleading (and not Xempb, Md, 
falfely) that the Thebans had Onely affifted the Perfiasts at Platan , and ftnee 

that had never fought againft that Kingdom; and that for this onely caufe were 
they invaded by the Lacedansonians, beemfe they refufed to follow Age filths 
againft the King, having alfo prohibited him to facrifize at Anlit,. where Aga¬ 
memnon facrifized when he patted into Afia and took Troy. The late Vi&ory 
of the Thebans at Leutlra , and the ihvafion of the Lacedamonian Territo¬ 
ries, did not a little add to the efteem of Pelopidat , who to inhance the re¬ 
nown of his Country, ftuck not alfo to aver, that tnereafon why the Ar gives 
and Arcadians had of late been overthrown by the Lacedamonian^ was, be- 
caufethe Thebans were not at the battel. He obtained of the King, that 
Mejfette being exempted from the jurifdi&ion of the Lacedamonians t (hould 
be left to it’s own liberty, and that the Athenians (hould withdraw their 
fliips, or elfe War was to be made upon them, which being read to the pub- 
lick Minifters of the other Republicks, Leon the Athenian openly faid, that 
the Athenians mutt find out another friend befides the King, yyho replyed, 
that if they knew any more equal thing, they ftiould acquaint him there¬ 
with. 

90. With Polopidas was joyned in Commiflion Ifmenlat the Theban , as m/m: ' 
we have it from Pmarch. He being brought by Tithranfles a Colonel into & v idejiia 
the King’s prefence , and commanded, according to the cuftom, to adore him, var, Hijt, i, 
took off nis Ring fecretly from his finger, andcaft it down at hid feet, and ca P > 11 • 
then ftoopingdown to take it up, as he thereby fatisfied the King, and ob¬ 
tained his requeft; fohe thought he provided fufficientiy for the credit of 
himfelf and Country. Timagoras the Athenian communicated by letter 

fome fecrets to Artaxorxes , (or which he was rewarded with 1000 vafkkj , 
a coftly Supper, and 80 Cows to find him with milk for his health $ with a. 
cofttv Bed and furniture to it, and fome Per (tans that knew how to make 
it> the Gretkj being accounted ignorant in thefe things. But returning home 
with the reft of the Ambafladors he was put to death; either becaufe ne ac¬ 
cepted of thefe gifts* as Plutarch believed; or for that he adored the King 
after the Per fiats manner, wherewith they counted their whole State to be re- pal. sues. i.( 
flexed on, or (what Is moft likely) becaufe of this Intercourfe betwixt him c. $. exter, 
and Artaxerxos they queftioned his fidelity,; his Colteague moreover im- exempt. 
peaching him at their return for refufing his company, and imparting all the 
fecrec of their negotiation to Pelapldai, F ‘ 

91. After the return of the Ambafladors, the Thebans fent for the Depu- lc i m ^ 
ties of the feveral Cities, whom, when the letters from the King were read* 

they commanded, all tint Would be ^counted his and their friends, to fwear 
to the contents of them. The Deputies anfwered, their Commiftions were 
to hear, and not to take any Oath, which if they Would exaft from the Ci¬ 
ties , they muft fend to them. This they did, hoping that the particular 
States would not dare to refufe the fociety of the King and them j; blit the. 
Meflengets firft coming to Corinth, and that City refufing to fweir* the reft 
followed their example, and fo this device of the Thebans came to nothing.

For, three or four years after, the 
maritime parts of A fin revolted from him, and Tachot now Kino of 
made great provlfioh for the War, both by Land and Sea j and firing many 
Soldiers out of feVetal Republics itl Greece, drew alfo 10 his party the UcL 
dammanit, who had conceived difpteafure againft Artaxerxes , becaufe he 
made Meffene ty.bs comprehended in thegeneral Peace. At the fame time 
had he then to deal with the Egyptians, the Ore Cities in Afia , and the 
Lacedamomans • and befides them feveral of his Lieutenants in Afia revol¬ 
ted i amohgft Whofii Were Artobarwastes of Phrygia (who had lately feized 
upon that County after the death of Mith'ridates ) Manfoltu of Caria a 
powerful Prince, having many ftrong places, efpecially Ha'icarnafpu, in 
his power; With whom joyned 0 , antes of Myfia , Antophradaiet of L;- 
d/ 4 , and of the Ionian race, the Lydans, Pifidians , Pamphjlians , CelicL 
anl i and befides thefe the Syrians, Phoenicians, and almoft all that boun¬ 
ded upon the Sea. The General command over all was given to Oromes. 

Bytms fo general a defection , half of the Tributes were withdrawn from 
the Kjng; and. the other half fufficed not for warlike preparations. 

93. But Orontes having got the chief command, and therewith received 
* years pay for 20060 men, betrayed thofe that ktef encrufled him with (o 
great a power. For promifing himfelf no (mall matters from the King, he 
nrftfentup to Him thofe that brought him the money, and then betrayed ma¬ 
ny Towns, and £ Bind of Mercemries to thofe who were fent from him for 
that purpofe. At the fame time things went in the fame courfe in Cappa- 

Mcotnpatttrf With fome memorable circumftances. Artabax.su 
the Kings General invaded that Country with an numerous Army, and 
hatames the Govemour thereof, who had revolted, meeting him with a 
great Parcy of Horfe, 1 and 20000 Foot, pitched his Tents againft him. The 
Captain otDatamrj his Horfe was his Father in Law, who to ingratiate 
nimrelf with the King, 4 and to provide for his own fafety, having firft agreed 
With ArtabaxjHs, by night pitted over with all his Troops unto him. But 
Vatames not at all dtfeouraged hereby, exhprted his Mercenaries to con- 
mney, and promifmg them a large donative, prefently led them againft the 
RevolterS, Whom he fell upon juft as they were joynine with the Enemy, and 
with great violence made grett (laughter of both. s*rt*baz,Hi being ignoranc of 
the matter, ftifpe^led that the Revolters went about again to betray him, and 
reftifn to Datums*/, and therefore gave order to his Souldiers to fall upon 

1. j l ^PP^^hing; whence Mithrobdrx.anes (for fo was the Revolrec 
called ) being fliut up in the midft, whilft one part laboured ro repel the 
Trayto'*, and the other to be revenged upon him for his treachery, was re- 
duced into great ftraights, and out of extreme defpair made great (laughter on 
bothfides, dll at length having loft 10000 men, the reft were put to flight 
by Datames , to whom fome returned and asked pardon ; others betook 
themfelves to a place, whence being not able to ftir they were killed. to the 
number of ^00 men. 

94. Whileft thefe rhingS Were thus carried on, Rheomlthretwxs fent irco 
Egypt to Tachot for aid, from whom obtaining 500 Talents, and 50 Gallies, 
he returned to Lessen, a Cicie in Afia, where fending for many of the Offi- 
f ers cherevorers, he laid hinds on them all, and fent them up to the King, 
py Which Treachery he reconciled himfelf unto him. Tachos by this time hid

3. nut away A<ojfa, on whom he begat Xc, xtt. ' And although.fome.plead har4 
for Xerxes , becaufe his wife Is called by Heredoms^Ameftru^k^ they 
take in the Per ft ah tongue to be onely Ham-Efiber ; yet *tis apparent out 
of the fame Author,that fhe was the daughter, of 'Otanes a Perftan Satrapa, 
by Religion an Heathen, and of a moft cruel difpofition> Befides , Abafuc- 
ms intne feventh year of his reign was at Snjhatt ; but Xerjftsxn tbe fevendl ■. 
of his reign was abfent in the War with Greece , and though the Greekj cor¬ 
rupted forein names, and might call Xerxes him, whom the Ptrftmwvm 
Aitacbfaft*>ot Artach**’tA >yet nbc one in his own language called Aebofeb* 
rf'Wjhuf- verofeb . Neither is improbable that Longim/fnus could bethe man, whois 
band. both in facred, and prophane ftof y called Arwh-fafta and Artaxerxes 3 put 

no where Achaf'uerus. The fame may be faid of Nothus y who both by Ne- 
hemiah and Greek, writers is called Darius , and of Artaxerxes Mnemtni COflr' 
cerning whofe wife Sratra y fuch things are written as can neither agree with 
Vaikti nor Eft her. Now if that of Efther be the laft Canonical book ; and 
v Ncbcm.ih lived to the time of Darius Nothus,t\\en is it probable, that Efther 
lived in the reign of his fon, or Grand-fon, and cannot fo conveniently be afi- 
figned fo- a wife to any as to Ochus. 

t. O but knowing of how great Authority his fathers name was to his Potyamstu, 
fubjefls, and how contemptible he dhould be after his death was known, pro- ta i m - 
cuted of the Eunuchs, Chamberlains and Colonels to conceal it for tep , 
moneths, and in the mean time fending about the Royal Seal commanded m 
■ his fathers name,to proclaim Ochus King. When all owned, and obeyed hiip 
as King, he then confeffed bis fathers death, and. commanded a general 
mourning> according to the cuftom of Perfia , and prefently took away all 
Competition, filled (<*)the Courcwith the bloyd of his kindred,and relations* 
no regard being had, either to Sex or Age. Amongft the reft he put to death hb.i o. ' 
his (A fifter Ocha > being alfo his mother-in-law, with cruel torments, and his Q) Vtdm 
Uncle with his two fons and Nephews, he caufecko be fee in an empty placed Max.

3. From Ochus revoked Artabaz>us % againft whom were fent fome pt viodmui 
the Perftan Satrapaes with 70000 tnsyi,. and yet by the help of Chares the 0(y«/uo*. 
Athenian he overthrew them, and rewarded Chares with a great fumme of <mi.& 4, 

, . money, which he laid out in the paying of his Squldiere., Ochus knowing 
dlwET Of this, expedited ferioufly withl the A.hmim about it, who hearing- that 
him he intended with 300 (hips toaffift their Enemies (with whom they were 

now ingaged in the ficiat War) prefently clapt up apeace with them. /»r- 
Hhaua being forfaten of the Atbrnm , betook himfelf co theTjMww, 
who ordered Purnmnes with 500 men to paCfe oxer into Afu 1 to allift him ( 
by whofe help Anabazju again'overthrew the Icing’s forces fent againft him 
in two great and bloudy battels, which got no fmalUredic to Pammenes, and 
his Boeotians. Vet a few yeaft$ after, when-the Thebans wefe 'lftgaged; withe jdmdoiju. 
Phocian War, and reduced to extremity for want of money ythey fent to 
Artaxerxes Ochus , and obtained of him 300 Ttlents, Which he did as it 
feemeth to put an obligation upon them to affift him in the War, which he

. 4. Although E V pt \lad long before this revolted from the Perftan Em- 
. pire, yet Ochus npt at all affe&ing War kept himfelf quiet} having fenc 
fome Armies thither, by the treachery, or ignorance of their Captains,they 

mifearried, fo that having feveral times badly fped, though defpifed off thic 
account by the Egyptians , yet being a lover of his eafe and quiet he fub- 
mitted to the difgrace. But novy at this time (about the eleventh year of his

Counfejors, ^ Thefe he brought ftraight to 
Rentes King Ochus, who put them a\l to death as authors of the rebellion, and after them 
ors»*4 hyn- ^ 00 more , who came as Suppliants with Olives in their hands * after he had 
andvctnuuo underftood from lennes that the City Ihould be furrendred to him without 
death by any conditions, thereby to ftrike a terror into the other Towns. After this, 

Oclm . 1 tunes eafily prevailed with the mercenary Egyptians to let him and the 

King into the Town, which being done, a’nd Ochses having it in his power, 
judging him now to be of no ufe to him » he commanded him alfo to , be 
(lain. The Sidonians before the King approached had burnt all their (hips, 
sidon taken 8c left any private perfon (hould convey himfelf away during the Siege. Now - 
burnt by the feeing themfelves betrayed, and their City full‘of the Enemy which fwarmed 
inhabitant*. on ever y fide, they fee tire on their houfes, arid therein burnt themfelves with 
their wives and children, fo that (accounting (laves) above 49000,are thought 
to have perilled in the flames. The King fold the rubbifh thereof for many 
talents,mucb gold and filver being found therein,becaufe it had floyriflM with 
great riches. By this Tragedy of Sidon the other Cities being terrified,- yiel¬ 
ded themfelves unto the Perftan. 

8. The (4) Auxiliaries out of Greece being come to Ochus after the taking of (a)Di{dmil 
Sidon, he fet forward with his whole Army towards «/£*;/”,(£) taking Jericho 10J 

a City of Jstdaa (as its probable) in his way, and drawing many J‘»i along «), 
with him in his Expedition. Coming (c) to the Lake Sir bonis, he loft part of 0 >) solim 
his Army in the Whir 1 -pits and Bogs, through ignorance of the place, and at , 
length arrived at Pelttfum the firft frontier-town, whichvvas held with a ^ H 
Garrifonof 1000 men. Now the King .divided the Gracijn Forces into (c)Mm 
three bodies, and over each conftituted a Captain of their own Nation, and ibid. 
ioyned a Perftan with him: the other Forces be kept fains own Command, 
being greatly intent about.themain bufmeffe. On the other fide Netlane- 
Ochus invad- bus was riot a whit dtfeouraged, having in pay acoop Gracidns % and as many 
Cth of&wt. Africans, befid.es <5oooo of ins own tAgJptiMs, and an innumerable Com r 
. mny of boats for the River. But by ms.conceitednefie and wfat of skil 

he mifearried, having formerly profpered whilft he ufed the cohduft of the 
Gracian Opcafas, .but now hisFortune changing upon i)is foie managing the 
War, for which he thought himfelf fufliciencly able. . After then h? had for¬ 
tified hiSGarrifons, with spobo t/Egyptians 9 5000 Gretas, and half of the 
Africans, he feized upon fuch places, as wpe moft adyaptagious for paffage 
into the Country. * ... ; , . 

: 9. Things ftanding thus betwixt them, Nico/fratsss the Captain of the *r- 
vivet getting fome ^/Egyptians for Guides, pafled with the Fleet through a 
ditch, and in a place fomeching remote aridout °f fight landed bis men,, and 
pitched his tents ; which being kn$wn byrhe Garrifon,..? party iflijed our, 
and fell upon them ; but the Gracians, after a (harp concert, flew their Cap- 
‘ tain, ancf of them about 5000 riem. Nittanebus upon report madeofthis 
defeat was greatly difeouraged, fearing all the reft tif the Perftan Arjmy might 
be eafily tranfporced, and fufpefting left /the Enemy f jBould bend his jumoft 
ftrength againft Memphis frrt Jyletropolis, was efpecially concerned!;for it, 
and with that party which accompanied him returned thkher. In the mean 
time Laerates the Theban, General arid principal of aft the Grecian Cap¬ 
tains drained the Chanel b f cutting a’ditch, apd paffing over , his Soldiers 
raifed a battery againft Pelmfinm, by which the iValls being much broken the 
defendants raifed {fill Pallifadoes in the place, arid the Graciani within ftout- 
ly defending the Fort, a great conteft haprted for feveral dayes. But as foon 
as they heard of the Kings departure, they defired a Parley, and Lacrates in- 
terpofing an Oath, that upon yielding of the place, the^lhould depart with 
fuch things as they brought.out of ,theyprefentlv yielded. «.Then A?- 
taxerxes Cent Bagoas an Euntich of great authority witji him, with a party of 
Barbarians to take poffeffton t>f Pelts fisms, who meeting the Gratfans took 
from them many things contrary to the agreement. This they received in 
great difdain, and called to their gods as witnefles of the Oath, which to 

keep 
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keep Lacrates fell upon the Barbarians , put them co flight with the lofle of Sect a 
fome, and defended his Councry-men, for which being accufed by Bagoas, 
the King defended what he had done, and puniftied the Authors of the 
violence. 


10. tehsfium being taken, the other Towns were eafily reduced by this 
ftratagem of Mentor the Rhodian, the third Captain of the Grecians. Thefe 
places being held by Garrifons. confiding of two forts of Nations, Grecians 
and Egyptians, he caufed this rumour co be fpread abroad, chat Artaxerxes 
, had refolved to deal mildly with all chofe who Ihould deliver up any Towns, 
but fuch as Ihould withftand him, he would profecute with as great fevericy 
asch zSidonias' and he gave in chrrge to the Sentinels to let as many Citi¬ 
zens go out as would- By this means this report was prefenly fpread all over 
y£ggpfy and thereupon mutinies followed betwixt the Strangers and Natives 
in every Garrffon, each endeavouring firft to betray their truft, and gain cre¬ 
dit of the Conquerours by their fpeedy treachery. Accordingly when Men- 
tor and Bagoas laid liege to Bubafiis, the Egyptians fecrerly fent co the lat¬ 
ter to yieldto him the Town upon fecurky of a free difmiffion. The Greci¬ 
ans fufpe&ing the matter > perfued the Meffenger , and getting from him the 
whole truth, in a great great, rage fell upon the Egyptians, whereof fome they 
flew, others they wounded, and drove the reft into a corner of the Town. 

They fignified this to Bagoas , and defired him with all fpsed to come and take 
poffeffion of the Town, and in the mean time a meffenger was fent to Mifi- 
. tor fromr the Grecians, who advifed them as foon as Bagoas Ihould enter the 
Town to fall upon the Barbarians . As foon therefore as part of his Soldiers 
with him was entred, theylhut the gates, and killing all the Soldiers, took 
Bagoas himfelf prifoner. 

• 1 l \ B r M M feeing his onely hope to be in Mentor , earneftly befought („) ^Diodorus 
him to be the means of his deliverance, promifing him to do nothing for the utfupra. 
future without his approbation, who procuring his releafe, and having the 
Town delivered up into his own hands, as he got the credit of the encerprife, 
fo ingaged he Bagoas to him, who entred by Oath into friendlbip and en- 
dearedneffe, which he alfo kept to the laft, and by which union they both 
became afterwards the moft powerful of all the King’s Officers. After the 
furrender of Bubafiis, the other Cities made their peace, but Nett an cl us 
lying at Memphis, and feeing what progreffe the Enemy made in his conqueft, 

Mwfli- would not endanger his perfonal fafety for a Kingdom, but packing up all his 
y of treafures got him away into Ethiopia. Then became Artaxerxes Mafter of 
all eAEgypt, and demolifbing the walls of the greater Towns, fpoyledthe 
Temples, and got much creafure. He carried away the Writings of the 
Priefts, which afterwards Mgoas reftored to them for a great fum of money, 
he (k) derided Apis and alFtheir gods, and for that the t /Egyptians had for 
his dulnefle (f) called him an Affe, he facrifized^/j/i being taken by violence, ^ ^ e " 

to an Affe, making his flelh alfo be dreffed up for meat. Then rewarded he sacrlib^i 
the Grecians wich great munificence, according to their particular merits, and ( c ) 'JtUan. 
making Phoerendates Satrapa of tfEgypt, he returned laden with glory and var. 

. fpoyl unto Babylon, , taking (d) in his way a great number of Jews captive, of c - .?•

12. Ochus rewarded Mentor the Rhodian with 100 talents of filver, and Diodorusad 
much coftly houftioldftuff, and making him governour of the Coafts of Afa,olymp. t0 j. 
gave him full power to make war upon his Rebels. He ufed his power mode- 

.rately towards Artabaws and Memnonwho formerly had revolted, and now 

were fled to Philti King of Macedonia : thofe he reconciled to the King, 
and fent for them both with their Families; for Artabaztts had by the Sifter 
of Mentor and Memnon eleven Sons and ten Daughters, by which number 
Mentor being much affe&ed, not onely procured him his pardon, but pre¬ 
ferred by degrees all the youths to honourable command in the Army. After ldm ^ 
this promife of pardon he allured Hernias the Eunuch Governour of Atarnus i>olyanusUb.s. 
into his hands, whom calling into prifon, he took his Ring and therewith figned s^bo 1^13 .» 
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Sect. 4. letters, wherein was commanded in his name , that fuch as had command 
of any Cattles or Towns fhould deliver them up into the hands of the bearers, 
which was accordingly done, and then fern he Hermits up to the King , Who 
caufed him to be hanged> Ariflotle the Philofopher and Xenocrates the Chal- 
cedoniA» , (whom he had Cent for to him) made their efcape out of fuch pla¬ 
ces as th z Per fans had got into their hands. Afterwards Mentor either by force 
or policy, reduced all fuch Captains as had revolted. ^ 

13. Philip the fon of Amenta* at thistime reigning in Macedonia , grew x)iodomai 
very potent, and betteged Perinthus, a Town in I hrace , tttnate upon the Pro - olymp,109 
ponds, with 30000 men,and very ftrongprovifion for War; fo that he ftraighc- ann,^ 

ly prefled the inhabitants , giving them no reft through his continual attempts. 

Philip King of This Artaxerxes Ochns ta¥mg notice of, and being very jealous of his fud- 
Mscedonia op- den growth, commanded the Satrapaes of the Maritime Coafts of AJia to

After the tl( l u,t ^b,u % 
death of Eliajhib the Prieft, his fon John fucceeded him in his Office accord- c ^‘ 7 * 

Affairs ofingtohis bifth-righc , who had a brother named J«(hna. This Jojhua being 
1U.1 in the in great favour with Bagofes , the Kings General,had a promife from him that 
time of 0chus. he lhould have the Priefthood, by which he was fo heartned as to ftrive with 
John in the Temple, and fo far provoked him as he flew him there, Bdgofes 
hearing this, endeavoured to enter the Temple, and when he was forbidden 
asked if they counted him more impure than the Carkefs that lay within, and 
entring by force, took thence occafion to punifh the Jews feven years for the 
death of Jojhua. For two Lambs being dayly offered in the conftant facri- 
fices, he impofed upon every one a Tribute of fifty drachms, which amounted 
to the yearly rate of fixty Attiek, Talents. But if thefe things hapned in the 
time of this Artaxerxes ', and he be taken for Ahafnerns , then mutt this 
murther have been committed towards the beginning of his reign, and this 
Tribute of feven years been exa&ed before Mordecai the Jew came in fa¬ 
vour, which was after the fall of Haman. % in the twelfth year of Aha- 
fticrus.

diverted. Having either by fair , or foul means fetled his matters in Eurepe, Diodomti 
he .paffed over into Afn two years afterhis fathers death, and landed tx^reat Qlymp. m, 
with a Fleet of fixty long {hips.

SeCT. 4. p, Darius having notice of the fickneffe of Alexander hafted towards jimcnsCm- 
Euphrat rethinking to prevent him, and feize upon Cilicia. But he fending tmsibul. 
Parmen.o before to poflefle himfelf of the PyU> or Straights that part Cilicia 
and Syria, followed from Tarfas, and came to Anchiale built by Sardanapa - 
las ;and thence to where he placed a Garrifon,and fined the inhabi¬ 
tants 200 Talents of fiber for their affe&ion to the Per fans, . Hence be 
marched againft the Cihaans inhabiting the Mountains, which having brought 
under, he returned, and undemanding how Ptolomy and Afander his Lieu¬ 
tenants had overthrown Oromobaccs the Per [tan , who held the Caftle 
of Halicaraatfus , whereby the parts adjacent were reduced to obedi¬ 
ence ; upon this good news he facrifized to ty£fculapias , and reftored 
the Dernocratical Government to the Solians, Then giving order to 
Philotas to lead abouc the horfe to the River Pjramus, he marched with 
the foot by the Sea-Coafts, and came thither, whence he parted over to the 
Citie Matlos, where he had notice that Darias lay at Socbus , a place diftanc 
two dayes march from the Straights. From Mallos he parted to the Citie Ijfas , 
which being forfaken by the Perfians> Par memo had feized on, and cleared 
the pafTage thither, where he confulted whether he had better pafTe forwards, 
or there expedl his fupplies out of Macedonia. Parmenio perfwacLd him that 
no place could be more convenient for him to fight in than that ftraight one 
about //«J,becaufe both their Armies vvould then be equal in effect, fuch 
narrow places being uncapable to receive a multitude. After three dayes 
he parted the Straights and came to Myriander , where much rain falling held 
the Macedonians in their Tents.

32. Darias in the mean while by the perfwafion of fome Gracians about 
him , had made choice of the plains of Sjria, molt capable to receive his 
multitudes, and opportune for the horfe to charge in ; ana for fome time here 
he continued ; but Alexander delaying his march, he was perfwaded by his 
Courtiers that he dared not to adventure any further, or look him in the face, 
and becaufe Winter approached he would lofe no time, and therefore fend¬ 
ing away his money and-fluff of moft value,with fuch as were not fit for War, 
unto D unsafe us, he hafted into Cilicia , where he fuppofed Alexander to have 
poflefled himfelf of the difficult paflages, as not daring to try battel in open 
field. Suppofing that he pretended fickneffe, and hid himfelf in the ftraights, 
he paffed over the Mountain, and went to l(fas, moft imprudently palfing by, 
and leaving him at his back. Taking this place, and therein fuch of the Ene¬ 
my as being Tick and weak were there left, he cut off their hands, and then 
fearing their Arms fent them away to tell their King what they had feen; for 
he thought now the Ensrny to have left IJfas , and fled for fear of him, and' 
for that reafori hafted over the Hill Pinaras, thinking to fait upon him in the 
Rear. Alexander knowing for certain that he was parted by, took thence 
occafion to encourage his Souldiers, who now could not be overmatched 
by multitudes, and fending a party of horfe to View the ftraights, returned 
thither by night, and repofleffed himfelf of them. Then refrelbing his 
men for the reft of the night, he feta ftrong watch upon theRock,andin 
the morning went down into the path,and fet his Army in order for a battel. 

34. This being done, the Armies joyned ere long, and Alexander feeing 
where Darias was, made towards him, which when Oxyathres the brother of 
Darius faw, to prevent him, he placed a Company of moft valiant horf-men 
before .the Chariot, which cut off many of Alexander his men , who prefled 
forwards. But the Macedonians giving way to none in valour, with gifeat 
violence broke in amongft them, and then a mighty {laughter followed, and 
a great heap of Carkafes lay before Darias his Chariot. Many of the molt 
noble Captains amongft the Per pans fell, fome of the Macedonians, and 
Alexander himfelf received a wound in his Thigh. Darius his Chariot horfes 
being wounded with fpears began to fling, 8 c chreatned the overturning of him, 
when fearing he (bould be taken alive he leaped out, and mounting an horfe 
ready for him, he caft away his Royal appatel, apd {hifeed for himfelf, after 
which his horfe was put to the rout a ad ran away.

Phij&nicitm Kings,to the fleet of Darii*s)Sc meeting Alexander as he came into Diodorus ad 
Phoenicia , put a Golden Crown on his head,and gave up Aradus } znd Mara- oiymp.i XI| 
thus, a great and wealthy Town, Handing upbn the Continent over againft it, 0*14 
with Mariamnc , and all that belonged unto them,into hifc hands. But now 
becaufe he had done this rather for that the will of the people was fuch , than 
out of his own inclination, Alexander deprived him of his Kingdom, and 
permitted his beloved IIephajlion to beftow it upon any of His friends. He 
chofe to confer it upon a Sidonian by whom he was entertained; but He re- 
fufedit, for that it was unlawfjull for any but one of the Royal flock to pof- 
feffe it. He wondring at the greatneffe of his fpiric joyned with fo much 
honefty, bid him choole any one of the Royal Race on whom to beftow it, 
who accordingly made choice of Abdalmon (or Abdalomnius) a poor Gar¬ 
diner who wrought for his living, but of unblameable life, and defeended of 
the Royal family. Alexander admitting of him,faid, the habit of his body 
could not withftand the noblenefle of his flock, but defired to know with 
what patience he had endured fuch poverty, to whom he'anfwered, That he 
wiflied he could as well bear a Kingdom, and that thofe his hands had fatisfied 
his defire : whileft he had nothing, nothing was wanting to him. The King 
being much taken with his carriage , not onely gave him the houf-hold fluff of 
Strato, but moft of the booty got from the Pcrfians., fubje£ted the Coun¬ 
trey adjacent unto his power, and afterwards alfo the Citie of Tyre , ac¬ 
cording to Diodorus . 

38'. Now was all Syria in the hands of the Macedonians, and whole Phot* cuaiusliln. 
■MiciA alfo except Tyre , which Citie was feated in anlfland about half a mile 
diftant from the Continent. As he marched thitherwards, the Tynans fent y h n\ n j lbtUt 
him a C-own of Gold of great Value, in a 'Congratulatory way, and a large 
guahtiry of provifions ; which he received as from friends, and friendly figni- Diodorus Ad 
hed to the Meflengers his intention to go into their Citie, to pay fome vows olymp.ui. 

They told him there waS a Temple of Hercules w. , 
without the Citie, in the place called OldPyrc , wherein his devotion would 
be moft fuitably performed , and fo diflwaded him from entrance,that he was 
inraged thereat, and threatned ruin to the Citie, telling diem, that though AnhmsUk, 
they were confident in rhe ftrength of (he place, and defpiled his Land-,A,rmy, 
yet in fhort time he would make them find (hey Were in the Continent. And 
in-confidence th’t their Town, not onely fenced with high arid ftrong Walls, 
but alfo With the Sea,was impregnable, they refolved toftand out againft him, 
being incouraged alfo by the Carthaginian Ambafladorfe , vyho after their 
yearly cuftom (in token of obfervance to their Mother City) were come to 
celebrate the (acted Anniverfary, and protmfed them certain, and fpeedy fup- 
ply by Sea , which for the moft part at that time was commanded by their 
Fleets.

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SBCT.4. docians , an d Paph/agonians, attempted to recover Lydia; but Ahtigonns 
who there commanded for Alexander overthrew them thrice in feveral pla¬ 
ces. At the fame time alfo Ariflirntnes, who was fertt with fome fhips by> 
Daritts to recover the Coart of Aft*, lying upon the Helle/pokt; was wholly 
defeated by a Fleet of Macedonians which Alexander had fent fot out of 


Greece. 

43. Whilft Alexander lay before Tyre, another Artibaffage came to him 
from Darius, who now offered him 10000 talents as a ranfom for his relati¬ 
ons, and all A/ia betwixt the Metlefpoht and the River F/rf/ji Ih lp6wer with 
his Daughter; which conditions that he might incline him to receive, he fets 
before him the difficulties of palling into the Eaftern Countries, and laid the 
r;m/«fcndcth Ioffe of the laft battel to the llraiohtneffe of the place: he fought to terrifie 
new propofal* hj m threatning to incompafle nimin the plain Countries, and bad him con- 
t0 | ftre! fider how impofilble it was to pafTe the Rivers of Euphrates, Tigris, A raxes, 
fitfetli. and the reft, with things of the like nature. The propofols being brought be¬ 
fore a felefcl Committee of Alexander's friends, Parmenio who was now old> 
and full of riches and honour, faid, that if he were Alexander , he.would ac¬ 
cept of them, to which the King anfWered, that fo would he, if he were 
Parmenio. But he returned anfwer to Dah'tti , that he offered him nothing 
but his own, and what vi&ory and his own valoUr had poffeft him of; that he 
Was to give conditions and not to receive any, and that having palfed the Seti 
it felf, he difdained to think of refinance in tranfpotting his Arniy.over Ri¬ 
vers. As for his Daughter, he faid he would marry her, though without his 
confent, and if he would tafte of his humanity, he fhould come and refer 
liimfelf to him. Darius having received this anfWer, prepared himfelf anew 


for the War. 

44. Tyre being taken, Alexander invaded Judaa, refolving to bring all . 

Paleftine into ftibjedYion. At this time Jaddtu was the High-Prieft there, ^l e ■' 
whofe Brother Manages married Nicafo the Daughter of Sanballat , who had pimjib, p. 
been fent from Darius to govern Samaria, being both Sons to John , called in cap, 1$. 
Nchemiah , Jonathan and Johanan , who Was Son to Jehoiada. Manafes Jofcpbus jt- 
thus matching himfelf, the people Wasdifpleafed at it, and thereupon Jaddut yj*“• 
defired him to put aw.iy his wifejnot only the People but the Law fo requiring 
it. Hereupon he repaired to his Father in Law, and told him, that his Wife 
was dear unto him ; bur fie invft either part with her or his Prieft-hood, who 
anfwered, that he would fobring it about, that be fhould hot onely be Prieft, 

A TcmDle but an High-Prieft alfo, being minded to build for him upon Mount Gerizini 
built by san - near to Samaria a Temple like to that of JerUfalem , which thing he would 
baiiaion obtain to be confirmed by Daritts. Many betook therttfelves to Manajfes ± 
mount Gen* being allured with the newneffe of the rhing, and the liberality of Sdnballdt; 
v>n ‘ but Alexanders that time palfitigthe Heilefpont , the confutation thereupon 

was difturbed. After Daritts was beaten and retired back ihto Pirft't i, San¬ 
ballat revolted unto Alexander, and going bvet trihim with 8000 men,though 
now very old, defired of him leave to build his new defigtied Temple, per- 
fWading him it would be for his inrereft , that thereby the Jews being divided 
amongft themfelves, might be the leffe able to refill him. Alexander yield¬ 
ing to his requeft, he returned, ahd falling with great ittduftry upon the Work, 
he died not long after.

But his wrath der meeting this long train, lighted from his Horfe, and adored the Prieft, at Sf.ct 4. 
i, appeared, whichthing all the reft being amazed, Parmenio asked him the reafon there- O-VN** 

of, to whom he anfwered * that he worftiipped not the Prieft, but the God 
whom he fierved, for that whilft he was yet in Greece , and confulted about 
his Expedition into Afi* ft lc h an one appeared to him, advifed him to it, 
and promifed him fuccefle. Then going up to the City he afeended to the 
Temple, and facrifized according to the dire&ions of the Prieft, who llievved 
him the Prophecy of Darnel , wherein was foretold, that a Grecian lliould 
obtain the Empire of the Per [tans. He accounting himfelf the man rejoyced 
thereat, and the next day offered to the People whatfoever they Would 
ask of him, who reauefted they might live after their own Laws and Cuftoms, 
that on every feventh year in which theyfowed not, they might pay no tri¬ 
bute, and that fuch of their Country-men as inhabited Babylon and Media, 
might alfo be left to their own Laws, nil which lie readily granted them. He 
offered them alfo, if they would follow him, the freedom of the exercife of 
their Religion, whereupon many gave their names to the Expedition ; 
and then leading his Forces to the neighbouring Cities, he Was friendly re¬ 
ceived by them. 

4 The Samaritans met him in the way, defirlng him tovifir their Ciry 
Sicima , ( feated at the foot of the Hill Cerium , and inhabited by the 
Runagates of the Jewish Nation) to honour their Temple with his prefence, 
and to remit to them alfo the tribute of every feventh year, they lowing not 
therein ; for that they were Hebrews, chough not Jews , as defeended of Jo- 
feph and his two Sons Ephraimmd Manaffeh , all which he referred to his 
return. By this time his Officers had recovered feveral places that had revol- lil - *■ 
ted, as Callus Paphlagonia , A nngonrn Lycaonia , and lid actus Miletus , 
after he had ove rthrowti I dames the Captain of Darius, Cilicia he had com¬ 
mitted to the care of Sofcrates , the Country about Tyre to Philotas the fon 
of Parmenio , who had delivered his charge of ft b eft i a to Androtoachttt, 
that he might follow the Expedition. All the Towns of Pateftine he had o 0C 
now into his hmds, except Gaza, which Batu the Eunuch refolved to hold out 
againft him. This was a City diftant from the Sea about two miles and an half, 

Hebeliegctli of difficult accefle by reafon of the depth of fand about it, the Sea near unto 1 
^ « being very muddy, being large,, feared upon an high Rock, and conlpaffed 

With a ftrong wall. Hither, hating commanded Hephaftion to go before 
with the Fleer, he came, and fate down before it with all his Forces. 

4?. Having viewed the fituation of the City, he refolved that light kind of T'mhrus, 
eatth to be fit for digging of mines, which he commanded prefently to be ac-W Wf * 
tempted, and feeing that no wooden turrets could be ere&ed by the Walls be- ,£■’% at 
caufe of the loofeneffe of the fand, he made a great heap of earth and ftones print 3 
to he laid, which equalled the height of the walls, on Which he planted his 
Engines for batterie. By the advice of Ariftander his Prophet, he contained 
himfelf for a time without the reach of the Arrows, but the Arabians whom 
Satis the Governour (called Babemefes byjofephm) hid hired, iffuin° forth 
fet fire to the Engines, and beat away the Macedonians from the Mount, he 
ran in with the Tarpetiers to the refeue, and kept his men from running, hire 
he himfelf received a Wound on his ftioulder. Afterwards thofe Engines be¬ 
ing come by water with which he had taken Tyre , he caufed the whole City 
to befurrounded with mounts two furlongs broad, and 250 foot high, where^ 
by confli&ing both with Engines above ground and below, at length after 
tWomoneths it was taken, the wall bein^broken by a Mine, at which breich 
the Macedonians entred. Alexander himfelf led in his men, and when his 
former wound was not yet quite cured, received a bruife on his thigh with a 
flone. The defendants ftirred not from their places, but fighting to"the faft, 
were all flaintothe number of 10000. The women and children the Con- 
auerour made Slaves , and furnishing the City with a new Colony ga¬ 
thered out of the places adjacent, tifed it as a Garrifon in the War. Tnodom ad

'for e £«M heth ^ MIC for E m*> and the feventhday after his removal from Gaza arrived 
&)F ' at that place, afterwards called Alexanders-Camp, and came to Pelufium 
Here met him great multitudes of Egyptians, who being weary of the info- 
lence and avarice of the Per fans, expeaed his coming, and gladly received 
him. Placing a Garrifon in Pelufium, and commanding that the (hips fliould 
fayl up the River to Memphis , he having the Nile on his right hand, came, 
through the defarc to Heliopolis^ and thence crofting the River, unto Mem- 
phis, which when he approached, Mazaces the Perfian Governour met him 
and delivered into his hands 800 Talents, with all the royal houfliold-ftufF 
Here he facrifized to all the Egyptian Gods, arid celebrated Games,and then 
f.iyled down theRiver 10 the Sea; and when he came to Canopus fayled about 
the Lake Mareotis ,betwixt which and the Egyptian- Sea, he chofe out a 
place whereon to build a Citie, which he would have called after himfelf 
A lexandria. 

49. In this place towards the Sea and Haven flood there once a Village Strabo lib „ 
named Rhacotis. when the figure of the new C.itie was to be delineated, for 

want of Chalk, they marked out the ground with Meal, which prefehtly was vi 
r , ^ cize ^ t>y an innumerable company of Fouls of all forts > that from the 23 ” 
Foundeth A- Sea and Lake came flocking thither, and devoured it all. Hereat the Kin** 
lexandna. was difcouraged,buc his Prophets told him, that it fignified the Citie fliould 
be exceeding populous and wealthy 9 and nourifla all forts of men. He himfelf 
defigned in what place the Forum flaould be, and where the Temples that 
were to be Confecated to the Egyptian and Gr apian Gods, and. herein 
ufed the skill of chat noble Architect Dinocrates, (called alfo Staftcrates ) who 
was improved byche Ephefiansfm reftoringof their Temple formerly con- 
fumed with fire. This (afterwards Famous) Citie was founded by Alexan¬ 
der in the fifth year of his reign, and the firfl of 11 ath Olympiad ,the 417th of 
Nabonafar , from which year the moneth Thoth , as alfo the fifth of Darius , 
the fupputation of the years of Alexander is begun by Ptolomy the Mathema¬ 
tician,and a Native of this Citie, A.M.3673. 3 29 years before the ra of 
■ Chrift. 

50. Leaving the care of his new defigned Citie to fit Overfeers, he took 1/{m 
a journey toward the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon, fituate in the vaft fandy ’ 
defarts of Libya, becaufe he had heard that Per few and Hercules hid for- Armmlh 
merly gone thither; or to know his fortune, or that he might at leaft have 
Occafion to boaft of his knowledge of it. In the midft of the way he encoun- . 

tred Ambafladours fent to him from the Cyrenaans, who brought a Crown d 
with other great gifts, amongfl which were 300 excellent horfes trained up mH’™' 
and taught for the War • which receiving in good part, he entred into -con¬ 
federacy with them. Two great dangers efpecially to be met with in this ? a- , , 
journey, viz. want of water info dry a place, and of being overwhelmed 
by heaps of fand,which the South-wind threw upon 50000 of Cambyfes his ar¬ 
my , he efcaped wonderfully by abundance of rain which is faid to have falln,

VW f avC j°' ,c . c * c ot tbe baggage» he led on through A(fyria, having on the right 
hand the River T r£r#/,and on the left the Gordian Mountains. On the fourth 
day after his milage Manaus fent a party of 1000 horfe upon him, which was 
eafily repelled by the P(tonian Captain Ariflon, who flew their Captain, and 
bringing his head to Alexander , demanded a Cup of Gold as his fee, accbrd- 
ing to the cullom of their Countrey, to whom he replied, fmiling, That an 
empty one was due, but he would give him one full of good liquor. Two 
dayes he here continued, giving orders for a march the next morning; but it 
hapned that in the fir!! watch the Moon was Eclypfed,and feemed of a bloudy 
An Eclypfc of colour, whereat (as all other common people longtime after) the Macedo- 
the Moon dif- nians , not knowing the caufe, were marveloufly affrighted. They appre- 
couragcthhis hended it as a certain token or prefage of their overthrow and deftru&ion, 
a °d began to murmur, that for the ambition of one man that difdained to 
own Philip as his father, and would be called the fon of Jupiter, they fliould 
all perifh, being forced to make War, not onely again!! Worlds of Enemies, 
but again!! Rivers, Mountains, and the Heavens themfelves. He knowing 
it to be dangerous to lead his Army to fight while!! it was poffeffed with 
matter of terrour, called the Egyptian Aftrologers, to affure them that this 
Eclypfc was rather a certain prefage of good fucceffe : and he made it out 
oneiy by this reafon1, that the Grecians Were under the Afpett of the Sun, 
and the Pcrfians of the Moon • and therefore the MOon failing and being 
thus darkned, the Perfian glory was to be Edypfed. Arifiander the Sooth- 
fayer affirmed the fame > promifed Alexander good fuccette, and affirmed a 
battel was to be fought in that fame moneth, for the facrifices portended 
vi6fory. Hereby the Souldiers were fetled, and their courage redoubled,ac- 
cording to the great influence of iuperflition upon the common fort of 
people. 

• it wifdom to make ufe of the prefent difpofition of their 

minds he marched thence,and proceeded, till he heard that Darius was not 
much above twenty miles diflant from him , upon notice whereof he relied 
there his Army for four dayes. Here were interrupted Letters written by Da- 
rtiu to the Gracians , to perfwade them to kill, or betray him, which by the 
Stotira the advice of Purmenio he fuppretted , and removing thence it hapned that Sta- 
wife of D.nitu ***** ^ Wife and Siller of Darius , through the tedioufnefle of the journey, 
dicth., and grief,fell into untimely travel,and died,at which difafter Alexander fhed 

tears, and fpared no coll in folemnizirig her Funerals, grieving that he was 
thus deprived of fo fair an occalion of fliewing mercy. One of her Chamber- 
lanes, byname 7 ireos y an Eunuch, flipped away, and carried the news of her, 
death unto Darius. He fell of beating his head, and deplored the fortune of 
the Per [tans, which not onely flittered the Queen to be taken Captive, but 
dying in that condition to want the Ornament of a Royal Funeral. Being fa- 
tisfiedthat there was no want of any fuch Ceremonies, or of tears from his 
Enemy to bedew her Hearfe, he fell into a jealous conceit that nothing but 
unchalle affe&ions had drawn them from Alexander 9 and lamented his Wife's vita Ami 
condition, who had been fubje6!ed to the lullfull power of the Cohquerour. 

But being with much ado perfwaded of his continency, with hands lifted up 
to Heaven, he prayed that he might be able to reftore the fortune of th e Per- 
fians to his pofterity as be found it 4 that fo he might be able to requite Alex- 
der for his noble carriage towards his relations: But if the fatal time was come, 
and it fo feemed good to Nemejis % and the vicilfitude of worldly things, that 
the Perjian Empire fliould receive its period; that none but Alexander alone 
might fit in Throne of Cyrus. 

He difpatched away to him then a new Embaffy of ten of his princi¬ 
pal friends, and offered him for his Mother, and two Daughters Ranfom

64. Drawing near to Sufa, he met with the fon of the Satrapa thereof, 
fent unto him with a Meffenger that brought Letters from <Philoxehus, whom 
prefently after the battel at Gau rameta he had fent thither. The Letters im¬ 
ported that the Sufians had yielded their Citie to him, and that all the King’s 
Treafurewas fafeforhim, which Abulites the Satrapa fent his fon alfo to 
fanifie, either for that he fought to obtain favour, or as fome thought, be¬ 
ing underhand ordered by Darius to do fo 5 that Alexander being bu- 
fied with fuch booty, he might have time to confulc the better for his own 
affairs. On the twentieth day alter his departure from Babylon he arrived at 
Sufa, where he took poffeffion of betwixt fourty and fifty thoufand (as is to 
be gathered from all Authors) Talents of Silver, befides Gold and Rich Fur¬ 
niture. Many things he there found, which Xerxes had brought out of Greece, 
and amongft the reft the brazen Statues of Harmodiw and Ariftogiton, which 
he fent back unto Athens. He left the Mother and Children of Darius at 
Sufa, with Matters to teach them the Greeks tongue, and then committing 
the Citie to the care of Archelm , the Cattle to Xenophilus , the Treafury to 
Callicrates,zr\d the Satrapy of the Countrey of Sufa to Abulites , in four 
encampings he came to the River Paftigris, being refolved to invade Perfia> 

65. Near to the Countrey of Sufa lieth that of the Uxians , running out Viodmu 
into the Borders of Perfta , and leaving a ftraight paffage betwixe it felf and 
the Sufi an Dominions. The inhabitants of the low-land Countrey became 
without much ado fubjett to Alexander ; but the other with fome {laughter 
of them he forced to fubmit; and whereas they demanded money of him Amms. 
which they ufed to receive from the Kings of Perfta for their paffage, he im- 
pofed a Tribute of 100 Horfes, 500 Cartel, and 30000 Sheep yearly to be libA> s * 
paid, they living like Shepheards, and ufing no money. After this he com¬ 
mitted the baggage, with the Tbejfalian Horfe, the Mercenaries and Affoci- 
ates, with the reft of the Army that ufed heavy Armour,to Parmenio , to lead 
that way into Perfta, that was paffable with Carriages, and he himfelf taking 
the Macedonian foot with the horfe of the afTociates, and others, with all 
fpeed marched a nearer one through the hilly Countrey. Being arrived at 
the PyU-> or Straights of Perfta, he found Ariobarz.anes, a Per fan Satrapa, 
feized thereof, by whom he was repelled alfo with fomedifgrace and Ioffe, 
being forced to retreat four miles from the Straights; but at length being ' 
led by a Shepheard , another difficult way, he came upon his Enemies on a 
fudden, and put them to flight. But Ariobarxutnes in the midft of near four¬ 
ty horfe, and 5000 foot, with great {laughters on both fides broke through 
the Army of the Macedonians , which on both fides had befet him , and 
made for Perfepolis the chief Citie of that Countrey, but being ftuit out 
by thofe that kept it for the Conquerour, he turned again upon his E- 
nemies, and with great valour renewing the battel, periled with all his 


followers.

6 but was ufed in a good fenfe, there being no difcrumnatlion betwixt Kinged 
it, as* ServiM obferveth. Eor, though Homer ( who rieVermenqon^ *

led Out Colonies from Attica, Androclut one of them here fetlecj one; by UtwUtf. 
Which the City of the fame riaiffe with the Ifland was built; having a very 
large and commodious Haven. Ic was prefently much beautified with fre¬ 
quency of Inhabitant*, riches, and multitudes of buildings, and bein° very 
famous for the Temple aifuno ,which was efpecially worshipped in this place, 
it was reckoned amongft the twelve Ionian Cities, being partaker of the °reac 
Council of Panidnium, and counted not inferiour to Miletus, Ephefus. or 
Chius 3 the moft eminent amongft them. From ' Herbdotus it fhould aopeir ub * 
to have at firft been governed by, Kings, the Inhabitants as he faith, in the ’ 
reign of Amphicrates, making War Upon t/Egina which was hurtful to bo^h 
Tides: and this was the caufe char in the Age following the ts£?inetans did as 
much by the Samian exiles which had retired into Crete. But in what Age 
Amphicrates lived he doth not mention ; yet this is apparent from his word, 
that the Samians becaufe Ifhnders remained untouched by the King of Lydia 
.and Per fa , when the other Ionian Gjties in the continent vyere forced by them 
into fobje&iori;. . ‘ ' • 3 " 

4. But Wheri Cyrus flourifiaed in A ft a, and Pififtrates at Athens , Poly. 

crates theSon of tASaccs one of their own Citizens offered violence to their z.cap.xi. 
liberty. When firft he feized on the Soveraignty, he made his two Brothers 
Pautaghotus and Sylofon partners with him, but afterwards he flew the one, 
and eje&ed the yonger, and fo having all the power in his own hands, he con- 
Wyeutti his t ja^ed amity with A m a(is 9 who at thac cirrle reignedin <s£gypt. In a fhorc 
exploits. time his affairs fo proffered, that he became famous through Ionia and all 
Greece, for wherefdever he made War he profpered, with his ioo Biremes or 
Gallies with two ranks of Oars on a fide, and 1000 Archers, invadin^ all 
his neighbours Without any difference, for thac he held ic for a rule, tlm he 
gratified hie friendritore by refioung what he hadtakenfroni him, than if he 
had taken nothing dvr ay . He futidued many Iflands and many Towns in the 
continent. The Lesbians coming to help their friends of Miletus with all 
their force, he overthrew, and tookfo many, as ferved him to draw a ditch 
'round about the walls of 6 amus, His affairs being thus profperous, were not 
unknown to Amafis, but being every day more profpcro.us than orher, ac 
length Amafis fufpe£}ed that his. friend and allie for this profperous Fortune 
would haVe fomedifawrbus end; and therefore lie wrote to him, and defined 
him that to make fome certain change therein, he would pick out that which 
Hh fclkity. Was moft dear to him, and in the Ioffe whereof he would be moft croubled, 
and make thac a\Vay, fothat he flVould never more enjoy it. He accordingly 
cook fhip arid caft into the Sea his fignec, which was an Emrald fee in a gold 
ring r btit ic fo Hapned, that a Fiflaer taking a Very large fifh, prefented it to 
him as onelv worthy of it, and in the belly of it his Servants, when they cut 
ic up, found the figner. Amafis hearing this, took fuch affur.ince that an 
unfortunate end muft follow fiigh prodigious fucceffe, that left h?e fhould 
bee troubled with the mifearia^e of a. friend and allie, hee renounced his 
friend (hip. 

‘ When Cambyfes was raifing his force's for his Expedition into tAgJl'ty 
Poly crates fent to him- underhand i to defire him to? fed for fom’e fupplies, 
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Ss c t . i . who doing fo, he picked ouc fuch as he thoughtvvcre moft p, rope to.rebellion, 
and with them manned out two Triremes , defiring of him that he woujd not 
fend them back. Yet they after the War withdrew themfejves from Capsby - 
fes , and went to Lacedemon todefire aid of that State againft the Tyrant, 
which vvas granted them, either for that the Lacedemonians were engaged 
to the Samians (as thefe pretended) becaufe they had received fupplies from 
them in the Mefemeus War., or as the Spartans alleged, not out of any 
kindneffe, but rtialice to the Samians, becaufe they had in, the Age foregoing 
intercepted certain prefents fent by them to Crccfus, and tpftem from 4 ma- 
fts. The Corinthians were alfo drawn ini, having a particular quarreLof 
their own; the occafion vvas alfo given at the fame time, the Samians. having 
taken from the Corinthians certain Boyes which they were carrying from Pe- 
riander their Tyrant to Alyattes King of Sardis to be made Eunuchs. 

6 . The Lacedemonians coming with a great Fleet to Samus, befieged 
the City, but endeavouring the ftorming of it were repulfed with fome lqflp, 
and having in vain fpent forty dayes in the Siege (fo valiantly was it defended 
by Poly crates') they then returned home into Peloponnefus. Aftorywent, 
that Poly crates damped fome Lead, and covering it over with Gold, w.ift. ip 
purchafed the departure of the Lacedemonians \ but |his Wfis the firft Expe¬ 
dition which the Dores made againft A fa. .Afterwards at fuch time ?s Canh- 
by fes fell (ick, that fell upon Poly crates whi.ch Amafis had forewarned him. of. 

At this time one Orates a Per fan was Governour of Sardis, Ionia, Lydia, .and 
the Sea-coafts, in the place of Hapagw, who either for that he was upbraided 
that he got not Sanms, fo near to his Province, into the King’s . hand , or for 
that Polycrates flighted and gave no anfwer to a meffengep, which he fppt to 
him (both which are reported) fought earneftly to work hi? deftruftion. 

Knowing he had an ambition to become Matter of /om4 and,t;he,Iflands, he 
fent to him to tell him that he heard how excellent things he caft in his head, 
but that he wanted money to accomplift them, wherefore he having now 
heard for certain that Cambyfes determined to kill him , offered $p hipn, that 
if he vyould receive him he ftiould have half of phe King’s money, which he had 
in his pofleflion, whereby he might get the Soveraignty of all Greets. And 
i f he doubted of his faithfulneffe, he defired him to fend one of his moft trufly 
fervants to whom he would givefatisfaftion. 

7. Polycrates with great joy received the meffage, being greedy after tpo T 
ney, and to make the thing fure, fent Meandrity* his Secretary over to Oretes, 
who knowing him a cunning and circumfpeft man, filled fever^l phefls with 
ftones, and covering them at the top with gold , thereby deceived him. Po r 
Iterates was yet diffwaded by all his friends from going over himfelf, for that 
the Oracles were againft it, and his Daughter dreamed that.fte faw him up 
aloft in the air, where he was wafted by Jupiter, and annointed by the Sup ; 
but he was angry with her for her importunity, apd notwtthflpidipg all dif r 
fvvafions went over to Orates , taking with him amongft others, Democedef 
the Son of Calliphon of Crotone in Italy, the moft famous Phyfician then ip 
his Country. He went over into Magnefa as far as the River Meander, 
and then Orates laying hold of him, nailed him to a croffe. Of thofe that 

Endcth mife- accompanied him, the Samians he difmiffed, telling them that they muftac- 
rab y< count it for a great favour fo to be ufed by him, but all the grangers and 

Slaves he took to himfelf, and reduced them into the State of fervitude. This 
end hid Polycrates , with whom none of the Syracstfian Tyrants, or any other 
CMaandjius. 0 f Greece for magnificence were to be compared. Him Succeeded one Me* 
andritts his Vicegerent or Procurator, of whomHcrodotus tclleth many (Va¬ 
ries, and who by the help of Otanest he Per fan Satrapa, being removed, by 
N the approbation of Darius the Son of Hyftapes , Sylofon the Brother of Poly* 

Sylofon. crates fucceeded , Samus paying very dearly for it, what by the War and the : 

enfuing feverity of Sylofon. When Sylofon died, traces his $on fucceeded' 
dtx CCS. him, lay the favour of the Per fans • but was not long after thruft from his 
Tyranny, when Ariftaioras the Mile fan drew all Ionia into rebellion againft 
the Per fans j which hapned about the eighteenth year of Darius. .

8. In the fecond year of Darius , and the firft of the 65th Olympiad , the Se c t r 
inhabitants of Plaiea in Bceotia , who never well accorded with their Nei°h- V*/“V~ i 
hours the Thebans, being now irritated with their continual injuries, tiiat ^tninhu <k u 
for the future they might free themfelves from fuch grievances , fent, and of- bm fl oymis 
fered themfelves to the Lacedemonians (who then were of greateft Autho- 0r * ci *‘ 
ritv in Greece ) as Allies and Dependents. But they perceiving themfelves 
to be at too great a diftance from them to give any fuccours when need re¬ 
quired , advifed them to have recourfe to the Athenians as nearer to them, 

A League be- and ofSufficient ability to relieve them. They accordingly did fo, and con¬ 
text the Vie* t rafted a ttraight league of Alliance with Athens , which became a ore at 
frf wand A» eye-fore to the Thebans, and all their party a long time after. “ 

tbemns. 9. In the third year of the 66 Olympiad , and the 8th 0 f the reign of Da- 

ritts, fell out great fins at Athens, which never ceafed till they produced a 
change in the Government. Pififtratus the famous Tyrant at his death left 
three fons, Hippias, Hipparchus Thejfalus^nd the principality (as it ftiould 
feem from * Heradidei) to them all; though Hippias , as the eldeft, h ;d Su- * Dc Politic 
pream Junfdiftion, He had hitherto for the fpace of thirty years enjoyed his Athen. 
fathers Kingdom, bein* loving and affeftionate towards his brethren, and o£li:t,i.i'a,. 
moderate towards his fubjefts: Hipparchus was accounted a wife man, and 
lover of learning,being fomething given to be amorous, and l he fains bold, " M * 
and head-ftrong. It hapned chat Hipparchus fell in love with one Harmo- Thucydides 
difts 9 z young man of the Citie, and forely follicited him to unlawfull dal- llb ' 6 ' 
liance, who therewith acquainted one Ariftogiton, a man of a middle rank 
Stirs at A - amongft the Citizens, and who moft paftionacely loved him. He fearing he 

tbm. ftould be deprived of this his dear one, confulced with himfelf how he mi"ht 
deftroy, both Hipparchus and_ the Tyranny. Hipparchus ftift going on & to 
follicice Harmodius, but in vain, at length refolved to be revenged on him, 
and executed it on his fitter, which being on a certain folemnicy to carry up 
the basket that was to be dedicated to Minerva , he put her by as un¬ 
worthy of the office; though fome of late have thought that he ravifted 
her. 


10. Harmodius taking this in very evil part,and Arlfiogiton much worfe, 

S ared all things ncceffary for their confpiracy; but expefted the great 
called Panathenea , on which day onely the Citizens might be in Armour 
wichout fufpicion, for difeharging the folemnity. They provided not many 
men before hand, for the more clofe carrying of the bufineffe, and becaufe 
they hoped all the reft would without any hesitation be ready to come in to 
them. When the day came, they and their party being ready with their Po- 
niards,efpied a man talking with Hippias• Whereupon they thought they were 
difeovered, and therefore refolved to do that, wherein efpecially they were 
H ipjurcbiis concerned, if they could, and fo rufting in violently upon Hipparchus, they 

(lain by Hut- flew him in the place. Ariflogiton defended himfelf for fome time from 
rndiui and the Guard ; but the multitude flocking in, he was taken,after he had received 
Mltoyrn. m an y wounds, and his friend Harmodius (lain outright. Hippias having no¬ 
tice of what had paffed, came cunningly upon the Citizens that were Armed 
for the folemnity, and by his Guard picking out fuch as had Daggers about 
them , or whom he fufpefted, thereby prevented at this time all further 
trouble. 


Thebehavi- 1 *• Hitherto he and his brethren had not been diflruftfull of their own 
ourofthep;- fafety,and therefore had ufed no great Guards about them; not rendring 
the Go in th2ir p0wer very burchenfom co the people, but afting according to the rules 
mentofT of vercue and P™dence. They exafted onely the 20th part of the publick 
thus. revenue, exceedingly beautified the C.itte,waged War, and left the Citizens 
to their former Laws; onely fome one of them wasalwayes Magittrare, and 
other men held of them yearly Offices, Pifflratus the fon of Hippias , and 
Nephew to the founder of this Kingdom, as it appeareth from Thucydides, 
having fometimes had the power in his hands. But Hippias after this, fear¬ 
ing himfelf, exercifed his power very feverely againft the Athenians , putting 
ntany of them to death, and coeftablilh himfelf by forein alliance he oave 
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Sf.ct.i his daughter in marriage to Hippoc/us t the fon of tAZamides the Tyrant of 
h<*rnp(acns, knowing them to be in great grace with Darius King of Perpa. 

To find out the complices of thefe two young men,he torcured,amongft others, 
a woman named Lt&na the Paramour of Ariftogiton , but (he was fo con- 
ihnt as to endure all, and biting off her tongue, fpic it in the face of the Tor¬ 
mentors , left therewith (he (hould difcover any one; in memcjy of which 
the Athenians afterwards Confecrated in the Caftle a Lionefle without a 
ton°ue asalfo Ere&ed Statues tothe memory of Harmodists and Arfto. 
anon ,as the liberators of their Countrev. Thefe Statues were taken away 
bv Xerxes into A fia , and long after fenthack by Alexander ,or Antiochus>ox 
Selcuctts , as is feverally delivered by Hiftorians. They alfo Decreed that 
their names (hould never be given to any (laves. 

1 1. Though thefe two did not a&ually procufe the freedom of Athens , but 
perifhcd in the attempt,yet it was attributed to them, becaufe that in the 4 l » 
year after,fome imitating their example expelled Hipptasy & effectually pro- 
red it. At this time the Alcmeonide (or thofe of the family of A/cmaon, Herodotus 
who was great Grand-fon to Ncftor, and being caft out of Mejfenta by the 
J Jeraclidxy came and lived at Athens ) being driven into exile by the Ptfi* P • 
fir at i da (or Pififtratrts his Tons) having fometimes endeavoured in vain the 
recovery of their Countreys liberty , (till lay in wait for a more convenient 
opportunity to accomplifta it. Being full of money, they hired the Amphylt.o- 
„„ to let them build a new Temple at Delphot, which Was very magnificent, 
and corrupted the Pph,a (or the woman that received and delivered the 
Oracles, (landing in a Tripos , or three footed ftool) as often as any of Sparta 
came thither , (fill to propofe to them tofet Athens at liberty.. This being 
conftantly done, the Lacedemonians accounted it a piece of their religion to 
do it, and fent Anchimolius y a man of prime Rank amongft them, wiu. an 
Army to expell the Pififtratide , though their friends, and fuch as had dc- 
ferved no other wife than well of them. They being aware of this, had con¬ 
tracted friendfliip and alliance with the Thejfalians , and now procured from 
them a fupply of 1000 horfe, which by a common decree they fent under the 
Command of Cixeae their King } which falling in upon the Camp of the^r- 
tanS) flew amongft many others Anchimolius the General, and beat the other 
to their (liips, in which they returned home. _ . . „ 

12 Afterwards the Lacedemonians fent another Army by Land , ubder 
the Conduct of Cleomenes the fon of Anaxandridas, who invading the Athe- 
ttian Territories was encountred by the 7 hejfalian horfe, which he put to print tupM.

Cleomenes then coming up to 
the Citie befieged the Tyrants, being (hut up within the Pelafgtc^-mX), but 
being unprovided for a fiege, and they furniftied fuffciently with provifions, 
after a few dayes he was about to depart homeward, had not one thing falln 
out. As the Children of the Pififtratide were privatly to be conveyed out of 
The Pi fifty a- the Countrey, they, were intercepted, which overturned the affairs: of their 
tide baniffed. Parents, and forced them to Covenant with the Athenians, for their Ran- 
fom, within five dayes to depart out of Attica , which accordingly was done, 

/Hippies going ftraight to Sigeusyto thence to Lampfacusy from which place he 
went to Darius , and in the 20th year after returned with his Army, and died T i IIU ^d(t u 
(as fome fay) in the battel at Marathon. Si gem was a Town fituate upon the /fyrJ. 
Hellesponty which Pififtratus took by force out of the hands of the Mityle- 
ueansy and made Hegefiftratus hisbafefon,by a woman-pf Argos, Tyrant 
there. Hippias was offered from Amyntas the King of Macedonia , either 
Anihtmus , or Iolcosy a Citie in Macedonia ; but he refufed both , and be¬ 
took himfelf to Darius , whofe Army he afterwards conduced into At- 

tlC \' a. The ftate of Athens great before, grew greater after this grand muta- 
non, in which two men contended for the chief Authority : Clifthenes one ot c ^g, 
the Alcmeonide (the Nephew by his Mother of Clyflkenes, theTyrant of A»- 
cyon) and Ifagorae the fon of Tifander , Clyfthenes being too weak for the

aaainft the Athenians, tEac they might be conquered by Dartus his Brother. 

They fent to Artaphernes, to defire nim not to give credence to their exiles ; 
buj as when two or three years before, when they lent toalter intotoday 
,'with the Per Jims, he told them they mull give Earth and Water, as fymbols 
pf tub jeftion (which the Ambaffadors doing, were much blamed ac drar re¬ 
turn) fo now he told them, if they would be fafe, theymuftreceiveHifp^.

43. Cotifulcing the Oracle at Delpbos , it was anfWered, that he Ihould 
take Argos y aria hereupon he raifed at Army and invaded the Territories of 
thac State. The Argives in their own defence made haft to meet him, but 
he fetting upon them as they Were at dinner, put many of them to the Sword, 
and befieged the reft in the grove at Argus, Whither they fled. Then learning 
their names from fuch fugitives as Were, With him, he called them mah by man 
out of the Wood to redeem themfelves (whiph at the LacedamoniOn^ race Was 
for two minx a man) and fo 50 of them coming out of the grove (in which 
place they could no fee beforehand what was done to their Companions) he 
put to the Sword. At length one of them climbing up on a tree difcovered 
the matter* after which no man would come out; but then he fet fire to the 
drove and burnt it and them together. After this, asking to whom of thetj 
gods the grove belonged to, it was anfvvered to Argns, and fo he found and 
acknowledged himfelf deceived by the Oracle. Returning t6 Sparta, he 
was aceufed as having been corrupted,, for that he might have.taken Argos if 
He would } but the major part Were fatisfied With his excufe and acquitted 
him. As for Argos it was rendred by this overthrow fo defolate of men, thac 
the Slaves governed all things, till fuch time as the fons of the flain grew up 
and recovered their Patrimony; after which the Slaves conquered Tyrimhei, 
and held it, till perfwaded by Oleander a certain Wizard, they returned, and 
made War upon their Matters, which cbntfhued' tortg, till fitch tims as tpc 
Ar gives with difficulty remained Conquerours. 

14. Cleomenes being dead, the ^Sginetans fent and complained of l>en- 
tychides for the injury he had done to them, in caufing together with Cleome¬ 
nes ten of their principal men to be kept as Hoftages at Athens.

There, when he was arrived, he was accufed oy 
Xanthippe (thefon of Aripbron , and father to Pericles, his Emulator) of 
Treafon, as having voluntarily mifearried in the Enterprise about Par us. ne 
could not be prelent himfelf to anfwer, his Thigh now corrupting, vyhich 
held him in his bed,but Stefagoms^ or Tsfag or as,his brother (according to or. 

Nepos\a: rather,other of his friends did it for him,bidding the people remem¬ 
ber the battel at ,Marathon % and the taking of Lemnus, which he, having ex¬ 
pelled the Pelafgiaus, had fubdued under the Athenian power. The people 
{bared his life, but fined him fifty Talents, which fum this expedition had colt 
them. One tells us it was not out of any regard to his’Cnme fo much,as ha- Com 
ving lately been under the Tyranny aiPiftflratns, they feared now the power v -, u Miltudu, 
of their own Citizens, and him efpecially,who having been much prathfed 
inMaeiftracy and power, and endined naturally to a lovepf it, could Scarce

verally came to deliver their minds in writing at the Altar of Neptune >, each 
one afcribedtohimfelf the firft place in merit# but t;o Themiftocles alfigned 
the fecond, which amounted to as much, as if by a filent confeflion they had 
acknowledged his merit to be principal. And though hy the envy of the 
• Captains his glory was depreflbd, yet was he accounted the moft prudent man 
of all Greece , and being invited down to Lacedamon, by the judgement of 
fflor!e that fevere State, as the praife of valour was given to their own Eurybiadesy 
“ B ‘ fo that of prudence ana dexterity unto him. They gave him a crown of 
Olives, and the beft Chariot they had, as a reward, and what before was not 
done to any mortal man by them, at his departure, to do him honour, they Cent 
300 Horfe toconduft him to the borders of their Dominions. After this, the 
Grecians overthrew Mardonius , whom Xerxes had left behind him, at the 
batrel of Plataa , and the fame day the Perfian Pleet at Mycale a Promontory 
of Ionia, which they hereby reftored to liberty, Xanthippus being Archon at 
Athens ; in the fecond year of the 75 th Olympiad , and the feventh of 
the Reign of Xerxes . During which paffages abroad, little hapned at 

home but in relation to them ; the fumme of which el fe where hath been 
related* . , 

33. As for learned men which flourished during this period j fome of the 
Learned Men. feven Wife Men of Greece lived in the time of Cyras , and abput the begin- 

ning of the Perfian Empire. Thefe feven were, PtttacuS of Mitylene, 
who was bom about the 3 ath Olympiad ; Bias of Priene , Chilon of Laceda- <K11 
mon % and Cleobulus of Lind:*s y all who flourifhed about the 47th Olympiad , 
with T hales of Miletus , who being born about the firft year of the 3 5 *h 
Olympiad , foretold an Edypfe of the Sun, which hapned about the third year 
of the 48th, in the, reign of Alyattes , and A fly ages, and about the beginning of 
the 58 «h having helped Croefus over the River Halys y bv drayning it with a 
diten, then died. Tne fixth \v$sSolon of Athens,who died the fame year with 
Thales y and the feventh Periander of Corinth. 

34. Befides thefe there was Xenophanes the Colophonian, who being born 
in the 40* Olympiad, came into Sicilie when Hieron and Epicharmus flou- 
riftied, about the 70 th Olympiad. Epicharmus lived 97 years as tucian writ- 
eth, and invented the Comedy eight years before the beginning of the Per- 
fian Empire. Phocylides flouriftied at the fame time , to whom a Poem yet 

extant concerning Laws is aCcribed, though Scaligcr thinks it made by fome , 

Hctteniflick^Jerv. Befides thefe, Anacreon the Telan Poet, who as* Tltny ' 7 ‘ 
writeth, waschoiked with the ftone of a raifin. Simonides a Poet of the 
I Hand Ceos, where he was born in the City lulls. Having lived fome time at 
Athens with Hipparchus the Son of Pififtratut , he went into Sicilie unto 
Hiero, by whom being asked what God was, he demanded a daies time to 
confider of it, and after that another ; ftill profeffing that the more he ftudi- 
ed the point, the more he was to feek in it. Some fay he found out the Arc 
of Memory, and that being very covetous# he firft expofed the Mufes to fale. 

In the fecond year of the 58th Olympiad, and eight before the Perfian Em¬ 
pire, died Anaximander the natural Philofopher of Miletus. Anaximenes 
his Scholar flourifhed about that time. T heagenes of Rhegium the moft an- 
tient Chronographer. Democedesof Crotone a Phyficiari# being taken Cap- 
live with Polycrates byOetes the Perfian \ was carried as a flave to Dariuty 
with whom he lived in great efteem, after he had cured his foot and the bread 
of his wife Atojfa. . 

3 5. There flouriftied alfo in Darius his time, Cadmus of Miletus an Hi- 
ftoriographer, there having been another of this name and place, according to 
Sttidas, who in four Books wrote the Hiftory of Miletus and all Iowa : and 
Strabo nameth Cadmus, Phercydet and Ilecataus as thofe who firft of aH 
Greekj wrote Profe. Hecataus flouriftied at this time, and gave light to 
Herodotus. Plrynichns the Athenian , a tragical Poet, who firft caufed a wo¬ 
man to be performed, and invented the verfe with four feet. Heraclitus^

2. They fent accordingly three of their principal men to Athens , and 

■sj with.them p'hemiftocles his Collegues, to whom he gave in charge that the 
Lacedemonians fhould not be difmiflcd till bis return. After their departure, 
he demanded audience of the Magiftrates and Senate, and then freely and 
openly profefted,that the Athenians by hi# advice, &. agreeable to the common- 
clu- Law of Nations, had fenced their publick and Private gods with a wall, that 
them's- t hey mi^ht more eafily defend them ; and neither could that be to the dam- 
ma«e of Greece, of which Athens was the bulwark againft the Barbarians, for 
here the King’s Navy had twice fuffered Shipwrack. He told them, they did 
ill to regard more their private ambition , than what was profitable for all 
Greece ; and^ to conclude, if they expe&ed the return of their Ambaffadors, 
they muft difmiffe him, or elfe never expeft to fee them return 5 which ac¬ 
cordingly they were forced to do with much private regret, though afhamed 
to owtuhe enufe. He advifed his Country-men further to finifh the work of 
the Ph ans or Port of Athens , which they had begun a long time before, 
whilft he was A r chon ; for he perfwaded them firft to apply themfelves to Sea- 
matters, as the way to obtain Dominion , and commended to them that 
place as inoft convenient for their defign, having three natural Havens. The 
wall he caufed to be made fo thick as two Carriages loaded with ftones might 
pafle by each other; but brought the height of it but to half of that which he 
hid defipned. And with fo great a defire was he caried out for the enlarge¬ 
ment of’the Dominion of that State, that obferving the Lacedemonian Na¬ 
vy robe drawn up at Gytheum , and fo, eafie to be fet on fire, he much den- 
red to have it done, and told the people he had a thing of great moment in 
his head, but fuch as was not to be divulged. The People appointed Art- 
fiides to confer with him, and if he approved it, refolved he might profecute 
it; but he making a report that Themiftocles advifed a thing, than which no¬ 
thin' 7 was more profitable, and more unjuft, he was commanded to defift. 

/ A little after thefe things, Patsfanias the Lacedemonian famous for the 
Viaory at Platea. was fent with a Fleet of twenty Peloponnefian Gallies, 


and beingforely complained of to his.Superiours, he was by them recalled to 
give an account of it. He gaped after the Kingdom of Greece, and to that 
end entred into confpiracy witli Xerxes , whofe Daughter he asked to wife, and 
bein' 7 accufed of much favour ftiewed towards the Per fans , yet for that no¬ 
thing could be proved, he Was difmiffed, haying the government of the Fleet 
Wifnnm onely taken from him. Yet returned he to the Hellejpont, under pretence of 
holdcth imcl. the War to continue his intelligence with Xerxes ; but being expelled from 
iigciicc with Byzantium by the Athenian Soldiers, he returned not to Sparta, u\it ftaiscl 
Xtrxcs. . Jrroai, and for that was again complained of, as holding clandeftme conful- 
tationswith the Perfians, and not havingany juft and warrantable caufethere 
to remain. Hereupon he was called home by the Ephon the fecond time, and 
caft into prifon, but appearing again to his tryal, he was the fecond time

Hb.t, 
yet fo gratefull was the State towards his memory, that his Children were 
provided for at the publick charge. Eight years after the battel of Piatas y 
Cimon being Cent out by the Athenians , obtained in one day two'notable Vi* 

Tories at Sea and Land, over the Per pans at Eurymedort^RivQ: voPamphylia, 
which brought him and the State no little credit. After this * they fell out 
with the 7 kaftans, who by their Colonies had taken poffefflon of . the rich 
Mines of Silver and Gold, which were in that part of Ihraciy lying Upon 
Macedonia , betwixt the two Rivers Strythoh and Nyffw. For thefe Mines 
• the Athcr.ixns envied them, and raifeid fuchi contention,that they Withdrew 
themfelves from the affociation ; whereupon they prefently commenced War 
againft them, and overthrew them in a Sea*fight, and afterwards befieged 
them by Land. .The 7 hafans befieged, fent to the Spartans, defiring them 
to invade Attica thereby to divert the Athenians from them; and, having 
promifed, they were ready to perform it; but that they were hindred by Sn 
Earth-quake, which foreiy afflicted them, and whereupon the publick (laves

CUt i<Tsw years after, a Wat stole betwixt the Inhabitants of MiMm and JtSL 
thofeof Satnus, about Priene a Town in Ionia, under the Mountain Mycale. 

The Mile pan affairs going down the wind they fent to Athens , where they 
grievoufly accufed the other, with whom joyned alfo many of the Samians 
themfelves, who not being imployed in the Government, defired to have ic 
charged. The Athenians being perfwaded by them, manfied out forty fbips 
a^iinft Samus, by which power Pericles reftored the Popular Government, 
exa&ed 8o Talents, and taking for Hoftages 50 Boys, and as many Men, 
which they kept in cuftody at Lemmu , put a Garrifon of their own inro Samus 
Stirs in s.mm. ic felf. But fome of rhe Citizens who had withdrawn themfelves into the 
Terhlet vido- cont inenc, entered into a confpiracy with the greateft in the Town , and aflo- 
rious there. dating to them Piffuthnes the Governour of Sardis (or the Perfians, with 
700 Auxiliaries paffed over by night into the Ifland, and fetting upon the Peo-

24. Potidaa being thus blocked up, the Corimhims were highly con- Tbucjd, 
cerned, both for the Town it felf, and fuch of their own Citizens as were 
therein; and refolving that it was no time now to be idle, fent to their af- 
fociates of Ptlopomefltu to meet them at Lacedamon t where they grievoufly 
■ inveighed againft the Athenians. Liberty being given to every man to 
fpeak, feveral others alfo fharply accufed them, but efpecially the Deputies of 
Me vara, for many'injuries, and chiefly for that, contrary to the agreement 
made withthem, they had interdiaed them the Ports and Market oi Athens. 

The Corinthians cunningly fuffered the reft to fpeak firft, that by them the 
Lacedemonians might be incenfed againft the Athenians,but then, after all, 
more fully and earneftly hid open their faults, aggravated the injuries re- 
ceived from ihem, prefled the great danger which threaded P'lopomufu 
from their power, checked the Lacedemonians for their too much remii- 
nefle in vindicating the caufe of rheir diftreffed friends and allies, and plainly 
declared, that if now they would not do it, they muft ftrengthen themfelves 
with other confederates. < , 

Ic hapned at this time that there were at Latedamon fome Ambafla* 
dors fent from Athens upon other bufinefle, who undemanding how things 
went, defired alfo to be heard, and this being obtained, fought to dlay the 
ftomich of the Peloponneflans by calm and prudent reafons. They defired not 
to be underftood, as though they came to plead the caufe of their State which 
they neither could acknowledge as guilcy, nor own them as their Judges: 
true defired,and advifed them not rafbly to refolve upon any violent courfe, 
nor Eire c-edit to .ill thit W'S obje£led,unrill fuch time as they could through¬ 
ly underfland the cafe; for that things being once confounded could not 
eafily a°ain be compofed* They mentioned the commodities of peace, ana 
the evils that come by War; charged thefe calumnies upon the envy of their 
accufers, vyho could not behold the power of Athens without preuidice, 
though ic was obtained no otherwife thin as the reward of vertue , as the af- 
focia°ces themfelves could not but witneffe, who knew well enough how the 
Athenians merited at Marathon of all Grtece^i.% afterwards at Sal amine ; 
and they averred,thu they, had ufed their power fomoderatly, as none had 
any reafon to complain. That they had increafed their ftrength they denied 
not, which to endeavour was agreeable to the Law of nature, as alfo that the 
weaker ftiould obey the more potent; fothac ic was without injury, though 
not without force, which was abfolucely neceffary for the maintenance of any 
command, and was pra&ifed not onety by chemfelves, but the Lacedamont an* 
alfo, and would ever fo be In the like cafes. Again,they laid before them the 
uncertainty of the event of War, and concluded with a religious proteftation, 
concerning their innocency, and defire of peace. , , ~ 

25. Tne Lacedamonians having heard both parties, debated the bufinefle 
amongft themfelves. They were generally inclined to make War prefentiy 
upon the Athenians as the Authors of many injuries, which Archtdamm, one 
of their Kings, and a very prudent, and moderate man obfervmg, by a grave 
fpeech dehorted them, not from undertaking a War for the fafety-of their 
Allies, but ruftaing intoic; for that the ftrength of Athene, and of their own 
Stare (as he Paid) being compared, there ms need of a fufficient time to make 
provifion for it, in which not onely the afliftance of the Gracsans, but of the 
Barbarians alfo was requifice.

He added, that this was both juft and honourable, and if 
they undertook the War chearfully, they fhould find their Enemies lefle con- 
derable: that out of the greateft extremities the greateft honour. was wont. to 
accrueboth to their State in general, and to each Citizen in particular, which 
he made good by inftancing in the Median War, at which dme the City was 
far leffe confiderable than at the prefent, and whence it arrived to that pitch of 
greatneffe : he told them it was fit they flaould imitate their Anceftors, 
and leave not the Empire received from them diminifhed unto pofterity.

becaufehei knew not how to give an account of hie Office, ac which the Boy 
Aid blades replied, Study therefore rather how thou may ft not need to give an account of 
when a child, j/. This moft prudent man deftitute of advice from himfelf, ufedthisof a 
•his advice to c hild, and for this reafon perfwaded the people to the War, that being in - 
his Uncle tan gi e d therein they might have no leifure to call him to account for the dif- 
r burfment of the money .What ever his motives were, the People 0 ) decreed V hj> { 1 

what he propofed, and anfwered the Lacedemonians particularly according 
to what hefaid, and ingeaeral, that they would do nothing they had en- 
joyned them, but were ready to acquit themfelves of thofe matters laid a- 
gainft them, before equal and indifferent Judges; and with this anfwer the 
Ambaffadors returned to Lace demon , whence no more came. Thefe. were 
the quarrels which foreran the War, being begun about the affairs of Eptdam- 
nus and Corcyra. Notwithftanding this difagreement, yet they continued 
commerce with each other, went to and fro without any publick Officer, or 
Herauld; but yet not without jealoufy of one another. For thefe things 
thathapned made confufion in the Leagues, and miniftred matter for War.

(hake off their yoak , or feared to undergo it. On th z Lacedemonian fide 
were all the Peloponnejians except'the Argives and Acheans, who were 
friends to both, all Wit the Inhabitants of Pellene amongft the latter, who at 
the beginning fided with the Lacedemonians , and afterwards the reft alfo 
iovned chemfelvcs to them.

- Ere ■ Archidamsts invaded Attica , Pericles his friend, who by the 
Athenians with nine o- hers was appointed General, forefeeing thSt if he 
ftaould fpare his Villages, either upon the account of their particular friencl- 
fliin, orby order from the Spartan State, to render him fute&ed, iv would 
create him abundance of envy and ill will, to avoid all fufpition, called the 
P-oole to°ether, and gave the faid Villages to the Commonwealth, and ad¬ 
vifed them to gather all their things out of the Villages, and contain them, 
felves within the City, to take care of their (hipping, and not to riegle& 
their confederates, from whom they might be fupplied with money, which to- 
ti c Provifion aether with good counfel and advice is the finnews of War. He told them 
of the Attorn -that they had^oo Talents of Tribute yearly coming in, befides other reve- 
ans for War. nue ,. t L t they had in the Caftle left dooo Talents of Silver ready coyned, 
befides in bullion and plate 5co Talents more, and money in the Temples, 
Glides forty pound of pure Gold about the ftatue of Pallas, which i t was law¬ 
ful to ufe in extremity, miking it up again afterwards They had ready 
10000 Foot-men, and 1200 Horfe, befides others that ufed bows cn Horfe- 
bick and 6000 Archers on foot: of Gallies fit for fail 200, and he added 
other things to make them couragioufly begin the War. They obeyed him in 
fetchin" their goods into the City , and (hutting up themfelves there, though 
much to rheir prejudice and trouble; but fuch authority had he with the peo¬ 
ple, having firft, to ingratiate himfelf, inlnrged the authority and liberty of 
' the multitude, whereby afterwards in eflfeft he tuled alone. They fee them¬ 

felves alfo with all their might co the rigging of their Fleet, and gathering 
to^erhe-the forces of their Confederates. 

°6 The Viloponneftan Army entred Attica by Oenoe a Caftle of the Athe- 
■ nians upon the frontiers of Boeotia, and there Archidamus ftaid, provid¬ 
ing all things for the ftorm.

|he Athenians, and on purpofe before at the Ifthmus, and now alfo protracted 
the time till they ftioul i have removed all their goods out of Attica. He in¬ 
deed thought they might be inclined to a compofure for the faving of their 
goods, and therefore did delay his marth , but finding no meflage fent, and 
not being able to take the Caftle , he removed about 80 dayes after the The- 
bans entred Platea, in the height of Summer, Corn being now ripe, and in¬ 
vaded Attica , which he wafted as far as Achame, the ftrongeft Garrifon of 
all the Countrey, and but feven or eight miles diftant from Athens, when 
they in the Citic underftood this, having not fufpeaed he would have beirced 
fo far, and affli&ed for the Ioffe they fuftained,they began to be much proved, 
(especially they of ^cW«<e,whofeemed to themfelves a confiderable part 
in the State”) and tumultuoufly gathering together, now began to rail at Pe¬ 
ricles, for that he being General did not lead them out againft the Enemy. 
He would not call the aflembly nor any Company together,for fear they (hould 
1 refolve rafhly upon any thing; but was very careful! of the defence of the 
Cicie, and fent out a party of horfe, of which fome were 7 hejfalian Auxi¬ 
liaries!, to reftrain the excurfions of the Enemy inco the parts adjacent, 
which was beaten back with fome lofle. At length the Peloponnejians feeing 
the Athenians would not come out to fight, removed from Achame, and wa¬ 
fting other places, departed through Bceotta into Peloponnefus, and went feve- 
rally to their own homes. 

7. Whileftthey were yet in Attica, the Athenians, to divert them, fent 
out a Fleet of 100 Gallies, on which were aboard ioco Soldiers of heavy 
Armour, and 400 Archers, With which the Corcyreans joyned 50 Veflels 
The Admans morc > and other affociates contributed their numbers. Coafting the Pelopon- 
lend a,Fleet neftan {lioar, befides other harm done, they landed in Laconia, and had 
into Mpowtc- taken Methone, then unwalled, and meanly manned, but that Brafidas the 
their enemies S P artan vv,th 100 men brake through, and getting into the Town, defended it 
’ fo, as they were glad to retreat to their (hips. Then went they to Elis, where 
they feized on Phia, and flaying there two dayes, harrafed the Countrey, and 
overthrew fuch as were fent to reftrain them *. but their fhips being forely 
tolled with a Tempeft, and hardly recovering the Haven of Phia , and under- 
ftanding alfo that greater forces were coming againft them, they departed 
thence, and grievoufly diftrefled fuch places as they came to. At the fame 
time alfo another Fleet was fent from Athens to infeft the Locrians , and de¬ 
fend Eubea, which did much harm upon the Coafts of Locris, took 7 hro- 
nium , took Hoftages with them, and overthrew the Locrians that came out to 
They ejeft the re ^ ft c h em - In the fame Summer the Athenians call our the Inhabitants of 
Inhabitants of vSgina, for that they imputed to them the efpecial caufe of the War, and

I Hand. the Athenians, gave them T hyrea and its Territories to inhibit (which fepa- 

rate Laconia from the Counrrey of Argos, reaching as far as the Sea;) but 
fuch of them as this place for its ftraightnelfe could not receive, were difperfed 
up and down Greece ir.felf. 

AnEdypfe of 8. This fame Summer,at the change of the Moon, hapned fuch an Eclypfe 
tjic Sun en of theSun (at which time faith Thucydides,^ is judged that it can onely hap- 
P en ) that at Mid-day the Scars were feen, which according to the Julian ac- 
count hapned on the third day of Zuguft, as the Aftronomical Tables demon- 
ftrate. About the fame time the Athenian Fleet of 100 Gallies having in 
Acarnantk taken feveral Towns, came to Cephalltma, an Ifland lying over 
agaiqjft Acarnania and Leucas. which being, inhabited in four Towns, they 
reduced without one ftroak, and fo returned home. In the beginning of Au¬ 
tumn, the Athenians with a vaft Army invaded Megaris, which wafting in an 
Hoftile manner they returned, and fo they did once a year, till they got Ni- 
fea into their hinds. At this time alfo they placed a Garrifon in Atalante, 
an Ifland belonging to the Locrians of Opus, which hitherto no body had peo¬ 
pled, left it ftiould prove an Harbour for Robbers that from Locris m-ght 
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<]. c t. 3. prey upon Eubaa. In Wincer, according to their cuftom, they folemnifed 
the Funeral for chofe that firft died in the War on this manner. Firtt, theic 
The manner bones for three dayes were laid out to be feen in a Tent, where it was lawfull 

of burying for their friends to come, and do fuch duties as was ufual to the dead. Then 

ihofe who w he n they were carried out, each Tribe came,and putting thebones of their 
WarJ n thC fellows into Cyprejfe Coffins, carried them away oft Chariots, and one Cheft 

was carried empty for fuch as had not been found ; the women of their kin¬ 
dred making lamentation as for them. Then were they buried in a publick 
Sepulchre, in the moft famous Suburb of the Citie, called Ceramicm , where 
all (lain in War were conttantly buried, except they that fell at Marathi 
who for their greater honour were buried in the place of the fight. After 
they were buried, fome one Eminent for prudence and eloquence made a 
Funeral Oration in commendations of them, which at this time was moft ex¬ 
cellently performed by Pericles .• The fcope of his fpeech was to fhew they 
dderved immoral glory for (bedding their bloud in their Countreys behalf, 
and to excite the living to feek after fuch renown. With this Winter ended 
the firft year of the Pctoponnefian War, whole Hiftory for its influence into 
the whole is the more confiderable. 

p. In the Spring the Peloponnefans again under conduft of Arcbidanw* Tbucydjib.t, 
their former General invaded Attica , at which time fell alfo upon it, a admx 
moft fearfull plague, as it is deferibed by Thucydides^ who was fick of it, as 
feldom hapned ; during the rage of which they plundred and vvafted the 
^uca. the fc* Councrey all over. Pericles returning to his former Counfel, hindred the 
cond time in- Citizens who were very defirous to iffue out and fight,and provided an hundred 
vaded, when fhips,with which and fifty of the aflociates of Chius and Ltsbns , armed -with 
it was feized ^oco foot and 300 horfe, he departed to Pelopotwefus , the Coafts of which 
with a fearfull he fore WA Q ec j > anc j f orce d the Army to return h6me to defend it, which they 
plague. were witling to do alfo becaufe of the plague, after they had been in Attica ■ 
fourty dayes. After the return of Pericles , his Army was fent under the 
Command of Agnon and Cleopompus, againft Chalcis and Potidaa , at the 
later of which it was feized by the peftilence, and greatly djmiftied, and 
A^Hon with 1500. which remained of 4000, returned home. But the people 
being fore affli&ed by the plague and War together, were angry now againft 
Pericles , as him that moved them to take up Arms, who calling them together 
fharply reproved them; and they confefled what he faid to be true , and that 
he had advifed them upon good grounds, but being inraged at their private 
difeommodities, they finea him 80 Talents and banifhed him the Citie, Diodonu, 
and yet prefemly after, according to the inconftant nature of the multitude, 
recalled, and created him General with full power. 

10. In the fame Summer a Navy from Pelopontiefus of an hundred Gallies 
fell upon Z a^ynthus, anlfland addicted to the Athenians , which wafting, and 
being not able to do any more, they returned home. The Peloponnefians 
alio in the end of Summer fent Ambafladors to the Per fan King to defire aid, 
who were alfo commanded co go to Sitalccs King of Thrace , to defire a 
League of confederacy with him; but they were taken near the Hellefpone 
by fome Athenians , through the afliftance of Sadocm the Kings fon> and free 
of Athens , and being brought thither, in revenge for fome Athenians , Mer¬ 
chants, and others, fl.iin in Peloponnefw , they were put to death. In Winter 
twenty Gallieswere fent fr om Athens to Naupa^us to fecure the Straights 
lying betwixt Peloponnefus and ^/^tolia^ and other fix to Carta and Lycia, 
to gather money,under Command of Melefander , who in a fight was there 
.. ... fliin with part of his forces. Potidaa now alfo being in defpair of any fupply 

vered up to" from Peloponnefus , and fore affixed with famine (which raged fo far as 
the Athenians, they ate man’s flefla) yielded to the Athenians. Of the befieged fllch as 
were Males had liberty to depart with one Garment apiece , Females 
with two, and a little provifion.

Then was theredifpatched afwift Gilley, with order if poffible ro get 
before that which carried tne former Decrue, and command Paches to ahlbin 
from putting it in execution. Yet the former arrived at Muylene firft, 
having fet forth a whole day before ic j but whilft Paches was confidering of 
the (harpneffe of the Decree, and how to perform it, the latter arrived, ^and ' 
fo the lives of the multitude were fayed, being fo near to deftru&ion, as 
fcarce any thing nearer. But to punifh the revolt, above ioco of r hofe whom 
P aches had fent to Athens as authors of ir, the People commanded to be put 
to death, Mttylene was deprived of it’s walls and fliips, all Lesbus except the 
McthymnAanskfiA hard conditions impofed upon them. The fields were ta¬ 
ken from all the owners, of which the tenth part being dedicated to the 
gods, the remainder was diftributed to the Citizens of -Athens , the tillage 
thereof being left under a vaft rent to the Lesbians : and all fuch Towns as 
were now fubje& to the Mitylenaans , the Athenians reduced under their Do- . 
minions. The fame Summer they feized upon Minoiu, an Ifland lying be- ; 
forethefhoreof Me garbs, and the Port of A Tift, and fortifying ir, made' 
the Coafts more fafe and convenient to all intents.. In the mean time thofe 
that were left in Plataa were forced by meer famine to yield themfelves and 
City to the judgement of the Lacrdamoniansy who fent five men to heac 
their Orators, and the Thebans their Enemies. Thefe men adjudged them 
all to death, which accordingly was executed upon them to the number of 
200, with whom were flain 25 Athenians found in the Town, and the wo¬ 
men adjudged to flavery. The City for fome time was given to fome exiles 
to inhnic : then, fcarce a year being part, was by the Thebans utterly , de- 
ftroyed, an Inneonely being built out 0: theruines of the Temple of Jt<ncy 
and the Temple itfelf inlarged, all the grounds being feized on by the The - 
bans. This was the fortune of the Plat a.vis (who thought they might have 
had fome favour flaewed them for the merits of their Ancertors in the Median 
War) after they had continued 92 years in the fo^iery with Athens, and no 
more is to bee heard of them till Platan was rebuilt by Alexander the 
Great. 


A lamentable Ty . During thefe things, a moft tametarable fedicion hapned at Corcyra, 
31 P irc Citizens being for Popular Government, and the reft for that of 
' a few or the moft potent; the former trufting rothe aid of the Athenians, as 

conformable to their policy^ and the other to the Peloponne/ians. Twice 
within the City did they fight, and both the Athenians and Pe'oponne/ians 
fent their Fleets to the aftiftance of their Friends; but the A hmi ws hehig 
ftronger at Sea, and fending 60 Gillies more to the help of the former N-- 
vy, the Peloponnejian ■ withdrew themfelves, having onely lighrly skirmiflv. ; d 
with the Enemy in the fight of Corcyra, before the latter Fleet arrived. 

MT Then thofe for the Popular Government, ftrengthned by the aftiftance of rhe 
Athenians, cruelly raged .againft their adverfaries, no mercy being fhevvn 
to fuch as took ^aniluary, or hung upon the Altars, neither from Parents to 
their own Children, infomuch that the City was almoft fliaken ro pieces and 
made defolate, and a grievous Sedition indeed came afterwirds proverbially to 
be termed a Corcyraan. And it was not onely fatal to Corcyra, hut to all 
. Greece befides , being drawn into example by other States which afterwards 
broke out into factions.

The Athenians willingly took the opportunity to get fome 
footing in Sici/ie , to hinder thereby the exportation of Corn thence into Pc- 
loponneftu , and efpecially to make way for their power and dominion there.

\S~Y~sj (hips affixed with ten more from Rhegium in Italy? invaded the ^£olian 
Iflands near to Sicilie, and wafted fuch as refufed to yield. At the fame Seafon 
the Plague began again at Athens, which took away a great number of Soldiers, 
but much greater of the common people: Earthquakes alfo hapned in fe- 
veral places. And with this Winter the fifth year of the Peloponnefian War 

19. In the beginning of the next Summer, th & Peloponnefians came the 
The fixtri fixth time to the Ifthmus, with intent to invade Attica, under the conduit of 
Summer of Aw the Spartan King; but being affrighted with the frequent Earthquakes, 
the War. they returned. In the mean while the War in Stctly varioufly proceeded. 

Laches the Athenian Captain taking feme Towns. The Athenians 'fentout 
one Fleet toinfeft Peloponnefus , and another the Iftand Melm , which ltuD- 
bornly withftood their commands, both which did nothing of very great con¬ 
cernment. The Spartans planted the Colony of IIeraclca , in the platform 

of old Irachmia a City in Jhefalie, being for the convenience of ltshtua- 

tion upon the Sea, and the Haven, very fit for carrying on the War againltthe 
Athenians. Thefe received a great Ioffe from the ^Siolians, but in Winter 
thrice overthrew the Ambraciots , who were forfaken by their friends the relo- 
pomtefians , which made them now imbrace a Peace with their adverfanes the 
Acarnanians and Amphilochians{ who called in the Athenians againft them)and 
entred into a league and fociety for ten years with them.The war proceeding all 
this while in Sicily , a greater Fleet was fent under conduit of Eurymcdon 
and Sophocles , tooppnfe the Syracufians , towards the end of Winter, at which 
break. • the Hill trftna belched out great ftore of fire into the Territories of c*- 
out into after k had the laft time f0 done. Thus the fixe year of the 

Peloponnefian War ended. , 

40. In the beginning of the next, the Peloponnefians under the: command mcyd.HU 
of Agts the Son of Archidamus the Spartan King, again invaded Attica. The 
Athenians having furnifhed 40 fliips for Sicilie, gave order to theCapiains, in 
their way to have an eye to the Corcyraans , who were much infefted by their 
Attiu the own exiles, and were in fear of 60 Peloponnefian Gallies fent thither : and to 
fixth time in- Vemofihenes was given the command of fome fliips wherewith he ihould in- 
yaded. p e i 0 p q „„ e f Mt As all t he Chips failed by Laconia , Vemofihenes a man of 

a prompt and earned difpofition, advifed the other Captains to fomfie Pylus, 
which is a ragged Promontory joyned to the main by a little neck of Land. 

Before it lies a fmall barren Iftand of lefTe th?n two miles compafle, and 
within that a Creek which is a good harbour forlflups, the force of weather be¬ 
ing born off by the head-land and Ifle. The Promontory having anciently be¬ 
longed to the Mefenians , and now defolate, he prefled fore that they might 
feizeupon, and make their own, being very convenient for the wafting of 
Laconia • but the other Captains diffenced from him, hafting for Corcyra, 
when in the mean time fuch a tempeft arofe as forced them to take into the 
P,lu* fortified Harbour. Then did he again urge his former advice, and chough he nothing 
y Dcmflbc/ics more profited with the Captains, yet the Soldiers defirous to make tome 
Jie Mhrna-i. ^ and feeing the commodioufneffe of the Haven, fell upon fortify¬ 
ing the place, and with wonderful diligence and pains perfe&ed the wall in 
fix dayes. Then was Vemofihenes \& there to keep it with five flups, and trie 
reft direaed their courfe for Corcyra. 

at. The news of thefe doings at P;/w drew .the Peloponnefians mall halt 
thither out of Attica , fifteen dayes after their arrival, and they brought their 
whole Force both by Land and Sea to recover this piece of ground, which 
Draweth the t h ey well forefaw how bad a neighbour it might prove in time. In the lllana 
Pclopowefiais m med Sphatteria, they placed a number of men all Spartans , which were

Ihips (to which Vemofihenes had before-hand fent to acquaint them with his 
condition) and with them fome belonging to their Allies, which firft offered 
fight to the Peloponnefians in the open Sea; but that being refufed, fee upon 
them in the Haven, brake, and funk many of their Veffels, took fome, and 
forced the reft to run themfelves on ground , about which afterwards enfued 
a great contendon,whileft the Athenians would become matters of them, and 
the Spartans out of ftiame, and grief for their friends in the Iftand, laboured 
with more earneftneffe to get them off, which they effe&ed by fome, and the 
reft fell as prize to the Enemy, who now clofely befieged the 1 Spartans that 

were left in the Iftand. . Trt , , , „ 

a a. Pylus being now fecure, but the Spartans in the Iftand as good as loft, 
the Magiftrates were fent for from Lacedamon into the Camp (as the- cu¬ 
.m f tccda* ttotn was in great dangers) who perceiving that there was no other way to 
defire refcue their Citizens, than by compofition with the Enemies, took Truce 
a Truce, for a time with the Captains, till they might fend to Athens about a peace. 

The conditions of the Truce were, that the Peloponnefians fhould deliver up 
to the other all their fh>ps 9 as well fuch as were upon the Coaft o/Lacoma as 
thereto be refiored to them if the peace jhould not fucced , and that they 
Ihould attempt nothing upon the Fort , nor the Athenians againft their Camp, 
that a certain quantity of visuals fhou/d be daily carried into the Ifiand, but 
no (hips (hould pajfe into it fecretly j that the Truce fhou/d end at the return of 
the Ambafadors, and if in the mean time it fhould be broken in any one 
point , it fhould be efteemed utterly void in all. The Ambaffadors coming to 
And fend to Athens put the people in mind of that moderation all men ought to (hew in 
Aim about profperity,& with what credit they might pow, at their requeft,make a peace, 
a peace, But Cleon a man very vehement, and much in requeft, with-ftood it, fo that in 
Sf" dead of a peace on equal terms, and recompence for harm received, the A- 
£tol,c ‘ thenians demanded certain Cities, which had been by the Spartans long be¬ 
fore this War taken from them, and refufed to continue the Treaty, except 
the Spartans in the Ifle were delivered up to them as prifoners. The Ambaf¬ 
fadors returned without fucceffe, and the Truce being ended , both fides be¬ 
took themfelves to their Weapons again about P//'*. .... . . . • 

The Peloponnefians demanding their fixty imps which they had given 
up, and now at the end of the Truce were to be reftored to them in as good 
a condition, were put off, under pretence that they had broken the Truce. 
The Iftand was alfo afrefti befieged, and the Spartans valiantly (landing out, 

1 chinos went on but flowlv, fo that Cleon himfelf, who much vaunted what he 
coufd do, was by the people, who now began to relent of their not unbra¬ 
cing a peace, foxed, whether he would or not, to command a new fupnlv of 
men thither He, and Dimofihenes (whomhe chofe for his Collegue) firft 
The Spartans offered conditions to the Spartans, and then upon their refufel forced them, 
in the ifiand after the Ioffe of 128. to yield themfelves to mercy. The number of chofe 
spluff tm t h a t yielded were 292. (whereof 120 of the Nobility of Spat to) which were 

yield to mo to Athens, and being clofely imprifoned, it was refolved, that when 

fy< the Peloponnefians next invaded Attica, they ffiould all be ffam; and then 

was a Garrifon of Mefenians (the old Inhabitants, and birter Enemies to 
the Spa-tans) fent into Pylus. The Lacedamomans forely difeouraged by 
thefe Events,and fearing worfe things, fent to Athens again about the liberty 
of the prifoners, and delivery of Pylus, bur the Ambaffadors were often re¬ 
jected, and nothing done, the Athenians being ftill more puffed up by their 
good fucceffe. This Summer they overthrew the Corinthians in the Ifihmus 
T , e ... A Fleet being alfo fent for Sicily, alfifted the Corcyraam m their way againft 
ofc^trS their Exiles (who having got footing in the Mountains, annoyed them) and 
oh * by their help they now utterly fubdued them, and ufing them w ith unwonted 

cruelty, the fedirion here had an end. Anachorium a Town of Corinth , upon 
the Bay of Ambratta, they alfo took.

A partial E- 24. In the beginning of the eighth year hapned a partial Eclypfe of the 
clypfe of the Sun,which the Aftronomical Tables fhew to have falln out on the 21ft day of 
Sun 00 the March after the Julian account, before noon, half of the Diameter or a- 
ziftot March. ^ ove beingobfeured, the fourth year of the %% Olympiad now drawing to an 
end; ancl an Earth-quake hapned on the firft of the Moneth Mnmchion, 
which fome make to fall in with the fame day. The Athenians th\s year fell 
upon the Ifland Cythera , lying near to Laconia, and inhabited by a Spartan 
Colony, which they took, and putting therein a Garrifon for a time, thence 
made excurfions into Laconia, Afterwards they took thence a greit part of 
the Colony, and took, and burnt Thyrea , (landing upon the Confines of La¬ 
conia and Argolis •, given by the Spartans to the t/£g*netans ,whom now they 
took away, and plundring the ToWn fet it on fire. Carrying their pnfoners 
to Athens , the ^ginetans were condemned to death , and the Cythereans 
being difperfed throughout the Iflands, fuch as they left in (y/hera were 
An Univcr&l fubje&ed to a g^eat Tribute. But in Sicily, at this time, an Univerfal peace 
peace in sici - vvas made, and imbraced by all the Cities, through the earned perfwanon ot 
<y. Hcrmocrates a Syr act*ft an ; fo thatthe Athenian Forces were driven to 

quit the Ifland , for which at their return two of the Generals were unfitly 
banifhed, and the third underwent a great fine. 

^5. The Exiles of M'ttylene with others of Leshus^nd fome Mercenaries, 
feizmg upon Khttwm\r\Afa,tooV Antandrus ; but felling the former again 
to the Inhabitants, they were drawn out of the later to fight, by Ariftsde /, 
and Demodocus (or Symmachus ,as Diodorus calleth him) who overthrew 
them, and took the Town from them. Thefe two were Captains of the 
Fleet, which gathered Tribute from the Iflands; their Collegue Lamachus 
beino gone into Pontus againft the Heracleans , who being in League with 
the Perjian King denied Tribute. Jdis fliips, by the vehemency of water 
which ran down the River, were (Battered, and he loft the greateft part both 
of them, and his Forces; fo that he could not move chence, either by Sea, or 
Land ; whereupon the Heracleans thinking it a more honorable part to do 
: o 0 od than to take revenge, furnifhed him with provifions, and fent him away 
with a Convoy, deeming that the wafting of their grounds would be well 
recompeiifed if thfcy fliould make friends of their Enemies. With this Con¬ 
voy he pafled through the Countrey of the 7 hraciatis in Afia , and fo came to 

25. At this time the Inhabitants of Megara were much diftrefled, what 
by the feveral inrodes of the Athehiam 9 and their own Exiles whom they had 
caft our, and now preyed upon them from the Villages. Wearied with thefe 
continual difturbances, they thought of recalling the Exiles; but the Magi- 
Stirs about ftrates undemanding that, and prefently apprehending what danger might 
Megara. ar jf e t0 themfelves from thofe of whofe banifliment they had been the caUIe, 
confpired with Flippocrates and Dtmoflhenes, the two Athenian Captains, to 
betray the Town to them. The Gates were opened, and the Athenians had 
been Matters of the place, but that fome of the Confpirators changed cheir 
minds, and obftruaed the bufineffe, which the other feeing feized upon part 
of the long Walls, and catting up a croffe work againft the Town , fee them¬ 
felves with all their might to compaffe about the Nifaa, or Port, hoping, 
if they could get it, the more eafily toobtain die Town. And the Garrifon in 
it being prefently difeouraged by the flopping of victuals, which they were 
wont dayly to receive out of the Town, yielded; the Spartans to mercy,, and 
the reft upon condition of liberty toRanfom themfehes. Then the Athe¬ 
nians provided for fetting upon the Town : but were hindred by the coming 
of Brafidat the Spartan , who hovering about Corinth , upon notice how things 
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pafi'ed here, hatted, thinking to prevent the taking of N,fea, and after he Se c t 7 " 
had heard of its furrender, yet ufed all expedition, hoping to fave the Town 
and co recover it. But when he came the Megarians were divided in thevr 
affe&ions, vet borh parties feared to let him in, for that they thought it bett 
to referve themfelves for that party that fliould have the better, and Govern 
themfelves according to Occurrences, and therefore he was forced to depart 
at this time without having done one thing or other: * 

26. Not long after, the Boeotians came, and joyned themfelves to Brafi- 
das , and thereupon followed an Engagement with the Athenians , which 
ended with equal fucceffe to both Tides. That party of the Town which fa¬ 
voured the Exiles, being incouraged with the prefence of their friends, fent 
for Braftdas , and other Peloponnefian Officers into the Town, to confult with 
them, who confirming them in their refolucions then departed home: The 

The Exile* Athenians alfo following, fuch as Tided with them for fear betook themfelves 
readmitted to flight. Then were the Exiles recalled, having firft taken an Oath to for- . 
rage againft ge c all things paft,and not confult their own paflion , but the good of their 
£ contrary C ° u L nc !^’ buc bav . in S. 6 0C the P ower into their hands, and having the Guards 
to their Oath. the Citie at their difpofal, they caufed 100 of thofe they fufpeiled to be 
apprehended, and being condemned by a forced judgement of the people, 
they put them to death. Then taking all the Government to themfelves, it 
CQntinued in an Oligarchical way a long time. 

27. At the Time time, feveral amongft the Boeotians attempted tochanoe 
Several a- the frame of their Government, being muchdefirous of Democracy as it was 
mongft the eftablifhed at Athens ; and to this purpofe held correfpo;idence with them 
wuin at- there, plotting to betray feveral places into their hands; but the matter be- 
SKdc- ing difcovered Succeeded not, but onely to the Ioffe of the Athenians , who 
moerjey are W^te overthrown in battel. In the mean while the Lacedamonians being in- 
Appointed. vited by Perdiccas King of Macedonia, and fome of the Inhabitants of Chal¬ 
ets (who promifed them fome pay for their men) refolved to fend fome 
Forces into Macedonia and Thrace ? to divert the power, and cfefign of 

tufifanhc the Athenians, who now began to be ill thought of by many in thofe parts, 

Sf#j«fcnt and feared by reafon of their growing ftrength. They nude choice of Bra- 
StSlc' 0 ^ f ° r their.General, a min of approved valour, and remarkable integrity, 
totlie Me- Jhey did a rh5n S ac this time, which is noted with cruelty and in juftice. Be¬ 
rn. ing fomet hing down the wind in their Fortune, they fufpeded the power and 
number of their flives the llelotes , left in rhis their weakneffe they tbould ar- 
tempt fomething againft them, and took occafion at this expedition, byof-^ 
fering all fuch of them liberty as would ehearfully imbrace the fervice, to ob- 
ferve who amongft them were motta^ive , and when they expetfed to be 
manumifed, inftead thereof they made away (though how is not known) 
about 2000 of them, and fent 700 away with Bra(i'das ,togefther with 1 000 
Mercenaries hired out of Pe/oponntfus . 

28. Braftdas his arrival,by fair means reduced Acanthus and Stagi- 
rus (both Colonies of the Andrians ) from tb z Athenians, and then in Win¬ 
ter fet upon Amphipolis a famous Colony of theirs, fituafe upon the River 
Strymon, which almoft comparing it gave an occafion tothe later name of it, 
being before called Nme-raayes. In a dark night he feized on the bridge, and 
all but the Citie it felf, and ’tis thought had taken it alfo had he led his Sol¬ 
diers on, but fuch as had confpired with him to betray it being overmatched, 
and ftirring not, he onely wafted the grounds about it, and attempted nothing 
further for the prefent. The Inhabitants who nffe&ed the Athenians, being

Kr “ • from Amphpo/is , who with feven fliips hatted thither to prevent the delive¬ 
ry of it, or however to fave Eione. But Braftdas being aware hereof, to ob¬ 
tain Amphipolis before his coming offered them moft large conditions • that 
all fhould there remain,and live in the fame State as formerly,as well Atheni¬ 
ans as othersjor if they liked better to remove,it fliould be free for them fo to' 
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do, which they accepted of, hearing nothing from Thucydides , who vet 
came to Eione that very night, and fayed it , whereas Brafidas elfe had 
taken it the next morning. Yet he took three other Towns near to Amphipo - 
Its, and left them to be Garrifoned by Perdiccas. 

29. The Athenians were much moved for the Ioffe of Amphipolis , which 
had been of great ufc to them in affoarding them Wood for (hipping,as well 
as money, and befides this, how a free paffage feemed to be open to the La¬ 
cedemonians to invade their confederates * who thereupon might be induced 
to revolt by Brafidas % who being a very moderate, and juft man of himfelf, 
gave out,that his defign was to tet Greece at liberty. And even fo it fell out, 
for the Cities hearing what had hapned, and great commendations of Brafidas, 
fent to him to hafteti his march towards them , with promife to revolt, think¬ 
ing they might fafely enough do it,for that they falfly perfwaded themfelves, 
that the power of the Athenians was not fo great as they found it afterwards, 
when it was too late to repent them of their rafh and inconfiderate refolu- 


tion, into which they were hurried by an earneft delire of liberty. ThzAthe- 
nians having intelligence of this, ufed all diligence to fend Soldiers into all 
of them, as the fhortneffe of the time,and the Winter feafon would bear. 
Brafidas fent to Lacedaemon for a new fupply of men ± but little heed was 
given to his meffage , partly becaufe the great ones there envied his glory, 
and efpecially becaufe the people being well wearied now with the War , de-

vied by his Yet he having made provifion for the building of (hips upon the River Stry- 
own Countrcy won, went on with the War, drew all the Towns on tnc Mountain Athos, 
mcn - except two, to fubmit, and then by furprife taking Toronto a Town of Chalcis, 

and tributary to the Athenians, he ftormed the Caftle the third day after. 
The remainder of the Winter hefpent in fortifying the places taken already, 
and providing for taking of others which he defigned. And thus the 8th year 
of the War ended. 


30. In the beginning of Spring the. Lacedemonians for the reafons above 
mentioned were defirous to come to a compofition, and they hoped that now 
the Athenians, fomething difeouraged by wnat Brafidashzd done in Thrace , 
might not be averfe to it. And indeed they were inclining to a ceflation of 
Arms, that they might flop his proceedings till fuch time as they could re¬ 
cruit themfelves, intending to Govern themfelves in reference to the 
length of the Truce as their affairs fliould comport, andfo aTruce wascon- 
cluded for a year, the Articles of which imported thefe things efpecially. 
A Truce for a That what both fidcs poffefifed at this time they Jhould enjoy ; that free accejfe 
year. * and regrefife fhould be given to Ambajfadors and Heralds , and their Confe¬ 

derates , to treat about a peace : that Runagates /beuld not be received ; that 
all controverfies fhould be decided by Law, and not by force : and fomething 
was added concerning the ufc of the Sea ; In thisTruce the Confederates oH 
both ftdes being comprifed. During this Ceflation feveral Treaties were held 
about a League , but fomething hapned which difturbed forely the minds of 
the Athenians. For Stione a Town of the Peninfula of Pellene of its own ac¬ 


cord revolted to Brafidas, and was followed by Menda. Br aft das ignorant of 
the Truce, after the revolt of the former, laboured fore with the later, and 
Potidaa , to reduce thetnalfo ; but then news came to him of the Ceflation, 
and much contention there was about the places; for that the Athenians faid 
that Sctone revolted two dayes after the Truce was fworn to, and concluded. 
Being not able to recover them by words, they fent an Army to effect it by 
deeds, and Menda they recovered, whileft Brafidas was abfent,aflifting Per - 
diccas the King of Macedonia in his War with Archib&us, where fuch diffa- 


cisfa&ion patted betwixt the King and him, that thenceforth Perdiccas began 
to joyn himfelf to the Athenians. Who compaffed Scione about with a Wall, 
which having finifhed in the later end of Summer, a fufltcient Guard being 
left, the reft of the Army was brought home. The Winter following all was 
quiet betwixt the two States by vercue of the Truce ; but the Mantinaaus 
and Tetreatans fought a battel with equal fucceffe, both parties ere&ing 

their 
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their trophies. The Spring drawing on, Brafidas attempted by night to fur- Sect , 
prife Potidaa, but miffed of hispurpofe. And with this Winter the ninth 
year of the War ended, in which the Temple of Juno ac Argos was burnt 
The Temple through the negligence of Chryfis the Woman-Prieft, which flying for it, 
of/»»»at another was placed in her room, after flie had during this War continued 
Atih-ns burnt, eight years and and half therein. 

31. The Truce being expired on the day of the Pythian Games, the rimyd.lib < 
feventhof the mofieth / hargelton i Cleon having himfelf perfwaded the 
Athenians to undertake the Expedition, was fent into 'l brace with a Fleet 
of thirty (hips, abord of which were 1200 Foot, and 300 Horfe, befldes 
dm fent into Confederates. Hearing that Torone was but manned with a mean Garrifon, 
r ivacc, is he departed from the fiege of Scione, andfet upon it with fuch earneftnefl'e, 
qiickljr puffed both by Land and Sea, that in the fame day he took it, and though he attemp- 
^ ted Stagirus in vain, vet he effe&uallydid it upon Galopfus, a Colony of 

the Thafians , after which hpftaid at Eione expedling fome Auxiliaries out of 
Macedonia, and Thrace. Here he grew very fecure, being exceedingly puf¬ 
fed up with his late fucceffe, and that at Pylus, which he arrogantly imputed 
to his own wifdom ;but his men difdained to lye idle, and pretended to be 
wearie of his Government, as thinking him unfit to command. Herewith he 
moved from Eione in a-fecurepofture, thinking of nothing leffe than fighting, 
which was taken notice of by Brafidas, who having fewer men than he , and 
leffe experienced, thought it not wifdom to trie a battel with him, nor ac 
once to let him have a fight with all his Forces; but pouring them violently 
upon him by degrees, thereby to confound and overthrow his Army. He 
had a difeovery of Brafidas his intents, and began to retreat, but then he fell 
upon him out of Amphipolis in the manner aforefaid, and without much adoe 
put his men to the rout. Cleon hiliifelf flying was flain outright, and Brafi- 
Isflain toge- ^before this was mortally wounded and carried to Amphipolis , where he 
ihct with Bra- died, after he had heard hoW his men had got the Victory, being honoured 
ijufiHhisad* by the Touns-men, as an Heroie, by Sacrifice, anniverfarie Solemnities, and 
ki u). naming a Colony after him, which they did to ingratiate rhemfeves with 
Sparta , becaufe of the fear they flood in of the Athenians. Of the Athe¬ 
nians were flain 600 ; but of the Conquerours but feven ; fuch difadvantage 
Was there in the battel. 


32. Jn the beginning of Winter Ramp bias with others in commiflion with 
him , was fent from Lacedamon with new Forces, and came as far as Pieria an 
hill of Theffalie ; but there the Thejfatians oppofed his paflage, and news of 
Brafidas his death arriving, other caufesalfo moving him (whereof this was* 
not the Ieaft, that the Spartans before his coming from home were inclined to 
a peace,) he returned into Lacedaemon. And after the action at Amphipolis, 
and his return, came to be knoWn , both Tides for weighty and urgent rea- 
fons were much more enclined to it, Cleon and Brafidas being both flain, 
whereof the one Was a man of a turbulent fpirit, and the other a great fol- 
Boththe ^ier, w ^ 10 fought after glory in Military matters. The Athenians having 
Jiimass and received two great blows, at Deltum firft (when the change of the Govern- 
Lrclm-iisns ment was to be made in Timtia) and now at Amphipolis , had learnt not to 
Mie peace, cruft too much to the fmiles of their fortune : therefore they who before would

They 
who Were now not confuking how to become mailers of others, but how co 
fave themfelves,were well pleafed with his meflage, and though they had Am- 
bafl'adors now refidenc at Lacedaemon about the League with that State, yet 
did they fend away others to Athens, together with the Eleans and Manti- 
neans, to make one offenlive and defenfivc with them there. The Lacede¬ 
monians hereat were at a ftand, feeing well, that fuch a Combination tended 
to their hurt. To keep in with the Athenians the Ephori thought th lr more 
was done already than flood with their honour or profit; others held it the 
wifeft courfe, feeing they had clone fo much, not to flick at a little more, 
but rather by giving full fatisfa&ion, to retain the friendfhip of that State, 
which was more to be valued than all the reft of Greece. This refolution 
prevailing, fuch were fent away to Athens as had mod affe&ion to peace, 1 
who faid in the Senate , that they came with full Commiflion to conclude all, J 
excufed the League entred into with the Boeotians ,as having been done one-j 
lyto pleafure them in the regaining of Panattus , and allured them of the 
readineffe of their State to give all fatisfa&ion , being much grieved that 
things went otherwife than according to their pleafure. Alcibiades taking 
notice that they faid in.the Senate, that they came with full Commiflion to 
conclude, feared that thereby the people might be drawn ro a peace, Sc inter- 
Whohiadreth pofed by a notable ftratagem. He perfwaded the Ambafladors of h : s friend- 
thc peace by fhip towards their Citie, and advifed them to take heed that their abfolute 
a notable power to conclude might not be known to the Commonalty,left the multitude 
ftratagem. fhould thereupon grow peremptory, and yield to nothing, except they could 
draw them to unreasonable conditions. 

42. the Ambafladors believed him, and ordered their fpeech to the peo¬ 
ple according to his directions.

But Xenares the Ephorus, and his party, 
was fo ftrong, that none of thefe things could be procured; onelv the peace 
with / 4 /Aftfiwasagainfwornto,to gracifieAftcM/, who was fenfible how he 
flaould be blamed at his return , being accounted alfo the caufe of the League. 

Afrer his return the Athenians made a League with the Arrives, Eleans, and 
Mantineans for 100 years, at large deferined by Thucydides, bur tending to 
the mutual afliftance of each other. Hereby nothing in terms was done de¬ 
rogatory tothe League with Sparta , and the Corinthians, though the Allies of 
Argos, yet refufea to be comprised in it (as in the former betwixt the Ar¬ 
rives , Eleans, and Mantineans ) alleging that the former Convention was 
Sufficient, which did not oblige them joyntly to make War upon anyone, 
though to defend one another. This they faid , for that they feemed to 
find reafon to forfike thefe Confederates, and to apply their minds afreflt

The Lacedemonians being grievoufly Waged againft Agis % efpecially 
Severely feu-after the news came about Orcbomenus, beyond all precedent decreed his 
tcncctl. j 10ll f e fliould be demoliflied, and fined him 100000 Drachmes , which he de¬ 
precating, and promifing to redeem his credit by fome notable exploit, they 
yet made a new Law, that there fiiould be ten men- alfifiing to him , without 
vvhofe coiifent he fiiould not as much as lead the Army from the City. News 
prefently was brought that Tegea was befieged , whereupon he took the field, 
and came to a fee battel vvith the Argives and their confederates, wherein 
though his right wing was over-borne through the negligence of the Pb/anar - 

According to chi (who did not foon enough communicate the orders received from him) 
his promife he y ec p UC t0 fljghr the Enemy in the other , and then coining to the help of 
credit 111 " * US obtained the Vi£lory. This w.as that noble fight, as Thucydides extolleth 
it, betwixt the moft eminent and powerful Stares of Greece , than which there 
was none more eminent that hapned amongft the Grecians themfelves. Yet 
the number of the flain was not great. Of the Ar gives and their allies about 
1 100, of the Confederates of Sparta not many, and of the Lacedemonians 
themfelves 300 were reported to have fallen. The day after 9 the Epidamni- 
ans , vvhilrt Argos was naked, fell in upon their grounds, and killed many of 
thoie that came out of the City ngainft them. Whilft the Lacedemonians 
vverebufic in their Carnean Solemnities, the Eleans and Athenians aftifting 
the Mamineans 9 went and drew a line about Epidanms, upon which they left 
a fufficient Guard, and departed.

gjrchy™ Lacedemonians to continue for 50 years : It was agreed, that no entercourfe 
fiiould be held with the Athenians,™ cept they would draw out all the r Forces 
from Peloponnefm (The freedom of Epidaurus being efpecially looked at 
herein by the Spartans as much concerning them) and that no Treaty or Wat 
was to be encred upon wichont mutual confent. They then took care for fe- 
veral other things, and fent co Perdiccas King of Macedonia , to enter into 
a League with him, but de did not throughly aflent to it, though he bore re- 
fpe&to Argos, whence he accounted himfelf descended i but they renewed 
the League with them of Chalets, and obliged others unto them. The Ar - 
gives {exit alfo to the Athenians, to require them to draw off their Guards 
from Epidanrue : but they hereupon fent Demofthenes thirhertogecall the 
Fortification into their own hands, after which they furrendred it to the 
Towns-men, and renewed their ancient League with them. The Mantme- 
<tns at firft refufed to joyn vvith the Ar gives in the League with Athens , but 
after confidering that they could not fubfift without them, fubferibed , and

the Cbaltidtans and Amphipolis in Thrace . With thefe things the Winter en¬ 
ded, and together with it the fifteenth year of the War. 

40. The year following, Alcihiades with twenty (hips failing to A*got, 
took thence 300 men fufpeaed of Laconifm , who were carried into the 
Iflands fubjea to the Athenians , and there committed to cuftody. 

After this the Athenians with a ftrong force invaded the Illand Me- 

hit, the Inhabitants of which being a Colony of the Lacedemonians, denied 

them obedience. They firft fent Commiflioners to the Town to treat with the 
Mclians , where there was much canvaflin^ the cafe; but in condufion 
thev continuing in their refolution not to yield.

62 . For, Tiffaphemes and they were at fome difference about the form of 
the League, which they complained was not rightly drawn, for therein they 
were tied to give up to the Perfian the Iflands, Thejfalie , Locri, and Boeo- 
tia t which heretofore had been under the power of that Empire : which 
feemed unworthy for the Laced&mon'tans to do, who pretended themfelves 
the vindicators of the liberty of Greece , againft the incroachments of the 
Athenians ; Herewith Tijfaphernes was grievoufly netled, and departed in 
difeontent from Cnidus , where eleven Spartans had met him to require that 
the inftruments fhould be corrected. At this time alfo it hapned that Aid - 
blades was envied for his glory, and fufpe&ed by the Peloponnefians , and ha- 
Jfc flicthfrom ce d by Agie the Spartan King, for that he had corrupted his wife, infomuch 
,h crffcar W ^at order was reported to have been fenc to Aftyochns the General, to kill 
ptlt0 him, but he withdrew himfelf to Tijfaphernes. He laid open to him the full 
State of the 'Peloponnefians , perfwaded him todiminifh the pay that his Ma¬ 
tter allowed them, by changing a Drachme into three Oboli a day, part of 
which alfo he fhould ever keep unpaid, to keep the Seamen at his devotion.He 
further fuggefted crafty counfel to him : efpecially that they fhould not fuffer 
the Athenians to be fuppreffed by the Lacedemonians , but to keep thofe two 
He fuggefteth States ever in an even ballance, and let them weaken one another by their mu- 
c ° unfel tual enmities ; yet to favour a little more the Athenians , becaufe they would 
to ijjmtms, con t en t with part of the foveraignty of the Seas, and would go no further, 

Whereas the Spartans would not reft here, but contend for the foie Domi¬ 
nion, and to bring all the Grecians from under the Perfian yoak. Thefe 
things he preffed upon him as great myfteries of State for his Matter’s fervice, 
and as fuch he imbraced them j wherefore the promife he had made of joyn- 
ing the Phoenician Eleet with that gallant one of the Peloponnefians was not ’ 
performed , and the power of this weakened by the with-holding of the Sol- . 
diets pay. 

He defircth 63. Alcibiades had a great defire to return into his own Country, which 
to return to would not be ro any purpofe except it were preferved, and therefore he com- 
hisCountry, municaced thefe things to Tijfaphernes, He wrote to fome of the chief of 
the Athenians then lying at Samus concerning his defire, and told them 
wherein he was dealing with him ; and yet he fignified that he had no mind to 
return, as long as the Popular Government (under which he was banifhed) 
ftiould continue.. The Athenians that lay at Samut liked the matter well, 
and generally inclined to change the Government, for that they were made 
to believe that Tijfaphernes by the procurement of Alcibiades would be 
their friend, and they fhould have money from him for the payment of their 
Tkfum Army. But Phrynicus theGeneral (landing in fear of Alcibiades , by reafon 
flandeth in he had fpoken too freely againft him, oppofed it with all his might, and when 
fear of him, he could do nothing by words, very boldly acquainted Aftyochas rhe Laceda- 
snd laboured] monian General with the matter. He who now had not ’Alciliadts in his 
iodeftroy him,p 0werj was no w hi c eager for his deflruilion, and being withall corrupted by 
Tijfaphernes. ics betray his cruft, went and acquainted him and Alcibiades 
with what he had received. Hereupon Alcibiades Wrote to the Athenians io 
Samus , and acquainted them with the treachery of Phrynicus , required them 
to put him to death as a Traitor to his Couhtry ,who hereupon was exceeding* 
ly troubled, and boyled with anger againft AJlyothns; yet in fo defperate a cafe

7^* The report of it at Ac hens , as of an unexpe&ed thing, mightily incou- 
raged the people alfo , fothac notwithftanding the revolt of Euboea> andin- 
teftine Seditions, they had hopes ftill, if they profecuted the War with dili- 
, gence, to have the better. Four daies after the fight the Fleet removed from 
Seftus towards Cy^icus , where in their way they took eight Gallies that came 
from Byz,anti*m , and caking the Town, which then for want of walls could

Then 
prefencly adding nine fhips to the former, he conftrained the HaUcarnaJfeans 
to pay a great fum of money, and fortified Cos. 'J ijfapberncs, when he heard 
chac the Pe/oponnefsan Fleec was gone cowards the Hellcfront, hafted from 
Afpendt* into fonia^ where undemanding that the Inhabitants of Antandrtu . 
had received aGarrifon from the Peloponnefians of '.bydm, becaufe they had 
been ill dealt wichall by Afractts, whom he had made his Lieutenant in thofe 
parts, as alfo that the Peloponnefians had caft his Garrifon out of Mile**, and 
Cnidus (which they did to affront him, laying grievous matters to his charge) 
left they Ihould proceed any further, and grieving that Pbarnabaz,™ in a leffe 
time , and with leffe exp.mce, ftiould make more nfe of them againft the 
Athenians , he determined to follow them into the Hcllefront, to'expoftu- 
late with them about Antandrtu , and purge himfelf ns well as he could of 
thofe things laid to his charge about the Phoenician Fleet, and other nutters. 

And when he came to Ephefns he facrifized to Diana. Here the hiftory of 
Thucydides {a) endeth (with the Summer of the 21ft year of the War) (a) Diodorus 
which afterwards was continued by V heopompus for fevenceen years ; but by ad oiy m p, 9 i, 
Xenophon for 28. The work of the former is Ifft; and that of che latter extant, ann - 
but without a beginning, in the judgement of a learned man, who, hefides che 
proeme, will have the hiftory of two years to be wanting ; from the end of {b)u(fcuusin 
thatSummer at which Thacydides left, to the conclufioh of the Summer of Aonal.vet. 
the 23 year of the War. But Diodorus placing the laft things of Thucydides rc ft‘ ^ 6 . 
in the fecond year of the 92 Olympiad , in the very next relaceth thofe which 
are mentioned in the begining of the firft Book of Xenophon , fo chac if the 
whole was extant ir: his time, he either miffed thefe two years, and fo invert¬ 
ed the Chronology of all his hiftory fucceeding ; ar elfe onely the proeme 
of the firft Book of Xenophon is loft ( if there was any ) and the Hiftory 
entire. • : ..

Tifaphemes, after Vh 
this coming to the He lief pout, Alcibiades went to vific: him, whomhefecur- 
ed, and committed to clofecuftody, pretending he bad orders from hts Ma¬ 
tter to make War againft the Athenians- but rather for that he feared he 
fhouldbe accufed by the Peloponnefiantiothe King, and therefore thought 
bv this enterprife to redeem his credit. But after he had been fecu,red thirty 
dives,• he made his efcape co daymen a, where pretending to have been lent 
by TilfapherneSf he failed thence to the Athenian Army lying at Cardia. 
Sailing thence to the Hcllcfpom ot Cjut»s, he overthrewboth at 
Sea and Land, who died alfo in the fight, taking all the ftltfnmtfiM ftnps, 
after which he forced from the Town a great fum of money, and profecuted 
cheVifforv by fineing and fecuring other places,In the mean while lecters were 
intercepted, and fent to A,hem, which were to Spm*. written from 
crates Lieutenant to Mindarus, and found to contain thediftreffe of the Flee 
in thefe few words, according to the Lacedemonian cuttom: All u lojt j Mm- Q[ 
darns is ftlain , the Soldiers are fams(hed : we know not what to do. But v 
PbarnabLns laboured with all his might to encourage the Lacedemonian Ar- T 
my, telling them they had lott nothing but woodden ttups, their men bem® 13 
faved, and that new ones fhould be built at his Matters coft (who had wood 11 
enough on the Mount Ida) in which work, he was very diligent, and relieved 
the Chalcedonians then dittreffed. 

78. Thenews of the fuccefle with the letter of Hippocrates coming to 
Athens , filled the People with exceflive joy, who offered feenfice to their J 
gods, and kept holy day. They chofe then 1000 of the moft valiant Foot, 
and 100 Horfe for profecutingthe War, and fent thirty Gallies more to Al¬ 
cibiades , that he might with greater fuccefle fet upon the allies of Sparta now 
the Sea was in his power. The Lacedemonians when they underftood how 
things went, difpatchedaway Ambafladors (the chief of which was 
unto Athens') abouc a peace. They offered that both States might retain fuch 
places as they had already in their power, that the Gamfons might be difmifled 
on both Tides, and the prifoners redeemed man for man ; and much in a little 
was Laid by Endists, to (hew that the Athenians were more concerned to be 
l for peace, though he denied not* but that the War was hurful to Sparta. The 
moft moderate men amongftthe Athenians were willing to hear of an accom- 
'• modation : but fuch as made their own markets out of the publick lofle, and 
gained by the War, witbftood the proportion. Amongft thefe principal 
was Cleophon , the moft eminent of the Demagogs (or leaders of the People) 
at this time, though formerly a maker of Harps, whom many remembred to 
hive been bound with fetters, but be was furreptiuouny aro °"gft 

Citizens. He fpenking many things fit for his purpofe, efpecially made ufe 
n ' of the late fuccefle$ w!iich be fo improved, as if Fortune nowhad forgot to 
be inconftant. The People herewith puffed up, and conceiving great hopes 
that by the conduit of AlciHad', they fhouldje-obtam their anthem power, 
refufed toentertain the propofols madeby E«dm* ; o which 1 1 advice they 
were afterwards fenfible, when it was too late, falling fo low from this 
height of preemption, thattheycould never after recover themfelves. 

l g . Acer this, Agio the Spman jCing made excotfions from D«r/o., as far as , 
the walls of Athens, at which time it hapned thac Thru/ibului was in the Ci¬ 
ty about bufineffe, who leading out hs Athcmm Soldiers a ^ °thersthac 
were ptefent, offered him battel; at which he was troubled, and halted away, 
lofin» a fdw of his men in fome light Skirmifhes.

The ads of 80. The next year in which the 93 Olympiad was folemnized, wherein secvtT?. 
thrafybiitus Eubotas the Cyrenean got the prize in the courfe, Etsarchipptts being Ephnrus 
jhc Athenian. a t Sparta, and Euclemon Archon at Athens , 1 hrafybtslns having ^obtained 
the fliips decreed to him, with 5000 Sea-men, failed co Samus, whence after 
three daies he departed, and took Colophon , made excurfions into Lydia, 
where obtaining much booty, he alfo went againft Ephefus. Tijfaphernes 
coming in in good time, he was beaten back from the City with double lofle, 
whence he failed co the Hellefpont , and in his way at Lesbus put to flights 
Fleet of 25 Syracnfsan four whereoThe took with the men in them. 

Then departed he to Seftus to the other Athenian Forces , and thence remo¬ 
ved to Lampfacus with the whole Army in the beginning of Winter, which 
Town they fortified, and befieging Abydtu overthrew Pharn abacus, who 
came vyith a confiderable body of Horfe to relieve the Town ; which Viftory 
reconciled the Soldiers, who before this were at odds , becaufe thofe under 
Alcibiades being hitherto victorious, would not be joyned with the followers 
of Thrafjbulus who had been beaten. In the fame Winter the Athenians 
| made frequent depredations in the territories of the Perftan King. Then 

alfo the Helots which had fled from Malta to Coriphafium, were upon agree¬ 
ment difmifled by the Lacedemonians; and the Plantation of Heraclea , and 
Tracbinia , were by the Acheans the ancient Inhabitants, betrayed into the 
hands of theOff*d«/the common Enemy,and 700 of them flain,together with 
Labotas the Lacedemonian Governour.Thus tne 24th year of the War ended, 
wherein the CMedei having rebelled, were reduced to obedience by Darius 
Nothus y and the Temple of Pallas mPhocea was burnt with Thunder and 
Lightning. 

81. In the beginning of the next Spring Pantacles being Ephorus at Sparta f 
Mifdcs be- an< ^ Antigones Archon at Athens v the Athenians with their whole Army 
ftegeth Cbalce- and Fleet went into Proconneftu ; thence to Chalcedon and Byzantium, 
hi and fate down before Chalcedon. The Chalcedonians aware of their coming, 

fent all their booty to the Bythineans their neighbours, which being known 
to Alcibiades , he went with a fufficientforce, and by threats got it deliver¬ 
ed up to him, after which returning he compafled Chalcedon from Sea to Sea 
with a rampire, and to the River. Hippocrates the Lacedemonian, Gover¬ 
nor of the Town, troubled herear, fallted out, and fought with that Party that 
was undet 7 hrafyllm , for.a long time with ambiguous Fortune, till Atcibia - 
^coming in, Hippocrates was flain, and his men repulfed into the Town. 
PharnabazeW during the fight came to relieve him, but could not get to chem 
by reafon of the Athenian fortifications. He, whilft Alcibiades was abfenr, 
gathering Money from the Cities, made an agreement with the other Athe¬ 
nian Captrins ■> that he fhould pay them 20 talents, that the Chalcedonians 
fhould pay all their arrears, and afterwards as much as they were wont': in 
the mean time the Athenians fhould offer chem no violence, till the Atheni¬ 
an Ambafladors, which he took upon him to convey, fhould return from the 
King. Alcibiades at this time was a tSclymbria, which having taken, he re¬ 
turned to Byzantium with a body of Horfe and Foot newly raifed in Cherro- 
nefus and Thrace , where Pharnabazus expected him to have his oath to the 
agreement. He refufed to take his oath except Phamabnz,us did the like, 
who condefcendcd to him, and fo they both fwore not to hurt each other. 

Together with the Athenians , others went as Ambafladors to the King from 
the Lacedemonians ; as alfo Hermocrates and his brother Proxenus nowba- 
niftied from Syracuse. 

, 82. The Athenians then prefently befieged By^antiurh , which having no 
hopes to obtain by ftrong hand, they atempted by treachery, and had it deli¬ 
vered up to them, whilft Clearcbus the Governour, a Lacedemonian , was 
gone to Pharnabazus to follicitehim about money to pay the Soldiers, and 
to gather a Fleet together wherewith if poflible he might raife the fiege*

might not be able long to endure a Siege for want of rittuats. when th-v 
of the City heard the news ,they were affe^ed accordingly , bewailin- not 
onely the fortune of the flam, but their own alfo, expe&ing now that ifiould 
be done to themfelves! which heretofore they had done to the Melians a Co¬ 
lony of Sparta, and to the HifiUans^ Scionaant, Toronto, ^£Anetans 
and many other Greek Cities, not in way of revenge for any injury, but out 
of indulgence to their own Iuft; for that they rejoyced in other mens mife- 
nes. Yec as snef would give way to prudence, they cook care for forcifyina 
the City againft a Sjege, in which they could not look for any affiftance from 
dfewhe re, all their Confederates, except the Samian ^having forfaken them, 
and fuch as they had from their dwellings being again reflored to 

thofe places which they had filled with Colonies of their own. 

90. Lyfander paying taken away Democracy , brought in the power of a 
tew into all the Cities, Herein he dealt with much cruelty and ambition, 
(putting in fuch men onely as were his creatures, that he might obtain an unli- 
bf ™ ted power or Tyranny over all Greece ) and fending for Land forces from 
K Athens Sparta, he befieged Athens borh by Sea and Land. The Athenians conti- 

indLand nued fo re f olu ^ for ? Ion S ci . me ’ thac tiU many were already dead of famine, 

? c vvord wa ? heard of asking Peace. Then Ambaffiadors were fent to Aais 
the Spartan King about it, who referred them to Sparta, having as he faid no 
• commiffion to Entertain their overtures. Thither then they went, offering 
tb ey might gain tbefriendfhipof Laced&mon y to part with all places be- 
fidesthe City and Piratts % where they would retain the Fortifications; but 
they had for anfwer, that if they feriouflydefired peace, they muft repair 
home, and not return till they had better advifed of the matter. Hereat the 
Athenians were much abafhed, thinking now of nothing but fervitude; none 
daring to propofe the demolifliing of the walls; for the Lacedemonians ha¬ 
ving offered them Peace upon thefe terms, Arche(trains for advifinq rhem 
to embrace it,was1mprifoned , and it was decreed thac it fliould be unlawful 
to mention it for che time to come. Theramenes then procured co be fent to 
Lyfander to get out what his intention was, whether to enflave them, or to 
have the walls demoliflied, and thence he recurned nor till the fourth moneth, 
that m this time they might be conftrained to refolve of fomething. At his 

return, 
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Sect .4, return, he (aid he could gee no other anfwcr, but that they muft fend again to 
Sparta> and thereby he procured himfelf and others to be fent with full au¬ 
thority for concluding a Peace. 

91. The Ambafladors of the Confederates being aflembled at Sparta, 
many of them, efpecially the Corinthians and Thebans , urged that no com- 
pofition was to be made with them, but that Athens fhould be deftroyed ; 
but the Spartans would not give way to it, faying, it was not their intention 
to deftroy a City, which in the greateft dangers of Greece had done the great- 
eft things for it’s deliverance. They then without much delay made peace 
with them upon thefe terms : That the long walls and the fortifications of the 
Ptraus fhould be demohfhed 3 that they Should deliver up all their (hips except 
twelve , receive their exiles, follow the Lacedemonians bsth by Sea and Land 
Which yield An the War s> and have thejame Friends and Enemies with them Some at 
cth. the return of the Ambaffadors would have refufed thefe terms; but the far 

major part Tiding with Theramenes accepted of them. Tyfander then feized 
upon the (hips, and the walls, upon the fifteenth day of the moneth Mum- 
chion (on which they had formerly overthrown the Per fans at Sat amine) and 
wenr about to alter the Government, which the Peopleftrongly refitted, in- 
fomuch that he fent back to Sparta to complain of them , faying, they had 
broken the League, in that their walls were not demolifhed; and though no 
worfe thing was yet decreed againft them though prefled by fome, yet this 
The walls dc- rnajg them willing to receive any thing. Then fent he for all the Pipers out 
monfhed, and of the a co w £ om j oyning t h 0 fe in his own Camp , at the noife of their 
burnt a 1CS inftruments he caufed the walls to be demolifhed, and the Gallies to be burnt, 
the Confederates making great folemnity, as if that day gave beginning to 
the liberty of Greece. Herewich, the 17ft 1 year, and the War it felf"ended, 
which being carried on for fo long a time with moft various fortune , dubious 
and inconftant events 5 with infinite charges, all forts of contefts, and the 
mine of fo many Captains, as had not perked in all the VVars of Greece be- 
fides, was finifhed by the politick induftry of one man, whom fome thought 
thereupon they could not fufficiently admire, in the 780th year after the end 
of chat of Troy , in the fourth of the 93d Olympiad , the nineteenth of 
Darius Nothus ( who died prefently after the conclufion of the Peace ) 
A.M. 3600. 


SECT. IV. 

From the end of the Peloponnefian war to the beginning of the reign 
of Philip King of Macedonia, containing thefpaceof 44 years. 

1. TpHe year following .being; that wherein the orfhOly mpiad wascelebra- 
X ted, in the courfe of which. Ctoc'uw the Thejfalian got the prize, £«- x 
dicus was Ephorus at Sparta , and Pythadoruf.Archonzt Athens , whom yet 
the Athenians did not fo account,becaufe that the Oligarchy being brought in 
this year, they efteemed it as anarchical. As foon as the. loAg walls and the ■ 
Ptrans were demolifhed by the command of Lyfander , thirty men, were cho- 
fen to make Laws, by which the Commonwealth might be governed. Af¬ 
ter their, creation and inveftiture in the power,they deferred both to publifh 
or write the Laws; but confticuted the Senate and other Magiftrates at 
their pleafure. Then, firft, they laid hold of all fuch a&had;under the Dftw- 
cracy lived by informing, andfalfe accufing of others, which was not dif- 
pleafingto honeftmen. So thv tbofe being condemned by the Senate, 
they were put to death. But afterwards they began fefloufly to lay their 
heads together, how they might make themfelves Matters of all 1 . They fent

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Sf. c T.4. men feized upon the Piraus, againfl whom, though the Tyrants came out with 
V'V'NJ their whole power, yet he obtained the vidtory againft them, killing70, and 
what more, Critic the Arch Tyrant, with Hippomadm one of his Collegues, 
and Cbarmi&es one of the ten Captains which had been placed over the Pi- 
ram. When the (lain were delivered up to be buried, and thereupon both 
parties met, C,eocritus a Cryer belonging to the Priefts, and a man famous for 
his loud and audible voice, expostulated with thofe who fided with the Tyrants 
for expelling them their fellow Citizens, educated together, partakers hereto¬ 
fore of the fame things, facred and prophane, profperous and adverfe,and all 
for to fatisfie the lull of thofe Mongers, who had kindled fuch a flame as had 
already confumed more than the Peloponneftan War did in ten years. His 
fpeech produced fuch effe£t, that the 3000 fell at difference amongft them- 
felves; fuch as had been bulled in the deftru£Uon of other men, together 
with the Tyrants, vehemently contended that nothing was to be granted to 
them in the Pham \ but thofe that were confident in their own innocence, 
crying out, there was no reafon that they fhould obey the will and pleafure of 
the thirty, and fuffer the Citie to perifh, prevailed againft them. Then was 
the power of the thirty abrogated, and ten chofen into their room, one 
Their power out of very Tribe, after which they quitted the Citie,'and retired to E- 
is abrogated, leptfine. 

4. Notwithftanding the change of the Government, yet there was no 
They fend for accord betwixt them in the Piraus and thofe in the Town, but feveral afts of 
aid from spar- Hoftility they committed againft one another.

Piraiis, with another Army, under pretence of affifting him ; upon which account the 
Corinthians and Boeotians amongft the Confederates refufed to follow him, 
alleging they flaouM break their* Oaths by fighting againft them, who had 
done nothing prejudicial to the peace. This they did, concluding that the Lace¬ 
demonians would lay theTerritories of Athens to their own demains.E aufanias, 
after his arrival, fent to them in the Piraus to bid them depart, and they refu¬ 
ting it, for a colour to his defigns, he lead his Forces againft them. But return¬ 
ing without any thing performed, he went to view the Walls the next day, at 
which time they rallied out upon him, and ftill frefh fupplies coming in on 
both tides, wrought, and received contiderable damage. 

5. Yet for all this he underhand fent unto them about a compofure, and 
inffru&ed them what they fhould offer. They obeyed him, and he perfwaded 
alfo thofe in the Citie to end the controverfie, that both might become 

But van fa,lias friends to the Lacedemonians. The two Ephori prefenr with him (for two 

the sparta,1 ufed alwayes to accompany the Spartan Kings in their expeditions) inclined 
King enmla- to his opinion, rather than to the feverity of Ly fander, and fo accordingly 
ting Lyfander t h e y f ent Ambaffadors from both parties to Lacedamon about an agreement, 
taketh up the T ^ e Lacc ^ AmotiiAtiS a f ter audience prefently difpatched ten Commiflioners 
matter. w j t h them back to Athens 9 who, together with Pdufanias, might make an 
agreement. They prefently compofed all on thefe terms: That all fhould re¬ 
turn home to their own habitations, except the 30. and the 10. and 11 men

remove to Eleufine; Thefe things being done, Patifanion drew oft' the Spar¬ 
tan Army, and thofe that were in the Piraus went up with their Arms into 

Then by the perfvvation of 
Government Thrafybulm the popular Government was reftored, and all things ordered as 
reftored. in former times.

The year after, he undertook another expe¬ 
dition, the Athenians , and all the ocher Confederates, except the Corin¬ 
thians and Bahians, following him, wherein he forely aftii&ed all the Coun¬ 
trey, fparing the Citie Elis it felf, and though he retreated, yet the Garrifon 
he left behind him, continuing thefe depredations all the next Summer, and 
the Winter following, the next Summer the Eleans were contained . to re¬ 
ceive fuch conditions as their Enemies would give them. The Wall about 
Patra was demolifhed, Cyllene relinquifhed, five Towns delivered into 
the hands of the Spartans , and three to the Arcadians*, the management 
of the Affairs of the Temple belonging to Jupiter Qljmpins being onely left 
remaining to them. # ... 

8. Not long after thefe things Agit died, having falln fick in his return idcm.ilii 
from Velphos. He had born to him by his wife 7 imaa , a fon called Leuty- corn.^s^.. 
chides, but conceived at that time when Alc'Mades fojourned at Sparta , by Tktmb.ia 
whom there were great preemptions that he was begotten. He had not been 
with his wife of ten moneths before the Child was born ; Tima a her felf was xm^Uont

from him might reign at Lacedamon*, upon thefe grounds Apt owned not 
Leutychides for his fon, but told the Ephori he was none of his , divorcing 
A contention alfo his Mother; but when he lay fick, having no Children, and moved by his 
betwut Leu- p ra y ers and tears, he-owned him for his fon before many witnefles. After 
^jSawsfox -death a great contention infued about the fucceflion betwixt Lesstychsdes 
the spartan and Agefslatss brother to A git, a man lame of one foot, but of a moft noble 
Kingdom. and valiant difpofition. Ageftlasss was bred after the ordinary ftri& way, as 

♦ hot having expe&ed the Kingdom being a younger brother, and yet was in 

great favour vviththe people, and prefling the iUegitimation of hisadverfary 
had their ear; but one thing they much ftuck at, which was an old Prophccie 
much urged by Diophttes their Prophet, that h fhould go very bard with Spar- 
fa when it (hou/d have a lame King. Yet Lyfatider, who had taken a great 
car- affe&itm to tiim,anfwered,that by a lame King was not meant lame of a foot, 
riech it,by die which could be no'hinderance to virtue, but one of fpurions extraction; and 
means of Ly- herewith, and by his private intereft, procured the fentence to pafle for Age- 
fand.r. ftlaus. 

9. Agefslata had not been a year in his Office, before that being to facri- 
fize for his Countrey according to the cuftom , the entrails of the bead 
three times did not. permit it, which , being viewed by the Prophet, he fore¬ 
told that a grievous confpiracy was hatched againft him, and all Mnpittrates, 
both in Town andCountrey. Five dayes after this a notable confpiracy in¬ 
deed was difdofed to the Ephori by one of the Complices, the bead of wbich 
was Cinadon . They prefently referring it to the Senate, It was thought fit 
that he fhould be fent out of the Citie, under pretence of fome employment, 
and that fome fhould go after him to make him reveal his fellows, which ac-r 
cordingly was done, and an ignominious death Was executed upon them. 

After the execution Herodus of Syracuse came with news out of Phoenicia, 
that a Fleet of 500 Gallies was prepared by Tifaphcrnes , and the King, but 
upon what deftji was not known. The Lacedemonians moved at this, cal¬ 
led the Deputies of their Confederates to Sparta to confult about it. Novv 
Lyjander had a great mind to return into A fa, defirous to relieve thofehis 
friends, who being by him placed in the Government of the Cities, ten in a 
place, were for their violence and great mifdemeanours,either killed,or driven 
into banifliment. He therefore perfwaded Age film to undertake fo noble and 
pious an expedition, and wrote to his friends ir* to delire of the State 
chat he might be fent.

The year after, be,undertook another expe¬ 
dition, the Athenians , and all the other Confederates, except the Cot in* 
tbums and Boeotians, following him, wherein he forcly affli&ed all the Couri- 
trey, fparing the Citie Elis it felf, and chough he retreated, yet the Garrilbn 
he left behind him, continuing thefe depredations all the next Summer, and 
the Winter following, the nert Summer the Eleant were confined to re¬ 
ceive fuch conditions as their Enemies would give them.

8. Not long after thefe things Agu died, having falln fick in his return ldem.ibil 
from Vclphos . He had born to him by his wife Timaa , a fon called Lcaty- cotn.^^ 
chides , hue conceived at that time when Alc'ibiadesfojomvid at Sparta , by 'Plutarch, in 
whom there wdre great prefumptions that he was begotten. He had not been

be ^J xc Lcu ‘ prayers and tears, he owned him for his fon before many witneffes. Afteir 
^refilausCot death a great contention infued about the fucceflion betwixt hesttychides 
the spartan and Agefilaus brother to Agu, a man lame of onefoot, but of a moft noble 
Kingdom. and valiant difpoficion. Age flans wasbred afeer the ordinary ftruft way, as 

• hot having expe&ed the Kingdom being a younger brother, and yet vyas in 

great favour with the people, and prefling the illegitimation of hisadverfary 
Had their ear; blit oriething they much ftuckac, which was an old Prophccie 
much urged by Diophites their Prophet, that it (hould go very hard with Spar¬ 
ta when it (hould have a lame King. Yet Ly fonder , who had taken a great 
A'cftLus car- atfe&tti'h to him,anfwered,that by a lame King was not meant lame of a foot, 
ricth it,by tiic which could be no'hinderance to virtue, but one of fpurions extra&ion; and 
means ot Ly- herewith, and by his private intereft, procured the fentence to pafle for Age- 
fand.r, ftlaus. 

9. Agefilans had not been a year in his Office, before that being to facri- 
fize for his Countrey according to the cuftom , the entrails of the beaft 
three times did not. permit it, which being viewed by the Prophet, he fore¬ 
told that a grievous confpiracy was hatched againft htm, and all Magiftrates, 
both in Town and Couritrey. Five dayes after this a notable confpn acy in¬ 
deed was difclofed to the Ephori by one of the Complices, the head of which 
was Cinadon. They prefently referring it to the Senate, it was thought fit 
that he (hould be Tent out of the Citie, under pretente of iome employment, 
and that fome (hould go after him to make him reveal his fellows, which ac¬ 
cordingly was done, and an ignominious death was executed upon them. 

After the execution Jlerodus of Syracufe came with news out of Phoenicia, 
that a Fleet of 300 Gallies was prepared by Tiffaphtrncs, and the King, but 
upon what defign was not known. The Lacedxmonians moved at this, cal¬ 
led the Deputies of their Confederates to Sparta to confulc about it. Novv 
Ly fonder had a great mind to return into A fa, defirous to relieve thofe his 
friends, who being by him placed in the Government of the Cities, ten jn a 
place, were for their violence and great mifdemeanours,either killed,or driven 
into banifhment. He therefore perfwaded Age flam to undertakefo noble and 
pious an expedition, andwrote to his friends -in A fa,to defire of the Scare 
chat he might befenc.

12. The Lacedemonians not unwillingly unbraced this occafion of falling XM n , 
our. with the 7 hebans, to whom they bore' many grudges. They exadled the pta. *' 
tenth par: aligned to Apollo at Deeded , refufed to make Waragainft the 
Vir&.u, perfwa D dirig alfo the Cor/w/tf-w , as they judged, to do the fame ; 
thev lemembred alfo how they had forbidden sygeflaw to facrifize, carting 
the facrifice from off the Alcar, and would not follow him into A fid. They 
refolved now that they had no War in Greece, and that their affairs were in fo 
good a condition in Afia, to curb their infolence. Lyfancier was then dif- 
patched to Phocis, where he fhould gather the Forces of the Confederates ^ 
together, and ftay for Pau\anias the King, who was to bring the Forces of p 
Sparta and the reft of the affociates to Haliartus. He marching into Boson a p m {. A >' 
drew Orchomemts from the league of 1 hebei, and impatient of 'delay tarried 
nor. for Paufanias, who hovered about 7 eg** T but went with futh Forces as 
he had already to Haliarms , which he fummoned, but in vain, the Unbans 
which already were in the City hindring the furrender. Upon refufal he led bis 
men to the walls, and they of I hebeswpon notice hereof hailed out of their 
' City to help their friends, and falling upon Lyfander (whether aware of their 
coming or not is uncertain) flew him in the place, and routed his Foxes, of 
which were flam 1000 men, and of the 7 hebans 300. This was the end of 


Lyfander , which he partly brought upon himfelf by his eagerneffe to make 
this Expedition, being in hiAp age fallen into melancholy, which rendred 
His chamber, him more pevi lb than tifual. Tie left a great name behind him, but purcha- 
fed rather by his good fucceffe than Virtue. He would neither fpare for 
cruelty nor falfehood to compaffe his defigns, taking no eftimate of .anything 
by any balance but that of profit. He fcoffed at fuch as faid, that thofe who 
were defeended of Hercules (amongft which he was reckoned, though not 
of the royal families) ought to manage Wars without deceit, faying, that 
where the Lyon's skin would not ferve, \he Foxes was to be [owed to it. A de- 
fignof his was difeovered after his death, whereby he incended to have taken 
the "Regal power out of the two families, and have made them common ta 
all in general. To this purpofe a writing was found containing a fpeech he 
intended ro offer to the People ; which ‘Ageflam would have publifhed, that 
it might have been feen what kind of Commovvealths-man he was ; but was 
diffwaded by Lacratidas chief of the Ephori, who faid, th f it Lyfander was not 
to be digged up again, but rather that fpeech to be buried with him. Notwith- 
ftandingliis ambition, yet he died poor, which rendred him the more famous, 
fo that to do honour to his memory the Spartans impofed amulft upon cer¬ 
tain Citizens, who being contra&ed with his Daughters before his death, af¬ 
terwards when his poverty appeared, refufed to marry them. 

13. The Thebans having loft fo many men in the late fight, thought they 
had but final 1 caufe to triumph, counting their Ioffe equal with that of the 
Enemy. The day after,when they underftood that the Phocians and others had 
retreated, they to.ok more courag: ; but again, when they perceived Paufa- 
tiias to draw near, they efteemed themfelves in no fmall danger. Yet the 
day following the Athenians joyning themfelves to them, and Paufanias not 
moving forwards, they then had no fmall confidence in the goodneffe of their 
Fortune. Pan fan/as being doubtful what to do, called a council of the Con¬ 
federates to confulr, whether lie had beft by main force or by truce recover the 
body of Lyfander, who for that it lay near the Town walls, and it was very 
dangerous to fetch it off by ftrong hand, Concluded a truce was to be defired ; 
and the rather, for that the Corinthians refufed to joyn with them, and the 
Enemy had good ftore of Horfe which they wanted. The 7 hebans refufed to 
giveupthedeadbodi.es, except the Lacedemonians would ingage to depart 
out of Boeotia, and therefore to their great grief they were conftrained to do 
it, and in theirretreat the Thebans grown very infolent, killed fuch as ftaid 
behind never fo little in the Villages, The Expedition was unfortunate to 
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n- the Spartans m gener.il; but Specially to Panfanim, who at his return wts 
ie - accufed capitally for not meeting Lyfander in convenient time, acco di. u 0

14. The Lacedamonians awakened by their Ioffe, and 'now knowing for 
certain that money had been fenc out of A fa to the fever.il CHes which hid 
moved them to take arms, they thought themfelves in fome darner, and re- 
called Age flam to defend his Country. He having had fucceffe in the War 
fuicable to his Military skill and valour, was now gathering of a, eater Force’ 
wherewith he intended to march into the higher Countries aofmft t lr Kir° 
hunleli; but notwithftanding this, and that it troubled hiin*to leave” A (if 
yet he refolved to obey, acknowledging in his letter fo the Ephori , (hat then a 
General truly and juftly commands, when he is governed by the laws an > 
Migiftrates,Tipon which account he faid, he would follow the lette- if not 
prevent it (feeing they had fa him a day , and that he commanded not for 
himfelf but the City and Confederates) although he had iiibdued a °rc it mx 
of A fa, overthrown the Barbarians, and had made great preparations fW 
the War in Ionia. He left Euxenus the Ilarmjles of Afia with a -uar i 
of 4000 Soldiers, but making all provifion for his Country, drew owr m.i,iv 
out of the Cities to the Service. Having pafled the Hellespont into the Cher- 
ronefus, he held the fame way that Xerxes formerly had done , when in the 
meantime the Ephon and Arijhdemtv guardian to Agof polls theyounn Kin^ 
with an Army of 15000 overthrew that of the Leaguers , confiftino o c 
20000 f whereof 13000 bore heavy Armour) making great flalighter, thoi-°h 
they loft no more than eight of their number. Care was taken that Atrrfiif w 
fhould have notice ‘of this fucceffe (with the Confederates in Afia) who 
grieved onely that Greece fhould deftroy fo many of it’s own Worthies. As 
he paffed through Thrace^ he would not ask any of the Barbarians leave to 
go through their Countries ; but onely fent to know whether he fhould pafle 
as a Friend or an Enemy. All friendly received and conduced him, except *th~ 
Tralles, who having formerlyfold the paffnge to Xerxes , now alfo demanded 
of him 100 Talents, and as many women. He jeered at them , asking why 
they came not to receive what was demanded? and.going forwards made’ereac 
fiaughter of them. The King of Macedonia, when he asked the queftion of 
him, faid he would confider of it; fo let him, faid he; but in the mean time 
we will proceed in our journy, which boldneffe fo awed the Kin«», that lie fuf- 
fered him to pafle quietly. 0 

15. Having paffed through 7 heffalie notwithftanding all oppofition, bv 
order of the Ephori he invaded Boeotia , judging alwaies obedience beft,

though he could h.tvewifhed , and had intended firft to have been better pro¬ 
vided. As he invaded Boeotia the Sun was eclypfed (Aupufi 24 according 10 
. the Aftronomical Table) and he received thenews of the overthrow ofPL 
• Jknder upon theCoaftsof Afa by Pham abacus, and Cotton the Athenian, 
■who being for his skil in Sea-matters in great requeft with the ‘Tcrfian, im- 
_ proved hi* intereft for thereftitution of the Fortune of his Country. Upon 
1 this report he put on a good countenance, left he fhould difeourage his men, 
telling them Pifander the Admiral was (lain, but that his Fleet hid obtained 
the Vi&ory. Buc now in Boeotia , when he was come near to Coronea , the 
Leaguers oppofed themfelves againft him, being the Boeotians, Athenians, 
Ar gives, Corinthians, Eubceam, */£ manes , and both the Locrians, with 
whom waff fought fuch a battel as had not hapned in that Age. At the firft on- 
fet Age flam hid the better in one wing, but the 7 hebans in the other, and 
being in the purfute were forced to retire to-help their friends, where he 
charging upon the Front of the Thebans , and not on the Rear, as he nvghVhavc 
done, did great execution, and was wounded himfelf, notwithftanding the 
valour of his Guard, confifting of Fifty ftouc young-men, lately fenc him 
from Sparta to do him honour. Ac length he had the better of it, and dlf- 

miffed 
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ct . 4. milled un-hurt 80 of the Enemies, who had taken San&uary near hand , af- 
ter which he went to Delphos , and confecrated the tenth of his fpoils , 
which amounted to no lefle than ico Talents. In the meantime Gylrn the 
Polemarchm brake out into Locru, where the Soldiers beeing greedy of plun¬ 
der, were fallen upon by the Inhabitants, whom though they repelled at firll, 
yet night coming on they were fo intangled, that Gylm himfelf and very ma¬ 
ny others were (lain, and all of them had been loll, but that the Alarm being 
taken by the Camp, relief was thence fent to them. After this, the Soldiers 
were difmiffed to their feveral homes, and Ageftlam went by fhip to Sparta. 
Yet notvvichftanding the War continued, the Athenians, Boeotians, Argues, 
and their Confederates, making excursions from Corinth , which they had 
made the feat of Warre j and the Lacedemonians with their allies from 
S icy on. 

16. The Corinthians Cbnfidering that their grounds were wafted, and many 
of them (lain, bccaufe of their being fo near to the Enemy , but their Confe¬ 
derates free from thefemifehiefs, the moll and bell of them delired Peace, 
and began to confider of it amongll themfelves. This being underllood by 
the Argives, Boeotians, Athenians , and efpecially by fuch amongll them¬ 
felves as had received the Perfsan Gold, ana caufed tne War, they fearing 
Corinth would return again to the Lacedemonians., to preventtthis , they re- 
folved to malfacre all fuch as were for the Peace. This they performed on a 
Fcftival, when moll were got together, fparing none that took Sanctuary in 
religious places, fo that moll of the elder fort were killed, and the younger 
fled out of the City. Many of them, by the intreaty of their friends, and up¬ 
on the Oath of the Magillrates, that they fliould be fafe, returned home witn- 
in a fhorctime ; but feeing plainly the City was in the way to mine by the 
tyranny of thofe that governed, as chat for Corinth it was to be called Argos 3 
St ‘” acC£ '" the Laws of which City they mull be forced to receive ; moreover being 
fenlible that they had no more power at home than meer ftrangers, fome of 
them refolved it was better, by attempting the freedom of their Countrey, to 
die in the quarrel, if it fliould fall out, than to live in that flavifh condition. 
In profecution hereof they let in Praxitas Governour of Sicyon for the Lace- 
devonians' within the long walls, who having no great force with him, for¬ 
tified himfelf as well as he mighc, which being underllood at Argos , rhey 
flocked out rhence to alTiff their friends, and the Lacedemonians oppofing 
themfelves they came to a fight, wherein after much difficultie and various 
Fortune , the Lacedemonians were conquerours, making great flaughter of 
their Enemies, This Viilory was the more eminent, for that fo fmall a 
number had vanquiflied fuch multitudes, after which, they put to the 
Sword a Garrifon of Boeotians, which held the Haven called Locheus. 

17. purfuing his Vi&ory, brake down part of the walls to make 

a palfage for his men, and then going on in the way towards Megara, took 
two Towns, wherein he left a Garrifon and departed, after which followed 
onelyfome tight bickerings, till at length the Lacedemonians iffuing out of 
Lochem , with their friends befieged Corinth, at which time the Athenians 
fearing they might palfe the long walls and invade their territories, came out 
of the Cjty with Mafons and Workmen, and repaired that part whitfh was to¬ 
wards them. The Lacedemonians grudging that the Argtves fliould flourifli 
at home, and profper abroad, fent Agefilaus with an Army againll them, 
who laying walk all their Territories, brake through to Cortnih , and cook 
AgrflMs fenc die walls which the Athenians had repaired, his Brother Teleutia* Admiral, 
againft the taking the fhips and Arcenals upon the Gulf. Returning home, he was not 
Ary u:s. long a f cer f ent out again, who when he came to Corinth , thought to have ftir- 
prifed it, but the Citizens aware of it, called in a Garrifon of the Atheni¬ 
ans , under the command of Iphicrates, and thereby prevented him. At this 
time Ambafladors came to him from feveral parts, and amongll the reft from 
Btvotia , to know what terms of Peace he would propound j but he carried 
himfelf fo high, that he would take no notice of them ; though Pharax in¬ 
terceded out of an inveterate grudge he bare towards the Thebans. But 
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reS d mad^ihe hld ^'tapned, and minding to’requite Li° for' irif difi 
reflet, mad. then no mention of peace, but def.red leave to go to cl

cipicous places, by Darts and Arrows; but coming to hand-ftroaks, they were 
piefently pur to flighr, and 3 00 of them (lain. Then cohfumed he all rhinos 
With lire and fvvord , and attempted fome Towns by the perfwafion of the 
sicueans - bur in vain. Now Autumn growing on , he could not be ftaid 
by their intreacies to prevent the Acarnanians from fowing their Corn, 
telling them they were not well advifed in their requeft , for his intenti¬ 
on being to return the next year, how much more Corn they fliould have 
upop die ground , by fo much woulcl they be the more defirous of 
peace.. 

ip. And according to his promife,the Winter being over, he returned, at 
the report whereof the Athenians feared in a mid-land Councrey, and there¬ 
upon more obnoxious to damage in their Corn, and in great danger of lofin* 
thetr Towns, made an agreement with the Acheans, and entred into a fo- 
ciety of War With the Spartans. This War being over, the Lacedemonians 
pot thinking.lt fafe to contend with the Athenians and Boeotians , whileftthe 
Argtves were at their back, they refolved to fend their Forces againft them. 
e I he conduct of them falling ro AgeCtpolis, the other King, he would not un- 
derpike it, till he had confulced both the Oracle of Jnpiter 0 /ympiw,At\d that 
ol A polio at Detphor, concerning the lawfulneffe of the War, becaufe the 
a Truce, but being fitisfied therein, he invaded, and wafted 
their Territories; yet ere Jong terrified with divers prodigies, he retreated 
without any confiderable thing done. In the mean time Pharnabazus and 
Conon, having overthrown the Lacedemonians in a Sea-fight at Cnidus, freed 
the Greeh Cities from the Lacedemonian Governours, which Cotton fuogefted 
tq the other as the onely way to make them his own,and not to attempt 3 to de¬ 
prive them of liberty, which would force them to combine againft him, and 11

cylltdas having fecured them,he toft his labour,and gave order to Conon to pro-

Amalcidas to him , to. lay open tnefe things, and to try what 
the propofals could be.dbne with him about a peace, who according to hisinftryCtions, to 
counfa-wolk b aui ic the moreeafily, fully left to his difpofal the Greeks Cities in Afa, 
them. provided thofe ivithouc were but left to their own freedom. Teribazus liked 
. ’ well of this, but the akthtniani, Boeotians,Qorinthi ms, and Tlrgives, having 

alfo difpiarched ayyay their Ambaffadors upon repprt of his employment ,' r<±- 
. fufed to affent upon their own private ipterefts. The Atkeniens feared,if the 
Iflands fliould be left to their own liberty > left they fhould lofe ptmnus, Im¬ 
brue, and Sciras. The Thebans, left they fliould be compelled fo fetat jinejj- . 
ty the Cities of Bceotia, andihe Argives concluded, that then they rhuft lay 
afide all thoughts of Corinth , which they had conceived great hopes to make 
their own. • Their diffeudon hiridred Teribaxan from concluding a peace 
vyith the Lacedemonians without the Kings fpecial Warrant, but underhand 
he fupplied them with money to maintain their power at Sea,. and commit¬ 
ting town to cyftotfy,went to the King to know n,is pleafure, 

a 1. The King upon his giving account how affairs flood. Cent Strtithai to 
take care of the maritime affairs, who being Fenfible what damage Agefslaus 
had done his matter,was .inclinable cowards the Athenians , which being under- 
ftood at Laced am w ,thty fent fhymbro into A ftaio keep himin adion, 
who at firft. forely .ifflided thp,.places fubie&to his cpmmapd, but at length 
was Cain, and his Forces defeated, . .At tnistiijie certain Bhodtant being ,oa- 
iiilhed by the people who had'the-power in their ovyn.hands, came to Sparta, 
and complained that the Athenians^ brought the Ifland under their phower 
N by that kitid.of Government.' The Spartans. underftood theit. jntereft in fo 

powerfull an Ifland, and fent Ecdicus with eight Gallies to reVive, ifpoflible, 
the Oligarchy which was agreeable to their own model; and in this Fleet 
they ordered him to convey Dip hr i das into Aft a ^ who was tp gather up the 
Rcliques of Thymbro's Army , and renew.tbe.Waragainft Struthas. He 
ordered his affair? very well* being a man fitter for the purpofe thap Thym- 
bro was. But Ecdicus fearfull of the power of. the people did'nothing at 
Rhodes, into his room Teleutias wfS difpatched, and witha, Hlept pf a7 Gal- 
Thraftbntu* I *? 8 did that for which he was fenr. The Atfenians .hearing pf thefe'rnbtipns 
fent again ft fent out 7 hrafybulus againft the Spartans, who defpairing.of Rhodes went in- 
the uccdemo■ po the Hdlejpont, where in Thrace be reconciled two Princes ^ Odryfet and 
h:.w. Sristhes, and fnade them friends? of the Athtnian. State. Jpep^rcingjhence, 
he recovered feveral Cities, and amongft the; raft By^an^um Chalets, 
whence going tp the Ifland Let bus (all the Towns whereof eifeepe Mitylene 
were joined to the..Lacedemonians ')he had goodfucceffe, tajkingfeveral pla- 
ces, and wafting the Territptfe of tbf P,ther. . 

22. From Lesfuy he, fa.yled vi^orioufly pnto Rhodes , where he obtained 
is flain. money from cjiQ^Inhabicants.pf ^ Afpendsts ; buc.^is mefi Vtor the receit there- 
#of dealing injuriou.fly vyitH theni , they iffued.put in greap.angef, and killed 
hinj in his Tent. This is he,\vhbif firtue bq to be valued without fortune,one 
doubts whether he be not tojbe preferred before all other?,, feeing that for 
falchfulr.effe, cqnftancy, greitniife of .mind, arid love towards his Countrey, 
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no man is to be preferred before him j and whereas it hapned rarely to any s F rr , 

' ’ “ft? his Countrey, from the flavery of one man, he did it from the Tyranny 

of thirty. But whereas no man excelled him in worth, many overcopped him 
an nobility, and hereupon ic fell ou-, that though in the ?elo\ 0 Ytneftan War he 
doing many things of oimfelf, AIcibiades did nothing without him, yet the 
eminencyof chat mmeafily fwallowed the glory and profit of all atchieve- 
- T ,he Lacedemonians having notice of what he had done, and fearfull 

of wbac tne friendlhip of Pbarnabazu, to the Athenian might produce, 
though they had nothing to fay againft Dercyllidas , yet fent Anaxibius ouc 
to reftore their fortune, who had prevailed with the Ephori for this employ¬ 
ment, andpromifed great matters if he Were but aflifted with money and 
ihipping. They gave him three Gallies, and pay for 1000 men. He co¬ 
ming to Abydus skirmiflied with Pharnabams, and then getting three fliips 
more , infefted the Athenians. But the Athenians being follickous for 
keeping what Thrafybstlus had recovered, though they had nominated Ar- 
gyriun6 his place, yet now fent /phicratesmth eight Gallies and nco men, 

, who was lately returned from the Corinthian War. He fetting upon A»axi- 

bins whileft hi carelefly went abroid, flew him as he was going to Abydus, 
and with him twelve more Governors of Towns, and thence betook himfelf 
mto the Chtrroneftts . 

23. At this time tAl%ina was withdrawn by Eteonicns from the A the- xenopb. Hb.$. 
nians, who thereupon befieged it, but to no effedl. At Sea both lides as it viod 
were played the Pyracs with each other for fome time : But Telenttas being 
made General of the Lacedemonian Fleet, fell in upon the Haven at A them , 
where he took fome Veffels laden, with the men, and putting the Citizens 
into a great fright, in his return preyed upon the Coatts, whence he took ma¬ 
ny Filher-boats with other booty, the places being not aware of any fuch 
things. In the meanwhile Anta/adat the Spartan recurned with Tenbaxjus 
from the Per fan King, having concluded a League offenftve and defenfive 
with huh, in cafe the Athenians and others would not confent to their pro- 
pofals for a genera! peace. He coming to Sea took eight Athenian Gallies 
which came from Thrace , under the Command of one Thrafybttlns , and ma¬ 
king up the Fleet to the number of 80 fayl, with 20 Syracttfian Gallies, and 
others which he procured of 7 eribawt, obtained the Soveraignty of the Seas. 

The Athenians were ftartled hereat, fearing the iffue of this War might he the 
. fame with that of the Peloponnefian , efpecially the Per fan being now Con¬ 
federate with the Lacedemonians , and the Inhabitants of v£riha- infeftin® 
their Borders; upon all which account's they were very defirous of peace! 
defoSicc The L * c *demonians alfo being much ftraigbtned in maintaining Girrifons in * 

■ ’ ,f° man y places,boch affeaed to them,8c weary of them,began to have enough 

of War, having moreover much trouble about Corinth. The Arrives not 
’ignorant that War was decreed againft them, and that their old. ilaifcs and 
* pretences would ftand them in no ftead, were alfo ready to imbrace peace. 

They all then fent their Agents to Tcribaw to know wnac was propofed by 
Artaxerxes Mntmon. 

V24. Teribaxau fhewing them the Kings Seals, read the Contents of the 
writing, which imported, that he thought it juft that the Cities in Afia , the 
P fiends Glazoraenae**^ Cyprus, fhould be under hit Jurifdiltion : and all the 
reft, Jtttle end greet, fhould be left to their ownfreedom, except Lemnus , Im- 
Seims,which having ieen time our of mind fubjett to the Athe¬ 
nians , bethought it fitting they fhould fo continue. And fuch as would not 
Mdntit, of tbefr conditions, be with the reft of the Confederates ivon/d profecute 
with War, both at Sea end Land, to the utmsft ability. The Agents return¬ 
ing home, all the States imbraced the conditions, except the Thebans, who 
were unwilling to fee at liberty the Cities of Boeotia • but Agefslaus making 
preparations fo invade them, they were fo far awed thereby as to receive 
chenri. He conftrained alfo the Argives to leave Corinth, from which the 
5* of ^ thor * tilc lat€ maflacre then flyingj the Exiles returned home. Thefe 
trungs being done, and the League fworn to by all parties, this firft peace was 
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nude betwixt the Lacedemonians and Athenians with their followers,-after 
the ending of the Peloponnefian'SJVM, and calling down of their Walls, being 9/-P 8 * a »a. 
called the peace of Antalcidas • for fo it was termed,from the procurer, being '• c *3 tf 7. 
indeed the (hamefufl betraying of thofe Cities into the hands 6i Artaxcrxes t lg . ' w 
for which Agcfilaus had profecuted the War in Afia. 

25. The Lacedemonians were they who had the benefit thereof, being the 
Prote&ors and Patrons of it, and grew fohigh uponthe fuccefle , that now 
they refolved to chaftize fuchof tne Affociates as had in the late War. born 
greater affection to their adverfaries than themfelves. Firit they fell upon 
the Mantineans as guilty of this Crime, whom by their King Agefipolis 
(for Agefilaus, becaufe of the friendfliip that paffed betwixt his father ana 
them, defired to be excufed^ thev forced firft to break down their Walls by 


them, defired to be excufed) they forced firft to break down their Walls by 
turning the River upon them, which ran through the Citie,and then to di¬ 
vide themfelves into Villages. After this they forced the Phliafians to re* 
ceive their Exiles, and made War upon the Olynthtans mThrace, at the re- 
queftof the Acamhians and Apollonians, who accufed them of clandeftine 
pra&ices with the Athenians and Thebans . By thefe courfes they hoped that 
all the fmall Towns in Greece, upon occafion, would willingly follow them 
in their Wars as Authors of their liberty; and the great .Cities, having loft 
their Dependents, would be unable to make oppofition. And in particular 
they had conceived an emulation againft Olynthtss , now grown fo mighty, 
that not onely Hie commanded her neighbour Towns,but was become terrible 
The pra&Icc* z .° pl 1ces f ar remote,and to Sparta her felf. The Olynthtans had taken a great 
of the Olya- part of Macedonia , together with Pella the Metropolis of that Kingdom , and 
tbians, now imitating the old pretence of the Lacedemonians to fee at liberty the 

places over which Amyntas did Tyrannife, had almoft driven him out of his 
Dominions, and taken all to themfelves. They of Acanthus and Apollonia 
further adding, that either they muft War upon Olynthus,or become fubjedl 
to it, and fight fhortly in its defence , Eudamidas was fent before with 2000 
men. He arriving in 7 hr ace, fortified the Cities, and recovered Potidaa, 
which had affociated ic felf to the Olynthtans , and managed his affairs with 
fucceffe anfwerable to fuch force. In the mean time his brother Phcebidas, 
according as he had requefted of the Ephori, was employed in raifing the main 
body of the Army,and having compleated the leavy marched away for Thrace 
to joyn with him. 

2 6. At this time the Thebans were much divided amongft thertifelves, be- xemphjtfu- 
ing headed by two Po/emarchi , Ifmenias, and Leonti das. When Phcebidas pra^lutMb.k 
was come on his journey as far as Thebes , Ifmenias out of his hatred to the Agcfi no, 

• Lacedemonians would not fee him,buthisCollegue betrayed Cadmea the 

Citadel of Thebes into his hands,feized on I[memos , and got the command 
of the whole Citie, whereat thofe of the contrary fa&ion to the number % of 
Ci;lmca lhe 400 fled to Athens . Then another being chofenintothe place of Ifmenias, 

Citadel of Leontidas went to Sparta, where he found.the Ephd'i and people much dif- 
Tbcks be- pleafed with what Pboebidas had done , being both againft the League , and 
trayed. without any Commiflion from them ; and fuch as were Enemies to Age flans, 
efpecially aggravated the matter, labouring to draw him into fufpition abouc 
it. He otherwife as great both a commenderand pra&ifer of Juftice as any, 
yet rook upon him to defend the faa, faying, that Phcebidas was worthy to be 
punifhed if he had done any thing that was hurtfull to the Commonwealth; 

Thefnft is but if it was profitable, then according to the ancient cuftom he was not 
unjuftly cx- hound, in fuch cafes where hafte is required, to ftay for a Warrant. Follow- 
cufcdby Age- ing herein his ambition, dr giving way. to bis paffion (which moftfhewed it 
films, felf againft the Thebans') he not onely indemnified Phcebidas, but perfWaded 

the Citie to own what he had done, to keep theCaftlej and prefer Ar- 
chias and Leontidas, who had betrayed it, to the chief command of Thebes. 

The reft of the Grecians were fore aggrieved at what was done ; but the 
Confederates durft not contradift it, and each Citie joyned one Commimo- 
ner to three fent from Sparta ,who all together fhould take Cognisance of,and 
judge the caufe of Tfmeniat . He was accufed before them of having favoured 
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the Barbarians , and held intelligence with the Per fan 5 that he had received 
ifeicms put p ar c of the money fent from him to corrupt the Grecians , and together with 
to death. ✓ Andocidcs , had been the great incendiary who kindled and fomented their in 
tefttne broils. He anfwered feverally and apart to all; but being believed 
to have attempted great and pernicious things, was condemned and put cd 
death. Then was the power eftabliftied in Leomides and his Compli¬ 
ces , who did more in favour of the Lacedemonians than was defired of 
them. 

27. Things thus profpering, the Lacedemonians more cheerfully purfued 
the War againft Olymhtss. They fent General thither Ttletstlas , who with 

Ttkmiss fent the help of Amyntas the Macedonian , and Derdas Prince of Ehmea, over- 
Sr? reW ^Olymhians under their walls, and wafting their grounds, for chat 
oh,him. Summer was ended, withdrew to their Winter quarters. But the next year 
when he returned, the Olynthtans rallied out againft him, whom to repel, he 
fending a party which drave them back beyond a River which ran by the 
Town, and followed them over * they then thinking they had his men at an 
advantage, turned back upon them, and fleft to the number of ico. He 
being in a great chafe herear, went in to the refeue with all his Forces, and 
following them within bow-fhoc from the walls, his men were fore galled by 
thofe chat flood on the Turrets, and forced to give back, and then being hot- 
ly charged he loft his life, with many others, fo that the reft dearly put to the 
rout, and (Liftingfor themfelves coSeveral places, the ftrengrh of this Army 
was broken, which defeat Xenophon chargeth upon the paflion of Tdemias, 
fhewing how dangerous it is in the Leader of an Army. The Lacedemom- 
, ** s having notice of what had hapned,. difpatched away Age [polls their Kin° 

ier him, di- ^ a11 convenient fpeed into Thrace , who upon better advantages inva- 
cihofa Fea- ding the Olynthtans , took 7 orone one of their confederate Towns, and har- 
»cr. razed the Country, but at Midfummer by extremity of heat got a Fever, of 
which he died the feventh day, being much lamented by Agefilaus his Col¬ 
league, for their, long familiarity, though emulated by him. Being put -into 
Honey and brought hon^e, there he was interred with Royal rites, and Poly- 
hades was fent to command the Army, who befieging the Olynthtans, at 
^ taken ,e ^ ch forced them by famine to yield on chefe terms : To have the fame 
by Ol)biadts. Friends and Enemies with the Lacedemonians, and to follow them as ajfociates 
whitherfoever they (hould lead them in their Wars . 

28. In the mean time the Phliafians grown confident upon the abfence of 
Ageftpolis , began to att very infolently and unjuftly againft the Exiles which 
of late they .were made to re-admit. The Exiles complained of them ac 
Lacedemon, and they thereupon in their-abfence put a mul£t upon them* 
which undemanding, they ftiil continued and praied juftice from that State. 
At length the Ephori refolved upon War, and Agefilaus was fent againft 
the Phliafians , who thereupon offering largely to do all things fitting, he re- 

l fufedthem, faying, he muft have deeds and not words, to which now with¬ 
out further confirmation he could give no credit. They asking what he would 
demand, he required their Gaftle to be delivered up to him, which being 
Utterly refufed, he befieged the City; They held out longer than he expec¬ 
ted) becaufe the Magiftrate Suffered them not to eat above half of the ordi¬ 
nary proportion, and by means of one Delphion , who with 30© afliftants, 
imprisoned fuch as fpake of a furfender. But at length confumed with famine, 
they defired a Truce, to fend Commiflioners to Sparta to treat of Peace. 
The Thliafi - Agefilaus ftomached that they fhould paffe him by , and therefore fending his 
wfubduedby friends to the City, he obtained that the matter fliould be referred back to 
m ' him. He ordered that yo (fiould be chofen of the Exiles, and as many others, 
who fhould determine which Citizens fliould be fuffered to live, and which 
put to death, and that then power fliould be given them to make Laws for 
the Government of the City. Whilft thefe things fhould be done he left a 
Garrifon in the Town, and fo departed, having fpent Twenty moneths in this 
bufineffe. 

All things thus falling out to the Spartans according to their wifh, they 
Y y 2 judged 
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Sr c t .4 judged their Empire fufficiendy eftabliftwd; but another cvenc (as Xtnophon xem M ^ 
«ravjeiydifco«rfeth of divine vengeance) taught the contrary, it being clear, »**»*«( 
both from the Hilaries of Greeks and Barbarians, that God fuffereth not to W 
efcape uhpunifhed wicked and ungodly addons. They had fworn not long be- P i utmh & 
fore to leave the Cities to their own liberty, and yet they kept in their hands com. 
the Citadel at Thebes , and therefore being formerly invincible, were now « *%>*. 
fufficiendy plagued by thofe alone whom they had injured. There was one 
Phillidas Secretary to the prefent Polemarchi of Thebes , who being not at all 
fufpe&ed by his Matters, went to Athens where the Exiles lay, and there 
entered into a confpiracy with Mello one of them , for the killing of the Po- 
Umar chi, and recovery of their Countries liberty. Mello and nx others be¬ 
ing let in by Phillidas, were in womens apparrel brought in to the Polemar- 
cln as Courtezans,whilft they were drinking and celebrating theFeatt of T'enus 
at the end of their Office, .whom they ftabbed with daggers hid under their 
clothes; lfter which they did as much to Leontides the chief revolter,as he lay in 
his bed, Mello being eafijy admitted to him without fufpition.Then went they 
Theb db e Vc f0 the common prifon, and killing the Keeper fet at liberty their friends, 
eScs y ' when now they called the people together, and exhorted them to ftand in de¬ 
fence of their native liberty. They prefently befieged the Cattle, wherein 
the Lacedomonian Governour feeing the alacrity of the affailants, was forced 
to yield upon this condition, to go out with his Army, and for that was put 
to death at his return to Sparta. The Thebans then flew fuch as they could 
come by, who Tided with Leontides, and, too rigoroufly, extended the fame 
punittiment to their children.' 1 - 

30. The Ephori follicited by the Exiles that fled to Sparta , and moved by xmph,& 
the authority of Agefilaus (who pretended a fufficient quarrel, for that Ttutmk, 
Ar-c hi as and Leontides were flain) fent Cleombrotus their King againft the 
Thebans now in the depth of Winter. He in his paffage flew thofe whom 
Phil lidos had let out of prifon, to the number of 150, who kept watch upon 
the mountains, but did nothing farther confiderable, onely heleft Sphodrias 
Governour of Thefpa to raife new Forces 9 arid be a refuge to the difeonten- 
ted party amongft the Thebans , and fo returned. Yet herewith were the 
Athenians exceedingly affrighted, infomuch that one they put to death, who 
had confpired with the Theban Exiles, and condemned another who fled up¬ 
on ir. The Thebans alfo defpaired of being able to graple with the 
Lacedemonians , and therefore betook themfelves to a politick device, 
which was invented by Pelopidas and Gorfidas principal of the late Confpira- 
tors. A Merchant was fent to Sphodrias , then lying at 7 hefpis, a ratti and 
ambitious man, to perfwade him to fall upon the Piraus or Haven of Athens , 
as a work very grateful to his fuperiours, for thereby he fhould cut off the 
Athenian power at Sea» and he might be fure the Thebans would not affift 
sphodrias jn : t h em beipg already too much incenfed. He pricked forwards by thefe con- 
b ad thcun^ CflceicR » i nvaded as far as Eleu f tnt 5 but there his defign being known, 
nmgotfome and his Soldiers unwilling to proceed any further, as not fufficiendy pre- 
Thebtt'is. pared for fuch an enterprize, he was forced to return. 

21. The Athenians caft into prifon the Spartan Ambaffadors as confcious of xm?k 
fuch an unlawful a<tt; but they utterly renounced the leaft knowledge of it, ibitnA. 
and promiflng Sphodrias {hould anfwer it with his life, they were content to 
expeft the juftice of the State upon him. The Ephori called him to account 
indeed, and yet though he appeared nor, was he acquitted, to the great admi¬ 
ration of all men, efpecially becaufe of the author of his acquitment, which 
was Agefilaus. For the King, though at firft he refufed feveral times to . 
vld 1 by hiTfon hear any thing in his behalf; yet Cleonjmus the (Sn of Sphodrias beloved by 
Arcbuiamus , . Archidamtss, made fuch means to him, that at length being very indulgent 
procurer!* him to his children, he excufed the matter, and faying, he held Sphodrias to be 
indemnity, an honeft man, and that the Commonwealth flood in need of fuch Soldiers, 
he got him acquitted, to his great difhonour. The Athenians hereupon out

popular Government reftored, knew not how to iife it moderately, but by 
uniult decrees oppofed many worthy meri, driving fome into Exile, and tel¬ 
ling their goods.

4. fuch as were living, as in fome folemn time of mourning to keep themfelves 
at home , or if they came abroad, to fignifie their fadneffe in their habit, 
The beha- fpeech and countenance: and.this was efpecially remarkable amongft the wo- 
viour of the men. But when their affociates had revoked, and Epaminondas was thought 
Spartans after co fc e about to invade Peloponnefus , they then called to mind the Oracles, 
the battel of concern i n g vvhac fhould happen to them under a Lame King ; yet reverent 
U ra ' cing the valour, power, and glory of Agcfilaus, they not onely retained him 
in ms feveral places of King and General, but made ufe of him as a Phyfidan 
in this fad diftemper. Now whereas by the Laws of Spart **, fuch as had fled 
from a battel were not onely made inedible of Magiflracy, and of marriage 
with others, who thereupon were noted with ignominy; but were to be ftruc- 
ken by every one that met them, walking kudeje6led pofture , in Fools 
Coats, with their beards half fhaved • there being many and powerfull who 
fled from Letsttra ; left any inconvenience might follow upon rheir discon¬ 
tent, Agefitaus procured that the Law for his time (hould be fllent, and 
(without repealing) obtain its antienc vigour for the time co come. 
Then to recreat tht minds of the Soldiers he leid them out into Area- 
dia y whereinduftrioufly abftaining from fight, he took a little Town of 
the Want weans , and made excurfions into their Territories, to give his 
Citizens a little hope, and Anew them that the fortune of Sparta was not alto¬ 


gether defperate. 

40. The Ephori made new Levies, lifting thofe now that were above 60. 
the Tegeatans , Mantineans , Corinthians } Phliafians , Achaans 9 and other 
Cities fent their numbers, theConduft of all which was committed to Ar- 
Arcbidamis in- chidamtts, becaufe his father was not yet tecovered. The Thebans prefently 
vadeth Beeotia* after the vi&ory fentaMeflenger Crowned to Athens , to let them know 
their fucceffe, and demanded aid ; but the Athenians being not a little trou¬ 
bled at what had hapned gave him no audience. Then fent they to Jafon 
the Pheraan Prince of Thefaty^ho though he was otherwife employed with 
the Phocians t yet came, and when Archidamm had now invaded Boeotia t pro¬ 
cured a Truce betwixt them, and thereupon the Spartan Army returned 
home. This by Xenophon is relaced as done after the battel at Leuttr* , and 
becaufe he maketh no mention of any Truce made by Jafon betwixt them, 
before the fight,we may fufpe& a miftake in the time, either of him , or Dio- 
r . dorus, who relateth the ftory as before. Jafon returning home was mufdred 
nrorS bv by feven young men, having great defigns in his head , after he had, partly by 
^fafon Prince perfwifion, and partly by awe, enufed all Thejfaljt to receive him as General,

a* The Boeotians laboured to provoke the Spartans to fight, bidding them 
either do it, or confeffe themfelves to be inferior to their Enemies; to which 
theyanfwered, that when they fawoccafion, they would not fear to try a bat¬ 
tel withthem for all. They left then the City, and makinggreat wafle of all 
Laconia, returned into A+cndia.

cotnminded by the other, and follow them in the War. Being much puffed 
up with fuch conceits, the Thebans began to be alienated from them, and the 
EW bore them malice, becaufe they could not obtain of them the Towns 
which the Lacedamomans had taken from them. Things being at this paflh 
came Phylifcus of Abjdus, fent from A r iobar*anes%t ft&sJSL k 
with much money, to perfwade the States to Peace. The Thebans yet would 
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not come to any cOnclufion, alleging that Meffene ouoht to be Cxemnred 
from the juri fdiaion of the Spartaks , with which he being offended, not P en- 
during chic old pretences fboutd be again revived, he left 2000 men already 
paid to the aid of the Lacedemonians, and returned into Afa The Area, 
dldhs having chofen Lycomedes their General, fent him into Laconia with in 
Army, where he cook by (form Fallens, and therein put to the fword 200 of 
the Lacedamohtan Garrifon Soldiers.

50. This employment got Pelopidas abundance of credit (who nop long 
Getteth much after was (lain in a victorious battel, fought in the behalf of the Theffalians 
credit by his againft Alexander the Tyrant) but Timagoras returning home received a 
Ambaflie. g reac p re fent from the Per fan, and being accufed by his Collegue of Tiding 
with Pelopidas was put to death. The / hibans , though they had got. what 
they defired of the King, yet their defign came to nothing, for the Commif- 
fioners of the Cities firftrefufed to take the Oath of this new League, and 
then moft of the Cities themfelves after the example of Corinth , the nnfwer 
of which was, that there was no need of this new Engagement. This plop 
then of Pelopidas having not taken good effeil, Epamihondas thought of an¬ 
other to reduce the Arcadians and Allies to obedience ; and that was,firft xenepi.iitfu- 
by fubducingthe Achaans , to which purpofe he went again into Peloponxefiu, , 
Heeafilyeffeaed this, and receiving an ingagement from them to continue yj* 
faithfull to the Thebans , returned, for which being much blamed by the Ar¬ 
cadians, and the reft of that faaion, Governors were fent from Thebes 
into thefeveral Cities, who bringing in the popular Government, thereupon 
drove away many of the principal men, who uniting themfelyes, feized again 
upon their feveral Cities, and then ftood no more Neuters, but openly de¬ 
clared for the Lacedemonians. Sothisfecond device of th zThebans came 
to nothing, .and the Arcadians were preffed both by the Lacedemonians and 
Achaant. At this time Ettphron the Sicyonian, a man of great power in 
his Countrey, perfwaded the people to bring in the popular Government, 
which done, and he with others being chofen Pr&tors , he murdered fome of his 
Collegues, expelled the reft, and openly eftablifhed a Tyranny. The affo- 
ciates he put off by doing them pleafures,through which the Argives being in- 
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couragedjtogether with him .ell upon die Ph iajians, 8 c brought them to great s E c t^i. 
ttraighus,becaufe of their faithfulnelle to the Laced<cmoHiansf\[\zrc\n they ex- 
called beyond Prefidentj no adverlity nor any advantage being able to affright, 
or allure them from it,-as is largely difeourfed by Xenophon.

offi CW P^ent Enemies, look about them for their own fecurity ; and to this end 
levying ,all the force they could, they made alio their peace with Thebes , in 
which-they would have t\\zLacedamomans concluded, faying, they were con- 
ftrained,t;o this accommodation ; but the Laced&montans giving them,and all 
other their Confederates leave to provide for themfelves (which was accepted 
by the Phiiaftans and others) faid they would perfiftin the War, and com¬ 
mit the -iffue to God , being refolved never to confent that Meffene * which 
they had. received from their Anceftors, fhould be taken from them. The 
condition of this peace was onely that each Citie fhould enjoy its owiu for

The 7 hebans had 
conceived a gruage againft the Orchomehidns of a very longdate, everfince 
chat Citie having paid tribute to them formerly, Was exempted from it by 
The rhebans Hercules . Having now then an opportunity to vent their malite, they firft 
deftroy Orcho - puc t o death the 300 horf-men, then taking the Town, they put to the fWord 
mnui ' all the men, fold the Women and Children, and fo utterly deftroyed Oircho - 

meneff^ this cruelty was utterly detefted by Epariiikondai, vvhofaid, if he p 
had been prefent, he would have in no cafefuffered fuch wickedneffe to be 
committed by the Thebans. 

55. The Arcadians having the Olympian Temple in their power , the Ma- xcnoph.tib.r, 
oTftrates converted the money thereof to the paying of their Epariti , being 
the ftrength of their Army. This the Mantineans firft protefted againft as viodorus m 
Sacrilege, and Pent the money which was due from them for the payment of W 04 ' 
the Spldiers, which being taken as an affront from the other, they called the 
Mantinean Magiftrates before the Council of the loooo. who refuting to ap- 
Stirs betwixt pear, they fent to fetch them by force, but being repulfed, at length others in 
the Orcadians the Council appeared for them,being of their opinion,that the money was not 
and Mantinc- t0 touched, which would brand them for ever with a note of infamv. This 
anu was decreed by the Council, which, the great ones feeing, and apprehending 

in what danger they were, fent to the 7 hebans to ceil them, that except they 
would come in time Arcadia would wholy revolt to the Lac^ddniehians. 
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The moftfober menamongft the Arcadian( hereupon perfwaded the Council Sect 
to fend to the Thebans, to proteft againft the coming down of their Army un- 
fent for} and by reftorin® to the Eleans the Temple, to make peace with them.. 

All took the oath of the League, and amongft the reft the Governour of Tel 
gea y who lay in Garrifon With 300 Thebans • but the great ones who feared 
to be called to account for the money, prevailed with him to lay hold upon the 
Mantineans and other Arcadians, who at Tegea were making merry for the 
peace. But the Mantineans miking demand of their Citizens, promifing if 
they had done amiffe they (hould appear before the Council, the Theban Ge¬ 
neral was at a ftand, knowing not what to do, and ac length difmiffed the 
prifoners, purging himfelf by faying, he heard the Lacedamonians were about 
to invade Arcadia , and that fome of the Arcadians had c|efigned to betray 
Tegea into their hands. * • 7 

<6. Though they believed him noc, as knowing the contrary, yet they dif- udem &pauh 
miffed mm, but fent to Thebet to accufe him as worthy of death, for attempt aliterFotybms 
ting a matter fo contrary to the good underftanding betwixt the States. But 9 > 
Epaminondae excufed him, laying the blame upon the Arcadians, who ha¬ 
ving drawn tiie Thebans into the War, would offer to make peace without cheir 
confent, and thereby were guilty of treachery * and he plainly declared, chat 
the Thebans would march into Arcadia , and there aflift their friends. The 
Mantineans and others underftanding this. Cent to Atbens and Sparta to de¬ 
fire aid, laying open the defign of the Thebans plainly to be this : To weaken 
Peloponnefiu, and bring it all tntofubjetlionto tbemfilves. They jealous of this, 
entred into League with them, wherein it was provided,that each State ftiould 
have the command over the Army in their own dominions. Whilft this was 
. a doing, Epaminondat marched from Thebes, leading with him, befides the 
Boeotians, fome 7 heffalian Horfe, and Soldiers our of Euboea. When he came 
to Netyea there he ftaied a little, having a great defire to meet with the Atht- 
frmimdM mans • but underftanding that they paffed by Sea into Peloponnefus , he 
!G/T d " arofe a «d moved towards Tegea. Having notice in his way tha t Agefilatu 
t}0 *' with the whole power of JLacedamon were come into Arcadia , and that the 
City muff needs thereupon be defolate, he marched in all hafte thither, and 
had become abfolute Mafter oE it, but that bymeer divine Providence (as 
Xenophon himfelf acknowledged) a certain Gracsan gave notice of his inten¬ 
tion to Agejilatis , who fent word in all hafte to Sparta, willing them 
to ftand upon their guard, with promife to be with them as fneedilv as 
poflible. 

57. Arehidamus his fon being there left, fee the old men and boys upon 
the Houfes to annpy the Thebans with ftones,and difpofed fo of thofe that were

would be much abroad in the fields about their Corn and their Cartel at na- 
fture, he thought it fit to try if fie could fuirprife them ?1I, and fent before 
the Horfe for chat purpofe. Ac this time it hapned well for the Mantineans , 

HU Hotf fhar dooo Athenians under the command of Hagelochus were come through 
to flight. Cput ^ ie Ifthmses into the City, who upon their defire, not withftanding they ftiould 
have to do with fuch Horfe as exceeded tfieirs in the number, and chebeft 
dteemed of in ^11 Greece, refolved to do their utmoft in their behalf. In the 
engagement they had the better of ir, and thereby prefprved all char the Man- 
His cafe how tineans without their walls. Epaminondat after this thinking with him- 
*t flood in re* fe|f that he muft be gone within a few dayes, the term of his commiflion be- 
f=rcnceto his »ng ajmoft expired, was.full of various thoughts. If h£ fhould leave chofe, 
tuurnorftay, for the aid of whom he was fenr, to-be befieged by the Enetny, he faw he 
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SI ' C “ fliould lofe the honour he formerly had obtained, efpeicially feeing he had been 
repulfed at Sparta by fo few a number, and now alfo had mifcarried at Man^ 
tinea : and he confidered that by this Expedition of which himfelf was author, 
he had given occafion to the Lacedamonians, Arcadians, Achaans, Eleans , 
and A tktmans , to enter into a ftraight League of offence and defence. From 
thefe reafons he concluded he could not in honour depart without a battel, in 
which if he overcame, he fliould make amends for all, and; if heeJEoiild 
die, fuch a death could not but bee glorious, which fliould bee undergone 
in an endeavour to make his Country Miftreffe of all Peloponncfus. 
r 5^. Ere long the Armies of the Lacedemonians and Mantineans appeared, 
confifting, with their allies, of 20000 Foot, and about aooo Horfe, To the 
Boiotians were affiftants the Tegeatans , and fuch other Arcadians as were moft 
powerful and wealthy the Argives, Euboeans , the Ihejfalian Horfe which 
the l be (pans brought, the Mejfentans, Sicyonians, and Other Pelopomefians ; 
the number of all which amounted to ^coco Foot, and little fewer than 
3 000 Horfe. This is much admired by Xenophon , that Epaminondas fliould fo 
difcipline his Soldiers, that neither night nor day they fliould ftiun ^ny la¬ 
bour , refufe to undergo any danger, to be contented with any kind of provi- 
fion, and very ready to obey all orders. When he had ranged his men in or¬ 
der of battel, he led them not ftraighc on againft the Enemy, but fetched a 
compaffe towards the Mountains of Tegea, and made as though he would 
there pitch bis Tents. This made the Enemy fecure, which he well under- 
ftanding, formed his battalia like a wedge, thereby to break them fooner, and 
led with fpeed againft them, who now were all to feek, and in a confufton, 
fome hafting to bridle their Horfes, others to buckle on their harneffe, and all 
in a condition rather to fuffer than a6^ any thing. And left the Athenians . 
fliould relieve .their Companions from the left wing, he placed a Party of 
Tlorfe and Foot in the hills to keep them , in awe, by being continually ready 
to fall upon their reer. - ‘ 

59. His expe&ation was not croffed, for on what part he fell he carried all 
The battel at before him, the Enemy not daring to ftand ; but rufliing more violently a- 
Mantinea mongft them* the Laccdamoniansi&mgnotxoz of him, flocked to him, and 
laid »c him amain with darts, fome of which, declining, and fencing bimfelf 
morally from .others, thofethadluckinhisbody he took thence and rerorted. Whiltt 

wounded. beheroickly thus contended for tt|? ,Vi<ftpry, he received a mortal wound from 
one. An tic iates^ Spartan , who gave him fpmojeal a ftroak with a dart, that 
the wood of it brake, leaving the iron and a piece of the tronchion in his 
breaft. By the vehemency of the wound he Tank down, and thenehfued a 
moft bitter conteft about him: but the Thebans inflamed with ^wrathful in- «• 
dignation at this fad mifchance , with great flaughtercompelled their Enemies yc m 
to give back, hut knew not how to improve the Victory, For neither Foot Anteosnn 
nor Horfe purfued them flying, but continued ftill in the.fame place, and at cbrifli js». 
len°th went off carelefsly, infomuch that many of the Foot fell into the hands dm. Mm 
of the Athenians. Which fo falling out,another thing hapned than men gene- 4u 
rally had expeiled. For almoft all Greece being here gathered together, one 
State againft anocher, in two fa&ions, every one fuppofed, that when they 
fliould once come to fight, they that overcame would obtain the Dominion 
over.the reft, who fhould be forced to fubmit to their yoak : But God fo 
poyfed affaires, faith Xenophon , that both fides, as if they had overcome, ere¬ 
cted a Trophy, not being hindred by each ocher. Both tide* alfo as Conque- 
rours gaveuptheflain, and as Conquered received their dead by compofi* 
cion. TAnd whereas both fides faid they bad the better of it, neither obtained 
thereby either Countrey, City, pr Dominion, other than they before en¬ 
joyed ; but a greater difturbance thereupon followed in Greece . So much for 
XcnoKbon with thefe matters faith our Author; as for what is behind, perhaps fome other 
it ertdeth his will take care to commit them to writing, and fo he endeth his Hiftory wtth

ing anfwered he was flain, he bade them fend for lolaidm , hut it being * n - 
fvvered that he was dead alfo, he advifed the 7 htbans ro make peace , whilft 
wich advantage they might, for that they had none left that was able’to dif- id, 
charge the Office of a General. Underftanding of his approaching end, ext.eyemp, y, , 
he inquired of his Armour-beirer if his Shield vyas fafe ; ( which to have loft 
vyas a great difhonour) It being anfwered it was , he asked which fidehad ^'i lVlv1rh :a 
the V l&ory ; anfwer being nude the Boeotians , then faid he, IPs time for me l. ta. cap.

in any other Country, all-the Virtues which in others were but fimmlar hi- C ‘' P ’ 1Z ’ 
imim/hts ving concen-red and united themfelves in him. In ftrength both of Cody and 
hisrluraftcr. mindm Eloquence, Juftice, Temperance, Wifdom, Magnanimity,and 
Sincerity, he excelled all men; and fo far in Military skil, the art of a Ge¬ 
neral, and in valour, that he could not adequately be called a Valiant, Poli¬ 
tick, Wary, Bountiful, Induftricus, or Prudent Captain; .all thefe’Titles 
and many others being due unto him. His modefty was incredible, fliewin" 
ic felf efpecialty in this, that after the Viilory of Leuttra, and many other 
rare atchievements, herefufed not to go in the Expedition into 7 heffdlie, 
in quilicy <ff a private Soldier. He was grave, yet affable and courteous, as 
a means to all- thofe virtues, having great infighc into all parts of Philofo- 
phy and Learning, being therein inftruaed by Lycu the 7 aremine, a Pytha¬ 
gorean. But * enough will be faid in his commendation , if this be added * Co '?‘ r! l>9t 
that the City Thebes before the birth and after the death of Epaminondas was 
ever fubjeft to the command of others; but as long as he had to do in the 
management of the affairs thereof, was,the head of all Greece ., from which 
may be gathered, that this man was of more confequence than the whole 
City.

6t. Tor with Epaminon las all the ftrength of the Theban Commonwealth •T'#'- 
\vas extinil, as if he had not onely died, but all the reft of the Citizens with 
him, who as before him they did nothing memorable , fo now after were fa¬ 
mous for nothing hut their overthrows and difafters. After t(rs battel of 
Af mtinea, all the Gracia st beingtired out with War, encred into a Leapue D>oclo ' us - 
offenlive and defenfive together * out of which Ageftlatu would have ex¬ 
cluded the.. Wejfeniant. But Artaxe> xe.s flood for them, as havimg Territo¬ 
ries as large and fruitful as the Laconians , whareupon the Lacc'damonians 
burning wirh an implacable grudge againft them, refufed to fubferibe, and 
alone by themfelves refufed jo be comprehended in the League, hoping Coril 
lhll to recover Meffema. This reflected fomething upon Agefdans , who Plutarch'it 
out of an infadable thirft after War, had by his utmoft endeavour hindred the ^jiho. 
ruhiohof Greece, and the burying of publick quarrels. And he feemed ro 
increafe the infamy, by underraking an Expedition fhortly after into ^/£^yt>t, 
though it was by his fervice .in his decrepit old age, to get fome money for the 
fupply of the, now very poor, and exhaufted State. For it appeared a rhino 
A . e Sl unfeemly, for the heft man in Greece, and one who hidfilled the world with 
mil " 3 ~his fame, ro go ferve a mean min, and a Traytor, and venture his life, cre¬ 

dit and all, for a little giin, when asbecaufeof his old age, he hid refufed 
the Office of General at home, and in his own Country, though for the liber- 
tv of Greece. But he thought nothing too much wherein he might ferve the 
Commonwealth, apd in this refpeit undervalued his own honour, and ha¬ 
ving ferved in vBgypt in a condition far unworthy of him, after he had re- 
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c F CT a ceived 220 talents of Silver as a reward from Ncttanb* , died in his return , 
when he had lived 84 and reigned 41 years. A moft excellent Captain, in 
His death, whom Nature inwardly made amends for that wherein outwardly the had been 

deficient, moft ambitious of glory, and yet of exceeding great humility, 
which he {hewed in his houfe, and in his conftant convention. Though his 
iulticeivas overruled by his paflion in the bufinefle of the Theban War, yet 
Generally he held it moft facred, and as a puniftiment for his default therein, 
that great glory whereby he even reigned over Greece till then, was afterwards 
(together with the fplendor of the Lacedemonian greatneffe) much eclypfed by 
the riftng Fortune of Epaminondas. ,. ,, .. 

62. Artaxerxes King of Perfia, and Age ft Ians of Sparta , died both m Ditdmtti 
the fame year, and the next after the death of Epaminondas. And the fame (stymy. , 04i 
year the peace of Greece was again broken by fome Arcadians , who having nn -l 
been cranflated out of the neighbouring places into Megalopolis , took occa- 
{ion at fome words of the League (which gave leave to all to return home) to 
quit the City and return to their old habitations. The other Meg alopotitans 
Stir* amongft endeavoured to reduce them by force, and thence infued a great controverfie, 
the Mig.ilojo‘ t hey calling in to their help the Mamineans and the reft of the Arcadians and 
titans. Eleans. The Megalepolitans fent to the Athenians for aid , who fent them 

2000 Foot, and 300 horfe, under the command of Pammenes. He with this 
Force took fome of the Towns, and terrified others into compofition , and 
fo reduced them all to Megalopolis . The year following Alexander the 
Pharean Tyrant fubdued feveral of the Cyclades and took thence abundance 
of Captives. The Athenian Garrifon commanded by Leofthenes oppofed him 
in Peparethns , whereupon he fet upon the Athenian Gallies, and took them* 
tooether with one belonging to Peparethus, and 600 prifoners. The Ashe - 
nians inraged hereat, condemned Leoflhenes, and fent Chares With a Fleet 
into thofe parts, whofpending his time in fearing the Enemies, but oppref- 
fw° the Confederates, thereby contra&ed an ill name. Forgoing to Corcyra 
he there caufed fuch a Sedition, as could not be ended but in the ruine of ma¬ 


ny, and committed other things which much tended to the difgrace of thofe 
that fent him. With this year Diodorus concluded his fifteenth Book, ha¬ 
ving, according to his promife, related fuch things as happed before the 
rei°n of Philip King of Macedonia , and fuch, as together with other affairs 
of & the Greeks related by others, (Lew that peace, fecurity,- and order, are 
thiugs little akin to Antimonarchical Government, . . 

6 %. Of Learned Men Contemporary with this period, in the hr ft place is 
Learned Men j-q be remmebred Hippocrates native of the HlanaCc^j, Prince of all Phy- 
duringthi* Hclans He was the fon of Heracltdas and Phanarete, the twentieth in defeent sordmt, 
period * from Hercules , and the nineteenth from e/£ fculapius . Some have written 
that he was born in the firft year of the 8oth Olymfiod. But a certain paffage 
Hippocrates, mentioned in his life of his curing Perdiccas of an Erotic% Feaver, ar°ueth 
him at this time to have been famous. This Perdiccas King of Macedonia 
(who having reigned a8 years according to E. .fttim, or according to others 
, a, died about the third of the 93 Olympiad) felt in love with PM* his Fa- 
ther Alexander $ Concubine, but modefty forced him to conceal his grief, 
till he fell into a Confumption and languiflied. Hpocrates.by the motion 
of his eyes found out the caufe of the diftemper» and told Phila it was in her 
power to fave the King’s life, whereupon {he was willing though with the 
impairment of her own credit to redeem it. The like ftory is told of Era- 
ftftratus the Phyfician, who difeovered that Antiochus the fon of Seltucus ^ ^ 
was in love with his Fathers Concubine, which Galen * mettnoneth, adding, 
that he had made the fame difeovery in a certain woman. 

6a. Hippocrates grew fo famous in his Art, that Artaxerxes Longima- 
nus hearing of him, fent for him, with large offers to come and cure his Ar¬ 
my, then feized on by the plague. But he Paid it was not fit for him to touch 
any Per ft an Gold, or cure the Barbarians who were Enemies to the 
The letters of entercourfe betwixt the Per fans and him, are amongft others 
yet extant. Having lived asfomefaid 85 years, but as others 90, or 1041 


or 
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or 109, he died amongft the Larifaans . in the firft of the 94 Olympiad. He r t 
left two fens, Thejfaitts and Draco • but the fruit of his brain hath been far 
more effe&ual for the propagating of his name to all pofterity, wherein he ^ ^‘ 

hath not onely been a benefaftor to the myftery of Medicine by his writings, 
but alfo by bis religious care of the integrity of thofe who fhouId profeffeV.

Ifmarby Apollo the Phyfician, and^£fculap,'us, and Hygia ; and 
call all the gods and godd'ffes to witneffe, that to the utmoft of my ftrength 
and judgement I {hall ebferve what now l[wear and covenant by writing. 

Namely, that / will efteem as my Parents my Mafter who taught me this An, 
and thankfully communicate tQ± and [apply him with all things neceffary both 
for ft*ftenance and convenience, as alfo account of his iffae as mine own bre¬ 
thren, and if they deftre to lent* the Art, teach them without any wages or 
contrail. That I will communicate the precepts, and what l have heard 
and the whole difeipline to mine ow» children, to his who taught me, and W 
Scholars yho have given their namts and faith in this Oath , and none elfc 
whatfoever. That l (hall alfo to my utmoft power and judgement prefaibc an 
wholefom courfe to the fck, and defend them from all harm and injury. 

Neither through the procurement of any will I give, or caufe to be giver, any 
deadly medicament. Neither in Ike manner will I procure any Woman to 
mif carry of he - burthen; but prefer ve my life and age alwaies chaft and pure 
from ad wickedu (ft. , Neither will l cut any of the Stone, but leave this 
W r k to be dons, by thofe Chirmgeans who are skilful in it. If / come into 
any houfe I will do it for the health.af the ftcl^, {banning all ffpic ion of in- 
)mc, or corruption , efpecialiy as to the fUthtneffe of Penery both towards 
women and men, free perfons and (laves. Whatfoever things l {hall fee or 
hear, either in admimftring Ptyfick^or otherwifein common entercourfe 
which I thinks ought npt to be told abroad, I will conceal them. Now if [ 
jbalt religion fly obferve tku Oath , and in no cafe break, it, let me live in 
great efteem alwaies an happy life amongft all men , and reap ample fruit 
from mine Art. But if / break it andforfwear my felf,\ may the contra¬ 
ry happen to me. Much skill in Phyfick therefore corrupted not the con¬ 
versation; for though t little Philofophy may occafion Atheifm, yetaoreat 
deal is an antidote againft it, not fuffering a man to reft in fecond caufesbut 
difeovering a neceffity of looking higher. But more concerning this, as alfo 
to the praifeof this excellent perfon, may be faid in a particular account of 
the original, caufe, profeffors, fucceflfion, progreffeand matter of the Art of 
Medicine.

And we muft not forget Thucydides, nor ATw- 
phon the Scholar of Socrates , and eciual to Plato, with whom he exercifed 
fome emulation. He was a great Philofopher; thegreateftmafter of elo¬ 
quence in his time, infoinuch that for thefweetnefleof hisftile he got the 
name of Attick^Mufe $ and fogreat a Soldier, that his retreat with the Greek* 
out of Per ft a after the death of C;r»t,toone who duely weigheth all cir- 
cumftances, will appear to have furpaffed the exploits of Alexander the 
Great.

1 ,Tk /r Acedonia having been formerly called Emathonia from Emathon a 
1V1 certain King, and afterwards Macedonia from Macedon »the Son of 
Oliris , or as others fay of Jupiter and t/Ethra was bounded on the North and 
Northweft by the i hracian* and Illyrians, on the South and Southweft by 
7 he (Tali and Epiritss, and on the Eaft with the Sea. 

2. The people were firft called Pclafgi, faith J^fts”* and the Countrey fjiftb, intU 
Pceotia. In Paonta , which afterward became part of Macedonia ,Telegomu mtfiMi, 
reigned, the father of Aflriopam an eminent Warner and friend to Prta- 
miu in the fiege of Troy.

an Arrive, the fixteentn in defeent from H erotics , fome five years after the 
fall of Sardanapalsu, by the command of an Oracle led a Colony into thefe 
parts , and having fetled himfelf by force reigned 28 years. Cantu fuc¬ 
ceeded him and reigned 12. then Tynmat 28. Perdiccas a Prince much 
renowned <1. after" him Argents a8. Philip the firft as many, Eurtpsu 2,6. 
in whofe infancy the Illyrians invading his Kingdom, his fubjeas carried 
him in his Cradle into the field> thinking he being prerent could not but 
be vi&orious, or that his people durft not forfake him, who was unable to 
defend himfelf. Alcetas after him reigned 29 years, Amyntas the hrlt 50 
years, to whom Darius Hyfiafpus fent for earth and water as tokens of fub- 
l'e&ion. Alexander his fon who flew the Ambaffadors fent to his father, 
reigned 43 years, and by marrying his filler Gygaa to Dubares the Per fan, 
grew into rich grace with Xerxes, that he obtained all the Region between 
O'ymptu and Jlerrmu to be united to his Kingdom , and yet during the War 
held fecret intelligence with the Gracians , difeovenng to them all his in¬ 
tents and purpofes. He left three fons, Perdiccas, Alcetas, and Phthp the 
eldeft of which fucceeded him, whofe ftory is Sometimes by pieces related 
bv Thucydides. Perdiccas left behind him Perdiccas and Archelaus bis 
bife fon. Perdiccas was drowned in a Well by Archelaus his Guardian at 
(even vears of age, the murtherer to excufe himfelf alleging to his mo¬

.. i were feen to skip and utter voices unuftial to others and themfelves at other 
ottheSc t ' mes > which the Herdfman perceiving, went thither himfelf, and was affieiled 
iiDdtbn, in hko manner, withall foretelling things to come. This being blazed abroad, 
and many who flocked thither experiencing the fame thing themfelves, it came 
to be juaged an Oracle. For a time one gave anfwer to another indifferently; 
but many were tranfported with the fury , and leaping down into the hole 
were utterly loft, fo that it was judged beft, to fet apart one woman, who 
Jfhould attend conftantly, and a certain Engine to be made, wherein (landing 
fafely over the place, me might give out 'the Oracle. This Engine having 
three feet, came thence to be called Tripos ; the woman was named Pythia, 
from asking, faith Strabo, and the firft of all others was called Phemonoe . 

Virgins at firft were onely deftinated to this work, till one of them being ra- 
vifhed bfEchecrates thz Theffalian, women of about 50 years, but in the 
habit of Virgins were onely allowed of. The Temple in more antient times 
was very famous for the Oracle ; for the fitting of the Amphjtliones , the 
Pythian Games, and the riches thereof} but in the time of Strabo it was 
deeded in reputation, being nothing fo much accounted of, which we may 
gather from it’s poverty, feeing by gifts it was not able to recover the wealth 
tfken out of it in after times, as it did thac which it enjoyed in the time of 
, Homer , hiving been rifled before! it was recruited again by the prefent of 
Croefus, his Father Alyattes, the Italians , Sicilians, and others. 

15. Philomelas fent to Athens, Lacedamon, and the other eminent Ci¬ 
ties of Greece , toexcufe himfelf, profeffing he onely intended the recovery 
of the Temple into the pofleflion of his Country-men, and not with any de- 
•fire or defign to pillage the treafures, adding, tnac he (hould be alwayes rea* 
dy to account for the money or gifts belonging thereto. He defired that if 
any out of ill will to the Phocians bare Arms againft them,that they would en¬ 
ter into League with them, or at lead to forbear all Hoftility. The meffen- 
* gers effeftuall y folliciting according to rheir inftru&ions, brought the A the - 
mans and Lacedamonians to enter into fociety, and to promife aid ; but the 
Boeotians , with the Locrians and fome others* thought the contrary, and refol- 
ved that the Temple was to be refeued .PhiletneUs feeirg what kind of a brunt idem ad an. ji 
1 Bbb he 
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ha muft undergo, laboured all wayes ro ftrengthen himfelf 5 for which pur- 
pofe abftaining yec fromthe Treafures of the Temple, he cook a great fumme 
of money from the Citizens of Delphi , wherewith he hired Soldiers. Ha¬ 
ving got together a eonfiderable force, he took the field, and overthrew the 
Locnans who made head againft him. They then fent to 7 hebes requiring 
aid for Apollo and themfelves^i and the Bmtians thinking their demand to 
be juft,defirous to (hew their Devotion, and conceiving it to concern them 
that the Decrees of the Amphytliones (hould not be nulled , fent to the 
Thejfalians, and the rellof the A mphytlionei to joyn wifh them in this War 
againft the Phocians. The Council meeting together, then Decreed , that War 
was to be made upon them, which caufed great motions and factions through¬ 
out ^[Greece t . 

16. Some thought Religion bound them to relieve the God, and punifh 
the Phocians as facrilegious perfons; but others inclined to defend them, 
according to their particular interefts. The BccQti<*ns. 3 Locrians 9 Perrha- 
baans, Dorians, DolopianSyAthttmanians , Athaans , they of Pthtotis, the 
CMagHctes, ^manes , and fome others were for refeuing the Temple. 

With the flood the Athenians , Lacedamonians, and fome others of 

Pelopemefus , whereof the Lacedemonians were now more than before con¬ 
cerned , for not having paid their Fine impofed on them by the Amphytliones 
within the.time limited, at the laflt fitting they were Fined 1000Talents 
more. This, made them defire that the Decrees of the Council mould be 
invalid, as well as the Phocians , and being unwilling to contrail the Odium 
of making War in their own name upon that accounc, they were glad to do 
it as it were in the name of the other, endeavouring withall to get the Tem¬ 
ple into their own hands. Philomelus, when there came certain intelligence 
that the Thebans would invade them with aftrong Army, to fumifl\bimfelf 
with mercenaries, feized upon the Treafury of the Temple: then offering half 
as much more wages as formerly, he had multitudes offered chemfelves to 
the fervice. With 10000 he invaded the Locrians, who being aflifted with 
the Boeotians oppofed him, and having the worfl of it, afterwards taking fome 
of his men as they were gathering forage, put them to death as facrilegious 
perfons condemned by the Amphytliones. This the Phocians complaining of, 
proouced of theirGeneral, that to flop fuch proceedings for the time to come, 
he {hould punifh fuch prifoners as he cook in the fame kind. After this the 
Armies removed into other parts ofitbe Gounprey, where-ingaging in Woody 
and difficult places ofpaffage, the Phocians were overmatcheclwith the num¬ 
ber of their Enemies ^^mdheing put ro flight, Philomeltu, after he had omit¬ 
ted nothing worthy of a Captain, for fear he fhouldcome into the power of 
his Enemies,leaped down a Rock, and perifhed with the fall. With Diodorus 
confenceth (ajPattfanias as to the kind of his death, though (b) Jssfttn writeth (a) lnvku 
him to have been, (lain in tfie beginning of the fight. W ul> - • 

17. Onomarchus his Collegue taking upon him the Office of General af¬ 
ter his death, gathering up the reliques of the Army , therewith retreated 
home, and'the Boeotians rejoycingthey had wrought the deftruftion of fo in- 
famouia man, returned into their own Countrey, hoping his hap would dl- 
ter otbers-from the like Enterprize. But the Phocians (being perfwaded by d idtmti 
Onomarchus, who himfelf had alfo been Fined by the Amphytliones, and aim. 4 . 
therefore for his own ends ftirred them up to continue the War} refolved to 
perfe& if pofliblewhat was begun, and to that purpofe created him General. 

Hfe as his Predeceflor had done, with -large pay allured many unto him , cor- 
ruptedthe 7 hejfaliAHs toquitthe fociecy of the Boeotians , and invading the 
Territbriesof the Enemy took Thronium, forced the Ampkijjians to fubmit, 
and- wafted the grounds of the Dorians ; he took Orchomenus in Boeotian, but 
befieging Charonea was worfted by the Thebans , and forced 'to retreat. At 
this time the Thebans, though deferted by the Thejfalians, fent over forces 
into A fia to Artaba&us, who had revolted from the Jting, and now began to 
decline after Chares rhe Atheman had left him., The War was renewed be¬ 
twixt the Arrives; and the Lacedamonians who had the bet tar in a batcel

18. After this he was called into Thefaly by the Inhabitants againft Ay- 
cophron Tyrant of the Pheraans , who in like minner defiring aid of the 
ctans, Phayllus the brother of Onomarchus was fent to alfift him with 7000 
!s twice de- men. Him Philip worfted, and expelled ouc of ihejfaly. O om trchxs then, 

{eatedby 0 w*who had already attained the Dominion of all that Countrey in his mind, 
bjkws with all his ftrength marched to the aid of Lycophron, and~overmacching Pht~ 

Hpy and the / ffeffdlian in number of men, overthrew them twice with 
great ft aughrer, and fof^ly diftrefled Philip, infomuch that hardly containing 
his Soldiers in obedience,be prefendy recreated into Mace Ion a. OiomAr- 
chas improving the 1 credit this vi6lory had got h ; m, overthrew the Haitians, 

Whofcctteth a . § 0!: Charonea, Philip recruited himfelf, and returned into V he (fa y 
t'litioiei, but againft the Tyrant, who being ftraightn’d fent again to Onomarchm, promifing 
i» again utter-if his affairs fucceeded,to do his work in the Cities of Tbsfaly. Onomarchns 
KSis 20 , 00 ° foor > and 5°o horfe vyas ready at his call, but ingaging in battel 
Lingk Wlt ^ Philip, and the Tbeffaliant y was utterly defeated by the power and c6u- 
rageof the Thejfatisn horfe, and fled amain with fuch as could gee away co¬ 
wards the Sea. It hapned that Chares the Athenian hovering then about the 
Coafts with a Fleet, Caved many that cook the Sea, and fwomto his fhips. 

But of the Phocians and their aflift ints 5000 were (lain, and as many taken, 
amongft whom was Onomarchns, whom Philip caufed to be hanged, and the 
reft to be drowned in the Sea as facrilegious perfons. This battel hapned in 
the year wherein Maufolus the famous Prince of Cart a died, and Clearchus 
the Tyrant of HeracleaaQM^vn Pontus,w.\$ ^flain, to whom fucceeded his 
fon Timotbetts, and reigned fifteen years. Clearchus having obtained the 
Tyranny, and his defigns profpering imitated in all things Diony(ius ride mi*. 
of Syracufe, and inflaved his fellow Citizens very magnificently twelve lib.id.

19. The year after, being* the firft of the 107 th Olympiad, wherein SmUtiiodom ad 
ennut of Tarentum was Viftor , and Arifiodemus Anchor; , Phayllus Otymp.xo 7, 
was made General in the room of Onomarchus his brother. He having plenty a}inAm 
of money, therewith allured not onely obfeure men, but the principal Cities 
fuo °f Greece to joyn with him in the War. The Lacedamonians fent him looo 
cedeth Ono- ^ooty the Acbaant 2000. and the Athenians 500CV befides 400 horfe. Lycro- 
urchst, phon and Pitholans the Pharean Tyrants, after the death of Onomarchus being 
deftitute of fuccour, were forced to quit their power by Philip , and gith?r- 
mg together 2000 men, lead them to the fervice of Phayllus ; With fuch 
forces and thofe of his own he invaded Beotia, but was worfted feveral 
times, firft at Qrcbomenus where he loft many men, then at the River Cephi - 
fnsy and again at Charonea. After this he invaded the Locrians , called Epic* 
nemidii , feveral of whofe Towns he took, and received fome Ioffe from the 
Boeotiam, who invading Phocts he came fuddenly upon them and revenged 
nddicth of himfelf. But having confli£led long with a Confumption, not long after in 
, ^P 11 - great pain, as his impiety (faith Diodorus ) had deferved, he ended his life,. 

He left for his Succeflbr Phatacus the fon of Onomarchus , who being but 
young, he joyned as Counfellour to him,one Mnafeas his familiar friend. The 
Boeotians falling by night upon them, flew 200 of the Phocians with their 
Captain Mnafeas, and within awhile in a fight at Charonea , Phalceus himfelf 
was alfo worfted, and many of his followers were flain. Philip of Macedoyt

20 WhUeft thefe things were adoing ,the Lacedamqtsiatis^ being ot En- , 
mity With the Inhabitants of Megalopolis, fent Archtdamsu their Kin« to in¬ 
vade them, who being too weak for thefti of themfelves, defired aidol their 
friends. The Ar gives, Skyonians, and MtffwUns helped them With their 
whole ftrength, and the Thebans fent them 409Q foot and yoo horfe. The 
Lacedemonians had 3000 foot from the Phocians , and 150 horfe from Lyco- 
phrok and PitMaus, by the allillance of which forces they took <*»**» a 
Citie of dr adits , before their Enemies could come to relieve it. Ihe e- 
bans afterwards?coming down, a battel was fought with cqdal fuccefle , afcei 
which the Arrives departed to their feveral homes, and the Dated,tfhomans 
invading Arcadia, took, and plundred Etifltei and returned unto Sparta. 
After fome time the Thebans had the better of it at. JAphn/ja, yiud after tnar 
in two battels more, wherein they killed many of their Enemies j but then 
again the Ucedamonians by ft notable vi6tory recovered their credit, and the 
Armies returning home, a Truce was made betwixt them and the Mega opo- 
litans. This Was done whilett PhaUcus in Bceotia took C heroteda, and pre- 
fently loft it again to the Thebans , who then with a numerous Army entree, 
and wafted Phocis, and then having taken fome inconfiderable places with 


much booty they returned into Bxxotia. . , 

21. The next year the Thebans being fpent with the Phoctan War, fent to xtmd 
Ochsss the Per'fim King to defirc ft fupply of money from him ; Who with¬ 
out any difficulty, or delay, bellowed on them 300 Talents. No memorable 
thing patfed betwixt the Pbociahs and them this year,which was fpent in skir- 
miflies and mutual depredations.

The A thenians being fehfible of his vncroachments, jealous of His grow- w 
ing power, and warily providing for the liberty -of Greece, fupphed,_as t y 
might, fuch as he feK upon with war,and now fent up StidoNyn co the Gtcies ro 
delire them to value their liberty, 8c punifla capitally Mi as were 
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t; look work. And now at length by the fpecial advice of Dimfllm,,, ( t he sreateft 
w, '“ m W.tand Oratorof they openly declared thetafelvet his EnemS 

an I undertook the quarrel. But fo far Were the fpirits of the Greeks de«ene- 
raced, that this endeavour of theirs could not counterwork the efficacy oF his 
Gold, foth.it having a mind to take a Town that was ftrongly fortified and 
oneoi- the place telling him it could not be done, heaskedhimif he thought 
it nor poflible for his Gold to get over the walls. He had in all the Cities up 
and down his mftruments and fecret. workers, who fought for a little »ain to 
undermine the fortune of their own Country. After the taking of O °ynthus , 
he celebrated the 0 /;«/wV^Qames, and feafted all Comers; and entertain’ 
ing them with great magnificence, by this cunning ingaged many to betray 


2 3. The following year the Boeotians and Phocians mutually preyed upon Hem ad an. t, 
each other, and feveral Skirmifties hapned betwixt them, which produced 
no great Ioffe on either fide. But PhaUcus the Phocian General, bein° 
accufed to have ftolen the f^cred money, was put out of his place, and three 
Generals fubftituted in his room, D<mocratcs, Ca!lias y and Sophancs, who 
were to make inquilition about the money which was ftolen, and call the 
friillces who had the management thereof to account. . The chief of the 
Trullees was Philo , who being not able to give an account, was racked, and 
confefled many of his fellow thieves. . They had taken out of the Temple 
4000 talents of gold after therate offilver,and above 6000 talents of Silver of 
luch pfefents as Croefas and others had fent : and there wanted not fome who 
affirmed as much ro have been rifted out of this Temple, as Alexander af¬ 
terwards found in the treafures of the Per [tans. PhaUcus was about to fearch 
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in the pivemcnt for xreafure, hinted at by Homer ; but when the Soldiers 
came to dig near to the Tripos, fuch Earthquakes hapned, as deterred tbefn 
from proceeding any further. The Phocians aftifted with thefe riches caried 
on the War, and by this time bid got inro their hand three ftrone places in 
\ 0 rc,, T” H ‘! «"<■«"“<, and Corfu,,. The Urntimt being much 
m P re fj hcrew,th ’ h,v,n 8 1 0 ** vc ry many men, and wantingmoney, fent Am- 
balfadors tot he King of Macedonia aid. Philip was very glad to find 
theminfo weak a condition, defiring to abate ,thac Spirit which they had got 
at the battel at LeuHr*, yet he fent them a confiderable number of men, be¬ 
caufe he would not feern to be wanting to fo religious a caufe, as vindicating 
the right of the Oracle. Af this time the Phocians building a Caftle ne^T 
Abd;, were fallen upon by th q Boeotians, and fliifting for themfelves into 
Arcnmkabb the neighbouring Tovvns, 500 of them ftepped by into a Chapel of Apollo 
jccidsnt, ^ear Aba,. Fire, being left in their tents^ feized upon fame ftraw there, 

; whence a.oreac,flame arifing, caught hold at length of the Chapel, and there- 
« »n burnt ali.ve thofe that had fled thither, for an example (as Diodorus account- 
eth it) to ill facrilegious perfons.

where finding PhaUcus refloredtohis Gcnerallhip, he halted to decide the 
controverfie by a&ion, but the other lying at Nice, and perceiving himfelf 
too weak to fight, fent to treat with him , and they agreed that he fhould 
have freedom to depart wirh his men whicher he pleafed.

But 
from this punifliment, Pau/aniot tellech us the Abaans were excepted, who 
alone had not contaminated themfelves. the Council then took order for rc- 
ftoring of the Oracle, and for the eftablifhment of peace in Greece ; and 
Philip having confirmed their Decrees, imbracing them all with Angular kind- 
nefle, returned into his own Kingdom, flouriftnng with great glory both up¬ 
on the account oF Fiety and Martial matters. This Exfedirion made not a 
little for the enlargment of his Empire, and the improvement of his defign 
already laid , to procure himref to be chofen Captain General of Greece , and 
to make War upon the P erfians. , . 

27, Two years after, and in the 17 of his reign, he Invaded the Illyrians D - lot i om d 
his old Enemies with a potent Army, took therein many Towns, walled the olym?, 109. 
Country, and with rich booty returned into Macedonia. Then went he into an. 1. 
Theffalie, where calling out the Tyrants out of the Cities, he much won up- 
onthe People, having a defign hereby to makeufe of their favour, as a da- 
coy to bring in the aflfe&iona of the reft. And it failed not; for their neigh¬ 
bours led by their example, very readily entred into League with him. The 
year after he profecuted this defign to a further advantage^ for Kerfobleptes lim 
the King of the Thracians much diftrefling the Greek. Cities in Thrace, he ex¬ 
horted them to joyn together, and with a ftrong force going againft him over¬ 
threw the Thracians in feveral battels, and forced them to pay the tenths of 
their Lands to the Kingdom of Macedonia. , He built Forts in fuch places 
fkrnLrrK^lie as wcrc convenient for the bridling of their power, whereby the Cities being 
Thracians. delivered now from their fear, moll gladly imbraced his alliance and fociety.

inciv mar- pray for a lawfull Heir of the Kingdom from Phihp and Cleopatra , calling 
liagc ' nim naughty fellow, asked him if he counted him a Baftard, and therewith 
threw a Cup at him. Philip hereupon with his drawn Sword made at Alex¬ 
ander, but to the good of both, being light headed with Wine , and mad 
with anger, llumbled dud fell. After this Alexander cafried his mother in¬ 
to Epirus, and went himfelf into Illyricnm, whence his father fhortly recal¬ 
led hirrlby the procurement of Demaratus the Corinthian. Not long after 
Pexodarus the Governour of Carla fent to offer his eldeft daughter in marri¬ 
age to Aridens the bafe fon of Philip, whence great calk being raifed that 
Philip did. it on purpofe to devolve the Crown upon Aridans, Alexander 
fent one The [fains a player to Pexodarns, to perfwade him co ne°le£l a Ba¬ 
ftard and a Fool, and transfer his affinity upon himfelf, which was very 
well liked by Pexodarns. Philip fmelling out the matter, checked Alex¬ 
ander grievoufly, as degenerate, and unworthy of die hope of a Kingdom, be¬ 
ing ambitious cobecomefon-in-lawtoaC^//i», who was no better than a 
flaveto a barbarian King. 

33* The next Spring having enquired of the Oracle concerning the fuc- 
cefle of the Perfian War (which j>ave him anfvver as ambiguous, and to the 
fame purpofe as formerly to Cre(ns) he feint three Captains over into AJia 
under pretence of fetting the Greeks Cities at liberty ; Attains, Parmenio, 
and Amyntas. He himfelf, whileft the forces vtfere gathering together, made 
a magnificent facrifize to the gods, and celebrated the marriage of his daugh¬ 
ter Cleopatra with her Uncle Alexander of Epirus, to which he invited 
all that would, and gave large entertainment, being willing to fhow to the 
Grecians how thankfully he took their making him General of all Greece . 
Feafting and Mufick there was in abundance , and the Feaft being done for 
that day (but all the folemnity to be renewed on the next) whileft it was yet 
night all the people ran together into the Theatre. Thither were carried 
twelve Images of his gods in folemn proceffion, and his own next after in a 
Divine habit, as arrogating to himfelf a place in the Council of the gods.

34. The murderer having mounted on hor^-back had got away whilelt the 
tumult was about the body, but that his fhooe catching nold on a ATne he 
was thereby pulled down, and then (lain by Per die cos and others. This end 
had Philip after he had reigned 24 years, and lived 46 . to which Olympus is 
reported by fome to have contributed, by incourciging Panfanias to commit 
the fa&, and neither knew they how to clear Alexander of the matter. She 
put a Golden Crown upon Paufanios his head as he hung on the Crofle, and 
a few dayes after burnt his body upon the Reliques of her husband, and built 
him a Monument in the fame place, and caufed a yearly parentation to be 
made to him. After this having killed Cleopatra's young fon ini her bofom, 
(lie then hanged her, or as one faith, fried them both to death in a'braTen 
Veffel,and confecrated the fword wherewith Philip was (lain to Apollo, under 
the name of Myrtalis, by which (he was called when young. The foundatibn 
of a great Empire was laid by Philip, and a great pattern left unto his ion, 
which to make, was far more hard than what with greater glory was atchieved 
His great at- by Alexander. The recovery of Maccdon when there were two Compen¬ 
dia: vcments. 3 tors that had fuch afliftants, was a work of much prudence and dexterity. The 
regaining of fuch places as were loft to the Illyrians and Oly nth tans, with the 
overthrow of the neighbouring Kings, and the State oiOlynthus , were fuch 
things as would have feemed too difficult for many ages to 'his predeceflors. 
The matters atchieved by him required both Mars and Mercury for afli¬ 
ftants , and therein he bred fo many choife Commanders, as for their skill 
and valour being worchy to wear Crowns ; He feemeth molt to deferve 
that glory which his fon by the influence of his abilities afterwards at-

3 5. Alexander his fon fucceeded him, aged about twenty years, in the firft DioHimM 
of the 1 11 l h Olympiad, wherein Cleomantes wasViaor, Pithodorm being 
Archon , in the firft of the reign of Darius Codomannus , and the year of the 
World 2669. being by the father’s fide defeendedof Hercules , and the mo- T { u mb.i> 
ther’s from Achilles, neither of which lines he difgraced by the courfe of his dtcxsdv. 
fortunes Of a great and lofty fpirit he was from a Child,eafie to be per- 
fwaded, but hard to be compelled. His father apprehending his wit, procured 
Ariflotle to be his School-matter, offering him very large rewards , whofe 
Native Citie Stagetra being before by him demolifhed, he re-edified for 
his fake. By fuch a Matter he was not onely inftrudled in morality, but had 
fome infight into the more abftrufe Sciences, and feemed to have fome skill 
in Phyfick , being wont to give directions to his friends about their health. 

Bein» fixteen years old, Philip undertaking an expedition againft the Byz,an- 
tians, left him his Deputy in Macedonia , where improving his time, he fub- 
dued ithe Medians who had revolted, and taking that Citie, planted it with 
new Inhabitants, and called it after himfelf Alexandropolu. At the battel of 
Charonta he behaved himfelf very Italy, which with other his good parts 
drew great love upon him from his father (infomuch as he willingly fuffered 
the Macedonians to call him King, and himfelf General) but Philips mind 
towards his later end being withdrawn from his mother and faftned upon 
Cleopatra, thereupon enfued great diflatisfafltion on both Tides, whileft his 
mother ftirred him to great indignation,infomuch as he efcaped not fufpition 

ofbeingprivy to her defigns againft his father’s life. , 

36. Yet began he his reign with juftice againft fuch as had an hand in the j detnidi 
murther, killing them upon his Grave , and blamed his mother that in his 
abfence (he had dealt fo cruelly with Cleopatra. Then celebrating the fune- OG 
ral of his father with royal Rites and Ceremonies, he began to take care ot 


He beginneth his publick affaires, and being contemned for his youth and little experience 
hi.rcgn well, above all expeaation explicated himfelf out of all difficulties, bySS 
fas Fathers courcefie, and overcoming many by the invincibleneffe of lhf 
fpmc, which through the courfe of his life bore down all oppofrion. He re 
newed the difc.p me of War, and gainedtheaffeaionsoftkArmyiW 
mg alfo that Attaint upon the account of his Niece Cleopatra, livac ill ad 
vantages to do him mifehief, he fent l,tea,am with a band of menwhh 
order to attack him and fend him over alive if poflible , or elfe ro kill him 

one wav or other, which was^at length effefted. In the mean time zw 

fthenei having had fecret intelligence'of Philip’s death, went to the people 
and pretending to have dreamt it, flirted up the Athenian, aU waves hoffiblc 
to contemn the^youth of Alexander, and not to fuffer him to obmin the 
Principality of Greece, and to this purpofe they fent unto A halm , and entred 
into confpiracy with htm,how they might belt effeft it.The Delian, intended 
m, difUcul* t0 reftore the Exiles of the Acamamane baniflied by Philip. The Ambrachti

One of the Ambaflador^ was Demojlhenes, who came not with the reft to 
gander but returned back when he was come on his wav, either fot 
that he flood in fear of him for the Orations made againft his Father, or be¬ 
caufe he would not crack his credit with t he Per ft an King , from whom f 
chtnes accufed him co have received much money. He Wwered the Ambaf- 
fadors to their fatisfaaion, and then fent fortheDepim.es of the Eft’tes to 
meethimat Corinth, where fpeaking very courteoufly to them, he was aoain 
declared General againft the Per f,an, and aid decreed to him for carrying on 
c r h = War; aftervyhtchhereturnedinto Macedonia. Whilfthe.herevvasm’the 
Ijrhmus, many Phi ofophers came to falute him; * onely Dionnes the Si - ■ 
nop ia ntmde no reckoning of him.

43. Antipater having obtained this vi&ory , was willing to put an end 
to the Wat out of fear of envy', by feeming to proceed further than the mode- 
fty of a fubjedt fhould require. For he knew the high fpirit of Alexander , 
who rejoyced in the vi&ory, but not in him being Vi&or, which he not ob- 
fcurely grudged at, thinking fo much to be detracted from his own glory as 
And feud to was added to that of another. The Lacedamonians therefore being con- 
hirn into Afu {trained to fend to him, he remitted them for anfwer to the Council of 
to beg pardon. Greece , which having heard what could be faid on both Tides, referred the 
whole matter to the Cognifance of Alexander . They then gave upto-^w- 
tipater fifty Hoftages, and fent into Afia to Alexander to'beg pardon. 
Moft of fuch learned men as were Eminent during this period have already, 
upon occafion,been fpoken of. 


CHAP. HI. 


The affairs of Sicilie during this 
Empire. 


SECT. I. V 

7 be Jirfl Names And Inhabit Ants of this Ifland, with a relation of 
fuch things as preceded the Perfian Empire. 

t CSICILI E is an Ifland of the Mediterranean Sea, lying over agaiift 
* Oltaly at five miles diftance ;* from which it is thought to have been feve¬ 
red by fome Earth-quake, or the violence of the Sea, being joyned formerly 
byanlflhmus, or n«ck of Land,to the Continent. : . 

The old In. a. It was firft,from the Triangular Figure, called Trinacna , then Sicanta, 
habitants of and afterwards obtained the name of Sicilie. . Themoft antient Inhabitants 
sicilie . were Cyclopes, or Gyants with one onely eye in their foreheads (as the Poets 
fancied) and the L&flrygones of the fame Original. After them fucc^eded 
the Sicani, by fome faid to be indigent, or naturals of the place j but by 
others a people of Iberia, ex Spain, and fo named from Sicantts, a River m 
that Countrey, whence they were expelled by the Ligyes, and coming mtotne 
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the Second Empire. 


Ifland Tr inner la changed its name into Sicania, After thefe, the Siculi a Sect 1. 
people of Italic (fo named faith Thucydides from I talus a King of Arcadia ) 
being expelled by the Opici, palled into this Ifland, and overthrowing the Sica¬ 
ni feized upon the beft parts of it, and gave it the name of Sicilie , atmoft 
300 years before the Greeks found it our. When Ilium was taken , fome 
Troians fled by fhipfrom the Achaans into this Countrey, and fixing them- A ‘ M l821 * 
felves near to the Sicani, were all called Ely mi, whofe principal feats were 
Erpx and Egefia. To thefe were added fome of the Phoccnfians , of thofe 
who in their return from Troy being driven by Tempeft into Libya , or A- 
frick ,, thence paffed into Sicilie . The Phoenicians alfo inhabited all over 
the Ifland in the Maritime parts, and the little Iflands near ad joyning, tor the 
benefit ofTraffick with the Siculi ; But after that manv Greeks arrived, they 
removed, and joyned themfelves to the Elymi, and inhabited Motya, Solum, 
and Vanormw, becaufc rhence was but a little paflage unco Carthage. So L -, b 6 aA ini ~ 
many Barbarians, and after this manner, inhabited Sicilie faith Thucydides, t i:m. 
with whom in the main of their relations, confent Diodorus, Strabo , Diony- 
fiui of Halycarnajfus, Paufanias, Conftantimu Porphyrogenneta and 0- 
thers. 


3. The firft Greeks that came into Sicilie (as Thucydides proceedeth) were a.M. j 171. 
fome from Chalets in Euboea , who under conduft of Theoclcs planted Naxos. V. c.Yo. 

G,«(Colo- The year following Archias the Corinthian, defeended from Hercules , drove Acbay 10. 

nit$. the Siculi from that place where ftood the Citie afterward called Syracufe. 

About the fame tirfie Lamis brought a Colony from Megara, which he firft 
placed upon the River Pantacius, in a place called Irotilw. In the 45 year 
after Syracufe began to be inhabited, Antiphemut from Rhodes , and Euti- 
tnus out of Crete, with their feveral Colonies planted Gel a, fo named from 
the River by which it ftood, the Inhabitants whereof 108 years after ere&ed 
the great and Magnificent Citie Agrigentum, or Aoragas, fo called alfo from 
a River of the fame name. ZanclawM firft inhabited by fome Pyr.itcs of 
Coma, a Citie belonging to Chalets ; but afterwards by a multitude that came 
pvomifcuoufly from Chalets and other parts of Euboea, under the condiuft of 
Perieres of Cuma , and Cratamenes of Chalcis, and were hence aft out again 
by the Samians and other Ionians, who fled from the Medes into Sicilie. 

Zancle was fo named by the Siculi, from a Side , in their language Zancla , 
which it refembled. Not long after Anaxilas Tyrant of Rhegium banifhing 
the Samians filled it with a mixed multitude, and called it Meffana, after the 
name of his own Count/ey. Himera was planted by the Zand&ans , and 
many Chalcidians amongft them, with whom alfo joyned certain Syracufians 
being expelled by the contrary fa£tion,and called Myletida. Their language 
was mixed betwixt the Chalcidian and Doricl^ tongues. Thefe were the Co¬ 
lonies which from feveral parts of Greece planted sicilie. As for other Towns 
that were Colonies of thefe Colonies, they fhall be told whofe they were up¬ 
on occafion. 


4. That Gyants inhabited Sicilie ( although to fome it hath feemed no 
other than the invention of Poets, who ufuallyfpeak monftroufly of antient 
dmisiasi- things) the difeovery of the laft age hath made moft manifeft; at whit time 
<Ult ' were in feveral places of the Ifland found the bones of fuch kind of men, and 

the perfect proportion of one or more within the earth, which upon 
touch mouldred all into duft. Cluvcrius in his Defcription of Sicilie , and 
Faz,ellus , herein give abundant fatisfadlion , which might be further ftreng'li¬ 
ned from what thedifeoverers of America relate concerning men of fnch fta- 
ture; but that the Teftimony of Scripture alone fufficeth to make evident the 
being of Gyants. That they were indigent , or firft Inhabitants of Sicilie , 
is probable, and the very fame with the Laftrygones. As for the Sicani, no 
credit is to be given to the Teftimony of Thucydides in this point that they 
came out of Spain, for that Diodorus being this Countrey man, and cer¬ 
tainly rather more concerned in the delivery of the Antiquities of it, than 
other Nations , averreth the moft accurate Hiftorians to have affirmed them

turned him a fatisfa&ory anfwer, and-inviced him unco his houfe, where he 
ftifled him in a bath, or elfe his daughters, for the love they bore to Dadalus, 
when they came to walfi him (which was the cuftom for women and maids to 
dounroguefts, according to Athenaus ) inftead of warm water, poured on 
him fcaldin° picch. He gave up his body to his men, pretending he had 
(lipped bv cbance into hoc water, and perfwaded them to ftay and plant in the 
Ifland, where they built Mima and Engyum , now Gange, . the two firft Greek. 

Cities founded in Stcily, as fome note. .The Cretans afterwards in re¬ 
venge for their King’s death, came and befieged CaMicus five years ro no 
purpofe, and were fhipwrackc in their return upon the Coaft of Italy, where 
then refolving to ftay and hide their.difgrace, chey builc Hyria, betwixt Ta- 
rentumznd B undufirtm, and from them defeended the lapyges and Metfa. 
pd. This paffage concerning the younger, happened in the dayes of 
Hercules th t jGracian, an Age before the Tro)an War. 

•7. After Cocalus the feveral Cities (kecaufe they wanted rightful and fuc- 
cejfive Kings., as it feemeth, and lived under loofe Democracy ) became the 
prey of 7 yranni,, whereof no Country was ever more fertil than this 
Ifland, faith 'Jstfiiu, ' Of. thefe, Anaxilam his Juftice vied with the Cruelty ut ^ l,a - 
of the reft, and was not unrewarded. For at his death leaving his children 
young, whom he committed to the truft of Micythue his faithful (lave, his 
Subje6lsfo prized his memory, as they chofe rather to obey him, and fuffec 
the Majefty of a Kingdom to be managed by a (lave, than deferc his fons, But 
if by thefe TyranniSx, to be meant, fuebas after the fetlement of the Greek, 

Colonies, made themfelves Mafters of the Cities ( as we haye .no other 
ground than to believe ; the name of Anaxilaus fufficiently declaring; it’s 
original) then Cocalm living an Age before the Trojan War, and the firft 
Greek, Colony mentioned by Thucydides being planted in the * n Olym* * A. M 27 ** 
piad, this after Cocalus is with great liberty ufed by Trogus or Juflin • feve- 
ral hundreds of years, ( viz,, five or fix ) intervening betwixt Cocalus and 
thofe Tyrants. For the Cities were many years after their founding gover¬ 
ned by the People, according to the cuftom of Greece , till Phalaris ufurped 
in the Stace of Agrigentum, which Saidas wriceth to have happened in the 
52 Olympiad, ^ and Eufebius in the 54. This difference betwixt them may 
well be reconciled, if, with Cappellns, we believe that Phalaris- coming to A M U4r 
Agrigentum, there was kindly entertained forfcighc years, ac the end where- oiymp. i 
of took occafion from a gireft, and perhaps a Judge of Concroverfies, to make K c. 190. 
himfelf Tyrant, and the People (laves. , Evilmcroda - 

8 . Phalaris was born at Aflypalea a City in Crete • his Fathers name wa^ cbt > 
Eaodamm, who died whilft this his fon was an infant. He married Erythia, 
and on her begat Paurolas, a little before whofe berth being baniftied, and 
deprived of tne.greated part of his eft ire, he continued lono in a defoiate 
condition, not knowing what to do, till at length a Sedition being raifed in 
the State of Agrigentum, he was Cent for by the weaker fa&ion, and in con- 
clufiongot aft the power into his hands. He kept the Tyranny by the fame 
arts he nrft obtained it, vh. fraud and cr#ff/*y t Torwhichcaufehewasgrie- 
voufly hated by many, and his life laid at by thofe of whom he had well de- 
ferved. Erythi* continued all her life with her fon Paurolas at Afiypalea , 
where though (he was much impbrtuned by mapy Suters, yet (he remained 
ftedfaft in fidelity to her husband., The.Citizens of Afiypalea when they (aw 
Phalaris had fo advanced himfelf, either for that now their hatred was allai- 
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Sect.i Cd, oroucof fear of revenge, fent tohim to intimate that they had revok- 
ed what had been formerly done againft him, as unjuft. He defpifed not this 
late repentance, but fent them has h?arty thanks, and rewarded them. Ha¬ 
vin'* obtained a viaory over the Ltottwes, his foh Paurola* fent him a Crown 
of Gold, which he returned back unto his wife Erythia. She was at length 
poyfoned by Python one of her Suters, inraged at a repulfe ; which thing 
Phalaris took moft impatiently. . 

a It hapned that one PerillM an Athenian, and an excellent Statuary, came 
to Anrigmum , where (hewing his rare skill, he was kindly entertained by 
Phalaris. He taking notice of Phalaris his cruelty, framed a brazen Bull, 

. which being heated and a man put in his belly, would by the roaring of him 
renlitn and ^ ^ torme nted, imitate the voice of a natural ohe. Prefencing him 

h.s brazen ^ ^ exquifitc piece, as incomparable for the torturing of men, he ad¬ 
mired ills skill, but detefting his wickedneffe, caufed him hrft to make a try.ft 
of it, and excufed himfelf to the Athenians , who took it ill, as having done 
nothing but what was juft and meet. If Perilbu had onely made experiments, 

Phalaris had fatisfied all reafonabU men ; but threading his Enemies with 
this Engine, and making good his word upom them as often as he could have 
occafion, he thereby incurred, and flighted the hatred of mankind. At the 
fame time flourirtacd one Steftchorns a Poet of Htmera, who died eight 
vears before Phalaris. He wrote verfes againft the Tyrant and raifed an Ar¬ 
my, animating the Inhabitants of Himera againft him, with whom joyned 
Conon a moft leud and naughty man, and divers others, all which, together 
with the Poet, at length fell into his hands. Conon was presently condem¬ 
ned to the Bull. He doubted at firft what to do with Steficborus but at 
length beholding his worfti, he not onely difmiffed him unpuniftied, but with 
large gifts * and ever after mightily reverenced him both alive and dead; m- 
fomuch as he defired the tiimeriant to build him a Temple, and Altars (of¬ 
fering for that purpofe men, money, and all neceflaries) and moft lovingly 
comforted his daughters. . c .. 

io. He was fo great a conremner of Popularity, and fo confcious of his 
wickednefle andpublick infamie, that he refuted thp honours offered him by 
them of Mehta, not for any pride, but with a friendly admonition, that it 
wduld be to them infamous," and to him not at all advantageous. So when 
Sieficborut, Cleaneta, Theano., and others, thought of writing in his praife, 
he feriouflv defired they would forbear, wi filing rather that his name might 
be buried m oblivion, chan celebrated in the Writings of Learnea men, and, 
to no purpofe, adorned with falfe commendations. Being gnevoufly pro¬ 
voked by the affronts of the Mejfenians, Catanient, Leontmes, ZancU- 
ans. and Tamomtmtes, heprofecucedthemtothe ucmott, often faying, that 
he moft certainly knew they would fall into his hands, which accordingly 
came to paffe. He confeffech that he had tortured in the brazen Engine yj 
men, ferioufly ivifiling they might be the laft ; but he forefaw that Lamachtts 
and Epiterfes, though abfent, would increafe th? number- Thefe things are 
related in the Epiftles chat go under his name, which fome Learned.Men 
think written by Lucian. But whoever fo drew to the life another $ difpo- ? 
fuion as he there doth his own, infomuch as 5«/^accounteth them * very ad- * 
mirable. If one cotifider their ftyle, accuteneflc, and invention, there are *** • 
n6 Epiftles of any Tyrant , no not ofany Orator or Philofopher to be com¬ 
pared with them. But if one lock at. the difpofition of the man, he was a 
•Photons his portentous thing, born for the chaftifement of the naughtmefle of men, of 
difpofition. cruel hatred ana unparalleld cruelty ; yet of a moft pronenfe an,q munificent 
mind towards his Friends, and wit hall reverencing Virtue fo much in pis 
very Enemies, that for it’s fake he, would pardon injuries, and reltpquiin 

ii. That is fcarce credible which Clearchus relaceth in (<*) Athene**, that ( A ) Lit, 9. 
hew’aseranfported with fo great cruelty,, as to have ferved up to his table 
fusing and new born Infants. hath a more likely (lory copcer- (b)li u<* 

ning Chariton and Melamppns. Chariton loved Melamppus With an^ex- 
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travaganc and immodeft Love, as appearech from die hiftorian. Melanippus 
having a conreft with one of P haleru his friends, was commanded, and at 
length forced to delift, which taking very ill, be complained of it to his Lo¬ 
ver, and defuing his afllftance for killing the Tyrant, thought of tnkjn° in 
other young men into the confpiracy. Chartton delired of him to cruft him 
t'Sml. f lo ; e Wl [ h th £ ma , t J rer . canke an opportunity to revenge him, unwilling that 
both of them Ihould mifearry in it if it were difeovered ; and on a time made 
at Phalaris with his dagger, but was prevented by his Guard , which he had 
continually about him. Being examined concerning his Complices, he en¬ 
dured great tortures, fo long, that Melanippus more lenfible of them than he 
himfelf, went to the Tyrants and revealed the whole matter. He admir¬ 
ing the courage and love of both, difmiffed them, with this condition, that 
they flaould depart the lame day out of Sicilie. This love which appearerh 
to have been no becterthan an unnatural Lift, was afterwards by Apoilo cal¬ 
led divine, whence, as in other refpe&s, thefe impure Spirits, the gods of 
Heathens, betrayed themfelves what they were. And hence it is no wonder 
that the Philofophers of old, fuchas Socrates, Plato , Xenophon, \y£fcb- 
nes, Ccbes , and the reft, might approve of this nffe&ion towards Males, 
which the (c) Romans yet abhorred in fome Ages, the (d) Lac edeemon inns 
held as Capital, and the Lake wherein Sodom and Gommorahwztc {wallowed 
up, evinceth to have been contrary to the Law of God and Nature. But as 
for Phalaris, after he had tyrannized fixteen years, he perifhed by the fury of 
all the multitude of Agrigcntum, which, as (*) Ctcsro writetl/, fell upon 
him.Some thoughtthne hi'sfubje&s confpired againft him,being principled there- 
roby the do&rine of Pythagoras, of which opinion is alfo (/) Jamblich ts in the 
life of this Philofopher. But the whole relation concerning Pythagoras 
his entercourfe with Phalaris is therefore defervedly fufpetted, becaufe che 
Philofopher being yet young had fcarce paffed inro Italy. The death of Phalans 
hapned about the firft year of the 58 Olympiad-, and the twelfth year of Cj - 
rut his Reign, reckoned from his firft obtaining the Kingdom of Media. 
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SECT. II. 

Of fuch thing as were Contemporary with the Pcrfian Empire. 

1. A Frer the death of Phalaris, the Citizens of Agrigemum recovered 
jl\. their liberty, and enjoyed it till 7 hero ag in brought rhem under. 
He was the fon oft /Eneftdamtu, and boa (led that he was descended from 
Oedipus. He got the prize at the race with the Chariot in theO.^wp t^games, 
and is celebrated by (<*) Pindar the Poet, w'wofz Scboliaft tcacheth us, that 
he was Father in Law to Gelon Tyrant of Syracnfc, by his daughter D mate- 
ta, and married alfo his brother’s daughter: Ac this rime Panama made 
himfelf Lord of Lcontiutn , and Cleander of Gcla. ( leander , after feven 
years, was fucceeded by his brother Hippocrates , who fore alfliited the peo¬ 
ple of Naxtts, of Zancle, or Mcffana, and Leonti/sm, whom he forced to 
acknowledge him for their Lord. After (even years, he was alfo (lain in a bat¬ 
tel againft rhe Siculi, having before this made war with the Syracufans , and 
by compofition got from them the City of Carrier ina. After his death Cc- 
lorithz fon of Dinomenet (descended of the race of the Rhodians, who with 
the Cretans and other Greekj had feated themfelves m Sicilie) that had com¬ 
manded his Forces with great fucceffe, and to whom he committed the cruft 
of his Children, breaking all obligations made himfelf Lord of Gcla. Af¬ 
ter he Was in poffeflion of this Town, a Sedition happening in Syracufe, be¬ 
twixt the Migiftrates and People, he being called in to the afftfiance of the 
Governoursth.it were driven out by the multitude, made himfelf Prince. 
Such being the danger and infirmity of all Governments, except rightfully fuc- 
ceflive Monarchy. This fell out in the fecond year of the 72 Olympiad+ 
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c, rr \ .when Hybr Hides was Archon at Athens , the 3 ith of Darius Hyftafpis , and 

the fame, as fome reckon, wherein the battel at tjttaratbon was fought. 

Now the comportment of Sicilian affairs conftrainmg ustofpeakmoft con¬ 
cerning Syr actsfe, fo confiderable a place, both as to its felf, as a Citie, 
and as°the fcene of fo great tranfa&ions , requireth a more accurate de- 


Thc Oiif-i- 2. Syracufc was firft inhabited by fome Greeks of ^tolia, and had the 
»al name of Ortygia. Thefe were expelled by the Siculi, who poffeffed them- 

uje. felves of the place , and at length were outed alfo by a Colony led hither 

out of Peloponncfm by Arc hi a* ibtCorinthian,\n the eleventh Olympiad , Ro« 
mttha then reigning at Rome , ahd the Mejfenian War being very hot in Pe- 
loponnefus. This new Colony,becaufe of Archias, and for that many followed 
him from Corinth , owned that Citie for its Metropolis, which ac that time 
was molt powerfull at Sea. But many afterwards flocked out of other parts 
of Peloponneftts, and by little and little the Citie of Syr acts fe To increafed, as 
it became not onely the greatefl, and molt beautiful 1 of all in Sicily, but of 
Greeks Cities whatfoever, as Cicero aflirmeth. It contained, as he writeth, 
four great Cities; the I (land, Acradina , 7 ycha, and Neapolis. Its com- 
paffe was 180 furlongs, having, befides Suburbs, two Ports very commodious 
for (hipping, being feparated by the Ifland, and grounds about it very fertile, 
in fome places riling into little Hills, but compared about with Fennes. 

The firft Inhabitants dwelt in the Ifland antiently called Ortygia j then as the 
Citie increafed the other parts were added, whereof the lateft was Neapolis. 

As for the ftate of the Citie, after it received a new beginning from Archiae , 
the form of the Commonwealth was without doubt the fame that then was 
in the Metropolis under the Government of the Bachiada,v iz. Oligarchical, 
bordering upon Ariftocracie. Afterwards the common people waxing heady 
outed the better fort of the poffeflion of the grounds, and feizing on the 
Government, made bad to be worfe,as the fad changes and deflations will 
flievv. The Exiles (by Herodotus called Gamori) betook themfelves to Ge- 
lon the Tyrannus of Gela , who coming to reftore them with an Army, the peo¬ 
ple refitted not, but received him into the Citie, whereby obtaining the whole 
power, he reftored it not to the Nobility,but made himfelf maftcr of Syracufe. 

This hapned at the time aforefaid, and about 244 years after the Plantation of 
Archias. 

3, Gelou fo ufed his power as he was loved by all, and feared by none. He 
T . A » tl i every way much inlarged, adorned, and inriched the Citie : out of all Con- 
cQwcr of Gc- quered Towns he took the Nobleft, and worft difpofed Citizens, and brought 
) 0 n, tnem to Syracuse. He procured the affe&ions of almoft all that dwelt in Si¬ 

cily, and fo greatly flrengthen’d himfelf, that he was able with a Navy of 200 
Triremes, and as great an Army as all Greece could fet forth againft Xerxes, 
to help the Grecians in the Median War; and had gone to their afliftance, if 
they would either have granted him the Command of die Land Army or the 
Fleet. When he could obtain neither of thofe, he imployed his forces a- 
gainft the Carthaginians , who had been called into Sicily by the Egeftans, 
and on the fame day wherein the Greeks obtained their vi&ory at Saturnine, 
got fo great an one over them at Himera a Maritime Town, that his glory 
is thought to have equalled, if not exceeded, the other of Themiftocles. At 
H is fucccffc t - me t h e Carthaginians were very powerfull, and become Eminent; 
KDiSililSw. whofe affairs being by neceflityto be joyned with fuch matters as relate to 
this Ifland of Sicily, a more convenient place cannot be had, to (peak fome- 
thing (as this work requireth) of the Original,and progreffe of their Common¬ 
wealth. . 

The Original 4- Carthage was a Colony of Tyre, and Tyre of Sidon the moft ancient 
of (artbate Metropolis of Phoenicia, mentioned by Homer with commendation, for inge- 

L ’ nious induflry (who hath not one word concerning tyre) and built by St- 
don the eldeftfon of Canaan. Tyre was built about the 2747 year of the 
World,and 240 years before Solomons Temple, as (a) Jofephus hathob- (0 
ferved. The Greeks thought it received its name from Tym the Founder : 
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and (ftfomsinvemeda fable of a Nymph, called T/r^tared by Her. Suer.*

He nameth as founders Zorns and 
building of Carchedon , according to the Opinion of the Greeks , who thought them the 
CMb V ' Captains of the Colony ; whereas I for , or Zo *, was the name of the Metro- 
polis and Carchedon of the new Citie , Carthada fignifying a New Citie in 
the Phoenician language, as Sohnus witneffeth. Strabo again will have the 
Phoenicians to have led out Colonies as far as the Pillars of Hercules , and 
planted, fome, a little after the Trojan War, upon the Maritime Coafts of 
Afrtck ., With which Virgil clofing, feignetH Dido to have reigned at Carthage 
at thattime; whereas fne was 300 years later, according to theTdbmonv of 
.the Phoenician 1 Annals; fo as Servius upon the Poet affirmeth the whole ftory 
of and Dido to be a fiaion, and utterly againft the courfe of Hiftory. 

Further,noreththac fomeaccotinred built 142 years af¬ 

ter the deftruaion of T roy , about the 2 966 year of the World, and the 23 
°/, the r ? §n ° f D(ivid ' 1 64 years or more before the time affigned to Dido by 
It confided Menander . For the reconcilement of thefe feveral aflertions it mud be 
of three parts, confideredthat Carthage confifted of three parts, viz. Cothon , Megara , and 
fyrJfy whereof the firft was the Port , and the laft the Citadel compared about 
by. the fecond, called Magalia and Magaria , but more truely Megara figni- 
fying properly in the Pmick , language, dwellings in a (Irange Countrey . ’Tis 
conceived that thefe might be built ac feveral times; as that part about the 
Haven before the War of Troy ; the other fome time within 144 years after 
the deftruaion of it, which might rightly, in refpea of the other, be called 
Carthada , or New Town ; andlaftly, the Byrfa by Dido A66 years after. 

For the Phoenicians beina matters ac Sea, might according to their pleafure,* 
as they had occafion, fend out Colonies, which they began to do from the 
time that Jo(hua expelled them out of the Land of Canaan . The Greeks 
themfelves believed chat Cadmus made an expedition into A [rick , and.

The Phoenicians then cut the Hide all into one fmall 
thong,with which they encotnpaffed twenty furlong,and thereon built a Cal le, 
thence, (faid the Greeks ) called Byrfa. But learned men explode this ftory of 
the Hide as a meer invention,and a fable raifed from a falfe explication of the 
word, which in the Hebrew tongue is Bofra , and fignifying a fortified p- ace or 
Caflcl , is changed into Byrfa for the better found , becaufe the Genius of the 
Greek, language fuftereth not 5 & R to be joyned together. Jujhnmx. of Tro- 
?us relateth that Hiarbas King of Mauritania lent for ten of the principal 
Carthaginians, and required Dido in marriage , threatnmg elfe to make Wac 
upon them. Ac their return they told her he defired fome one who might 
teach his people breeding and manners, but none could be found that was 
concent to leave his Countrey, and joyn himfelf with the Barbarians, whole 
lives were like to thofe of wild hearts. She blaming them all exceedingly, 
that they preferred their private commodity before the good of their Coun¬ 
trey, to which if need required they ought their very lives, they opened to her 
the whole matter, faying, that what foe would impofe upon others, flie ought 
not herfelf to refute. Being caughc with this wile, ftie long called on the 
‘ name of Sichaus, her husband, with many tears and great lamentation , then 
taking three moneths time for the doing of what there was neceffity for, 

(lie made a pile of wood, as though to make a Parentanon to Sicham, and 
appeafe his Ghoft before her fecond marriage. Having killed many beatts, 
flie afeended the Pile with a Sword in her hand, and turning to the people 
faid, that now flie was going to her husband, and therewithall killed her fel. 

Before the name of Dido (which fome make to figmlie Loved or ><”>"<«'> ***** 
and others more probably Wandring or ErratickJ) foe had that of jfa, e- 
tokening a Divine Woman, or Viraqo» The Latin word Tirago, in Greek, ^ 
written Ouiraoo ,is in Eufebius corrupted into Origo, and being apphed as a 
name to the Citie, and not to the woman, by a mifunderftmdtng hath much 
perplexed Jofeph Scalier and others.

Arifiotle commended this above the Lacedemonian cuftom, all but 
chat concerning their wealth, imputing it as an error to the Legiflator } who 
ought another way to have provided for Magnates, that they might attend 
publick bufine^fe without any detriment to themfelves, and fo be preferred 
meerly for their Virtue. 

8. Thefe Suffetes were more rightly in their own Language called Sopbe- 
tim, the Hebrew name of thofe chief Judge) amongft the Ifraelites, who 
from jo(hua to Saul governed their Commonwealth, and the Hifiory of 
whofe actions by us called Judge), hath the fame title of Sqphetim , for that 
interpretation which renders it Sophim (\.c.

ac Rome, was the chief member* and as the Soul of the State, wherein the 
Sufetes 'propounding, as the Confuls there, all chines of moment were 
brought to it; efpeciafty what concerned thofe great things of Empire: viz. 

SPeace % War, and Leagues. The Sufetes deliberating with the Senate, if ic 
was unanimous, and they refdved the fame thing , their Decree was Law to 
the whole State ; bet if the Senate and Suffytet difygreed, then was the mac- 
ter referred to the People. 

9- In the Coptic or Afembly pf the People, any one oC the rabble might 
fpeak his mind freely, and without, danger contradia the Magiftcates. the 
People’s Decree concerning any thing referred* was taken for the ultimate de¬ 
termination of the whole and State, and being once paffed was fo binding, 
that it wa? not lawful to offer anything agaipft.it, which Arifietle repre- 
hendeth (and well may he) as too Popular, and epo much declining from the 
b.eft form of a Commonwealth* affirming this Conftitucion to have no 
place in the b^ft modelled States^ But * Polybius diftenting from the Philo- *quo fupra. 
fopher, where he compareth the Carthaginian with the Laconic^ and Romm 
Conxmonwealths, foevyech that it was poifed of the three kinds of Govern¬ 
ment,, that che Sufetes were as Kings, the Senate held the place of Opti~ 
m atfis or Nobility, and the People a convenient power. Yet ne adderh, that 
when Hannibal made War upon the Romans^ (whjch happened ten years af¬ 
ter the death of Anifiotlef) the State of Carthage declined from it’s antienc 
and heft condition* the People having affumed, more than formerly, when 
the Roman Senate’s authority was yet whole. . This be thinketh to have much C onMt vote 
ingommodated their affaires, and brought great advantage to the Romans , 

^it what authority the People had during the oeft and moft ancient State, he 
no where in thofe Books and fragments that are remaining, declarech. Em~ 
tofrt thinketh that ic confifted in ele£ling Magiftrates, making Laws, Leagues, 
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_ rT , petce, and War i in appointing and ordering Negotiation^, Cyftoms, .Tri- 
buces, and fuch like things, which concerned the generality,; and retyped 
the profit of the multitude. But fome of thefe things feem rather to' have 
fallen under the conlfderation of the Kings and Senate; however the disor¬ 
ders that followed, as in afl other fuch Governments,'will fatisfie the Reader 
in his opinion of the excellency of Monarchy. 

Council of io. Befides the Senate there Was a Council of 104 men, whereof Ari. 

104. Jtoitc onely informeth us, and which, according to the round number, from 

him we may call th zCentumvirdte. They had power to chufe five men out of 
their body, who had very large and great authority; Both ihefe forts of Ma- 
eiftrates retained their power longer than any other, enjoying it both before 
and after theycameto be of the five, which thing was plainly Oligarchical. 

But in that they were not chofen by lot, but by the Suffrages of the People, 
and ferved without wages; in that they alone took cognifance of, and judg¬ 
ed controversies, and publick a&ions, none being remitted toothers, a? the 
cuftom was at Lacedstmon, this he taketh notice to be Ariftocratical. He 
compared the power of the Cenmmvirate with that of the Ephori m. Sparta, 
whereby he teacheth us, that the power of judging lay in it. And jis the 
Ephori were (acording to him) Confervators of Popular liberty at Sparta, 
prote&ing the Plebeians againft the power of the great ones, fo it is likely, 
from thefe words of Ariftotle , thatthofe 100 men at Canbagt were the 
Keepers of the Popularity. Herein he preferech them before the Ephori, 
that they were not chofen out of the rabble, but the better fort of Citizens, 
wherein lay alfo a piece of AnftoCracy ; for mean perfons bang preferred 
to orcatcft places , do much hurt a Commonwealth , faith he, and have alrea - 
"v for* dy endamaged that of the Lacedemonians. Amonft civil Officers there were 
fome that madeinfpe&ion into the manners of the Citizens, as Cvfn Nepot 
telleth us in the life of Amtlcar , the Father of famous Hannibal, from 
Prctcrfhip. whom th remove a a beautiful youngman called AfdfttM , becaufe he was' 
reported to be more familiar with him, than modefty required. Therfe was 
alfo a Pratorfhip which had authority tolook totheCuftoms and Tributes, and 
alfo to prefer Law*, as appeareth by Hannibal , who being chofen into this 
office, not onely reformed the Cuftomer, but alfo taking notice of the corrup¬ 
tion of judges, procured a Law fpr them to be chofen .every ydar. But 
whether there were more than one of thdfe Officers, is not to be ducovercd 
from ancient Writers. . ' \, ^ 

11. Befides the faults before mentioned,, Anftotle reprehendeth the Cu¬ 
ftom of chufing the Sufetes for their riches, which openeth, adore to avarice 
Paults iu the and indirefit practices thence arifing. He alfo notech it aiafault, that one 
Common- an( j fa fame m?n had feveral Offices, which .yet they efteemed ifs a ( great 
wealth - honour. One deteftable practice they ufed of old, to facrifize to their, gods 
humane Sacrificeswhen any affli&ion or difaftcr fell upon them, and even 
their own Sons, as Plato witneffeth, which cuftom they feem to have broughc 
with them out of PaU/line , every year fending thitherTijchkmd of prerents 
unto Hercules, as we find in Pliny. Another abfurd law they had which Ltb.jo, 
, forbad any Citizens to learn the Greek Langage, leftthey fhould hold lntelli- 
oence with the Enemy, becaufe one Suniator Had fo done wirh Dionyfus the 
Good Laws, elder, as Juftm writeth. This indeed was laudable, that this City abhorni- 
nated Drunkenneffe, and feverely prohibited Wine as much as to be tafted in 
in the Camp, as Plato recordeth in his Laws. This alfo AriMt r commend- 
eth, that, for an incouragement to warfare, they had a Law which gaye hber- 
ty to a Soldier to wear fo many Rings as he had ferved times in the held.

car. t h e state of Carthage wa$ contained to bejg peace, having,as fome fay,made 

this War at the infiance of Xerxes, that thereby the Greeks m Sicilie might 
be diverted from helping their Friends. After this, Gelon ms ^offered the m 
Kingdom of Sicilie ; but he generoufly refufed it, whereby he obtain^ the 
greater glory and love. At length,- having fetledall things well, ^he died full [ib 
of honour at Syracufe, after he had held the Principality about thirteen years. A . 
Jin the third year of the 7 5 Olympiad his elder brother Huron fucceeded 01 
Hiem of s>>vi- him. He rebuilded Catena, and changed ic’s riame into w£tna, the Moiin- • 
enfe, ' tain of which name about this time brake out into flames, as fifty years after 
it did ajfo. In the beginning of his reign he was much unlike to his brother 
Gelon , being fufpicious , cruel, covetous , and turbulent;:. then caught 
with, a lingering difeafe, he was much amended by the conversation of molt 
Teamed men. After this he fought profperoufly againft the Carthaginians , 
who now again returned into Stcilte, overthrew Thrafydaus of Agrigentttm 
in a great battel, and drove him to defperation : at length he incurred tne ha¬ 
tred of the Syr acH fans, uncertain for what caufe, and {portly after with- 
* drawing himfelf to Catena, there died in the fecond year of the 78 Olym¬ 

piad, when he had held the Principality from the death Of Gelon eleven years 

a " d i 5! g AfKt"him his brother Thr»[jMw fazed upon the power, whofe 
Tlmfybitlitt. p r ,&i qes fti rre d up. the Citizens to recover their liberty with the ha- 0 
ftenins of hisruine. For being fet upon by them, he was overthrown , and y 
reduced to fuch a ftraight, that he flea into Locri on the Coaft of *^7* an £ 
there killed himfelf, having held the Sovereignty ten moneths from the death 
The Syracaff 0 p jjieron. The Syr acufans now gladly rellimed their liberty; yet not 
^recover therewkh conten c, that they might the more fecure it, they freed alfo many 
their liberty. r ocher ckies of Sicilie, from 7) yrassni and forem Garrifons. But not long af¬ 
ter they fell into a moft pernicious Sedition. For excluding thofe from ho- w 
nours whom Gelon had brought into Syracuse for the eflabhfliment of his own / 
.intereft, they themfelves bearing all Offices of Magiftracy, and^ governing 
the Commonwealth, though they took not away from the other^ the .reedom 
: of the City, the lately made Denizons not enduring it, confpired together, 
.being in number 7000 of 10000 which Gelon bad brought m. Three years 
Ufter liberty recovered, they fodainly fell upon two parts of the City : the 
[Ifland and Acradina. The natural Inhabitants overpowering them in num¬ 
bers, befieged them clofe, and overthrowing them in a Sea fight, at length 
! conftrained them to acquiefce in the prefent ftate of things, or elfe quit the 
'' City, after the Sedition and tumult had endured two years. In the mean 

time by the condu&of Ducetitu a Sicilian, thofe planters that Huron ad 
placed in Catava, were thence ejefted, and the old Inhabitants reftored to 
the place, whom he had caftout: now alfo the whole Ifland was reftored

Common- cii . which, hovv dangerous; it was, appeared ftiordy. "For, afeer fome years, 

wc the State continuing in this form, and the number of Citizens increafing, one 

ryndartdes,va Eminent man,and very rich, egged on by his ambition, brought 
• it into great danger. For binding to him the indigent rabble by his gifts, and 
nfing them as a Guard, he mahifeftly prefled towards che foverainty, but by 
the Union of thofe who were in greateft grace with the people, he was re- 
prefled, and when the beggerly fore would needs undertake his prote&ion, 
killed in a tumult. When others not at all deterred by this example afpired 
after fuch power as threatned liberty, the people for to humble thofe that 
carried their heads higheft, in imitation of the Athenians brought in the life 
Thc7°f the Petalifm. As they by their Oflracifm removed fuch Citizens for ten 
years, who for their reputation and intereft were dangerous to the freedom 
of the Cicie, _ fo the Syracttfam by the Petal,fm removed fuch like for five 
years. This kind of banifhmenr, without Ioffe of honour, or fortune, was cal- 
j Jed in Greek Pefalifmos, becaufe his name whom any one would have ba- 

nifhed was written in a leaf of an Olive, according to * Diodorus, both which * on<m hoc ad 
m the fame language were fignified by the word Petalos. But this conftitu- ' 

tion,as the other at Athens, could not long continue. For thofe Eminent am.». 
perfons. who were moft fit for State Affairs, for fear thereof bv little and 
Qiikkly abro- Ii cc ^ e withdrew themfelves from publick bufineffe to a private life. Hereby 
gaied for the Commonwealth fell into the hands of bold, rafh,unskilfull, and the naugh- 
1 weighty rca- tielt fort of men , whence grievous incommodities and dangers followed, 
funs. By thefe things die people were moved to abrogate the Law of Petalifm , an d 
the better fort returned to the care of the Commonwealth , after which it re¬ 
mained inquietneffe for fome time, but again relapfed, as neceffarily it muft, 
from the informitv of Antimonarchical Governm e c. 

The Wan of I 7 *. Abroad tne Syracttfeans had War with the Tnfcans in Italy ; with 
the Sy.icu- Ducetitu Captain of the Sicult , as alfo che Agrigentines, Trinacrians , Leon- 
[ms. tmes , and Egcjlans in Sicily , wherein moft commonly they had the better, 
and either fully brought under, or bound to them by Leagues, moft of the Ci¬ 
ties in the Ifland. Leontium a moft flourishing Town was utterly deftroyed 
when k now gaped after che Empire of Sicily, the principal Citizens being re¬ 
moved to Syraettfe, and the multitude driven into Exile. Out of thefe mo¬ 
tions they fell into the Athenian War in the firft vear of the 91th Olympiad, 
concerning which we have already fufliciently fpoken. Syracufe was fo ex- 
haufted rherein with expences ,and (laughters, that upon the brink of ruin it 
was meerly preferved by the wifdom and valour of Gylippm , a ftranger of 
Sparta ‘ and^not onely preferved,but made vi&orious to admiration, and in- 
abled to return to the Athenians fo great overthrowsby Land and Sea. This 
War wluch begun in the 50th year after the recovery of their liberty (by 
means ot the Egeflans, who craved aid of Athens againft them and the Sell- 
nuntians ) lafted not fully three years, leaving a fufficient warning to all, of 
the yiciflitude of humane affairs, and (hewing, chat they who gape after Do¬ 
minion, and are bufie to inlarge their bounds, being carried out by the force of 
ambition rather than reafon, ofeen fall into a neceflity of defending their own 
Eftate, and fometimes lofe all, 

.18. The multitude grown exceeding high upon this fuccefle, would not reft 
fatisfied vvich its former privileges,but fo ordered the matter, that che temper 
of this Commonwealth more and more degenerated. Diocles a man of prin- Lib.2, cap .4. 
cipal note, who had perfwaded them to put to death Ntcids and Demofthenes Dl0cf - 
the Athenian Generals, being of a moft fevere and rigid difpofition, elo¬ 
quent tongue, and great reputation for wifdom, perfwaded the people to 
change the Commonwealth, and ele£ Magiftrates by lot, whereas formerly a Ji.t. 

Xlj C $ they were lefc to the fuffrages of the people. The former way inclined to r.c. 34*. 
new modelled ; buc, by this, admiflion was given to che meaneft and unfitted £><*«* Notbi, 

by D.ocicj' ea perfon to Govern, which ill aereeth with the fame of Diocles his wifdom. 

Some think that the multitude having got a promife from the great ones in 
Eee a the 
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SrcT '** tbc late danger , in cafe they would well demean themfelves, now wrefted 
this Law from them, that Diocles perfwaded the Nobility, and the better fore 
to give way to the time for avoiding fome greater mifehief, and then he with 
his^Collegues having power from the whole State, as Diodorus addeeh, form’d 
this new Commonwealth with convenient Laws, whereby this liberty was 
bounded, and other things defined as they thought,but falfly, made for pub- 
lick good. This Vioclet was in puniftiment of vice rigid, and inexorable, 
and yet moft juft in what was deferved by any man. His Laws were fo well 
thou°ht of by the vulgar, that many Cities of Sicily received them on their 
own°accord , the whole praife of the invention being given to him, though 
he had others joyned with him in the work, that were excellent for wifdom 
and prudence. In after-times one Cephalus under 7 imolcon,m<\ Polydoru* 
under liter on ,were deputed to the making of Laws, but neither of them were 
accounted Legiflators, but both Commentators upon him, who in the form of 
his fpeech was fomething ftiort and obfeure. 

ip. Diocles amongft other Laws ordained,that it fliould be Capital for any Dhd.adofc 
man to come into the Forum, or place where the people was wont to meet, $* 
with his Arms, and that neither the plea of ignorance nor any other excufe 
fhould ftand him in {lead that fo t * offended. Afterwards it hapned that he 
himfelf having iffued out againft the Enemy who made incurfions, as he re¬ 
turned with his fword, heard of a tumult in the Forum , and fo went dire- 
re£Uy thither, not thinking what .he had about him. Being for this repre¬ 
hended by a private man as breaking his own Laws, he cried out he would do 
no fuch matter, but eftablilh them with his blood, and therewithal! killed 
himfelf. In the Commonwealth thus new modelled by him, ’tis uncertain 
what order there was, or what method was obferved in a£ling. There was a 
Senate confiding of doo men,as we underftand from Diodorus ; but the fame 
of it was very obfeure, and the power, as maybe gathered, exceeding fmall, 
which maketh it be fofeldom mentioned. The multitude was foie Lord of 
all, and dayly meeting together created the chief Magiftrates,difpofed of 
the Militia, placing, and difplacing Officers therein , decreed War , made 
peace , contra&ed Leagues and Alliances, exercifed power as to life or 
death > granted Indemnity , baniffied, and recalled at their pleafurc. 

Other things of lefler moment were left to Magiftrates, which were various, 
as in other popular Commonwealths. They were annual, as the Geiferals 
abroad, 3.4. or more, as the people pleafed , the General at home who 
was over the Militia of the Citie in time of peace, and had great authority. 

Others were chofen by lot, as Judges, Treafurers, Cenfors, and fuch like, 
amongft Which were alfo thofe that overfaw the matters at Sea, the Citie 
having an excellent fite for trading. But things could not thus long Hand, 
the Government being fuch, and wherein the wifeft fort could do leaft, and 
the foolifli unexperienced rabble was moft powerfull, though having no skill 
in State affairs they little minded what they did, and onely aimed at. their 
private advantage. Hereby they were eafily led afide by one,who cunningly, 
r (S - m- though underhand, wrought his own defigns. For fcarce were 8 years palled 
jlavcih Sy.i- over from the overthrow of the Athenians, when Dionyfins the fon of Her- 
c ,fc. mocrates, a man of a fubtile head, and deep diffimulation, fo fooled the mul¬ 

titude, as obtaining from it a Guard for his perfon, he invaded the Tyranny in 
the fourth year of the 93th Olympiad, the very fame that the Citie of Athens 
was yielded up to Lyfander. How this was effe&edmuft more particularly 
be related, to let the reader behold the danger of Andmonarchical Govern- 
' ment, and the happineffe of a people under that of hereditary Kings. 

How this was ao. T*he Citizens of ^£gefta (who hid entred into League with Athens 
cftcAcdby againft the Syracufikns , and been caufe of the Athenian’W^t ,byreafon of 
degrees. the controverfie betwixt the Selinumians and them about fome grounds) 
were in great fear after the overthrow of their friends to be called to account, 
quitted thofe grounds for which they had contefted. But their adverfaries 
not re’fting fatisfied with the reftitution of thefe Territories, but feizi.ng, alfo 
upon part of the ad joyning Region, they fent to Carthage for help, giving up

as thofe being of lower fortunes, by a confcioufneffe of their own weakneffe 
could not attempt fuch a matter. 

25. Having difeourfed thefe things ficly to the humour of the multitude, and 
bis own defign, he made nofmall impreffionin the minds of the Vulgar, who 
having had the fidelity of cheCapcains in queftion before, gave credenceto thefe 
(landers, and depofmg them, made new, amongft which was Dionyfius ha¬ 
ving got much credit for his valour againft the Carthaginians. The foundati¬ 
on thus laid, he beat his head all manner of waies how to accomplifh his de- 
■ vice, and refol ved if poffible to get his Colleagues removed. For this pur- 
pofe he never vVould meet in council with them,giving out they hatched clan- 
deftme defigrts againft the State, and feeingehe Citiaehs much affrighted at an 
approaching War, procured the Exiles tobe called home , hoping that they 
being obnoxious to him , and deftrous 'of innovation, would be fit for his 


cnat a sedition tailing out m o eia, he had an opportunity to lead thither 
aooo Foot, and 400 Horfe, where procuring cheir principal men to be put 
to death, and their Eftates confifcated, he thereby much ingratiated himfelf 
with the multitude and Soldiers. At his return he found the People juft de¬ 
parting from the (hows of the Theatre, vyhich asking him news, he (aid he 
knew none, but that their Governors were greater Enemies to the Statethan 
the Carthagintans } by whofe flatteries they now kept holy day, and who 
fleecing the Commonwealth, cheated the Soldiers of their wages. Now was 
an innumerable Army hovering upon the borders, and ready to invade, which 
they not at all regarded. This he underftood a little before, but now fully 
having received a meffage from Imilco that defired his connivance Wherefore 
for his part he would lay down his Office, not induring that others making 
merchandife of the Commonwealth, he alone (hould, together with the

26. The wifer tort had all along fufficiently underftood whither thefe. acti¬ 
ons tended, but the multitude (topped their ears againft all accufations, as 
proceeding from the malice of the great ones. BUt now upon further con fi- 
dferation they began to fufpea him, and repent they had put the power out of 
their own hinds, which he being aware of, left the difeontent (hould to 
ferae upon the generality as thereby to procure hiin any let or hindrance in 
the full compleatipg his defigm he drew out t;he Army to Leontium , which 
now wasufedasa Fortreffeor Garrifon, and there (hutting himfelf dofe up, 
pretended a great confpiracy againft his life. The day foltowng he called the 

multitude 
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Se c t 2 . multitude together, and alleging many probable reafons to perfwade them of 
the danger,obtained to have 600 men asaguard for his perfon,which he (hould 
chufe ouc where he pleafed. This number he increafed to 1000, picked out, 
and confifting of fuch as were defperate in fortune, and thereupon backed 
with ftomach and refolution. He called the Mercenaries, and ingaged them 
to him with good words, then new modelling the Army, gavefuch commands 
therein as he knew would beftferve his own turn : he gave free admittion to 
all Exiles and malefa&ors, knowing fuch would be effectual to all his purpo* 
fes. Having thus in imitation of Piffiratus got him a guard, and made him- 
felf Tyrant, at his return to Syracufe he openly (hewed himfelf fttch, pla¬ 
cing his Tent in the Arcenal. The People murmured in vain, being befet 
with ftcangers and mercenaries at home, and in continual fear of a War hang^ 
in« over them from abroad. To eftablifti himfelf he cook to wife the daugh¬ 
ter of Her mo crates, who did fuch fervice againft the Athenians, and was 
(lain in attempting to feize on the City : he alfo gave his own Sifter in mar¬ 
riage to his wives Brother, thinking it his incereft to be allied to fo great a 
Family. Then aflembling the People, by his devices he procured Daphneus a. m. 
and Dcmarchut the moll potent of his Adverfaries to be put to death ; and 01. n , 
fofrom a Scribe and a man of mean condition, he became Matter of the 
greateft Greek^Cmz , continuing fuch for 38 years, unto his end. |# 17 * 0,1,1 

27. Imilcar having wintred in Agrigentum, at Spring-time razed the 
City, and then fell upon C uta. The Inhabitants betook themfelves to 
Dionyfus for help j but his indeavours not well fucceeding, they were for¬ 
ced to quit the Town, and leave it alfo to the difpofal of the Enemy. Diony- f . 
ftm made the Citizens of Cam am a to do the fame, poffeflingthem with a ’ 
fear of the Carthaginians 5 fo that departing thence in hafte, fome with their 
Gold and Silver, others with their wives and children onely, and the wayes 
being full of both fexes and ages, who miferably (hunned fervitude by exile, 
the Syracufan Horfe-men pitied them exceedingly, and accounting this but 
A confpiracy a fetch of their Tyrant, to make himfelf Matter of the place , confpiredhow 
agaiuft him t ^ey might kill him in the way, and the rather, becaufe they bad obferved how 
remifle, or rather induftrioufly treacherous, he had been in the relief of Gela , 

He keeping the Mercenaries clofe to him, they could not execute this defign, 
but rode fall to Syracufe, where being eafily admitted , they rifled his Pa¬ 
lace, and ufed his wife very harlhly that flip died. Being fecure of him as at 
a great dittance from them, he conje&ured the fame, and in poft-hafte come- 
ing to Syr act*fe , fet fire on one of gates, and fo got in. Then flaughtered 
Difappoirucd. heTuch of them as he could light on, as alfo of thofe Citizens whom he knew 
to be moft averfe to him, fome he flew, 1 and others he expelled the Town. 

Scarce were things fetled, when a meffage came from Imilcar^ inviting the 
Syr acufans, though conquered, unto Peace. Dionyfus moft gladly imbra- 
Hc maketh ced the offer, fo that it was made upon thefe terms: The Carthaginians 
peace with W ere to have fubje& to them, befides their old Tributaries and Colonies, the 
th ccartbagi- Sicani, Selinuntians , Agrigentiues , and Himerians, and alfo th tGeUans, 
nia * s ’ and Camarinaans , who might inhabit their Towns unwalled, but be tributary 

to Carthage. The teontines , Meffenians, and all Sicilians, were to be 
free, and the Syr act*fans fubje&to Dionyfus . All (hips taken on both 
fides were to be reftored. Thefe things confirmed, Imilcar patted over in¬ 
to Africk j having loft half of his Army by the Plague, which fo raged alfo in 
Africk., as great multitudes both of the Carthaginians and their Attociates 
fell thereby. 

2$. Dionyfus knowing that the Syr act*fans now eafed of the War, would 
bufie their heads how to recover their liberty, toprevent fuch a defign, forti¬ 
fied that part of the City called the If and, which he caufed to be inhabited 
with his own confidents: he alfo divided the publick grounds to fuch as he 
thought fit, and admitted ftrangers to equal privileges with the Citizens. 
Having thus as he thought fecureahis eftate, he refolved to march againft fuch 
Sicilians as he thought moft attifted the Carthaginians , and was about to be* 
fiege Erbefa, when the Citizens of Syr act*fe now armed, confidering whac 
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an opportunity was put into their hands, and repenting they had not ajfilfed Sf c t . 2 . 
the Horfemen in their revoulc, refolved to declare for their liberty. The at- 
tempt generally took , the Citizens flood upon their defence, and theTy- 
Another de- Mnc was befieged, for whole bead a great fum of money was offered. He 
51 againft was much caft down, and thought to, refign.his power, according as fomead- 
hfm vifedhim; but Phdifus turned his mind , and made him refolve to ven¬ 

ture all rather than do it. Bethinking himfelf how he might circumvent the 
Citizens, he fent to them, pretending a willingneffe to quic all, if they would * 
butjjermithim.to'carry away his goods; and at the fame time he difpatched a 
meftage to the Campanians (mercenary Soldiers of Campania in Italy) of¬ 
fering them Urge rewards if they would ftand by him. The Syr net* fans con¬ 
sented he fhould depart with five flaips, and then, as if their liberty was fully 
recovered, crew fecure, remiffe, and idle, disbanding fome of their men, 
neglecting tneir guards, and taking their pleafure in die fields: The Cam. 
panians allured bv his prowifes broke in to him, fome Troon? of Mercena- 
_ . j rics alfo came to his afliftance, with which he fet upon the Towns-rnen, and 
ru trlt ' eafily putting them to flight recovered his power. He hindred his men from 
.killing, and a great number flying to j£tna, he lent to them, offering them 
.pardon, which fome imbraced, and others refufed to venture themfelves 
upon it. 

a*. When he hid well re-fetled himfelf, he made War upon feveral 
Towns in Sicilie, , fome of which he took, and having an eye upon rhe Car¬ 
thaginians , ftrongly fortified his City of Syracufe , He refolved with him- 
Hii War*, felt' to make War upon them,. hoping that all thofe Town? which in time of 
Peace willingly fubmitted to their yoak, would then revolt to him. Under- 
Banding that in the Athenian War a line had been drawn before Syracufe, 
from Sea to Sea, and thereby accefle into.the Country cut off, with admira¬ 
ble celerity he raifed a wall to prevent this for the time 10 come , labouring 
himfelf amongft the workmen , ( to caufc them the more chearfully to under¬ 
go the coil: Then did he make extraordinary provifions of all forts of Arms, 
compleacly furnilhed himfelf with (hipping, and hired Soldiers from all 
parcs.Thus provided, he caufed ail the goods of ^..Carthaginian Marchancs , 
and others dwelling there, to befeized by the multitude of the Syracufans, 
to whom now he caried himfelf more mildly, being very ready to begin Dl0cl ‘ acl otymp. 
.the War; efpecially upon fo profitable terms. Other Sicilian Towns fol- - 

lowed his example, ouc of hatred to the Carthaginians for their cruelty, of 
whom fuch as were amongft them they unmercifully handled in way of requi¬ 
tal, which taught chat State to deal more favourably afterwards with fuch as 
.they took, in remembrance of the vicittitude of humane affaires.Then difpatch¬ 
ed he a meflengerto C^hage, to denounce war from, che people of Syra¬ 
cufe, except tney would fet at .liberty all the Gret\ Cities of Sicilie . They 
wet® much ftruck therewith, being exceedingly (pent by Peftilence, but re¬ 
jected the terms, and as they might, made provifion for. refittance. Diony- 
(itt* befieged Maty a one of their Colonies, and chief Forcreffe for War.; 
upon whofe (hips Imllco, as yec not fufficientfy provided, made an attempt, 
and beating up die Camp prefencly retired again; fo that Dionyfus became 
Matter of the Town. 

30. Ere he had taken Motya he befieged */£ge(la, the Inhabitants where- 
of would not betray their truft, and made excurfions into the Territories of adoiyoty. 
their Friends, But the Spring following the Carthaginians having created 9 ’ a/U ‘ l ' ~ 
Imilco King, fent him over with a vaft Army, wherewith he firft wrofted Lep- 
tines , whom Dionyfus had commanded to attend his motions; then took 
Eryx, and prefencly recovered Motya. He had Panormns betrayed to him ; 
he cook Lipara, and after that Meffana mih his (hips, the Inhabitants having oiyUp’ifUSj 
fent their Forces out of the Town to meet his Land-Army. When he took ^ c# j $ 8. 
Motya , Dionyfus brake up his Siege and recreated to Syracufe ; now hearing Art ax. Mac- 
that he intended to fee upon Catana both by Sea and Land , he fent Leptimt monlt, 9. 
with the Fleet after Mago the Carthaginian Admiral, and he himfelf march- 
ed by tand to me^t with Imtlco. Leptines according to order made after a? 
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Sect.*, faft as he could, and attaching the Enemie’s Fleer* at firft funk diverfe Vef- 
VW fels ; buc when he was now almoft incompaff^dwich did ay os A 1 '? 3 which 
were in number 500. not able to fight at fuch difadvantage, he was forced 
to fly out into the main, and in his flight loft 100 Veffel s.Dionyfists kept on his 
march, intending to fight Imilco ; buc was flopped by theincerceflion of ms 
friends, who feared left in his abfence Mdgo might with his whole Fleet fet 
upon S;r*c/<f*,and|cake it. He therefore returned to the Cine,'and difpatched 
away Meffengers into Greece md Italy for aid. 
r ., um 31. Mago by Sea with nigh 200 mips, and Jmltco by Land with 300000 
ST foot, and 3000 borfe, befieged Sjrtctfi, who for chat the Citizens refuted to 
give battel, wafted their grounds for 30 dayes, and after that took the Sub¬ 
urbs of thar part of the Citie called Acradin*. His Army was taken with a 
fudden Pannick fear, and feizedby a fore difeafe 5 yet notwithftandmg he 
drew a line for the Fortification of his Camp, and built three Forts upon the 
Sea, wherein he put his provifions, and fenc into Sordini* and Afnct^ for 
more. Afterwards Polyxenm father-in-law to Dionyfm returning out of 
Pe/opennefm and Italy with 30 long (hips, and Pharacidas the Lacedemonian, 
to the alhftance of the Syr acstfans* they took a victualling (hip from the Oir- 
thaaimoHi. They doing their endeavour to refeue it, the Syracufans drew 
out their whole Fleet > and ingaging, took the. Admiral Gaily > and fpoyled 
24 Veffels. After this the Carthaginians durftnot ftir abroad, and the 
Syracufans puffed up with this viaory, thought of recovering their former 
liberty. D tony pm coming in at the Port, called them together* meouraged 
them in the War, and gave them hopes of finifhing it fhortly to their farisfa- 
Another at- aion. Here before his face, one Theodorm in many words exhorted his fel- 
tempt againft low Citizens to throw off the yoak, and cither take the Militia into their own 
k' m ’ hands according to the Laws, or deliver it up to the _ Lacedamonian General. 

But Pharacidas ibz Lacedemonian, according to his inAruflions from his Su¬ 
periors ( who had now eftablifbed an Oligarchy wherever they cpnld, 
agreeable with their own Government and Interrft, or gave way to the 
power of a Angle man rather than that of le people) faid openly, chat he 
was fenc to help them againft the Carthaginians , arid not to overthrow 
the power of Dionyfm ; fo that the people were at fo unexpected a thin® 
utterly quelled , murmuring much againft the Lacedemonians , who had 
Fruftrated. now twice deceived them in the recovery of their freedom. . Dionyfns a- 
frighced herear, made (hew afterwards of great humanity, to gain the affeCfl- 
ons of the people. . . 

32. The Carthaginians were at this time feized With a tnoft grievous 
Plague, which Diodorus atcributeth to their rifling the Temples pf Preferftna 
and Ceres , as the Meritorious caufe, and to the unwholefomneffe of the 
place befet with Fens, as the effectual me.ai\s chat wrought the diftemper. 
a grievous A grievous difeafe had formerly falln upon the Athenians in the fame place, 
plague feizeth For before Sun-rife, becaufe of a cold vapour that rofe from the Fens, a cold 
on the cartba- and (haking feized on the body, then at noon a fuffbeating heat. So many 
gi'ijdtfj. men being gathered together intopne place, the contagion firft began with 
the Africans , Who, though they died in great numbers, were it firft all bu¬ 
ried, Afterwards the number mcreafing* fucb.as looked to the (ids dying 
alfo fhortly after chem> none would venture to come near the infeCfed. But 
befides want of attendance , no remedy could be had For the evil. For from 
the flench of the dead, and putrefaction of the Fenntfli aire, in the beginning 
Of the difeafe a Catarrhe, andchen prefently m Angina, or m\\m of the 
neck, took the patient. Thefe were followed by a Feaver, pains in the Spma, 
and numneffe of che legs, which drew after them a Dyfentery, and Spots over 
all the body. Some were taken with madnelfe, aria abolition of memory, 
who wandring up and down the Camp bear all they met. Ac length all tpc 
endeavours of Pnyficians were void, through the vehemence of the difeafe, 
and fuddennefte of death, for on che fifth, or at furtheft on the fixch day they 
died in great torment. D'myfm untferftanding this fed condition of the be- 
fiegers, thought it convenient cq Tally out upon them, and fenc 80 (Lips to fall 

on 
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on cheir Navy. The Land Army firft arriving took two of their Frvrc l 
diverted them from their drips, which as foon as they faw in danger , the^ 
agani reined to themj but with little advantage. For the strJdtl 
boarded and fl.iughcered them in great number?, and Dionyfm, with his Land

He alfo 
drew over to him Plato thePhilofopher, whom at firft he ufed very courte- 
oufly, but afterwards offended at him for his freedom of fpeech, he brought 
him into the colnmon Cage, and there for five pounds fold him as a Slave. 

The Philofophers coming over on purpofe redeemed him, and then fent him 
into Greece with this memento in his ear, That A Phitofopher mstfi either 
very rarely ,, or very pleafam/y converge with Tyrants . A year or two after 
this he puc out to Sea with 60 Veflels, pretending an intention to clear the 
Coafts of Pyrates, bur wanting money, according to his cufiome towards 
the Temples of Sicilie , he feized upon a Chapel near Argyll*, on the Co.ifts 
of Italy, which bein<> exceeding rich, he plundered of 1000 Talents, and idem ad olynp, 
got much (boil from tne Inhabitants of the place, who oppofed him. Being 99 • on. 1 
now furnifned with money, he refolved to renew the War againft the Cartha¬ 
ginians, and the next year drew divers of their tributary Cities from their 
obedience. The Carthaginians made great preparations fordefenfe, railing 
a numerous Army , which they committed to the conduct of Mago. He AdilK 7 " 

H er- P 0 . 11 ^ °ut a great number of men both into Sicilie and Italy. Inthelfland, 
thtoweth the Gionyfius overthrew him in a battel near Cabala , wherein were (lain more 
MbsyiUMs. than 10000 of his men, and 5000 taken : hehimfelf with the reft retired to 
an hill, where fighting manfully he was (lain, and his men fenc to Diony fists to 
defire Peace. 


38. Dionyfists anfwered, that the onely way to obtain their defire, was to 
quit Sicilie , and pay the charges of the War. To this he feemed to a (Tent, 
but alledged they had no power to deliver up the Cities, and therefore defired 
a truce for fome time to advife about it. During the truce, Mago’ s fon be¬ 
ing advanced into his Father’s place , trained the Soldiers, and exercifed 
then continually, fo as he brought them into a good condition for fighting, 
and then at the end of the Truce led them down, and gave battel in 
ftead of receiving Peace. Now were the Sicilians fo puffed up by their late 
Victory, as the other took advantage of their carelefnefle, and fo playd the 
Aid receive th men, that though Dionyfists in his wing , and Leptines his brother in the 0- 
in overthrow ther, fought molt valiantly, and the former prevailed ; yet the later being 
(romthena. (lain,. his party was prefently put to flight , in which great execution was 
done, the Carthaginiantgmno no quarter; foas 14000 Sicilians are faid 
to have been flain. The Conquerours departed to Panormsts , and thence 
fent to Diony fists, offering to have the quarrel taken up, which he gladly 
imbraced. Both fides were to retain what they already had, onely the Car - 
thagmians took to themfelves the City and Territories of Selinas , wich fo 
much ground belonging to Agrigentwn as reached to the River Helycsts, 
and required of Dionyfitu 1000 Talents. Long after this he reftedfrom 
War, but (fill grudging the Carthaginians any footing in Sicilie. This moved 
him at length with great preparations hoth by Sea and Land to invade their Di0(fo ^ oil 
Territories, wherein he cook fome Towns, wafted the Country, and befie- JjW* tos¬ 
sed Lilybastm ; but perceiving it very (Long prefently again rofe up from ’ 

Before it. Then hearing that the Arcenal at Carthage was fired , he care- 
lefly behaved himfelf, and fent 130 Gallies to feize on the Haven of the Ery- 
cimans, commanding all the reft to return to Syr actsfe ; but the Enemy un¬ 
expectedly with 200 Ships well manned, fell upon them in the Haven, and 
took moft of them ; then winter coming on, they made Truce, and each 
Hedieth. departed to their own places. Not long after, Diony fists died of a Surfer 
he got byfeafting, for joy he was pronounced Victor in Poetry at Athens , 
after he nad reigned 38 years, in the firft of the 103 Olympiad, A. M. 3637.

long time (for which caufe he put to death the mother of Doris 3 upon fufpi- 
c ion of her having praftifed fomething upon Arifiomache to caufe her bar- 
rennefle ) but afterwards begot of her twofons and as many daughters. pi lltmh & 
When he lay fick, Dion inquired of the Phyficians concerning his condition, com. u m - H 
whether he was in any danger, that if fo, he might move him about the Aia- D <w. 
ring of his Kingdom ; for that he thought his fitters children night juftly ex¬ 
pert their part therein. The Phyficians told this to young Dionyftus , who 
found himfelf fo concernd in it, that to prevent his Father’s difeourfing with 
Dion , he compelled them to give him that which laid him fo faft afleep as he 
never could awake, and fo he folely fucceeded him. 

40. Dionyftus the younger at firft gvefuch hopes of a pliable difpofition, 

that Dion prevailed with Plato to return to Syracufe, thinking that by his Plutarch & 
inftru&ion he might be made a good and temperate. Prince. But Dions emu- m 
lators fearing he might be changed from his former courfe, which though bad 
in it felf Was more convenient for them, recalled Philifhus (one who was a, 
banifhed by the late Dionyftus, and being a learned man, wrote the hiftory Ol.y oj. 
of his life) that they might have one to oppofeto Plato. He according to ^ 
what was injoyned, and his private intereft, upheld him in his extravagances, '«*•«»«* 
as many other flattering Philofophers did ; especially Arifitpput of Cyrenc 
the Scholar of Socrates , who had fo great a command of his own temper,that 
he could apply himfelf * fuitably to all times and perfons. Tlato, when he 
- came, found Dion in great troubles, being for his nobility and courage both 
envied and feared by Dionyfw, who, four moaeths after; feeing th<r People 
much addicted to him , banilhed him to Corinth , pretending he fent him 
thither for the good of them both, that one might be out of fear of the other. 

Becaufe he faw that this difpleafed all men, he fent him all. his movables, but 
kept his wife and his fon, marrying her afterwards by conftraint to Pol)era- t 
tes one of his Guard. This much ftartled Dions friends, and Plato amongft 
the reft, by whom Dionyftus fearing that fomething might underhand be 
wrought againft him, gave them good words , and laboured to keep Plato , 
whoeameftlydefired now that War was begun in Sicilie to be difmifled ; 
efpecially feeing his mind far remote from the love of Philofophy. By his 
importunity he got leave to depart, upon condition that, when Peace was 
made, Dion (hould be recalled, and he return with him. 

41. When the time came, Dionyftus earneftly defired the return of Plato y 
but would have Dion difeontinue a year longer, who earneftly befought Plato 
to return to Syracufe, for that it was reported that the Prince now was won¬ 
derfully taken with Philofophy. He ftifly refufed to do it, ob je&ing his age, 
with the breach of Covenants, but being again urged on all Tides, a (hip was 
fent for him, and large letters were written, wherein the Tyrant promifed 
to deal with Dion as his friends fhould judge reafonable; many of the beft 
fort alfo in Sicilie and his acquaintance were fent to accompany him over. 
Wherefore Plato once more undercook the journy, with intentiorf to recon¬ 
cile Dion to Dionyfhts, and reduce the Tyrant to a more ftri& and commen¬ 
dable life. But not long after his arrival Dionyftus flopped Dion's Revenues, 
which Plato taking ill,once prevailed to have the ttoppage removed,for other- 
wife he would be gone; but when the {hips were departed, and Plato's paf- 
fage thereby prevented, he again fequeftred the Eftate. After, this he fell 
plainly out with Plato, for holding that faith was to be kept WithHeraclidet, 
who was fufpe&ed to haveraifeda Sedition, and put him.out of his Court, 
fo as the Philofopher was glad to take up his quarters with the mercenary Sol¬ 
diers, amongft whom alfo flanders were fpred concerning him, whence he 
fignified his condition to his friends at Tarentum in Italy, who yvith much 
adoe prevailed with the Tyrantto fend him home fafe. . Such was the enter¬ 
tainment of Plato with Dionyfius both father and fon. 

41. Though Dionyftus had left to him an hereditary War with the Cartha¬ 
ginians, yet giving up himfelf wholly to luxury and fluggifhneffe , he was •Dttdet. 
unfit to manage publick affairs, and therefore made peace with them. But ’ 

“ Dion 
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Dion being now at Corinth, together with Megades his brother, and Cba~ 
riclst (theGeneral of Dmyfus, raifed as many Mercenaries as he could, 
which not in number palling yop, he cranfported in two flips of burthen in- 
D‘m invadech to ^iciiie, leaving Charides (or rather Hercules) behina , to brine after 
sidlie. more (hips; ftich was his courage, that he durft venture with fo inconfidcrable 
a torce upon fo great a power. After his landing, mulicutdes flocked to him 
as he patted through the Ifland, and out of Syacuft it felf, whom D.onyftus 
*in fufpition had difarmed. To them he gave weapons, having brought many 
over with him for fuch a purpofe. By the time he got unto the City he was 
5000 Jtrong, which he eafily entred, notwithftandmg the oppoficion of chofe 
Captains chat Dionyftus had left there, who at this time was upon the Coafts 
of Italy . Upon his declaring to the People,that he came to reftore them to 
their ancient liberty, they made him and Megactes their chief Generals with 
with full power. Dionyftus feven dayes after returned and eoclnto the Caftlc, 
which (landing in the Ifland was fevered from the reft of the City, whence 
Iw fent for Ambaffadors ro treat of Peace, that he might gain time. The 
People overreached, fent their Commiflioners, whom he kept with him, till. 
feeing the Citizens negligent and careleffe by reafon of their hopes, he poured 
• out his Mercenaries upon them; but Dion with much hbour repelled them, 
and flew 800 men. After this he fent again to defire a Treaty , but Dion an- 
fwered, that his onely way to obtain peace was to lay down his power, and 
content himfelf with certain honours; whereat he was much vexed, and took 
counfel how any way he might revenge himfelf. 

43. PbMJtus whom he had made Admiral, fought with the Syracuftans, 

" tnferaour to him in number of (hips, and lofing the day loft alfo his 

life ; having either killed himfelf, becaufe he would not be ratten, or been 
Mrmented to death, after he fell into his Enemies hands, both which are faid. 
Then did Dianyfu < offer half of Jiis Kingdom to Dion , and afterward was 
'contenttoquiciqall; but he was anTwered by him, that he muft leave the 
Cattle, and be content with certain goods and honours: and it was agreed, that 
.with hi$ movables and Mercenary Soldiers he fhould have leave topatte into 
Italy. The People hardly granted this, as being confident to fubdue him by 
force: but he leaving fome flout men to defend the Caftel, departed in the 

. . twelfth year of his Reign, with his treafure and rich fluff into Italy , undif- 

DiS h J OVercdby j H * r t cUdts ' who ere this arrived out of Peloponnefus with a good 
force, and was fet over the Navy. Heradides being much blamed for this, 
that he might ^ingratiate himfelf, perfwaded one toftirupthe multitude 
toan equaldmfipnof the grounds, which being oppofed by Dion, he out 
pf emulation procured him ill-will,and caufed the People to create a 5 Praetors, 
whereof he himfelf was ehofen one. Dion's Mercenaries by this new Mo- 
del deprived pf their pay, defired him to ufe their help in revenging himfelf 
upon his Ingratcful Country-men. He then took upon him to be their Lea- 
iidiiobbged. der, and marched away co Leontium. The Syracuftans purfued, and oppofed 
them in their way t but being Forced with Ioffe to recire, the Leontines recei¬ 
ved pim with rquch honour, gave to the Spldiers their arrears, and made them 
free of their City. 

44. But ere long there was an occafion for the recalling of Dion. The 
Rcdcemeth Soldiers whpm Dionyfius had left in the Caftle of Syracufe , being diftreffed 

by want of provifions, refolved overnight, that the next day they would 
yield it up; but that very morning appeared a Fleet fent to their relief, over 
which Nipflus a Neapolitan bad the command. The Syracuftans iffuing 
forth againft if, had the better t but then growing fecure, and giving up 
rhcmfelves co gormandizing and drunkenneffe, Nipjius thought a good op- 
pprtunity to be offered for tne redeeming of his credit, and fell upon the Ci¬ 
ty, fending fome over the wall, who killing the fentincls, opened the gates 
for his Soldiers. The new Captains of the Syracuftans being drunk, could 
cake no order for refiftance, fo as great (laughters were made in every place, 
the Garrifon Soldiers iffuing out of the Caftel, and great plunder with ma¬ 
ny prifoners were taken away. Now the Citizens faw that no help remained 
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. for them, but onely in D,on, to whom they of him, ch^hying a- 

V 1( je all thoughts of private injuries,he would now fufccour his diftrefled Courf- 
trv. He bemg armed by precepts of Philofophy_ againft P riv ^ e ^ ld S^’ 
matched for Syracufe, and was met by a number of old men, women, and 
Sto, who with lamentable cries Implored his help. As the Garnfon 
Soldiers were bufie in plunder, and had fet the houfcs near the Forum on 
fire, he brake in upon them, diftributing his mentothe feveral ° f 

the City. They fell upon them all in diforder, and bnrthened with plun¬ 
der killed 4000 : and fo forcing up the reft into the Caftel, cleared all. 

; 45. D/owtiaving atchieved much honour by this aft,, was made General 
of the Land Forces; but Hcrachdcs his emulater ftill retained his Admi- 
ralfiiip This vexed him fo, that he gave out fome words that a Common- cm. Ncpmn 
EnVlcd Zealtl could m be well governed by many , which.procured him great envy, Diow, 

a , if he thereby fignified that he would get the Soveraignty over all He 
ftudied not how to palliate the matter, but fought to 
an high hand, and in a way of force; and either procured H^^ to be

his Soldiers But prefently again money, failing him, and baying pone to 
P U * n t R aifiicul 0 run won but his friends, he was conftrained either to lofe them or his' So- 
S d,ers P vvho iSine alfo difpleafed for want of pay, the common People 

might fafely revile him, affirming that the Tyirant: was not to beJ c "^d. 

Whilft he with thoughts of thefe things tormented himfeU, came to him on 
Calhcerates (or Callippw) an Athenian, a moft cunning difTembler andiirre- 
fioious perfon. He told'him,' that feeing he was in fucli danger, both in re¬ 
ference to Soldiers and People, hisbeft way was to have fome friend, who 
counterfeiting himfelf his Enemy, fbould hold intelligence vvith his adver¬ 
saries, and thereby difeover all their plots and pra&ices againft him., This 
part, by ZWs.confent, be took upon himfelf^and under this pr«tence really 
and indeed prattifed his deftru£Uon, which Dun s wife and fifter hearing of, 
therewith acquainted him j: buthe regarded them not, giving, too much cre- 
Tto^Jlicrstes haipromifef .

Za'eucm (as he was accounted) a wife, juft, and honeft man, born 
dcllctkthe an Eminent family at Locri, was the modeller of this Commonwealth. 
ticr/MC<Mii- Eufib w thinketh he ftourilbed about the 29th Olympiad , bur D.o orm and ugeuhbonim 
monwe t . f ever jj others making him a Scholar v of PyihagorM,\y\\o taught in Magna Etnmmmdt 

Gracia, reckon him as Contemporary with Charondas the Law-giver ot the Lwen- 
v Tbrtri^s, another of Pythagoras his Scholars, and who is famous for the ftri- 
fftnefte and feverity of his Laws, which he is faid to have confirmed by his 
death In the fame manner as Diodes did his; the fame ftory being told of 
him. According to their account he muft have flourifhed about the 8otu 0 - 
lympiad. In the beginning of his Laws, or his Preface to them, this to fome 
appeareth to have been his defign; to affe& the minds of his people with 
'■piety towards God, as the Original of all Right andjuftice, the Lord and 
Governour of Heaven and Earth, as alfo an hater and puniftier of wicked- 
neffe. Then mentioned he Laws , not very many in number, but moft 
effe&ual for the defence of Juftice, reftraining Vice, preferving concord and 
tranquillity in the State, preventing innovations, and for the eftablifhment of 
' chemfelves; which as long as obferved C^ n d they were obferved long) pre- 
f ferved the Commonwealth in fafety. He thought a few ftable and unalterable 
Laws well obeyed,to be more profitable for a State than an infinite multitude 
of weak ones, vyhlch are eafily changed by thofe chat have a mind to inno¬ 
vate, and he concluded, that cne fpeaieft way to'the ruin of a Commonwealth 
was by change and innovation. That his opinion was true, the exaifiple of 
Athens abundantly demonftraced, which erring,ia this point paid dearly for it, 
as Dcmofthcnts often complainech; and Rome alfo, which being infe&ed with 
this itching diftemper, ac length was conftrained to fubmte to the power of 
one man. It being almoft impdffible, but that popular Governments fbould 
totter, what ever might happen to this inconfiderable Citie. He commanded 
his Laws to fie ftridlly obferved, and the Magiftrate to proceed according to 
the Letter of them without giving his own glofle, or pronouncing fentence 
according to his private fancy. To this purpofe is moft memorable of all his 
Laws ,that which Demoflbenes and * Polybius relate concerning one who * Lib.w.j. 
ftiould afterwards prefer a new Law, abrogate any old one , alter any thing 
in it, or difpute concerning the meaning of. it. He was .to come into the 
Council of 1000 men with an halter about his neck, where fpeaking his 
mind, if to them he fhould demonftrate his opinion to be profitable for the 
State, then was he to be difmifled fafe, ana the Law admitted ; but if jc 
ftiould appear contrary, then was he to be ftrangled forthwith in the fight of 
the Council. 

deform ^8, ZaleucHi chofe 1000 men out of all the people, in whom he appoint- 
taerMf * ed the Supream power to refide. It is not to be doubted but he ordaine'd al¬ 
fo a Senate of a far leffe number, by which dayly and lefler matters ftiould be 
difpatched: that there were alfo certain Magiftrates and Courts of Juftice, 
which had orders preferibed to them, we need not queftion; though we find 
one onely Magiftrate in* Polybius, called Cofmopolts, who feemeth eicher to * Qu 0 
have prefided in the Senate, or the greater Council. Zaleuctu cook care for

der,though for health’s fake, upon pain of death, and another,'* command- * 
ing that an Adulcerer inviited fhould lofe both his eyes. Concerning 
the later a notable thing hapned to the Law-giver himfelf, whofe fon being 
found guilty of this Crime, all the people were willing for his fake to re¬ 
mit the punilhment, but he would not fuffer his Laws to be broken , but to 
preferve fight to his fon, commanded that one of his own, and another of 
the young man’s fhould be pulled out. 

49. (a) Vemofthcncs maketh mention of another Law, commanding that ^ cm 
he who ftruck out his Neighbours eye fhould be punifhed With the Ioffe of Timara, 
one of his own, as a Lex talionis. It hapned chat a naughty man bearing a 
grudge to his Neighbour that had but one eye, chreatned him to ftrike it our, 
though with the Ioffe of one of his own. The poor man terrified exceeding¬ 
ly herewith, and judging continual blindneffe worfe than death, with a rope 
abouc his neckjcame into the Council, and asked a Law ,that whofoever fhould 
Jinks out his eye that had hut one, or deprive him of the ufe of one who was 
pur-blind, fhould lofe both his own, or he punifhed with the like calamity and 
Ioffe that he fhould bring upon his Neighbour. This as juft he eafily ob¬ 
tained, and thfk was the onely new Law which in 2,00 years time was brought 
in, the Infolency of innovators being repreffed by the feverity of the former 
conftitution, as the Orator obferveth. Another there was, that a thing con¬ 
troverted fhould remain in the poffeflion of him whofe it was When the fute 
commenced, till fuch time as a definitive fentenOS paffed ; concerning Which 
(b \ Polybius telleth a notable ftory of two men that contending about (b) toctyty, 
a fiave, the one having had him long in poffeftion, the other got him into «U. 
his hands two dayes before the tryal, and then the former Went and taking 
him away, poffeffed him the fecond time. The Judges referred the matter 
as an hard cafe to the Cofmopclisy who determined in faVbur of the firft and 
laft poffeffor; but the other contended with him about the fertfe of the Law, 
to whom he offered that both of them fhould go with ropes about their necks 
and difpute about it. The young man told him > ne was old, and expe&irtg 
but three or four years longer to live, dying now would be n6 great Ioffe to

room, and burfting out into tears, whilft his two companions did it. Some 
accounting this a6t as unnatural and impious, though others commended it, he 
thereupon«abftained from all imployment for twenty years, till this charge 
was laid upon him. ‘ Whilft he was preparing for the Expedition, Icetas dealt 
Sent to their underhand with the Carthaginians, that he might be advanced into the place 
iA of Dionyfius % wrote to Corinth to ftop their proceedings, and procured the 
Carthaginian no fend to forbid Ttmoleon from fetting foot in Sicilie. He 
befi^ed Dionyftus, but rifing up upon other thoughts and returning home¬ 
wards, the befieged follower! him, and falling on his rea*, forced him to 
fight.; Having the better in this ingagement, he killed 3000 of Dionyftus 
his men j then purfuing the reft to Syracufe, got it all into his hands, except 
the Iflind. Ttmoleon being more earneftly preffed forwards by his fellow Ci¬ 
tizens, upon difeovery of Icetas his treachery , though he fell into the hands ’ 
of the Carthaginians fenc from him to intercept him, yet ereaped, and arri¬ 
ved in Sicilie with ten {Rips, and 1200 men. The feveral Cicies’in che Ifland 
being accuftomed to be deceived and ill ufed by others, fufpeeted him alfo; 
but finding the Inhabitants of Adran m to be part for him and part for the 
Carthaginians , he ufing admirable expedition , fell fodainly upon the Ene¬ 
mies Camp, which caking,he wasadmitced into the Town. Alter this diverfe 
other pi ices joyned wkhhim, and with fpeed marching to Syr act*fe , he un¬ 
expectedly alfo broke into the City. 

51. Syr acute was now held by three feveral parties, Timo!eon's, and that of 
Dionyftus, and Icetas, in fo many feveral quarters; moreover the Cart ha. 
giniant were in che Haven with 150 Gallies, which carried 50000 men. It 
troubled Ttmoleon to fee himfelf overmatched, buc prefently things turned 
very well for him. Ten {hips came loaden with men and money from Co¬ 
rinth to hi? aid, and Mamercus Tyrant of Catana, and divers forts joyned 
themfelves to him, which fo difeouraged the Carthaginians , as they weyed 
anchor and departed into their own dominions: Icetas being deftitute of their 
afliftance was quite difeouraged, and Meffana now alfo declared for Time - 
H; cxpclleth leon. Dionyftus ; too being terrified at this his fucceffe, fent to him, and 
Diiyfw, yielded up himfelf with all he had into his hands, whom he fuffered upon his 

delivery oftheCaftle, and laying down his Principality, to depart Corinth, A M %66t * 
fome four years after the recovery of his former eftate. Thenceforth, having oi. 109. m, t 
loft all by his fluggifhneffe, he lived in great contempt and penurie, fo as he V. c. 411. 

Who liveth in would walk up and down in poor ragged cloathes, frequent che Stewes and Ocbi t?. 
Er at drinking houfes, gaze upon that meat in che {Rambles which he had no money **• 
inhispurfetobuy, and at laft took upon him the office of a Pedagogue, in M tnu 
which he might beft imitate his former cariage towards his Subjects, in tyran¬ 
nizing over his boyes. \/p.lian reporteth, that Philip of Macedon meeting 
meeting him on a time, asked him the reafon why he kept not that great and ^ rfl 
ftrong Principality left him by his father; to which he anfwered, That his - u >' n ‘ 
father left him that inheritance, but not his fortune, whereby he defended both 
himfelf and it. This was the end of the Tyranny of Dionyftus father and 
fon, 64 years after the firft beginning of ir, in the fecond year of the 109 
Olympiad, A. M. 3661. 

y». Icetas very unwilling to lofe his hopes of preferment, procured the 
Carthaginians to return to Syracufe. Mago tilled the Haven with his 
{Rips, and landing 60000 men, pitched his Camp in the City; Icetas then 
laid fiege to the Caftle, which the Corinthians now held from the refignmenc 
of Dionyftus. Ttmoleon relieved, them by provifions fent from Catana in 
little Veflels through the Carthaginian Fleet; whereupon Icetas and Mago 
drew owe a ftrong party and befieged Catana, after whofe departure, Leon Tlutarck. 
Captain of the Corinthians Tallied out of the Caftle, and falling upon the be- 
Ggg a fiegers 
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Sf.ct. 2. fiegers lying in a fecure and careleffe P otture » J|l-d fome, and, the other 
flying, took Achradmat he ftrongeft quarcer of tHeCicy. Thistbe two Ge¬ 
neral undemanding, quicky faced about and returned ; but miffed of both 
places,out of defire to poffeffe both. Timoleon having fecured Meffana, re - 
turned with 4000 men towards Syracufe, whereupon Mago for fear hoifed up 
fails and departed .for Af< ick* having by his lazineffe and cowardize loft a 
fair opportunity of reducingall Sic ( lic into the power of his Superiours. . Af¬ 
terwards Tint-leon dividing his menr, fet upon fuch places of thj City as 
Tim)le ... reco Jlicaoi yet retained, and by force got them all into his power, without any 
vcrcth 'syracur- bloodfhed of his own party: then threw he down, all the fortifications and 
fe> and fcdcth monuments of the Tyrants, except Geon's Statue, calling the People to the 
the Stare wor k by, a publick Crier. Then he applied himfelf to the making of Laws 

thereof. agreeable ro a Popular Government, which yet he endeavoured but to little 

purpofe fo to reftrain, as to prevent the inconveniencies which formerly had 
t^heic rife from too much popularity. In explaining and iiluftrating Diodes 
his Laws, he ufed the help of Cepha!us } and Didnyjtus, both Gorin hians. He 
ordained a new annual and chief Magiftrate, whom he would have called 
the Servant of Jupiter Olympias, in memory of their recovered liberty, com¬ 
manding that by his name the year fhould be figned, as by the Ar chons at 
Athens.\ and the C.onfids at Rom. The firft that bore this Office vVas C.dli- 
wed j, a man of prime note, being chofen by the Suffrages of the People. 

Now whereas by reafon of Wars» Seditions, and Bmifhments, the City 
was even exhiufted, he recalled the Exiles out of SiciUe, Greece , and A fa, 
which being in number 10000, he increafed by a far greater, confiding of 
Sicilians and Italians of Greekjfh Original, to whom being made free of the 
City, he diftribured Lands and poffeffions. 

5 3. Icetas having retired to Leontium^ Tmdleon laid fiege to that City; 
but finding it ftrongly manned, rofe up from before it, and went about to o- 
ther places, to which be reftored liberty, expelling their Tyranni. In this 
mean while Icetas went againft Syracufe ; but Was forced to retreat with great 
Ioffe. Timoltoris renown was by this time fo fpread abroad, that many, 
towns of the Sicanians, and others fubieft to the Carthaginians, feoc to him, 
to defire they might be admitted into the focial League. The Carthaginians 
herein were fo concernd, as to prepare amain for the renewing of the War, 
procuring Soldiers out of Gall, Ltguria, Spain, and Africfi. Mago had 
killed himfelf after his foameful return, and his dead body was nailed to a 
croffe for the mal-adminiftration of his Office; therefore in the third year 
after they fent over Afdrubal and Amilcar, with 200 long-lhips, and above 
1000 of burthen, wherein were fo many men tranfporced as made up thofe 
already in SiciUe 70000 Foot, and iqooo Horfe, which with warlike Cha¬ 
riots marched againft Timoleon. He; having compofed the difference with 
HicetM muttered all his forces, and judging it wifdom to transfer the War in¬ 
to the Enemies Country, for this purpofe he chofe out of all 12000 men, 
with which he marched away in hafte; but inhisjournya great mutiny hap¬ 
pened amongft his Soldiers. For one Thrafiut a rafti impudent fellow, who 
with the Phocians had rifled the Temple at Delphos , cried out, that Timoleon 
being mad, led them into moft certain death, for that the Carthaginians m 
number fo far exceeded them: and he advifed the Mercenaries to return to Sy¬ 
racuse, and demand the pay already due to them. Timoleon had much adoe 
to take up the matter, and 1000 utterly refufed to follow him. But he re- 
joyced that the mutineers had already fallen off, before they came to any in- 
gagement, and with the reft halted toward the Enemy. 

54. By the convenience of amifthe got near to the Enemy undiferied, 
then Lying upon the River Crime fat. Ten thoufand of the Carthaginians 
palling the River, he fell down upon them from rhe hills , and made great 
{laughter, and their friends coming in to their relief, the fight vvas ffaarply re- ¥ 
newed, andthe Carth aginians by their great numbers began to incompaffe 
the other round, when fell fuch a (form, as, together with the valour of the 
Greeks, forced them to their heels.

The Cotiful be¬ 
ing vexed, commanded the Li [tors to take away Pin die tut , fo that they lay¬ 
ing hands on him, wounded thofe that kept him, and Valerius his friends 
fitting in his behalf, the People cried out for Brutus, When he came he 
faid, tnat by his full authority ne had animadverted upon his own Sons, and 
left the other delinquents to the People, giving leave to every man to (peak. 
bC ~ There was no need of this, faith Plutarch (though Vionyfius relateth a great 
. cont ert betwixt the two Confuls) but the rabble called to the vote, condem¬ 
ned them by all their Suffrages, according to which fentence they were be¬ 
headed. Collatiuus now, who for being a kin to the King had been fufpe&ed, 
and whofe name was hatefut to the People, having by his carriage in this bufi- 
neffe offended the generality, voluntarily laid down his Office and departed 
from the City, feeing now to what a fad paffe he had helped to bring things, 
and'too late repenting of his rebellion. To him fucceeded Valerius (the 
Comitia being held for an ele&ion ) whom Brutus much deflredto have had 
his Colleague at firft, but that the greatneffe of Collatiuus carried it from 
him.

Vet this little availed, the honour of finifhing this 
War being referved for the valour and policy of Mutlm Cor das. 

19. Mmius a man of excellent courage, and no leffq skill in War, revi¬ 
ving with himfelf to ly in wait for the life of Porfena, put on the Tufcan ha¬ 
bit, and tiling that language, came into the King’s Camp, where obferving 
the place .in which the King was, but being ignorant of his perfon, he ftabbed 

his Secretary whofate witnhim amongftfeveral others. Being taken in the A - M M 9 &. 
a&iwhen they went about to examine him, he thruft his right hand into the 
fire, as intending to punifti it for fo great a miftike, and whiteft it burned be* na/iitl' 
held Porfena with a fledfaft and angry countenance, who admiring his refolu- 
tion difmiffed him, and reached him back his fword from hi? feat. Matins 
took it with his left hand (whence he had the name of Scavola, which word 
fignifieth one chat ufeth his left Band, faith Plutarch ) and telling the King 
that he was now overcome by his braveneffe of fpirit whofe threats he had 
contemned, he faid in way of requital he would reveal a thing to him which 
no force of torment could have compelled him to difcover, He affirmed 
there were 500 Romans now in his Camp watching an opportunity to kill 
him. As for his part, having been by lot deftined to make the firft attempt, it 
did not trouble him that he had failed in killing him a right good man, & one 
much worthier ©f the friendfhip thanhacred of the Romans. Porfena hear¬ 
ing this, inclined prefently to a compofure of the difference, not fo much 01 c 
otfear of the 500. as admiration of the Roman courage. Poplicola having 
notice hereof, was glad of fuch a friend, and content to make him Umpire 

be- 
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Sect t betwixt the Commonwealth and tarquinius, He often challenged 7 atqni+ 
mm CO put the matter to arbitration,’towhich the King ahfWered couragi- 
ouiiy, that he would not admit of any Judge, much leffeof for fend, vvhoha- 
Pcacc made vmg promifed him aid now bafely falfified his word. Potfena hcreacdif- 
wiih Torfena. pleated, efpecially through the felicitation of Arishs his fon,'made peace 
with the Rowans on thefe conditions : that they fhduld quirthpfe 7 ujcan 
grounds they had got into their hands, reftore all pfifenerS, and receive all their 
iugitives. ' 

20. For the eftabliftiment of this peace the Romas gave ub twenty Ho- 
ft -ges, vt*. ten young youths* and as mariy Girles, amongft vvfiich vvaS Pt- 
Urt* the daughter of Poplicela. All afls of Hoftility ceafing, the young Vir- 
gins went down to the River to Wafh , and taking an opportunity, vVhen 
none were prefent to hinder them, got over the water, ana returned home. 
cictiid. Some reported,chat one amongft them namedC7tf?/»/* went over pn horf-back, 
and perfwaded the reft to fwim after. When they presented themfelves to 
Poplicola, he neicher admired their refolution, nor approved of their return, 
fearing it would be objected as a breach of faith to the Romans ; fe that ap¬ 
prehending then all, he fent them back to Perfena. TarquMius aware here- 
. of placed in ambufti a party to entrap them and their Convoy; but Artws 
the fon of Po> fena hearing of it, came in, and refcuCd them out of danger. 

When Porfena (aw them, he demanded which had been the caufe of their de¬ 
parture , and finding C/oilia the principal, bellowed on her one of his own 
horfes fumptuoufly adorned. Then to give a further Tellimony of his re- 
fpe£l towards the Romans , befides other things wherein he {hewed his mag¬ 
nificence, he commanded his Soldiers to depart out of the Camp onely Vvith 
their Arms, delivering up to the befieged hisTentsfurniftied with vi6Mls, 
and allother good things. Therefore for a long time after, When publick 
goods were fee to fale, firft of all the fluff of Pur fena was cried,- topreferve 
the memory of his kindneffe: And about the Court-hcwfe Was ereaed his 
Statue in a plain an4 antient faftiion. For the riext year Dionyflus nameth 
as Confuls, Sp>LartiUs and T. Hertninius, of whom Litiie maketh honou¬ 
rable mention, but not as executing this Office. Tfe writeth that at the 
bridge Sp. Larglksmb T. Her minus s both noblydefcerlded, together Vvith 
Her otitis Coclci, fuftairied the firft brUnt of th $HttrufcaHi. But Learned 
men tell us that it ought to be written LatVms^ hot Larkins, 


the banifhment of Tarquinm, the firlt of the MHi uiympsaa , laicn vwjjius, j 
wherein Ifchomachm of Crotoke was Vidlor* Actfidftdes being again Archbh J 
at Athens,\ nthe 18th year of Datim Hyflafpis King of W A.M. tfot. 
M. Valerius the brother of Poplicola, ahd P. PoftuMiHi Tuberm Were Cbrt- 
w „ with the fuls. Now the Sabines made depredations in the Rmah Territories, and 
sabincs. proceeded fo far ih their injuries that it ingaged the parties ih a War: Marcus 
by the Counfel and alfiftance of his brother obtained' great honour ih his un¬ 
dertakings. He overthrew th e Sabines twice, itt the later Of Which battels 
were {lain of them 13000. and not one of the Roman* loft. Wherefore be¬ 
fides triumphs this was given him ii an addicted of hojiOiir, to have an houfe 
built for him in the Palace oh the publick COft. BefideS, whereas all the 
doors of other houfes opened inwards,they Would have this of his houfe to open 
outwards toward the ftrtet, as a tntfk ofnonour in this refpeef, tnathe was 
ever ready to move for the publick good. Indeed all the Gates of the Greeks 
are faid moft antiently to have opened this way, and that by Teftimpny of the 
Comedies , wherein they that are going out firft knock within, that fuch as 
either go by or (land near, may prevent being hWft'qf the.ddot * which was 
caft'forward into the fireet. The next year* whetoih Pgplkola was Coriful 
rhe fourth rime, and his Collegue f. Lucretius IrUiphinus, the Whole Na¬ 
tion of the Sabines With the Lasines confpited agalnft Rome, which was ajfe. 
muchdifturbed by fuperftition, for that all the Women with Child mifearried 
of mutilouS births, and nothing Came into the WbHd petfett. ■ When thefe 
things much dejected the minds of the Romans, another eie&ed them, and 

af- 


llimclaufus. afforded conliderable incouragement to the War. Appius or A[lms CU<f»< 
an eminent man amongft the Sabines for riches, valour, virtue, and elo! 
quence, being much againft the War, was therefore maligned by his eftiufu 
tors, as favouring the Romans, and defigning to bring his Country under 
their yoik. His Enemies gaining credit with the Vulgar, he feared to put 
himfelf upon trial, and therefore raifed a commotion, which retarded the 
War. Then did Poplicola invitehim to Rome, whither he came with 5000 
Families of his friends and dependents. The Families were made free of 
the City, and to every man aflignedtWo Akers of Ground by the River. A„L 
enc } but to Claufttt himfelftwenty Akers,and the degree of a Senator. Having 
♦ got thi? opportunity, he fo improved it, as to become equal to the greateft! 
and raifed his houfe fo much, that the C/4«/, afcerwards called Clatsdi'u be¬ 
came inferiour to no one Family. 

22. His revolt much more exafperaced the minds of his Country-men to 
rhe War, who coming with an Army to Fidena, placed in ambufli 2006 
Foot, and then fenc fome Horfe to make incurfions, commanding them to 
retreat, as if they fled, aud fo draw on the Romans into the fnare. P optical a, 
haying notice hereof by certain fugitives, divided his Army into three parts’ 
and caking the advantage of a mill, fell upon the Sabines on fo many fides, 
and did fuch execution, as the nearneffe of Fidena onely hindred the deftrii- 
tlion of them all, The^ Romans, befide the advantage of much plunder, ob¬ 
tained that good by this V'&o?y, to be furnifhed with courage for all afl ives • 
yet imputed they the whole meric co the Conful, and flicked not to‘fiv,’ 
that be delivered into their hands their Enemies, blind and lame, onely to be 
difpatched with the Sword. Having triumphed, and given up the charge of 
toliaU di- the Commonwealth to the two new Confuls, Agrippa Menenius Lanatuf, and 
eth. Publius Poflhumius , (horcly after he died, fini'fliing his life, as he had lived, 
in great grace with the multitude whom he had fo flattered. The People, as 
if they had nothing at all requited him when living, but ought hiftl yet 
his whole reward, decreed he fhouldbe buryed at the publick charge , every 
one contributing a fmall piece of money. Some fay, chat he was fo poor, as 
he left not enough co bury him. The women by univerfal confent mouthed 
for him, as formerly they had done for Brutus t an whole year. He was by 
a fpecial Decree buried within the City,' (which honour (faith DionyfiUs) 
hath onely happened unto him to this day). and chat privilege Wasalfo'gt&nted ‘ 
to his family.: Bur now, (W/rtarrA wriceth) none of thenVis there interred; 
the Funerafiisonely drawn out thither, and the coffin l?eing fee down, one 
puts under fire, and prefencly again caketh it away, {Rowing, that the deceas¬ 
ed hath a right chere to be hurled, but on his own accord quieted! the privilege. 

This being done,the body, was carried away. V' ; : 0 * 

*•$. The fame yearthac'%/^/4 died, the Sabines provided of numerous' 
Forces, invaded the Romm Territories,. as far as the City' walls. The Con- 
fuls taking ch*field againffthem, fofthumius was entrapped in an Ambufli, 
and efcaping narrowly himfelf, loft many of his men, which defeat ftruck 
the Citizens wish gteat terror, who nowtan to the walls, expelling the Ene- , 
my would fall upon the Cicy. ^ But nothing being attempted in this kind* they 
marched out, v refolving.to redeem their credit; and Poflhumius, mdeh more 
concerned in honour chatithe reft, >fo behaved himfelf, as he made amends 
fully, and both che Confuls obtained a notable vi^ory, which had fieen Corn- 
pleated by the {laughter of all the Sabines? i£ the darkneffe of night had not 
interpofed. The Senate'.Ordered che Confuls to return in pomp; Menemus 
, with full honour in triumphjv fitting ih a Chair, drawn in way of a Chariot, 

( but Poflhmius, becaufe of his late defeat , in a more humble manner, 
which the Roman *called Ovation, fo named (faith Feflus y or Paul us from 
him, as be from Perrin i) ’from the letter O, which the Soldiers in way of joy 
were wont tp^ccho at their return from aVicWy; orcorruptly pronounced 
0 . for the Greeks word Euade, as Dionyflus conje»ftureth. Ovation differed 

whit.' 01 ' herein from a Triumph properly fo called, chat the General entred not the 

City ih a Chariot > but on foot before his Soldiers; for che Robe interwoven vionyf,

with Gold, he onelywore the Prattxtatoga , thebrdinary habic of Confuls 
and Pryors ; neither had he a Scepter, but onely Laurel; and on his head a 
wreath of Myrtle, when the War had not been denounced, or finilhed with¬ 
out bloodftied. The year following, wherein Sp. Cajfius ^ifcellinus, and 
Opiter Vtrginius Trie oft us were Confuls, the Sabines were overthrown in a 
great barrel at Curts, 10500 being (lain , and about 4000 taken , which de¬ 
feat caufed them to beg peace, and purchafe it with Com, Money, and part 
of their grounds, Whilft Sp. Cajfius did this good fervice againft the Sa¬ 
bines, his Colleague fubdued the Camarinaans who had revolted, and 
having put to death the Authors of the injury, fold the reft , and razed their

2 a. The year that followed, being the firfti of the.70 Olympiad (wherein 
Nicaas of Opus (a Town of Locri ) was Vi&or, ( Myrus executing the An¬ 
nual Office of Ay chon at Athens) had for Confuls Pofthumius Cominius , and 
T. Largius . Now all the Latines (to the number of thirty feveral Cities, 
faith Livte) confpired againft Rome, by the procurement of Mamilius Otta- 
viHs, fon in Law to Tarqninius (who at prefent was with him at Tufculum) 
though Valerius the Roman Ambaflador pretended to anfwerto fuch accufa- 
tions as were made, and laboured to diuwade the feveral People of Latium. 

In the mean time alfo the Slaves at home contrived how to feize upon the 
Capitol, and burn the City, but were difeovered, and nailed to croffes. 

'" The following year wherein Str. Snlpitius Camerinus , and Mamas 7 ullus 

l.ongus , were Conluls, a Faaion in Fidena, having received fome men from 
7 arej smiusy killed or expelled their adverfaries, and caufed the Town to re¬ 
volt from the Rowans. The Senate would not make War upon the Latines 
in general, knowing ftianyamongft them were inclined to Peace, and thought 
it fufficient to block up Fidena, for which they fent out Manias with a ftrong' 

Army. The befteged implored affiftance of the Latines, who in their gene¬ 
ral! meeting heard alfo the complaints of Jarquimus , and though they were 
much importuned by fomeamonft them, yet they onety ordered Ambafftdots 
to be fent to demand the reception of the King, and the removal of the fiege 
from Fideua, which was done alfo meetly co gain time , giving the Romans a 
year to confider of the matter, and taking fo large a (pace for to make prepa-. 
rations, in cafe the overture were reje&ed. Tarqninius and MAmilius ha-

2,5, Tor at this very tim^ as Vmyjias wricetfe, a great part L of the com¬ 
mon People, efpecially the indigent and fuch as were burdiened by ufury, did 
not like of diepfdent ftateof affaires, which diffarisfaaion vm caufed by 
the extravagant courfe of Credirons, who femng.upon the bodies of their 
Debtors, ufed-tbem no better thah Slaves purebafod with thoney. Tarqw- 
nius not being ignorant hereof, fent oertaih of hfis friends with Gold, who 
gave themfome in hand, ptomifing more ifter the Kinj^s ireftitucion, and 
procured thereby a conspiracy of tr&tiy poorCkizens, with fuch Slaves ashad 
been offended with their Matters the year before, fat* che fe verity r lhown to¬ 
wards their (fellows. . The matcer wa« difeovered to SuipUMus^ whoaf- 
rer he had returned a denyal, Chteugh very civilly, co che Latin Ambafla- 
dors, by a wile drew, the Oonfyimtorsioto the fPCium; where Thcothpaffmg 
them about, he put them all co the Sword. > The iftirs being thus allaied for 
a time, the Confuls of this and the foHoWihg year looked abroad, 1 ana, in A M 5,04, 
the next, Ftdtua was yielded upto T. Lmrgim Piswue. Here at the Latins 0U96. 
were exceedingly ftartled, trad now all tail^ on thekpfmcipalvneh, for rnat v. c. ill 
no order had been taken for relief of the Town. TarquiniuttkvA Mamilius 
fo improved this opportunity, that all the Cities (*4 in number, ^as they c ^ j/)jui

War with the 2 6. Great were the preparations of the Latwes ; the Romans fending round 
fi ‘ S friends, and yet were not dejefled, but trufting ro 

K cheir domeltick ftrength alone, were thereby rendred much more refolute and 

couragious, as fuch upon whom lay a necelficy of being valiant. But a 
great difficulty was found in lifting Soldiers; for the poor, and thofe that 
were furcharged with debt, of which there was a great number, beiir cited 
would not appeir, faying, they had nothing co do with the Patrttianfy except 
their debts were remitted by Decree of che Senate, nay fome calked of lea¬ 
ving the City, and exhorted one another not to ftay in thac place, where no 
good thing was communicated to them. The Patritians by good words la¬ 
boured to appeafe them, but all in vain ; fo char the Senate fell into a ferious 
debate about fo weighty a matter. Some were for a free remiflion of the 
debts, after the manner of the Athenian Sifachthea , as rhe onely way to 
remove all prejudice, and beget a fair correfpondence betwixt Nobility and 
Commons. Others condemned this as too great a condefcention, and which 
would encourage them co like Seditions for the time to come , thinking it the 
better way to lift fuch as would give their names, and not at all value the 
reft, who chough gratified at prefent, would hereafter be unferviceable. Be¬ 
twixt chefe extremes feveral other vvayes were propounded; but this at length 
prevailed, that nothing fhould now be determined, bur the War bein° hap¬ 
pily finilhed, the Confuls fhould report it again co the Senate, and°in the 
mean time all futes and proceffe concerning debts were to ceafe, thac Ma- 
gillraees might make effectual provifion for che matter now mainly incumbenr. 

This expedient, though fomething ic wrought, had not fufficient ftrength to 
end che difference; and therefore the Senate was put upon another exigent* 

Whereas by the Law of ^ikr/w, power of life and death was taken away 
from the Confuls , and all conftraint, by an appeal co the People, fo that 
no man could be forced co che War; Ic feemed neceffary to create a Magi- 
ftrace, who for fix monechs fhoiild rule as abfolute above the Laws, and from 
whom fhould lye no appeal. Thus having renounced Monarchy in effeft, they 
had again recourfe co it, and fliewed as well the necelficy as excellency 
of it. 

The Dl&iror 2 ?* Thls Su P reme Officer was called Diaator ,either for that he was ditiusy 

•or named, by che Conful, according to (a) Farro, or rather from dating, (*)*>*&*& 
or ftiewing and commanding what was to be done, which Etymology (b) Di- 
onyfttts approvech. He was alfo called (c) Magifler Papule, and (d) Prater \X nJomo 
Maximms. Both name and thing came from the Albans, whofe Di&ator pruts. 1 
Metises Sufetius we have formerly mentioned. Spartianus faith, it was an Cum de Fit. 
ordinary Magiftrate of old Latinm. Dionyftus bringeth the teftimony of 1 % . 
Licinius Macer- (onhk opinion ; yet he thinkech the Office firft taken from 
th q Greeks, who had their v&fjmneta or extraordinay Kings made upon (!i) lcx ^>1 
fome urgent occafion, with abfolute power. The Delator was created upon tiqna. 
fome urgent occafion of War or Sedition, for fixing a nail in time of a Plague, 
to hold the Comitia for election of Confuls, celebrate Games, make inqui- 
ficion, choofing Senators, or in fum, when there was need of a fodain and 
extraordinary command. The manner of his creation was not, as of other 
Magiftrates, by the Suffrages of the People § but, at the command of the 
Senate, the Conful named fome one of Confular dignity whom he pleafed, 
in the night, and who was approved by the Aufpicium, or divination from 
birds, a ceremony obfervedever in the ele&ion of fome Officers. The oc¬ 
cafion being many times fodain , they could not ftay for the Suffrages of the 
People, and the defign being to reftrain, or conftrain, the multitude, many 
times, he was not to be chofen out of their body, although fometimes thefe 
rules were not fully obferved, either through the abfence of the Conful, of 
fome other refpeiL L. Cornelius Sylla alone was named by the Interrex , as

ring them to the Senate. So that not onely had he the power of both Lor- 
Cuts (whence the Greeks called him L)ifypatos, or Double Conful) but more 
alfo, in that upon his Creation all other Magiftraces, except the Tribunes, laid 
down their Offices, and the whole Government was left in his hands. He 
could runifh as he pleafed, without all appeal, and for the oftetatptidfl of his 
power, had a 4 bundlesof Rodscaried before him., with as many, Axes, or 
Hatchets, as Plutarch and Polybius do teftifie y although Li vie dinenting 
from them, will have Sylla firft of all others to have had *4 bundles. Hence 
this Office came to be fo terrible, ^ the Ediil of the. Dictator was ever ob- 
ferved as the command of a Deity: , ' 

The bounds 2 g. i c was neceffary, according to the Roman Government, that this ex- 
of his Office, tl - a ordinary power fliould be bounded by certain limits, wherein might lie re- 
dreffe of inconveniences thence arifing. Six moneths were the' time ajfigned 
for it’s duracion, and never was it lengthned, except for meer neceffity, as 
might be inftanced in Camillas, L. Papirius, wdFabtut Maximus : for 
the perpetual Di&atorffiips of Sylla and Cafar were notorious violations of the 
Laws. And not onelv the time but the place alfo was limited, it being un¬ 
lawful for the Dittator tollir out of Italy , left being out of fight, he lhould 
take advantage at the diftance of place, to attempt fome new matter; and 
this conftitution was never violated but once whilft the, old Commonwealth 
flood, by Attilhus Collatinus. He was not to comeon borfe-back, put march 
continually on foot, to {hew, faith Plutarch, that the! Roman ftrength lay 
in the Legions, or rather to teach him humility. Now becaufe in great Ex¬ 
peditions this could fcarce be obfeeved, he formally before his^departure 
asked leave of the People that he might ride, as Liyie informech us. But 
thofe rettri6Vions were inconfiderable, in refpeil of the Appeal which ajfter- 
Anrcal from wards came to be made from him to the People.^ Fejlusmytete words Op- 
him. tinta Lex , faith, that firft the povyer of the Magifier Populi , or Dittator, 

was full or absolute, as that of Marcus Valerius y but afterwards an Appeal 
lay from this Magiftracc to the People. Ltvie feemethalfo to hold out the M 
fame thing, where he bringeth M. Fabjus in beh^f of his fon thus fpeak- 
i n o t o Li Papirius the Dilator: Seeing that neither the authority of the Se¬ 
nate nor mine age , which thou goeft about to-bereave of my fon, neither 
the virtue and Nobility of the Mafier of the Horje-men named by thy 
fell prevailed with thee 1 nor yet prayers and-intreaties, which are wont to 
appeafe an enemy , and the anger of the gods : I appeal to the Tribunes of 
the People, and the People it [elf which / make our fudge, (feting thou 
rerardefl not the judgment of the Army and Senate ) which alone can do 
more tha n thy Ditiatorfhip. I {hall fee whether thou wilt gipe place to shat 
Appeal to which the Rowan King Tullus Hojlilius yielded. Hereupon the 
People affembled, and the Tribunes were prefent at the meeting. Papirius 
denieth neither the power of the one nor the other, but contmueth refolute 
for the punifbment of the Matter of the Horfcmen, who had fought in his 
abfence contrary to his command, (hewing how all difciplme elfe would be 
deftroyed. A way Was found out to preferve the honour of both Offices , 
the power of People, Tribunes, andDi&atotwith the ftrength of difci- 
pline. For the People betook it (elf to intreaties, and was feconded by 
the Tribunes. Whereupon the Diaator pardoned the party, granting his 
life to the requeft ofthofe, who, as he confeffeth, might have command- 

a9. At what time this Appeal was brought in , or how long it continued 
in force, feeing that Sylla and other Dictators made ufe of the Old and abfo- 
fute power, is uncertain. It is probable, that the People being overwitted 
in ratifying the Decree of the Senate (as Dipnyftus telleth us they were) 
are w fenfible, how they had thereby given the power again out of their 
D hands; 


hands; it beinj> lavvtull for the Senate at any time when they fnould nrcren \ Sr 
a neceffity, andthat for the bridling of the People it felf, to give order to the ? 
Conful to name a Di&ator, and therefore refumed its .indent power of At* 
peal, without which no lawteffe freedom could be enjoyed. But in the de 
dining condition of the Commonwedth, when DiiHtors grew more impe¬ 
rious, theirSoldiers more diffiolute, and the 1 ribunes of the people cfp»chl- 
ly more faaious, an opportunity , might be wanting for it to exert chat ri«>ht 
which as yet w had not given up to any other. If what Dionyfius wriceth’of 

The Didator s being approved by the people after the Conful’s nomination 
be true, the State flood m lefle need!of the Appeal; but it being no: poffi- 
ble,for a multitude never to mffi ike in its opinion of a perfon, this de c edl 
might ar length expenmevtally be difeovered,and thence a recourfe hid to 
that remedy which was ever certain whileftic could be applied. By rfide

30. Concerning the time of the firft Difticorfliip, Authors differ in tha 
fpace o. two years, and do not fullagree about the perfon. Dionyfiut ,a a raY e, 
faith.ull, andwary Author (by confent of the moftlearned fortofmefl re! 
ferreth it to the year of theCitie ; buc Livy , a „d moft Latine hn- 
thors affign ar to the 253. Dtonyfuu faith exprefiy, that T, Larajtu Flavus 
was the firft Diaator, being Conful that year. Livy faith it could not be 
certainly known from ancient Authors who was the firft, yet confeffeth chat 

the moft ancient mentioned Largim, and upon good grounds approveth of 
their opinion rather chan that which makech Valerius the fon of Marcus 
yet living, and Gt;and-fon to F'olefus the firft of all, which Fejhst feemech 
tofouow. Livy mentioneth no other paufe of the Original chan a falling out 
wich the Sabines, and the confpiracy of the 30 Latino Cities, putting off the 
bechcion till afeer the finifhing of che Latine yVar; buc as chere can Iiccle 
hold becakenof one who uncertainly relaceth marters; fo no need would 
there have been of an abfoluce Authority for thz Latine Wit , if no llir had 
been madeinthe Cide, all giving their names with alacrity, and obeyin® the 
Confuls, as in former Wars. And if the Confuls had been fufpeiled to fa¬ 
vour the caufe of lar^iniut Q as fom: wrote they were ) then new ones 
might have been made in theit room;, no-.hing being prevalent to alter the 
o-diniry form of Government., butan2ceffi:yof abfolute power for a time 5 
and no ordinary accident about Wat could make this neceffity; fo that com* 
pulfton muft have been the end, and the taking away that help from the multi¬ 
tude, w.iich was unalterably given to it againft the Confuls by the Valerian

of horf-men (who had born the Office of Conful in the 70th Olympiad) cif- 
T Lawns tbe fed Axes to be carried before him with1 the Rods, as had been wont, till the 
fir ft Diftator. t j me of Poplico /^before the chief Magiftrates, bothKings and Confuls. Ha¬ 
ving with thefe & other Enfigns of power terrified the Seditious, he began the 
CeSfHi after the Pattern of Ser. 7 ullias, according to the Tribes, taking the 
names and ages of fuch as were Ceded, and of Children. In a fliort lpace, 
fearof lofing freedom of the Citie, and Eflates, fo prevailed, as 150700 of 
fuch as were ripe of age gave their names, which he dittributed into four 
parts, whereof taking one to himfelf, he gave the reft to bis Mailer of hotf- 
men, and two others, one being to continue in the Citie for the defence 
- thereof. This done, he fent fome who underhand dealt with the feveral **- 
tine Cities, and procured them to fufpend the War, and make a Truce for a 
year, notwithftanding all that Mamilius and Sextus Tarqulnias could do to 
the contrary. Then returned he home with the Army , and ere his <5 mo ?]etlis 
were out, the Confuls being appointed, laid down, no Citizen being killed, 
baniftied, or otherwife chaftized bynny grievous pumffiment; which carnage 
was imitated by his Succeffors, untill the thirdage from that wherein we live, 
faith Dionyfius. But in the time of our fathers,400 years from the Dictatorlnip 
of Larg,as,L.Cornelias Sjtla firft of all others behaved himfelf cruelly in this 
Office, fo that the Romans conceived then what before they had caufe to be 
ignorant of, that the Di&atorftnp was a Tyrannis. 

?2 When the Truce betwixt the Lathes and Romans was ended , both 
parties prepared for the War: The former were againft their wills, tis laid, 
drawn in by the intereft of Mamilias ; but the later with all cheerfulnefle 
imbraced the opportunity. The Romans thought fit a Dictator lhould be 
Created, and accordingly Virginias the Senior Conful rwnied.<«. Pofthn- 
mitts his Collegue, wEo chofe for Mafter of horf-men T. Ebatius Helva , 
and halting his Levies, divided his Forces into four parts, whereof one he 
kept to himfelf, affigned the fecond to Virginias, the thirdfo E**r*w, and 
_ the fourth to Scmpronius, who therewith was to defend the Cuie. News 

T 'thrown being come that the Lathes had taken the Field, the Diaator with fpeed 
rS m'rcbedto toLake Jbrpfc. (ac today called UUp A S^aScvera) 

Keg,tins. in the Countrey of Tufcnluw , where he fortified his Camp againft the: Ene¬ 

my,who as yet had not united his forces, & expeaed affiftance from the Volfct. 

The Roman Army divided into three parts incompafled the Latinos, who m- 
deavoured to beat o & Ebatius from an Hill he hadfeized on betwixt them 
and home ; but he kept his ground in defpight of them, and fortified himfelf. 

The Latines hereupon being hinged from all Provisions, refolved to fight r 
the Diaator at firft was minded to Cnd the War without bloud, by famitning 
his Enemies, but underftanding that the Volfci were expeaed within three 
dayes, changed his refolution. The right Wing of the_ Lathes was led by 
Maminas, the left by Sext us Tar quintas , and the middlh battel byjrtw 

Tarqtiinias his other fon. On the other fide againft Mamilttts ftood Virgi¬ 
nias, Ebutm was oppofite in the right Wing to Sextus Tarqutnins, and the 
Diaator led the middle battel againft 7 itas 9 and the Roman Exiles. The 
Romans brought into the field 24000 foot 8c 1000 horfe,butch eLatlnes 40000 
foot and 3000 horfe. When they joyned, both parties miffed of their expecta¬ 
tion ; for the one trufting to their numbers , and the other to their valour, 
thought co bear all ddwn before them. The Diaator gave the firft oppor¬ 
tunity of viaory by over-powering Tttus , after which, though Mamtlius , 
and Sextas omitted nothing requiftte to valiant and able Captains, yet borh 
lofing their lives, their followers were difeouraged and overthrown; fcarce 
ioooo efcapine home of the whole number. Of the Romans fell ^.Va¬ 
lerius, whofe dead body his two Nephews by his brother Voplicola, Publtus 
and Marcus ,endeavouring to get off,were alfo. flain in the attempt. _ 

, ,. After’the fight, the Volfct, whom the Latines had -expeaed , arrvied 
at the Campi which feeing full of dead bodies,and learning the iffue of the 
battel, fome of them were for falling on the Romans now weary; but an- 
. other 
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other party prevailed to fend Meffengers to the Dia^pr, toldThhn they sect 
came to his affiftance, thereby to ingratiate themfelves with the Goncue- 
rours. But the Diaator convinced ttiem of-falfliood by their Letters which 
he had intercepted, and giving leave to the Meffengers to return, whom th- 
multitude would have pulled in pieces, refolved on the morrow to fait on 
them ; but in the night they deferted their Camp and fled. From the place 
of this aaion the Diaator obtained the firname of Rhpg ilUnfi f , F 

The Latinos fent to deprecate the anger of the Roman $tate, laying all th' 
blame upon their Nobility. The AmbaMors managed their work with fuch 
earneftneffe and humility (calling chemfelyes at the Feet of the Senate and 
making great Ementations) that the motion of Largias prevailed in their 
behalf for the former League to be renewed. This was the end of the War 
which in behalf of the Tarqninii had been carried on for fourteen years- 
7 arquinius himfelf being onely left behind of all hisftock, now almoft ninety 
yeirs old , for that the Latinos, Hetrafcans , and Sabine^jQ-ukd ZQ harbour 
him,as alfo all other neighbouringCici.es which were free,went into Campania 
ZQ Artjtodemus the Prince of Came, with whom he ffio-dy after died Qf 
the man we may judge charitably, becaufe his ftory wa$ one|y related pq po- 
fterity by his bitter Enemies. However,bisbanillimenc pur religion mutt 
cenfure as rebellion. And fuch were the ftirs, fedition? and tumults after¬ 
wards, and fo many changes and reebanges, as if the Reader ferioufiy confidec 
them,he will fee that the Romans fuffered much for want of Monarchy, and 
the contrary Government did not contribute to their fiippineffe. That this 
may appear, he hath here a fuller view of their changes than in any other mo¬ 
dern Writer, 

34. The Romans now freed from this War, fell into a grievous fedition 
Great (lira in in the Citie, the Courts of Juftice being again opened by the Senate, and 
tueutic t he proceffe againft debtors revived. The Plebeians alleged; they were 
not able to pay their debts, by reafon of their Ioffes fuftained in the late Wars 
through want of tillage, and plyndriog of their Cartel by the Enemy. Their 
Creditors replied, that chefq Ioffe*bad alfp befallen them, which made the 
retmffion of the debts iropOffible; and fo neither fort would yield at ajfi, 
but many tumufos were raffed, wherein the parties did not abftainfrom blows. 
rojtbamius the Dilator perceiving feme expedition to be neceffary for the 
quiet of the Cicie, created Confuls forphe following year, and laid down 
fits Office, The Confuls were Appius QLwAwt the Sabine , apd P. Sgrvir- 
Ums Prifeus, who being of the'Di&ators mind SS to the War, refolved to go 
out againft the Volfci, whohad^ffifted the Lathft againft the Spate, and now 
were making new pneparations for War; when they earn,? tp mike Levies 
noneofthe/v/rfw^f would give theif namps,. complaining that they having 
already undergone, the beat^aad danger of the War, both for Ubeccy and d<?

4 3. The Commons having got from the Senate a confirmation of the Of¬ 
fice of ir,banes, obtained further, that they might yearly chufe out of their 
own body two, to be as Minifters to thefe Officersjto Judge certain caufes re¬ 
ferred to them from the Tribunes, take care of publick buildings and pro- 
vifions. Thefe were firft called the Minifters and Afftftams^ of the Trt- 

The Mies banes ; but afterward faith Dionyfiw from one of their Duties had the name 

created. Qi<y£ddes. Many things of great confequence were committed to their 
cruft, being very much like to the Agoranotm amongft the Greekj. Fejttu ac¬ 
knowledging that in the beginning ts£ddet was a Magiftrate who took care 
both of publick and private buildings, yet fa ith he was to called, quod factlts 
ad earn tlebis adim effet. Truer is the derivation which Vano giveth , a- 
oreeable to that of Vionyfm ; that they were named t/FMes, from <s£de* 

The buildings, of which they took care, or thofe particularly , wherein the Pie. 
bifeita were kept, of which they had the over-fight. This later Etymology 
is rendred by Pomponius , who in his fecond book of the Original of Law, de¬ 
ferring the feveral Offices of Magiftracy,,maketh the end of the conftitution 
of the tARdi'es to have been, that they might take care of that houfe where 
the Decrees of the people were laid up. whence foever the word was de¬ 
rived it came out of Latiam, being a name of certain Magtftrates in the 
Latine Towns, as was alfo Dictator and Duumvir, as fome obferve out of 
Spartianus. Tp thefe ^ddes Plebti, who were inftituted in the 271 year 
of the Citie, at the fame time with the Tribunes , were added two more ouc 
of the Patruian order 117 years after, called for diftin&ion t/Ediles Cu¬ 
rates , becaufe they ufed the Cur ale Chair, whereas the other onely fate on 
Benches, as the Tribanes and Quaftors. The occafion of creating thofe 
fiiall be fhewn in its place , the end was onely then for celebrating of 

» aa. This number continued dll the time of C. JuliasCafar , who in the 

710 year of the Citie added two more, whom he would have created alfo ^ Diod.

This number of fix 
thus diftinguifhed, continued till the'ttme of Conftantine, as is probably con- 
jee\ured,and were as moft other Offices of Magiftracy taken away by him.

of fmaller moment; over Marriages and Adulteries, Baths, Aqueducts, 

Sinks, and Streets, both for repairing and cleanhng of them. Of Provifions , 
for that they hid the over-fignt of all things to be fold, men, and other^crea¬ 
tures, determining, judging, and cenfurin® by their words and edicts. Ot f°- 
lemn Games, and onely totem* (not Votive and private ones) as the *.#* 

F lor ales, Circenfes, Megalenfes t Romani^c. Sometimes at their own charge 
they made thefe fhews, and ever examined the Fables written before they 
were a tied. And (whether : from this infpe£tion of Play-books it came or no 
is uncertain) they feem to have been Licenfers and Judges of other wri¬ 
tings , being ordered by a Decree of the Senate, as (c)Tacitus telleth us, ( ( ) j^ul, 
to'burn the Papers of g ^mutiat Cords*:. It is further (fi obferved, thar the /jM. 
Generals when they rlfurnetf home after fome vi&ory, delivered up the Corn 
and Provifions which had been made prize, to them, as the Captives to the 
Prater, and the money to the Qsuftor. All fuch Victuallers as offended 
againft the Laws, as alfo Monopolizers and others rhat cranferefled in this 
kind, they accufed to the people, and with the Fines celebrated Games, made 
Prefents to their gods, or fome publick works. Laftly, ’cis obferved, that they 
took care that none buc Roman gods, and thofe after the Roman manner onely, 
ftiould be vvorftiipped. g 
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War with the 45. But, to return to the ftory, the rabble having ob.ained thefe Officers, Sr r/p T 
Vslf». willingly gave their names to the Expedition againft the fotfei. Under con-

, this place, he left part of the Army to continue the fiege under the Com¬ 
mand of 1 has Largias, and with the other went to give them battel L tr* 
attempting to ftorm the Town , che Inhabitants falliad ouc, and charged 
the Romans fo funoudy, that they forced them back into their Camp: all but 
Htftim, f few whom C. Marctus, a Patritian of great Nobility, and greater Valour, 
kept about him. This Marcias with fo fmall a Company received the vio¬ 
lence of the Enemy, and doing great execution, forced him at length into the 
Town, and following himfelf ruftied in with him, whereat the befieged were 
fo afnghtedjthat not confidering their own numbers, they fled to the contrary 
part of the Citie, and differed him to let in the reft of the Army. When the 
Soldiers now fell to plunder, he fuffered them not, but hafted to the battel 
to help the Conful, and wich the good news of his fucceffe to chear the 
Armv. 

46. He defired of Cominius that he. might befuffeted with his men to 
fight againft the middle battel, wherein cne chief ftrength of the Enemies 
lay, which obtaining, he the wed there more valour than formerly, and was the 
greeted caufe of the victory. The day following the Conful gave him extra¬ 
ordinary commendations, and a good (hare of booty before it came to be 
divided amongft che Soldiers; buc he would accept of nothin® except an 

horfe, which gained him greater honour from the whole Army,°an'd moved A.M.jji 1 - 
Sirniraed Pofthumius co beftow thefirnime of Coriolanas upon him for his incompa- oi.7«. aM A. 
Ctnolma. rable valour (hewn at that place. The Tolfci were by this overthrow fo-ced r - c -. 2<5l > 
to fubmiflion, and made their peace. This year was the League of Amity 
and Confederacy renewed with the L*/#^vvith all chearfulneffe , becaufe vofimteomi- 
they had .been faithfull in the lace Sedition and War, and had fent to congra- mo cojf, 
tulace for. the peace made betwixt Nobility and Commons, The Senate 
for this Civil Union decreed fupplicacions or thanks to their gods, a third 
feci* , or Holy day, to be added to the other two hatme Fena, whereof Ta^ 
quintas had dedicated one , when he Conquered Hetruria, and the People 
the other afeer the baniftiment of Tar quintas. In this ConfuKhip died alfo 
drrippa Meuenius, wfiom the People out of gratitude refolved to bury at the 
publick charge, every man contributing fomething, becaufe he died poor, and 
when the Senate would needs defray che charge ouc of che Treafury, they be¬ 
llowed the money upon bis Children, Now alfo the Cenfus being celebrated 
above 110000 heads were.Ceffed. 

47. The year following wherein T. Geganius Macertnas , and P. Mints* 
cius were Coufuls, a great dearth fell upon che Citie, the effe& of the late 

A dearth, Sedition. For, che Commons having departed a little after the Autumnal 

ALquino&ial, about the time of fowing, cne Countrey was forfaken of huf- vionyf. l.y, 
band*m?n; the richer fort betaking tnemfelves to the Patritians, and the 
poorer co the Army,and che divifion continued till a little before Mid-winter, 

All the middle fpace of time chere was no tillage, though ic was moft pro¬ 
per for fowing, and for fome time after the agreement, it could fcarce be 
renewed, for that Slaves.hid run away, and chere was great fcarcity of Cattels 
by,thefe means for the year follovying they were little beforehand in .Com, 
either for feed or provifions. This put the Senate upon repding into feveral 
parta of/ m//, and alfo into Sicily, co buy Corn. But notwithffanding their 
care, the multitude beifig exceedingly pinched wich Fattjine, raifed tumults, 
ff ch o C T S etcin § together by companies, and laying all the faultupbn the Fathers, as if 
ti!n * Scd ‘" -V ch ? ir wilful! negkel they had in this way revenged chemfelves. The Vbl- 
1 fei, being acquainted with, this new Sedition, and the weak Efface of Rome, 
confpired how ro improve the advantage ; but were diverted by a grievous 
plague, which fo raged, i.sV'clitr* a Noble Gitie of that Countrey wasalmoft 
utterly exhaufted, the ftp ill remnant of the Inhabitants whereof gave up 
^ them-- 
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Sect.i. themfelves to the Romani, defiring they would fend a Colony thither, 

48* Of this advantage the Senate was very glad, to leffen the multitude of 
the City; and the poor were content to inhabit fo fertil a place 5 but when 
they confidered the danger of infection, they were again dtfeouraged, and 
wrefted this to fobad a fence , as to make it a defign to deftroy them. But 
the Seriate laying a great penalty upon fuch as refufed to go, many obeyed 
and went thither, as alfo to Norba a Latin Town. This inraged more luch 
as (hid behind, being (fill pinched by the famine, fo that raihnggreat mul¬ 
titudes, they called the Tribunes into the Comitium. Great ftrife banned 
betwixt the Corttuls and them; The Tribunes affirming they had promifw not 
to interrupt them in their dilcourfes to the People, to which the Other an¬ 
swered, that it Was onely when they called the People together, not when 
the Confuls themfelves did it, as now they had done, topromife them all 
And this a fair accommodation from the Senate. Hereupon Brutus, who being fo great 

” cw jf™ a ftickler before, was chofen one of the firft Tribunes, devifed a Law, which 

Tribunes. C lin der fuch a penalty as the Tribunes fhould impofe, fo-badanyone to con¬ 
tradict ot interrupt them, when they fpoke to the People. Such as could or 
would not give fecurity for the payment of the fine, were to be put to death, 
and their goods be facred to Ceres, If any controverfie arofe about the fine, . 
ir was to be determined by the judgment of the People. 

49. This Law being enatfed by the Suffrages of tne Tribes , caufed grea- 
, ter difturbance ; the Senate refuting ro ratifie the refolves of the People, and 

the People the Decrees of the Senate; yet proceeded it not to any greater 
inconveniency than words, and fome blows without Weapons. For the poor 
broke not into the ftore-houfes of the rich; but were content to purchafe 
victuals at an excefTwe rate; and When money failed were contented with 
roots and herbs t neither did the rich deal harrnly With the pobf, but carried 
it towards them as indulgent fathers, fo that We mutt fay, it was the infirmity 
of the Government, and not any bad difpofition of the People which cau- 
r: fed the Seditions* The Confuls, to divert their minds, and eate the charge, 

offered to lead them out into the^ JEnemies Country, but Few or pone would 
give their names; fo that Marcias Coriolanus with fome PatritiaqS, arid a tew 
of their Clients made incuiftons, and returned horrie loaden Wjth booty ; 
the knowledge whereof made the poorer fort tfmrrriut againft their Tribunes, 
who had diffwaded them from the- RxpeditiOrtt ‘‘The followip^ Confuls 
M.Minuciue Augur inns , and A t Strifonlk 'MftA hVw,' firinotistar their 
abilities both in War and Peace, beht themfelves, 1 by rriakih^ provifioti for 
Corn,to allay the prefent diftempers; though not Wfeh wifhed fucefle. They 
procured much to be imported, and this Suftfeef feturnedchofethat were 1 
Cbm brought fent into Sicilie, with a great quantity of Wheat, Whereqf half thffy; bought 
out of suihc. at a ver y c heap rate, and half was beftowed ori them by Gclon, the Son of 
Dinpmuues. Now the patritians coriftderinghbw to difpofe bf the Cofn ; 
fome were for felling it to the poor at eafie rates, thereby to, Win upon the 
multitude, but others urged they were to Be barflily ufed and aflfliCfed,' ( Und 
the Cbm to be folded them on dear rates j that by neceflity they rilightbe 
brought to fobriety > arid become ftibjeCfc to che Laws, 

50. Amongtt th’efe Was Coriolanus the chief, being offended With the 
Commons, as was given out, for a repulfe at the laft election of;CoM\ite. He 

fbrioianus his had been ever an extraordinary affeitor of the power of the Nobility, which. 
counfcl ' made the People afraid to chufe him ; bur now mcenfed he much more fhew- 
t here upon, ed his inclination, openly declaiming againft the innovation of the multi¬ 

tude,- and exhorting others to refill the petulant endeavours of the Tribunes' 
and rabble. The Confuls calling together the Seriate, he inlarged bimfelf 
in a fet fpeechto this putpofe, ahapreffed that by force they mould take 
away the Tribnncjhip , as tne onely means for the recovery of the State; 
concluding with hi$ opinion, chat nofkvour at all fliould be fliewed to the 
multitude in the fale of Corn. Some Were offehded with this freedom, per¬ 
ceiving what inconvenience it would bring ;but others approving Of itjthe Tri¬ 
bunes who were prefent (fay both VionyfitA and Plutarch) ran forth, and 
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crying out, called the People together, and declared to them the effect of 
Mat cm his fpeech. The multitude inragid, would have violated the Senate 
inftancly, but that the Tribunes ftayed them, laying the Whole blame upon 
Mar cm . They fent fome Beadete for him to come and anfwer it before 
the People, butthey returning with nothing but ill words, they Went them- 
u • a (elves, and commanded the t&diles tb apprehend him. Thefe were Brn- 
fliinc m and 1 the firft Tribunes, who going to do what was injoytied, Were 

! v repul fed and beaten by the youmPamtiabs he had got about him. This put 

all into a flame, the whole City being gathered together arid ready to deftroy 
it felf; but by the wifdom of the Confuls the matter was p&t Off till the fol¬ 
lowing day. Then the Confuls laboured to hCal the breach, Confirming as 
from tne Fathers, what was formerly granted to the Commons, and patte¬ 
ring as much as might be the fuppofecToffence of Marcim. The TriBuriek 
anfwerlng, inveighed againft the Senate, as defirious to break their faith, and 
laying open the fault of Mar etui, concluded the aftion With a Decree of 
their College, That he (hou/d be forthwith cdft down headlong froht the Tar. 
peian Rock. For, having given him liberty to fpeak, he Was fo far frbm re¬ 
canting his former fpeeches, that he flew out into the fame inveftives, as they 
were termed. 

51. The i/E'iiles laying hands on him, the Patritians again refeued him, 
the fober part even of them taking it ill he fhould be condemned t6 death 
without due proceffe , and the more undemanding fort of the Commons not 
approving of the attempt; fo as k great tumult being raifed;the Tribunes nul¬ 
led their former Decree, and fet him a day wherein to anfwer, and (land 
or fall by the judgement of the People. In the mean time the Senate, by 
felling the Corn at moderate rates, and by intreaties, fought either to procure 
the tryal to be utterly laid afide, or atleaft to*defer it tul the wrath of the 
mulrlcude fliould be appeafed, which was alfo to be imployed in a War againft 
Antium. .When the former-could hot be done, and the War Was blown 
over, the Confuft being very unwilling to let the People take fo much upon 
themfelves, as without Decree o£ the Senate firfthad (according rb the an- 
tientcuftom) to paffe their judgement in any cafe, procured the Tribunes 
firft to fue out fuch a Decree, on this condition, that they might be heard 
fpeak their minds, and each Senator before he gave his judgment, fwear fo- 
lenhly,a9ivasufuarmjudicaturieprocefle, to deliver what he thought moft 
hehoveful for the Publick. The Tribunes then argued much in behalf of the 
Commons, who they faid had undergone the heat of all Wars, both in the 
time of Kings, in the expulfion of them, and fince in the inlarging the 
Roman Dominion ; inconfideratton whereof, they could not in confidence 
have letter privileges than of late they had obtained. They aggravated by 
fevenl circumftances the crime of Marcias , who info high a manner had 
gone about to infringe them, and therefore as well for maintenance of right, 
ni tne fafecy of the City, they defired he might be left to the juftice of the 
People. A ppm Claudus ftiflyimpugned the Decree, armiing that the Se¬ 
ll ite Would be enervated, and the Commonwealth betrayed, if they granted 
to the People power of judging Patritians. 

M. r/ a’stint, and other popular men made a better conftru&ion of 
the People’s defire, thinking they would ufe this power moderately, and in 
oppolition to Appins his politick reafons, ftrangely conceived it would make 
for the fecurity of the Commonwealth, and particular members thereof, if 
the Commons were admitted to fome (hare in the Government; that fo ic 
might neither Wholly lye in the Patritians nor Plebeians , but be tempered 
and potted betwixAiotn. He urged, that they had altaied the Kingly power, 
by giving it tot Wo annual Magistrates, and that therefore there was no fear 
of it’s degenerating into Tyrarifty, bein® alfo awed by the overfight of 500 
moft prudent and worthy perforts, of which the Senate confiftea. But for 
the Semteitfelf, there was no Curb; (h that it might afterwards (though of 
the prefent members-he had nocaufe to judge fo) draw all things into ex¬ 
tremity, and indeed mine the State, except the People might be admitted 
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. 5* qt. i . to have an hand in the judgment of fuch faults as concerned the Common- 
wealth, as when any was accufed of moving Sedition, affefting Tyranny, 

Treafon, or the like crimes; becaufe the more folemn and fevere the tryal 
was, ambitious men would be the more terrified from fuch attempts. The 
generality inclining to give up the man, Mar cuts demanded of the Tribunes 
whereof they would accufe him. They confultin® with rhemfelves apart, 
knevv not well how to form an impeachment out of his former words, which 
might paffe with the Senate, and therefore anfwered, they would lay the 
affe&ation of Tyranny to his charge, Hereat he very cbearfully put himfelf 
upon tryal, not refuhng the fevereft puniflunent, if it could be proved ; and 
a Decree of the Senate paflfed accordingly, time being given him till the 
the third Market day, to prepare for it. For a Market was kept once in 
nine dayes, at which time the People that lived in the Country, came either 
to craffick, receive juftice, or give their Suffrages in fuch matters as either 
primarily concernd them, or were referred from the Senate. When the day 
came, a greater multitude of Country-men than ever formerly was feen, 
early in the morning placed it felf in the Forum , and the Tribunes called the 
People to the Comma Tribute or Affemblies of the Tribet , fevering each 
Tribe from another by cords. Now it having been the cuftom for the Peo¬ 
ple to give their fuffrages hy Centuries in the Campus Martins in arms, and » 
under.tfieir Centurions , the Patritians called hard for them, and protefted 
againft this innovation; but by the other way of Centuries brought in by Ser- 
viusy the ordinary fort of People being excluded, (for that moflrcommonly 
the two firft Clafles caried it from the other four) the Tribunes would in no 
cafe fuffer it, and the crime at Coriolanus feeming to concern all alike, at 
length they obtained the confent Of the Patritians to this innovation. 

53. Mirmcius the Conful beginning the a&ion, declared the worth of the 
perfon nowto be judged, and exhorting the People to mildneffe, fignified 
He anfwercth that the Senate became petitioners in ni$ behalf. Stcmius one of the Tri- 
before the buties faid, he would neither betray the liberty of the People, nor fuffer ano- 
People. ther todoicj therefore if the Patritians would, as they pretended, fubjeit 
him to their judgment, he would give.forch the balls without any more to do, 
to which the Conful replyed, they did fo, but on this condition, that he 
fhould anfwer to the charge of afte&ed Tyranny, and therewith protefting, 
went down. Sicinitts then ripping up all that ever Coriolanus did, that 
might any way make for his purpofe, laboured to put a bad conftru&ion upon 
it. But when the party came to fpeak, he To related what particular fervices 
he had done the State, and {hewed the skars received all over his body; vvith- 
all, thofethathe hadfavedinthe Wars, made fuch lamentation in his be¬ 
half, that, the People generally cried out he was to be difeharged. Then De¬ 
ems another of the Tribunes ftepping up, faid, that feeing the Senate, as the 
Conful alleged, had abfolved Marcius fr®m thofe Words he had fpoken in 
their houfe, and fuffered him not to be accufed for them 9 he would wave 
his words, and come co aitions, by which he would make good the charge. 

Their was a certain Law, that all booty and plunder got in War, fhould be 
appropriated to publick ufe , fo.as no General was to meddle with it, but 
give it up into the hands of the Qua ft or. Now, whereas nQ man ever 
brake this Law, or fo much as fpake againft it, this Marciut, faithhe, hath 
dared to contemn it; for when in the late incurfion into the Territories of 
Anuum, we had got great plenty of Slaves, Cartel, and Proviftons, he 
neither delivered thefe 'things up,to the Quaftor , nor payed any money unto 
the Treafury, but divided all the booty amongft his friends, which could not 
but be taken as an argument that he intended to inflave hi? Country ; it be¬ 
ing the cuftom of Tyrants ,■ this way to procure themfelves- inftruttients for 
their purpofe. Though he had done this not with any finifter intention, but 
fortheferviceof bis Country, at fuch time, as all were full of Seditions at 
home, and the Bnemy from abroad wafted the Roman Territories ; yet the 
multitude interpreted it in the fame fence as Deems , and the whole matter 
was quite changed .; hp being abafhed at fo unexpe&ed a charge, and the

Jfclf v j vas . the firft fentence pafled by the people upon any Patrician, 
and henceforth the Tribunes fvere wont to fee the day to'whomfoever thei 
plealed ; whereby the power bf the Commons was inlarged exceedingly, and 
the meereft of the Patritians was more and more diminifhed ; Plebeians at 
length being admicted into the Senate, Offices, and Priefthoods, which in 
former times were onely communicated to the other: the Senate partly 
againft their wills and by conftraint, partly by a wife forefight giving way 
to it, as will be feen in due place. Marcius being accompanied home with the 
lamentations and tears of many, faluted his Mother, Wife, and Children, 
as r ey made pitifull complaints, and without any appearance of trouble, 
bidding them bear their condition cheerfully, ftraitway departed out of the 
Cine, attended onely by a few Clients, and without anV thing to bear his

often challenged each other, and out of ^Emulation added a private to the 
publick hatred. But knowing him to be of a magnanimous mind , and moft 
willing to catch hold of any advantage againft the Romans , he caft himfelf ac 
his feet, bidding him either avenge his Councreyof him, or elfe him againft 
R°me> which by her unnatural carriage toward him had forfeited all°dutv 
and fervice^ char (he might have expe£ed at his hands. Tullus imbracin^ 
him with Angular kindneffe, refolVed co make ufe of his great abilities* 
st-rrot, up Marcius idviCed thatfomefair pretext might firft be fought for War,and for 
tSomc that r P, ur P° fe rendtn S of the Tolfci to behold rhe folemn Games at Rome , 

gcaufed one to go to the Confuls, and accufe them of having Tome defign 
agamit the Cine, that fo they forcing them out on a fudden, might be faid 
to have broken the peace. This accordingly fucceeding (for the Confuls 
commanded all by Proclamation to be gone before Sun-fet) Tullus fo ag¬ 
gravated the matter to his Countrey-men, that he procured them to fend to 

Rome co demirP back all the Towns and ^Territories which by War had 
been taken from them.' y 

, 5 /: The Senate taking the meffage in great fcom , anfwered, that if the 
Volfcs firft took up Arms , the Romans would laft lay them down Tullus 
then perfwading the ftfei to the War, procured Marcius to be joynedwich 
him as General, with full power, who prefently invading the Roman Domi¬ 
nions, wafted all fuch grounds where ere he came as belonged to the Plebei- 
4«a, not fuffering any thing to be touched which belonged co any of the No- 
Invideth its b >bcy His defign was accomplifhed; for this raifed great envy and malice 
Territories, againft the Patricians, who upbraiding the people that they had baniftied un- 
juftly fo confiderable a man,were accufed with greater indignation, that to be 
revenged for former injuries they had procured Marcius to invade the Coun¬ 
try , feeing they were idle fpeilators, when others were undone, and kept 
their goods, being out of all danger of the War. Coriolanus leading home 
his men richly laden with booty, was fenc out ftiortly after with one half of '3 

the Forces , and taking by furrender the Town of the Circeians, a Roman 
Colony, thence invaded the Latines , who being Confederate with Rome 
fent thither for relief; but the common people were averfe to the War, and 
the Confuls being almoftouc of their Office vvere unwilling to be°in any 
thing ; foth.it the Mefiengers were difmifled without any facisfa&ory anfwer 
Marcius then by ftorm took Tolerium , Lavici, Pet, and Bola y which he 
plundred, and made the Inhabitants Slaves. Such as yielded he mildly created, 
but having ftormed Bola, which lay within thirteen miles of Rome , he put al- 
moft all co the fword that were of age. The Volfci now fo admired him, that 
fuch as were left to defend the Towns would not flay, but aU flocked to him, 
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owning him onely for their General. At Rome there was nothing but con- 
fufton,*all being in defpair, and feeding no relief any other way than by ven¬ 
ting their fpleen one againft another; but when news cam that Lavinium 
was befieged, it made a marvelous, yet abfurd change in their minds. The 
people now cried out that Coriolantu was to be reflored by a repeal of the 
Decree for banishment; but the Senate utterly refufed to affenc co it, and 
plainly forbad it in full houfe; either for that they defired to oppofe the peo¬ 
ple in all things, or would not have his reftitution afcribed to the Commons; 
or elfe .were incenfed againft Martiw> who was become Enemy to all, though 
but injured by fome, and had declared againft his own Countrey,wherein he 
knew the greater and better fort to fympathize with him, and account his no 


ocher than a common grievance. 

u marchcth $*• The refo ' ve °f Senate being publiftied, the people could do no- 
rowards Rome, thing as to his reftitution, the cuftom requiring that the Fathers ftiould pro¬ 
pound. Marena hereupon rofe from before Lavinium, and marching to¬ 
wards Rome it felf,-pitch’d his Camp at the Ditches of Cloelia y five miles from 
the Citic. This forced Senace and people into agreement, all in common 
being feized with horrour and amazement, fo that it was agreed a meffage 
fhould be fent to him , offering him his reftitution. The Meffengers were 
Patricians, and fuch as for their love to him he had moft caufe to favour j buc 
though with all advantage poffible they made their addreffe, yet he received 
them with wonderfull feverity in a Council of Officers, and gave them this 
anfwer, that if they would expert peace, they ftiould reftore to the IT>lfci 
all Towns and Territories taken away in War : and make them free of 
the Citie as the Ratines were : and he would give them 30 dayes time to 
confiderofic. Hereacthe Captains of the Volfti , efpecially lulltUy took 
occefioivto malign him, though he employed this time of Truce very profita¬ 
bly, fubduing feven great ana ftrong Towns. When the time was out, and 
he returned, another Meffage came to him, defiring that refraining himfelfhe 
WPWld draw oft the W/W, and then confujc in common; for they would do 
nothing by conftraiptor fear: bpt if he thought the Vol]ci were to be grati¬ 
fied) they would yield to him if they would lav down their Arms. He re¬ 
plied, he carried hitnfelf not as General of th tfolfci , but as a Reman Ci¬ 
tizen,and defired,that, having a refpe$ to juftice and moderation>they would 
return within 7 dayes with a grant of what he had formertyjemartded 5 elfe 
he muft proceed in nis enterprize. Hereupon the Senate, in fo great a Tem- 
peft which threatned all,betook them to their facred Anchor as they accounted 
it,and ordered all the PomifiesyPritflsfiovernourt of their frperftittous houfe s 
and. Augur s 9 in,their feveral habits,fhould go & befeech him to compofe the 
matter: But neither was Mar aim moved with this Pompous train; but re¬ 
quired they fhould either accept of the terms,or expeit hoftility to cite utmoft. 

57. The Prigfts being returned, the' Cicizens were warned to be ready at 
the VValls, thence to repel the Enemy if he came, for thac no other hope 
remained, than what time , and vicimtude of fortune might afford. The 
whole Citie being full of tumults, trembling ,and amazement, the women 
flocked to the Temples, but the moft, and efpecially the chiefeft,made their 
Applications at the Altar of Jupiter in the Capitol . Amongftthefe was V*- 
leria the After of Poplicota , into whofe mind came this device, that they 
ftiould go co faturia (fay Dionyfitu and Livy) or Valumni a (faith Plutarch) 
the mother o^Coriofanw, and proqure her, with Volnmma (fay they) or P?r- 

f Uis* (faith he) herdaughcer-in-law,tQgo,and intercede for their Countrey. 
'etttria earneftly preffed to undertake fo pious a work,anfwered,they had lit¬ 
tle hopes to obtain their fute, for thac her fon had never fent to fee them fince 
his departure, being falln out with his own family as well as his Councrey; 
yet (he was ready to improve that ijirereft (he had in him, and fee forth to¬ 
wards him with her daughter-in-law, and two Nephews. Coriolantu feeing 
the women come, refolved fully to give them a denial; but when he perceived 
his m or her amongft them, he defeended from his Tribunal, and went to meet 
her. Having courteoufly received her with his Wife and Children, he gave 


car to her requeft, which ftie made with all the Oratory chat fhe could com c 
paffe out of the impending ruin of his own Councrey, and the infamy which 
would neceflanly tollow a fruitleffe attempt. When herewith (he could 
not prevail, (he put him in mind how much nature, together with a carefull 
education of him in her widdowhood, had ingaged him to obedience, and in 
concluljon caft her felf dowt, at his feet which Ihe unbraced and ltiffed He . m , „

58. But when he was come to the great ^Emulator of his 

glory, fuppofing he had a fufficient advantage againft him, required him to 
lay down his Office, and give an account of his a&ions to the people. He re- 
fufed to refignhis place, except commanded by the people to do it, unto 
which he faid he was not afraid to give an account of any thing he had done, 
at that prefenc. The people being called together, the principal of Tulltu his 
fa6bon inftigated them againft .him, but vyhen he arofe to fpeak for himfelf 
thofe turbulent fpints for fhamegave wav, and allfober and peaceable men 
openly declared they would hear him candidly, and judge him according to 
right and[ equity. J ullm then fearing the mans eloquence, and fufficientlv 
apprehenftve how much, repute the very Crime obje&ed would bring him 
(fortbey could not Teem to be injured by him in not taking Rome , without 
confidering that he had brought , things to that paffe by his incredible valour 
and dexrerity,that they were near taking of it) would not expea the judge- 
ment of- t.be multitude, but crying out with his complices,thac the betrayer of 
the roirct was nor to be fuffered to hold the Tyranny over them by refufin* 
to laydown his Office, ruffiedour, and flew him in the place. Though no 
He a flain. man ftoodupin his defence, yet thac this wicked aa difpleafed moft, it pre¬ 

tty appeared. For upon report pf his death they came generally out of 
the Towns, apd buried him honourably, adorning his fepulchre, as of a General 
and a famous Warner, with Arms and Trophies. Such was the end of the 
Eminenteft mm of that age for valour , who by his four rigidity procured ex¬ 
treme hazard co his Councrey, and deftru&ion co himfelf, whilefthe preferred 
private revenge before publick good, and yet would not ftoop to any provifion 
forhisqvytvfafety. r 

59 * Ac fyme upon Marcitu his retreat was fuch exultation, as is fuitablc 
to the joy. ot, thofe that are refeued from utter defolation. The Senate De¬ 
creed tp the. women what honours they would ask, but they onely defired 
they might L build a Chapel to Women's fortune, in the place where they had 
delivered their Councrey, which was done at the publick charge, and they at 
their own dedicated the image. When the death of Coriolantu was heard, 
there was neither exprpflion of joy nor forrow' further than this, that the 
women were permitted co mourn for him ten monechs: the longeft time al¬ 
lowed by Numa for the neareft relations,according to Plutarch . The Con- 
fujsnot long,after took the field with a confiderable, Army,but had no oc- 
cafipn to make trial,of it; for the fotfei and v£<jui joyning their forces to¬ 
gether refolded to take the Romans unprovided; but in . their march they fell 
out abour ; a General, of whether Nation he ftiould be, and from words to 
blows, jn fucb a manner that, they fought a great battel, and if night had not 
fevered jDhem, ona party had been utterly deftroyed. The year following the 
new Confuls, C, Jdqt4ilius and T. overthrew, tneone the Hcrnici 

and the other the Tolfci y amongft. whom fell Tullus A£liut y a man of perfo- 
nal valour, but no good conduit. Their Spcceffors, Proculus Virginia , and 
Sp. C a fist took the .field with the Legions j the falling to the 

former, as the Vrffei and Htrnici to the later. The Volfo* prefendy asked 

Lll a paicei, 
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Jet i. peace, having in the laft bated loft the flower of chjir ftrcngth, and after 
them (hortly the Htrmci, refuting any more to conteft for equality with the 
Romans. Cajfnts having received motley and provifions, as from luch as con- 
feffed thentfelves conquered, gave them truce, and referred them condt- 

^To^After along debate, the Fathers refolved they fhould be received into 
amity, and that G#/iath\s diferetion might prescribe the conditions of the 
League, confirming vvhatfoever they fliouldbe. Cajfins returning home,asked, 
and obtained a triumph, though he had neither taken any City, vvorftedany 
Enemy, nor had any Captives or fpoils for ornament of the folemntty, which 
poffeffed men with an apprehenfion of his arrogancy, and procured him envy. 
After his triumph he publiflied as conditions of peace, the very faipe that 
were granted tothe Lames, which gave great diftafte, it being conceived an 
unworthy thing to make ftrangers equal m privilege with their kinfmen the 
Lames ; fuch as could allege no merit, with thofe vvho^had exceedingly well 
defervedof the State: the Patricians took it alfo disdainfully that he would 
determine fully on his own head a matter of fuch weight, without asking any 
of them his advice. His three Confulfliips, and two Triumphs, made him 
feem to himfelf far fuperiour to any of the fame rank, fo that no lcfte than 
r ir i.-meth the Principality would now content him. Knowing chat the ordinary way to 
oScsTc-itwas to gain the favour of the People, by fome great aft of ku^pdfe, h? 
r a Lgnm refolved upon that courfe, and firftto divide amongft the^ercam publick 
grounds, which throughthenegle&.of theMagiftrates, 
and poffeffed by the rich, tfie fupccffe might have been dubioijK hid he ftiy- 
cd here; but he would alfo have the Lfitmes into 
- his new denies, that he, might procure the favour^ t^feM?te ; The 
day after bis Triumph, calling tocher the People iiccording tothe cuftotn, 
h/recalled ro their, memories the^ great fer vices he haddonyjn bis Several 
• Confulfliips : how in the firft he had fybdued the Sabines , in fbefecond re-. 

ducedtHe Commons into the City, .after the Appeding of the ^ditlpn, ,as 

alfo received the Lathes into .Fdlowfhip and Communion : tn<he third, 
the WM of Enemies were madefrieuds, andthe^Her^c/, a.orebltarldpow- 
crful Nation, received into clofe and inward confederacy, 
heinfinuated, as if above all others be . todk' charge.of the CommonweMjh, 
and fo would continue to do. Andhe concluded with anrOmlfe tp do more

razed the Enemies Country, and returned home with great booty. Fab,at 

though an able Warriour, msfo hated by his men, that when they had in 
battel routed the Enemy, they refufed to purfue or do any thing more, but 
departing agamft his command to their Camp, thence alfo marched home, left 
they fhoul J procure htm the honour of a Triumph. The following Confuls 
Ln. Manltas, and^ M Fabius, again were botn fent to carry on the War in 
Hetrarm, where they held the Soldiers in the Camp fo long, till the Enemv 
was ready to fall upon it, and for fhame they defired to be led forth Fabius 
taking this opportumty, upbraided them with their difobedience to the Con- 
ful the laft year, in that place; and ftiewing them how little caufe he and His 
Colleague had to cruft them , having fufficiendy humbled them, led them 
forth. Agreater and longer battel was never fought by the Romans , who 
Were thought tobe Vitos onely, becaufethe Hetrutcan,, the nieht folio 
wmg, forfook thrir tents. MahUhs wasflain * and for that caufe his Col’ 
league refufed the Triumph, faying, it was not right for him to take the lau¬ 
rel at his funerals. Having disbanded his Army, he laid down his Office 
two moneths before the time, becaufe his wounds difabled him for fervice • 
and by the fecond Interrex in the Comitia, were declared Confuls Cafo Fa 
bms his brother (who having extraordinarily deferved in the late battel was 
now honoured with this Office the third time) and T. V$r twins, * 

670 ^i rgi x tHS fent into H* trurta againft the detente) , was over¬ 
powered by them, and had loft his whole Army, but that Fabius upon the 
intimation of his excream necefficy came out of the Country of the t^Eqai 
and brought him off. When the Romans were retreated , the Veientes mide 
excurfions very near the City, to the great Ioffe and difparagemetit of the 
State. The Senate found it neceffary to have a conftant guard upon the bor¬ 
ders j but the Treafury was low, the tributes of private men were not fuf. 
ficient for this new charge, and it feemed that none would oive their nimes 
Willingly to fo conftant a work. When they were at a ftant£ the whole fa¬ 
mily of the F*bii y by the procurement of theConful, voluntarily offered to 
take both the charge and trouble upon it felf onely, which was gratefully ac- 
Tbefajnify ofCfPtcd. The Fabii then under conduftof Marcus the laft year's Conful, for- 
tmed a Caftle near the River C renter a, and not far from Mi. Their whole 
fh e number was at firft 4000, whereof theirClients and friends made up the grei- 

terpart, and of fuch as bore the name of the Family there were 30 6: af¬ 
terwards 
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Suct i. cerwards another Company followed, being led by Cafo Fabius the Conful. 

Oucof this Caftle, which they named. Cremera from the River, they made 
excursions, and much endamaged the Enemy. This caufed the Peientes again 
to implore the aid of all Iletruria, which making preparations, news came 
that the ,y£<]ui and Polfci alfo had agreed upon an invafion. The Senate 
hereupon ordered their Armies to be provided, whereof L . ^Smtlim the 
next Year’s Conful led one againft the Hetrufci , with whom joyned Cafo 
Tahiti i as Proconful. C. Servilius the other Conful, marched with another 
part againft the Volfci: and Ser. Partus with the third againft the «y£fW, 
having alfo the power of Proconful. Furius no leffe happily than fodainly 
finilhed his work. Servilius raftily managing his affaires loft many men, 
and not daring to adventure all in a battel, drew out the War in length; But 
i/Emi/ttts giving battel to the Primes and their Affociates, overthrew them, 
and' then ftorming their Camp, forced them to beg Peace. 

68. HavingpurchafedaTrucebythegrantof provifions for two moneths 
to the Conful’s Army, and fix moneths pay , they had leave to lend to the 
Senate. The Fathers upon reading of JtfZmilius his letters, who advifed 
them bv all means to finifla the War, refolved to make Peace, and’ left th & 
conditions thereof to him. He having a refpeft rather fo equity than the 
profit; of the Conquerours, made a League with them , neither taking from 
them any grounds, nor any more money, nor receiving any Hoftages to fe- 
cure their obedience, which procured him much evil will, and deprived him 
of the due honour of a Triumph. They ordered him to aftift his Colleague 
againft the Volfci ; but he complaining grievoufly of them to the People, 
and fu spelling to the multitude that they were angry, becaufe the War was. 
finifhed°, but of a defire to have the Peoples thoughts diverted from the 
Aorarian Law, disbanded his Army, as alfo that of Furius, and hereby af¬ 
forded much matter for contention betwixe the Nobihty and Cbmmons. 

The year following, being the firft of the 76 Olympiad, wherein Scamander 
of Mitylene was Viilor in the Courfej and Phadon Archori ar Athens, the 
new Confuls, C. Horatius , and 7 . Menenius^ found Come obftruiVion in the 
Levies; the Commons ftill complaining thatthe Agrarian Law was not exe¬ 
cuted. But necefiity cut off the aifpute , eleven feveral Cities of Hetrurja 
having declared againft the Primes, for making Peace, without pubhekepn^ 
fent, and forced them to break it. The.' pretence was, for chat the rahtt 
were not drawn off from Cremera , who fending intelligence to the Senate of 
this intended breach, it ordered Menenius to march into ffrirnrta, as Ho- 
ratios againft the Polfci. While Menenius loitered in his Expedition, • Cre- 
mern was taken, and the Fahii all cut off. Some wrote' that it was by.an 
Ambufh, as thev we ,- e returning to Rome, to facrifizefor the whole family, 
accord'ng to their cuftome. But others delivered more probably, '•bat being 
accuftomed to mike depredations, they were drawn into Wares by the He- 
era Jeans (who caufed herds of Cartel to be driven thither, where they had 
bellowed a fuffieienr quantity of men) and being overpowered, were all at 
All the ad- length deftroyed, though with the great Ioffe of thenffaliants, Except fuch as 
venturer* arc the ‘i hid left to keep the Cartel. Thefe were fo far from being difcouraged 
,Ax ~at whir had befallen their fellows, that they alfo flood it out to the laft naan, 
enduring all extremity, and fighting when naif dead, with' weapons wrefted 
from the hands of their Enemies. , . 

69. A tradition rerpained to pofteticy, that 300 of this family being cut 
off, none remained except one Boy > wno for his youth could not ferve in the 
Expedition. Dionyfios fheweth the vanity hereof, by thefe reafons. 1; Aft 
except one could not be unmaried, or without children for ap ancient Law 
commanded all nr a legitimate age to miry, and provide for Pofterity, whiqn 
being diligently obferved till rheir age, the Fahii alone would riot contemn :

•being famous, thence the report might rife that none elfewas preferved 
Concerning the time of this defeat Authors fomething differ. (<<) Afwhin's r<t) Lib t 
makech the day to have been the 17th Of the Calends of Sexti/is- (A) Plutarch c.

70. The P dentes having recovered the Caftle, went confidently againft the ' 
Raman Legions, which lay incampiid not far of, and as was thought might 
have relieved the Fahii, buc that Menenius the Conful out of envy would 
not make ufe of the opportunity. They took the advantage of his unskilful- 
nefie, and feized on an Hill near unto him,where placing a Guard, they made 
Tallies uport the Camp, and foftraightned it, that they brought him to fi«hc 
upon very unequal terms, and put his Army to the worft. The Romans fSr- 
fook their Camp, and fled in fo tumultuous a manner, th't had the l r eicntes 
not been too greedy of plunder, they might utterly have deftroyed them. 
The day following they invaded the Roman Territories, and came as far as 

The Veientes the Hill funiculus , two miles from the Citie, whereon they feized, and thence 
pcircc within made excurfions to the great difgrace of the Romans. Horanus the other 
7 of Conful returning from the Polfci, overthrew them twice, and gave the people 
tc • fome refpit from their fear. The following year cwo skilfull men in Mili¬ 
tary matters , Sp. Servilius and A. Ptrginius,znutd the Confulftiip after 
the Summer folftice in the moneth Sextilis. Now the Hetrufcan Warre, 
though difficult enough, feemed profitable, compared with domeftick affairs; 
for the feizing upon the Mounr, and the depredations thence made had hin¬ 
ged Tillage for the laft Winter, and'no Traffick having been for chat time, 
there was fuch fcarcicy of Corn that the Citie was brought into excream 
wane , containing 110000 men of ripe age, asappeared at the next Cen- 
fos, befides Women and Children, Slaves, Merchants, and Artificers (for no 
Roman Citizen was allowed to keep a Vi&ualling-houfe, or to exercife any 
fordid Trade) thrice as many. The people made great tumults, and well, 
ready to cake away violently the provifions of the rich : the Tribunes alfo 
made great difturbance. 

71. The Confuls laboured to fatisfie the pooreft fort by buying in all they 
could , and caufing fuch as had Corn to fell it, till their Levies were finiftied. 
Then led they out by night againft the Enemy, and parting the River before 
day, unexpe&edly fell upon him, and got a bloudy vi&ory ; after which the 
Mount was forfaken by the Garrifon, which having no relief fent in, recired ro 

Mcntnius fined This War being ended, Menenius the laft year’s Conful was called to 
for the mif- an account, and condemned in a pecuniary mulil for fuffering the Fabti to 
^of^mifearry, whom the people fo gratefully efteemed, that they hated all who 
feemed to have been to blame as to their defeat, and placed the day thereof 
amongft their NefafH, or unlucky ones, wherein no good work wis to be be¬ 
gun. The following year alfo, when Servilius was out of his Office, he was 
called before the people, for that in the laft battel againft the Hetrufcans, 
he had fo unadvifedly purfued the Enemy, as thereby co lofe the flowr of 
his Army; bur the man’s abilities being confidered , and his own defence 
with chit of his Collegue weighed (whodefired either to ftand or fall with 
him) he was acquitted. This year and chat following, thtPrient / were fo 
overpowered, having been overthrown in bactel together with their affociates 
the Sabines, and now clofely befieged, begged peace once more , and hiving 
with a whole year’s pay for the Confuls Arm , and money for two moneths 
provifion purchafed leave co fend to the Senate > obtained a Truce for fourty 
years. The next year being the firft of the 77th Olympiad , whe in Dates an 
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Sjct i. Arrive was Vi&or, and Chares Archon, £. vfimitius Mamercus the third 
time, and fopifeus Julius were Confute. Their ConfuHhip was very turbu- 
Grcat ftirs lent through the attempts of Cn. Genatins Tribune of the People; who re- 
about the quired them to dividethe grounds formerly Decreed to the people by the Se- 

ji&nriM. mte . They denied it belonged to them to execute what had been Decreed 

in the ConfuKhip of others, and alleged that a Stnatus Canfultumms not 
of fotce,but for one year. Becaufehc could not compel his Superiors, he 
fee the day to Manlius and Furius, the laft year’s Confute, to anfvver before 
the people, why they did not divide the grourids, pretending fomereafons 
wherefore they ought to be queftioned more than others, though it was now 
12 years fince the palling of the Decree, and alleging, that except the prefent 
Magiftrates were quickned by a fence of punilhment inflicted upon others, 
they would never fet upon the work. 

72. The Patritians exceedingly Harried at fp bold and impudent an at¬ 
tempt, refolved by force of Arms, if fairer means would not prevail, to pro¬ 
tect the accufed, and the Citie might have been inbloud had not Gtnatius 
died fuddenly that very morning, no fign of violence appearing on the body. 
This allayed the fury of the multitude, and the Sedition might have been 
quite appeafed, had the Confute bom their fucceffe with moderation, and 
confidered what was fitting for the time. But making new Levies, they would 
force one P. fonro, who had before-time been an Officer, to go in the pre- 
i'enc c pedition as a Common Soldier, and when he alleged that he ought 
not to be compelled fo to ferve, for that he had notdeferved it by any of¬ 
fence, tney commanded him to be flrip’e and beaten. He flying to the affi- 
flance of the Tribunts appealed to the People, wherewith they not being at 
nil moved, he became a 7 ribuneto himfelf , with blows repelling one or tWo 
Li&ors : and when the Confute fent all their Officers to take him, fuch 'Ple¬ 
beians as Hood by calling one upon another refeued him from their hands. 
This diverted mens minds from thoughts of Land, and raffed a zeal for privi¬ 
lege and liberty; the Patritians complaining that the Chief Magiftrates mould 
be fo cbntemned, and the Plebeians alleging it was a great breach upon their 
right for a Roman Citizen not to be heard when he appealed to the people,but 
fcourgedlike a Slave: and they demanded Juftice of the Senate againft the 
Confute;with thefe ftirs, without any other thing of moment, was their Con-, 
ful(Lip nailed over. For the following year Volero an impudent fellow, 
obtained, though a man of meaneft condition, to be Tribune , having made 
himfelf popular by refilling that Office, which was once equal to the Kingly, 
and promifing that he would clip the power of the great ones. He propofed 
Dokd V for°~ a Law for holding the Aflemblies of Tribes at the Election of Tribunes , in- 
Creation of ftead of the other of the Curia : betwixt which there was this difference. In 
Tribunes in the t h c Curiata Comitia were fuch things treated on, and confirmed by the fuf- 
Affcmbly of fra g CS Q p ^ Curia, as che Senate had firft Decreed, and that with thc aufpt- 
Tnbes. . f or CXCC p t the birds predicted good, the Comitia were null and fru- 

ftrate. But the Tributa Comitid were managed without any confuting of 
the Senate, without, the fupcrftitious obfervation of birds (called Au- 
fpicia , and obferved at the Ele&ion alfo of Patritian Magiftrates) 
and alt things were determined by the fuffrages of the Tribes gathered 
apart. 

7 When the day for determination of the queftion was come, great en¬ 
deavours were ufed on both fides; the whole time confumed in fpeeches, fcf, 
and againft the Law. The Tribunes then put it off till the Trinundwum , 
tgainft which time the Patritians improving all their intereft , Volcro refolved 
by force to keep them fronvthe Comitia , and the Confute from difwading 
the thing, becaufetbey carried it mighty highly, and with their friends , and 
Clients, took up a great part of the Forum. He was prevented by a grievous 
plague, which like a Torrent carried away multitudes, foas his year being 
out before he could accomplifh his defign,by his great prpmifes be obtained to 
be Tribune again, as alfo his two Collegues who fided with him in this enter- 
prize. T.he Fathers to ballance him procured to be made Conful ^P****. 
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Claudius, the fon of Appius, abfent, againft his will, and to their own preiu- 
Afpms and dice. His Collegue was C O Quintus Cupitolinus , of a contrary difnofition 
&miw Con- Apptus was all for Wars, thieby expeditions the multitude migh? be Averted 
fuIs ‘ f [ om Seditious attempts, the effefts of idleneffe ; and Quintius contended 
tb« caufawere not to be fought for, left the ordinary CoS: being forced to 
unneceflary W*r, rtiould break out into rage, and trample Magiltracy under 
their feet; and the Government being his, faith Dionyftus, this moneth h~ 
prev.nled. But renewed his enefeavour for che Law, and thereto ad¬ 
ded, that the y£diles Ihould be Elected by the Tributa Comitia ,as alfo whir- 
foever ftiould concern the Commons, might be tranfa&ed, and paffed in 
them ; which tended to no other chan to transfer the power from che Se¬ 
nate to the people. Appius now earneftly prefl'ed to mike Levies, and un¬ 
dertake fome expedition ; but Quintius prevailed that they ftiould rather 
' f~rce ° UC C ° dl ^ wade tbe b V reafons, than to compell them by 

np Qjimius to this purpofe made a feafonable fpeech in the Affembly, 
and fo far prevailed, that the Law as unjuft had been laid afide, but that hte 
Collegue ufed, though juft and true, yet unfeafonable words, fpeaking to the 
Commons, not as free Citizens, whonadan hand in making, and abrogating 
IIT'a TV rabbl< - hafe perfons. He upbraided them with unthrift* 

, . f .. " cffc ’ defrauding of their Creditors, revolting from the Confute, and volun- 
fifim | fpoil- wry Exile; as alfo perjury, and turning of the Weapons taken up in defence 
eth of their Countrey,into its bowels. He faid,it was no wonder that fuch as they 

were ffiould proceed thus from one wicked a t\ to another, inftancino in 
their Seditious attempts for the gaining of the juft power of the Patritfans 

d n ° C P nC T e J iouS ’ or poncing language, he came to that which 
gave moft offence: that the State would never be at reft fo lon^ as the Tribu 
nitial power remained; for as much as it was impoffible rhaAvhac took its 
Original from violence, mtauity, fedition, fear of a Civil War, and other 
abominable things, could produce any profitable effe&s. He concluded with 
an alteration, that as long as he was Conful,he Would neither fuffer this, nor 
fhnJL, k L l W “f!? without approbation of the Senate , and this he would 
ftandby,boch with Words and Deeds alfo if need ffiould require ;fo that.if ne¬ 
ver before, they Ihould learn in his Office, of what force was the Confulftiip 
I hen Hood up C Lftrriu', the principal man amongft the Tribune*, an d in 
anfwer to his accufations related what labours the Commons hadfuftained 
belore, and lince the bamfhment of Tarqutnitu ; how, for all this pain and 
danger, they were not made partakers of any thing which they had obrained 
by their bloud, till forced to feparace from the Patritians. Thit then they 
got this Office of Tribunefhip, asaproteaion foi^he poor, with other Laws 
afterwards, as of judging the Patritians, and tranflating the fuffrages from the 
Cemurtata to the Curiata Comitia, all which he accounted notfing. Then 
reproving Appius fharply, he told him he would fheW him of what force that 
Ufhce was upon which he had trampled, and of the people called hy him for.

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Agrarian^ sadtASni/ius furthering the bufineffe, the Senate to gratifie the g ECT i 
multitude, decreed that feme part of the Lands lately taken from the Volfci 
and Antiates y Aioutdibe divided. Yet not many would give their names, 
being unwilling toforfake their native Country* fo that the Colony was made 
up out of the Latinos and ; Hernici, The? Confute marched , ^/Emilim 
againft the PWjjfri, and Pabiws againft’ the edfywfr;: both: had' fuccelfe; the la¬ 
ter forcing, the *Adqui to beg, Peace , the conditions whereof were, left to 
him by.the senate. But the t/Equi receiving.the Fugitives of Antium, fuf- 
fered them’to make excurfions; into the Territories o£ the Latines , and re- 
fufed co give them up, whereupon fucceeded-another War, though the Ro¬ 
mans obtained a bloody Vi&ory, in the third year after the making of the 
Peace. In the next Confulftiip which was executed by L. Ebutim ana P. Str- 
vtlius Prifcus, fell a more grievous plague upon the City, chan ever before 
hapned. It firft confumed almoft all Cactel, and- front the Country came 
Amoftgrie- into the City, wherein it fwept away an innumerable company of flaves, and 
tout Plague. a fourth part of the Senators, and amongft chefe the Confuls, wich moft of 
the Tribunes. Livle writech, that the oEdiles fupplied the place of Con¬ 
fuls. The difeafe began about the Calends of September , and’ continued that 
whole year, fparing no Sexe or Age. 

78. When this was known by the neighbour Nations, the Volfa and 
Wir with the */£?«'» fuppofing the time of deftroying the Roman Empire tobe come, pro- 
<*\»i and vided all things for a Siege> and to divert the Romans invaded the Latines 
Wf ci ‘ and Hermci their affociates. Thefe fending to Rome for aid , Eubutius was 
already dead, and Servilinsis yet alive t in fmall hope afiembled the Sena¬ 
tors, who were brought half dead in their Litters to the Court. They gave 
them liberty to defend themfelves, which doing, when the Enemies had wa¬ 
fted their grounds at their pleafures, they marched for Rome , but contrary to 
their expe£htions» they found it'fufficiently guarded, though with lick and 
feeble men. When the next Confuls were created, A Lucretius and 
T. Veturius Geminus , chePeftilenccceafed j and all things being quiet at 
home (for the Tribunes making adoe according to the cuftome abouc the 
Agrartan , were commanded by the People to defift, and expe& better 
times \ they invaded thofe who had taken advantage at the publick calamity. 

1 They had good fucceffe abroad, and better near home, when the «/£?#> in 

their abfence came and thought to have furprized the-City. For undemand¬ 
ing the walls to befurnifhed with armed men,atid four cohorts of 600 apiece to 
ftand before the gates, they altered their courfe when they came to 7 *fculam; 
but Lucretius met.and gave them battel, which they were hafty to imbrace 
before the coming of his Colleague. For a time they fought couragioufly ; 
but feeing a band of men behind them, which came from a certain Caftie, 
they thought it had been the other Confut, and fearing to be inclofed ran 
away, having loft both their Captains, and many other valiant men. After¬ 
wards without any let, the Confuls wafted the Territories both of the tAZq** 
and Polfciy and returned home at the time of the Comitia: Lucretius in full 
triumph, and Piturius in the other called Ovation^ by decree of the Senate, 
with the like pomp in alt things , except that he entred on foot , and net in a 
Chariot ; which words conclude the ninth Book of Dionyfins his Roman An¬ 
tiquities. 

79. For the year following (which was the firft of the 80 Olympiad, 
wherein Tory mhos the 7 hejfalian was Viidor , and Phraficlet Archon) 

P. Vofumnins and Ser. Snlpitius Camerlnus were created Confuls, who ha- Dm yfl. to. 
ving nothing to do abroad, imployed themfelves at home in defending the 
power of the Patricians againft the Commons, now much inftigated agiinft ic 
by their Tribunes. Tliey were come fo far, as to affect, chat ic was moft agree¬ 
able vyich the conftitution of a free State, fot the Citizens to have equal 
power"in (jovernmenc. The l&ople now would have all things done by the A. M. j5 4$. 
Frcfh ft* * prefeript of Laws, whereof as yet there were none written, the Kings having °J- l - 
bottenew judged according to their own diferetion, and the Confuls by certain prefi- 
lm t dents of thofe Princes formerly in power. The teaft part was recorded in the s . 

Books 
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Shct. i. Books of the Pomifies , which none could come at except the Patritians, 

C. Tercmius , or Terentillus Arfa according to Lwit , Tribune of the 
Commons the foregoing year, had endeavoured to circi mfcribe within cer¬ 
tain limits the power of the ConfuUhip ; but left the matter unfiniftied, be- 
caufe the greater part of Citizens were imployed in the War ; the Confuls 
on fee purpofe drawing it out in length, till the Comitia. Now the whole 
College of Tribunes renewed the attempt by the procurement of A. yirginiut 
one of the number; the whole City being divided about it. Much conten¬ 
tion there was in the Senate, betwixt the Tribunes and the contrary Fa&ion; 
but at length, not doing any good in that place, they called the People to¬ 
gether, and propofed a Law, that ten men might be chofen in Lawful Af- 
fembly, fuen as weremoft eminent for age, prudence, and dignity, and who 
efpecially refpe£ed their repute, and honour: that chefe menfliould publilh 
Laws both concerning private and publickbuftnefle, by which right fhould be 
preferibed, both to private perfons and Annual Magi mates. The Queftion 
they put oft till the 7 rinundittum ., giving any one leave to fpeak freely, either 
for or againft it. 

80. The Patritians extraordinarily moved, that the Senate’s authority in 
this matter was utterly negle&ed, both by fair and foul means laboured to 
hinder the debate ; calling the meaneft fort like Slaves out of the Forum, 
who minded their private commodity more than the publick Peace. Amongit 
dejo QtiUiiui thofe (ticklers Cafo Quint'm the fon of L.Quint iw Cincinnati, was principal, 
called to an one of great Nobility , beautiful in. perfon, and very flout and expert in 
account. War. Him the Tribunes refolved to make an example to all young men, 
and called him to anfwer for his life before the People. He refufed to an- 
fwer, except at the Tribunal of the Confuls 5 but his Father earneftly increa¬ 
sed for him, recounting the feveral eminent Cervices he had done for the 
State, and imputing this mifeariage to his'youth, and indiferetion. The 
multitude plainly declared by figns, chat they were ready to gratifie him, 
which when Virginia perceived, knowing, that if Cafo efcaped without 
punifhment,the infolenceof the young Patritians would be intolerable, he pro¬ 
cured MyolfciuS) one of his Colleagues,to tell feigned a ftory,how in the time 
of the Plague he and his brother returning from a friends houfe in the night, 
were fet upon by Cafo and his drunken Companions in the Forum, who kil¬ 
led his brother outright, and left VolfciHs himfelf half dead. He added, that 
both the Confuls dying of the Plague, he could have no fatisfa&ion, and in 
the fucceeding Confullnip, whenfoever he cited Cafo before the Magiftrates 
(as feveral could bear witnefle) he received nothing blows. This fo inraged 
the multitude, that they had torn him in pieces, out that the Confuls and 
fome of the Tribunes kept them off. His tryal-tben was deferred, not with¬ 
out a great contfoverfie, whether he fhould lyeinprifon, or be out upon bail, 
the latter whereof at length was accepted by the interpofition of the Senate, 
and he fled into Httruria, leaving his ten fureties to pay the money, which 
Flieth and 1 is W as exa&ed of them by the Tribunes, who alfo condemned him. His Father 
condemned. ^ ^ g reate ft p arc Q f j^s e ft are t0 re inburfe the fureties, and content with 
a fmall quantity of ground beyorid liber, and a little cottage * Curtained him¬ 
felf very labotioufly by the help of a few (laves ; for grief and poverty ab- 
ftlining from the City and his Friends, and neglefting to diverc himfelf with 
publick folaces. 

81. The Tribunes were much croffed in their expeditions. For the ca¬ 
lamity of Cafo was fo far from moderating the infolency. of the young Patri¬ 
tians, that they grevy much higher, oppoflng the Qijeftion both by words and 
deeds; fo as in this Confulflaip the Law could not be preferred. For the 
following year P. Valerius? of licola, and C^Claudius S<\binut^ vvere crea¬ 
ted Confuls; and the Commons made the fame Tribunes as the year before, 
who perceiving the Law was not by perfwafidh to be enafted, fought to ter-

85. The year following, the Sabines^ whofe grounds the other Conful 
Nantius had wafted, as alfo the ex£y«'>were in Arms, having retaken Corbio^ 
apinft. whom when Levies came to be made, the Tribunes again withftood 
them, being all new Created the fourth time. Hereupon the Fathers with 
weeping eyes fignified to the People, thac being forfaken by them, who hi¬ 
therto had Ailed themfelves their Children, they would go forth and fi°hc 
again A the Enemy in their own perfons, wherewirh the multitude being fore 
moved,and Virgmius feeing that do he what he could they would give their 
names, he averred it to be the refolution of the Commons to live and die 
with them; onely they defired fome reward for all their pains and danger, 
which was, that they nvghc live in equal freedom. If this could not be grant¬ 
ed) they waved it, and defired another thing, which he was fure would not in¬ 
trench upon the Senate’s privileges. The Conful affirming the thing fhould 
be propofed if they would but refer it to the Senate,he defired that the number 
of the / ribunes might be increafed unto 1 o. The Senate debating the matter, 

C. Claudius, the fon of dppiut the Elders fpake againfi it, alleging , that the 
Commons would never be fatisfied ; but Qnintius, who now bore the greatefi 

fway, commended the opinion of dpptus ,that the * onely way to crofle the * Vide fuprx 
defign of the Tribunes was to fet them one againfi another; and if fo, it P*r '*£. 66 .

^■Zs C L creafecJ * Accordingly a Sen At us Confulum was drawn, that it fiiould be law- 
crcafcd to 10.

10. and it was prefently confirmed by the People. After this the Sedition 
being appeafed, the Confuls levied Forces, and managed the War fuccesfully 
againfi the Sabines and tSEqui, 

8 6 . The enfuing year, being the fecond of the 81 Olympiad , and the 297 a. M ?, f0 
year of the Citie according to Cato, as the 298 after the account of Varro, oi.si.H1.2l 
had for Confuls M. Valerius and Sp. Virginias , who having nothing to do ^ c - l8o < 
abroad, had too much employment in the Citie. Before this time , the 7 W- %A ' t - 
bunes onely reigned in the Aflemblies, neither taking upon them to call to- 1 °* 
gether the Senate, npr give their voices therein. But now they ventured to af- 

femble the Fathers, by the procurement of Icilius principal of the College, an 
induftrious, and eloquent man, who prefumed to make a further innovation 
' in the^State , requiring the Aventwe Mount fqr the People to build upon, 
which being a mile and an half in circuit, was not as yet fully inhabited, but 
Their in- publick,and full of wood. The Tribune moving the Confuls to procure a De¬ 

tachments. cree of the Senate for his new projeft, and they deferring the matter, an Ap¬ 
paritor was fent from the College to cite the Confuls before it. He apply¬ 
ing himfelf to one of their Liitors, was beaten, and fent back, which fo in- 
raged the Tribunes, that apprehending the Lictor, they led him to die Tar - 
peian Rock, the Confuls, though much troubled, not being able to tefeue him; 
for that none could hinder the execution of what the whole College refolved; 
all they could do was to defire fome of the Tribunes themfelves to interpofe. 

But this could not be effected, they having refolved at the beginning not to 
diflentfrom one another, that thereby they might preferve their Authority in¬ 
violable. As concerning the Li&or /then they anfvvered they were refolved, 
yet they put not rhe man to death, giving his life to the increaties of the 
graver fore of Pacritians, left that order llaould be driven by juft indignation 
to attempt fomethingextraordinary. Having then aflembled the Senate, the 
Confuls ftaarply reprehended them, but Idlius excufed what had been done 
to the Liilor, by the facre'd £aws,which forbade all, both publick and private, 
co croffe a 7 ribune, By a premeditated Oration he endeavoured to fhew, 
rh.it he had not unjuftly aflembled the Senate, and when he had feemed fuf- 
Aiawfordi- ficientlv to have anfvvered the charge of the Confuls , he mentioned the 
uimnofccr- Law : That ivhat private men were poffeffed oft and was juftly gotten , (hould 
m grounds, r e ma ;„ un(g them y what ground by force, or fraud, wa'i already furnifbed 
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SECT.I. with buildings , the txpence of building being coufidered by arbitration, 
fkou/d be recovered to the u[c of the People , andrvhatrvOiyet publtck^ be di¬ 
vided amengfl them. He (hewed that this Law would be exceedingly profi¬ 

table for the fupprelfion of all Agrarian Seditions, forafmuch as the Com¬ 
mons would be fadsfied with poffeftions at home. No man diffenting, except 
C. Claudius , a Decree of the Senate paffed for it accordingly. 

87. The remainder of the year was fpent in building. Tor the next were 
created Confuls 7 . Romahtu and C. Veturius ; Jalius and his Colleague be¬ 
ing continued in their Office : The civil diflentions fuppofed to be removed 
by the late Law, were again revived, and the forein Enemies of the Com- 
Diflcntions monwealth were in Arms, to the greater profic than difcommodity of it. For 
renewed. fuch a viciflitudenow there was, that Peace brought Sedition, and Warre 
procured Concord, which the chief Magiftrates apprehending, wilhed for 
nothing more than external motions, and when there was Peace abroad, 
fought occafion for War; as undemanding the growth of the. Citie’s pro- 
fperity to be procured thereby. The prefent Confuls were of this mind, be¬ 
ing jealous of the beggerly and idle multitude. And their opinion was right, 
that they were to be diverted ; but there they failed, that wheras info ill a 
crafis of the State, they ought to hive proceeded gently, they admitted the 
excufe of none whodefired exemption from the War, but feverely infli Jed 
penalties upon all; which gave occafion to the Tribunes to make aifturbance, 
crying our, that they violated the privilege of their Office, by imprifonmg 
fuch as appealed to it. From mutual revilings fometimes it came to blows, 
both parties being berounded with thofe of their fa&ion, and the People not 
fully complying with the Tribunes in their demands , they went into the Se¬ 
nate, where they required, that the Confuls might either lay down their 
Offices, or anfwer their crime againft the Sacrofan<j Tribunitial power be¬ 
fore the People. The Senate determined nothing, feeing it dangerous to 
diminifh the power either of the Confuls or Tribunes, at which the later 
much difeontented, returned to the multitude. Some were for departing 
again from the Patritians; others more moderate, would exped the courle 
of Law againft thofe who had violated fo facred an Office; and a third (the 
moft fober party) difliked this as well as the other, for that the Confuls were 
the Supreme Magiftrates; and thought it meeter to punifh their abettors. 
If the Tribunes had not at length reftrained their anger againft Senate and 
Confuls, the City that day had deftroyed it felf, fo intent were both parties 
upon Arms and War. But they fee the Confuls a day to anfwer before the 
People, and then were prevailed with to let the matter fall, telling the 
Commons, that they remitted what concerned themfelves for their fakes 
whom they ought not to deny it, but would revenge the injury done to the 
whole, to prevent an ill example. , , 

88. This was by promulgating the Agrarian Law, which hitherto had 
layn dormant for thirty years, to which another was added of equal righty 
The AgyarUn w £ ich the f ormer yea r could not be paffed. Having with an oath promifed 
t' r h 50 co prefer thefe laws, they appointed a day for the Comitia, wherein having 
another of firft themfelvss fpohen largely, fevcral others related tvhat good fetvice they 
equal right had done for the Commonwealth, and laboured to (hew how unworthy a 
publifhcd. t hino it was for them to be defrauded of thofe grounds, which by their 

labour and danger they had gained , and admitted to no part of reward. 
The multitude gladly hearing fuch difeourfes, none more affejed mens 
minds than L. Siccius Dent anus , a man of admirable (liape, 58 years old, 
andfurnifhed with military eloquence , for a feditious attempt. He told 
them, he had ferved his Country in the Wars forty years, and been an OHicer 
thirty ; fometimes a Centurion , afterwards a Tribune. He was railed to 
that honour by<S/cy»wxthcConful , for defending the Enfign of his Cohort, 
when the Centurion was (lain, for which he was alfo adorned by his, fellow 
Soldiers’*with.agolden crown. In another battel, wherein the Tribune ok 
the Camp Was ftruck to the ground, and the Eagle (or Standard) taken, 
figheingfor the whole Legion, he recovered it and laved huu, 
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Tribune would have given him his place, buf he refufed it,, and the Conful S lctT 
mad? him Tribune of the firft Legion, which Office was then void. Havin° 

.thuspurch'fed’himfelf honour,; 10 maintain his crediche feared no l,bour° 
no; refufed any danger , being eyer rewarded by the Confuls with fpoils! 
crowns, and other rewards and honours. 

89. In ftiort; during thofe forty years, he had fought 120 battels, recei- 

Tlic aichicvc- 45 wounds, all before and none behind, whereof twelve rhac day where- 
mentsof sic-in he fought againft Herdonius , who feized upon the Capitol. As for re- 
m after the: fevcral battels, he had obtained fourteen Civ.ci^ Croons 

(yvhich faith fSilhus, were beftowed upon him who had preferved the life of a 
Citizen, and were made of Oake, becaufe. the moft antient meat was thought rih - , > 
to be the fruit of that tree; ) three Murals (which were given by the Ge- ‘ S ‘ 

neral unto him who firft: mounted the .walls, and enrred a Town, bein- 
adorned vvtell an image of rbe badements) and eight Golden Crowns - be- 
udes 83 Golden Chaws, 60 Golden Bracelets , 18 pure Spears, which were 
Spearshaving no iron at the ends of them, being alfo called Haft* donatio*, 
and Iff aft*\ gramme* , and 2,3 Horfe trappings ^ whereof-nine were for kil¬ 
ling Enemies that be had challenged to (ingle Combats. To this relation of 
Dtonyfiusy Gflfius addeth a Crown, called Obfidhnalis (which was given co L,b '*- c - lu 
one who had freed the prefenter from a Siege) and increafeth the number of 
Bracelets to above i6o r that of Spears to 22, and the other of Hoffe trap- 
P'»£' to 2 5. - He calleth him L. Sicmius Dematus , and writeth, that for his 
incredible atchievements, fie had the appellation of Achilles Romanut. 

90. Siccius, proceeded , faying, that though he had fought fo many years, 
ferved in fo many. Expeditions; received fomany wounds, and helped to gain 
fuch large Territories for the Reman People, yec neither he, nor his fellovv- 
foldiers partak-ers.with him in the fame dangers, had received any portion of 
thofe Lands, being pofleflfed by others, who could neither ftiew title nor 
meric for them. After this, he accufed the Patricians of hiving put Coffins to 
death, for no other caufe than favouring the Commons, as alfo of privily 
murdering Genutius the Tribune* eleven years after, which hid terrified 
others lince from fuch attempts as his were. He mentioned the affronts latc- 
ly made to the Tribunes, and concluded with an exhortation to the multi¬ 
tude, to free themfelves from this Tyranny of the great ones, bypaftin^the 
Law without giving heed to the difiwafions of any. The Affembly was fo 
moved by his words, that they feemed impatient of any thing to be faid a- 
g a,nft lc 5 out /aim rifing up,after he had extolled the worth of the man*, faid, 
it was neither juft, nor agreeable with the cuttome of the City, to hinder any 
one from fpeaking againft the Law, efpecially fuch an one as aflerted rjohr, 
and oppofed violence. He adjourned then the Comitia till the next day, 
when he comanded .all to be prefent, who would fpaak any thing aoainft it. 

The Patricians meeting at theConful’s houfe in the evening, refofved, if they 
could not with words/by deeds to hinder the pifling of the Law, and be¬ 
times in the morning cook up the Forum, fpreading ‘themfelves all over to 
hinder the uniting of the Commons. The Comitia being full, thofe that 

Tumults a- could not be heard, fome incouraging, and others interruptin'* them 

bout the Law. vyithgrear clamours. The Confute protefted againft this carriage, and that 
if any violence fucceeded, the Commons were the procurers of it; and the 
Tribunes anfwe-red, that they had heard long fuch difeourfes as they were now 
making.. The day being far fpent, the People required the ballots; but then 
the young Patricians hindred them from uniting in their Tribes, and fnarched 
away the pots and ballots* beating out of the Forum the Officers attending 
for the gathering of Suffrages. . The Tribunes crying out, and calling chem- 
fdves into the throng, they gave way to them, where ever they went, but 
hindred fuch as would have followed , and rend red their Office therebyun- 
fervice.able^ . At length the Patritians prevailed againft the paffing of the 
Lavv, by the means of t hree Families efpecially, vf the Pof/humii , Sem- 
proniiy and P fatv, moft eminent for Nobility, Riches, and Clients, who 
alfo efpecially hindred the! confirmation of the Agrarian by iVlebifcmm. 
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Sect. i. 91.The Tribunes confulting how to vindicate their caufe^he moft moderate 
opinion prevailed, that neither the Confuls, nor any ochdr Patritians, fave 
thofeof the three Families-now mentioned, ftiould be called to anfwer be¬ 
fore the People; and not for their lives, but eftates, for refiftine the Tri¬ 
bunes in preferring the Law. The Patritians gave way to it, andtang re¬ 
deemed the eftates, reftored them to the owners. Afterwards , when the 
Tribunes again went about to prefer the Law, news came that the Enemy 
was on his march to Rome, as far as Tujculum, which place onely flopped him, 
but could not long hold our* Levies now being to be made, according to a 
Divertfd by Decree of the Senate, the Tribunes endeavoured to hinder them* but another 
War. Decree being publiflhed, that the Patritians with their Clients, and fuch as 
voluntarily came in, would undertake the War; fome for (Lame, fome for 
plunder, and others to gratifie the Nobility, gave their names; and amongft 
the reft Siccius himfelf, whom followed a Cohoftof 800 old Soldiers to d^ 
him honour, though excufed from warfare by the Laws. Attrong Army be¬ 
ing prefently raifed, the Enemies retired, and were followed by the Confuls 
to Antium, where the Armies lying incamped one againft the ocher, the 
lAiejuiy confident of their ftrength, at length provokedcbe Romans to fight. 
Romulius having then the command, Cent for Siccius, as the ftory goes , and 
gave him order with his Cohort to go a certain way, and fall behind upon the 
A plot aeainft Enemies Camp ; intending either todifgrace him upon refufal, or deftroy him 
Siccius. 6 by fo importable an undertaking. When Siccsus laboured to thew him that 
the thing could not be done, he upbraided him with his f^eeches ufed in the 
Comma concerning his own exploits, and obje&ed to him pretended valour: 
Herear he undertook the matter, and giving all to underftana his cafe, depar¬ 
ted with his men all weeping, to the regret of the Army, who expefted of 
thefe 800 to fee no man return alive. Siccius led them not the fame way 
as the Conful thought, which being mountainous, would have brought cer- 
, tain deftruaion to them afcending, hut another through a Wood, by which 
He efcapeth they came upon Camp of the q»i> where it was forfaken of the guard, 
?our° nqUC ' novv 8 onc to behold the fight of the two Armies, before this time joyned. 

Falling in with a fhout, the fuppofing the other Conful prefent, for- 
fook the Camp and fled, after which Siccius and his Cohort marched down 
towards the battel, whom the Enemy difeovering on their back, and knowing 
their Camp to be taken, were alfo difeouraged and fled : The Romansym- 
fued them till night, and did great execution, but none fo valiantly demeaned 
himfelf as Siccius Dentatus. 

oz. Siccius having lodged himfelf and his men in the Enemies Camp, the 
next day fee it and all the fluff therein on fire, and with hafte marched for 
Rome , on purpofe to deprive the Confuls of the honour they expeaed. 

' Coming into the Forum, he related to the Tribunes and People the whole paf- 
fage, how he and his old men being deftined to ruine, had obtained the Vi- 
Hc revengeth aory. Hereby he not onely ingratiated himfelf with the People, but pro- 
himfclf upon cured the difpleafure of the Senate alfo againft the Confuls, who were denied 
die Confuls. c he honour of a Trimpb. The Commons gratified Siccius in the higheft mep- 
fure they could, making him one of their Tribunes for the following year, 
wherein Sp. Tarpeius , and A. Temius (or Thtrmus rather as Gellius hath it) 
were Confuls. The firft he did relating to his Office, was to fet the former 
Confuls a day to anfwer before the People, for violating the power of the 
Trihunefhip, and devifmg the deftruaion of him and his Soldiers: and fo 
refolved Was the whole College, that the judgment parted without interrup¬ 
tion intended by the Patritians, and they were both condemned in a pecu¬ 
niary muia. The prefent Con Oils were hereby rendred more inclinable to¬ 
wards the Commons ; fo that they procured a Decree of the Senate, and a 
A new Law Eaw paffed in the Centuriata Comitia , that Atl Mugsflratet fhould have U- 
' berty to puntfh fitch at violated their authority , which was formerly the pri¬ 
vilege of the Confuls onely. But the muia was not left to their difcrction, 
provilion being made, that it fhould not exceed the worth of two Oxen, or 
thirty Sheep; which LavV was long obferved by the Romans. After this, 

the 
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propounded to the Senate, chat Laws might be madeTwhich the” 
towiM pet- Cmomould ufe for ever. After a grave debate,the advice/of Romulius the late 
fvradeth the condemned Conful prevailed, who contrary ro the expeaation of both names 
Senate to fpokc in behalf of the thing propounded.He faid, he was for the intereft of the 
nibBiic to new pact tt tans as long as there was any hopes of its continuance, but finding 
things in fuch a condition, as it mutt neceffarily decline, he thought it wif- 
dom to comply with that neceffity, and adviCed that Ambartadors miohtbe 
Lent to the Gr^Cities in Italy , and to Athens , thence to fetch fuch Laws as 
weremaft excellent, and befitting the Commonwealth. After their return 
was to be propounded to the People the choice of Law-makers, what their 
power Ihould be, for how long, and what other things lbould appertain to 
them. Siccius extraordinarily affixed with the mans ingenuity, faid he was 
now friends.with him, ap4. remitted; his (me \ but he refufed to forbear 
the payment of it, hecaufe already facred to their gods. A Senam Con- 
fultum being made, and confirmed by a Plebijcitum , Ambartadors were 
Corrunilfio- chofen to fetch Laws from the Greeks. Thefe were Sp. Pofihumius . Ser 
t0 St fjP u [ M > A. (jManiiM , to whofe ufe Gallies were artigned , and fur- 
SoTGMcr. the publick charge, as was fuitable with the Majefty of the Roman 

r 92 ’ Eor the following year, being the firft of the 8a Olympiad , wherein 
a Thoffalhn of tariff a, was Vi6ft>r in the courfe, Cbarepbauet exerci- 
fing the Office of principal Archon , the 300th year of the Cicie bein* now 
ended (as Dionyjita computech, following the account o£Cato) P.Horatius 
and Sext. Quintilius were Confuls. Now fell a greater plague than ever 
had been known, upon both 'Cicie and Sountrey, which fwept away Quin, 
tilnu the Conful, and Sp. Furius chofen in his place, with four Tribunesfand 
many Senators, The fucceeding Confuls were L. Menenius and P. Sextius 
who cook care for Corn to fupply the Citie, which laboured under a famine! 
by reafon that the wounds lay untilled the former year. In their year the Am- 
baffadors returned out of Greece with Laws. prefently after which the Tri¬ 
bunes required, that according to the Senates Decree, law-makers might be 
appointed. ' The Confuls knowing not how to deny them, yet unwilling to 
Weaken the intereft of the Patritians, deferred the matter, laying, that the 
time of the Comitia was at hand, after which they would labour, joyntly 
with the Confuls Ele&, in the bufineffe. The Tribunes were content • but 
when the Comitia were part, wherein Apptus Claudius , and 7 .Genutius \\q re 
chofen, they grew idle, and negte&ed the adminiftrarionof affairs, as now be¬ 
longing unto others; and Menenius was fickly, pining away, as was thou*hr, 
by melancholy} of which Sextius t 00k advantage, pretending he could'do 
nothing by himfelf. The tribunes then betook themfelves to the Confuls 
Elea, and though they had not yet entered Upon their Magiftracy, importuned 
them to gratifie the Commons, by propofing great honours and rewards. Ap- 
pius being elevated with the hope of a new kind of Magiftracy, grew popular 
and perfwaded his Colle£ue to a compliance, fothac Sextius was forced to 
call together the Senate,and propound concerning Laws A 

9?. Many things were fpoken, as well by chofe that defired a new model, 
as others , who thought it fufficient to reft fatisfied in the cuftoms of 
their Countrey. But the opinion of the defigned Confuls prevailed, which ' 
Appim the principal of the two delivered, being asked his advice, according 
to the cuftom, before any other Senarors.Their fenfe was, that ten men out of 
the chief of the Senate were to be Ele&ed, whofe power continuing for a 
year fhould be the fame with that of the Kings and Confuls, and all other 
$ 4 agiftracies ceafe till they might be renewed according to Laws: in the mean 
time the ten men, or Decemviri, were to adminifter Juftice to private men, 
and model the Commonwealth. When the day came wherein this Senam 
Con fultum W as to he confirmed by the People, the defigned Confuls re¬ 
signed their Office,for which they were exceedingly admired ? and remembred 
ill the choice. In the Centuriate Comitia were created App. Claudius and 
T. Gentft’m, late Confuls E(e&; P. Sextius Conful for that prefent year, the

Sulpitim , A . Manlius , and one of the former year’s Confu \$T. Romultus, 
The Decemviri who had been condemned by Siccius the Tribune, and afterwards was the 
Sofcn mhor of this popular aft: betides thefe, out of the Senate C. Julius T. , Vetu- 
rut t ,and P . B or aims, all of Confiilar dignity. The Tribunes,^dtles, Qji*- 
florsj and all other Magnates were for a time devefted of all power. Inltead 
of Horn ins, Livy mentioned!

Thcaftsof' 2. The Decemviri having taken upon them the Government*in reference 
the Decemviri to a new conftitution, agreed that onely one of. them at one time lnould 
for the firft ^ ave c he Fafces and other confular Enfigns. He aflembled the Senate, con- 
y« r - ^rnicd the Decrees, and did other things agreeable with chief Magiftracy. 

The reft (for toleiknenvy) differed little.in .habit from private men, ha¬ 
ving onely an Acccnfus , or fort of Beadle,going before them , which Livy' ad- 
dech tothe relation of Dsonyfius. They fucceeded by turns, for a certain li¬ 
mited time, till the year went about. The prefent Pofleflor of the tufas 
onely faith Livy, but all of them as D/o»;M feemeth to mean , judged 
private caufes together with publtck ones belonging to their fubjects , and af- 
fociates. All things they managed with fuch Jiiltice and moderation , that 
the Commonwealth feemed moft happy under them, having no need of ap¬ 
peal. Appitts above the reft grew exceeding popular by his familiarity with 
the ordinary fort; fo as in a manner he carried away thepraife from the 
Whole College, for that he had a further defign than any of the, reft. 

• a. At length having made a model out of fuch Laws aswer£ brought out 
■ of Greece , and their own Countrey’s cuftomes, they propofed it to the view 
of all men in ten Tables, that any one might make exceptions; liberty be¬ 
ing given to private perfons to inform the Law-makers, who confultedmucn 
with the Nobility about the work. When all approved of them,; a Senatut 
Confultum paffed, nemine contradicente , for the ratifying of thefe Laws, 

And the queftiQn being put to the People in the Centuriata Comitia , they 
wets-Confirmed-moft religiouflyin prefence of the Pontines, Augurs, and 
vPciefts. Then were they ingraven in braffe> faith Dionyftus and others, in 
.Ivory faith Pomponius the Lawyer, and propofed to the publtck view m the 
moft confpicuous part of the Forum,as Minos otoXd , according to Plato, ana 
lon° after him Solon: aufed his Laws to be written in Tables by the Athe¬ 
nian r called * Cyrbet and Axones. The year being almoft out,the Decemviri , & 

moved the Senate about the Comitia. After a great debate it-was refolved to i ' A c orjf . 
.conrinue this kind of Magiftracy for the following year; hecaufe fomethin- 
feemed yet wincing to the new model, through the ffiortneffeof tittle allotted 
to the work ,*but efpecially for it hat by this Office the T ribunefnip was fufpen- 
d«d, of which the Patricians hid caufe to.be moft jealous; The commons 
thought they had good reafon ro concur with the Fathers in this, choice > and 
the day for holding the Comitia was appointed. .. : " y.

This deputation, or this unwritten Law, compofed by 
the Learned, is not called by any peculiar name, as all other parts, but by 
the common one of Jus Civile , or Civil Law onely. Befides, out of thefe 
Laws, at the fame time almoft, were compofed certain cafes, wherein men 
concerted one with another, which cafes, left the People fhould make them 
at theirpleafure, were to be certain and folemn ; and this part of Law is cal- 
_ _ . . .led ACUones 'Juris , or Cafes at Law. Thus almoft at the fame time thefe 
oftheCUrT three forts of Laws arofe, viz.. the Laws of the twelve Ta f> l ' s \ ^ rom J hefe 
Law. flowed the Civil Law : and from the fame were compofed Cafes at Law.

At the fame time the Magiftrates alfo 
adminiftred juftice, and that the People might know what they would deter¬ 
mine con erning any thing, and to fore-arm themfelves, they publilhed 
Edith, which EdiCts of the Praters c onftituted the Jus Honorarium , fo na¬ 
med from the honour and authority of the Prator. Laftly, as the courfe of 

' affaires reduced the making of Laws to fewer faftiions, at length it came to 
paffe through feveral Faftions (viz., of Sylla, Marius , Pompey, and Cafar) 
that there was neceffity of the Commonwealth’s being governed by a Angle 
perfbn For the Senate not being able to govern all the Provinces,^ Prince 
was ordained, and what he appointed was taken for Law. So that in the 
Commonwealth of Rome , all Law was either fo configured by a Law called 
Lex, as that of the twelve Tables; or properly called Jus Civile ,, which being 
unwritten, confifted in the interpretation of the Learned ; or Cafes of Law, 
which contained the form of Pleas; or a Plebifcitum made without the au¬ 
thority of the Fathers: or the of a Magiftrate, called Jus Honorarium:

- 7 . Thefe things are written by Pomponius in this narrative of the Origi¬ 

nal of Law; for the better undemanding whereof, it is to be noted, that 
the word Jus ftgnifieth all Law or right in general * and is that genus whereof 
Lex is hut a fpecies, being defined by (*) Juftmian the Emperour to be that 
which the People of Rome upon the quaftion put by a Senatorian Magiftrate ( a )stnSaik‘ 
(for example a Conful) did enaCt. As for the twelve Tables, they were menus 
furnifhed with Laws, partly borrowed from the Gracians, partly added^auhe 1 .

8. But (to return)" the Decemviri u the ufual time of the Comitia bid¬ 
ding fareWel to the cuftdbs of their Country, and the new Laws, neither re¬ 
garding the approbation of Senate nor People, continued themfelves in pow¬ 
er for the year following, which was the third of \ he Decemvir ate , the firft 
acc °rd'ng to Dionyfius , wherein Crifooi H truer a Was 
Y* , r , Pktlfcusbzmg Archon at Athens. They fo ordered the matter 
lfiorrly, as even all the confiderable part of the Citizens, ( Patritians and 
others) they either killed, or forced to quit the City. This pleafed them well 
enough, but the Sabines and tsf.qui thinking it a fit time to attempt feme 
great matter agamft Rome, invaded the territories thereof, and of the La- 
'JUS* r T n he much troubled hereat, after a confulcacion how to 

jtUke refiftance feveral wayes, found themfelves conftrained to affeipble the 
Senate, wherein Appms with a premeditated Oration propounded the mat¬ 
ter of the War;. L. Valerius Potitus, the fon of him that befieged the Capi¬ 
tol, ; and grandfon of Poplicola, firft arofe, and chough he was commanded 
by Appms to forbear, flew high againft the tyranny of the prefent Ufurpers 
He being forced to filence, was feconded by Marcus Horatins Barbatur\ 
great grandfon of the Collegue of Poplicola , who having expreffed great in¬ 
dignation, the Decemviri incenfed with his biting words, threatned to caft 
him down headlong from the Rock. All the Senators at this cried out as at a 

breach of their privilege, and made a tumulr, Whereat the Ten repented of 
whapthey had done, and excufed themfelves, faying, they deprived none of 
freaking to the matter in hand, but interrupted Seditious Orations, which 
they might do by their power of Confuls and Tribunes received from the 
people, not for a year onely, nor any limited time, but till the work of 
Laws were finiftied, untill which time they were refolved to aft, and then give 
an account of their adminiftration. Appiut having delivered this in the name 
of all, asked the opinion of C. Claudius his Unctev

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Sb c t . 2. begun by no other inducements than what the prefent diftempers of the State 
V/y*s-( aftorded, which were bred by the arbitrary’ and tyrannical carriage of his Ne¬ 
phew, and his nine Companions. He made out what thefediftempers were, 
land by virtue of his relation to Appius, took upon him , after a (harp re¬ 
proof, by the nearnefte of their blood, their Anceftors, and the Detmvir *s 
Father, with all that was. dear and religious to them bothj to conjure him, 
that putting a flop to his ambitious courfe (deftrudtiveco himfelf as well as 
the publick) he would refign his ufurped power , and reflore the Common¬ 
wealth to it’s former government 2nd liberty. AtppJus anfwered him hot a 
word, which fo moved him, that with tears he fignified he would depart to 
RhegHlum, the feat of his Forefathers, and there continue till that fell upon 
the Decemvirate, which he aueffed would happen in a fhort time j for* as 
much as he could not endure to pehold f)is Nephew degenerate fo much from 
the antient wort h of their Family. As concerning the War, he advifed the 
Fathers to reifolve nothing., fill .the accuftomedMagiftrateswerefirftcrea¬ 
ted. The grayer and more eminent fort of Senators that fpake after, Were 
^all of this opinion, which made the Ten refolye to ask none now according to 
their age, as the cuftome was, but- M. Corneliuf called upon his brother Lu¬ 
cius to deliver his opinion. . He attributed all that had been faid againft the 
Decemviri to envy, faying, jit was becaufe the fpeak ers *hemfclves could not 
compaffe the Office, and laboured to (hew, that it was moft foolifh couhfel 
to refolve upon new’elections, which would require time, and‘defer the 
War that threaded ruine and defolation. By prefling the danger very clofe, 
and urging what neceflity there was of committing tne War to the manage¬ 
ment of the Decemviri, he drew almoft all the younger fort to his party, 
there being many even in the Senate from whom fear wrefted compliance. 
After all thefe, the Decemviri gave Valerias leave to fpeak, whom firft of all 
They had interrupted. Hoprofefledbe was of Claudius his judgement as to 
the whole, and anfwered all the reafon 9 of Cornelius by one propofal; that 
.... a Dittator might be inftantly namtfd , fhewing, that if they miffed of this 
opportunity, they could not expedt again to bee afiembled by the Decem¬ 
viri. . • 

. io. Few that, delivered their opinions afted him remained unconvinced, 
and many were changed from the fenfe they had before delivered. He required 
then of tne Ten, that the matter might be further considered of, and all might 
have liberty, to recall their votes, which caufed a great conteft betwixt him 
and Cornelius , who defiring that the Decemviti might have the command in 
the War, cried our, that the thing was already decided in a legal manner, 
and defired the parties might be counted. Much heat being fhewed by both, 
the Fathers were alfo divided , which advantage the Ten took to do what they 
pleafed. Appius then formally declaring for what caufe they had beep aflem- 
bled, !told them they were divided accordingto the three feveral opinions of 
Claudius, Cornelius, and Valerius, every one havingbad liberty to fpeak his 
mind freely : and feeing that moft had approved of what Cornelius had pro¬ 
pounded, he declared his partie to have overcome. Then commanded he the 
Clerk to draw up g Senatus Confultum , whereby power of railing Forces, 
and commanding them, was given to the Dectmviri 3 and therewienfthe Se¬ 
nate was difmifled. They were by this kind of victory rendred more confi¬ 
dent, and imperious, as having now in their oWn thoughts eftablifhed them- 
felves, by having an Army at tneir command , which Valerius had advifed 
Thcv make tbe Luthers earneftlv to beware. Horatius and Valerius made provifion for 
ufe of thcSe- their own defence, oy gathering together their Clients and dependents,, and 
nate to their Claudius , as he had faid , departed into the Country of zhtSabities, whofe 
own advan- example multitudes following, left their native fear, with their wives and 
ta E e - chidren departing into voluntary cxil.

There was one L. Virginias a Plebeian, who had a dau^ 
ccrthe moft beautiful! of all Roman women The maid being but youtg ’ 
and at School near the Forum., Appius as he p.affed that w,ay fell in lov 2 
with her m fuch a meafure as by no means could he allay his brutifla paffion 
Marry her he could not, Being a Plebeian , neither could he hope to P obrain

Confuls pre- the y wou,d b y all means poflible procure their benefit) preferred divers Laws 
fer Popular to r h e regret of the Pafrttians. One was, that fuch Laws as the Commons 
Laws. enacted fhould pafle in the Comitia of the Ctiru , wherein they were more 
prevalent than the Partuians, as thofe inch zCemuriate, by reafon of their 
influence upon the Equites, and the richer fort of Plebeians, were ever too 
ltrong for the multitude, by reafon of the diftribution of the feveral C/affes 
into C enturies formerly fhewn. After this the Irtbmn , whereof Vir^illitts 
was one, thought fit to call the Decemviri to an account, l^irgimns "being 
appointed the accufer of Appius, infiftedmoft, faith Livie, upon that Law, 
which commanded the defendant to have liberty till fuch time as his or her 
flavery was proved, which Appius had gone about co violate in his daughter’s 
cafe. Before the trial, being committed to prifon, for that no bail would be 
taken, he was there found dead, as fome thought fecretly made away by the 
Tribunes, but as they and others gave out, having hanged himfelf. After him 
Sp. Oppius , as next co him in guilt, was accufed, and being condemned, died 
the fame day in prifon by his own hands,faith Livie. The other eight banifti- 
ed chemfelves, and Claudius the pretended Mafter of f^i r ^inius was driven 
out after them : with which juftice the State was facisfied, and indemnity 
given to all others. Things thus feeming to be fetled , the Confuls took the 
held againft the Volfei, and Sabines , againft whom their fucceffe was 

fuch, as deferved a Triumph, but the Senate gave them a repulfe, being grie¬ 
ved at the Laws they had made in behalf of the Commons. Claudius alfo the 
Uncle of Apph iS accufed them of the murther of his Nephew, and other vi¬ 
olent courfes taken againft the Decemviri , and their party, whereas all ought 
to have been (accordihg to agreement) buried in oblivion. The Confuls 
appealed to the People, and complaining much of the Senate , procured by 
the help of the Tribunes a Law to pafle for cheir receiving the privilege of Tri¬

e • fliotild be ended. The Confuls in fo difficult a time held a private conference 
of certain Senators, whereof Claudius, according to the genius of his An- 
ceftors, was all for refiftatiee, urging that nothing was in this matter co be 

y aided 
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Sect.i. yielded to the Commons, who went about to change the conftitution of the 
;i/YV State, and thereby were enemies to it. But 7 . Quintius (hewed what in¬ 
convenience force and civil War might bring, and the rather, fof that their* 

Anceftors had made the Tribunes inviolable, by a curfe laid upon themfelves 
and pofterity, in cafe their perfons were hurt, or the conditions then fworn tO 
in their behalf fliould be broken. When the reft were all of his opinion, 

Claudius propofed an expedient as feafonable in fo great neceffity. Head- 
vifed by no means tofuffer the Confulffiip to come into the hands of Plebei¬ 
ans > but to create certain GoVernours in the room of Confuls, fix, or eight $ 
whereof an equal number at leaft fhould be Patritians ; for hereby they 
ftiould feem not to take too much power to themfelves, and yet not give up 
the other Office, wherein lay thefecret of their prerogative, to be managed 
by bafe and unworthy men.

T. Genutius the Conful's brother to propound this way of reconciliation as his 

P T! When the Senate was affembled, the Tribune, who chiefly 

profecuted the matter in hand, without preffing it, inveighed againlt the 
Confuls, .as holdingfecretmeetings, and hatching ctandeftine delignesa- 
cainft the State: and thofe Senators who had not been called to6k the thing 
fn fdme difdain. But the Confuls protefting their innocence by an oath, laid 
they would alfo by deeds declare it, and therewith gave any of the younger 
fort leave to fpeak, and when none rofe up asked Valerius firft of all his opi¬ 
nion. He advifed the Fathers to favour the Commons , whp had deferved io 
welt both in acquiring dominion, and in getting and preferving liberty , and 
urged that the City could not be free if there were not an equa icy of right; 
vet for that the War was now urgent, he defired the thing might at present 
be forb'orn till that was finiffied, upon promife that then the Law fhould be 
propounded. Horatlw being asked nextj and others, feconded him ; and at 
length Claudius being defired to fpeak, that he might conceal the dehgn, 
according to his own cuftom, and that of his Family, flew out into mvettives 
acainft the Commons, and advifed that the Law might never pafle, neither 
then nor ever after;, A greater tumult following* 7 . Genutius Was asked his 
opinion, and as of himfelf propounded the expedient, that fix Governours 
miobt be chofen* three out of each order, who having Confular power, when 
the time of their Magiftracy ffiould be expired, then the Senate and Peo¬ 
ple meeting together, might refolve whecher they would have the fame Office 
or that of Confuls for the following year; and what was concluded by molt 
voices, fhould prevail at the end of every year. This was gladly embraced, 
both by Senators and Tribunes , and leave given to any Plebeians to Itand for 
The fickle & the new Office. But fo fickle a thing is defire without teafon, and fo ealilyl 
inconftant changing into the other extreme, efpeciatly of the multitude, that thofe vyho 
humour of fo eirneftly before fought that the chiefell Magiftracy might be commumca- 
*hcmultitude. ^eir body, threatning elfe to leave the City as formerly, and rake 
arms, when they had their defire, were glutted with it, and changed into 
the other extreme. For many Plebeians (landing fop the Office, and iuim» 
their utmoft endeavours to be preferred, they thought none of them worthy 
of that honour, but beftowed it upon eminent Patritians onely, who appear¬ 
ed as Candidates.

40. Serviut Tullius the fixt King of Rome firft infticuted the Cenfus , 
as was fhewn before, and did the work himfelf, without any peculiar Officer, 
as alfo did the Confuls untill this time. But now in the 6 & th year from 
the banifhment of Tarquinius , and the jiroF the City, there having been 
no Cenfus for* feventeen years, for thit the Confuls were neceflarily diverted 

from 
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Sect 2. from that work by more urgentbufineffe, the Senate prorated out'of their 
own order two peculiar Officers to be created, who were called , be- 

caufe according to their Cenfio or eftimation the People was celled, faith Var- 
r0y or becaufe every one accounted himfelf worth fo much, quanti tilt cenfu - 
iffent, as they judged, or eftimated, according toFeftus. 

21. At the beginning they were created for five years, becaufe according 
to Servius his conftitution the People were to be ceffed at ever huftrum y 
The duration conteined fo many.^But their dignity and power ;fo mcreafing, thatthey 

of Ccnfo« Ce feemed of too long a continuance , : nine years after , in the 220 of the City, 

Of Conform ^ Lw W hich Mamercus ^milks the Dilator preferred, the duration of ^ % 
their Office was confined within the term of one year and an half. Though 
their Office at firft was onely to take an eflimate of mens Effaces, and de- 
fcribingall publick and private ridhes, to diftribute the People according to 
- their wealth into Cl fifes and Centuries ; yer within a while they caffie 
Their power. t0 have infpe&ioninto manners alfo. For they upon mifdemeanour 
put out of the Senate , 'took away publick. horfet , and caft out of the 
Tribes . The former kind of punilbment was infli&ed upon Senators , the 
fecond 'Upon Eqnnes, and the laft upon meer Plebeians. Their removing Se- 
tiMters, was by paffing them by at the new ele&ion. For, fuch Senators 
faith Feft us, as were palfed by in former times, were lyable to no difgrace, /, tK 
becaufe as the Kings chofe and fobftituted whom they pleated, fo after them / 
the Confuls and Tribunes Military, fuch as they had greateft intereftin; nrtt 
Patritians, and then after Plebeians, till by the Tribumual Law oiQvttttus, 
it was ordained, that the Cenfors out of every order or rattk, fhould S cm ! a ' 
tins') ele£l the moft: worthy into' the Senate, whence it came to pafle,' that 
fuch as were pafled by or removed, were noted with ignomime. This note 
out of Peftus hinteth to us the antient power of the Roman Kings in 
making Senators, one of the greateft fupporters of the Throne of their 

tlT ^ r . As for the difgrace which they put upon Equites ; It.was the cuftome - p/ ^ 
for every Eques at the publick Cenfus to appear before t\vs Cenfors with their cfjm hi ^ rjM 
Horfes in their hands. If they approved of them, they bade them pane by mrantm i n 
and lead awav the Horfe; if they determined other wife, they took away teapot. 
the Horfe, and commanded him to be fold. The third note of difgrace con- 
kerned the Plebeians, whom they either removed from their own Tribe into ^ 

' another leffe honourable, according to Livie, or made them tyrant, and 
reeiftred them in the tables of the C*m«, whereby rhey were deprived of 
their Centurie, and remained Citizens onely in this refpeft ,utfro capinbus 
fuis tributi nomine ara folverent , as writeth Afconius Pedtanus upon the 
Oration of Cicero againft X?. Cacilius ,called Divinatio, which diffiuteth 
who ou°ht to be admitted the Accufer of Verves. GeUius telleth us what was tifr. if c*IJ. 
meant bvttetabuU Caritum. The Cantes (inhabitants of Care in Tufcany, 
once called AgyUd) we under ft and to haye been firft of all made Municipals, 
without any right of (uffrage : and it was grantedthem that they might re¬ 
ceive the honour of being free of Rome, without any trouble or burthen, for 
that they received the SaCra (or idols) of the Romans, and preferved then* in 
the Gallick War ; that is, when Rome was taken by the Galls , as Livie hath 
the ftorv alfo in this fourth Book. Hence were thofe called Tabulae Caeritum, 
vice verfa , wherein the Cenfors can fed fuch to be tegifred as they depri¬ 
ved of tie right of Suffrage. Although chefe feveral forts, of punilhmenc 
refpe&ed the feveral rancks of men, yet fometimes thofe of higher degree ^ bU 
tailed of all or moil of them, fo that Senators might not onely be pafled by, 
and Equites deprived of their Horfes, budofe their Tribes alfo, and be re¬ 
duced to the condition of v£rarii. 

22. This Office being committed to the prudent management of able 
The effeft* ofperfons, became effedlual to the repreffion of fuch vice, as fell not under the 
ic. particular cognifance of penal Laws. Private faults, and domeftick muca- 

riages were by them noted, with fuch a&ions fometimes as now would not

But C. Ctfitr the Diaator, thu. he 
might better execute the Cenfus ,went to every ones houfe; ind becaufe the 
principal part of the Office cpnfifted in forming of manners, he called him¬ 
felf magi ft er Morum , not Cenfor. Then the form of the- State being ^d.Rb.% 4. 
changed after the victory of Attium, Auguftus having the care of manners * 17 * 
committed tohim by.the Senate, looked to nothing more diligently than the 
Cenfus^ for thrice he performed it, not onely in reference co Roman Citi¬ 
zens,but all Subje&s of the Empire, with fuch care and diligence as none 
ever before him. Under Tiberius and Caligula the Cenfus was not : obferved, Sm o>hinAH - 
but under Claudius the 74th Luftrum was celebrated. Being intermitted ^ to ' 
during the reignof Nero,Vefpaftan renewed it,and celebrated the 75 Cenfus. 

Domitian named himfelf amongft his orher titles Perpetual Cenfor , but made idem in 'Domi¬ 
no Luftrum , fo that for 1 60 years the Cenfus was intermitted till Decius tiano. 
the Eton, created Valerian Cenfor with unlimited power. After-this the 
Cenforfh p was utterly- omitted to the great detriment of the Roman Empire, Hbcl m - 
which being at length broken into Eaftern and Weftern ,rne Emperours of 
,. the former (Greekjjh EmperounO madeufe of ic-, as others alfo of later Con f lile Bedi ~ 
times,and ic appeareth that in che incermiflion thereof, in the dayes of T^- Ke?Hb ' 
'/^particular Provinces and Towns had their Cenfdrs, who made choice of. ( * ' c ^’ u 
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Sect a. their Senators. Laftly, the Censors during the popular Gouernment Were of 
Coafular dignity, ever after the feeond Punickl War, chough it was other- 
wife fomenmes before. The fame perfons were never created twice. And 
in cafe oneof them died in his Office, his Collegue continued not therein, 
neither was any put into the place of the dead, becaufe in that year wherein 
Rome was taken by the Galls it had fohapned ; whereupon it was counted 
ominous, and a Law made againft it for the time to come. Their dignity 
was exceeding great, they being therein though not in power above the 
Confuls, and having all other Enfigns the fame with them except Li¬ 
fters. 


2$, The Fathers rejoyced they had °ot thefe Officers Created out of their U. 
own body, and the T rtbunes counting that power inconfiderable, which at 
firft was pretended to, gave way unto it. But the Commons egged on by 
the continual complaints of the later, proceeded in their grudge againft the 
Patritians, taking it in ill part that snarriagq was forbidden betwixt the two excmp.i. 
orders^ and breathing after no leffe chan equal power in the State. This am- TlotmUb.i. 
so Matins his ih«ed Sp. Maiim,* rich Knight, by his large bounty towards the poorer g* 
a«cpme for fort in time of a great dearth, to hunt after popularity, and through it to 
ihe Sovcrainty aCpire to the Soverainty. He was hereof accufedby L. Minn cites , to whom ^ ^\i m 
bkftcd, care of provifions was committed, and the Senate afrighted with the 

ftrangene.de of the matter, by the advice of T. Quinftius the Conful, com¬ 
manded a Dictator to be named. Quinfttus Clhcfonms now 80 years old 
was the man, who chofe C. Servilius Ahala ,for his Mafter of horf-taen. The 
D Motor fummoning Malius to appear, when he would not obey, A halo 
killed him in the Foriim,and was juftified for fo doing by Quint ins , who 
commanded his goods to be fold, and his houfe razed. It fhould feem from 
Livy that dhala efcaped without punifhmenc : But Cicero and Valerius 
x>n the contrary affirm, that he was baniffied by the incenfed multitude. This 
hapned in the 315th year of the Citie afeer Varro' s account. V%Unus and 
Livy fay,that the Area of his houfe for a memorial of his puniftiment had the

They 
were confecrated to Jupiter Ferctrius , fc called, becaufe the Trophy was car¬ 
ried in a Feretrum, or certain little carriage, as fome thought, at that time 
there being many Greek, words in ufe with the Latines , or a Fericndo, from 
Jupiter his fmiting with Thunder-bolts, or elfe from the blows given in 
battel. This honour of carrying in Triumph the Opima Spolia hath onely 
thrice hapned-to Roman Captains, faith Plutarch mt\U our time.

wexi,c * ' unjuftlv aftd.-meerly by the foft and miUce of the muleuudl baniffie^, they 
might fodairtly repent it* and chat it might appear to all men, how much the 
Romani ftclod in need of and defired his prefence. Being gone, be was fined

braffe Was theh ufed for money, aud Ditiaritu whence hid -the name for thac 
it ContainedTen Afts thereof; But within a while it fell out, thac Camillm 
was both miffed ariy defired, according to his witti. 

3 3. Many tboufands of the Galls called Celt a, finding their own Country- 
too narrow for them, with,their wives arid children left it, to feck out new 
feats. Some of them paffirig over the Sea, pierced as far as the Riphaan 
mountains, and placed themfelves in the uemott limits of Europe, others 
took up their habitation betwixt the Pyrinaans and the A/p t 9 near the SV- 
nepe 't and Ctltorii. Thefe a long time after having tatted of fome Italian 
Wine* were furioufly tranfported with a defire of iiSiabiting fo rare a Soil as 
brought foith ftich fruit, and patting over.the Alps , got into their power’all 
that Country 6’nce belonging to the Etrufcans, and which reached from the 
■Alpt to both the Seas: for, that the Etrufcatis oncz inhabited all this Coun¬ 
try* PlutaHh ptoveth thence, thac the Northern Sea was named Adriatic!^, 
from Adria, one of choir Towns, aijd the Southern, Tyrrhenian, from the 
Tyttbtfii the fame with Hitrttfci. At this time the pottericy of thofe Galli 
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S*cT.2. Senones under the condu& of their King Brennu* , befieged Clufium a City 
^v'Vv-' of Htiiuria , whofe inhabitants fent to Rome , defiring Of that State to in- 
The Galls be- ter pofe, by fending Ambaffadors and Letters to their unjuft oppreffors. The 
fiege Qlufim. ^ enate performing this neighbourly part, the Gails required part of the Ter¬ 
ritories of th zClufini, who were, as they faid, unable to manage them all, 
and B^ehnus not condescending to any other conditions, the Ambaffadors (all 
three of the Fabian family) in great anger went into Clufium , andcaufed 
the Inhabitants to make a fally out againft the befiegers. It hapned, that in the 
fight Fabius Ambuftus one of the three killing a Gall, whilft he difarmed 
him, ,WaS difeovered; whereupon Brennw conceiving juft indignation, broke 
uphisSiege, and marched towards Rome, 

3A. Yec bccaufe he would not feem to proceed unjufly, he Tent thither, 
requiring the the Ambaffadors might be given up to him, as having broke the 
Law of Nations. Bur favour fo far prevailed above equity, that the matter 
being referred from the Senate to the People, no fatisfaftion could be had 
, from either ! nay the Ambaff.idors on the contrary , were with three others 
Romans*Mix created T rib. ncs Military y for carying on the, Warre. Brennus then 
continuing his march, and breathing revenge, ivas met fyy the Tribunes at 
the River Al a, eleven miles from the City, who fcarce ftriking one ftroak, 

‘quickly betook them to their heels> and their Army after them. The Galls 
perfued them, bein" amazed at the flight and cowardize of thofe who had al¬ 
ready obtained for tneir valour a great name in the World ;but were aftonifla- 
edwnen they found the gates, of . .tow* open, and none upbn the walls to 
m ike refiftance ; for it had been refotved to quit the City and fqcure the Ca¬ 
rtel. The oreiter part of ;jhe People departed into the adjoyning Country; 
the reft pofleffed themfelves of the Capitol, all but certain old men of Sena- 
torian degree, who in their robes placed themfelves in the Forum,; refolving 
to take fuch quarter, as the difpofltion of the Enemy would .afford them. 

Cometo ’tignt'Brcntm at nrft fearing fome ftratagem, after _ he perceived all to be dear, 

\fhicli is for- entred the City. His Soldiers were amazed, to fg? the grave Senators fit- 
iaken all but c ing without fear in the Forum, apd hurt them not-, till one handling the 
itie Capitol. j on o beard of M.Papirim, the old man ftruck Him with his ftaff upon the 
iiead, whereupon the Gall fl?w him, and thei) all th^reft were killed, with all 
of both Sexes and Ml ages that were found about the City, which wa? alfo now 
burnt to the ground, and the Capitol clpfely befiegedc. 

35. While the Galls lay before the Capitolthey careieflv demeaned A M , (t . 
themfelves, as fecureof any I-memy , and wwejcattered into the Country, 0 j. 97. «f. jl 
adjoyning. Camilla at this cime living in exile at procured the Inf vie. jfi ' 
habitants of that City to iffue out upon them and killed many $ which; the Max. Mm .1 
Romans, who lay at Feii, undemanding, chofe him for their General, defiring 1 *• 

- him to forget injuries, and fuccour his diftreffed Country. He objected his 
condition of banifhment, andrefufed to aft, except by cdjnmiflipn from 
thofe in the Capitol, whom he confidered to be ^he body of the Roman 
State yet furviving. There was one Pontius Ceminim , who undertook to pro¬ 
cure him leave from their friends in the Capitol, whither by a ftrange atdven- 
camiltus trndc cure he got, parting by the Enemy, and fwimming the River till he came to 
Dilator. the Rock, which then he made a (Rift to climbe, and having procured the 
Senate to pronounce Cam i ’lus Diftator, returned in the fame manner. By 
this time as well the befiegers as befieged were,well wearied, both parties for 
want of provifions, and the Galls by reafon of a Plague which raged amongft 
them ; foas (having once attempted to fueprize the Cartel, by climbing.up 
the Rock, they were difeovered oy the crying of the Geefe , confecrated to . 

Juno, and repelled by the valour of one Manlius efpeciallyj; they agreed for 
fifty pounds of Gold to rife and depart. Yet. fo covetous were they, that 
they took out the Gold as it was weighing, and added to the weight, which 
being complained of, Brennus cafl in his Sword alfo, crying V* vittis, which 
afeerwirds became a proverb. But in the mean time came Camillas t and nul-i 
line this compaft, as made without his confent, who before was Diftator, 
and therefore alone had power of making Peace, 'overthrew them in fight,

Ancettors, and pf their Country rites 
(which vyerq appropriate to the fame place) for to inhabit a conquered and 
enflaved City, Then was Rome rebuilt in. great hafte, whereby afterwards it 
became rajbpr w heap of houfes than a well ordered Town, and that the \va 
cerepurfes formerly laid in the rtreets, now ran for the moft part under pri 
vm houfes. Camilla having laid down his Office was forced the year fol¬ 
lowing to reoffume it, becaufeof the Polfci y who now took Armes, as alfo 
che e ^^fa n d'%«y^«r,allwhich he overthrew, and forcedthe tTolfci ro •• 
yield themfftysft ^fter the War had continue with them for 7 o years. In hb ' <? * 
the third yea? after this he overcame them ?gain, an,d vyith them the Hewi¬ 
tt and k&Wi whereof the later had ever from the battel at the Rheaillan 
Lake, been trufty and faithful until now ■: and from the Ftrufcans heteco- 
covered two Towns which they had taken from the Allies of Rome, This 
he did being T*m»e Military, though enviedby M. Manias, who havin^ 
don? Ipecial fervice in rheCapicol, l?y repelling the Galh y obtained the 
Sirname of C^w. Being naturally haughty and ambitious, he was 
herewith puffed up, foas to extenuate the deferts of Cfsmillus, and by in¬ 
gratiating himfftf with the common fort, through paying their debts, and 
railing againft the great one?, plainly to aitp at the Spveraignty. This, to¬ 
gether with the War depending with rh? Volfd, which was alfo aggravated 
by thedefeftion of the Hernici and Latins, caufed the Senate to refolve 
that a Dictator fhould be created.

The multitude much afflifted hereat, took mourning 
garments, and made fuch difturbance , that after fome time he was fet at li 

berty. B>ic holding private meetings in the night, and growing more bold 
m his deftgn, the Senate committed it to the pare of the Frizes Military 
whereof Camillat was one, (as afterward in cafes of great exigency to the 
Confuls) to takf care that the; Commonwealth fhould receive no dammaae 
Being then brought to his trial again in that place, whence a view of the Capil 
rol might be bad? he would ever point co it, and put the People in mind of 
what he had done there for them; whereupon Camillas caufed his Todies to 
Minim remove without the gate, into the grove called Lucas Petelinfss , wherefcng 
thrown from no fight of the Capitol, he was condemned.

38. After thefe things the Latms rebelling, and che V'olfd, were feverally 
overthrown vyirhouc, and great tumults fiapned within, bv reafon of the debts

i at which time the Senate refolved that all the Prators for the year of their 

Office fhouid continue in che Citie, and judge fome controverfies, either pu- 
blick or private. 

41. Pomponius proceedeth, faying, that Cornelius Sulla appointed o:hir 
publick Examinations or Inquifitions: As, for example, Dc faffo , De Pari - 
cidio, and de Sicariu , for which he added four Prarors more; but L’pfius 
faith he is miftaken in the number, proving out of Cicero that he made but 
two. C. Julius Cafar appointed other two , as alfo two JEdiles called CV- 
rcales, and afterward 16 Prators , as appeareth from Dio , who alfo relateth 
the Triumviri with greater liberty to have made 64. Auqrujlus filled up the 
number to 16. faith Pomponius , though firft Lipftus will have him to have 
confined the number to 12. Claudius added two, who where to judge onely 
concerning Fidei Commifa , as the Law term is. Titus took one from the 
number: buc Nerva reftored and appointed him to hear and determine 
Caufes betwixt the Exchecquer and private perfons. Another was appointed 
by M» Antonius Philofophus $ called Prat or Tut el arts. So, in all there were 
18. till, as che Empire decreafed, they decreafed alfo in number,and at length 
were reduced to chat of three by a Law of f^alcntinian and Mar dan. As for 
the Office of Prators^thQ Prktor Ur banns, who was alfo called Prafettuf 
Urbi (though the Prafcttut was afterward onelv chofen for the Latine Feria) 
in the abfence of the Confuls executed their Officeinthe Senate and Comitia. 

But three things efpecially belonged to them Games, Sacrifices, tmd'Judi~ 
cature. The former oneiy continued to them in a manner when che Empire 
decayed. Their Judicature was either in publick or private matters. Pri¬ 
vate caufes concerning meum and tuum , two onely handled, viz., the Urba~ 
nus and Peregrintts ; Publick or Criminal matters were managed by all the

power and honour, as alfo becaufe they were created by the fame Aufpma,

42 . The firft Conful out of the body of the Commons was I/. Scxtttts, by uv. Ub.j. 
whofe* Law the privilege was obtained; the firft Pr«t°f Sp. Furtus , the fon 
of Camillas, and the firft *£dihs Curules were C» Quint,us Capnolmus 
and P. Cornelias Scipio. To Sextius was given as Collegue from amon„ftthc 
Patritians L. ^mylius Mamcrcns>imd(o theConfuls again returned after 
2 j years, thefebeing the 88 pair as they are found in Uv ,-, and the Trffa»« 

The many al* /Military were for ever laid afide after 48 courfes of that Office, and fift ui 
tcracions in c h an a e s from the Confullbip to ir, and from it to the Confulfnip. Belides 
the Roman thefe ° changes 0 f Government in Rome , there were the two Grand ones from 
Government. tQ * Confuls> and from Confuls to th zDecemvrn ; and tothis ume 

from the firft of thefe alterations had intervened 2oDi6^atorfhips,beftdesthc 
feveral Interregnums. The firft Interregnum was extraordinary, being be¬ 
twixt the reigns of Romulus and Numa, when the Senate governed for the 
fpace of a year: the other were ordinary, and continued but for five dayes 
under particular men, at the end whereof another wasEleaed , and cal¬ 
led Inter rex, having for that time the power of Confuls.. Ml thefe charges 
of Government, except the Interregnums ; betwixt the reigns of the Kings 
(whereof none but one is confiderable) hapned to the Commonwealth of 
Rome within the fpace of 13 4 years, fcarcefo many having comptearty 1 »r- 
fed from the baniftiment of 7 arqumitu, to this alteration in the Confulll ip. 

Tt is not in vain to have made thefe obfervatioi^, that the Reader may plainly 
fee the ridiculous fickleneffe, weaknefle, and danger of the Roman Govern¬ 
ment after that it came to be Antimonarchical. _ • 

42. In the beginning of the year, news came of the their meeting 
tooether, who had before been difperfed through Apulta , and of the in¬ 
tended revolt of the Hemici ; but all preparations were deferred by the 
Senate, becaufe it troubled them that any thing ftiould be done by a ru- 
bet an Conful, and there was a great filence with a general intermiffion of 
bufineffe as in fome great Vacation. Onely the Tribunes were not filent, 
becaufe that for one Plebeian Conful the Nobility had got three Patritian 
Magnates, who fate as Confuls in their Chairs, and their -

Hereat the multitude was fo imaged, that at the 
made Which endof three years more, the Senate was forced to reftore the Office, and 
caufeth great becaufe llfury was again grown exceeding burthenfom to the poorer forr, 
difconcent. they appointed five men to order the payment of debts out of the Trealury. 

For the following year alfo one of the Cenfors was chofen out of the Plebei^ 
ans. Hitherto were the Wars of the Romans as it were at their gates : now 
they were removed further off, and henceforth continued longer: For in the 
412 year from the founding of the City, and the 46 from it’s reftauration, 
began the War with the Samnites , a People ot‘ Italy, * defeended from the 
Sabines , from whom alfo they had their name, or from Sannia or Sannia, sti " bo L 
The War which the Greeks ongue fignifie Spears ; or from the hill Samnium , where, p- 2lB C: 
with the Sam- as they came from the Sabines, they feated themfelves, according to Feft ns. 

They had the Sabines, Peligni, and <ALq»i on the Weft,' the Picentini and 
A puli ontheEaft, on the South the Campanians and Sidicini, and on the 
North the Marucini , Vaunt, and Apuli, as is obfervable out of Hiftory, faith 
* Joh, Stadias. It was the cuftome of the Romans by helping others to * in Vto-do l. 1 
efpoufequarrels. The Sammies having unjuftly molefted the Sidicim with f. tfi. 

War, they betook themfelves to the Campanians for fuccour. There bein° 
luxurious and effeminate, were eafily worfted, and fent to Rome for akf, 
their Ambaffadors imploring it with tears, and giving up themfelves and 
Country into the hands of the Senate and People. The Senate was at firft un¬ 
willing to ufe any force , for that the Sammies were their friends in confede¬ 
racy; but upon the importunate cries and prayers of the Ambaffadors, and 
the fcomful denial of the Samnites toabftain from the Territories of Capua 
and Campania, their requeft was granted, and the Confuls fent forth, the 
one to Capua , and the other into Samnium, vvhete the Samnites were over¬ 
thrown in both places, and many thoufands of them (lain : For, in Campa- 
via, Valerius after a bloody battel became Mafter of their Camp. In Sam¬ 
nium Cornelius having unwarily led his Army thither where they lay in wait 
for him, P. Deaius a Tribune in the Army, poffeffed himfelf of an hill above 
the Enemy, who much wondring thereat, applied themfelves thither, and 
fo gave liberty to the Conful to draw forth his men into a more conveni¬ 
ent place. Then brake he through, though befieged, whereat the Enemy 
was fo muchaftoniflied, that the Conful falling on obtained fo greataVi- 
idory, that 30000 of the Samnites were (lain. ‘ 

45. This defeat, together with inroades made upon them the next year, 
drew them to make a peace , the Sidicini being lefc to their mercy. They 
defired that the Latines and Campanians might be commanded not to affid 
the Sidicini ; but becaufe the Senate would not deny that thefe Nations were 
under their command, and were alfo afraid to provoke them, fo ambiguous an 
anfwer was made, as the Samnites being left but dubious, the Latines and' 
the other thought themfelves fo far difobliged as to rebel. T. Manlius Tor - 
quatus now Conful the third time, with Decius Mus h s Col!e°ue, was fent 
to.chaftize the Latines .dreams which they both hadjthat one General on 
the one parr, and the Army on the other,belonged to the Dii Manes and Tel- 
lus mater , they agreed, that in what part the Reman Armv ftiould be diftref- 
fed, he under whofe command it was ftiould devote himfelf, and that ftria 
| difeipline ftiould be obferved, fo that all were forbidden to fight without or-

The Latwis being o- 
verthrown were wholly fubdued, and begged Peace; which being given to 
rlv*m though not with the fame conditions to all, Manlius returned, and Was 
rn-cbv ancient men onely, the young ones refufing to do ; him that honour, 
who ever after both hated and curfed him in reference to hts fon. . 

a6 After his return, the Antiates and Ardetues made incurfions into the 
Roman Territories. Being by ficknefle rendred unfit for War, he named 
L. Papyrius Crafjus for Dictator, who appointed L. Papyr.us Lurfor * hus 
Mailer of Horfe-men ; but nothing memorable was done. The Confuls for 
the following year, T. */£millus Mamercus and Q^Pubhus fhtlo , overthrew 
tthrown, the L! ,»«,”who had rebelled becaute of the grounds taken from them. P«l- 
by whofe conduif and mfrcu.m the ViSory Was obtamed, receiving m- 
ro amity ftich Cities as had been worfted v tVEmtltus led the Army agamlt 
Ptdus. which received fupplies from feveral places. Though he had the bet- 
rev in all skirmifhes, yet the Town holding out, and he hearing that his Col¬ 
league was returned home to his deceed Triumph, he alfo left the Siege, and 
departed to demand that honour. The Senate was offended, and denied to 
re- mit him the honour, except Veins was either taken, or furrendred, which 
caufed him out of revenge ail the year following to joyn with the Tribunes a-, 
oainfl the Fathers, his Collegue not oppofing it, becaufe: a Plebeian. The 
Senate having a defire to be rid of them, commanded a Diftator to be named, 

{mt ir belonging to ^milius to name him, he whofe were the Fafces for this 
moneth , named bis Collegue, who appointed Junius Bruns his Matter of 
Horfe-men. And his Di&atorfhip was very grievous to the Nobility, being full 
of inveitives againfl: them, and the procurer of three Laws, whereof the 
lirrt altered the very conftitution of the State. This was, that the Plebifctja 
we veryerm. , ,,. . aUthe Quiritcs , or the whole People, comparing all rankes, arid 

“ decrees. The fecond, that fuch Laws as parted in tht Cemunata Cornua , 

langcd. lbould be propofed by the Fathers before the Suffrage. The third , that one 

of the Centers at leaft fliould be a Plebeian , whereas now it was come to that 
mffc, that both might be fuch. Thus did the Government of Rome devolve 
fall to a Democratical temper, the incereft of the Patrmans being now quite 
broken by the force of the former Law ( which proved as a Ux taltom to 
them, and as a pun'rthment for their rebellion agamft their Kings ) in the, 

416 year of the City, after Vane's account, which fel in with the firft of 
sirfes King of Per ft. t, and the 23 of Philip _King of Macedonia 

47. In the following year, wherein L. Farms Camillas and C Mamus 
were Confuls, Pedm was taken by ftorm, and the Confuls in purfute of the 
Victory fubdued all Latium t for which they triumphed, and had Statues on 
All IM h or fehack fee up in the Forum; an honour but rare in thofe dayes. The fe- 

itttjJued. venl people of hatium, had feveral conditions of Peace fet them. To An- 

tlnm was lent a new Colony, and the old inhabitants were forbidden the Sea, 
had all their long-fhips taken from them, had leave to enter themfelves in the 
Colony, and were made free of the City. The {bips were partly brought in¬ 
to the Roman Arcenal, partly burnt, and with their R°P ra m or beaks was 
die Gallery or Pulpit for Orations adorned, which was built in the Forum; 
whence that Temple was afterwards called Roftra, The year following »- 
The rA- a at a Veftil Nun was buried quick in the Campus Sceleram, which .1 c- 
K ome whence lieve, faith Live, had it's name fromlucejt ; for fo the:faulc of 
fj called, c y in thofe women was termed. And in this fame year Q. Pnblm smio wa 
made the firft Prater out of the Commons; the Senate not regarding now 
what hapned in this kind, becaufe they had been overpowered in tmngs^ 
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greateft confequence. Now alfo a War arofe betwixt the Aunmet and Si- Sh c r - 
dicing whereof the former were conftraincd by the ocher to forfake their an- < 
tient feat , and depart to Sue (fa, which was afterwards called Aarunca. 

The Aar unci had given up themfelves to the Romans , who thereupon order¬ 
ed them relief, but the Confuls deferring it, this fell out in the mean time. 

But the next year the Sidicini and the Aufones who, inhabited Cales were 
overthrown, and Valerius Corvinus now the fourth time Confut for the fol¬ 
lowing year, and the greateft Roman Captain of this time, took Cates alfo, 
where a Colony was placed. In the fecond year after the taking of Cales , 
the Cenfus was folemnized, and two Tribes added, Metia and Scaptia , for 
the newly admitted Citizens: the Acerraniwz re alfo made free of the Ci¬ 
ty, without the privilege of Suffrage, by a Law preferred by L. Papiriw die 
Prator. 

48. In the year following , above 170 women were pur to death for the 
art of poyfoning, being difeovered by a flie Slave, whereas heretofore there 
had been no inquifiti on made after this crime, which therefore was counced 
fuch a prodigie, that a Delator was made for fixing of a nail, which they had 
read in their Annals to have been a remedy for the diftempers of the State, 
when the Commons feparated from the Patritians. For the two fucceeding 
years a War was managed againfl the Pfivemates , who were drawn into it by 
Wir with the VitruviUs V*llw, a man of principal note amongft the Fundani. In the firft 
mirmes. year they were overthrown, in the next he was either taken or delivered up, 
and Privemum either ftormed or furrendred,both being affirmed by Writers, 
of whom Livie is to be confulted : the principal a&ors were together with Vi- q, , 

truvius put to death, and the reft of the Inhabitants made free of the City, y'cl

From the beginning <f the Monarchy of Alexander to hit death, 
containing the fpace of fixyears andten months, 

IcxMfdtr riding hird after Darit/s, came a little after' 
he. had expired, faw the body, and bewailed his death 
with tears: he caft his own Garment over him, and 
Tent him to his Mother 50 be royally interred amongft 
Pi? Anceftors. His brother Oxyashes he received 
incoth^number of his own friends, and miintained 
him in his former Pignjty, Then did he begin to pur* 

. • f but finding that he was fled far before 

into mtna , he left off his purfute, andretumed to tiecatompoli* in Par- 
ma, Where his Soldiers being tickled with * nurlour that the Macedonians

luxury, to which now he began to give way after the ?<»•/«> faflnon. but 
they were at length quieted, and perfwaded by him to perfe&the work thus 
far carried on in A fa. Leaving then Crater us m this Countrey with fome 
Forces, he marched into Hyrcania which ^^r*-<iBr» hid ra Z ed on, who 
Ma'rchrth to yielded it up, and hirhfelf to him. After this he invaded the Mari,, a neigh- 
apirn*. touring people, who, not being wont to be chus provoked by any, made refi- 

fiance with 8 qoo men, and intercepted Bucephalus h\S moft beloved horfe, 
which being given him by Demaratus tteCormthtatt, when unfadled would A M. 3^^ 
Ihffer ncmefocome on his’back, and when adorned, nonebutthe Kinuhim- «.m~* 
feif. whom to receive he bowed down. ^lexandtr exceedingly movea with 
the Ioffe of him , after he had (lain, and taken moft of thefe men, cut down 
all the Trees, and threatned the Nation with utter deftruaion in cafe they 
did not reftore the horfe, fo that for fear they did it, and with him fent their 
Prefents, and asked pardon,by 50 Meflengers. p 

2. Returning back, he received 1500 men which had been fent out of 
Greece to Darius with 90 Ambaffadors. Over this party he made Captain 
Andronicusy who brought them to him, and then went on to Zadracarta, 
the principal Citie of HyrcamUy where he ibid fifteen dayes. Hither i /w- 
, cr t1ic leftris Queen of the Amazons ,is faid, with 300 women,to have: come to have MwU. 
SSSrfAe iffue byhim, which ftory, though it be delivered for a truth by fome, yet is « mhmuA. 
Amayas ever there better ground to fufpe&it, feeing that neither. Ptolomy the fon of ^ 
came to him. i,ae»Sy who was then with him, and wrote his Ails, neither any other good 
Author of thofe times approved of it: and Alexaeder^ himfelf in his Let¬ 
ters to Antipater , wherein he gave him an account of his affairs,mentioned 
hov the Scythian King offered to him his daughter in marriage > but not a 
word of this matter. After this , he returned into PanhUy and purpofing 
now to go againft Belfus (who in Ballria had taken upon him a royal Robe, 
and the name and little of Artaxtrxes King of Perfia) he thence removed 
Hr coineth into the Countrey of the Arii. Sat\barx.anes thp.Governour thereof meet- 
<h" in» him at the City Safi. i,he confirmed him in his place,but after his departure 

Countrey of h c revolted from him, whereby the King was conftrained to march back a- 
thc Ani. oainll him, which he hearing fled with 2000 men towards Beffus \ fo as 

Alexander following him fome time, but in vain, reduced the Countrey to , 
obedience, and returned to his former expedition. Then came he into the 
Countrey of the Zarang&i, which was governed by one Barfaentes y who ha¬ 
ving had ah hand in the murther of Darius , how fled mojnditty whence he 
Th« Of tht was afterwards fent, and put to death. Here in this Land of the Zaran j a, 
zmxai. (or Drmga) vyas a confpiracy againft Alexander drfeovered; firftby Dym- 
tins to Nicomachuj, who though he fwore fecrecy, communicated[it to \Ze- 
ballinus his brother. Zcballinus (or Ceballinus) acquainted with it Phtlotat 
the fon of Parmenio , who, delaying to tell it to the King, either through 
heedlefneffe, or on purpofe, thereby procured the deftru&ion of himfelf and 

^m^For, Ceballinus fufpeainghim to be in the plot, becaufeof his de¬ 
lay, difeovered the matter to Metro a young Nobleman, and Matter of the 
Armbry, Who acquainting the King therewith, he prefently caufed them all 
to be apprehended. Dymints knowing wherefore he was called, killed him- ^cartim 
felf. Ceballinus catt all the blame upon PhilouUy who denied not that he M.t.&r 
had been told of fuch a bufineffe, but faid he revealed it not to the King m^& 
onely through neglect, and becaufe he efteemed it of no confequence. Being 
Vhtiautt put brought to the Rack, he either confeffed the thing as it was, or feigned a fto- ^^JiU 
to death for rv» and wrongfully accufed himfelf to efcape the extremity of Torment V afc- 
Trcalon, ter vvhich he was put to death. Now was Parmenio his father, a man of 7° 
vears of a^e, Governour of Medity one who had done efpecial fervice for 
the King, and blaster Philip. Alexander , either for that he feared he 
vyas privy to the-cotUptracy^, or thought it not fafe that he fhould outliye his 
And Parmenio f ons f enc orie away with fpeed,vvho delivering a counterfeited Letter to 
his Father. h ; m ^ f ' rom Phii 0tat flew him as he read it. Amongft others that were foot 

to 
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to death for this confpiracy, was Alexander Lyncefles the fon-in-law of An- 
, tipatefy who Had confpired the definition both of Philip and Alexander , and 
for his treafon been kept in durance now three years. This being done, the 
r king proceeded in his Expedition againft Bejfus. 

4. Though the Soldiers condemned Parmenio and his Son while living, yet 
th$y pittied them when dead, and conceived great indignation againft their 
Judges. ^/tfArWfrunderftandingthis, that he might know their feveral 
minds, gave out, that he was fending into Macedoninty and wHofoever would, 
might have an opportunity thereby to write to their friends. By their Letters, 
all which he caus’d to be opened, he knew who were difeontenred and ready 
to Mutiny, and all thofe he gathered into one company, left they ftiould cor¬ 
rupt the reft, fetting over them one Leonidas , an intimate friend of Pa>me- 
n 0. The King in his March came to the Country of the Arimafpi, oCAg.rL 

afp*y called alfo Euergeta by Cyrus the Great; for that when he went againft Diodorus ut 
the Scythians % they furnifiied him with Provifions in his great neceffity* ■ He f rilts : ... 
ufed them very curteoufly, beftowing upon them Mony, and as much Ground Cu t m “ s U7 ‘ 
as they would ask, which was riot much: And here he heard that Satibarzanesy Amams 
being returned from BeJpUy had withdrawn the Arii from obedience. Againft ’ - 

him he fent 6000 Greekilli Foot and600 Horfe, under the command of 
Erygius and others, who joyning Battel with him, he pulled down his Hel¬ 
met, and challenged any one to a Angle Combat. Erygius accepting of the 
Challenge, flew him in the place, and then his Soldiers, who had followed 
him rather by confiraint, than out of any goodwill, yielded themfelves. 

Thc h K j i ng a , Alexander having ftaid among the Euergeta 60 days,pafled on, and in his way 
5 Beffus ." fi'hdued the Gedroftans , the Drangi and Dragogiy as alfo Arachofiety where 
he got that Army into his power of which Parmenio had the command , con¬ 
fiding of 6000 Macedonians) and 200 Gentlemen,befides 5000 other Greek /, 
and 600 Horfe. 

5. The next People he pafled through were the Paropami/ada. This be¬ 
ing in the^ Winter-feafon, his Army differed extreamly through the coldnefle

w Arms,who thinking Alexander would rather turn towardsA/^/<e than come vie. 4 it. 

againft them , kept with Beffus , till they plainly perceived that the King in- dlexandri 9. 
vaded their Country : Theq^ they all Betook them to their own homes, and 
Beffus with his other followers pafled over the River Oxm into the Country 
of the Sogdiansy being ftill accompanied with Spitamenes and Oxyartes , i n 
j ,, whofe fidelity he confided. But Alexander invading Baltyi*, after he had ta- 

nvactrt ken divers Cities, had the whole Country yielded to him ; after which he paf- 

fed ro the great River Oxus , ■. but in his way was fo dittreffed for water, that 
his Army languifiaed ; and when it came at the River, fo many drunk ipcem- 
perately , that he loft more men thereby than he had formerly, done in any 
Bfirtel. Ere he pafled the.River, hefent home 960 Macedonians and Thejpt- 
nans , the former being old and wounded , and the later the remnant of the 
Volunteers: thofe he rewarded,and gave thanks to fuch of the reft that remain¬ 
ed as were willing to ferve in the Wars yet behind. He pafled over the River 
upon Skins and Bladders joyned together, wanting materials to make a 1 better 
Bridge , and came to the place where be heard Beffus lay with all his Forces. 

Bejfus was nowforfaken By his friends, for Spitamenes confpiring againft 
him with Dataphemes and CataneSy fnatched rhepiadem from his head, tore 
Dartus his Roab from off his back, and gave notice to Alexander , that if he 
would fend afiy of his Captains with fome. Forces they would' deliver him up. 
deliver Alex ** Aer fent Ptolomie the fon of Lagus and one of his Guard , who 
td up to hi in ’ broi, ght him to his prefence in an Halter, whence he was delivered to Oxyar - 
' tes the brother of Darius , to be tormented to death in that place where he had 
moft wickedly flain his Soverain, his Lord and Mafter. . 

6. About this time he utterly deftroyed theCiry of the Branchida , with 

all its Inhabitants, in revenge for a fault committed 150 years before.. For, l4 , 0 * II,€Sr ’

He <feftroyeth Xerxes flying out of Greece, they betray’d the Treafures of Didymaan Ay olio 
the Bwchid*. j mo hi s hands; and for this, not daring to flay behind, they left Miletus and 
followed him, who gave them this place, where their Pofterity dearly paid for 
their fault. After this, he marched to the River Tan au , ( another chan that 
which fevereth Europe from A fid) falling down from the Mountain Caucafus 
inro the HyrcAnianSez. Here fome of his Soldiers going forth to gather for¬ 
age, were intercepted by the Enemy, which to the number of 20 or 30000 
becook himfelf to an Hill, and thence was beaten down and wafted to 8000, , 

yet with great difficulty, and hazard to the King himfelf, who received a 
, wound in his thigh. Thence in four days he marched in a Litter to Maracan - 
MwmmaT. da, the chief City of Sogdiana , where leaving a Garrifon, he over-ran the 
. neighbouring Territories; and ftiortly came an Ambaflage from the Scythians, 
called A bn, who thereby gave up themfelves into his powers But in the mean 
time the Barbarians of Maracanda flew the Garrifon of the Macedonians , 
being > together with thegreateft part of the Sogdians , drawn back by thofe 
that too YBefius, who alfo drew to their party fome of the Batlrians and Su¬ 
fi ans. Alexander fent to fupprefle them Spitamenes and Cattnes , who had 
delivered up Beffus ; but they confirmed them in their Rebellion, and became 
Leaders in the Revolt, giving out, that the BaRria* Horfe was fent for by the 
King on purp ofe to be made aWay. 

7. To reduce thefe Revolters , Alexander prefently fent Craterm , wno 
belieged Cyropolis the chief Cicy,fo called, becaufe built by Cyrus the Great; 
and he himfelf befieged another called Gaz.a, which he took, and put all of 
ripendffe of age to the fword, for a terror to their Country-men. After this 
he reduced feveral Other Cities, and then went totheaffiftance of Crater us 
' agiinftCrropo/w, which was defended by 18000 men. Here he loft mahya 
valiant Soldier, andbyaftroak of a ftone on h'tf neck was fell’d down fenf- 
lefs; but this increafedhis naturaLvigor, fo that out of indignation he fee fu- 
rioufly on, and prefently t6ok the place. Eight thoufand of the Inhabitants 
were flain, and tne reft retiring into the Caftle, fhortly after yielded for want 
of water; and then one City remaining onely of feven, whither the Barbarians 
had fled, he reduced that alfo in a flaott time. Spitdmertes now had (hut him¬ 
felf up \n Maracanda , where he befieged the Macedonians in the Caftle. 

Againft him he fent a Party, and began to build a City upon the.River 7 anau, 
which being raifed in few days, with a wall fix miles in compaffe, he called 
after himfelf Alexandria. His defigft was tp havea convenient Fortreffe 
for the Invafion of Scythia, which the Scythian King, inhabiting beyond the 
River, fufpeaing, fent his brother with a party of Horfe to beat away the AnimU 
Macedonian forces, and demolifti it. Comming to the narroweft place of the 
River, they not onely caft over their Darts, but opprobrious fpeeches, which 
foincenfed Alexander , as though he was extream ill, and for fome time had 
nor been able as much as to fpeak to his Soldiers, yet he refolved topaffe over 
againft them. 

8. With admirable induftry he got over his men, partly in Boats, and part- 
Mftvchctn a- iy upoo Bladders, notwithftanding the earneft oppofttion of the Enemy , 
tbiaas r whom he put to the Rout, and, though he was very much indifpos’d in his own 

perfon, purfued them 80 furlongs, then fainting, he commanded his men to 
follow the chaceas long as the day would permit. The want of water 
in this place Was fuch , that the Army was thereby exceedingly di- 
ftrefs’d , and the King himfelf drinking of fome that Was corrupt, fell into a 
Diarrhea. But not long after the Scythians fent toexcufe themfelves, deny¬ 
ing that the War had been undertaken by their general content , but onely by 
a certain party that lived upon robbery. Giving themtelves up into his hands, 
he difmifs’dthe Ambaffadorscourceoufly, and with them the Prifoners he 
had taken. By this time Spitamenes had cut off the party fent againft him , 

Which Alexander underftanding , in three days time marched 1500 furlongs 
to Maracanda , whither he had notice that he was returned j but hearing of 
theKings commihg, he fledamain, and Was purfufed forfortie time, but to no 
|H»rpofe, Alexander then dividing his forces, 'over-ran the Country which 
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hjd revolted, and gave command, that all of ripe age Ihould be put to the 
fWord, for a.terror to others.,.by which fevericy fell laoooo of the Inhabi¬ 
tants of Sogdiana. Leaving Pencel am there wich 3000 Foot, he departed to 
Jtaflra, ( a City fo called from the River Battms which runneth through it, 
being o^herwife named Zanafpa )where he caiifed Befits to be brought to the 
head of his Army: Here he made his note and ears to be Cut off, and then fent 
timto Ecbatane to be judged and executed by Sentenced a Council of 
Medes and Pjrfians. Thu?, Diodorus relateth the the ftory; ; but Plutarch 
wriceth, chat by Alexanders command, the boughs of two Trees being firft 
draiyrt together, and he made fa'ft to them both, they then, were fuffered to , 
return-to their natural fite, and'he was thereby pulled affunder. 

' ‘. p. Having much encreafed hjs forces by the comming in of frefh fupplie.s, Anmns.

or if this liked him not, he delired, that the principal Macedonians about him F ‘ * 
mighr contrail affinity with his.Nation; moreover be offered to come in per¬ 
ron and receive his commands. After this, Alexander hunted in the Forreft of 
Bavaria, which.had been untouched for four Ages. Herein a Lion coming up¬ 
on him yLyfimachus (who afterwards reigned, and had flain a Lion ere this ) 

‘ Went aboutto ftaye him off; but the King forbad him,and receiving the Beaft, 

- flew him at one ftroak. Four hundred Beads,more being killed , he feafted his 
whole Army, and.again repaired id Maracanda, where he flew Clytus. 

, • J?. In a Feaft (to which he had invited him ) being heated with Wine, he l lem - ,b,A - 
fell of commending his own aa*, and therein foared fo high, as to fpeak fcotn- i mams r f'f' 
fully of the things performed by his father Philip. Clytus having alfo drunk q£% l 1 ' 
Efficiently was net led with this,. and defending Philip , in his replies plainly 
, reproached Alexander ; vyho therefore ran him through and killed him out¬ 
right, having a little before defigned him to the Government' of Sordiana in 
the room, of Artaba^ut, who excufed himfelf by his old age; For£ein° the 
(on of Dropis, and brother to Hellanica Alexander’ sNurfe, he had clone 
pod fervice to both Kings, and was now an old Soldier. Alexander 9 when 
he came to himfelf, confidering what he had done, would have made wiy for 
following him by his own hands, and when he was hindred by his friends from 
violent attempts, would have,done it by falling four days. On the fifth, his ‘ 
attendants brake into his Tenr, and comforting him, caufed himtoeac. The 
Macedonians judged Clytus rightfully put to death, and decreed he Ihould 
not be buried; but he commanded this Lift office to be performed to him. 

Leaving a good QliVrd with Canus to defend Sogdiana , and take Spitamenes 
if he fliould come rhit way in Winter, he marched to Xenippa , where, after 
a fliarp Encounter, he received the Battria» Exiles, who having revolted had 
betaken themtelves to that place, lying upon the confines of Scythia. In the ^ 

Spring following, being the 10th. year of his Reign, he fee upon a Fort in v\ VA'ii 
Sogdiana,. fituate upon, a Rock, foftrong by Nature through its exceffive Akxand, »©' f 
heighch, diit the Defendants counted it invincible, ( many having fled thither 
out of the Country ) and upon his fummons, Arimaz.es the Governor, who. 
held it with thirty thoufand armed men , demanded if the Macedonians could, 
flie ? But he propoted large rewards to fuch as would firft mounc it, whereby 
certain young men being animated, made a ftaife to climb and help one ano-' 
ther .up, and being got to the top, the befieged>vere amazed, and, thinking their 
number greater than it was, yielded the place. In this Fort amongft others

14, After this, he took Ba<,ira , and Nora ms forfaken by it’s defen¬ 
dants, who betook themfelves to a ftcong rock called Aotnos. This place 
was exceedingly fenced by it‘s wonderful height, and the River Indus which 
ran, by one fide of it} as alfo by deep pits and craggierocks, by reafon 
whereof the report went * that Hercules himfelf attempted* but could not 
take it. The ltory of Hercules inflamed the King with adefire to matter it, 
who having firtt taken feyeral other places, brought his forces, and by means 
. of an old;man who fliewed him the onely paflage, clofely befieged ic. By 
, incredible diligence hefilled<up the ditches, fp as he could bring his men to 
fight, but yec he was not able to fiorm the Rock, and therefore refolved to 
ftarve them out, leaving away for theiti efcapej and they; feeing bis refoluti- 
on, took the advantage, but many were (lain in the perfute. Taking order 
then for the full clearing of the Country, he pafled onto the River ^ l»dus % 
near to which he hunted'Elephants, ima continuing in t he plain? thirty dayes 
for the refrefhrnenc of his Army, facrificed to his gods, and celebrated games 
and exereifes. Now Hephtftio* ini Perdiccas had finittied all things necef- 
fary for parting the River; and not of this onely, but others alfo with one 
(almoft) and the fame labour. For, divers Rivers tuning through India (as 
befides Copbtner, Cots, and Indus i tfjdafpes, Aceft»cs % Hyarm, Hy- 
pamsy and Ganges ft) they fo framed the boats, as they might eafily be ta¬ 
ken in pieces, and being corlveied in eariages , be as eafily, upon occafion, 
again joyned together. :, ; • 

In the eleventh year of his, reign, add the fourth after the death of 
Croflcth the •P Aritts '» m the Spring, Alexander pafled 'over the River !*dm> and was 
Rivet ludus ’received above his expeftations.

Country, had perfwaded his Father when yet living tofubmit himfelf, and uow ot. i$. a* 3. 
having fuceeded in the Kingdom met him in the way, and gave, ic up into his c -

Coming to *1 axil a the Metropolis, he was fumpeuoufly entertained, and re¬ 
ceiving great gifts, gave alfo very liberally, to the difdain o. : thofe aboujc him, 
of whom Mtleaytr in his cups congratulated with him, chat at length in In¬ 
dia he had found a man. worthy to receive from him in way of free gift 10.00 
Talents. Alexander rememhring how he had repented tfie- killing qf Cl/tus, 
contained himfelf, but not impertinently anfwered him, that Saviors men 
are nothing elfe than their arttn torment : The next day Akifarvf King; of 
the Indians inhabiting the mountains, and who together with had wars 

. with Taxi Its, by Ambattidors gave up himfelf and Kingdom. Alexander 
leaving a Garrifon in Taxila y marched towards the Riveri Hydafpes r beyond 
which reigned Poms Thinking by the terror of his. name to affright this 
Prince into obedience, he fenc to him beforehand, willing him to pay tribute, 
and meet him on the froneires of his Kingdom, to which he anfwered, that 
he would do the later onely, and that armed. Near unto Perns reigr.ed .apo- 
ther of his name, and his Nephew, who out of. hatred, to him, fenc Ambalfa- 
dors, and gave up all he had into the hands of Alexander.

t 9 . Alexander ftirred from this place > Ilepbafiion returned to him r u 
from his expedition, ( having fubdued in a great compare that way he vbTorut 
was fent) whom he received with honor fuitable to his worth. Afterward he Animas 
departed into the Kingdom of Phegens (or Pbegelus ) who alfo fubmitted him- 
felf, and receiving the Conqueror, entertained him very magnificently. Af¬ 
ter cwo days he marched toward the River Hyphafu (or Hyparis) taking 
Phegcus and Porus along with him. At the River fide he enquired of Phe- 
2 idie C Ea-^^ J whac C° untries Ia y beyond it? Heanfwered , That there was a vaft 
Lta limit of WildernelTe of 11 or 12 days journey, and next to that ran the River Ganges, 
hi* Expediti- beyond which inhabited, befides others, the Gangarida , over whom rei«ned 
on. Agyrammes (or Xan dr awes ) provided of 20000 Horfe, 200000 Foot, aBove 

2000 Chariots, and about-4000 Elephants. Thefe things feemtng incredible 
to the Macedonians , he asked Poms at the truth of them, who confirmed 
what the other had faid as to the ftrength of that King, but withall added * 

That being by a Barber begotten on the Queen , who had killed her Husband 
that he might reign, he was for this caufe defpifed by his People. Alexander 
now confidered the labors and perils undergone by his Soldiers, who from the 
beginning of his reign had followed him eight years; withall, how of late for 
70 days together they had been forely diflrefledby Rain, Thunder, and 
Lighthing; that he might oblige them,he gave them the plunder of the enemies 
Coiintry, being very rich, and in their abfence gratifi’d their wives and chil¬ 
dren. Then after their return to the Camp* with a premeditated Oration he 
laboured to per fwade them to undertake the War with him againft the Gan - 
dkrida , but in vain. 

20. For, Canus rhefon of Poly crates , anfwered him in fuch a manner, as 
he might eafily perceive how contrary the affe&ions of the Soldiers were to 
the Expedition. After which, as Arrianusmivtth , he kept himfelf clofe in 
his Pavillion for three days , ^nd would admit none of his friends to his pre¬ 
fence. Then fending for his Officers, he told them, That feeing the minds of 
his men were averfe from proceeding any further, he intended to return home; 
yet,. ere this, he had facrifized fot paffing oyer the River, but finding that the 
Intrals of the Beaft were not lucky , he fetled himfelf in a purpofe to retreat. 

He caufed twelve large Altars of fifty cubits beighch, like to fome warlike 
Towers, to be ere&ed near the River, whereon he facrifized according cojihe 
cuftom of his Country, and he celebrated Games in the grounds adjoyntn^. 

After this hecaufed to be made a Ditch 15 foot broad and 10 foot deep 0 *, 
whereon, of the earth, he raifed a confiderable Wall, making the compaffe of 
his Camp feem threfefdd lhrgfcr thap indeed it was. He commanded the 
Foot, that each one in his Tent fhould get two Eiedfteads of five cubits apiece, 
and the Horfemen to make theirs with the Mangers of their Horfes as bi<* 
again aS they were wont to be. He caufed Arms, Bridles, and other things to 
be framed after the fatne proportion , to amufe pofterity with afalfe appea¬ 
rance of a Gigantick proportion of his own perfon and his followers. 

Herctrcatcth. *i. He returned the fame way became, feeling the Government of the 
Provinces in his paflage, till he arrived at the River Hydafpes . Ever fince hij 
departure hence, the weather had been rainy , which fpoiled much of his new 
City Bucephalaa ; but he caufed it to be repaired ; and here died Cams his 
trufty and faithful friend, but one who had grieved him by his Anfwer to bis 
Jate Oration. Down this River Hydafpes he refolved , according ro his for¬ 
mer purpofe, to fail into the Southern Ocean, and therefore providing for 
fuch places as he fhould leave, he recohciled Porus an djaixiUs by affinity 
contra&ec] betwixt them, and made the former,King, not of that Country one- 
ly lying betwixt Aceftnet and Hydafpks, which formerly be had given to 
him, but alfo of fuch free Natiohs , as lyirig betWixt Act fines and Hyphafis 
hfehad lately fubdued. . Riving iricreafed his Army by a new fupply fent him 
out of the Weft, he divided it into three parts, wtaeof two he committed.

By this time thbfe three that 
mounted theVvafl after him were got down, and fought ftoutly for him, of 
whom Abreas was (hot in the face and fell; the King alfo in the bread with 
an Arrow,virhich 1 piercing through his Armor near his Pap. fome affirmed, that 
blood and breath iffued together out of the wound-, ana he fwooned, being 
covered by PtMcjiet with nts (Held. Now ^'Macedonians brake into the 
Caftlei and 'put all ro the fword, fparing neither Sex nor Age. They carried 
their King out on a Target, not knowing whether he was alive or dead ; but 
fliortly after he came to himfelf , and his wound was dreffed , ( fome fay by 
Cn^«/«/thePhyfician, others by Perdiccas) out of which much blood if- 
fuing, he ftvooned again, and that very thing (launched the bleeding. While 
he flayed a little in this place, a report flew to the Army then lyin° with the 
Fleet at the meeting of the two Rivers Jlydraotes and - Acefines , that he was 
dead, and it gained fuch belief ;, that the Letters he fent were taken but ad 
counterfeit. Therefore he halted to the Camp, where he prefented himfelf to 
the view of them all there. , 

25. Having cfcaped this great danger amongftthe Mailt , (foramongft 
them it was, ahd not amongfl the Oxy draco as foipe have iniftakeff) and re¬ 
turned to his Fleet, he failed down the River, and on the fourth day came to 
a place forfaken of its Inhabitants , but convenient for to make fome flay in. 
Here he refted many days for the better curing of his wounds, and employed' 
hismen this while in building of fhips. Hither the Mali* and Oxydraco fent 
to ask pardon, and fubmic tnctnfelves. After which he failed further, and 
came to the confluence of Hy dr notes and Ace fines , the former whereof lofeth 
it felf in the later. Proceeding furcher, he came through Ace fines into Indus , 
Siileth into fubduing a certain People in his way who lived in a Free State; and here he 
nht. made Philip 'Governor of the Mails and Oxydraco ,, with all the Country 
down to this place, wherein he alfo gave order for a City to be built. Fol¬ 
lowing on bis voiage , he arrived at the Country of the Sanbeft *, ( or Sa- 
braco) who living alfo in a popular way of Government, were very populous 
and flrong, and hearing of his coming had got together 60000 Foor, and hear 
8000 Horfe, but upon a fight of his Fleet they let fall their courage, and fent 
fifty of their principal men ro ask peace. From this place on the fourth day 
he came to the feat of the Sogdxy who alfo yielded themfelves; and here by 
Upon which the River Indus he caufed to be built another Alexandria , which he furniflv 
hcbuildcth an ed vyith convenient Havens and Arfenals. Thence he failed, down with fuch 
Mnxnim , expedition into the Country of Muficanus , that he was upon him ere he 
and fubduccii heard of his coming ; therefore the Indian met him with fuch gifts as his 
n 9 tmt > Country afforded,, and gave up himfelf with all he had into his hands, ac¬ 
knowledging his faulc that he had no fooner done ir, 

26. Having here commanded Teryefles , whom he had fee over the Paro- 
parmfitdo , to'be put to death, for abufing that People by a covetous and 
tyrannical Government, he caufed a Fort to be raifed in the chief City of 
Muficanus, wherein he-lefc a Garrifon, becaufe the place feemed very con¬ 
venient for keeping the neighbouring Nations in obedience. Leaving Mttfi- 
canus in his former power, though not authority , he failed down to the 
• Profit , another Indian Nation, over which ruled Oxycamts. Here he ftormed 
two Cities, in one whereof their King being retired into the Caftle , fent co 
himcobeg pardon , but coo lace; for ere the Meffengers could come at 
Alexander) two Towers fell down, which made way for the Macedonians , 
^ioxjemts. who.entring, killed Oxycamts amongfl the reft ; which being reported to the 
’ other Cities, they all yielded themfelvesy . After this he came into the bor¬ 
ders of the Brachmans , whofe King Sabus (or Sambas) caufed the Gates of 
his principal City to be opened , but afterwards revolted at the inftigacion 
of his Subje&s, fome of whom paid dearly for it in a certain City wherein 
they were 1 taken, Sambus himfelf vyith. thirty Elephants efcaping. Some of 
them were upon pain of death to anfwerto certain hard Quettions, which 
S f f having 
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hjvino done, they were difmiffed with rewards, « rhumb informeth us. 
But ere this, Mufictnmt had revolted, againfl whom was font, who 
overpowering him took himptifoner. He was Crucified in his own Own- 
trey by Alexander's Command, with all fuch Brachmam as had drawn him 

t0 v7?Returnin» to the River Indm. in the fourth day he came to a Citie of 
rheli-4 chmam, called Hamaielea, the inhabitants whereof hearing that he 
was invincible, pollened the heads, of their Arrows, trading to thenown va¬ 
lour, and the natural ftrength of the place.

Alexander reftored, andfonthim back, commanding 
him to provide all neceflyie* for his Armv; but failing down r uche he 
found that he had left the Citie, and retired to the Mountains, with all his 
fubjeas.both of Town and Conmrey. Alexander Jt nt fome horf-mOT m 
perfwade them to return, which accordingly diverfe did. Thendidbeorder

gether with Ifauria ; and Car into Caffunder. Menander was confirmed in Antechrl ft“ m 
the Government of L/d/4 given him by Alexander. Thelfleof Cyprus re- \ t 
mained in the power of certain Governours to which he had granted it; and ’ ' 
all that part of his Empire from Babylon Eaftwacd continued in the Hate 
wherein he left it. Thus was his Dominions difpofed of otherwife than he Diodorus 1 zo 
intended, for one telleth us that he made a Will , which he delivered to the ad ot.11 8. 
Rhodians, and another affirmeth, that thereby all was given to one onely Sue- 
ceflor. After this his Funerals were thought of, his body having lyen feven Ammian '‘s 
dayes negle&ed. Yec no corruption had feized on it, and it looked as frefli '* lAr ' ' 
in the face as though it had been living, which as it’s faid made the <^£gypti- j H p\ n% 
and Chaldeans afraid to touch it; but having prayed that mortals might cunius l 10 
lawfully do it , they embalmed, and after that adorned it with royal En- Diodom ad 
figns. The care 'of the burial was committed to one Aridatts (not the King, olymp. 114. 
though fome have fo miftaketi) another of the Captains, who fpent two years ann l - & 3 * 
in making preparation for it, which made Olympias tax the late ambition 
of her fon, ana bewail his misfortune together in the fame fpeech, as * Elian 4 ^ 
obferveth. For, the burial of Atexandcrms to be u{hered in by the Funerals 
of many of his followers. uo.13. c. io . 

TM/owyget- q. Ptelomynot poffelfion of Egypt without any trouble, and fetled him- 
tttlt poflTeffion felf therein, partly by his fair carriage towards the Inhabitants, and partly by 
«W- the power of an Army, which he raifed by the virtue of 8000 Talents. 

Hearing that ferdiccas had an intention to deprive him of his Government 
he contracted affinity with Ant’ipater , and making away Cleomtncs his Lieu-, 
tenant, becaufe he was much addicted to the Protetlor , fortified the Coun¬ 
trey. Antipater was now imployed in the Lamian War again ft the Athene- 
IkLmM ans and t AEtolians, who refuted to receive their Exiles , as was hinted he¬ 
wn in Greece, fore, and fo fiiftrefled him in battel, that he was forced to fly to Lamia, aCi- 
tieof Pthiotis. Here Leoftbenes the Athenian General befieged him; but 
when he perceived him forfaken by the ^ALtolians he iffued out, and flew him 
in the charge, being an excellent Soldier, and one who had deferved well 
of Greece. Leonatus Governour of the lefler Phrygia, allured by promife of 
his daughter, came over to help. Antipater ; but marching through Thefaly 
was driven into a Fen by the Ortolans , and there (lain. At his mifliap An- 
' tipater (who coming thither the day after, united his Forces with his own) 
is faid to have rejoyced, becaufe he had determined to make himfelfMafter 
of Macedonia. At this time Perdiccas taking the King along Vyith him, went

5. After this begun the Civil Wars betwixt the Captains themfelves. 

Civil Wars For , Perdiccas breathing after the Soveraigncy, and knowing how able the 
Capta^ the 2 tfler were t0 witfiftand him,, grudged Ptolomy exceedingly the poffeffion of 
r am »* Egypt, and through the.perfwafion of Eumenes procured much enmity, in viod. 

that having married Nicaa the daughter of Antipater, by his advice, he re- 
folved to put her away, and take Cleopatra tp ; . wife, the daughter of Philip, Amamis. 
and fitter to Alexander . This being made known to Antigonus , he certified a H n- m { . ' 
Antipater of it* and being calumniated by Perdiccas (who intended to make J * .• 
him away) he fled,unto him, with Pemetriut his fon. Perdiccas confuting 
with his Officers what In this cafe was to be <k>ne, refolved ’ firft to fet upon 
Egypt , left Ptolomy during his abfence in Greece, lliould feize upon Afia. 

Ptidituu go- ^°d to keep Afia againft Anttpater Hn& Craterus, he left Eumenes with 
ttli againft large power over the Provinces., joyning with him'-^/ww. hisown brother, 
iitlmy. and Neoptolemus. Perdiccas taking along with him Aridaus the King, and

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young Alexander now born of Roxane (who was eight moneths gone with 
child of him when his Father died) for a more fpecious pretence, marched 
agiinft Ptolemy. Antipater, and Crater us, hearing how things went, clap¬ 
ped up a Peace prel'ently with th.e ^/Etoliant, and leaving Polyjperchon to go- a. m.

vern Mace Aetna and Greece , paffed over the Hellefpont, and clifpatched away 0 /. 114,4* 4, 
meffengets to Ptolomy to enter into a league and fodety with him.

, 6 . A Ice: as, with chofe Macedonians he commanded, flatly refufed to fight rptoitm -b 
againft them ; and Neoptolemtu envying Enmities the chief command, plain- 
_ lv revolted. After this, fome were fent to feel Eumenes, but he anfwered, 
bvhiminAdx c ^ ac would rather die than betray his truft, whereupon Antipater and Cra- 
j.cttcth W tei m divided their Forces. Amt pater marched towards %/Egjpt to joyn with 
better. Ptolomy , and Craterut ftaied to oppofe Eumenes, with whom fightinginC<if>- 

padocia , his Horfe ftumbled, and he was run through with a Lance, and after 
the fight died of the wound: Ncoptolcmns alfo graplingwith Eumenes was 
(lain by him. By this time Perdiccas with the two Kings came to Peluftum 
in <Ar.gy?t-> where though Ptolomy purged hirafelf of the crimes obje&ed 
againft him, yet he would purfue his enterprlKe, though contrary to the incli¬ 
nation of his Soldiers, his end being hereby to be brought about. Divers of 
his friends prefently forfookhim ; yet hefet upoha Caftel near the Nile , 
and not being able to.gain it, marched aWay and came over againft' Memphis, 

‘ where the River parting into two ftreams, maketK an Ifland very convenient 
for the lodging of his Army. Endeavouring to bring his men into it, he loft 
aoo in the Ford, for that thofe who* firft waded over io Removed the find at 
the bottom, that the River wa$ too deep for fuch as foltowed. Yet did he com¬ 
mand thofe who had got fafe over to return; of whom part were drowned, 
fome ,caried down the ft ream to the Enemie , and others beirig toffed to and 
fro in the River were devoured by Crocodils. By this imprudent aft the 
Ta diccas flain. m j n ds of his followers were fo turned againft him, that 100 of his chief Of- ! 

fleers revolting, he was flain by certain Horfe-men, after he had continued inEumt. 
in his power almoft three years. * One reporterh, that he was flain at the Ri¬ 
ver Nile by Seleucus and Antigonus. 

7. Ptolomy came over to the Kings, whom with the Officers he magnifi¬ 
cently entertained, and then an election bein® to be made of a new Gover¬ 
nor for them in the room of Perdiccas , though he could eafily have procured 
himfelf to be chofen , yet he got two others elected, viz. Pit hot* one of 
Alex Wer’smoft intimate friends,, and Aridaus, who having the care of the 

Aridatach o- fun > raJ committed to him, had at the defire of Ptolomy buried the King’s bo- 
fen into hit dy at Memphis, againftthe will of Perdiccas . The Army now being dif- 
placc. pleafed at the death of* Crater us, declared Eumenes an Enemy , and chofe 
A«d Eumcncs Antigonus togetherwith Antpater Generals for the fubduingof him. But 
declared an p. ( atK j Arid ant held not their places long, for Eurydiee the wife of Art- 
/-Sriaycth the King, being a woman of a notable fpirit, would have nothing done 
dovwi ist V withput her knowlege, and grew fo intolerable, that Pitbon therewith wea- 
tipntc/' ehofen tied, and feeing the Macedonians too much addicted to her, called the Sol- » 
into hi$ place. diets together, and laid down his ProceOtorfhip. Into his room then Antipater 
was ele&ed with full power. 

8. A giinft him alfo Eurydiee raifed fuch a Sedition in the Army, taking M g 
occafion at the want ofpay, that with much ado he efcaped the danger of his 

life, by the means of Atitigotms and Selettcus . ' After this, he anew divided y'c. 434. 
fuch Provinces as he Caw convenient, placing and difplacing Governours. He Ttelm. 4 - 
created Antigonus General againft Pumenes, fending his own fon Cajfander 
He createth as Collonel with him, by whom he might be certified, in cafe he attempted 
Antigonus any thing for his own eftahlifliment; and then with the two Kings he marched 
G a 7 nft Macedonia. Eumenes having intelligence concerning thefe Councils, made 

' preparations poftible for refinance., * In the Spring Antigonul came againft 

him into Cappadocia ,where he firft attempted by Libels thrown into his Camp, 
to draw his Soldiers from, their obedience, offering a great reward for his head. 

Eumenes gave.his Soldiers.thanks for their fidelity, but told them, that thefe 
Libels were feigned by himfelf to try them, which was a notable device (and 

. of 


.of <fuch he was full) to make them wary of giving credit to fuch for the time 
*6 come. Yet fome proved falfe to him, as one Perdiccas, who drew awav 
*cohfiderable party,, but waspurfued and taken, and being put to death, the 
Soldiers returned to obedience. But ^4 follonides his General of the Ho^fc 
tumult wor- didmoft mifehief, for being corrupted by Amigonm , when they came'to 
fcd through joyabattel he raffed over mth.his Troops to him, whereby Ettmms had the 
ircachery. worft of it, and loft about 8000 nien, with his Cariages* 

9- Apollonidfs the Traytor he caught and hanged: then, flying a private 
way, he returned to the Camp, and there buried his dead, to the wonder 
and amazement of the Enemy, after which he could have pluridred the carri¬ 
ages of Antigonus but for burthening his Soldiers with the booty. Bein'* 
driven to artd.fro in this flight, at length he betook himfelf to a Cartel called 
Nora, fituace in the Confines of ( Cappadocia and Lycaonia, and difmiffed all 
his Army, except 500 Horfe-irten, and 200 Foot, as alfo fuch friends as were 
unwilling to undergo the hardfhip of a Siege. Antigonus before he would 
.lay clofe fiege to the place, called him forth to a Treaty, requiring him to 
come to him a Superiourj to which he anfwered, that he accounted no man 
Befiegcd in hts Super tour fo long as he had a Eward by his fide. This parley, though ma- 
naged with much refpea, critic to nothings and ^titigontu leaving r party 
fumdent to carry on the Siege, marched againft Alcetas and Attains, two of A • w . Q/ . 
Eumenes his confederates, whom he fuppreffed. About this time Amipater oln^aai 
J . died in Macedonia, and at his death more fwayed by the Publick <>ood thin y’c «« ’ * 
a?leave!h Poljfperchon (who after himfelf was the° oldeft of vtolm ' 1-

Amongft thefe was^ Ptolomy, whom he defired that he 
would fend him fome fliips out of ;Phoenicia (f or all that Country, together 
with Jt*daa, \\Qe had. now got into his power) into the Hellefpont ° But 
the death of Antipater ftrangely alfo made way for the inlargemene of 
Eumenes , v 

■ IO * For, Antigonus now being left chief in Afia , thought of no Icifle 
than getting it all intd his. power, and for that end ftrove to ingratiate himfelf 
with the feveral Captains,. Judging that the conjunftion of Eumenes might 
be.of great advantage to h’rti, he fent Hieronymus his Country-man (who 
being an *Hiftorian, vvrote of the^s of Alexander and his Succeffors’) to *yij e y n m' U m 
defire him, that forgetting the fight in Cappadocia , he would enter into fociety de ferict.

Hereupon the Siege was raifed after a years continuance , which he 
had born with admirable chearfulnefle and prudence, and now bein'* let loofe 
drew many followers after him, fo that within a few dayes, befides* the 5 00 
which tad continued with him in the Caftel, he had 2000 at his devotion 
Antigonus was very angry that he had changed the form of the oath, and by 
Letters checked the befiegers, for admitting of it, requiring them to befie 4 
him again; burit was too late. Thus, they were as far from doling as be¬ 
fore j and ftilt were further fet at diftance by the affaires which now were on 
foot in Macedonia. 

, *»• Eolyfperchon having fucceeded Antipater (as was before faid) recal- A.M.3%. 
led Olympias out of Epirus, whither her enmity with Amipater had driven ol - 
her, inviting her to take the care of her young grand-fon upon her. But Cafi £ C J <? * 
fander refolving to venture for Macedonia, entred into confederacy vtith 
Ptolomy and Antigonus , the later whereof gladly promifed him affiftance, out 
oflove to the memory of his father, as he pretended, but indeed defirous 
that he lhould be.diverted by fo greac a Warre, whilft he in the mean time 
might make lure of Aft*. Polyfperchon tofecure Greece , in the name of 

Ttt 2 the 
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* Kings published an Edift for the abofifhmenc of allfuch Oligarchies, as 

fince the palling of Alexander into Afia, had been erefted in any of the 
Cities which by virtue hereof he reftored to their former liberty, hereby to 
oblige, and keep them from yielding to Cajfander. In the fame name he al- 
fo wrote to Eumenes , upon whom he confirmed his former Government, and 
bellowed more, befeeching him, that together with himfelf, he would take 
cajfander \a- ^im the protection of the King’s houfe; if he pleafed, in Macedonia, but 

& rather in Afia againfl A«tig°»"i, who now had vifibly revolted from it: 

Enmenes u Moreover, he wrote to the Treafurers in Cilicta , to furnifh Eumenes with 
ftirred up to money, and to the Argyrafpid* (or the old Soldiers with Silver Shields) to 
Hand for the ^im j n a u things. Olympia* alfo by letters defired his help, owning him'

I2 . Enmenes not able to flay any longer in Cappadocia, became Menander 
was fent from Antigonus againfl him, hafted into Cilicia , where the Argy- 
rafpida being 3000 in number joyned with him. Fearing the envy of die 
Macedonians, for that he was but a Stranger of th tChtrronefus of Thrace, 
he carted it with great civility towards all, and made himfelf but equal to the 
other Captains. To contain them in order, he feigned that Alexander had ^ 
appeared to him in a dream, fitting upon his Throne , and commanding as vimrch & 
formerly, in compliance wherewith, he caufed a Throne to be erefted in a com. h 
Tent as for the King, whereon was alfo laid a Diadem and Scepter j and emm. 
here the Council of Officers were alwaies to affemble : Then fending his / * - 
friends abroad he raifed many men, the report of the largneffe of his pay 
drawing Soldiers out of Greece it felf. Ptolomy and Antigonus fent to take 
off the* 3 Argyrafpida, and Teutamns one of their Captains was perfwaded by 
them, but was reduced to his former refdution by Antigenes his Collegue, 
and the common Soldiers were quieted by Eumenes , who came upon them 
w^ile yet they were in fear of Antigonus, who threatned, that except they 
would deliver him up, he would come and deftroy them with his Army. Af- 
ter this, Eumenes marched into Phoenicia , intending there to provide (hip¬ 
ping, that if need were, he might have entercourfe with Polyfperchon. He alfo 
intended to refeue Phoenicia out of Ptolomie’s hands; but finding himfelf un¬ 
able to accomplifluhisdefign, he began his march through Ccelefiyria , and 
patted on till he came to Carr a near Babylon, where he took up his Winter 
Who march-q Uart ers. 

cth to Car.*. f ^ ^ oms having overthrown at Sea Polyfperchon’s Navy, and attemp¬ 

ted fomething againfl the Governors near the Hellefipont, now hafted to 
make a full conquett of Afia. He chofe out of all his Army 20000 Foot, and 
2000 Horfe, wherewith, for expedition, he marched with fpeed into Cilicia 
to fupreffe Eumenes his forces ere he could get them together, which caufed 
the other fooner to depart into Phoenicia, whence he marched to Cana. 

Whilft he here remained he fentto Seleucus Govemour of Babylon, and Pi- M <gg( 
thon of Media, for aid againfl the enemies of the Kings ; to which they an- 0 \ 
fwered, that they were ready to aflitt the Kings, but not him, who was coiv* v.c.wi 
demnedbya Council of the Macedonians , and they foliated the Captains 
of the Argyrafpida to forfake him; but in vain. After this he refolved 
To Sufa. for Sufa, thinking to get aide out of the upper Provinces, and money out of 
the Treafurv, and thither he came with much difficulty, Seleucus having 
fo drowned his Camp, that he was forced to get off his men With boats. It 
hapned that the Governours of the Provinces were at this time gathered toge¬ 
ther with many forces againfl Pithon, who having (lain Philotas, had placed 
his own brother his field. Fearing the like might be attempted 

againfl themfelves, they armed, and having overthrown him ih battel, drove 
The Govcr- out of Parthia to Babylon, where he fled to Seleucus for relief. Having 
Rours of the formerly fent them Letters from the Kings, he now alfo foliciced them for 
upper Provin- a j<j w h en thus met together, to which they agreed, and came down. Thefe 
cesjoyn with were Peuctfies Govemour of Per fia, one of the Keepers of the late King’s 
U!l ' s body, and now chofen by the reft for their Gcnera/ijjlmo ; Polemon of Cara- 

mania , 
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mania , Sibyn.su of Arachofia, Stafiander of A r ia, and Drangiana ; An. 
dr abacus, who was fent! from Oxyanes Govemour of the Tarapomifiada 
and Eudamus (or Eudamm) Govemour Of the Oxydraca and Mails ' who 
brought with him out of Ind a 120 Elephants (befides other Forces) which 
he got into his hands after he had (lain Perm the King. Their united Force 
confided of above 18700 foot,-and 4600 horfe, which being joyned to Eu¬ 
menes his Army, made up a confiderabie body; 

14. They nad falln out about chufing a new General, had not Eumenes 
his former device of fetting up Alexander's Pavilion and Throne prevented 
it, whither he perfwaded them to repair, and rule in common ; after which 
he took as much money out of cheTreafury at Sufia as his wants required 
In Spring Antigonus being come into Mefiopotamia marched to Babylon, A M 
where joyning in Confederacy with Seleucus and Pithon, he received fome 0I116 ami 
Forces from them, and pafled the River Tigru. Eumenes hearing of his co- foe. 43 s. 
ming went down to Pafithris, where he fell upon fuch of his Soldiers as P'olomai 8. 
were got over the River, which he filled alfo With Carkeifes, and rook 4000 
prifoners. Antigonus therefore bent his courfe another way to theCitie 
Badaca fituate upon the River Eulaus , whence he journeyed through the 
Councrey of the Coffaans with great difficulty,& hardfhip, into the habitable 
parts of Media, where he refrefhed,and quieted his^men now ready to mutiny, 
by reafon of their teadious journey. Eumenes marched into Per fia, where 
the whole Army was Magnificently entertained by Pcucefles the Satrapa 
who now thought to ettablifh himfelf in the Chief power, but by the great 
cunning of Eumenes , together with the other Captains, was retained in his 
former condition, and brought to a greater obfervance of him. Anti?onus,(ol- 
lowing him into Perfia, he returned to meet him, but feafting his^Army, he 
drunk fo exceffively, that a great diftemper thereby contrafted, flopped him 
for fome dayes,and then was he carried in a Litter out of the noife , till 
fuch time as the Front would not march without him in the head of them 
He was therefore conftrained to lead them, and fhortly after to frame 
the battel in his Litter, which Antigonus faw, and laughed at it. 

15. Four dayes were fpent in light skirmifhing, during which time A„tU 
gonus endeavoured to draw away Eumenes his men; but to no purpofe ; and 
afterwards refolved to go 3 dayes journey off into Gabiene, for that the Armies 
Were both much flraightned for neceflaries. Eumenes hearing this, fent fome 
who as Fugitives fhould acquaint him how as that night he intended co faTl 
m upon his Camp, which he believing, flayed, expefting him, and then did 
Eumenes make hafte to get into Gabiene before him. Ant,gonus feeing him¬ 
felf deluded, marched after with great expedition, and leaving behind the 
reft of his Army, with a party got before him. He prefented then himfelf 
to his view upon the Mountains, which Eumenes feeing, and thinking he had 
all his Forces with him,made an Alt, and fo they mutually deceived each 
other. Here in the Countrey of the Parataceni they joyned battel, wherein 
Eumenes had the better, though the other got the advantage of ground; but 
then his Soldiers beginning to be refractory would needs depart to their bag¬ 
gage, and not flay co bury their dead. Whereupon Antigonus doing this firft 

. the victory came to be controverted. 

1 6. Antigonus finding himfelf to have had the worft of \t , went his way Moderns at 

to Gamarga in Media, where was plenty of Provifions, and then Eumenes fo™' L ' ll, ^ ch . 
finding his Army in no good cafe to purfue him, departed to Gabiene. Here & 

he divided his Forces into their Winter quarters, not according to his own co,,>c ‘ Nefos ‘ 
defire, but the pleafure of the Soldiers, for the old ones which had followed 
Alexander in his Conquefts were grown fo high, as they would rather "ive 
Laws to their Captains than receive them. Antigonus hearing this, thought 
to furprize them on a fudden, and for that they fhould know nothin" of ^ir 
refolved to take a by-way , which yet was declared to Eumenes , who not 
being able to call hisSoldiers together fo foon as was requifite, betook him¬ 
felf to his feldom failing policy. He caufed fires to be made on the Moun¬ 
tains where the Enemy was to paffe, which they beholding, thought he hid 

there 





there with him his whole Army, and fo took the common way, after they were 
come into the midft of their journey. Anngonus flayed one day to recruit 
his Army and Enmenes gathered in the mean time his Forces together,which 
admired his prudence, fo much, as they ordered him to be the Chief, which 
made him come into the danger of life, divers of the great ones conferring 
a°ainft him, which made him lay he was amongft a company of wild bealts, 
and caufed him to make his Will, and tear his Lettersi, left any of them that 
had wrote unco him fhould be troubled after his death. This as it was 
faithfully done to his friends, fo was it alfo in good time, as it after fell 

° Ut i7. For, fhortly after, Antigonns and he came to a Pitch-battel, which 
decided the controverfie, though not for the Conquerour. Bttmenes lead into 
the field 36700 foot, 6050 horfe > and 114 Elephants, Anngonus brought 
000 foot, 9000 horfe, and 65 Elephants. The Argyrafptdes -for filver 
(Helds) got the vi&ory,for they put all Anngonus his foot to flight, and 
killed <000 of them, fo that though Peuceftes withdrew hutifdf out of the 
fight with his own horfe, and 1500 more ; yet Eumenes with the Ioffe of 700 
on his fide got the day.

In his way in (JMefopotamia 
he gor, partly by fair means, partly by foul, thofe Macedonians which quar¬ 
tered at Carrha to joyn with him, but when he came to Babylon , the Inha¬ 
bitants there willingly received him, and he Shortly after ftormedthe Caftel 
which was held by Antigonus bis garrifon. Nicanor the Governour of Me¬ 
dia hearing this, came againft him with above 10000 Foot, and 7000 Horfe, 
whom he went out to meet with but few more than 3000 Foot, and 400 
Horfe, and knowing himfelf too weak to engage in a fee battel with him, he 
hid his men in the Fens till he was paft with his Army, and then came upon

24. When Antigonus heard of it, he fent his fon Demetrius againft him, 
whp had now redeemed his credit by the overthrow <?f Giles , fent to expel 
him out of Syria by Ptolomy , and upon it called thither his Father, fo as they 
recovered all that Country, and Phoenicia out of his hands, he not daring to 
dmiiw his (lay and cry a battel with Antigonus. Demetrius led with him an Army° of 
Shim' 1 5°o° Foot, and 400° Horfe, with Order to recover the Principality of Ba-

Governour of Babylon , hearing of his coming, advifed the inhabitants to leave 01 117 - * n% x ‘ 
the City, and flie fome into the Defart, or over the River Tigris, he himfelf selet'JV' 
with a Band of men flew up and down, taking advantages at the Enemy, and vtolom ia 
fent to Seleucus into Media for aid , ,fo that Demetrius coming and finding 
the City forfaken,ftormed one of. the Forts therein, and for that his time was 
our, beyond which he could not ftay, he left Archelaus with a ftrong party to 
befiege the other. Then giving leave to hisSoldiers to plunder all they could, 
he departed according to his Father’s ordef to the Sea, Where he befie°ed 
Halicarttafus , but was beaten off by Ptolomy , and fo as it were took “his 
leave of that Province for ever, taking what he could get along with him, and 
perhaps for this reafon the Chaldaans with the Author of the fecond Book of 
the Mackabees in this year (one after the other) fix the ^£ra of Seleucus. 

Not long after, Ptolomy , Cajfander , and Lyfmachw, made a Peace with 
, Antigonus on thefe terms ; that Cafunder fhou/d be Captain General ofEu-

Laws. This agreement was not kept iong, each one feeking under any pre¬ 
tence to inlarge his dominions, and indeed they might better do it, feeing 
he for whom they pretended themfelves Adminiftracors, and was their Sove- 
raign Lord, was taken'away. For Caffander taking notice that young Alex¬ 
ander grew up, and that the People began to talk, chat now he ought to be 
delivered out of cuftody, and to enjoy his Fathers Kingdom, he fearing his 
own intereft, commanded fecretly Glaucius his Keeper to kill him and his 
Mother, dnd concealing their bodies, to acquaint no perfon living with it :

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of Bar fines (never maried ro Alexander) was held as illegitimate by the 
Hercules his Captains, though born before his Father’s death. His name was Hercules , 
brother. being now kept at Per gamut, whence he was called fhortly after the death 
of the other, by Pftyfperchon, who now being in Peloponnefus, and envying 
Caffander the Principality of Macedonia, fent about to his friends, intreat¬ 
ing, that the youth being feventeen years old, might be brought,and eftablifh- 
ed in his Fathers Throne. The ^tolians especially, with'others, imhraced 
the motion, fo as he got together about 20000 Foot, and 1000 Horfe, in no 
great fpace, and within a while after gathered up a numerous Army, with 
which he marched and came on his way to Stymphaha. Here Caffander op- 
pofedhim, and feeing that his Macedonians took well enough this redutYion 
of their Prince, and fearing they might revolt to him, fent to Volyfperckon , 
and with vaft promifes fecretly perfwaded him to make away the young man, a m, 3^’ 
which accordingly was performed. About this time Demetrius overthrew 0/.

theu-Aunt* a cret; ly made avvav, after which to colour the matter he put fome of them to 
death, and buried her body with royal magnificence. Shortly after this, Df- 
metrius was fent into Greece to fet the Cities at liberty , which he accom- 
pliflied at this time for Athens 5 Demetrius Phalareus being driven out, and 
condu&ed to Thebes, where he lived till Cafftnder 's death , and then fled to 
Ptolomy. After this , Demetrius being recalled to make War in Cyprus, 
thither he paffed, where he overthrew Menelaus, Ptolomy his brother and 
Governour there, and purfuing him to the City Salamine, flew :?oco of his 
men, and took 1000, and then befieged him in that place. Ptolomy hearing 
of the defeat of his men, came both With Sea and Land forces, and ingaged 
'Tscmtiiui kis the befiegers in battel, wherein though he overthrew that Wing againtt which 
Victories a- he himfelf fought, yet the Other prevailing, he Wasdifcomfited with the lofle 
S hereu F on ^ of 8000 men> an ^ ^is fliips fave eight, with which he fled away* and Dc- 

metril,s became Mafter of the Town and Ifland. Antigonus being elevated idem ibil 
then the reft with this fuccefle, received the title of King given him by his friends, and a 'plutauhU 
t.ike die tide Diadem fet upon his head, which title and honour he alfo gave to his Son ‘Dimciiio. 
of Kings. Demetrius. The i/£gyptians alfo hearing this, left they fhould feem to be

Xj.nqw thought of no lefle than outing him alfo of Egypt it felf; where¬ 
fore recalling bis fqn from the Ifland, he commanded all his Forces to meet 
at Antiyonia (a Citie newly built by him upon the River Or antes in Syria, as 
convenient for the lying in wait againtt the upperProvinces & %>ff)which af¬ 
terwards Scleucus deftroyed,8c tranflated the Inhabitants to his Seleucia. An¬ 
tigonus leading the Land-forces himfelf, committed the Fleet to his fon, 
which was to fayl along upon the Coafts with the Army as it marched. Ha- 
ving good Provifion both for men and beafts, he marched through the defert ; 
tlie Navy went through great hazard ac Sea, buc the Tempeft ceafing in good 
time, they came all together unto Nile. Ptolomy by this time had fo fortified 
the feyeral mouths of the River, as the Sea-forces could do no good, though 
they removed from ohe to another, and ,che Land-Army could not find any 
food ac that time of the year, the water being very high: Moreover,many fell 
away to the Enemy* being allured With his promife of 2. 1 . to every common 
Soldier, and a Talent toanOfficeir 5 fo that Antigonus was fain to retreat 
into Syria, Ptolomy being exceeding glad hereof* fent to his Confederates to 
acquaint them with his good fuccefle, and now having thus defended his King¬ 
dom,accounted himfelf rightly to enjoy it, and hereupon fome have accounted 
the beginning of his reign from this very time, fixing it at 19 years diftance 
from the death of Alexander. 

2. This want of fuccefle allayed not the ambition o ( 'Antigonus, For, he 
fent his fon Demetrius prdfently againft the Rhodians, who had formerly dif- 
pleafed.him by a denial to lend him aid, and fliips. For, they endeavouring as 
near as they could to keep in with all theft great onesjyec were drawn by tneir 
private intereft, efpecially co.favour Ptolomy, from whofe Kingdom they got 
the greateft part of their hvelyhood by way of Traffick. Demetrius according 
to his fathers command,, went* and befieged their Citie, lying before it nigh 
a whole year, during whidh time he made all forts of oppofition he could, till 
ordered by his father to make peace with them, which they were prone to ac¬ 
cept of, chough Ptdbmy with others fent them Provifion?, and fupplies of 
men. Departing from Rhodes, Demetrius pafled into Greece to reftore the 
Cities which Caffander and Polyfptrchon had lately mattered through the ab¬ 
sence of Antigenus his Forces. Chalets he freed from a Garrifon of the Bee- 
otians, whom lie alfo withdrew from Caffander’s friendAiip, joyned in fo- 
ciecy;With t,ht «y£^/^«f|,-and afterwards reftored Sicyon, Corinth , Athens, and 
Other peaces to rheir ttetdovn.Caffander feeing things by the help of Demetrius 
to go well with Greeceyttni over to Antigonus to defire peace,but he refufed-ir, 
except he would refer himfelf whole unto him. He being affrighted at this, 
fent to lyfmachus in Thrace, to come and Confult wiqh him, and then they 
bothidifpuch away Meflfertgers to Ptolomy and Seleucut, to let them fee bow 
they were concerned alfo to refift Antigonus. They hearkned willingly ro the 
offers mide ujito them, and joyned in Confederacy againft him as their com- 
monEvtOmie, proinifing gf eat fupplies for carrying on ftje War. 

Sf Caffander chinking it good policy, pqq to iby for the Enemy, to come 
upon him, fyit invade him firft, gave; p^rt Of his Army to Lyfimachus to pafle 
over with ic into Afia^ml with the' reft marched for Theffaly, there to oppofe 
Demitrjffi and the Greek*> There meeting*,and incamping with vaft Armies, 

: neither,of them would' r begin the .batteli expecting how things went in Afia, 
till Demetrius was K^ftled-chkher.hyi his father. Lyfimachus being landed

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there, the Inhabitants of Lampfachus fubmitted to him, whom he reftored to 
their liberty, ftormed Sigeus, and placed a Garrifon there; then hetakethin 
Phrygia upon the Hellespont, and divers other places, by the means of Docs* 
nuts , an Officer of Antigonas, whom he had drawn over to him ; PrepeUus 
alfo, whom he fent with a party to fubdue the Cities of t^/M and loma, 
took other Towns. Antigonas was at this time celebrating publick Games at 
Antigonia, when hearing this news, he prefently broke them off, and With all 
fpeed marched againft Lyfmaehus, Whom he reached , and belieged him in 
his Camp for fome time, till he taking the opportunity of a dark and rainy 
ni°ht fled away : Then hearing that Seleucus was drawing down his Forces 
from the upper Provinces, he fent for Demetrius to come over with all ex¬ 
pedition. Seleucus had lately made 'peace with Sandrocottus ( or Andre- 
cottas') who being a man of no quality, had follicited the Indians torevolt 
after the death of Alexander, and to kill his Officers, and thence took anoc- 
cafion to fubdue them under himfelf. Bathria being fubdued, Seleueus had 
waged War with him, but now for aCompofure gave to him fome Countrey 
Ivin 0 upon the River Indus, which Alexander nad taken from thoAnans, 
and received 5 00 Elephants again of him in exchange. Ptolomy with a com- 
pleat Army had come into Calefyria, where he reduced divers Cities; but as 
he was befieging Si don came a falfe report that jjntigoHHt had overthrown 
Seleucus and Lyfimachus , and now was coming thitherward, wherefore he 
niadeaTruce with the Sidonians for five moneths , and returned , but not 
long after came up again to that fatal ingagemenc with Antigonas. *

when they approached , he was more melancholiek than ufual, and was feen to 
difeourfe with his fon in private in his Tent, which he never ufed to do; com¬ 
mended him alfo to the Army as his Succeffor. This battel Was fought at If- 
" r„i, a Town in Phrygia, in which Demetrius leading the belt party of horfe, 

in°aged with Anvothia the foiv(and afterwards Succeffor) of Seleucus, ^ whom 
he*routed, and put to flight; but being too hot in the purfute undid all: for 
retiring back he could not again joyri himfelf with the foot, by realon that the 
Elephants were gotten between them. Seleucus feeing this, made as if he 
' would have falln upon the Infantry, thus deftitute of the horfe, wherein his 
CNpeaation failed him not, for they fearing it, part revolted to him, and the 
Ai* gown flain reft were broken, and put to flight. Anti poms [landing his ground ,expettea 
in it. continually Demetrius to come to relieve him: but in that expectation endca 

his life by a multitude of Darts thrown apainft him, being now fomething 
above 80 years old. Demetrius his fon with 5006 foot, and 4000 horfe fled 
. t o Ephefur, butthere fearing his Soldiers might be Tome way falfe to him, A. M. jjof 
he fayled to Saturnine in Cyprus, which he then held. This fell out Ol.u 9 .m.

For 
all this Demetrius feeing him have a reftlelfe fpirlt , thought it not atrufle to 
reconcile him unto him 5 but efpeciallv at this time, for now he refolved to 
make for his Father’s kingdom with all the might he polfibly coyld, and there¬ 
fore left he ftiould leave an Enemy at his back, concluded a Peace,j .ahd entreo 
into a league with him.

mkLJoJ 1# | 3 7 f / ® w ^ cha t be might provide for the time to come, made Alliances 
Macedonia «- with ocher Princes, as^ Antiochus of Afia, and Pyrrhus of Epirus, 

maketh Alii- who now being about to paffe into Italy , made him Overfeer of his fon, and 
anew. Kingdom : he alfo wrote to his brother Ptolomy Philadelphus , pretendin'* to 
acquiefce in the miffing of that his fathers Kingdom, being fufficiently fatif- 
ned with this taken from his fathers Enemy. Moreover, he counterfeited 
. himfelf to be in Love with his filler Arfrne, and married her, for that it was 
according to the cuftom of Egypt , promifing to adopt her Children, which 
he badly performed, for being received by her into Cafandria, he caufed 
them to be firft killed in thebofom of their mother, and then thruft her out 
of the Citie , from whence fhe went to Samothracia. At this time the 
Galls being too many for qheir own Countrey, under three Captains went to 
teek their fortunes fo many feveral wayes 5 fome towards Thrace , under the 
Condua of Cerethrius ; others unto Pannonia under Brennus and Acicho- 
r 'tus, and the reft to Macedonia, being headed by Belgins or Bolgitts. Thefe 
Ptolomy met with a ftragling company, being more heady chan wife, refufin<* 

20000 men offered him by the King of the Dardaniam , and peace by the 
Galls if he would but buy it, which he fcornfully rejeaed, and anfwered, he 
would not yield chem it, except they vvould give up the Chiefeft amongft 
them as Hoftages, and deliver up their Arms. Joyning battel, his Army 
was overthrown,and he being fore wounded was caft by an Elephant on which 
Is (lain bythe^u- L >an j^ ^ oca .^ en a ^ ve ^ t * le Enemy. They tore him in pieces,and cutting 
Gdlt. oft hls hea d, put it upon a Lance, and carried ic about to the terror of his fol¬ 
lowers , of which a few efcaping, all the reft were either taken or flain 
This end came Ptolomy to, after he had held Macedonia fcarce a year and a 
half.

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5. Scarce two years did Pyrrhus hold Macedonia; (or,C/eonymus chc 
Spartan being reje&ed by his Citizens from being King in the room of his 
Whoendca- father, procured him to march down againft his Enemies. He went down 
youreth to thither with an Army of ,2 5000 foot,and 2000 horfe, and wafting their Ter- 
rtftorc cieo- r j cories deferred the entring of the Citie till the next day, out of contempt of 
v * the fmall number of the Defendants ; who taking that occafion, and making 
what means they could for refiftance, efpecially the Women, hindred him a 
little from entring, and when entred, his horfe being killed under him, forced 
him notwithftanding to retreat. During his abfence , Amigonus Gcnatas 
recovered again the Cities of Macedonia , and taking it for granted, that after 
he had done l]is work in Laconia he would return a^ain thither, thought it 
beft to .haften into Pe/opohneius, and prevent him. Being come to Araos 
Pyrrhus provoked him to fight for the Kingdom, but Embafladors came to 
them both from the Town, defiring they would depart from their Citie, and 
not fuflfer it (which was obfervant of both) to come into the power 
of either. Amigonus obeyed, and fent his fon to them for an Hoftage, Pyr¬ 
rhus pretending he would, entred the Citie in the night, being let in by ArU 
ficus', whereupon Amigonus was fent for. He fent in a ftrong party, & Artus 
King of Sparta was at hand with 1000 Cretians and other Lacedamonians- 
Pyrrhus marched up into the Market-place, and there faw a brafen Bull and 
a Wolf flanding in a fighting pofture, fet there in memorial of Danaus his 
ele<ftion,and eje&ion of Gaienor, 1200 years before,which ttartled him fore, 
for that it had been told him by an Oracle, that he fihould die. when he (liould 
fee a Wolf and a Bull fighting together. Hereupon he would Wive retreated, 
but fearing the ftraightnefle of the Gates, fent to his fon He'emu to break 
down part of the Wall, and come in • but he miftaking, brought his men 
arid Elephants through the Gate, which flopped fo up the way,thac Pyr¬ 
rhus in his coming back could not paffe , and that occafioned his 
deith.

8.He holding yec the Piraus or Haven of Athens , At atus the Prdttlr of the plutmh in 
A chains pretending a defire to fet the Athenians at liberty from that bondage ^ato. 
which thence lay upon’them, endeavoured to take it out of his hands, but was 
overthrown by Bithyes his General,Whereupon a rumour arofethathe was flain 
or taken. Diogenes the Governour of the Pirtus hearing this, fenc Word to 
Cennth tocorrmand all the Achaans there to depart,the towri.;. ’and the 
Athenians to pleafe him and his party very folenitily rejOyced, wearing Gar¬ 
lands. But Aratns himfelf then was at Corinth , and hnjdring Diogenes his 
defign there, marched down to be revenged on the Aihtmans , and he came 
as far as che Acadamy, burthen being Overcome bv entreaty, did them no h8i 
harm. Some years after this the i&tolians endeavoured to cake away ^ J 
part of Acatnanina from Epirus , which then Olympias fifter and wife of 
Alexander now dead, governing in right of her fonS Pyrrhus and Ptolomy, 
betook her felf to Demetrius , and gave him her daughter Othia in manage. 

He had before this the lifter of Antiochus King of Syria to wife (Antiochus 
Piter ax as it feemech, who endeavouring todifpoffefle his brother Seleucus 
of his Kingdom, is called King by Jaftine^ who thereupon fled to her bro¬ 
ther, and ftirred him up to make War upon her husband. The Acarnahians . 
fled to the Romans for help againft the j£tolians , who were then comman¬ 
ded to abftain from their incurftons, but defpifing the Ambaflage , harrafed 
the borders both of Acarnania and Epirus ; and Olympias having delivered 
up the Kingdom to her fon, they all ftiortly after died. Demetrius alfo 
(whom we read* to have alfo enjoyed Cyrcncznd all Lybia, but know not Ww-!£, 
how he got it) furvived not long after, dying when he had reigned ten years, Gms > 

.. and 50 after the death of Alexander the great. 

9.He left hehind him a fon called Philipwho being vefy young,andthe Prin¬ 
ces of Macedonia fearing an Anarchy, they conflicted Antipsnut (the brother 
or uncle of the deceafed, for both are affirmed) his Tutor, giving his mother to p 
him in mariage. At firft he held the Office by che title of Captain General, but <p aM f a/ ,j / , 
afterwards being found moderate and civil, he was fainted King, being Sir- Aeheicis .5. 
named Dofon, forthac he promifed more than he did perform. After the 
Aatigows Do- 0 f Demetrius $ he Greek Cities begun to lift up their heads,and the feveral Vide PtljUet 

Tyrants, which, through the incouragemenc of him.and his Predeceffors, had lib - * 
got many places, for fear renounced their power, and joyned themfelves with 
the Achaans, who being much reverenced of a long time by all their neigh¬ 
bour Cities of Peloponnefus for their juftice and Prudence, had united them¬ 
felves together, in the 124 Olympiad, and drawn fome others into a body 
againft the Macedonians , Their affaires were mightily ftrengthened by ql i$6.u. 4 . 

Aratus the Sicyoman, who drayning his own City, though but young, joyned V, C g*\ 
ic unto them, and afterward by his great wifdom and induftrie fecured and jJ,. 
bectered their cqndicion. The Athenians being incouraged at, t>tmeprius his L |4 
death, now thought again of recovering their liberty, and he having done what

to cake away utterly the power of thofe Popular Tyrants, who ufuroed the 
Whole.urf.ority Neither didthefetwoKiSgsdefi?e tobeZeXors of 
Popular power by che reftuution of the Lott of Lycurous but rather of 
Monarchy 3 for the reft.cution of thofe Lots Wouldnot promote the power of 
the Commons who were m to be kept undef, as they were by the Laws of 
Lycurgses ; but onely reduced them to that equality of wealth which' might 

£ C p U n e n C n'S fr k om *>ythdr fellow Commoners, as they had 

dieen of late, by fuch as had ingroffed the riches of the State. As this might be 
intended by the two Kings, To it appeareth from Plutarch, that A s % ac ' 
tempted to get himfelf renutation, and Clearness for his prefervation, by lin¬ 
ing the good-will of the People, and making them fure on their fide when 
foever they fliould Be ready for the great defign of deftroying the Ephon 
(benms kH- Now thoughmifeahedin hisattempc^ yec Clearness perfe^ed what he 
kthiheg^ had intended. ■ For he furprized the Ephori by his Mercenaries, killed four 
*Mre(torcth of the five, overthrew all their chairs except one , which he intended as v 
hls Cha * rof State for himfelf. Then.reftored he the Laws of Lycurous , as\o 
ecjual poffeffiqns and difcipline, attd ftjf that there was none left of the fa- 
mily of Eurytion, made his own brother’ Leonidas King with him. But as 
wasfaid,perceivmg this change would be bettermade in War than Peace, he 
aufedthe War betwixt the State, and the^^f, and bribed che 
to fend him forth ui the Expedition. \ 

12. ^Td him chd^ore the v£tolians fenc, and ftirred him up againft the 

Achaans 5 
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Acbaans ; and that they might ftrengthen themfelves, and more eafily fup- 
preffe them, they made peace again with Macedonia , and without doubt had 
brought about their purpofe, had they not had to do with Arams , who un¬ 
de: mned their Councils, They fuffered Cleomenes to take in divers Towns 
which belonged unto themfelves, not onely not oppofmg but confirming 
him in the poUeffion of them, which Arams knowing well enough to be in¬ 
tended onely to ftrengthen him againft his party, yet thought none were to 
he fir ft opnofed with War; but alter that Cleomnumth great boldneffe had 
be^un to build a Fort in the Territories of Megalopolis , then were the Lace- 
demonians declared Enemies. Ac firftthe A cheats undertook the Warre 
againft them by themfelves; partly for that they thought it more honourable 
and fafe to defend their own Eftate, and partly for that they were loth to dif- 
pleafe Ptolomy (who hid been formerly a good friend to them) by feeking 
for the patronage of any other; but the War going on (Cleomenes now ha- 
vino overthrown the Acbaans in divers battels; Aratus thinking it a difgrace 
fo/km to be worfted by the young Lacedawoniatf, and bein° jealous ftiil of 
the knavery of the «✓£ pliant , concluded it was high time to look about him; 
at leaft for a fupply. 

15. Confidering with himfelf the power of Antigonus King of Mace* 
donia , and withall his faithfulneffe; and lhat he was prone to enter into 
'Leagues and alliances, he refolved to make a Confederacy with him j but 
that fecretly, as well becaufe he knew the ^£tolians would feek to prevent 
him, as for that his people would be difeouraged at the thought of expe&ing 
help from an Enemy. Knowing therefore the Megalopolitans to be fore pref- 
fed with the War ( having little help from the Acbaans ) and how good af- 
fe&ion they bore to the Macedonia *, Court ever fince Philip the fon of 
Amyntas, who deferved very well of them, he fent for two of his friends 
thence (N.copbancs and Cere Idas) and dealt privately with them toperfwade 
their Citizens to crave aid of Antigonus. Thefe two were therefore fent to the 
A cheans,M\d to Macedonia if they fhould chink fit, who giving way to it, 
they coming to the King .according to the inftrunions from Arattu , propofed 
'to him toconfider, whither this conjun&ion of Cleomenes and the ^/Etolians 
"would tend t and whether when the Acbaans were eaten up, he himfelf 
would no: be in danger, feeing the covetoufneffe of the t/EtoliAm, and 
Cleomenes his ambition could not be contained in leffer limits than rhofe of 
Gr eece it felf. He anfwering, that if it {hou/d feeds good to the Acbaans , 
he would fend aid to thofe of Megalopolis : thefe being at this much encou¬ 
raged, laboured toperfwade them to give way to it , but Arams then fear¬ 
ing that if the coming down of Antigonus fhould breed any inconvenience, 
the blame would fall all upon him, diflwaded his People from receiving as 
yet any aid , and made them try firft what they could do of themfelves, ex¬ 
horting each particular City to fight ftoutly for their liberty:but Ptolomy find¬ 
ing the Lacedemonians now to be more for his pupofe to witbftandthe Ma¬ 
cedonian, ftirred up Cleomenes againft him, ana furniftiing him with money, 
he alfo had brought the Acbaans by divers ingagements to fuch a low ebb, al 
they were now in great danger to lofe all, ana therefore they implored ai4 
of Antigonus , ana Aratus fent his fon to confirm whatfoever had been of¬ 
fered on his parr. 

14. He then marched down, though a great difficulty there was at firft for 
this to be hoped for by the Acbaans , by reafon that the Cartel of Corinth

gone ; fo that at this Arattu taking occafion (who before durft not give them 
up into the hands of the Macedonians without their confenc) reftored the 
Cartel into the power of Antigonus. Cleomenes (who after his caking the

1^. In the beginning of Summer he led towards Laconia an Army of 
268bomen. (his own andof the affociaces) which Cleomenes expeain-for¬ 
tified thepaflage betwixt the two mountains Eva and Olympus, placin'* his 
brother^ at the formerand fecuring the later himfelf, having in all Tbour 
iOOItt in his Army. Antigonus Wondefing at his skill and induftry in this 
fortification, pitcht h.s Tetits upon thd River Goroylsts , bethinking himfelf 
what he ftiould do j at laft finding all paftagesr mad^ up, they both agreed to try 
the matter in battel. At th* beginning of the fight thofe on Cleomenes his party 
with the light Armour placed amongft his Horfe,feeing the Illyrian cohorts not 
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to^e backed by the Achaans, ffell upon their Reer, and had done great mi- 
fchief, but that fhilopomenes a Megalopohtan (then but young) giving no¬ 
tice of it to the Officers, and they not regarding him, ftirred up his fellow Ci¬ 
tizens, and fell upon the Enemies horfe, which made the other return to their 
former place to help their Companions.

and forced downwards on the other fide, the Illyrians had the advantage of 
him. Cleomenes perceiving his brother overthrown, and the horfe on the 
plain to have the worft,for fear the Enemy ftiould compaffe him in , was 
forced to remove the carriages from behind his Army, and draw it out as well 
as he could to prevent that. Then the Files coming tobeingaged, Amigonus 
. prelfing upon the Macedonians in great violence with his doubled Files , put 

ckomcm. them to flight, and many being (lain, Cleomenes efcaped with a few in his 

Company, and got to Sparta. . , 

27. Cleomenes coming to Sparta, advifed the people which flocked about Polybmm J 
him to receive the Conquerour,apd then by night getting to Gythium , thence /«F 4 - 
went to Alexandria in Egypt* w hereas if had either deferred the battel a lit¬ 
tle longer, or flayed at' home, he might eafily have recovered his former con¬ 
dition. For, Anti (tonus fuddenly following him got Sparta, and very nobly, 
and with great humanity ufed the Citizens, reftoring to. them their antient li¬ 
berties, but fliortly after yvas conftrained to leave that place, and Peloponnefus 
alfo, being called home by an invafion of the Illyrians into Macedonia, where 
they made havock of all things. From Sparta he came to T'gea , which he 
a a ain reftored into the form of a Commonwealth, and thence to Argos, at 
#e time of the Celebration of the Nemean Games, where by the Decree of 
the General Aflembly of the Achaans in common, and each of the Cities in 
particular, he had all poffible honour given him. After this he marched with 
"reat fpeed into Macedonia, where he overthrew the Illyrians in battel , but 
got his own death ; for with exhorting his Soldiers, and Routing in the fight, 
he fo (trained his Lungs that he fpatbloud, and thereby his Confumption was 
hei°htned, which in a fhort time made an end of him, after he had difcharged 
the Office of a faithfull Guardian, a good King, and of an,expert and valiant 
Dicth of a Captain ten years,A.M’.3782. and the 2d of the 139ft 1 Olympiad,100 years af- 

Confumption. ter the death of Alexander, 

18. Philip then fucceeded this his Uncle, and once his Guardian, being pouf*, m 
fixteen years old, in whom the Prediaion of Sibylla was verified, that the dehorns.

19. He durft not in . publick Conventions perfvvade the ^Etolians ro the 
War, for that his private grudge was fufficiently known, but One Scopas bein" 
then Prator , him he, perfwaded ro joyn with him in the invafion of the Mefi 
[entans. They two therefore, without any publick Decree, took the advantage 
of that time, wherein a few dayes onely were remaining to Timoxenus, the 
Prator of the Achaans , to continue in his Office (during which time yet 
Aratns, who was to fucceed him, could not execute it) & calling together the 
Italians to the Promontory of ^Eginm, fayled over into 'Peloponnefus, 
and invading the. Mefenians (who being unable to refill, had fecured them- 
felves within their Citie Walls) walled all with fire and l'word. Not orie- 
ly the Meffenians , but the Epirotes, Achaans, AcarnXnians, an frMacedonL 
ans alfo being declared Enemies by Scopas, they gave out Commiffions to 
1 yrats to infelt them by Sea.

21. Thefe things having given the occafion to the Social war,it prefently was 
decreed againft the tAEtolians; For,the Achaans meeting together, ordered 
that fome (hould be fent to the Epirotes, Boeotians , Phocians, Acarnani- 
«ns, and utito Philip, to acquaint them that they had broken the League 
now cvvice by the invafiot) of Achaia , to’defire help againft them, and to re¬ 
ceive the Mefhnians into the alliance; moreover it was refolved, that the 
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Prater (hould agree with the Lacedemonians and Mejfenians , what Forces 
ihould be raifcd by their States, The oEtolians alfo affembling, that they 
might make a breach betwixt the Acheans and their affociates , refolved to 
make Peace with the Lacedemonians and Mejfenians y but as for the Ache- 
arts themfelves, they abfurdly decreed, that on no other condition would they 
have Peace with them, except they forfook the fociety of the MejJ'enians. 

The Epirotes, and Philip, after auaience given to the Ambaffadors,.willing¬ 
ly received the Mejftnians into the alliance ; but as for the t&tolians, not 
at all wondering at their cariage (for that it being but agreable to their cuftome 
o: piracy and robbing, their cuftome fomething excufed the badneffe of the A. M. 5781, 
a&ion) they refolved Hill to keep Peace with them. But Scerdilaidas the 
General of the Illyrians making an agreement with the ^to lions about his 
part in the booty, with them invaded Achaia , and took the City of the.

iz. • Whilft Philip was about Corinthy great (Hfahapned at Lacedemyn by 
reafon of him. For fuch as were his Enemies there, caufed fome of his par¬ 
ty, left they fhould tell how they flood afife£led, to be (lain , and afterwards 
the Ephoti. (who had brought the People to decree a continuance in the league 
with him) to be murdered as they were facrifixing, and then joyned their 
State to the ELtolians , and after they had heard of Clearnesses his death in 
JE<rypt, made a new election of Kings (whereof one was Lycurgus, an ob- 
fciire man, and not of the race of Hercules) having lived in way of a Free 
State about three yeats, ever fince they were fee free by Antigonus 9 till this 
time, when their liberty fo called, had bred great ftrife and emulation. 

PhMp coming to JEgium to the general meeting, the Acheans renewed the 
Changes at leagues and confederacies formerly made with This Anceftors, and then with- 
LMcdanon. a g rcat d ea j of credic he returned into Macedonia , there to make provifions 
for the War, where fpending the Winter in levying Forces, and fortifying 
that Country againft forein attempts, he alfo fo dealt with Scerdilaidas , as 
hee drew him over from the JEtolians to his own party, by reafon they had 
not made him partaker of the boouy, as they had covenanted with him. Du¬ 
ring this time feveral affociates were fent to for affiftance in the War, and a- 
mongft the reft the Mejfenians , who though they gave the occafion of it,' 
yet anfwered, being overpowered by the Pretors of the JEtolians , that fee¬ 
ing Phygalea was fituate in their borders and belonged unto them, they would 
notafliltinthe War, except it was firft taken out of the hands of the JEto¬ 
lians, Lycurgus the Lacedemonian King getting fome Forces together,in¬ 
vaded the borders of the Argives , and took feveral Towns, they not (land¬ 
ing at all upon their guard, expelling no n&s of Hoftilityfrom theft - friends 
as they counted them , and then was War proclaimed by the JEtolians againft 
rhe Acheans. They were much elevated being now in a flouriftune condi¬ 
tion, the other on the contrary were put to it , for that Philip in wnom was 
their chiefeft hope, was onely yet providing for the War: the Epirotes would 
do nothing til! they fawhim begin, and the Mejfenians remained neuters; 
but ftiortly after, the marching of Philip from Macedonia revived their 
drooping fpirits.

Ca P cai n had now withdrawn himfelf after 
nis defeat. This place Phslip had a great mind unto, as very convenient 
for the carrying on the War. He got rhe Town prefently, and after that 
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HU exploits, had the Caflle yielded to him, and flaying there fotne time gave up the place 
into the hands of the jichtaitt , as alfo Caftone {hortly after, which upon his 
approaching was forfaken by a Garrifon of the Eicon*. After this he came 
into the Country of the Eleanr, which giving his Soliers liberty to fack and 
plunder, he puffed the River Algous , and came into Iryphaha including 
nine Towns fituate betwixt Flea and Mefftna, which alfo the Inhabitants of 
the former had got into their pofleflion a few years before , with Alt - 
v hira that belonged to Arcadia. Parting his men over by a bridge ne caufed 
to be made, he prefently took Aliphiira , and within fix dayesall Iryphalta , 
though Phylidos was fent from the ^Stolians to aid the Eleans with 6 co 
men, to which were joyned 500 Mercenaries, and ipoo of the Inhabitants 
of Elea. Placing a Garrifon in the Caftle of Lepreatans , he came to He- 
r£a . where he divided all the booty amongft his Soldiers, and thence march-. 
ino to Megalopolis , in the midft of Winter, he afterward came to Atm, 
where he fpent the remaindert of chat Scafon. During thefe motions Cbilon 
the Lacedemonian killed the Ephori who had made Lycurgus King , but the 
fa& being not approved, he was glad to betake himfelf to his heels.

He had procured alfo one Eparam to be chofen Prator m the room of 
Aram the younger, and he managing his affairs very indifcreetly, the King 
could cet neither money nor provifions , but was fain to flie to Aram for 
relief T and now it being refolvedto carry on the War by Sea, he confulting 
with his two creatures, determined to flop up provifons from coming to the 
A rmy, and went to Chalets for that purpofe. He fo managed his bufinefle, 
as he forced the King to pawn his plate , who now failed againft the Ccphale- 
mans , whofe (hips the JEtolians conftandy ufed in their invahons of Ptlopon- 
vefus , and coming to Pair a, there drew up his (hips on (Tore. He laid liege 
to the City of the Pat&enfians , and having undermined a piece of the wall, 
fent Leontius to take the place, but he remembrine the confpiracie of Apelles, 
Me vale as, and himfelf, to hinder the affaires of his Matter, had corrupted 
the chiefeft of the Officers, and fiiffeted himfelf to be repelled, fo that Thshp 
raifed his Siege, and confulted what was to be done. By this time Lycurgus 
the Lacedemonian King had invaded the Mejfenians, Donmachus alfo the 
Brolian had made an inroad into Ibejfalie, fo th*c from both parts came 
Ambafladors to crave aid. Leontius counlelled Philip to go to Mejfema ; but 
Aram to invade 7E.ro/14again, to whom he agreed-, having had experience 
of his wifdom, and begining now a little to cruft the other. 

27. Writing to the Prator of the Achaans to relieve the Mejfenians, he 
invaded their Country, and taking 7 hermus, gave his Soldiers leave to plun¬ 
der the Villages, in revenge for what the oStofians had done at Dins in Ma¬ 
cedonia, rifled and burnt the Temple, for which* he is grievoufly reprehen¬ 
ded by Polybius. After this returning on (hipboard, Leonttus and Megaleas 
in their cups fo abufed Aratus, as to throw ttones ac him, for which the for¬ 
mer efcaping, the later wasimprifoned and fined twenty Talents atH Coun¬ 
cil of War.

Peace on this condition, that all parties floould enjoy what now they held 
Agelaus oi Naupaftus perfwaded the Greeks to imbrace amity, left cutting 
one anothersthrous thus, they might be devoured by the Canhaoinians or 
Romans. So all the Cities returned to their ancienr. waves and cutfoms, and

39. Philip applied himfelf to the recovery of the Cities which had revol- ‘ 
ted from him, and then thought of nothing more than ferling the affairs of J 
illjricum, neceflary for the promoting of his defigns, efpecinlly the inva- 
fionof Italy, upon which his mind wasfofeded, as deeping and wakin® his 
fancy ran wholly upon it, being fpurred on by Demetrius Pharius, not fo 
much for any great affeaion born to him, as for the others private intereft 
whothought hereby to recover the Ifland Pharus, which once he injoved; 
and out of hatred to the Romans, who having overthrown him in War, about 
this time fent to demand him of Philip, to whom he had fled. After he 1 
had recovered the Cities, and fent his Army to the Winter quarters, he be¬ 
thought him that there Would be need of (hips for the carrying on of his pro- 
ie& j/Hoe for fighting with the Remans , but conveying of his men, fo thac 
he eaufed 100 fwift Barkesco be built, and irt the Spring exercifing his 
Soldiers a little in rowing, away he goes through Euripus ntM to Cephalenia 
hearkening continually after the Roman Fleet. But the report of, it’s com¬ 
ing, after a (hort time puc his men into fuch a pannick fe*r, 8# though he 
was now going cowards Apollonia, he tacked about, and in great diforder af¬ 
ter a day and a nights fail came back again to Cephalenia . For all this he was

He fendeth to not difeouraged from his enterprife, but undemanding how Hannibal profpe- 
Hannibal in re d in, Italy, thought good to make him his friend, and thereby get an en- 
Ual h trance'in thither. Sothis year being the 4th of the ad P/wV^War, hefent 

Ambaffadors to him. 

30. The Ambaffadors landing near to the Temple of Juno Lacinia, went idmtihi 
through Apulia towards Capua where Hannibal tnen lay; but in their way 
fell into the Roman Guards, by which they were brought to M. Valerius L<t- 
vintu the Prator, then lying about Numeria. Being thus entangled , Xeno¬ 
phanes, one bolder and wifer than the reft, told the Prator they were come 
from Philip to make a League and Alliance with the People of Rome ; at 
which he rejoycing, that after the revolting of their Aflociates in Italy fo great 
a Prince fhould defire their friendftiip, entertained him and his fellows very 
lovingly, and fent them away with fome to conduct them, fo that coming 
T r into Campania they prefently got to Hannibal. The Alliance was made on 
their Alliance, thefe terms, that Philip with at great a fleet at poflible^ico jhips he thought 
' he could procure) fhould pajfeinto\tn\y s waftc the Maritime parts thereof, 
and help to carry on the War both by Sea and Land : that Italy being Conm 
quered fhould all fall to Hannibal, and the Carthaginians, rmh all the fpoil ; 
and then they Jhould pajfe into Greece, and there make War upon what Princes 
or States Philip pleafed , who foot* Id enjoy whatever places could be got, either 
in the Continent or Ijlahds , he being willing to content bimfelf with thefe 
conditions for a beginning. Things being thus concluded, the Ambaffadors 
were difpatched away, and with them fome fent from Hannibal , who {hip¬ 
ping themfelves again where they landed before, were difeovered by tne 
The Ambaf. Roman *> vvho lay upon the Coafts of Calabria , and taken. Xenophanes, having 
fador* taken had fuch good fortune before, with his skill attempted the fame thing again, 
by the Romans* but the habit and language of the Carthaginians difeovered them , and, the 
League being found about them, all was brought to light, and confefled 5 and 
then they were fent to Grachns the Conful loCuma, and by him to the Se¬ 
nate. 

31. The Fathers entred into ferious debate about it, being much trou¬ 
bled to find, that though they were fcarce able to undergo the Carthaginian 
War, they fhould be ingaged in another with the Macedonian ; yet notwith- 
ftanding they were not difmayed, but confidered how they might make work 
for Philip at homethereby to divert him from Italy. Having therefore im- 
prifoned the Ambaffadors, and fold their followers, they gave order for fifty 
ftiips fitly furniflied to hover about Italy,znd if the Kings attempts fhould 
appear anfwerable to the Ambaffage, Marcus Valerius the Prator was then 
to invade Macedonia. Whileft thefe things were in hand, one of the fliips 
Others font which being taken accompanied the Ambaffadors to jfow#,efcaped , and ac- 
with better quainted Philip how things had parted, who then notknowing what was done 

fucccfle. or concluded betwixt Hannibal and himfelf, fent Meffengers, who difpatched 

the bufinefle with better fucceffe , but the Summer was too far fpent for him 
to do any thing this year. Thefe high thoughts and defigns he now had in his 
head did To puff him up, that from an excellent Prince as he was at the 
firft, he turned tyrannical as men judged, fo that he began to wax harfii againft 
the Cities ot GV<r^<* } being fet on by Demetrius Phartus ,who advifed him to get 
Pclopomefus into his own power, and for that purpofe to feize on the two 
horns of that beaft , (as he accounted them) the Cajlle of Corinth, and alfo , 

that of the Mejfenians , who being now at odds amohgft themfelves, he'la- 1,7,CA 
boured to increafe their differences; and for that Ar.atns was difpleafed at 
it,and laboured todifwade him , he caft him out ©f lavour. The year atcer 
he had entred into League with Hannibal, finding it yet not convenient to 
make for Italy , he took Orient a Town of Illyricum, in order to the befieging 
of Apollonia, both which had joyned themfelves in fociety with the Romans 
. fifteen years before. But when Lavinus the 'Prator heard of it, leaving the 

aiAmtloniT Coaft of Prundufium to the care of P. Valerius, he hafted to Orient, and 
and driven * prefently recovered it, and afterwards fent a party under the Conduct of 
home. N&vius Crifpus , which getting into Apollonia , afterwards fell upon the Ma¬ 

cedonians

Aratus. Wall,he onely faid, 77 >« reward O Cephalo have we for our friendship to Phi¬ 

lip ; but after his death he was honoured by all the Ach&ans as an Hero Phi¬ 
lip about this time calling bis thoughts upon Illyricum, got Lyfus a ftron^ 

Town thereof, and Acrolyfus its Caftle into his power, having divided his ,; •, ■, 

Army into two parts, one whereof he hid on the Land-fide,and drew the eZlt io 
Defendants towards the Sea with the other, fo as they in ambufh entred the 
Trlwlf oppofition (otherwife impregnable) after which he got the Li v iu S tib 

lown , though with much trouble, and then moft of the Cities out of fear 
fu muted unto him. Buc the fame year M. Valerius L&vinus withdrew the 
i/Etolians from their fociety and alliance with him, by (hewin* them th- ci 
vility of the Romans towards their friends, and efpecially by’puttin* them 
111 hopes to recover Acarmwia again into their power, having Scoots fir 
lAvim the Prater and Vorimachus to back him jn this perfwafion. In the Learie 
RommPrator were to be included the Eleans and Lacedamomans, Attains Kine of ARa 
workcnou&h. * C ^ e * Pletiratus Thrace ,and Scerdilaidas of Illyricum , if they pleafed 
Lavmns took prefently Zacynthus anlfland near to JEtolta, having a Citie in 
it of the fame name, Oeniada alfo and Naff us, Towns of Acarnania all 
which he gave to the Mtoliaus, and then judging he had made work enoi.oh 
fox Philip to keep him at home, that he fliould not think of the invafion of 
Italy, or of Hannibal, or the Carthaginians, he departed to Corcyra 

33. He was Wintring at : Pella, when the news firft came to him, iherefore ldcm ibici 
as he had determined to paffe into Greece in the Spring,and firft to invade,and 
awe the Illynans, he now made ineurfions thither, after that into Pelaaonia 
--and then took a Citie of the Dardamans in the Borders of Macedonia, 
as it were tfie Key into their Countrey. After this he hafted into 7 heffalb, 
where leaving Perfeus with a party to reftrain the Italians, he thence mar¬ 
ched cowards againft the Madi, which were wont to make inroads in¬ 
to Macedonia when the King was abfenc in the Wars ; from them be took 
jampharma, an d attempted other places. But the Mtolians now ainvn" at 
and expeamg great things, becaufe of their conjunaion with their Romans ! 

{truck terror into almoft all the other Greekj ; wherefore the Achaam, Boeo - 
uant, Euboeans , Epirotes , and Acamamans implored his help, for all which 
he provided as well as he might, and fent a party to defend Preparethus the 
Ifland, at which he heard that Attains .coming into Europe , arrived , bein" 
chofen by the JEtolians their Commander in Chief. Scapos the Mtolian 
hearing he was gone into Thrace, invaded Acarnania, the Inhabitants where¬ 
of fending away their Wives, Children, and Aged into Epirus, vowed never 
to return except as Conquerors, rather than to be again enflaved under the 
iLtoltans. This the Enemy hearing, was fomething amated at their refolu- 
tion, and then knowing of Philip his coming, returned home, and he when he 
aheardthey had fo done, returned alfo unto Pella. The year after he fuc- idem in im 
coured the Achaans fore molefted by Machanidas Tyrant of Sparta , and * 7 
the JEtolians, & wenc t *againft Lamia, a Citie of the JEtolians , whocomin^ 
out to meet him, he overthrew them in two feveral ingagements, after which 
they (hutting up themfelves in the Town, he drew down his Army to Pha- 
lara a Maritime Citie of 7 heffaly , whither Ambaffadors came from Ptolo- 
nsy , the Rhodians, Chians, and Athenians ^to compofe the difference betivixe

him, and the t/Etolians, though not fo much out of love to thefe,as for fear that 
Philip and his Kingdom flaould grow too great, and become burdenfom to the 
liber tv of Greece." The Treaty was put off to the meeting of the States ge¬ 
neral of the Ac haunt , and a Truce made in the mean time for thirty 
<lave c . 

^4. It was alfo began with this delign, to keep Attains^ or the Romans, 
i \ K .S teliaas from coming into G> ; but the JE ohans obferving the Term of theTruce 
retufe peace, almoft tobc expired, and hearing that Attain* was come to JEgina , and the 
Roman Navy to Naupatlus, hindred the conclufron ; firft complaining of fome 
things done during the Truce, and then plainly refufmg to agree, except the 
Achats would rellore Pylus to the Mefenians, and except the Romans, 
si,hamanians t Scet dilmdas, and P.cumins were included in the peace! Philip 
holding it an unworthy thing t hat thofewhohad theworft oMt in the War 
Ihoukfgive Laws to the other, broke up the meeting* and leavying 4000 men 
for a defence tothe At / «c.w/,went to Argcs. In the mean while P.Snlpicius 
coming with the Roman Fleet from Naupdln. r, landed betwixt Corinth and 
.S’/c'V6«, and walled the Countrcy; but Philip lighting upon his men drove 
them to t heir Chips, and then going to Dywa, caft out thence the Garrifon of 
the lEiotiam, called thither by the Eleans. Their Territories he alfo wafted 
(C.yc liudas the General of the Achaans having united his Forces with his) 

Philip again and then went againft the Citie it felf. It hapned that Snlpicius was fecret- 
wovttedby the jy got in thither with 4000 men, which ftruck a terror into the befiegers as 
Horn. ins at nils. iooa as t | lC y efpied the Roman colours, and Philip would fain have drawn off 
his men; butaskirmifla being begun he was forced to charge the Roman Co¬ 
hort with his horfe. His own horfc being (hot-under him, a fharp confluft A, 
followed about his perfon now on foot, hut being overpowered, he was refeued Ol.HK «u 
by his followers, and mounting another fled away. Then pitched he his 
Tents five miles from PAU, and the next day marching to Pyrgns a Cattle not plohl>lJI) -.' 
far off, 1 here took a multitude of Countrey people, which with their Cattel /^j 4 , 
had (led thither for ptote&ion ; but as he was dividing the plunder, a Meffen- 
ger came out of Macedonia , and informed him, that a certain man of the V£- 
ropuwt had taken Lychmdus, and was railing the Dar damans ; wherefore lea- 
vino 1500 men under the Government of Menlppus and Polyphas , for a 
Guard tothe A c h*a»s,amy he marched into Thefaly, where he heard the 
Dardanians had invaded his Kingdom, and that he was reported to be (lain. 

After his departure Snlpicius went and wintred at JEgina with Attains , and 
the Achaans fought profperoufly againft their Enemies. 

35. The year after, P. Sulpicius Galba the Proconful and Attains depart- U-j\m lifoi. 
His ad* in *, n a from j£vj»a with their Navies joyned together (which made up fifty 
fayl) came into Euboea, and there took Oreus through the treachery of Plator 
the Governors. Philip now being at Demetrias, great complaints came to 
him of the Mtolians, who being very high, troubled grievoufly the Affociates; 
t he Achaans moreover being molelled again by Machanidas Tyrant of Lace- 
daemon, and defiring aid, he difmiffed the Meffengers with promife to pro¬ 
vide for the fafety of all as near as he could, and appointed fires to be made 
on the tops of the Mountains, with a Watch-Tower, to give him warning if 
the Enemy invaded the Sea-C.oatts. The fires upon the coming of the Navy 
to Oreus were by the cunning of Plator made too late; but upon the fign gi¬ 
ven he hatted with his Army (having beaten off the JEtohans who oppofecl 
him at the Straights of Therntopyla) and came to Elatea a Town in Phocts. 

Attains at this time,8c the Proconul having'attemptedC/Wcw to no purpofe, 
came to Opus, which being taken, the King’s Soldiers were to have the 
plunder of ir, as the Romans had before of Oreus. Here lie flaying too 
long to gather money, was almoft furprifed by Philip , and hatting to his 
fliips, had not got all his men aboard before he fell upon him ; then depart¬ 
ing to Orem, he there received news that Prufias King of Bthinia had in¬ 
vaded his Kingdom , fo that he prefently returned home, and Snlpicius to 
JE'rina. Philip chiding the Opuntians for yielding fo foon, went, and took 
Thr ostium inhabited by them of Thebes Pthioticl who being outed thence 
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by him 8 years before, as we faid, the JEtohans had given them this Town to 
dwell in. After this returning to Elatia (where the Ambaffadors of Ptolomy 
and the Rhodtans flayed his coming to move him again about the peace) and 
hearing chat Machanidas had determined to fet upon ch tEleans, he refolved 
10 prevent him. Machanidas hearing of his coming, retreated prefently to 
SpUrta, and then went he to JEgium to.the general Council of the Achaans, 
to whom he rettored Her a a and 7 i hphylia ; and Ahphera to the Megalopo - 
htans. He made fome depredations upon the ^yEtoliam , then returned to 
Oretu, and fo to Demetrias , where he gave order for making of (hips; (things 
being quiet thereafter the departure of Attaltu ) and fo into his own King¬ 
dom againft the Dardanians. . s 

$6. The two years following, little or nothing was done by the Romans 
i n Greece, fo that the ^/Etolians being deftkute of their aid (in which they a ?> 

moll confided ) were forc’d to make a Peace with him on his own terms. 

The t/ttolim Scarce was it concluded, when Publius Sempronius the Proconjul was fent to 
forced to fucceed Sulpicius ( whocarelefsly managed his affaires) with 10000 Foot, 

Shtf" loooHorfe, and 3 5 Gallles , who coming to Dyrrhachium raifed the Par- 
thtni, and fet upon Damn Hum. Coming a little after to Apollonht, Philip 
having received the news of his arrival, marched down thither, and would 
have given him battel, but the Proconful refuting it, and he not daring to at¬ 
tempt the Towny as alfo becaufe he was now inclinable alfo to Peace,' he 
returned again into his own Kingdom. Not long after the Epirotes bearing ab- 
fo the fame hfind, fent to him, defiring he would think of Peace, wSich 
they defpaired not of, fo he and Sempronius Would but meet together. He 
condefccnded togo down into Epirus, and then came to an interview with the 
Proconful at Phcenice , together with Aminander King of the Athamanians, 
and the Deputies of the Epirotes and Acamanians , where it was agreed that 
A general the Parthini, the Cities Dimalum, Bargulum, and Eugeni urn, Jhould fall

37. But Philips mind was fo inured to a&ion , tint he could not hut make Plutmh in 
himfelf work ; for perceiving Philopomenes (now Prator che fecondcime of PMlopomcne. 
the Achaans) to be in great refpe£t for his military skil and valour, he fent to 
murder him at Megalopolis, which being difeovered, he deferveclly incurred 
the difpleafure of all Greece. He kept fome correfpondence (together wi:h 
Hemcurreth AntiochusthoGreat ) with Ptolemy Philopator , when living ; but after hr* 
odium fevcial death, they two confulted together to deprive his young fon of his Kingdom, 

WJ y es - and might well have done it (efpecially feeing the ^/E^yptian Court was 
much vexed by che difeord of the great ones) hacl they not both been diverted 
And Having by the Romans, and punifhed juttly, as Polybius obferveth. And though he L ;^ cxcc t 
other enemies had been reconciled to the Prolian t, and ufed rhetn as his friends and al- 20 ‘ 
lies, yec now wichouc any pretence did he withdraw Lyfmachia from their 
fociety,‘ and joyned it to himfelf, after that Chalcedon • and to gracifie his 
Son in Law- Prufias of Bithinia , enflaved the Cicyof the Ciani, chough the 
.AZtolians hid fent them a Captain who commanded in chief, which cruelty ^ 
fo incenfed the Rhodians, asever after theybecame his Enemies, and joyned h,CtZm 
with Attains King of Afta againft him. Very ftoucly did he deal with thefe 
his adverfaries, never being difeouraged by any bad fuccefle. He had the 
worftof icin abittelac Seinear but driving Attains on Land, and

by their Ambaffadors alfo called upon the Senate for help, whofe Territories 
Tiv* orminds he had wafted, and forced them up into the City. The occafion of the War 
rfthf Wat on betwixt him and them was from the Acarnamans ; for two youn« men of 
the 7 {om.vi c hat Nation coming to Athens , chanced to go into the Temple of Ceres with 

the other company at the Feaft, being not initiated, and for that reafon were 
out to death, as having committed an unpardonable offence, though igno- 
rantW they did it; now this the Athamanians took fo to heart, as they pro- 
cured Philip to make Waruponthem.

49. Being commanded to quit v£»hs and Maronta , with all the Sea 
Coafts of Ihracc , he procured the principal of the Maronites who were 
ftrongly bent againft him, to be murdred in the night, and then the Romans 
complaining of it as an unworthy deed, he denied it, and when Onomafitts

and deprecate the difpleafure of the Senate. Underhand he follicited the in¬ 
habitants upon the River Ifier to break into Italy. Demetrius had got hereto¬ 
fore fo much good-will at Rome, as coming to have audience in The Senate, 
though he was abaflied at that prefence, and the heavy loads of imputations 
laid upon his Father by the Ambafladors of his Enemies, Yet were his Father’s 
He is d.rplca-f au i ts p a ff ec i over ac t hi s t i me for hts fake, and fo much fignified to Philip by 
ySWc’ £r Marcias, fent into Macedonia to fee whether he had done all chat was 
Romns 10- injoyned him. Then did he quic all the Cities of Thrace inhabited by the 
wards his Greeks, and performed all other things which the Romans required, that he 
younger fon might not give any fufpition, bur get leifure to provide for the intended War. 

Vrnetms With Demetrius his fon he was not well pleafed, for that the Senate making 
no account of himfelf, had given him the credit of deferving onely favour; 
but efpecially Per feus his elder Xon conceived great .indignation and. malice 
againft him, not onely for the credit he had at Rome, ^ but being jealous he 
might deprive him thereby of his Father’s Kingdom.Indeed the Macedonians 
looking upon Demetrius as. one to whom they were obliged for faving them 
harmleffe from the Romans , defigned the fucceftion to him, whom alfo they 
held legitimate, but not Perfem, vvhofe mother was no better than his Fa¬ 
ther’s Concubine.

Philip having a 
mind to go up to the top of the Mountain llamas , for to h ive a view knd 
profpe&of the Country roundabout, rook with him his eldeft, and fendeth 
his youngeft into (.Macedonia to look unto it, with whom he lent one Didos 
Governourof Paonia with a fmall guard. He being alfo one of Per fens his 
Complices, he give him fin charge to infinuace into him, and thereby get out 
his moft inward intentions, which he eafily did, the poor young man being 
refolved to {lie tothe Romans for (belter, and defirous to ufe his help there¬ 
in. This is prefently made known to Per feus, and by him with improvement 
to Philip , who having wearied himfelf and Soldiers to little purpofe, 
and being troubled with this report, returneth home, calls IJerodoms, Deme¬ 
trius his chiefeft friend,into prifon, and caufeth himalfoto be narrowly looked 
to. _ Some moneths remained the King thus exceedingly troubled and anxi¬ 
ous in himfelf, till the Ambaffadors returning from Rome , put an end within 
a fliort time to his resolutions.

arrival, fo that then having opportunity to oppreffe his Enemies not^ once «« 
v , thinking of it, he obtained the Kingdom. Being a little ferled therein, he Ttol. Pl>iln*, 
a caufed Anuochns to be (lain, and then fent to Rome to renew the League 

Kdom, and made with his Father, and to defire that he might be owned as King, doing 
refoiveth to this onely to fecure himfelf for the prefent, and intending as foon as his at- 
renew the f a \ r s would permit, tomakeufeof the preparation his Father had made for 
War With the , Wa r r as it a f cer wards proved. His Father a little before his death 
R0>I:,U5, had prevailed with the Baftarno, who lived near die River I/hr, to leave their 
ancient feat, and come and live in the'Country of the Vardanians, which he 
intended to give unto them, that there leaving there wives and children, they 
might together with the Scord,/ci (who being fome of Me Galls that inva¬ 
ded Thrace, had feared themfelves at the meeting of Danubius and Sabas 
and fo called themfelves) invade Italy. They re-entred Thrace again with 
cuiiecneffe, but after Philip's death falling out with the Inhabitants , and pur¬ 
ging them to the Mountains, they were fee upon with fuch a tempeft as feized 
on the Galls at Delphi, and being prefled alfo by the Thractans , onely aoooo 
oot into Dardania, the reft of the multitude returning back beyond Dana- 
bins. Thofethat arrived in Dardania now did Per fens ftir up againft the In- lavuu 
habitants as much as polfible, which being diftafteful to' the Romans ,• their 
Ambafladors alfo returning from Carthage , reported to the Senate that he 
held intelligence with them there ; foe his Ambafladors had private audience 
of them by night, and others were fent by them into Macedonia. 

<7. About chis time fome of the Dolopians refufing to obey him, and 
willin'* to fubmic their caufe to the Roman Senace,be went down, and vy force 
brought all their Country into his power; he laboured then to curry favour 
with feveral Cities of Ackaiaznd Theffaly in hispaflage, and either fent or 
wrote to feveral others in Greece, defiring them that an end might be put to 
the ancient grudges betwixt his Father and them; tb zAchaans efpecialiy. 

The Roman Senate upon the report of the ftirs in Dardania , fent three to lee 
how matters went, but he refufed to fee them ; it being alleged fometimes

that he was abfent, and otherwhiles that he was Tick j but it clear/y appeared 
to them chat be was providing for the War, and fo much the more, for that the

authority. Indeed now he was better provided to make War than the Romans 
‘ to rgfift, having 30000 Foot, with yoOoHorfe, in a. readinefle, and provi- 
fionstoo for ten years. T hrace was at Peace with him, and though he was fo 
infamous for his cruelty, not onely in refpea of his brother’s death, but alfo 
the killing of Apelles, whom he ufed as an inftaument in chat bufinefle, and 
,a!fo for making away his wife, and upon other accounts, yet either out of re¬ 
verence to the Court of Macedonia, or by reafon of their emulation agaiiift 
the Romans, were both the Greeks and Aftaticks generally more favourable 
to him chan to £#w*»mhe Kingof Pergamus, though of a clean contrary 
difpofition. Eumenes himfelf came to Rome to complain againft him; to 
His bad cari- at ? fvvar co whofe accufations he fenc Ambafladors, and with them the Rho- 
agetoward*- dtans, who inclined to his fide, and as Eumenes returned home, he moft 
hmem mak- bafely fenc fome to murder him, whom chough that King efcaped as to his 
ethhinuhe Jife, yet was he fore wounded in the ftraight paflage totheTemple at Delphi: 
cUrcd an dC ' This as ic Per f €HS much with his friends, fo it made him be the fooner 
Encmr. declared an Enemy by the Romans . 

54.lt was thought good chat fome forces fhould be raifed to be in a readinefs, 
and that certain Commiflioners fhpuld be fent into Greece ro retain the idem lib, 41, 
States in their fidelity , with Soldiers alfo to put into fuch places as wanted. *3>44.

Peace which for that they knew him in a good pofture, for War, and themfelves unprovi- 
ffill not now dedasyet; but the Senate for all this would not grant him Peace, his faults 
fcgranted, being fo aggravated againft him, that the War was denounced, P. Licinhu 
Crajpu the Couful being fent againft him , he had the better of it inanin- 
gagemenc; but yet his heart failed him, fo contrary to . his former humour, as 
that then he fent and defired Peace, offering to perform all his Father was 
tied to; but had anfwer by the llout Romans , that on no other terms could it 
be granted, except he abfolutely referre himfelf and Kingdomtothecourte- 
fie of the Senate, and caft all into their hands. After this he fent to Ginthini 
King of the Illyrians, to draw him to his party , having taken divers Towns 
from him, and might have done himfelf gbod thereby , hid he not been befot- 
ted; for that Prince was inclinable enough to him, onely he faid, he wan¬ 
ted money, which though he had enoughoby him, yet negleiled he to fend.

Of the Macedonians were (lain 20000, and 6000 taken; ot the Conquerours 
but 1 00 loft their lives. Per fern fled to Amphipolu , and finding there no re¬ 
lief, fayled to Samothrace , where hoping to be fecure in that fandtuary ,Cn. 
cdav.su t he Admiral being fent after him, promifed by the voice of a Crier 
Cafety and freedom to all that would come in, whereby he was .foriaken of 
almoft all his followers, & Ion of Thefalonica gave up hfs young children into 
the hands of the Remans. He thought now of efcaping to Crete ; but, being 
. left thus, gave up himfelf,and eldelKon to Odavius, when he had reigned 
11 years; and after being lead in Triumphby the Conful vvascaft into pnfon 
at Alba, where for feven dayes he lay in a moft fad condition, till through the 
v u 1 u' importunity of Emilias it waschmged into a better. Two years he thus 
Wf anddiech continued, and then through defire of life and liberty, encouraging himfelf in 
in cuftody af-new and vain hopes,ended his dayes, fome fay through the barbaroufnefle of 
tit two years, bis Keepers, who would not fuffer him to take any reft, but others, by courje 
of nature in free cuftody, having his funeral difenarged at the publick coft. 

. Thus ended this Macedonian Kingdom, being changed into a free State 
through the feeming bounty of the Conquerours, A. M. 3837^rhe firft of the 
15 3 Olympiad, 15 6 years after the death of Alexander the Great. 



CHAP. V. 


The Afian and Syrian Kingdom. 

From the death of Seleucus, to the reducing 0/Syria into the form 
of a Roman Province by Vompoy^ containing the 
fpace of 220 years . 

1 T?Our or five years after the death of Cafander, it hapned that Antio- plutmbjo 
JT dm the eldeft fon of Seleucus fell in love with Stratonice, daughter to R* 9 ' . 

Demetrius (which woman we faid before that Seleucus married, after her fa. 
ther was overt hr own, and beaten out of AJiai) and for that he was.alnamea ^ppiamin 
to reveal his affection, pined away, and refolved to ftarve himfelf, had not S y,haf. 
his difeafe been difcoVered by Erafiftratus the Phyfician, by the changing ot 
Aatioch-u the his countenance when fhe came in or out, and by other tokens. Seleucus , 
fon of scIchcm who was ready to redeem his Tons life with his own bloud, prefently gave 
falling in love him herco w jf e , though he had a Child by her; and that the bufinefle might 
feem to proceed of himfelf, calling his Army together,, he declared it to be 
hath* her his pieafure to make them two King and Queen of all the upper Countreys, 

granted to having married them together3 and that he thought his fon, who had hitherto 

him* been obedient to him in all other things, would alfo herein be ruled by him; 

but if his wife ftiould diftafte founufual a thing, he defired his friends tolhew 
and perfwade her,that whatfoever the King ftiould think -fit, and the affairs of 
State required, that (he ought to account of as juft, and fitting. After this 
he took Demetrius her father,and imprifoned him in the Cherfonefus of Syria, 
where he died, after three years as was before faid, and within a year after 

his death fought his laft (and the laftof ^/MrW^sCompamons) batte A Mn». 
with Lyftmachus, in which he being Conquerour, and his Enemy (lain, left y C 
Afa wholy to his fon , having a defire to go into Macedonia (where he had Selcuc - li0t 
never been fince he came over with Alexander ) and end his dayes m his Na- ji. 

tive Countrey. But as he was journeying towards Lyfimachia, he was 
traiceroufly flain by Ptolomy Cerannus whom he had lovingly entertained. 

A.M. 3722. 2 3 years after he had taken the title of King, being aged 73. an 
42 after the death of Alexander. From his Conquefts he was called yjS** 10 / 
and Nicator, and is reported to have had the print of an Anchor on his 1 high, ^ J 
and his pofterity alfaafter him, as a note of their Original.

Hill Lyperus, which being called after his own name became famous, and Fto1 ’ 

His Wars. not long after he dying,left his Kingdom to Nicomedej his eldeft fon. Againft 

him Antiochus being about toundertake an Expedition, he craved help of 
thofeof Htfr^/^j.promifing chem to requite them with’the like favour in 
their neceffity, which they took as an occafion to fall off again, and break the 
League made with Hermogenes ; and partly by force, and partly by purchafe 
recovered divers places taken from them, and attempting to do fo by Ame- 
firi*) which one Eumenes held, he chofe rather, out of anger, to deliver up-' the 
Town to Anobarzanfs the fon of Mthndates , than ro fell it to them. Not 
long tftzt Antiochus and Antigonus Gonatas be»g at difference, and prepa¬ 
ring for the War on both fides, A Ttcomedes joyned himfelf with Antigonus , 
againft whom therefore the other thought firft to try his ftren°th. Mithri - 
dates ftrengthning himfelf, procured 13 Gallies from Heraclea, which ad¬ 
ding to his own Elect, he went againft that of Antiochus , but facing one an¬ 
other for fome time, they departed at length without a fighr.

he was about to do this, and was gathering forces for it, Ptolomffcnt feveral Os /

4. For there was one Philet&rus an Eunuch born ac Tios in Paphlagonia Strabo ibid.& 
and belonging to Lyftmachus who made him Keeper of his Treafure placed at

his eldeft fon, at which he being troubled, and thereupon ftae accufing him to tick. *

Burnt nes and Attains, the former of which had a fon of his own name, who 
fucceeded his deceafed Uncle, and having in his poffeflion the places lyin<» 
about Per gamut, overthrew Antiochus (who now it feemeth counredhiman 
meroaebing neighbour) as we faid before. Antiochus alfo built a Citre in Sy¬ 
ria, which he called by his wives name A pamea, and after that another of the 
fame name called after his mother, who was the daughter of Artabaz,us ; 
herein imitating his father. Ac length ha ving killed one fon,and nominated an¬ 
other his Succeffor,he died,after he had reigned 19 years, A. M. 3742. thefe- v°/^'n Tr ^ 
cond of the 129 Olympiad. ^ VmpM*. 

AotlocbitsTheos 5 - Antiochus his fon fucceeded him,firnamed The os moft prophanely Amminsv 
from whom by the Mile fans , becaufe he rid them of Timarchus their Tyrant. From him rim. 
the Tarthians the Parthtans firft revolted, who being (as * fufiin out of TrogUs tells us) 41. 
revolt. Exiles out of Scythia (m the language of which Countrey Partbus fignifieth 
fuch an one) were very obfeure under the Government of the Modes and Per. 
ftans, and being Conquered by Alexander , when none of his Captains after 
his death would accept of the Soveraignty over them, fell to the lot of Sata. 
gtnor a ftranger, but a friend to the Macedonians. They followed firftEw- 
menes in the Civil Wars; after his death Ahtigonus ,and then fubmitted 
themfelves to Seleucus and his Succeffors , till now they took occafion to 
revolt at the inftigation of Arjaces . His brother ^ iridates, Argatbocles the Strait Hi, u.i 
Governour of thefe parts endeavouring filthily to abufe was (lain,and then the 
Macedonians were thence expelled. At the fame time Thtodotus the Go¬ 
vernour of the 1000 Battrian Cities revolted alfo, which the people of the. 

And the Ea- E*ft ufing f° r ? pattern, in like manner fell off from Antiochus. He waged 
ftemProv’m- many Wars with Plolomy Philadelphus,t\\[ fuch time as both being weary 
ccs. they contra&cd an Allianc z,Ptolomy giving his daughter Berenice to tHeother, 

who had two fons already, Seleucus and Antiochus, by Laodice his former 
wife. Herein that Prophecie of Daniel is taken to be fulfilled, which faith, W ' 6, 
that in the end of years they (ball joyn themfelves together ; for the Kings 
daughter of the South fhall come to the King of the North, to make an agree¬ 
ment. But , as it followeth, fhe fhall not retain the power of the Arm , neither 
fhall he /land nor his Arm , &c.

the Kingdom; for Melon and his brother confidermg his youth , and hopm B 
that^^M^would joyn with them in their enterprize, Specially out of ear 
and hatred of one Hermias, who now ruled.all at Court, confpired together 
to withdraw all the upper Provinces from their allegiance This Hwa 
cLn by birth, hadbeen left by SeUucu, to look to hu Kmgdom when he 
took his Expedition over Taunts, and then being fet in fo high a place, began 
rn <*tivv the power of all others, grew proud and cruel, his malice above all 
others bein° againft EpigenesJ who had been Selencus his General; for than 
he faw him tote a-wife and prudent man , and the Army much at his devo¬ 
tion. A Council being called to confute about the rebellion, F f *£{”**£’ 
vifed that the King (hould go in per Con to fupprefs it; for thereby the rebels 
Ivoidd either be terrified and defift, or the Country at his prefence would be 
moved to croffe their defigns; and deliver them up ; but Hermias interrupt 
Fallcth im- . him imputed this to a defire that the King ftiould mifearry, that there- 

ir.ediwly mto p . V U pon his eftate, and prevailed that two others (liould b. 

Jh tmim, thinkinghimfelf fectire in the youthof- AnOocbus., and ThUg oiMn 

™, ha 3 given himfelf up to all tuxune) hoping thereby to have an eafie War 

of it, for that he was of a cowardly difpofitton, and hoped by expofin„ the 
voun* King to dangers and hazards, to efcape the pumlhment due to him, 
and maintln that powet he already enjoyed. Anuochm being ’ery young, 
wasvetv earned to get Ctlefyrm. and HcrmM to prick him dill forward, 
framed a letter from A cbtm, wherein he tells he is defiled by Ftoltmy to 
Se Diadem and affume’the title of King to.himfelf, prom,fing to fend 
him fhips, money, and all things neceffary for that enterprife.

Provinces, the Principality of Babylon, thofe parts lying upon the md Sea, 
all about Tigris as far as Europus , and Mefopotamia as far as Dura ; onely 
the Caftle at Sufa ftood out, the Town being taken ; Anuochm at-this: r- 
port called a Cwmcil to confute what was to be done, where 
foliating that his former advife was not followed, moved the fame agai , 
but was taken up as before by Hernias, with foul language, who deftred the

12. The Army before ic ftirred mutinied for pay, and then Hermias takino 

advantage at the Kings necefficy, offered to lay down money, on condition 
fyigcttoi might be removed from his prefence, which having obtained, he 
procured the min to be murdered. The Army marched and came to Ami - 
»eb In Mygdania at che Winter folftice, where (hying 40 dayes till the ex¬ 
tremity of the cold was over, after 40 dayes it came to Lib*, Molon then 
lying,at hand about Babylon. Here a Council of War being called to con¬ 
fute which. Way was to be taken, that they might not fail of provifions; Her - 
miai was, for going along by Tigris, that it, and two other Rivers, Lyons and 
Kapres, they might have for a defence; but Zeuxis* hough fearful to (peak be- 
caiifeef him, (hewed the danger of chat advice, becaule it would be a great 
com$ffe, and after fix dayes cravel through a Defert, they (hould come to 
place called The Kings Ditch , which if the Enemy got before them, they 
fbould in no wife be able to pafle, and be reduced into great ftrai°hts for 
want of Vidluals; but on the contrary, if they pafled over Tigris, there was 
no doubt but the Inhabitants of che Country called slpollonuitis would return 
to obedience, obeying Molon at prefent onely out of neceflity; further, in 
that plentiful Country they (hould have plenty of vi&uals, and (what was 
moft confiderable) Molon would be hindred from retreating into Media 
and thereby being ftraightned, after that the place where he yet remained was 
emptied of provifions, would be forced to fight, or if he ourftnotdo that, 
then his Soldiers would revolt to the King. This counfel being taken, all 
things fell out accordingly j for Molon fearing his paflage into Media mi°ht be 
(lopped, Tittle milling thofe parts in which he then was, determined to getv 
if he could, to the hilly Country of Apolloniatis , but it hapned that the* 
Scouts of both parties mer there, and skirmiftaing for fome time, afterwards 
retreated to their feveral Bodies, and fo gave occafion to a total ingagemenc 
the day following. • \ 

13. T/fl/tfwconfidering how dangerous it was to bring his Soldiers'out in 
open face againft their King, thought it the beft way to chufe out the moft 
ftrong and valiant, and fet upon his Camp in the nighr. Going about to do 
this, ten young men went over to the King and told him the clefign of the 
rebels, fo that Molon was glad to return, and put his other Army left behind 
him into fuch an Alarm, for that they were ignorant of the enterprife, that 
much ado he had to quiet them. The King bein» provided to fight, drew out 
his men by break of day, and placed them in a bacalia; Molon could but do 

Svdeftt icin S reac difor der and confufion, by reafon of that conflernacion which fell 

{(li y oy * upon his men in the night. In the hghc which prefendy followed, the right 
wing of his Army ftood fall to him, and fought very earnellly, but the left as 
foon as ic came in fight all revolted, which he undemanding, now compared 
in with Enemies, and confidering the torments he was likely to undergo if 
taken ative, killed himfelf, and fodid all his companions in the confpiracy, 

. but his body being found was nailed, for an example, ro a croffe in the high- 
eft parts of Media. After this Vi£lory dnttocbns fetled the affaires of thefe 
Countries,dealing more mercifully with his Subjects than was delired by /&>*- 
mias, and then refolvcd to invade the Territories of the Barbarians lying 
upon bis borders, to terrifie them from aflifong his rebels for the time to 
come j which Hermias difliked for the danger "of the War, his mind Hill- 
running upon Calefyria, buc news being brought that a young fon was born to 
the King, he was content he ftiould expofe himfelf to this danger, hoping that 
in cafe he (hould mifeary he mud be made Guardian and Prote6lor of the in¬ 
fant, buc he was ignorant that his juft reward hung over his head. For one 
Artabnz,anes, his Country being invaded, being unfit for refiftance becaufe 
of old age, mide Peace with Antiochus, fubmitting towhatfoever he de¬ 
manded, and at the fame time Apolhphanet the Phyfician to the King, and his 
great favourite, perceiving Htrmias not able to bear that high conclition to; 

which 
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which he was advanced, any longer, being follicicous for his Mailers fafety, 

Arul Hernias and much more for bis own, fo wrought the King (inclinable enough to it be- 
P uc to death, fore) as being called to walk abroad one morning more early than ufual, before 
his return he was made away. . * , . ■- . 

14 Ar.tiochns his mind was now turned towards Acbans, who, though 
at the firft he had born himfelf very modeftly, being elevated with fuccefle, 
and thinking that the King in his expedition againft Artabaz,anes might pof- 
fibly mifearry, or if he did not, yet hoping that he being at fo great a di- 
ftance, he mifcht have opportunity enough to break into Syria , ancT have help 
to feize upon the Kingdom, marched with his whole Army from Lydia , and 
lAthatu trai- coming to Laodicea in Phrygia, then fet the Diadem upon his head , and firft 
tcroufly ailu- took the Title of King upon him. He continued his march till he drew near 
n.«h the tQ L yCli0 „[ a . but there the Soldiers mutined, refufing to fight againft their na- 
■rHrS’iXi rural King, fo that feeing this, he drove to perfwade them that he had no in- 
of Kln g- tetv[on t0 invade Syria, and diverted his courfe..to Piftdia, which harafing, 
and inriching the Army with booty thereby, he returned home again. The 
King not being ignorant of any of this, firft expoftulated it with him,and fend¬ 
ing Ihim chreatning meffages, put off the reft for this time, and fet himfelf 
with all his might to prepare for the War againft Ptolomy. Confuting then 
what way to invade Syrian he was perfwaded firft of all to attempt Selettcia 
Ycc iuiiocfm (held by tht P tolomiet ever fmee the invafion of Euorgettt , to revenge the 
maketh War death of his fiftec Berenice) being the Chief Seat almoft of the whole Em- 
upon ptolomy pi rCj f ro m whence would arife much trouble being thus in the Enemies hands, 
for c«Ufyri*> J n( j very commodious by its fituation for carrying on the War both by Land - 
and Sea. He firft then corrupted fome of the Officers of the Garrifon with¬ 
in, who promifed, that if he could but take part of the Suburbs, they would 
And eetteth procure the whole Town to be yielded. This being done, the Confpirators 
i ico sdcucia , came to the Governour, and moved him to yield, as from the neceffity of the 
thing, who being ftruck at this confternadon, as it appeared, of the Soldiers, 
furrendred prefently the Town upon Compofition. 

15 .Whileft he was employed about this Town,Letters came to him from or.e A.M.378* 
Theodom, defiring him with all fpeed to come into Syria, fignifying chat he 
would becray it all into his power; for he being an oSLtoltan born, had done 
the Kings of Bpypt fpecial fervice, but was fo well requited for it as he was rtol.Vhilt^' 
brought into danger of life, and therefore at what time Antioch m went tm 4 . 
againft Melon looking upon Ptolomy as a defpicable Creature, and diftrufting 
his Courtiers, he had feized upon Ptolomais and 7 y re i and folUcited him to 
With fcvcral come down. Now therefore Amiochtu putting off thebufineffe of Acham 
other places, till another time, marched down to Marfya^ the fame Valley and Straights 
as before > where hearing Theodottts was befieged in Ptolemau , he went, and _ 
relieved him, and then hiving that and 7 yre delivered up unto him, and bear-' 
ing the Enemy out of the Straights, he had then determinedto march towards 
Pelujium , but undemanding that Ptolomy" s Army was come thither, and all 
oppofition poffible making for hindering his paffage , he went on in taking in '• 
the Towns thereabouts, divers whereof prefently fubmitted, and others flood 
it 011c. Ptolomy himfelf being given wholy up to fluggiftineffe,though thus be¬ 
trayed, took no order about his affairs; All the burthen of them lay upon 


the War, though to divert Andochus they fentAmbal 
of peace (as defiring onely to go that way to work) and procured Embaffies 
from the Rhodians, Bjz>antiant, ^^tolians, and them of Cyjcicns, to mediate 
betwixt them, during which they gained time,and deceived the Enemy, 
carrying all things fo clofe as his Ambaffadors could underftand nothing of 
their Provifion*.

Ptolomy proceeding on his journey came to G**.<*,and thence near to Rul 
phi* (the firft Citie of Syria, except Rhinocerus , as one cometh from E- 
. JtyP 1 ) and Antiochus parting by that place (hortly after pitched his Tents at 
firft within ten furlongs of the Enemy, and the next day, partly for the com- 
modioufneffe of the ground, and partly to embolden his Soldiers, approached 
within five furlongs of them. Being fo near, feveral skirmiflies fell out 
amongft thofe which on both fides ifliied forth for provifions, and Thco- 
dottu the Rj-.olym, after a molt bold adventure taking but two in his Compa¬ 
ny, for that he had been in Ptolomy's Court, and knew his manner of life, 
went out in the dusk of the evening, and not being known got into the Kinos 
Tent where he ufed to give audience , and though he miffed of him being ina 
more obfcu re place, yet wounded be two which waited there, and killing 
oucrighc Andreas his principal Phyfician, efcaped back in fafetyto his own 
Camp ; having onely failed of his purpofe for want of informing himfelf when 
the King was wont to take his reft. For five dayes continued tnefe two Prin¬ 
ces in this pofture , and then both refolved to try the matter in afet bat¬ 
tel. 

A pitch’c bac- . r 9 * Ptolomy firft drew out his men,and then prefently Antiochus ranged his 

tel. in batcel aray againrt him. Each of the Armies had two wings, wherein the two 

Kings met each other,guarded with Elephants,betwixt which the fight was be¬ 
gun, after Antiochus had caufed the charge to be founded ; their manner be¬ 
ing firft with their Trunks to thruft each other, and ftrive for the ground, 
and then after that for the one by force to remove the other’s Trunk , and 
The manner to fall upon him like a Bull, and gore his Tides. Few of Ptolomies beads 
of the fighting would light at all, for that being Africans, they could neither endure 
of cpiants. t | JC f mc n n 0r no jf e of thofe ofI, fo that the'ranks being difordered 
by them, his left Wing was cjuite broken by the charge of the Enemy, 
and put to flight. Echecrates , wno commanded in the right, flayed firft for the 
ingagement of the former, then feeing that his Elephants would not fighr, 
gave order to Phtnidas Commander of the Mercenary Greeks to invade his 
oppofites , and he himfelf alfo wheeling about to be out of the danger of 
the beafts, fell upon the Flanks and Rear of the Enemie’s horfe; fo 
that both together they made them all being Arabians and Medes to give 
ground , and put all the Wing to flight, thus being even with Antiochus. 
Then came the bodies themfelves to ingage : Antiochus was bufie in the 
purfurc of that Wing wherein he fought; but Ptolomy coming to his Army 
much encouraged the Soldiers, and diflieartned his adverfaries, who be¬ 
ing charged by Andromachus and Sofibltts , the Syrians for fome time 
maintained their ground , but^ the reft fcarce fighting one ftroak fliifted 
for themfelves. Antiochus being yet unskilfull and young, was ftill fol¬ 
lowing the chace , (thinking becaufe he had the better of it in his Wing, 
that therefore his whole Army overcame) till admonifhed by fome one 
about him, he returned , and feeing things fo contrary to his expe&ation, 
endeavoured to break in with his Guard, to the place where his Army flood, 
A-nhchus bca-but finding all his men fled, retire^ alfo unto Raphia , being perfwaded 
t C11, t hat he had done as became him, however, by reafon of rhe Cowardlinefle 

of others the work had mil carried. On his part were (lain little lefle than ; 
10000 Foot, about 300 Horfe, and 4000 taken prifoners ; three of his 
Elephants were (lain outright, and two afterwards died of their wounds. 
Ptolomy loft 1500 foot, and 700 horfe, 16 Elephants were killed, and the reft 
taken for the moft part. 

20. Antiochus had intended after the rallying of his men to have fortifi¬ 
ed himfelf without Raphta • but moft of them being got into the Town, he 
defired leave to bury his dead, and then returned into his own Kingdom. 
Ptolomy prefently received all Ccelefyria again inro his power, the Inhabitants 
- accommodating themfelves to’his.prefent condition (as indeed bearingalwaies 
great reverence to his family) and-ftriving who Should firft yield themfelves.

**• Being fuppiied with money lttgely by Sofibm, and loaded with pro- 
mifes, away he failed for Rhodes to Nicomachus, and thence for Ephefus to 
Melanoma, his acquaintance, and friends of Achaus, with whom dealing 
about his bufinefle, hefent one A r ',a*ms toCambylus to let him know that 
hewas fene from Alexandria co raife Forces, and chat he muft needs fpeak 
with him, defiring he would appoint time and place for their meeting with¬ 
out the privity of any Having obtained this, and bethinking with'"himfelf 
what to do, he gave him a letter concerning which li\e Cretians they had a 
Cretian conference, as Polybius cermeth it. For not refpefling the fafety of 
the befieged, or their faith given to thofe chic employed them , but a^reein^ 
to divide the ten Talents already given in advance by Sofibius, they refolved- 
to acquaint Antiochus with the matter, and undertake upon prOmife of mo¬ 
ney m hand, and a good reward afterwards, to deliver Achaus into his power 
This being with gre it ea rneftnefle promifed, ^prevails with Nicomachti 
and CMelancoma, wholly ignorant of his treacherous intent, to write letters 
m cipher to Achatu, which he fenc by Arianw , for whom paflage was pro¬ 
cured into the Caftle by means of Cambylus. Achates bein^ eirneftly advifed 
by his two friends to cruft Bolis and Cambylus, and withal confiderin° the diffi¬ 
culty for him to efcape ; hoping if he got out to paffe prefently into Syria 
yyhilft Jntbchtts was yqt ,at Sardis, and then toget all the parts about An- 
voeh into his power, yielded to put himfelf into the hands of Bolis , who 
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was Cent prefently by Me lass comas with great entreaties and promifes if he 
could accomplifo the bufineffe. Bolis went to Cambylas at night, and flaying 
with him the next day to confult of the bufineffe how it foould be managed, 
after he had been mth Antiochus, and was much incouraged by him, he went 
up for A chaus into the Caflle.

overtake them. His death being known within * as they all firft agreed in 
making lamentations for him,fo foortly after they fell at odds, being divided 
into two faaions, of which the one ftuck to his wife, and the other to Ario- 
baz,us the Governour; fo that having fufpition of each other, both parties 
yielded themfelves and the place to Antiochus. .... 

74. A year or two after, Antiochus undertook an Expedition into the pt[)bi libAOi 
Eaft to reduce Media apd Parthia which had revolted, and he paffing through excerpt, 
both, thereupon caufed Arfaces to withdraw h'tnfelf into Hyrcania, which AppimnSy 
heconfidering, and judging that he would not have forfaken this Couctry if m 
he had been able to have defended it, refolved to follow him, fo that with 
oreat difficulty he patted over the hills, and entred alfointo that Region, 
where we find that he took fome Towns ; but what further he did againft Af- 
Antiochus r ace or u what terms he returned, if Polybius his hiftory had been kept 
r Scion entire, we might have known. After this he quieted the upper A fit, and 
into the Eaft. coming into B*ftria for a good while endeavoured to drive out thence tushy 

demus the King thereof, whom he defeared, and behaved himfelf moft flout- Tol)l>iw- 
ly , whence he got great credit for his valour. At length Euthydemus com- cem.hb. n. 
plaining that he was injurious in oppofin® him thus who had not revolted from 
him, but cut off the pofterity of thofe that had, befeeching him alfo not. to 
envy him the name of King, efpecially confidering that by this diffencion 
neither of their affaires could be fecure, for that a number of the Scythian 
Nomades hovered at the borders , and were like to overrun the Country, 
Antiochus , who being tired with the tedioufnefle of the War, had fought 
occafion to make a Peace, not unwillingly now heard the overtures of ic, 
efpecially after that Euthy demus fenthis ton Demetrius to him , with whom 
he was fo taken for his perfon and parts, as thinking him worthy of a King¬ 
dom, he firft promifed him one of his daughters, and then yielded that his 
Father foould take the title of King. Then the conditions of the league be¬

28. A rumour was fpred abroad, during this Treaty, that Ptolomy the llt ^ 
Kino of ty£(rrpt was dead, which much affe&ed both parties, yet ttrove 
rhey"to hide it from hath other : Lucius Cornelius one of the ten , who vvas 
alfo ordered toendeavour the reconcilaupn of the two Kings, demanded a 
little time to go into ^£gypt ; and Amiochus being jeftlefle, out of an

16000 Foot, and 1000 Horfe, with which he would firft go to Carthage, 
hopino to draw his Countrymen to revolt, and though that fhould not fiicceed, 
vet would hefeize upon fomepartof Italy. The King doling with hispro- 
pofitions at this time, he went not himfelf, but fent a certain lyrian toCar - 
thag-e who under pretence of trading fhould break the ice; but he being 
fufpeaed by Hannibal's adverfaries, was glad to fhife for himfelf, and no¬ 
tice thereof was prefently given to the Romans. In the meantime Anno, 
chus fent three Ambaffadors to Rome, who under colour of procuring a ngbt 
uvderftahding, fhould feel how rhe Senate ftood affeaed. They expoftula- 
tin® the matter, thattheir Matter-fhould be forced to quit the Cities ofAJm, 
anJforfake his antient right in 7 hr ace, were referred tothe Commiftioners , ! 

in Greece For anfwer; to whom repairing, Vlammitms and his Collegue, ur¬ 
ged that the King fhould either leave Europe , or the Romans have power to 
protea their friends in A fa, and make as many more there as they could.

over. simiochus his Gari ifons,marched towards the Bay of Malta, took Thauma- 

cka, and wafted the Territories of Hypata. Antioclus fotfiething herewith 
awakened, fent to the t/£tofians to have all their Forces in readineffe, and 
then came down with lefle then iocoo foot, and 500 horfe; but fewer.of 
the i/Etolians came together than ufual, and his own Army, expe&ed out of 
si ft a, loitered, fo that wanting it, and forfaken of his Confederates , he forti¬ 
fied himfelf in the Straights of TheomopyU , and fent the c ^£tolians (whereof 
there were but 4000) to keep Heraclea and Hypata, Upon the approach 
of the Conful , bethinking himfelf of the Mountains, which he knew had been 
formerly paffed by fome of Xerxes his Army, and fearing the Romans fhould 
come over upon his back, he procured fome ^tolians to fecure thepaffages. 

But Glabrio hearing of it, fent M. Porcius Cato (then a Colonel in the 
Army) and A. Valerius Flaccus to beat them off, which being done by the 
former, he got over, and approaching the Enemies Camp, they at the firft 
Ovcnhrowcth p 10 h c fuppofed them to be friends ; But then again underllanding their er- 
,An!wfw at rcaft away their Arms and fled. But being clofely purfued 500 of them 
of ncrSe. onely efcaped, though but fifty of the Romans were mining. . 

32. Antiochus flying to Chalets, paffed thence with his new married wife 
unto Ephefus , after whofe departure the Gates of Chalets were prefently 
opened to the Conful, who having taken in Phocis and Bocotia in his paffage 
Auiiodm lus thither, all Euboea prefently returned to obedience. Then fell he upon the 
ads in A(is t/Etolians, whom (though not long before they had fent to the King for aid, 
yet) now he forced to yield, and after he had ufed their Ambafladors fome- 
. thing roughly, and threatned to chaftize them to purpofe; through the inter- 
ceflion of T, Flamininus , gave them liberty to fend their Ambafladors to 
Rome. Antiochus. now lay at Ephefus altogether fecure of the Romans ;but 
Hannibal told him, he rather wondred they were not there already, than 
doubted at all of their coming, and procured the Forces to be fent for out of 
the upper Provinces; and with thofe ihips which were ready the King fayled 
into the Cherfonefus of Thrace, fortifying it, and placed ftronger Garrifons 
mSefluszndAbydus, where the Romans were to pafle over the Hellefpont 
into A fa. At this time Ltvtus S aim at or being fent from Rome to fucceed 
Attilius in the Government of the Fleet, came with it to which An- 
tiochus hearing, hafted from Thrace tofighc him before the Rhodes and Eu- 
Hc is dcfeitcd me nes fhould joyn with him; but they coming in in good time, his Fleet was 
at Sea. worded,and chafed as far as Ephejus. 

33. After this defeat he fet himfelf with all his might to repair hisNa- jjviHslib.il 
vy, and left his fon Seleucus in i/Eolis to look to the Maritime Coafts. Li- 
vitts the Roman Admiral coming into the Hellefpont, took Sejlus , and had 
done the fame by Abydus, had not Polyxenidas a Fugitive of Rhodes , de- 
flroyed by Treachery all the Fleet belonging to that Ifland; whereupon he 
raifed his flege and departed. Selencus fell upon the Territories of Perga - 
mas, and then befieged the Citie it felf (Attalus being unable to graple with 
him in the field) with whom alfo at length Amiochus himfelf joyned, till 
hearing that the Roman m<\ Rhodian Fleets were coming to relieve the place; 
and, worfe than this, that Lucius Scipio the Conful (together with his brother 
the African ) was already in his march as far as Macedonia , and preparing 
now to paffe the Hellefpont againft him, he fent to t^mylius Rhegillus who 
had fucceeded Livius in the Fleet, to treat of a peace. He calling Eumtnes 
from Pergamus, and the Officers of the Rhodians to confult, thefe were 
content to Treat, but Eumenet being averfe to it, and urging that nothing 
. could be concluded of, before the coming of the Conful, an anfwer to that 
effect was,returned to the King , who leaving his fon ftill before Pergamus, 
harrafed the Territories' of the Roman Confederates, and taking divers pla¬

fore his return to the Camp. Being much moved with his authority, he de¬ 
clined an ingagemenr to his utmoft endeavour, but the Conful Bill dogging 
him from place to place, and being ready to ftorm his Camp, for fear of 
utterly difcouraging his men, he was forced to draw them out. (*) Some fay 
he had 70000 Foot, and about 12000 Horfe (though others (£) mention but.l^* v,w " { 
70000 in all) with 54 Elephants. The Conful brought into the field but.^ j^, wj)) 
30000, whereof two, being Macedonians, were left to keep the baggage; sjriack. 
and fixtcen African beads placed in the rear for a referve, left (being worded 
by the Indians ) they fhould break their ranks. The battel was fought near 
Magneft a aTown fituateat the Foot of the Hill Sipylus. It hapned then 
that fuch a mift fell as blinded fo the Kings Army, that both the wings there¬ 
of could not be feen to one (landing Bill in' the fame place ; and their wea¬ 
pons were alfo fpoiled with the wet. His chariots armed with fithes which he 
had placed in the front, proved his mine; for the Horfes being gored with 
arrows (according to the direction of Eumenes ) brake down all behind them, 
and fo difordered the rancks, that the Auxiliaries fled; which occafion the 
Romans taking, prefled hard upwards, and difcomfited the whole left wing. 

In the right he had better fortune ; for he put both Horfe arid Foot to flight, 
and drove them to their Camp ; but M. ^/Emilius Lepidus who was left 
there for the fecurity of it, met them, and forced them to face about arid to 
charge the purfuing Enemy, fo that he and Attains (the brother of Eume- 
nesy who came in in good time with 200 Horfe} renewed the battel with 
fuch earneftnefle, that now the King (who ere while gave the .charge) betook 
Wherein he himfelf to his heels. The Roman Cavalrie, in the purfute, did great execu- 
l5 overthrown t j onj and the rather,becaufe of the multitude of Chariots, and Camels, 
which blocked up the way; infomuch as 54000 were (lain, and 1400 taken.

37. dntiochusy with a few about him, fled to Sardis, and thence to 
Apamca, making Zeno Governour of the former, and Timon of Lydia- 
but they were defpifed by the Soldiers and Townfmen that held the Caflle, 
who gave up the places to the Conful; which was followed as an example by 
divers Cities of A ft a.

This being granted, Zeuxts 
who had formerly governed Lydia, and Antipater the Kings brothers fon, 
fhorcly after arrived, defiring their Mafler mignt know upon what terms to 
purchafe the friendfhip of the People of Rome. Publius % Scipio the African, 
in the name of the reft, anfwered , that the Romans ufed not to infult over 
their conquered Enemies* and therefore nothing fhould be required of him jj v -, ns 
more than formerly ; faveonely to pay 15 000 Talents of Eub&a to defray fan ut friw. j 
the charges of the War , by certain portions ; 400*0 Enmenes (together with Hf* 
fuch Corn as was due to him , by virtue of oh agreement made with bis Fa- 
ther) to give up Hannibal, Thoas the t/Etolian, and other incendiaries, and 
laftly, to deliver for the performance of theft conditions twenty Hoflages, 

And l-athwcli Thefe propofals being accepted of, Ambafiadors-were out of hand difpatch- 
niftW the fame ed to. Rome , to pray the confirmation of the Peace, which accordingly was 
term* as for- ratified bothby Senare and People ; and for that Eumenes and the Amoafla- 
merWwcrc dots of Rhodes , differed about fome Cities in Afia, it was ordered by the

58. Landing in Lycia, he thence wrote to the Senate, that he had no inten- z . 
tions to difturb his Coufin Antiochus, but onely revenge upon Lyfisu the Dme , w 
de.ith of Oltavius ; then getting into his hands 7 ripolu , a Town of Phoenicia, Jofepb. iHu t 
as fent by the Senate to poflefle the Kingdom , none gainfaid him; fo that cap.16. 
hefeized nlfoupon Sparne*. Thence, having gotten fome forces together, 
he marched towards /imioch , out of which Antiochta, with Lyftas his 
Governour (for that they thought he was fent by the Romani , and therefore fr *' 
feared to oppofe him) coming out to meet him in a friendly mannetfwas pre- 
fently made away, after he had reigned about two years. Demetrius having 
Gcttcth the thus obtained the Kingdom, difplaced H\raclides, wnom Epiphanes his Uncle 
Kingdom, and had made Treafurer at Babylon^ and his brother Timarchus , whom he had al- 
killeih Seim- fo placed Governour there ; for that he had badly behaved himfelf in his Of- 
fice, whence from the Babylonians he got the firname of Soter, the next af¬ 
ter Amiochus the fon of Seleucus Nicator , as * Appian obferveth. The Ro- * ln s 
man Commiflioners being now come to Ariaratkes into Cappadocia, he fent Pol)bi,Tum. 
Menocharis thither to them, to deal with them about his confirmation in the no & u ,* 
Kingdom; offered alfo to Ariarathes the Widow of Perfeus of Macedonia, 
and his fitter to wife; but he refufed her for fear of giving offence, to the 
Romans, After the return of Menocharis and his report, thinking it his main 
intereft ro oblige thefe men, he <ttft off all other things, and labouring to pleafe 
He couftcth them, fent firft to them into Pampbylia , then to Rhodes, offering co do any 
the Commif- thing whereby to purchafe his being acknowledged King by the Romans , and 
tlm C hc°ir Tiberius one of the Commiflioners flood him in great ftead for the obtaining 
browned as of l ^' s his defire. He ftiortly after fent Menocharis , and others in Ambaflage 
King. to Rome , and with them heptines the murderer of Ottavius (whooffered A<M ,, g 

himfelf to be fent) and a Crown of Gold in token of his thankfulneffe for 
his good ufageall the time of his being an Hoftage. The Senate long delibe- V.c. wi ' 
raring upon the bufinelfe, refolved at length not to receive Leptines, left they Selmid. in. 
fliould feem to be fatisfied for the publick affront; but rather lay the., blame 
upon all Syria, and referve to themfelves an occafion of revenge, when, and as ^ toli ?hilm 
often as they fhould fee convenient: as for Demetrius himfelf, they beftowed 2 ®. 
their friendfliip upon him ,with this condition, if he would gife fufficient cau¬ 
tion to be thenceforth as much in their power as formerly. 

59. Alcimus, who had procured from Eupator to be made High-Prieft, ,Macc»b.7. 
and now was not received nor owned by the people, becaufe that in the dayes a Mac. i*. 
of Epiphanes he had defiled himfelfcame to Demetrius with other Apo- 
ftates, and fuch like as himfelf, and accufed his Countrey-men, efpecially the 
Hafmonaans (i.e. Judas and his brethren) that they had cut off,and baniflied 
B.icbldcs fent his friends; whereupon he Cent one Bachidcs a trufty friend with great for- 
by him againft ces into Judea, confirming the Priefthood to Alcimus , whom he fent back' 
the Jews. with him. All their defign, being arrived there, was to get Judas inro their 
hands; divers Scribes going out to them to follicit for peace, being confi¬ 
dent becaufe the Prieft was of the feed of Aaron, he mott wickedly, and con- 
traryco his Oath jgiven, flew fixty of them in one day; then Bachidcs go¬ 
ing from Hierufalenty fent about, and caufed divers that had fled from him, 
and many of the people whom being (lain he catt into a great pit, and fo com- 
Lcaveth Ai- matting the Countrey to Alcimus (to the defence of which he left him fome 
cum the forces) he returned unto his King. After his departure , Alcimus ftrivingto 
H - i £ h f Pric ? con .fi rni himfelf in the Priefthood, made great havock of the people, to re- ; 
with lome tor- ft ra j n which, Judas went throughout the Country, and compelled his party 
*to (hut themfelves up within their holds, and growing ftronger, he reftrainea 
their invafions, fo that Alcimus being afraid of him goes once mnre \mto the

62. A great famine then raging, almoft all the Country fubmitted to Ba- 1 Macttb.9. 
chides , that they might the more commodioufly get bread, and he made fuch 
wicked perfonsG‘overnours,as bringing to him the friends of Judas,hz mocked 
them, and revenged himfelf upon them. But fuch of them as remained, attd 
could do ir, affembled themfelves together, and chof t Jonathan ( Sirnamed 
Apphui) their Captain in the room of Judas his brother, . which bachides 
bearing fought to kill him, but he undemanding thereof, fled into the Defert 
7 hecoa, having fent his brother John (Sirnamed Gaddis ) with a party to the 
7 e>uth vi hh N*bath&an Arabt,to^z(\xt they might leave their baggage amongft them, 
brother cho- He going down with it, was met in the way by the children of Iambi from 
feu Captain Medaba, who killing him and thofe with him, feized upon the prey ; but no 
in his room, g re at joy had they of their booty; for Jonathan and his brother Simon hear¬ 
ing that they were about to make a great mariage, and bring the bride from 
Medaba with great pomp, being tne Daughter of one of thenobleft Prin¬ 
ces of Canaan,' they went, and hiding themfelves under the covert 6f the 
Mountain, when the Bridgroom and his friends came forth with Timbrels J* J/’ f 
and inttrumentsof Mufick, rofeupoutof theambufli, flewmapyof them, 
and rook the fpoil; fo having revenged the death of their brother, they re- selmiim 
rurned again unto Jordan. When Bachides heard this, he marched down, Dtrntr. sit, 
and came thither with a great Army upon the Sabbath Day, and Jonathan be- 
ing befet behind and before with the Enemy, and on each fide with the River 1 M * 
and Marifhes, encouraged yet his men to fight, and lifting up his handflruck 
at Bachides. But he declined the blow; then feeing himfelf too weak for 
the Enemy he leaped into the River after he had (lain 1000 of them, and 
fwom over with his men to the further fide. Bachides would not adventure 
to follow, but returning to Jerufalem, built up the ftrong Forts throughout 
the Land, and placed therein ftrong Garrifons, that thence making excur¬ 
sions, he might endammage the Jews. He fortified the Cities Bethfura and 
Gax^ara , with the Caftle at Jerusalem, where he placed Soldiers with pro- 
v fions, and taking the Tons of the chief of the Country for Hottages, he fe- 
cured them in the later. 


63. TheAmbaffadorsfentby UMaccabauno th t Romans were well re- 
ceived, and entered into a League and fociety with the Romans , which be« 
ing written in Tables of brafle, contained an ingagement mutually to fuccour 
. . and relieve each other. The Senate alfo wrote to Demetrius , charging him 
foSddcnby n °more to hurt or indammige the Jews, being their confederates, under 
the Romans to pain of being profecuted with War both at Land and Set. Not long after 
hurt thc/ciw.

ccs for the fon (0 Bdles) giving him the name of Alexander , and reporting him to be J 1 
of Epiphytes, fon of Antiocbus Epiphanes, to recover as it were his Fathers Kingdom by Q)< strait^ 
force. This youth, together with Laodice Antiocbus his daughter, did id) He- 
raclides (whom Demetrius caftout, aswefaid, of the Office of Treafurer 
at Babylon) cary to Rome, where he brought him into the Senate, and cau- 
fed him to defire that he might be helped in the recovery of the Kingdom, at ugat. w, 
leaft that he might not be hindred in his indeavour that way * then he fecond- 
ing him inveighed againft Demetrius , and heaped up the praifes and merits of 
A ntiechus fo far,as though to all fober minded men his impudence was diftafte- 
ful as well as his perfon, yet he fo bewitched the generality of the Fathers,that 
a Decree was made, whereby power was given to them to return, and aid 
ordered them for the recovery of the Kingdom ( being the children of their 
late friend and allie) as they had required. : 

66 . Herac tides having obtained this aft of the Senate, prefently hired i Mated. i 9 . 
Souldiers, and getting many eminent men to joyn with him, went to Epbc- 
fus, where he made all poflible preparation for the War. Not long after 
Alexander got Ptolemaic a City of Phoenicia, being betrayed to him bythe 
Garrifon Soldiers, which Demetritu hearing, gathered together his Forces to 
go and fight with him, but confidering the uncertainty of the chance of War, 
few; away his two fons Demetrius and Antiocbus unto Cnidus to be out of the 
danger, and be referred to revenge his death or deprivation if need fliould 
require. He fent alfo to Jonathan the Captain of the Jews, to renew Peace 
with him, giving him power to raife forces againft Alexander , and comman¬ 
ding the Hoftages kept in the Gaflle at Jerusalem to be reftored to him, 
which he ufingasa good opportunity, began to build Jerufalem anew, and 
repair the walls, but Alexander having notice of Demetrius his meffage, and 
the promifes made by him, fent to him in like manner, and amongft ma- 1 
ny privileges and immunities granted-to the Nation , appointed him to be 
Contendeth the High-prieft, fending him Purple and a Crown of Gold. So, in the fe- 
do S ria~ ventb monet h of the 160 year of the Seleucida , Jonathan put on the holy 
°m y.ta j n t h e n ’ mt h after the death of. his brother Judas (the Priefthood ha¬ 
ving been vacant feven years from the death of Aleimus') being the firft of the A.M jSfj, 
Hafmonaans that arrived at this dignity, and of the prieftly family, but not J* 4, 
of the Pontifitial , to which Onias ( who now was in *s£gjpt ) was next stleueid. Ifo.

67. Alexander Balas obtained the Kingdom , and fhortly after his poffef- , Mated. io.

brought her to Ptolemait, and maried her to him with royal magnificence.

known to Demetrius, he wrote to him, in anger, to raife the fiege, and ap¬ 
pear before him ac Ptolemais , which he obeyed fo far as to goto him • and 
partly,by his prefents and otherwayes fo appeafed him ,/as irejeftin" bis ac¬ 
cufers, he confirmed to him tfie Priefthood, and upon p?ojnjfp of ^00 Ta¬ 
lents grafted him immunity from tribute, with the Principality of three other 
places. After this, feeing his Realm to be quiet, on every fide, Demetrius 
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disbanded all his old Soldiers, retaining onely fome Cretans and other I flan- 
dersy which fo inraged them, being wont by the former Kings to be kept ih 
pay, as an incouragement to them for future fervice , that tney thenceforth 
became his Enemies, and fhewed it upon occafion which he alfo himfelf 
prelented them, being wholly ruled by one Lafthenes , who had helped him 
in rhe recovery of the Kingdom. By this man’s advice, thinking himfelf fe- 
cure enough of his eftate, he cruelly raged againft fuch as bad been againft 
him, and plunged himfelf into bad courfes; which (together with the aliena¬ 
tion of the minds of the Soldiers) oneDiodotus an Apameany and one of 
The Son of Alexander Ba ^ at his Captains, confidering, went to Elmalchutles the Ara-

•Which flood him in good ftead, for he going about to difarm the Antiochians , 
they flatly refufed it, and rifing, came many thoufands to the Court to make 
an end of him, but thefe Jews fo repelled them, as flaying a great number 
they fet the City on fire, whereupon the inhabitants were glad to fubmit. 

70. Diodotujy or Try phony took Antiochns the young fon «f Balaty brought 
him out of Arabia into Syria, and there crowned him, giving him the fir- 
name of Theus. Hereupon all the disbanded Soldiers came over to him, fo 
that Try p hoy made open War againft Demetrius y and overthrowing liim in bat¬ 
tel forced him to flie to Seleucta. Then fent A ntiochns to lonathan meflen- 
gers with prefents, and great promifes, to draw him to his party, which he 
eafilydid, becaufe Demetrius had falfified his word , and proved very in- 
grateful towards him, who now therefore gathering his men together, reduced 
the Country beyond Iordan as far as Damafcus y and overthrew a party which 
there met him, killing to the number of 3000 men, after which he fent an 
A mbaflnge to the Romansy to renew the alliance made with them'by Judas. 
Tryphon having brought hisdefign thus far on, as to break the power of XV 
' mitriusy and having to that end defired the friendfhip of Jonathan,ytt now de¬ 
fired his mine above all things, as (landing in his way for the accomplifhment 
Tryphon inten-his intended treafon. He refolved to feize upon the Kingdom himfelf; 
dl n g to fet up hut fearing lonathan might ftand faft to the intereft of his young King, and 
for himfelf, oppofe him, came down to Bethfan to fee if he could apprehend him. Thi¬ 
ther came lonathan down with 40000 men to meet him, who entertained 
him with exceeding great refpett , and advifed him to difmifle all his Ar¬ 
my,. and with a few go along with him ro ftolcmais , which he promifed to 
put into his hands. He confenting to this, fent all his men back but 1000, 
which taking along with him, upon rheirentrance into the Town they were 
all cut off,he himfelf being kept prifoner. Then Tryphon invaded ludaa with a 
great Army, which to oppofe, Simon the brother of lonathan was chofen Ge¬ 
neral in his ftead by the People ; fo that he feeing the lews prepared for re- 
fiftance, feigned as if lonathan was onely detained for 100 Talents of Silver 
which he was in arrear^ which if they were fent, together with his two fons 
for Hoftages, he promifed he fhould be releafed.

' },uh 71. He prefentlv after made aWay young Antlochas, for giving out he 

was troubled with theftone, under pretence of cutting him fot it, he caufed 
Then killeth foe Phyficians to kill him. Then after he had gotten the Kingdom, he la¬ 
ne w made houred to confirm himfelf therein by the approbation of his moft powerful 

King. Neighbours, fending to Rome an .Ambaffador not empty-handed, but the 
secketh Senate taking theprefent (a Golden image of Vi&ory of great value) in¬ 
friends in ftead of his name, ingraved that of his young King whom he had murdered, 

vam. For all this he proceeded with great refolution, coynedmoney with his own 
effigies an*?name, having taken that of Tryphon upon him. Simon being 
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or elfe to pay 500 Talents for the Cities, and the harm he had done, and for 
the Tributes of the places other 500, upon pain of being <profecuted with 
War. To thefe things Simon anfwered, that he held no Towns belonging to 
any other, but had recovered his own by right of War; but as for Joppe and 1 
Gaz,ara which had done great harm to his people, he offeredto pay him 
100 Talents, at which the King was fo difpleafed, that following at chat time 
Ccnicbmi rent 7 ryphon t0 Ortho/ias^ he left Cendtbaus to overfee the Sea-Coafls, withor- 
by Antiochus der to build up Cedro» y whence he might make War upon the Je»s. He co- 
agaiuft the m ing to I amnia made inroads upon Judaa y and built up that Town accord- 

fcdby C }olm in 8 t0 o^er,which John the fon of Simon then lying at Gazara underftanding, 
the Con of si- gave notice thereof to his father, who now being decrepit, committed the 
mon. War to him and his brother Judas. He taking with him 20000 foot, and a 

party of horfe, marched ftraight down againft Cendebaut , and then placing 
his norfe in the midft of the foot, that it might protea, and be prote&e3 
againft the Cavalry of the Enemy, which was exceeding ftrong, he overthrew 
him, and putting the whole Army to the rout, fome betook themfelves into 
the Fort newly built, and others flying away, he purOied them as far as the 
Towers of Az,otus y which havingfet on fire, and (lain aooo men , he retreated 
fafe into Judea. 

74. This fuccefle of John fufficiently moved Antiochus to punifti Simon. 
but it was done to his hand by one who of all others might leafihave done it. 

There was one Vtolomy the fon of A bubus t fon-in-law to S/mo*, and by him 
fetover the Province of Jericho. He entertaining his. father-in-law as he 
went his Circuit about the Countrey, to take care for the Government there- 
of, new himi tre>cherpu<ly after a feaft, together with his two ConsMma- 
Smon and hi* thus and J«d«* y when he had governed the people 8 years. His defi°n was, 
Efcff- t' ng r nc t’ t0 the P' in ; i P! li 'y of that Countrey where he liveS. and 
ron-fa-Uw therefore he pefently certified Aniochm of his feat, defiting an Army of 
him, wherewith he might fubdue the Cities of Iudaa. He alfo fent certain 
cut-throats to murder lohm> Simons fon, .wrote to the Collonels of the Army 
to draw thfcm over to him, and fent others to feize upon Ierufaletn and the 
Temple ; But Uhn having timely notice of his treachery,prevented his death 
by that of the Meffengers, and was ma High-Vriefi in the room of his fa¬ 
ther : and here the Author of the firft books of Maccabees concludes his work, 

A'Uitclm be- having therein delivered the hiftory of 40 years. Antiochus taking the op- „, , , ■ 
fiegeth fern- portumty of Simons death, came into Iudaa , which wafting found about , he 
falan. drove up lohn (firnamed Hyrcanus) into Ierufalem, to which he laid clofe ' m ‘ 
fie^e, his Army being divided into feven parts. The befieged, bein'* exceed¬ 
ing helped from the ftrength of the Walls, flood out manfully, fo that he 
railed an hundred Turrets, from which he endeavoured to fcale the Walls, 
and compafled in theTown with a double Trench, that none might efcape, 
but they ftill defending themfelves, fometimes Tallied out, and did him harm:

being hindred from fowing, a famine was likely to infue, he fent out to him,

Manyaboutthe King advifed him utterly to deftroy the title,to blot out

-78. Alexander Zabinat then a counterfeit fucceeded Demetrius, by the Appimitfr 
favour of the People, though he left two fons by Cleopatra , Seleucus and An- pa & 
tlcchus firnamed Grypus from his hooked nofe. The former of thefe taking a Jofephus, 
Diadem upon him > at the years end his mother flew him with a dart by her 
own hands, becaufe he did it without permiflion, fearing perhaps he might 
revenge his Bathers death, or being caried out with that height of fpirit 
wherewith fhe ordered (and ruined) all things. Alexander . entered into a 
Leigue and alliance with Byre Anus of Judaa. Three of his greateft Cap- 
tains revolted from him, andfeized upon Laodicea, but he reduced and yet 
pardoned them, being of a mild and pleafing deportment, whereby he got . 

the affe&ions of all men. But him he alienated from him whom it moft con- J i 

cernd him ftill to oblige, viz. Ptolemy , who of late had fet him up. He 
defpifed Pto’omy now, growing infdenr, as being able to ftand on his own 
legs, which the other taking in great difdain, that a creature whom he had 
ralfed out of the duft fhould fo requite him, laboured fafter to pull him down 
than ever he had done for his advancement. He reconciled himfelf to his li¬ 
fter Cleopatra , and for that Amiochus whom Ihe had by Demetrius was yet 
alive (unto whom having bellowed the title of King Ihe ruled all her felf) 
he fent him great aid, and his daughter Tryphana, for a wife, which the Peo-

At this time it hapned that Cleopatra the filler and 
and coufin wife of Ptolomy Lathurus, being divorced from him by the m«ns of that 
german. notable woman her mother, came into Syrian . and maried with this Cjz,ice~ 
nus, and for chat Ihe would not Teem utterly tocome without; a dowry, 
broughcover to him the Army of Cyprus, whcce.by thinking himfelf Aiflfi.cient-

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Demetrius , raifed his fiege , and taking him prifoncr fent him into Parthla, 
where he was honourably treated rill his death, and Philip marching to An¬ 
tioch again, as it’s laid, obtained the Kingdom of Syria, or (as is moft proba¬ 
ble) part of it. Antiochus Dionjfus the younger brother getting Damafcus 
into to hands, made War againft the Arabians, and was jflain in a battel 
withfneir King Aretai, who then was chofen King by the inhabitants of P4- 
mafcus, and thereby obtained the Kingdom of Coslefyria. The hiftories 
which onely give us nints of thefe things are fo confounded, as no certain thing 
concerning the ends of Antiochus Pius or Philip can be alligned; yet this we 
find> that the Syrians taking occafion at thefe diflentions and Wars of the fl . 
Seleucida amongft themfeives, began to think of forein aides , and caft their in lb ^°- 
minds upon forein Kings, At length they all agreed to make choice of Ti- 
granes King of Armenia, who being called in, held Syria for the fpace 
Tisanes get- 0 f years, and by his dealing with them, made them know they bad had no 
teth Syria. rea fon to rebel againft their natural and rightful Princes. 

8a. Antiochus Pins being outed thus by Tigranes of all Syria, from Eu- man inSyi- 
phrates to the Sea, andalfoof part of Cilicia , lay hid in another corner of 
it, which neither the Armenian nor RomAn as yet touched; and his wife y l{ p n ^ 
Selene with her two fons reigned (as it’s termed) in Phoenicia , with fome Joftph.lib,^ 
part of the lower Syria , till being befieged in Settucia a City of Mefopota- cap. ult„ 
mia, or Ptolomais ,. fhe was therein taken by Tigranes and killed , for that 
flie endeavoured to recover Syria , as"juftly (he might, out of his hands. 

For fourteen years Tigranes governed the Country by one Magadates , till 
fuch time as Tiding with his Father in Law Mithndates the Great of Pontus , Appiufin Sj,i. 
againft the Romans, and overthrown by them, he was forced to recall him ac,f> 
with his Army. Antiochus the fon of Antiochus Pius , firnamed Afiaticus , 
taking this opportunity , infinuated himfelf into the Principality, the Syrians 
Anti debus Afut- being not unwilling, out of refpeflto the dignity of his family; ana Lu- 
ticin recover - ctt n„ s c he Roman General (whofeworkit was to drive Tigranes out of his 
ing ,r> new acquired pofleflions) envying him not the inheritance of his Anceftors. 

Four years he kept it, till fuch time as Pomgey the Great having finifhed the 
War againft Tigranes , reduced it into the form of a Roman Province, ^ppidnin'Mi. 
though he challenged it as his inheritance ; But it being eafie to deal with him thndam &, 
as he lifted, who was. utterly unarmed, he put it offs by affirming it to be 
unreasonable, that after the Romans had been at all thecoft and pains to 
conquer Tigranes , the reward Should fall unto another, and with faying that 
Is untimely he would not leave it to him , left he being unable to proteft. it, it flaould 
fpoikd of it bee rendered obnoxious to the depredations of the Jews and Arabians . 
by Pompcy. Thus Antiochus having never ill deferved of the Romans t was commanded to 
content himfelf within Comagena , whence his pofterity never ftirred, and 
the Kingdom of Syria fell.

feizeupon Egypt ; but he brought them all to the number of 4000 through 
the Nile to a deferc Iftand, wherewith famine, and other wayes, they were 
made away. Magas after this having married Apames the daughter of An- 
tiochus Sour, perfwaded him tobreajcthe League betwixt him and his bro¬ 
ther, and invade Egypt , which he prepared to do j bu i Ptolomit fent feveral 
parties abroad into Syria , and found him fo much work at nome, that he 
could have no time to look abroad, and Magas before his death having a it, 
defire to be friends with his brother, betrothed his daughter to his fon. Be¬ 
twixt this Ptolomy, and the next Antiochus firnamed were continual 
Wars, till both being weary thereof entered into an Alliance, Ptolomy gi¬ 
ving him in marriage his daughter Berenice, which proved but an occafion of 
greater trouble , and the deftruftion of the Bride, though he lived not to 
fee it. Bor he, notwitfiftanding all his learning, gave himfelf up to luxury, 
and fondly dreaming he fhould live alwayes, and that by him alone was found 
out immortality, prefently died, after he had reigned 3 8 years alone, and one jM mui « 
(with fome odd moneths) together with his father, A. M. 3758. and the 2d of 
tne 13 3th Olympiad . 

3. Ptolomy his fon by dr ft me, the daughter of Lyfimachus, fucceeded him jujlin lib,it, 
in the i6*h year of Antiochus 7 heos, ana was firnamed Euergetes. Asfoon 

as he came to the Kingdom, he bad work enough made him in Syria ; for 
there Antiochus, who had put away his former wife (upon the marriage of tyminsj. 
Berenice his fitter) now overcome with Love, took her, and her Children , rmiu 
again into his Court, whereupon fhe-fearing yet his fickleneiTe, and another 
difgrace, to prevent it, procured him to be poyfoned, and conveyed his King- 
dom to Seleucus Calhnicus her eldett fon. Berenice fhe committed to two r D«\Ul, 
of the Chief oi Antioch to be made away, but the Lady, when fhe beard that 
fome were fent to kill her, fhut up her felf in Daphna , where being befieged,

gttes his Wars mily,fent her aid, and Ptolomy her brother marched in all hafte poflible to de- 
wich Antiocbus liver her, but ere fhe could be relieved (be was circumvented by thofe that 
rmu with an Gath promifed her fecurity, and flain together with her young fon. j 

Out of difdain at this unworthy aft the Cities revolted to Ptolomy \ who en¬ 
ding Syria killed Laodice, patted to Babylon, and got almoft all Afia into Jofqbuumi 
his hands, at which time he vifited Jerufalem alfo, wnere he offered many Apmlib.i, 
facrifices of praife to God, and dedicated gifts fuitable to fo great a viftory. 

The Kingdom of Syria had become a Province to chat of Egypt, in all proba¬ 
bility at this time, had he not been recalled by domeftick troubles, which be¬ 
ing very urgent, he left Cilicia to the Governance of Antiochus his great 
favourite, to Xanthippus another of his Captains the Provinces beyond Eu- 
phratesy and fo plundring Seleucus his Kingdom of 40000 Talents of filver, 
he carried down alfo many coflly Veflels and Images of Idols to the number 
of 2500. amongtt which were thofe which C ambyfes had after his overthrow 
of Amafis, and Pfammiticus, tonveyed out of Egypt', hnd therefore the E- 
gyptians, becaufe after fo many years he had reftored to them their gods, ho¬ 
noured him with the firname of Energies, 

4. Sclcucus provided a Fleet for the recovery of the places revolted, but JuJliautprlit,' 
before he could come to ufe it, loft it all by a Tempeft, which yet proved the 
greateft gain ; for the Cities out of commiferation of his eftate, and as if he 

had already fufficiently fmartedfor his paricide , returned again to their obe¬ 
dience. Being exceedingly encouraged, and animated herewith (as richer 
by hislofle) he then made War upon Ptolomy • but as if he had been born 
for a laughing flock to fortune, and not recovered’the Kingdom for himfelf, 
he was overthrown again in battel, and as defticute of followers, as after the 
fhipwrack, fled to Antioch , when applying a remedy vvorfe than the dif- 
eafe, he fent to his brother Antiochus (from his ravenous difpofition fir- 
named Hierax) for aid ; andfo Ptolomy fearing himfelf not to be able to

Chapel, whereupon Conors the Mathematician , who flourilhed at this time, 
out of flattery to them both, feigned it to be taken up into heaven , and in¬ 
vented that conftellacion which yet is known by the nafne of it. In his time 
a Phoenix is reported the third time after thedayesof S*foftru % and the nexc 
after them of Amafis to have flown (being a bird facred to the Sun) accom¬ 
panied with a great number of other birds, admiring her new . face, to the 
Gitie Heliopolis, as Tacitus tells us, who reports that the fame thing toapned jinnal, lib 6 
afterwards in the reign of Tiberius ; Paulus Fabius, and A. Vitellius bein» * * * 
Confuls, To this Ptolomy fled Cleomenes the King of Sparta after his over¬ 
throw received from Antigonus Dofon of Macedonia , and the Achaans, Volyb.lifo.fa 
Who honorably receiving him, and prizing him very much for his worth , \yas Plntarch%vi~ 
much afliamed that he had fuffered fuch a man to be defeated, and promifed ta cleomcn - 
ro' re-eftablifh him; but he died before he could bring it about,after he 
had reigned 24 years, in the 139th Olympiad , within which Polybius 
* obferves both Antigonus Dofon, and Seleucus Ceraunusi King of Ma- * . 

cedonia, to have left the World „• and their Kingdoms to their Succef- Ux 
for s: t . 


5 . His fon fucceeded him, being firnamed Philopater , ironically, if we be¬ 
lieve Jufiin, who out of Trogus accufeth him of making away both father ^ 6 . 

and mother. Certainly if we look at his general carriage and difpofition , he 9 ^}o. 
was likely enough ro do it, giving up himfelf to all luxury and effeminate- 
nefle, thereby neglefting his affairs, whence he obtained the name of Try- 
p itUmy Mlt- phon. ' Finding his brother Magas by his mothers means to be very great with A M . 

the Army, he made them both away by the means of Sofibius, who was bis %\ i7 a „*\ 

greateft Counfellour, and managec of his publick bufinefle. His lazineffe, vie 532 ’ ' 
and negleft,encouraged Antiochus the Great to make War upon him for Cee - Antioch. M.%. 
lefyria, in which, though he got the better, yet can it not be aferibed to any P°bVw 
thing of his, he thinking of nothing lefle thin preparation for refiftarice, and 
Whereas he had opportunity enough after the battel to have outed his Ene¬ 
my of Syria, yet bein| over joyed that he had recovered Ccelefyrta onely, 
he fent Sofibius ta confirm the peace. In his return out of tyna hevyenc 
to Jtrufalcm, and would needs fee the inward holy places of the Temple, 
but was ftnitten fo with a blind horror, that he fell, and could fcarcely be re¬ 
covered to himfelf, but departing home raged againft the Jews at Alexandria. 

Then with great earneftnefle returning to his a little intermitted jollities 
he doted fo upon A gat hoclea his Concubine, that he killed his fitter and 
Wife Eurydtce , and forgetting all credit and Ma jefty, fpent the nights in fil- 
thinefle, and the dayes in feafting. Thefe things at ‘firft privately afted with¬ 
in the Court Walls, prefently (Lamed not at the publick view; the impu¬ 
dence of the Strumpet containing it felf in no bounds, being increafed by the 
favour of herlnother Agathocles, one of as filthy a life as her felf, and the 
Conjunftion of her mother Euanthe, who fpent high, and prefumed much on 
the fcore of her Children’s great grace with the King. Henceforth thefe 
women not contenting themfelves with the King, poflefled the Kingdom al¬ 
fo, and fhamed not to appear in publick in great equipage to be reverenced. 

As for Agathocles , he reigned, and not Ptolomy , by the direftion and ad¬ 
vice of his two Afliftants, Mother and Sifter, difpofing of Offices and Com¬ 
mands in the Army at his pleafure. 

6. Yet, had Ptolomy the ftrange fortune to overcome, all difficul- PMhuibid 
ties he met with. Cleomenes the Spartan entertained, as we faid , lovingly & Plutarch.’ in 
by h : s father, with promife to endeavour his reftitution, now finding things to C ltomtn - 
make for it at home, by the death of Antigotfus, and the Conjunftion of the 
t/£tolians with them of Sparta againft the Achaans , earneftj^ defired to. be 
difpatched away ; but he minding nothing but his pleasures, and buried in 
foncillineffe, regarded him n6c at all. Sofibius indeed confidered of the 
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thing, & called his friends to advife about it; bat upon mature deliberation con¬ 
cluded it not wifdom to difmifs him provided of men and arms, left finding all 
clear abroad, his Enemies being now dead, or quiet, he, who knew Efficiently 
s.ks ab out the ftate and condition of Egypt under fuch a Prince, might attempt fome- 
ci!omcm King thing rather beneficial for himfelf, than fafe for it. Haeupon its refolved he 
Of sputa. {Vial? be retained ftill, and after fome time an occafion was found to con¬ 
fine him For one Nic agora* a who ought him an injury , co- 

min° to Town, he not at all confidering to whom he fpake, jeered the King to 
him°for his filthy manner of life; which he being glad of, as having an op¬ 
portunity againft him, acquainted Sofibius with his words, and they two plot 
together that Nicaooras at his departure fhould leave a Letter dire&ed to 
the other, wherein he fhould accufe Ctcomenes of an intention to make flirs 
in Enpt, except he were fent away according to the promifeof Euergetes. 

This being laid to his charge by Sofibius , and foundly aggravated to the 
King, he was fecured in free cuftody, having a large houfc, but kept with a 
Guard ,afligned to him; whereupon growing defperace, one day when Ptole¬ 
my was gone out of Town, he made his Keepers drunk, and with his follow¬ 
ers brake out into the ftreets,and called the people to liberty. But none 
• ftirrine, being all aftoniflied at the greatneffe of the Enterprize, they made 
for the Caftle, which finding to be ftrongly defended, be and all with him, ' 
after a Laconian falhion, as Polybius termeth it, killed themfelves. This was 
the end of this famous man, who being indued with a fingular dexterity and 
promptnefle of wit, had a genious fuitable to great and weighty matters, 
and was fitted by gifts of nature as well as experiences, for the Offices either 
of a great Commander, or a Prince. 

7. Though Cleomtuet his fodain and unexpeaed attembt made no fuch im- 
preffion upon the City, as that any infurreaions enfued thereupon ; ( and . 
indeed the luxurie of the Court had infeaed it and the whole Land with the 
fame diftemper) yet the minds of the People being fomething fcowred by 
the Wars with Amlochu* from this ruft, and elevated upon their fucceflea- 
gainfl him, after the battel at Raphia , and the recovery of Calefyria , they be- Polyb> w 
gan to flight their lawful King, and then arofe to fuch an height, as they clearly 
revolted, intending to fet up againft him a Captain of their own making, 
which fhortly after they did, and waged War with him ; though in what man¬ 
ner, or with what end, we know not, further than thus, that, asitfeemeth, 
he had the better of it, for he retained his dignity and power. About this . 
time 60000 Jews are faid to have been flain in t s£gjpt> who feeing they 
amounted to fuch a number, we may have ground enough to think that they 3 _ 
tbok.part with the People* and that his cruelty towards them enfued as a re- ^ui, 
venge hereupon, though others there be that judge the contrary , and deliver ret. Tejl, ft 
it as a thing not to be doubted of. . This is certain, that about this time he Si®, 
orievoufly perfected thofe of that Nation which lived at Alexandria , abu- 
Shg them firft with libels, and feeking to withdraw them from their Religion. 

Thofe that refufed to turn, were either put to death, or being deprived of all 
dignity and liberty,were branded with the image of an Ivy leaf as the badge of 
The/rw per- Bacchus • and becaufe they were fufpe&ed to withdraw others from their obe- 
fecuted. lienee t0 the KinK> all the J ews throughout the Land were in forty dayes 

fpace gathered together, to be deftroyed by 500 Elephants, to which was gi- a. M 3789'., 
ven wine mingled with much frankincence to inrage them. But in the mom- 
ing when Pnlomy (hould have come out to the fight,a fluggifli fit is faid to have fa'Hfx\ 
detained him until dinner, and on the next day fuch a forgetfulnefs to have 
feized on him, as he thought them mad which mentioned tne thing to him ; 
and then on the third, when the beafts were ready ro be let loofe , two terri-‘ 
ble Angels appeared, which ftruck King and People with extraordinary hor¬ 
ror, and drove the Elephants upon thofe who came to be fpe&ators of the 
cruelty, Hereupon enfued fuen a change of the Kings mind, as he difmiffed 
the 9>W, after he had feafted them feven day«s, and giving them leave to

cainft the King and State. Yet though he had many Soldiers at his command, 
hid he no heart to ttir, and though having a fufficienc opportunity in the mi¬ 
nority of the King, he ftilt delayed to execute hisr'defigns, till he was pre- . 
vented. For Anftomenes having difeovered what he was about, juft when 
he was plotting with his affociates, Cent for him to the Council* whither being 
. conftrained to come, he was > accufed by the King fitftnow foungm Coun- 
cil, then by P./rerattr theGovernour o( Cjfrm, and laffly by 
thlgilA who laboured to prove him grater of what was alleged, for chat he was 
the King and found in confutation with his friends, and rtfufed to come unto the King 
reccivech his w h en fent for; and he confirmed the charge from the teftimony of divers 
reward. eminent Graciant, and the Ambaffadors of the ^tolians , whoweretnen 
fent about a Peace. His anfwers were no whit fatisfaefory ; fo that being 
condemned not onely by all the Council, but fuch forein mimfters as were 
prefent, and being fecured that night, was together withj his complices the 
next day taken away by poyfon , being a man fo extraordinarily covetous a- 
- bove all others, that having broke down the walls (as PMms terms it) of 
the Kingdom, he had exhaufted it with rapines. With him fell Dtctarchtu 
one of his companions, who being tortured to death, thereby (as the Hifto- 
rian tells us) made fatisfa&ion to all Greece , apinft which he was made Ad¬ 
miral of the Fleet by Philip of Macedonia , when he wickedly fee upon the 
Iflands Cyclades , and alfo to the gods, into whom as well as men he thought 
to ftrike a terror, for calling anchor in the Haven, he there ere£led two al¬ 
tars, one to Impiety y and another to Iniquity, on which he facrifized to them 
as gods. This conlpiracy being thus fuppreffed, fuch ^.toltans as would, 
had leave to depart with all they had , and then the Country betook them- A M ?0>( 
felves to prepare for the folemnity, conftantly obferved when any one was 
faluted King, termed Anacleteria • for though he was as yet fomethmg too v>c ,^, 
vounc, yet they thought that when it was known he was his own Matter, and Ant. mf.

For the Jews appeared Andronictu the fon of Mejfalam, for the Samaritans 
Sabbat#, and 7 beodofiw , who being heard by Ptolomy in a full Affembly, all 
were fo well fatisfiedin the proofs brought by Andronicu* 9 as the King gave 
fentence on his fide, and condemned Sabbat# and Tbcodoftus. Pbilometer juflinlfoi' 
about this time was deeply ingaged in the affairs of Syria ; for* Demetrius 
Soter having molefted him much with War, together with Attams King 
of Afia, and Ariarathes of Cappadocia , all thefe agreed to fiibdrn a young 
man of bafe condition , who counterfeiting himfelf the fon of Antioch us 
Epivh fines, fpoiled Demetrius both of his Kingdom and life. This Alexander 
(as he is called) being efpecially beholden to Ptolomy for this change of his 
condition, defired of him his daughter in marriage; which he readily agreed 
to, and brought her (named Cleopatra ) to Vycft toPtolcmau , Where the ,, t 
nuptials were folemnized with great ftate. Afterwards Alexander giving 
up himfelf to cruelty and luxury , Dfemetrius, the fon of Demetrius Soter, Jofqb.Mi 
having hired Soldiers in Crete , attempted the recovery of his fathers Kingdom,

pretence of helping his ton-in-law; but getting a great part of the Countrey 
into his hands, as far as the River Orontes , and the Citie Seleucia , hehad 
other intentions, having conceived great prejudice in his mind againft A.

charge of Provifions (in that time of dearth) throughont the Empire, . The Strabo &[Dit 
Alexand-iam in the mean while ignorant of his voyage into Italic , and pJS,,-, 
thinking he had fome waves mifearried , fet over the Kingdom Berenice his e ufim,' 

legitimate daughter, together with Tryphana her elder fitter (called alfo Cleo¬ 
patra the elder) and fent into Syria to Antiocbtu Afaticus to come and 
reign with the women, and afterwards, he dying, to Philip Euergetcs the fon 
of Antiochtu Grypus by Tryphana, daughter to Latharu* late King of Egypt, 
but he was alfo hindred by Gabinius, then late Roman Prefident in Syria. 

But hearing at length how things went at Rome, they fent 1 co of their 
Countrev-men thither, to make their defence, and recriminate their lawfull 
King, which he underftanding, procured moft of the Meffcngers to be made 
away in their journey, and the rett coming to the Citie, he either took 
away, or deterred, or elfe perfwaded them to hold their peace. The Senate 
hearing of this was grievoufly moved,and the rather,becaufe that divers pu- 
blick Minitters of others their Confederates had been made away with the 
rett $ as alfo for that it appeared , that there was much corruption amongft 
themfelves. They fent therefore for Dion the Chief of the Embaffie, but 
Ptolomy his money had fuch influence upon him, that he appeared not, and . 
not long after was alfo difpatched out of the way. Pompey harboured the 
‘ King all this time in his own houfe, being yet defirous to reftore him him¬ 
felf as Cicero fignifieth to Lentulas then the Pro-oonfal of Cilicia , who ftill 
waited alfo for the employment.. At length Sibyllas books being confulted, 
were reported to forwarn the people of Rome never to reduce him by force, 
and therefore to that purpofe anotner decree was made in the Senate. A great

a-affus his fa- amounted to the fum of 8000 Talents more, though Eleazar theTreafurer 
crilcec and had given him a beam of Gold Weighing 900;pounds, and he had taken an * 

punishment. Oath therewith to .be fatisfied , ina abftain from the money. But going 
againft the Partbians, he received the reward of his Sacrilege and Perjury,be¬ 
ing (lain. Caffius flying into Syria defended it from the incurfions of the 
Enemy, and being come to Tyre vifited alfo Judea, where at the firft onfet 
be took Tarichaasy and therein aoooo Captives, which he laid away, and flew 
PithoUtts the favourer of Arifiobulus at the defire of Antipater 1 , who now 
grew very confiderable, having entred into Confederacy and Alliance with di¬ 
vers Princes, and efpecially with the Arabia, out of whofe Countrey he 
had married a wife of noble extraction, by name Cypris, on whom he begot 
four Ions , Phafaelus, Herod, Joftph, and V her or as, and a daughter named 
Salome, which Tons he alfo fent into Arabia , there to be kept whilett he was 
ingiged in the War with Arifiobulus . When Pompey was driven beyond c 
they*«M« Sea, and Cafar had got Rome into his power, he fet Arifiobulus 
at liberty, and with two Legions fent him back into Syria , hoping that all that cap, 7. f “ 
Countrey, and round about Judaa, might be brought under by nim j but he was 
prevented in his journey, being poyfoned by thole of Pompey* s party, and lay 
in his own Countrey for fome time unburied,being Embalmed, till by Antony 
Arifiobulus he was fent to be buried in the Sepulchre of his Anceftors. This expedition 
poyfoncd by proved fatal, not onely to himfelf, but his for? Alexander alfo, who was be- 
fv*and h^fon ^ eadec ^ by Sctpio at Antioch by order from Pompey) being firft arraigned be- 
Atexaadcr be- fore *he judgement feat for bis offences committed againft the Romans . His 
headed. brother Antigonus with his fitters were fent for by Ptolomy, the fon of Mtn~ 
nans (who held Chalcis under the Mountain Ltbanut) and courteoufly en- 
tained. For Philippb his fon being his Meffenger, fell in Love with one of A. M, 3957, 
the lifters, named Alexandra, and married her, but his naflion overcoming 
both reafon apd nature, he killed his fon, and cook the Lady to himfelf. By T. c. 705. 
this time Pompey ms flain; and then Antipater betook himfelf to Cafar , as H P (m l6> 
his intereft led him, and by his great induftry purchased his favour. 

20. Cafar warring with young Ptolomy in Egypt, after the death of Pom- ldtrn ibili*' 

pey , Antipater joyned with Mithridates of Pergamus , who went down 5 

thither with fupplies; for whereas being hindred from coming to PeluJ!um> 

he was forced to ftay about Ajcalon, he perfwaded the Arabians to help him, 
brought a fupply of gooo Jews himfelf, and procured divers Princes in Sy- 
Autipater his Tia , as Ptolomy of Libariusy Jamblichus, and others, to fend their men. Then 
fcreat ferviecs at Pelufum did he fpedal fervice , being the firft that broke down the wall 
hi Cafar. and entred ; and whereas the Jews inhabiting the Countrey of Onias hin¬ 
dred them from going any further, he prevailed with them not to oppofe, 
and more than that to furnifli the Army with Provifions. At the battel at cap, if. 
Delta he recovered the battel almoft loft by Mithridates , and afterwafds a. m. 39}*. 
behaved himfelf very gallantly tot Cafar, having received many wounds as 
the tokens of his valour. Some have delivered that Hyrcanus himfelf went V>C> 7 ° 7 - 
down into Egypt , and there deferved well of Cafar, but whether it was fo Hyrcmii. • 
Who reward- or not he endeavoured to requite them both. For, Antigonus the fon of A - 
eth both hint riftobulut coming with a great complaint to him againfTthem (whereas ra- 
and Hyrcanus, t ^ er ; n p 0 ii C y he fhould have complained of the putting to death his, father 

and brother through the procurement of Pompey and his faCiion) he declined Debtllmt 
hisrequefts upon the reply of Antipater , confirmed Hyrjpbtus in the Priefl - priisup.d.t 
hood, offered to Antipater wha^ Government he woutd^jwire, and made » 4 < 
him Procurator of Judaa, gave him leave to rebuild the Walls of the Citie 
thrown down by Pompey , and caufed thefe 'grants to be regiftred in the Ca¬ 
pitol , and feconded them with divers decrees, both of himfelf and the Se¬ 
nate! 
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"ate in favour of him and the Jews. Antipater then bringing Cafar on his 
journey as far as the borders of Syria, returned and built up the walls, and go¬ 
ing about the Country, by threatuings and other policy, contained the People 
in obedience, otherwife ready to rebel. And whereas he faw Hyrcanus hea- 
vy and dull,, and mnfit to manage the affaires of Government, he made 
his Ion Phafaelus (who alfo commanded the Army) Captain of Jen,fa- 
lem y jmd the Country adjacent, and committed Galile to the cuftody of his 
fccond fon Herod , being now extream young, as not exceeding fifteen years, 
as our Author celleth us, except, as is moft probable, that number be mifta- 
ken for 25.

°J cour f S e he would be, finding out prefently occifion for the exercife of jr. 
bi,Sk For at that time there bang one E^cU a notable Thief, who with a great 
rmutefs. oompany of followers ufed to mfeft the Country of Syria, he took and (lew 
him with many others of that rout, which thing fo endeared him to the SyrL 
ans, .that his name was fung throughout the Towns and VillagesPeace be- 
mg by his means reftored as it.were unto the Country , and the People unto 
their pollelitons; and thereby became he known ro Sexttu Cafar the Preft dent 
and kinfman to the Dictator. Phafaelus his brother was hereby much flir- 
red up to emulation, and moft courteoufly behaved himfelf to thofe of Jeru. 
faienty fo that their Father was honoured by the People like a King, and vet 
notwichftandihg preferved his fidelity intire to Hyrcanus. But divers of the 
chief of the Jewlfh Nation, underftanding hoyv he flouriflied both upon his 
own account and that of hisfons, inwardly fretted thereat, and the rather, 
becaufe he made ufe of Hyrcanus for his own ends, as they conceived, fnve- 
mg contracted friendfliip with the great ones, and Rome, and perfwaded him 
to fend them money, yet getting to himfelf the credit and profit of the gift 
But efpecially the forward and bold difpofition of Hero a affrighted them’ 
whom they, looked upon as a young and growing Tyrant * and therefore they 
gnevoufly enveighed againft Antipater to Hyrcanus , as one who caried away 
all the nroht of the Rmgdorn, an empty name being onely left to himfelf,- 
and laboured to bring him into fufpicion, hinting, that ere long the vizard 
wouid be taken oft, and he would dearly pay for the negligence of his own 
affaires. This they enfhrced by that bold a & of Heron's killino Exekias, 
and the reft, in contempt of the Laws, which fuffer no man, how wicked fo- 
HcUfum- e Ji er » to be put to death, till he firft be caft by the fentence of his Tudges 
monedto/f- Hyrcanus though flow enough to. believe any thing, yet having thefe rh?n°s 
mm tp an- often founding in his ears, together with the lamentations of tfe mothers 2f 
V hofe ; f ; M were n » in > grew foihething moved, and fummoned Herod up to 
a thief Jem fa fern, to give an acconnc of his a&ions before the Judges V 

??• hj , vin ? retled '•» of OMr, appeared, buc with a guard, 
as his Father had written to him; yet with a moderate one, left cakin« care 
for his cyie fafety, he ftiould affright Hyrcanus. Sextus Cafar hearing of it 
chreathingly wrote to Hyrcanus for to quit him, which he was inclinable 
enough unco, loving.him as his own fon ; and when he appeared to anfwer 
Heappear'cth, no body durft acciife him, except one Samtas bolder than the reft, who irJ 
ZT a L e,g ^ d a » ainf ! hitn ! or the manner of his appearance, nor fuitable at all to 

* hlimihty or guilt. The’ meeting being incouraged by his words, had certain¬ 

ly condemned him, had not Hyrcanus forefecn it, and fent him out of the 
way on purpofe, having put off the determination to the next day Herod 
retired therefore to Damafcns, and afterwards vificing Sextus Cafar , an d 
fet ling his affaires, plainly gave out, that he would no more appear thought he 
were cited, at which,*hey at Jerufalem fretted, and fought toperfwade//>;> 
conus that all this tended to his ruine, and indeed he was convinced of it 
yet could he do nothing, for that innate dulneffe which, evermore accompa¬ 
nied him, though fhortly after hearing that Herod having purchafed. of that 
Cd ! ar n t.he Govenynent of Ceelefyria , he feared he would imploy his power 
againft him. And indeed fo it hapned ; for difdaining now that he had been 
commanded to come and ple&d his caufe, he rparched towards, jerufalem with 
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an Army, and if his Father and Brother had not met him, and (hewed him 
the uncertainty of the event-of War, and chat he was rather beholding to 
Hyrcams fordifcharging hifln> than had reafon to be angry with him, for 
being as it were forced by others'to fummon him up, he had made mifchief 
And had done enough: But being prevailed with by them, hethought it wasfufficienc for 
mifchief but him to have made a (hew of his power, and fo retreated. About this time 
that his father c&cilius Bajfrs in favour of Pompey made away Sextus C ajar, and got his 
and brother Army to fubmit to him; but divers of Cafar 's party came to tevenge his 
diverted him. k i n fman’s death , and a War enfued about Apamea, whither Antipater , 
mindful of the benefits received from Cafar, fent his fons with aid r unto his 
Captains. The Warre being drawn, out in length, Marcus, ( or rather 
L. Statius Murcus) was fenr co fucceed, Sextus, and in the mean time Julius 
Cafar was (lain in the Senate houfe, which a9 it bred difturbance and trouble C p^‘) ( h 
to the whole Roman Empire, fo neither did J^^efcape without it’s portion caft ^ ’ 

23. A civil War enfuing, the chief Captains on both (ides runingupand fofephm 
down to provide themfelves for it, Cafftus one of the confpirators came into Mifiit.l.n, 
Syria, where raiftng the fiege at Apamia, he drew both Marcus and Baffin «•»*»*»>. 
to his own party, and then conquering the Country, levied men, andexa&ed f 
grievous contributions : But efpecially he affli&ed Judaa , laying a taxe of * 7 ' 
above 700 Talents of Silver upon it. Amipater committed the railing of the 
money to his two fons and others , whereof Herod firft of all raifed that 
which was impofed upon Gal tie, and brought it, thinking it good policy to 
rurchafe the favour of the Romans at the coif of others. Divers Cities with 
their Inhabitants were fold to make up the fum, amotigft which were princi¬ 
pal, C> op!)rut, Emaus , Lydia, and ^ bamna j and Cajftus having done this. 

Grievous ex- Evas further (o inraged, that he had (lain Malichus alfooneof the Colle&ors, 
aftions by had not Hyrcanus by the means of Amipater , Hopped his mouth : with 100 

tafm. Talents of his own money. But Amipater was badly rewarded.by Malichus , 

for after the departure of Cajfius he laid in wait for his life, thinking, that he 
being removed out of the way, the greater fecurity would happen to the af¬ 
fairs of Hyrcanus. Antipater getting knowledge of his intention , pafled 
over Jordan , to provide himfelf to revenge this treachery, but he beinp a 
moft crafty diflembler, fomented the matter with oaths to his two fons, that 
they reconciled him to their Father, who by his interceflion thenfaved him, 
when Marcus the Pr eft dent of Syria upon the report of his attempting new 
matters, had refolved his death. But he preferved him to his own deftru&i- 
on. For, his fon Herod £01 his good fervice being made Procurator of Syria A M . 
by Cajfius, with prothife alfo of the Kingdom of Judaa, if he got the bet- 0 i tl ^, a ' x 
ter, Malichus then fo feared him, that he refolved to make him away, v.c.yw, 
which within a fhort time he effe&ed, procuring him to be poyfoned by Hyr- Uy,m ai. 
canus his brother, and getting a Company of Soldiers to him, invaded: the 
foned by ^-Government of the City. This was the end of Amipater, a right good 
hchiu. man, a great States-man, and one who had preferved his fidelity to his Prince, 

’ and his care to his Country, before his own private or ambitious purpofes. 

24. His fons having knowlege of his death, Herod would have revenged timM 
it out of hand, and by open force , but Phafaelus thought good rather to 
circumvent the murderer by fome way of his own, left a civil Warre fhould 
enfue, and therefore feemed to be fads Red with Malichus his flat denial of 
the thing, and fee himfelf about building of a monument for his Father. He¬ 
rod vifiting Samaria, aud feeing it much out of order, laboured what he 
might to cherifh it, and face in Judgement, deciding the controverfies of the 
People, and then prefently cameupto Jerufalem to the Feaft with a Com¬ 
pany of Soldiers at his heels.

Yet Herod's Forces increafing, he marched 
towards Maffadat o relieve his friends, which he accomplifhed, havi n ° firft 
taken Joppe in his way , norwithttanding rhe lying in wait againft him by An- 
ugonusy after which having taken in alfo the Cnftle Re (fa , he went up to 
Jerufalem, accompanied by Silo's Soldiers, and many Citizens affrighted at 
his power. Laying fiege to the City , both he and Antigonus laboured to 
He befiegeth draw over the contrary parties to themfelves, and though tiered could not at 
jtrHfaiem. all move the Tovynffnen, yet it appeared that Silo was corrupred 5 for he fub- 
orned fomC of his Soldiers to begin a mutiny, requiring to be led into a place 
more plennous of provifions, which Antigonus had all cut off; but Herod 
took fuch care for the bringing in of new, that his plot was fruftrated, and 
taking ouc a party of ten Companies (half Jews and half Romans) we nc 
and took Jericho , forfakenof its Inhabitants, which he lefc to be rifled to 
the Romans. Then returning, he fent down the reft of their Army into their 
Winter quarters, which he appointed in Idumta, Galile , and Samaria. An. „ 
t'gonut alfo obtained of Silo to have part of his men received into Lydda 
thereby endeavouring to curry favour with Antony ; fo that the Romans hy 
idle all this feafon in places abounding with all rieceffaries. • * 

33. Herod was not idle, but fending his brother Jofeph into Idumaa with 
woo Foot and 400 Horfej went down into Galile to reduce fome places 
there held by Antigonus ; and within a fliorc while brought all the Country 
into obedience, except chofem^n that lurked in caves, and then dividing to 
his Soldiers 150 drachmeS a man, placed them alfo in their Winter quarters 
, : Silo a little after came to him, being caft off by Amifoms, who had .order,-* 

ed the Inhabitants to take all neceffaries with them, and flie into rhe moun¬ 
tains, that fo the Rorhan might be ftarved. rentidius being now irpaged in 
Syria againft the Parthian 4 fent to Silo to come ro him when he fad with 
fimfoed the War. v .But. Herod having no confidence in him , difmif- 
led him beforehand, and Went himfelf againft rhe Thieves, who dwellin®in 
caves with their families in craggy andifiacceffible rocks, he was fain to In¬ 
vent certain cages, which being let doWn to the fide* of the rocks full of -ar¬ 
med men, either flew them or tumbled them down headlong out of their 
holes, or elfe burnt them within , and by this means he fubdued them all. 

Then fetting Ptolomy over that Country, he marched into Samaria, but was 
prefently forced to return, for Ptolomy being fet upon by chofe who former¬ 
ly had difturbed Galile , was (lain, artd then they betook themfelves into the 
fens and maceflible places, and thence making excurfions , robbed all the 
Coafts-thereabouts ; but he returning pUniflaed them, .pulled down their pla¬ 
ces of ft rength, and fined the Cities 100 Talents. In the mean while r*u-

Hired being hereat enraged, refolved to go and complain 
to Antony , but he entreated him to flay , or if he went, however to. leave 
lofeph with him to carry on the War againft Amigonus, which later he gran¬ 
ted, yet charoing his brother not to venture all, nor contend with Machfras. 
Then hafted he to Smofata upon the river Euphrates, before which Antony 
then lay, leading Auxiliaries wich him both Horfe and Foot. At Antioch he 
met with many, that having a defign to go thither, durftnotfor the Barba, 
rians, who lying in the wayes, made great (laughters of travellers, but he 
taking the conduit of them upon him, ftoutly defended them againft the vio¬ 
lence of the robbers, and with great credit for his valour fafaly arrived at the 
Camp of Antony.

and took the ^aftle they fled into, vvhence hafling to Jericho, he there feaft- 
ed the chief Inhabitantes in a room, which upon his departure to his chamber 
prefently felt down, whereupon he was accounted to be efpecially owned by 
God, who had fo wonderfully preferved him. Not long after he got five 
Towns inro his hands, wherein he put to the fword aooo of the Garrifon Sol¬ 
diers, and then went againft Pappus, whom Antigonus had fent into Samaria 
in a vain oftentationy as able to wage War in both places. Pappus gave him 
battel very boldly, but he overt brew him, and in revenge of his brothers 
death did great execution, whereby Antigonus his intereft was clearly broken, 
and he choughtof quitting the City, had the weather fuffered the King to 
improve the Vi£lory, and make an endirf the War. At night Herod being 
we ify, be went to wafh in a chamber j where one boy onely was With him, 
and therein chanced to be divers armed men of the Enemy, who though they 
might hive eaftly'difpatched him then naked, yet were they fo affrighted, as 
they'gladly got cut ‘and faved themfelvcs by flight. The extremity of the 
weatnef bfeing over, he went up ro Jerufalem and laid fiege to it in the third 
Year after' he had been declared King at Rome , . intending to ufe the fame 
m.infier of oppofltion as Pompey had made formerly againft the Temple. But 
He befiegeth during the fiege he went to Samaria , and there maried Mariamne daughter 
jemfsim. x6 a Tex under andhiece of Ariftotwlus, formerly contra&ed to him.

ofthofe, who, though private Citizens, through flattery and deceit ctiflaved 
their neighbours.

Afterwards 
the Exiles of So ft fir am his fadtion being received, and a peace made with the 
Carthaginians , he lived as an outlaw within the Country , but gathering to¬ 
gether confiderable forces,proved fo formidable to his own Citizens,and their 
new Allies, that they fought to him themfelves to return, and having brought 
him into the Temple of Ceres , there took an Oath of him not to be againft the 
Recalled and popular Government. Making a (hew then of Patronizing Vemocracie , he fo 
made Gene- inveigled the people by his fair fpeeches and cunning pretences, that he was 
ral. confticuted General, and keeper of the Peace, till fuchtime as the diffe¬ 

rences then on foot, through the reftitution of the Exiles, (hould be compofed; 
and then having obtained his wifhed for opportunity, the Army being at his 
beck, and under pretence of oppofing fome, who at. Erbita had lately re¬ 
volted, fufficienc occafion being taken to increafe his ftrength, he marched out 
as againft the Rebels, and united unto him jooomen, fome whereof had for¬ 
merly ferved him againft the Carthaginians, and were moft adduced to him¬ 
felf , and adverfe both to the people in general, and the 600 who now had the 
power in their hands, after the Ariftocracie was taken away. With there, 
and certain Syracufians,yjho being poor themfelves envied the wealth of 
others, he ftrengchned himfelf, and accufing the 600 to the Soldiers as ha¬ 
ving plotted againft him, procured them eaiily to be taken for Enemies, and 
caufing an Allarm to be founded, commanded the Army ro march to the 
Citie, and there to kill the Malignant*, and take the fpoyl of them and all 
their parcy.

Exiles fent to Carthage , defiring aid before Agathocles fhould reduce all 
Sicily into his power, and having gathered his Companions together, and 
raifed a pretty Force, fent Nymphodorus to the Town of the Centoripplnl 
held then by Agathocles, but being promifed to have it betrayed into his 
hinds, under condition they fhould be left to their own liberty, He got 
by the night into the Town , but the Garrifon having timely knowledge of 
it, cut him off, and all his followers which had entred , 2nd Agathocles 
punifhed the Confpirators. But Dinocrates being called by the Inhabitants 
of GaUria,mxh 3000 foot, and 2000 horfe marched thither, where Agatho¬ 
cles his fa&ion being caft cut, he pitched his Tents without the Town ; but 
he fent two of his Captain? againft him with 5000 men, who at length put 
him, and his whole Army to flight, and recovering the place, animad¬ 
verted upon the Revolted. Agathocles being elevated with this fucceffe, 
hearing "thfe Carthaginians were feized on an Hill, marched thither,in¬ 
tending to fight them with all the power he could make, but they de¬ 
clining an engigement, in a Triumphant manner he returned unto Sy- 

rac/tfe. 

6. The year following, the Carthaginians (hipped a great Army for Si- Adm, j. ' 
cily under Conduit of Amilcar ,a man of high Nobility ; but fuch a Tem¬ 
ped feized on the Fleet , that 260 Veffels loaded with men and Provifions 
mifearried* which made them cover their Walls with black, as it was the cu- 
. ftom upon fome great and publickdifafler. But Amilcar being an induftrious 
iiians'rcccive man, gathering together the Relicks of the fhipwrack, lifted more men after 
a great lofTe his arrival, and made up a compleat Army of 40000 foot) and well nigh 
by fhipwrack. 5000 horfe. Agathocles perceiving himfelf too weak to encounter the E- 
nemy, at prefent , took care howto fecure his Towns and Caftles from re¬ 
volting , and efpeciallv Gela, near to which the Enemy then lay. To fend in 
a great party at once, he thought mi°ht awaken the Townf-men too much, 
ancl put them upon fome attempt difaavantageous to himfelf, fo that he got 
fome Soldiers in at feveral times, dll they amounted co a number too ftrong 
for the other, and then , going thither, accufed the Inhabitants of Treachery, 
and took occafion to.make a Maffacre of 4000 of them, the goods of whom 
he feized, with all the 4 ilver and Gold of thofe that remained. Then pitched 
he his Tents againft the Carthaginians, encamped on an Hill where the Ca¬ 
ttle of Phalaris the Tyrant of old time was reported to be, whence it got 
the name of Ecncmos, i.e. roi eked or an taro fall. A River ran betwixt the 
two Camps, concerning which a rumour having been of old time fpread, that 
a great multitude of men, fhould perifh. near unto it, this hind red both the 
Armies fromengaging, till fuch time as excurfions being made on both fides, 
the Africans broke out of their Trenches to refeue the prey , which Agatho¬ 
cles forefeeing, had placed many men in'ambufh upon the River, who fal¬ 
ling upon the Carthaginians, as they purfued their friends, drove them back.

o The Carthaginians now Ihut up m their City, and befieged by Aga- 
thoe'es (though they had caried with them above aocoo pair of mamcles m 
their Chariots to bind the Greeks-, over whom they promifed themfelves an 
eifie viaory) very much difcouraged, and laying the blame of the misfortune 
upon the negleil of their fuperfticion, fenc great gifts to Hercules the god 
of the Tyrians* from whom they were iffued, and for that they had'redeemed 
their own children of late (by Others gotten elfewhere) from bein» faenfi- 
zed to Saturn* they prefently offered up to him 200 boyes of the chiefeft a- 
mongft them for Nobility, being puc-mto the hand of the Statue, and thence 
falling down into the hollow of it full of fire.

At this time there was one Ophelias , who having 
heen an Officer under Alexander the Great, had feteed upon Cyrene, and ga¬ 
ped ftill after lamer Dominions. To him now fent A gat hoc lee , inviting 
him to c6me ana joyn with him againft the Carthaginians , offering him 
all Africl^ for a reward, co which he pretended he was conftrained to pafle 
over, affaring him he would cpntent himfelf with Sicily , or elfe , if he 
thought good, invade Italy more commodious for him than Africl^ by far. 

Sendeth for The man puffed up with great expe&ations, fent to Athens (whence he had 
Ophelia* out of married a wife of tbeftockof famous Miltiades) to joyn with him intheex- 
Gttect, pedition, which not onely divers of that Cicie readily imbraced, but others 
of Greece now much fhattered by Wars within it felf, which were raifedby 
Alexander his Succeffors. Ophelias then began his journey (with above 10000 A. M. 1^7; 
foot,600horfe, 100Chariots,befides 10000others,extraordinary, as they oiiifcaUj, 
called them) of two moneths long, through a defart infefted with wild P.&44f. 
beafts and venemous Serpents, wherewith his Army was fore diftreffed, as al- *• . 
fo by want of neceffartes, till at length they arrived at Agathoclet his Camp. 

There they-were received with all manner of Provifions, but as the greateft ft.F4io Mui* 
part of them were gone out to gather forrage,be fet upon the reft with their moiflj’. 
whom he Capcain, who though herefilled, yet being overborn , was (lain moft treacher- 
trcachcroufly oufly, and Agathocles then forcing them to lay down their Arms, got into 
murdcreth. his power the whole Army, having aforehartd ftirred up his Soldiers againft 
OpheQat t by feigning that he lay in wait for his life.

From the Firft Pttnick war, to that with Antiochus the Great, 
in which the Romans fir 8 invaded Afia, the

JL Ojsaftors being increafed to eight, the Romans took occafion to tranf- 
fer their Armies over the Sea into Sicily, and begun that, which from the 
Iftand (that gave both occafion to, and was the feat of, it) is by Greeks 
Writers called the Sicilian War. There had the Mamertines moft perfidi- 
The original oufly feized on Mffana, as is already related, and thereupon were become 
of the Sicilian Enemies to Micron King of Sjracafc, who befieged them juftly ag thieves 
or fntU>imick and murderers, and had taken the City, but that Annibalt he Carthaginian 
' 8! * cunningly diverted him, with an intention to get it into his own hands , as it 

came to paffe ; for pretending fair things to the Mamertines , as before to • 

Hiero , and fending them in provifions, he poffeffed bimfelf of the Caftle. 

They being thus cheated by him, and now ftraightned by both, who had joyned 
together againft them,betook themfelves to the Romans for relief. The Se¬ 
nate begun to be very fetifible of the power of the Carthaginians, who had 
now a^moft the whole Ifland in their hands, and was jealous of their ap¬ 
proach fo near to Italy ; fo that a juft quarrel with them feemed very accepta¬ 
ble. But fo bad was the caufe of the Mamertines , as they could nor in con¬ 
science undertake the patronage of it, and gave them a denial. From the A ^ ?740

For, Amtlcdr Barcae , after the 
ratification, drew down the forces to bilyhaum, and giving them up intothe 
hands of Gefco to be tranfported, laid down his Office. Gefco wifely confi- fdjlm

A lamentable A filch by (mall companies together. But his Superiours, either through in- 
mutiny of the advertency, or for want of money, difmifTed them not as they arrived; but 
Mercenaries them till all fhould come together, with intention to prevail for an 

c ’ abaremenc of their wages. The City growing full, many outrages were com¬ 
mitted by theSoldiers, which caufed the Townfmen to procure their Cap¬ 
tains to lead them out to Stcca a Town not far off, and when they left their 
baggage behind them, as intending fhortly to return to Carthage , they fear¬ 
ing their unwillingneffe to depart, or their fpeedy return, becaufe of their 
wives and children, in the cariages, forced them to take all away. When they 
were come to Sicca , they fell into greater licenttoufnefle through want of em¬ 
ployment, and demanded larger pay than formerly they had pretended to, 
expecting alfo great rewards promifed them by their Captains in dangerous ad¬ 
ventures. As foon as they were all come thither, Hattno the Carthaginian 
Prator was fent to them, who was fo far from curing, that he heighthened 
the diftemper.

Sect. s. another Carrier brought Letters as from l tents of the fame Contents with 
the former* and then Autaritus openly protected, that whofoever had any 
regard to the kindneffe of the Carthaginians could not be faithfull, and 
therefore fuch were to be heard as perfwaded the moft bitter things againft 
Carthage; all others being Traitors and Enemies. Then did he perfwade 
them to Torture Gefco to death, with fuch as were now with him > and all 
that hereafter flhould be taken. There were many which fpoke againft 
this cruelty, efpeciallyas Gefco was concerned in it ; but for fome time 
they were not underftood, fpeaking in their own languages, and when what 
tbty aimed at was fully known, l'ome one cried out ftrik* them, which fo 
provoked the multitude,that they fortwith ftoned them* After this,bringing 
forth Gefco , and the other Carthaginians to the number of 700, they cruelly 
tormented them to death; and made a decree, that whomfoever of them for 
the time to come they fhould take, he ftiould be ufed in the fame manner, and 
if any of their Allies were taken, his hands being cut off, he ftiould be fent 
back to Carthage. This they very carefully afterwards bbferved, having 
alfo refuted to deliver the dead bodies to the Meffengers that tame fot them, 
and threatned, if any more came, to deal with them as they had ufed 
Gefco. 

13. Amilcar feeing into what ftraights he was caft by this boldnefle of 
the Mercenaries, fent for Hanno % judging that an end might fooner be put to 

Jtmicar iini- the War thc forccs of the State were ^ United. Such of the Enemies 
tech the car- as he took in the heat of the fight he killed , as he might by the Law of War, 
tbagmait for- or taking them alive, caft them to wild beafts. When he thought that he had 
ccs. brought matters into a fair way of recover, they prefently relapfed into a far 

worfe condition than ever. For, the Ihips tW brought Provifions mifear- 
ried by force of Tempeft; Sardinia at the fame time revolted from them, 
which was wont to fupply them with large Provifions; and Hinder it* and 
Utica which hitherto had remained faithfull, now revolted without anymahi- 
feft caufe. Mat hot and Spcndius herewith elevated, refolVed to lay fiege 
atAthos and to Carthage it felf , and ftiorcly after performed it. The Carthaginians in 
spcndius clc- this their diftrefle betook themfelves to their neighbours, whereof the Ro- 
Yated by their mans, and Hiero King of Syr ecuft in Sicily, being fenfible of the faweineffe 
fucceffc be- of their Enemies, were ready to do them all good Offices. Herewith better 
fiegc embage. ena bl e d,they held our, and Amilcar lying abroad , fo cut off all Provifions 
from the Mercenaries, that being no other than befieged themfelves, they 
were forced at length to rife up and depart, refolving to obferve Amilcar '$ 
Amilcar for- motions, and ly in wait for him on the fides of the Mountains $ for they would 
ceth them to not venture to take the plain, being afraid of his Elephants, and the horfe of 
breakup. Naravafcns ; and otherwife they were much irifefiour to the Carthagini¬ 
ans, who farfurpaffed them in Military skill, though but equal to them in 
valour. 

14. But Amilcar fingling them out by parties, killed many of them, and 
when they ingaged with their whole force cut them off by ftratagems: fome- 
times by day, otherwhiles by night he would fall upon them on-a fudden with 
great cerrour; and fuch of them as he took he caft them to the beafts. At 
length he compaffed them about in fuch a place,as, though thev were afraid to 
fight, they could not efcape, and being fliut up within a Ditch and Kampire, 
they were forced to devour one another. Though' they now could e*pe6t no 
mercy, yet they fent to defire a Parley, and having obtained leave, Aittatelns, 
Zarxas, Sptndins, and other Captains were ordered to manage it. It Was 
agreed that the Carthaginians ftiould pick out ten men whom they Jpleafed, 
and the ocher be difmiffed in their Coats. The Covenants being hniflied, 
Amilcar decl ared that he made choice of thofe who Were prefer, and fo got 
the moft eminent Leaders into his power. The Africans undemanding that 
their Officers were feiied ,took Armsin great hafte, but Amilcar with Wf 
Elephants and his Army comparing them in on every fide , putthem to the 
fword. For the improvement of this fucceffe, he and Annihl went and 
befieged Mathos in Tunis , before the Walls whereof he nailed Spendius to a

_. of the Oracle. Thefe Lttdi Scenici were firft managed with rude geflures, 

aici. U 1 C " an ^ incompofed Songs , called Vtrftts Fefcennini from Fefcennium a City iF&cTk 
of Heir stria. From thefe jocular fpeeches, which at random were wont to desaiim^ 
be uttered at the Roman folemnities, came the, Satire, as later in time fo more mm. 
elaborate, and as for metre a perfe& Poeme containing ridiculous- things di- 
gefted into Verfe, which they were wont to utter amongft themfelves, after 
The satire c ^ e ancient cuftom. It differed as much from that of the Greekj, as from the 
c ‘ reft differed! Dramatick^VoQtvy, whereof the Romans at this time knew not 
fo much as the name. A Satire being afterwards varioufly handled by the 
Romans, at length was reduced to two forts, which Fabius onely acknow¬ 
ledged. The former was found out by Lucilius, and the later ennobled by 
V'arro. Horace mentioned two kinds of moft antient Poetry ; one whereof 
they ufed in the praife of their gods, as when they appeafea Tellus with a 
fow-pig, and Sylvanns with milk : the other, when in jeft and fport they 
jeered one another, being the fame with the Ftfcetmine yz rfes, whence 
came the Satires, to which Livius Audrontcus added the playes of Comedies 
and Tragedies, as was obferved.

There wasone J^fe/fwamanof prime note, amongft the Sabines, who li¬ 
ving near Erettu, and not far from Tiber, in a great Plague, had two fons and y\dc Ftltim 
a daughter which fell dangeroufly fick.** Amongft his prayers for them, he Maxim,lxcA> 
heard a voice chat they fhould recover, if carying them to Terentus , he would 
fetch them fome warm water of Tiber from the altar of Pluto and Proferpina. 

He thought the City Tarentum was meant, and doubted how he fhould come 
by any 7 iberine water in that remote part of Laly • but refolving to be obe¬ 
dient, he failed down the River cowards Ojlia, and late at night arrived ac 
the Campus Mar tins, where he undeftood there was a place called Terentus. 

Landing here, he gave his children fome warm water, wherewith refrefhed 
they fully recovered, and told their father, how in a dream thev had feen a 
The Original certain god, who commanded, that at the altar of Pluto and Proferpina black 
tLc'oamcT" c °i° u red facrifices (furva hojlid) (liould be offered, as alfo that Leftifternes 
tme at . ([ iec | s made fo r the caufe of facrifice, as whereon to lye down after the Ro¬ 
man faftiion at a folemn feaft ) and night games (bould be made, Valefius 
feeing no Altar in the place, thought of making one, when, as his (laves were 
digging for that purpofe, they found one in the earth dedicated to Pluto and 
Proferpina . Here then he facrificed, and three nights together, becaufe of 
the number of his children, made LetUflerns and Games , being afterwards # 
from this thing named Maniut Valefus 7 erentinus. Zoiimus writech, that Lina ww 

the Romans joo years before being to fight with the Albans , were admo- 
nifhed to build this altar in the earth, and that having facrifized they covered * 
it. But this paflage concerning Pale/iut banned about the twelfth year of 
Servitts. Tullius, wherein he founded the Luflrum ; in the 188 of the City, 
and the fame wherein the Panathenaa were inftituted (or rather reduced to 
the coiufe of five years, being formerly inftituted by The feus) at Athens, this 
being the third year of the Oljmpiad.

Teuta anfwered, fhe would 
take care that no publick injury flhould be offered to the Romans , but it was 
not the cuftom to. hinder any from making what private commodity they 
could out of the Sea,- But faith Lucius , the Romans have a good cuftom pub- 
lickly to profecute private injuries, and to relieve the injured : therefore we 
will fhortlv endeavour, God willing, to conftrain thee to amend thefe cu- 
.ftoms. Tne Queen took this liberty of fpeech fo hainoufly, that her woman- 
ifti impotency and anger prevailed againft the Law of Nations, to have fome 
fent after the Ambaffadors, who killed Lucius .

horfe; of the Eucanians 30000 foot, and 3000 horfe; of the Marfa Mar - 
rucini,Feremani & V'efiim 20000 foot, and 4000 horfe. And of the Roman 
people gave their names, together with thofe of Campania, 250000 foot, 
and 230000 horfe. The total fum 558000. There went out with the Con¬ 
fuls four Legions, whereof each contained 5 200 foot, and 300 horfe, toge¬ 
ther with 30000 foot, and 3000 horfe pf the Aflociates: in ail 50800 foot, 
and 3200 horfe. There were in readineffe for neceflary occafions, of the 
EtraJeans and Sabines 50000 foot, and 4000 horfe, which the Prator led into 
Etruria to oppofe the Enemy on the Borders. Of the Venett and Cenomani 
were affembled 20000. and as many of the Umbri and Sar[mates inhabiting 
the dppennine Mountains, who svere placed on thefBorders of Gall , by in¬ 
vading the Territories of the Boti to draw them back, and divide them from 
the reft. Thefe were the forces placed on the Borders. Ac Rome were in a 
readineffe for the uncertain chances of War, as a fupply 30000 foot, and 
1500 horfe of Citii'ens, befides of the Aflociates 30000 foot, and 2000 
horfe. In Sicily y and about Tarentum were placed two Legions, whereof 
each contained 4200 foot, and 200 horfe. The fum of all thefe amounts to 
210300 men. So, faith Polybius, the fum of the forces which guarded, the 
Citie were 150000 foot, and about 6000 horfe, but the whole number of the 
multitude fit for War was 700000 foot, 70000 horfe, which yet Hannibal 
durftoppofe,and invade Italy with fcarce 20000. But this will appear further 
in whit (hall be hereafter faid. 

28. The Galls defeending into Etruria wafted all with fire and fword, till ^ ^ . g 0 
they came to Clufium, a place three dayes journey diftant from Rome . There o/,ij8. afa, 
were they befet, the Prator on their back, and the two Confuls before bloc- Kc. *29.

in two fronts, and that very difadvantagioufly, both by reafon of their naked- flt ' 
nefle, and the unfitnefle of their Arms. But the vanity of the Gafata was 
inoft hurtfull to them, who calling off their Cloths would needs fight naked 
and charge firft; for, being eafily difeomfited, they difeouraged their fellows. 

Forty thoufand were {lain, and ten thoufand taken, amongft whom was Con- 
co lit antis ; the other King Aneroefius having killed himfelf. This battel was 
fought in the 529 year of the Citie, l>. ^ £milius Dapus 9 andO. Attilius Re¬ 
gains ( who was therein {lain ) being Confuls. Afterwards inroads being 
made into the Territories of the Galls, they were feveral times overthrown, 
and fo harrafed, that they fent Ambafladors to Rome to beg peace on any 
terms. The people being inclining enough to it, M.Chtudiut Marcellas, and 
Cn. Cornelius Scipio the Confuls of the 532 year flopped the thing.

He laboured then to bring his men through other 
vvayesnever before trodden, but at length the Snow making them impartible, 
he was forced to betake himfelf to the levelling of the Rock. They made a 
great fire, wherewith the Rock bein° heated, they putrified it with Vinegar, 
then did they cleave it, and fo diminiflied the* defeent by moderate turn- 
ings, that not onely the hearts of burthen, but the Elephants alforaight fafe- 
PaflTetli over Iv pafle. Four dayes were fpent about the Rock : and by this time almoft all 
iut\ ' ,n '° • bo3 ^ s were vvaRed » for on the top was little graffe, and that covered 
' Wlth Snow. Coming lower, censing valleys afforded pafture, where the 

cattej were rpfreflied, and reft was given tothe weary Soldiers. 1 Thence de¬ 
fended Annibal into the Plain, in the fifth moneth after he had parted from 
nevy Carthage (built by Afdrubaly and now called Cartagena ) in Spain, 
having parted over the Alpes in fourteentfoyes. In the paffage he loft a great 
part of his Army, bringing into-the Country of the Infubres , but 10200 
African Fo«t, 8000 of the Spani(h y and 6000 Horfe. 

34- Scipb the Conful having Spain for his Province, was by Sea going 
thither, vyhen he underftood that Hannibal was near the River RhoJanus. 
There he intended to have given him a flop; but miffing of him, he returned 
on fliipboard and hafted to Italy, there to meet him, before his men had yet 
DcfcatetU refrelned themfelves. They met and joyned battel, wherein the Conful had 
sp/wtitc the worft, being wounded, and preferved alive by the valour of his young

Within the valley fell 15000, and near upon doooefcaped to a Village, 
where they were forced to yield themfelves. Annibal gathering all his priso¬ 
ners together, to the number of 15000, kept in cdtlody the Romans, but 
difmiffed the Latines without ranfome. The body of theConful, faith Vale. i, 

lerius Maxmns , was fought for by Annibal to be buried; even his body, 
who, as much as in him lay, had buried the Roman Empire. Cn . Servility *' J * 
the other Conful who kept Ariminum (a Country of Italy now called Rimi. 

»/, lying upon the River Rubicon) hearing of Annibal' s coming into Etru. 
ria , purpofed to go and joyn with his Collegue , but finding that difficult, 
chofe out 4000 men whom he fent to his aid , under conduct of C. Cento, 
mm (by fome called Centronix') whom he commanded, if poflible, co reach 
him before the fight. Hannibal hearing of this fupplie, after the battel, 
fent out MaharO.d with a party, which cutting off one half , forccd the other 
to an hill, where they alfo yielded themfelves. 

37. The Romans {truck with contternation at thefe Ioffes, upon mature de¬ 
liberation refolved there was need of a General with abfolute authority. But 
theConful (whoalone had power, and that in the Roman Dominions, to 
name a Delator') being abfent, and incompafled with the Carthaginian 
Forces, fo that no meflage could conveniently be fent to him , and the Peo¬ 
ple having no power to create a Diftator , they created as a Prodiftator , or 
Vice D ilator, Q. Fabius Maximus Verrucofus, whofe Mailer of the Horfe- 
men was M. Minutius Rufus, Fabius matched A»mbal in policy , break- 
Mm' ine his fucceffeby delaying to fight, which others had increafed by tbeit te- 
is nude merity , fo that'he obtained the name of * CunUator. Hannibal was hereof * urnborn 
Vice Difta- very fenfible, being by him put to his {Lifts, wanting provifions exceedingly, noh mllmk 
tor, who by anc | lying i n an Enemies Country. But the Matter of Horfe-men being fome- 
i ,cl3 rT a thing hot and radl > in F his abfence > ? oc ^e better in certain skirmitties, 
SSfucVcfs and hereby procured fo much favour from the multitude , which now accoun¬ 
ted the worthy Dittator lazie and fearful , that beyond all example his power 
was made eaual to that of his. Minutius puffed up herewith, fought to im¬ 
prove his authority by further rafhneffe, fo as to ingage with the Enemy, in 
which a&ion he and his party had been overthrown, but that Fabiu t in good 
time came in and faved him. This fo convinced him of his former folly, chat 
he conrcffed his fault to the Dtttator , whom he called his Father, and re¬ 
nouncing his new power again, fubie&ed his office to the DjBatorfhip. 

38. Fabius , when his fix monetns were our, laid down his Office, and was 
badly requited, the Tribunes and others calumniating him with the Nobility, 
as wilfully lengthening the War, which procured / erentius Varro a ratti, 
hot, and inconfiderable man, for the next year to be created Conful. He, 
though joyned with a prudent perfon L. Emilias Paulus, fo far prevailed, 
as to joyn battel with Annibal nz the place of Canna, an ignoble Village of 
Apulia , which the year before had been deftroyed , and onely the Cattle re¬ 
mained, on which Annibal had lately feized. The Romans brought into the 
field 80000 Foot, and about 6000 Horfe; the. Carthaginians not much 
above 40000 Foot, and icooo Horfe. Ftorus writeth, that for the deftru- 
<Slion of the unhappy Army, both General, Earth, Heaven, the day, and the 
whole nature of things confpired. For Annibal not content with the fending 
of rhofe who counterfeiting a revolt, fell upon the hacks of th z Romans, ob- 
fervingthe nature of the place, fo chofe ouc hisground , that befideshis Ar¬ 
my they mutt needs fight with wind, duft, and Sun. But from others it ap¬ 
peared!, that the Romans fighting with their faces toward the South , and the 
Carthaginians rowardthe North, the Sun-beams offended neither. Howe¬ 
ver, the abilities of the Pumck General were feen fo far in this, as in other 
battels, that he overmatched them in skill , who exceeded him in numbers, 
making fuch fhughcer of them , that at length wearied , he commanded his 
Soldiers to forbear, as Floras tel lech us. Of the Romans were {lain 50000 
men fay Plutarch and Appian * 70CO0 faith Polybius, and Tivy hath 40000

42. Mai cell#* hereupon departed from the liege, jeering hisownEngi- 
Arebi modes for- neers, and calling Archimedes by the name of Briarens . He deftroyed Me- 
cccU him to jra. a t one of the moft antient Cities of the Ifland, and falling upon the Army 
depart. Q c [y,pp 0C ratesy as it was incamping it felf, killed above 8000 men. After 

this he made incurfions, and drew feveral Towns from the Carthaginians. 

He took Ddmipptts the Spartan as he fayled from Syracuse , about the re¬ 
demption of whom coming often near the Walls of that Citie, he ob- 
ferved a Tower negligently kept, &: convenient for receiving of men, becaufe 
the Wall there might be eafily mounted. Taking the opportunity of Diana's 
feaft , wherein the Syracujians gave upthemfelves to Wine and fports,he 
feized on this Tower, and through it bellowing his men about the Walls, ea- 
Yct he furpri- lily became Majler of the Citie, after three years fpent in the fiege. He wept 
zctU the City, when lie beheld the goodlinefte of it, which notwithftanding his Commands 
but cannot f or moderation (in which he was eminent) he knew would fuffer much. But 

Tlumdct more t ^ an re ^> c ^ e of ^’ chtmedes troubled him, whom he moft la¬ 

boured to preferve. Some wrote that this famous Artift bulled in his Geome¬ 
trical fpeculations minded not what ‘was doing in the Citie; but a Soldier 
coming to him, and bidding him follow him to Marcellas , he would not go 
till he had finifhed hisprobleme,anddemonftrated it, whereupon the Sol¬ 
dier killed him.

With great joy he was created by the fuffrages 
of all, but when they confidered what they had done, and efpecially thought 
of his a°e, they were again much perplexed , which he apprehending, called 
them together, and with fuch fpirit and refolution promifed them good fuc- 
If . . . ceffe, that they departed well fatisfied, judging many things to be in him 
Utllh udoT which furpaffe d humane admiration; for having good parts, he could fet them 
him the eo- offtopurpofe. Parting into Spain then this year > the fummer following he 
vcrnmciuot CO ok new Carthage by ftorm, a place of great confequence both for riches 
Spam and ex- an( j jituation, by the fame of which exploit, together with his loving demea- 
cecdingly • nour cowards the natives, he well improved the Victory, 
prolperetn. . Hannibal at this time indulging his cruel difpolition in wafting fuch 

Countries a; he could not keep, loft his credit; and the Romans in Italy 
o^ed thereby. This year M. Valeri™ Lavinus, who'had done good fervice 
againft PhlUp of Macedonia , vvasthe fecond time, in his abfence, created 
Conful, together with' Marcellm the fourth time.

The war his Father having intended and made great preparations for it. Puffea up by 
with Vet-feus, th&ie preparations, he fought to draw away the Allies of the Romans from 

their friendlhip, and abufed feveral of their friends. Their Ambaffadors he 
flighted, refuting to give them audience, which made the Senate refolve upon 
the War ; but it was to be committed to one of the following Confuls ; on¬ 
ly for the prefent, Cn % Sicinius the Prator of the City was commanded to 
raife men , and tranfport them into Epirus , there to feize on the Sea- 
towns that the Conful might more freely land his Army, Some were fent 
alfo into Greece to confirm the States in their friendlhip and alliance, who 
alfo demanding audience of Perfeusy after long waiting, he renounced the 
league made with the Romans , as entred into at the beginning of his reign 
meerly for fecurity. Hereupon the Ambaffadors renounced alfo the confede¬ 
racy made vvich_ him ., and after that the Confuls P. Licinius Crajfus and 
C. CaJJius Longinus had aflumed their Office, the Warre was propounded to, 
and decreed by, the People, 

14. Quintus Martius and others being fent into Greece to eftablilh the 
confederates in theit fidelity* Per feus began to bethink himfelf, and was af¬ 
frighted , hearing of the motions of the Eneny. He applied himfelf to 
Martins about a Treaty for Peace, trutting to that friendlhip which had paffed 
betwixt their two families. The Ambaffadors were dad of this addreffe, and 
to divert him granted him Truce, that he might fena to Rome , for he had air 

Peace h deni- things in A readineffe, and might have begun the War, as 'with great advan- 
ed h»ru by the ta g e t0 himfelf, fo too fpeedily to the Romans , who as yet had neither Army 
' v!il4 nor Leader arrived. Peace was denied him by the Senate , and A . Atulins 

was fent to feize upon Larijfa the chief City of Theffaly. Whereupon he 
drew together his Forces, having got a greater Army than any of hisprede- 
ceffors were Matters of fince Alexander the Great. He took in fome Towns 
upon his borders, and Licinius the Conful led fo raw and unexperienced an 
Army into Macedonia , and through fuch difficult and almoft unpaffable pla¬ 
ces, ashad Perfeus taken his opportunity, he might ealily have deftroyed it, 
as alfo if he had not too foon retreated in a battel fought fhortly after. After A 
this he fent to Licinius t offering to embrace the conditions fubmitted to by his ot. iji'iti 
Father, in paying the tribute, and leavinp the Cities to their liberty j which V. c.j83.

Meritoriouseaufe of this War in the Carthaginians,# theirs, Whoaflirm that 
Carthage was more hated for its competition of Empire, than for any fault 
it had committed in chofe times. But there wanted not pretences. For* di¬ 
vers times had Mafanifa King of Numidia , and the Carthaginians y qm- 

relied about grounds upon the Borders, and 1 often had the Roman s Tent to Zaninv 
cake up the quarrel, buc cfpeciall'y of late not with indifferency had they mis. uln 
judged, for that the fault lay in Mafanifa , who being a gfeac friend of 
theirs, prelumed-too much upon: their affe&ion to hijjnfelf, and the jealoufie t, c ' 
wherewith he’knew them prejudiced againft the Other. The Ambaffadors cmli*’*' 
alfo that were fent co Carthage, finding the Citie full, and flourifiiing, from Mm'iiu 
Chat peace they had now enjoyed about fifty years', and provided alfo for War °nfm %; 
as well as peace, fpako much of the danger which threatned from it • c W* ' *’ 
efpectally C^o, vyho never came into the Senate , but after that he had fpo- 
ken his mind to any bufineflfe, added, This I thinks , and that Carthage is to 
be deftrojed. He was earneftly contradi6led by Scipio Nafica , who feared, that 
this rival for Empire once being removed, fecurlty would breed the deftru- 
aion of the Commonwealth,as it too truely proved, this fecurity being 
ftrengthned by luxury and avarice, which the Ajlatic ^Triumphs had brought 
m. Buc Cato's reafons drawn from prefenc danger, fo, in the apprebenhon 
of the Senate , over-ruled Scipio* s forecaft, that they refolved upon a War, 
and kept the refolution dofe fill they could catch at a convenient opportuni¬ 
ty and pretence. 

19. There being at this time three fa&ions in Carthage , one affected to¬ 
wards the Romans , another {landing for the true intereftof the State it felf, 
and the third for Mafanifa, this later was expelled by the fecond, and a 
Law made that they ftiould never be again received. Thofe men flyin" co 
Mafanifa , he fent (lulufa his fon to intercede for them, who being lai§ in 
wait for by Amilcar Samnis, although he efcaped, yet thereupon the Kin° be¬ 
gged Horofcopa , a Town he much defired 5 which aa was exprefly againft 
the articles of the League. Afdrubal went with a great Army to raife the 
fiege, and a bloiidy battel was fought, wherein the Carthaginians were over¬ 
thrown | but more died of the Plague, being incompaffed near a Lake, which 
by its noifom vapours corrupted the air. Hereby the remnant were forced to 
yield, and confent to a great Tribute, with the receiving back of their Exiles, 
and yet were they almoft all (lain by a party of horfe fent againft them, out of 
revenge by GHlufTa. The Carthaginians therefore had now had an Army 
m the held, and that againft a confederate of Rome, which was againft the 
tenour of the lall League. This advantage the Romans took, and ordered the 
Confuls to undertake the War, though the other condemned thofe that had 
jOKCu the League, and moll humbly offered any reafonable fatisfa&ion. 

Af. Afsnilitu Nepos s and A. Aiarcius Cenforintts being now on their jour¬ 
ney , it V*.is anfwered, that they ftiould enjoy all as formerly, if within 20 
ciaycs they would fend 300 hoftages, (all fons of Senators,or the principal Gi- 
tizchs) to Ulybaum, and do what jbeConflils ftiould further command them. 

I he Carthagimaws defirous to give fiitisfa&ion within the time limited 
fent the Children , and vvhennowthe ConfuR were landed at Utica (which 
heino a Sea-Town convenient for their purpofi had 1 been ffeized on before¬ 
hand) thither they fent their COmmilfionersto wait on them, and know 
their pleafure.

For, fuch grounds as the People of Rbtoe took - 
from their Enemies, they were wont, if tilled, to divide to their own 'Cici- gj 
zens ; if noc arable, they then let them out to farm by the Cenfors to Ita - 1 i% ' (t |( J* 
Urns, or the ordinary fort of Romans, on condition, that if they plowed them, ’ 
they ftiould pay the tenth part of the Corn , and, the fifth of other fruits : 
and if they bred up Cattel, they were charged with a certain rent. But it 
came to paffe, that by incredible impudence and licentioufneffe of the rich, 
the Husband-men were outed of their antient poflellions, which by purchas¬ 
ing and ocher wayes they got wholly into their hinds, fo that the Publick was 
• defrauded of it’s revenue, and the poor of their livelyhoods. For reftrain- 
in^ the avarice of the rich, die Lex Ltctnia and Scmpronia were enafted. 

Gracchus increafed the former by adding that; left the Law fihould be wrefted,' 
half ftiould be given to the children, and the reft divided to fuch poor as had 
nothing. And if any went about to inlarge their portion by purchafe, Tri¬ 
umviri or three men ftiould be yearly appointed to judge what ground was 
publick,and what private.

faid, the Equites by the means of Gracchus and Cicero brake out from amongft 
the Plebeians into a rank of their own. ; ; 

11. By this Law (faith Floras') Gracchus fo divided the people of Rome,-' 
that he made it double headed (bicipitem, which expreffion Varro alfo ufed, 
as appeareth from Nonius ) and Va&Equnes having the lives, and fortunes of 
Senators and Nobles in their hands, by feizing on the Revenue, Vvith author 
rity pilled the Commonwealth. He took the beft time that could be de¬ 
viled for the making of the Law, becaufe the Senators having had hitherto 
the power of judging, were, become Mi ou s of late, in that for money they 
hid acquitted Aurelius Cotta, Salmater , and M. Aquilius, perfons Capi* 
tally guilty of corruption. Its faid, he boafted, that by this Law he had cut 
How the Se- .the finews of the Senatorian rank. And fo he did j for by. the authority of 
nators loft in judicature they paffed fentence upon Roman Citizens', Italians and Senators , 
the tranfla- noting them with ignominy, banifhing, or putting them to death at pleafure, 
iudicial power fucil time as the,r P ower was abated, as will be feen. For in the Comitia,ot 
to the Eqaitcs ^If :f nblies, they confpired with the Tribunes, and obtaining thereby what 
by catm . they pleafed, had all things in their power, and flourifhed with riches, where¬ 

as nothing remained to Senators y but a vain fhew of Dignity. The Senators^ 
prevailed with Servilius Capio when Conful, to make thenpfelves partakers' 
of the power of judging, by a Law which he got preferred; yet ftill had the 
EquUts the better, for 300 Senators onely were added to them, who were 
in number 600. By the Laws of Livius Drufus, Sylla and Cotta their power 
was abated, Drufus making it but equal in judgement with that of Senators. 
SyUa transferred it wholely to the Senators, and Aurelius Cotta communi¬ 
cated the power of judging to three forts; vise.. Senators, Equites, and the 
Tnbuni e/ &ra r ii . But the Equites alone were wont to farm the cuftomes of 
the Cenfors for five years,and thence from their farming the Revenue 

Publicans had the name of Publicans. Thefe were the principal of the Equeftrian order, 
whence fo cal* the Ornament of the Citie, and the ftrength of the State, who made fo many 
Companies as there were Provinces fubje& to the payment of Toll, Tribute, 
Cultom,or Impoft. 

12. But, C. Gracchus, further than this, to gratifie the Commons, repaired 
the high-wayes throughout Italy , fent forth Colonies, bade the Italians (us 
for their freedom, and gave power of fuffrages to other Friends and Allies, 
attempt-contrary to the cuftom; whom the Senate forbad to come near the Citie, 
ethother fe- at fuch time as they knew his Laws would be offered, and to pleafe the 
ditlous a<fts. people, they gave way to the fending out of twelve Colonies. Gracchus thus 
fruftrated, departed into Africkmth Flaccus his Collegue,intending to plane 
a Colony where Carthage flood ; but was difappointca therein alfo,Wolves, 
it’s faid, removing thebounds of the intended Citie by night, as they were laid 
by day, whereupon the Sooth-fayers pronounced the defigri unlawfull. Ha-, 
ving been twice Tribune, he flood for it the third time, and had many voices; 
but his Collegues offended by. his vehement carriage, got tJMinuciut Rufus 
chofen into his place, who refeinded many of his Laws. Gracchus inraged 
hereat, when the Affembly wa? met, went up to the Capitol, accompanied 
with Flaccus and his friends privily Armed. . There . the Crier of 

Opirwus the Conful taking him by the hand, and defiring him to fpare his 
own Countrey, was (lain. He then went about to oxcufe the fadteo the peo¬ 
ple, but could not be heard, and fo together with Flaccus , and his other Con¬

City Tolefe (now in Gafcoigne') he took, and therein a great creafure, 
which fome faid was taken out of the Temple at Delphos by the Galls. His 
command was continued to him for the following year, as ProconfU /, in con- 
jundVion with\^4«i/i^i (or Mafftus) his Succeffor. Thefe two could noc 
agree, but divided the Army, and parted the Province betwixt them. Ac 
length they were overthrown in a bloody battel by the CiWr»‘ } to whom the 
Teutons) Tigurins, and Ambronet, another People of Gall joyned them- 
felveS: 80000 men were flain, and’40000 lackies and drudges, as alfo both 
the Camps taken. Capio for this was caft into prifon, where he died, thefe 
great defeats being charged upon his facrilege, of which chofe Galls that 
weze guilty , were ftill followed and confurtied by one plague after ano¬ 
ther. After this* the Cimbri made another Expedition into Spain; but be¬ 
ing then<£ repelled by the Celubtrians , returned into Gal/; whence, with 
the Teutons and Ambrenee , they refolved to paffc over the Alpes into 
Italy. 

C. Marins having vanquiihed Jugurtba , was in his abfence made 
Conful the fecond time,to manage the War againft the Cimbri. whilft they 
comtinued in Spain he waged War againft their friends the 7 0/0fans, whofe 
King CopilHs was taken by Sylla his Lieutenant. Being created Conful again 
the following year,he negle£ed to fight till their fury was abated. In his fourth 
Confulftiip they were ready in three bands to pafle over the Alpes, which he 
confidenng, attended their motions. His Army was almoft -oppreffed with 
thirft, the Teutons and ^m^wlying betwit it and the water,. which made 


him defirous to ingage with them, anffcoming to fight, in two dayes he ut- 
wMc h A UvU, yriy deftr °y^ them, taking prifoner Thentofocckm their King.

by the Senate, and afterwards joyned himfelf in the Tribuneflbip with the JJJJ 
younger Gracchus, to no purpofe endeavouring with him the pa fling of it; pu,* Hl 
with vyhom alfons is.formerly (hewn he loft his life. Now again, their ex¬ 
pectation was heightned by Drupes ; but then was he murdered, and all the 
great,ones haniftied Who ftood for them, by a Law which the Elites by 
force of Arms obtained , who hoped that having the power of Judicature in 
themfelves, the profit would be great which would arife in ridding away their 
Enemies. They alfo thought they had reafon enough to expeCl this privi¬ 
lege .from that Citie, which was maintained both in its fubfiftence and 
Empire by their valour, they ever fending out forces double in number to 
thofe of the Romans . Upon thefe grounds they refolved to procure by 
force what could not be by fair means obtained , fending Meflages to and 
fro, and for the performance of what was agreed on, receiving Hoftages from 
one another. 

2 6. This being known late enough at Rome, fo bufled with its private 
feditious contefts, Spies were Cent out into the feveral quarters. One of 
them feeing a young man of dfculum carried into another Citie. as an Ho- 
ftage, therewith acquainted Servilins the Proconful, who going to Afculum 
anq chiding the Citizens, was fet upon and flam, together with all the Ro¬ 
mans. ■ After this, the Confpiracy being.quite difeovered, all broke out into 
open Rebellion; the Mar ft, Pel tgm ,Vejtim, Mar r acini, Ferentani, Hirpini,

They thought good fiift to fend to Rome to com¬ 
plain j but the JVIeflengers could-not be admitted without repentance for 
Preparations what was already done. Hereupon the War. was committed ro both the 
f® L Confuls, L. Julius Cafar , and P» Rutilius Lupus, to whom were added 

Cn.Pompeius Strabo (father to Pompej the Great) C. Marius, who had been 
fix times Conful, L % Sylla, Liciniut Cra(fus,C.Ptrpenna, Q Citpio, Q.Mc« 
te[hi Psus (fon-co the Numidian) M. Marcellas, Val. Mejfdla,hn<\ T. Vi¬ 
dius, who were all fent with Vroconfular power. The forces on either fide 
amounted to 100000 fighting men. Rutilius the Conful quickly loft his life, 
falling into an ambuflvlaid for him by the Mar ft, and many other blows did 
The Roma jhe Romans receive .; fo that they were forced to lift fuch as once had 
receive many been (laves. The bodies of the Conful, and thofe of feveral others being 
blow*. carried into the Citie, the fight of them fo difeouraged the people,that the Se¬ 
nate made a.decree, that thenceforth the (lain (houldbe buried where they 
died, which as a prudent example was followed by the Enemy.

Cappadocia ; and Paphlagonia from Ntcomedes , who hid got it Into his hands, 
and left thefe two Kingdoms to their own liberty. But the Cappadocians 
protefted that they could not live without a King, and being therefore allowed 
to chufe one from amongft themfelves, made choice of one Ariobar^ants. 

Mithridates forely repining to be thus overruled, procured Tigrahes the King 
of Armenia and his fon in Law to be an Enemy to the Romans , and perfwa- 
ded him to expel Ariobarzanes, whilft he did as much by young Nicomedes , 
who now had fucceeded his dead Bather. Both of thefe Princes fled to Rome 
for relief, which was decreed them, and Commiflioners were appointed to 
re-eftablifri them, whereof Manias Aqniliut was chief. ' This being perfor¬ 
med, they perfwaded both the Kings to invade Mithridates. Nicomedes 
And reftored jy j c? though unwillingly, whilft Mithridates oppofed him- not, that he 
h'a K ft RS hC might,have an ad ™ntage ag'inft him ; onely he fent Pelopidas to the Com¬ 
ma can out. m ||jj* oners t0 complain of him. They confidering that Mithridates was a 
powerful Prince, returned this anfwer,that they did neither like that hefhould 
moleft Nicomedes, nor Nicomedes him - y for the former was not convenient 
for the Romm Commonwealth. He nothing moved with this anfwer, re¬ 
invaded Cappadocia , fending PelopidM back with a bold expoftulation. They 
hereupon raifed a confiderable Army againft him on their own heads, without 
any decree of Senate or People. Ntcomedes ingaging firft of all with him 
was put to flight, though Mithridates his main body never ingaged, and next 
. .after him Mania: was difeomfited. Then feized Mithridates upon Pithy - 
recovered m ha, Phrygia, Mijia , Lycia , Pamphylia i, and other Provinces, as far as 
many Coun. Ionia, He cook alfo Q. Oppius and Aquilias , the later whereof he killed 
trie*. by melted gold poured into his mouth, being ever wont to upbraid the Romans

But he by 
this time had done the work, and was coming home to revenge.the former in¬ 
juries, having fubdued Mithridates in leffe thin three veirs, killed itfoooo 
of his men, recovered Greece, Macedonia, lon/a, A fra, and other Coun¬ 
tries, which he had got into his hands, taken, his N ivy from him , and forced 
him to be content with his oWn inheritance. Thefe things are co be declared in 
order. 

After Mithridates had taken Aqniliusvi ith the reft,and feized upon A ft a 
and other Councries(whilft Sylla was at. fo^fetling things there againft Ma¬ 
rius and his faftion, as is before ftaewed) he fent his letters abroad into all the 
Cities of A fa, willing them at one day prefixed, to kill all Italians and &>- 
MiibMitet vans, with their wives and children, and call them out unburied; then to 
Mur«h 80000 fe* ze on their eftites, taking one part ro themfelves, and referving the other 
itiliMt and forhisufe. This was accordingly done, and 8ooca according to fomij; 
Mms or according to others 150000 perifhed in one day. Then went he into the

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c T < 8. Archeiaus firft recovered Debs, which from che Athenians had revol- 

ted to the Romany then joyned he to himfelf the Achaians, Lacxdtmom- 
adfy and Boeotians. After this he was fought by Brittius , who had put to 
flight Metrophanes fent alfo into Greece from the King; but having frelh 
fupplies, BrittiuS withdrew himfelf to the Pirates, or Haven of Athens, . 
which Portly after Archeiaus took in with his Fleet. Now Sylla arrived in J/jJ 
Syiu arriving Greece with five Legions and feme Companies of Horfe, and having furmfti- cis.&vim^ 
in Greece, e d himfelf with money and proyifions in ^£tolta and Tbefaly, marched into j« sylla. 

Anita aglinft Archeiaus, almoft whole Boeotia , with Thebes the chief City, 
revolting to him in his paflage. He befieged Atchelam in the Piram a very 
Aron" place, as fenced with a wall almoft 40 cubits high, confiding of fquare 
ftones, and built by Pericles during the firft motions of the Peloponnejian War. 

Having alfo befieged Athens it felf, he fpene the whole Summer in the fiege, 
and nc length took it, the Inhabitants being unable to make any more refi¬ 
nance through famine, whichfo far prevailed, as they made meat of fodden 
TaVcdi Athens lecher, and fed upon the bodies of dead men. The Piraus was alfo ftiortly 
and the p it am after taken,and tne walls thereof demoliftied,with the Arcenal, and all the ra- 
and over- r i c i eS therein were deftroyed. Then Sylla followed Archeiaus through Bceetia, 
throws ^- an d fought with him near Cheronea, in a place fo ftraight, that no way being 
r enerai oncf S open for flight, he fleW fo many, that of 120000 not many more than 10000 
* remained,this being an Army fent over by the King out of his new Provinces.

Then fent he another fupply to Archeiaus of 80006 men, which with the tog¬ 
ether 10000 remaining of the former Army, were routed by Sylla near Or- 
chomenes, and about 15000 being (lain, the reft betaking themfelves to their 
And againCamp Were alfo killed or taken, a vaft (laughter having been made. Arche - 
Uhs having loft his fon Diogenes hid himfelf in a fen, and thence^ fled to 
Chalets once more. After this Sylla chaftized the Boeotians for their fickle- 
nefle (for chey would ftand to neither party long) and took up his Winter 
quarters in Thejfaly, providing himfelf of (hipping, becaufehe heard no¬ 
thing of Lucullus, whom he had fent into i&gypt to procure a Navy. Now 
at this time was Placcus, who had fucceeded Marius, tet\i into A ft a by Cinna 
to fucceed Sylla. Him Fimbria his Qua for killed in a quarrel about lodg¬ 
ing, being hated by his Soldiers, and he headed his Army, with which he fe- 
veral times fought, and that profperoufly, againft Mithridates his fon, and 
drove the King himfelf into Per gamut, and thence to Pitanc , where he 
took (hip and fled to Mitylene, and might have been taken if Lucullut would. 

Then did Fimbria baraze Cappadocia , and burnt Ilium the daughter of Troy, 
for that the Inhabitants had given up themfelves to S ylla % and not to him; fo 
that though .a Roman and fo akin to them, he is laid to have ufed them worfe 
than did Agamemnon himfelf. This hapned to Ilium in the later end of the 
173 Olympiad, about 1050 years after the firft taking it bv the Greeks. 

Mithridates receiving intelligence of the blow ne had received at 
Orchomemts, wrote to Archeiaus , to procure his peace on as good terms as 
he could. To a Peace Sylla was not now averfe, being in great want o( 
mony, and receiving no recruits from the City, where ne was declared an 
Enemy, and defiring above all things to carry back a good Army into Italy 
to revenge himfelf.

At the Comitia for Prat or s , when the Cahditate 
appeared, CM, Licinim Craffus , a perfon of great Nobility , and exceeding 
rich, undertook the Office, and was fent againft Spartacus with fix Legions. 

He ordered Mummitis his Lieutenant with two Legions to attend the Ene¬ 
mies motions, but not to fight, which doing, he was worfled j and many be¬ 
ing taken, many alfo caft away their Arms and fled. Craffus to terrifie others, 
ufed great feyerity againft fuch as forfook their Colours, decimating 500 who 
had firft begun to fly; which antient kind of Difcipline being of a long time 
difufed,he hereby revived. Spartacus havingby this time pafled to the Sea, 
thought of going over into Sicily ; but failing of his defign upon fome C<- 
cill an Rovers, he fate down in the Ptninfula of Rhegiumj where Craffus as 
it were befieged him, having drawn a line through the Ifthmus from Sea to 
Sea, to cut oft all Provifions. Spartacus in a tempeftuous night made a (hife 
.to fill up the Ditch, and get over the third part of his Army, theningagtng

,31. He dlftributed to his Lieutenants the Mediterranean Sea, including 
all the Bays, Havens, Promontories, Straights, Peninfulaes , and windings 
Whatfpeveh, fumiflring them wich convenient ftiipping, forces, and authority; F/ ... ' 

His Method, fo that the Pirates being rouzed out of cheir lurking holes by fome, might be 

received by the next, and chafed by others, and none might need to fayl ‘ 
too far. He himfelf like a King of fomany Kings fayled up and down, and ^p p i an utfu - 
vifiting , giving directions, and overfeeing, took care that not one Pirate p/a. 1 " 
efcaped. By this courfe profecuted with Angular induftry, in 40 dayes he Tlutaub.Dio. 

. fcoured all the Seas about ^ frisky Sardinia , Corftca y and Sicily ; and the C^epro le£c 
Pirtes that efeiped flocked into Lilici<t , as the common receptacle. He ^ anilia , 
v coming to Rome about fome necefiary occafions, quickly after followed them 
• with 60 Gallies; but though they prepared to give him battel at Sea, yet 
when they faw his Fleet at hand, fubmitted to mercy. Then in the fpace of 
40 dayes he reduced Cilicia unto Roman obedience ; for though.he had. pro¬ 
vided Engines of all forts to batter their Walls, it needed noti the greatneffe 
of his name, and preparation for the War had fp terrified them, that one 
after another they all yielded themfelves with the furniture for their trade. 

Such as remained of them being above 20000 he was unwilling to kill,, and A M 
to let them return to their old habitations was not fafe : therefore he removed ol.i-jzfaHn'x. * 
them into another place at a good diftance from the Sea, where he gave them V. c. 687. ^ 

With wonder-houfes and Land ; and furnimed their feats with new Inhabitants. Thus ha- 
full expediti. v j n o taken well nigh 400 fhips, killed toooo men, and caken 120 Forts, he

SJJSS the mency than did Q, MetelUu in Cr«te y which being the ocher neft of thde 
War. Pirates , and glorying that it never underwent the voak of any , he fub- 

dued,and obtained with a Triumph the firname of Creticus . Having fuc- 
ceeded Antonins (who died in the a£lion , and had as large authority there 
as Pompey) he ufed the Pirates very roughly, and fo much the more, be- 
caufe hearing of Pompey's mercy, they had by a Meffage given up themfelves 
“into his hands.

But the Commons with great alacrity ‘un¬ 
braced the Lavy ; Cicero the Pnewr preffing it exceedingly, who having 
formerly fee. himfelf to defend the Nobility, now bad betaken himfelf 
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aficr. 5. 10 wie^iugar xorc. r\na jmws v.*j*r ^wno or late naa Deen XJU- 
is fai'd to have favoured it, that he might have the people more in¬ 
clined afterwards to commit extraordinary commands to himfelf. 

33- It being now the 688 year of the Citie, the 64th before the birth of a 
C hr ill, the fourth of Artftobnlus King of Judaa, M.^milius Lepidus, and V. c. JS 8. 

L. Volcatius 7 filltis being Confuls, Pompey undertook the expedition. He 
firft fent to Mitbridates , offering him good terms; but he Weighted them, u m h 4 
becaufe he hoped to have Phraates the Parthian on his fide; yet when he heard Plmch.)» 
that he had nrft made a League with him, on the fame conditions as were V«mpcio\& 
He offered! offered to Sylta and Lucullus , he himfelf then fent and asked peace. Pom- Lucul - 
the King fey commanded him to lay down Arms, and deliver up all Fugitives; who 
terms to no fearing they fhould be given up , and the other Soldiers mutining for bein'* 
purport, about to be deprived of their help, a great trouble infued, which he evaded* 

by faying that he onely fent to make an efpial, and by fwearing, that be never ‘ 
would be reconciled to the Romans, becaufe of their infatiable avarice. Then 
marched Pompey into Galatia, where meeting with Lucul Ins, much ado there 
Stir* betwixt w.is betwixt them. Lucullus faid the War was finilbed, arid that the Com- 
utcuUus and miffioners fent from Rome were to decide the bufinefle, and when Pompey 
h,in * would not hear of this, he reviled him with an immoderate thirft after power; 

Pompey again obje&ing covetoufneffe to him , fo that the accufations could 
on neither fide be denied. Lucullus gave out commands as yet in power, 
but Pompey by his Edi&s forbade them, nulled all his Adis, and at length 
drew away moil of his men. But at his return he was received with «reat 
honour by the Senate, carrying with him amongft bis booty gotten in °Pon- 
tat, many* books, wherewith he furnifhed his Library, which ever flood * 1 fi dt>iu0ti h 
open to Greeks efpecially. He alfo firft brought * the Cherry-Tree out of i 
©f Pont ns (from a Citie of which Region it was called Cerafus ) into Italy, cap,if ,' 

34, Mitbridates had now got together a confiderable Army ; but coming 
to ingtge with Pompey wasinferiour to him in all skirmifties. Pompey con- nJfl MaL 
fidering how the King had wafted all the Countrev on purpofe to ftraighten & viS, 
him for Provifions, went into Armenia the lefle, fubjeftto Mitbridates, ut fuprl 
who fearing he might pec that Countrey into his hands, followed him thi¬ 
ther. Firft here Mitbridates had hopes to ftarve him ; but was difappoint- 
ed with confiderable Ioffe, and was himfelf encompaffed with a Trench 150 
furlongs about. Hearing that Marcius was jovned to Pompey, who had 
Provifions at will,he fled away, having firft killed all fuch as were fick, and ' 

He defeated! ufeleffe, about him. But Pompey purfued, and prevented him from parting 
Mbridatts, over Euphrates ; then forced him to fight in the night, beihg furprized, and 
at unawares. The Moon being low, and on the backs of the Romans, fo 
lengthened their (hadows,chat his Soldiers thinking them nearer than they 
were, fhot moft of their Arrows without doing. any execution. He loft ma¬ 
ny rhoufands ; but he himfelf brake out with 800 horfe, whereof but goo 
ftayed with him. Then wandring through the Woods with his horfe in his 
hand, he light of forne Mercenaries, and about go®o foot, by which he was 
conveyed into a Caftel where he had hid up much Treafure. Hence he fent 
to Tigrants, who refufed to receive him, laying to his charge, chat by his 
means Tigranes his fon (bvxhe daughter of Mitbridates). had rebelled againft 
whoflicthto him, and offering 100 Talents for his head. He fled therefore to Chaleos, 
choices. which formerly he had fubdued. 

35. Pompey followed him to Cholcos, thinking he would not have ftbjred 
And thence the nce ; but he pafled into Scythia, where partly by force, and partly by 
into scythiiu perfwafion,he made the Princes thereof of his party, bellowing his daughters 
in marriage upon them.

40. The fame year wherein MitbrieUtet died, and the Temple of Jeru- 
fatem was taken, hapned’a moft dangerous confpiracy zt.Rome, by the means 
The coafpira- Of l>- SerjflUX Catalina, a Patrician by degree, but one of a debafecht and in- 
cjticataiine famous^ life. . Some yeatffbefore he had been accufed. of inceft with Fabia a 
Veflat Nan 5 but by the means of Cmains was acquitted; fufpedted alfo to 
have taurderedbis fon for the love of Aurelia, who would not marry one 
chathadd)iidreii. Having contra&ed by this loofeneffe of life a vaft debt 
he grew defpetate, andfoughtfor power and command, that he mi°ht If pof- 
fibleobtain the foveraighty over all; but being alfofurpeaed hereof, he twice 
received a requite in ftandmg for the Confes/fhip, The later time it was caried 
"frond him by Cicero, whom He would have killed in the Comnia, and railed at 
« a fbrehpfcr ind u^ftart, becaufe he was born but of an Equeftrian family at 
Arpittufto 'a Town lrt PayJiu, a Province (now) of the Kingdom of Naples 
Hereby driven into extreim difdain and rqge, he fell into that courfe wherein 
formerly he bad been ingaged with Pifo for the deftruflion of his Country, to 
whom alfo l>, Aurelius Cotta and L t ,Manlius Torijaatus (being denied the 
Co*fitlihip which they had fought by indireft means two years beto-e) joyned 
thertifelves, and anew plotted the deftruClion of the Cenfuis and Senate, the 
burning of the City, artdovertbrowing of the Commonwealth, with Lc*\h- 
i*s, C. Cethegus, and others.

tion, wherein he Congratulates the People, and Commonwealth, concern- 
rtufecond ine his abfence.

fcCoud ‘ whom in Etruria he had joyned ; they deprived Ltntms rt fa* Office, by 
whom the Ambafladors had been drawn in, who- confeffed they had often 
heard from him whati he idlely conje&ured out of StbyHa^ books. 

. Cicero 's third Oration declareth what was done in. the Senate. The times 

lir being very dangerous, he propounded to the Fathers wconfider what courfe 

was to be taken with Lentulus y Ccthegus, Stalins ,and Cajjtut , allwhom 
he having fecured, this bred a great difturbance j for the Slaves and Pen¬ 
dents of the two former got together a great company of Artificers, and m- 
deavoured to break in upon the back-fiae of the Prator's houfe, and refeue 
their Lords. This being known, the Confulhafted out of the Senaco-houfe, 
and appointed a watch to be fet, then returning, asked the opinions of the 
‘ Senators. Silanus defigned Conful for the enfuing year, being hrft asked ' 
his opinion, according to the cuftom, was for putting them to death , andto 
were clivers others, till Nero diflwaded it, judging it better to fecure them 
till Cat aline were fupprefled, and the thing better lifted out. Of this opi¬ 
nion was C. Julius Cafar, fomething fufpeaed to be pnvy to the defign. 

He would have them difnerfed in feveral Towns in Italy by the Conful s ap¬ 
pointment , afterwards to he tried, and not put to death altogether unheard. 

This feemed very plaufible, till Cato (great Grand-fonto M. Porctus Lato 
cb zCenfor) very earneftly prefled the contrary,falling foul upon Cafar as 
F»urch.' a fufpicious perfon. Then the Conful made his fourth Oration, wherein he 
fo difpuceth of the rwo contrary opinions, as he evidently' inclineth to feve-

1 y. From this place it appeareth, that feveral whorri Polybin 1 calleth 
chafes or ancients wrote of thefe parts, before either Dicaw chits or Era- 
tof hones, Pytheas, or himfelf. Now Eratofthenes, who, as he faith, was 
the laft that handled Geography, Saidas writeth tb have been born in the 126 
Olympiad , which was celebrated in the 37 year of the £r/«/c/d*,thefeverith 
of Antiochtu Soter, the ninth of Ptolomy PhUadelphtes, and the 478 year 
of the City, when Fabins Gurges and C. Gunisttus Clepftna were Con- 
futs, Pyrrhus then warring in Sicily , 374 years before the birth of Chrift. 

Bur Dtcaarchut boftethin A then sins, that he had Ariftotle for his Matter; 
and then Pytheas who was cited by both, mu ft needs have preceded them. 

Yet thefe Writers were but of late in comparifon of Orpheus the moft an- 
tiemPoet, one of the Argonaut a , by whom Cambden himfelf affirmeth 
Britain to have been deferred. Although in tmh'Orpheuims not Author 
of thofe Poems fathered on him, but Onomacrittts an Athenian Poet, who 
lived under the Pifftratida , as both (<*) Clemens Alexandrinm and (b) Ta- 
towns inform us; yet two advantages we have hereby. For firft, Cambden (b)OrZa* 
is inconftant, denying that Britain was knownto the ancient Gretkj ; andfe- traGrecupq, 
condly, this Ifland mutt have been known then long before the former Geo- 
graphers; for the Pifftratida werebaniftied Athens in the thirdyearof the 
67 Olympiad , the twelfth of Darius Hr ft a [pis , the 244 of the City (at the Thcqtyti. 
fame time that Tarqmnins was banifaea) 508 years before tbe birth of Chrift, 
though they 'write that he flouriftied in the 50 Olympiad , in the firft year 
whereof Piffratns indeed got the Sovereignty oyer that City. Thefe things 
fufficienrly prove, that Britain Was known of Old to feveral Nations, though 
we mentioned not what Bochartns probably Conje&ureth concerning the Ety¬ 
mology of the name. The Phoenicians trading hither for Lead or Tin, might 
juftlycalli t Barar-Anac, that is, The Land of Lead or Tin, as the Greeks 
Cafftteris ; and this might eafily be changed into Btetanica. Anac lignifieth 
both Lead and Tin , no places in the World are fo fruitful of either as rhe 
Britifh lfits. And it may feem no vyonder that the Word (Wild be fo al¬ 
tered, feeing that from Phcenice are derived Poenicsts, Punicns, Pttniceus, 
and Panus. He alfo giveth other marks of the Phoenicians their planting in 
thofe Iftands, in the 39 Chapter of the firft Book of that excellent Work 
enciculed Canaan, concerning the Colonies and Language of that People, 
to which wee refer the ftudious in Antiquity, having thus farre in fome 
fort feemed to vindicate the honour of our Country, yet with fubmiflion 
to the impartially Learned Reader.

Rcvolter#. whileft he hartazed their Territories, th t Sigansbri fet upon the Camp ot 
Cicero Chen abfent , which they could not ftomi, though they caufed great 
cohftemation amongft his men, and kitted many.

Conful by his brothel: Curio alfo, an inveterate Enemy of Cafar , was 
made Tribune. Yet all thefe, except Claudius, weredrawn afide by money; 

Partus by 1500 Talents, and C#w,who was much indebted, by 100000 Sc- 
(l trees, Marcella then urging that a Succeflor was cobe font to Cafar $ 

Curio ftifly wkhflood it, alleging that then ought Pompey alfo todifmifle his 
Army-for that his power was equally dangerous to the publick liberty. 

Pompey outwardly feemed willing, and faid he would disband his men; but 
CuJoteW foul upon him, telling him, that promife without performance was 
nothingsand, that he might feem to flaridfor' the good of thft Commonwealth, 
nnd not carry favour wither, he defired,that if they both refuted- 
to disband, they (hould, the one as well as the other, be declared Enemies to 

it; pompey exceedingly netledhereat tbreatned him; but he ceafed not 
to urge the thing. The Senate could have wilbed them both reduced, but 
feared to disbancf Pompcy's Army, looking upon Cafar as the more danger¬ 
ous perfon. Pompey fent now to him for the Legion he had lent him, both ot 
them being ordcrea into Syria to defend the Eajlern parts now in dangerby 
the overthrow of Crajfus : he fent him this Legion, and another of his own * 
but there being no need of them m Syria ,they wintred zt Capua. Tho e 
that brought them into Italy did ill Offices for : Cafar, and gaveout,asif

War as followed. The next year C. Claudius Marcellm andJj. Corn

The Armies flood for feme time gazing j’g”’,!, 
on each other, both beingunwilling to begin, till Pompey's Auxiliaries, whom " 
he.hid commanded to ftand aloof, off, till fuchtime as the Enemy ffiould be 
broken’^ and then give the chafe (as unwilling to have them ingage in the bat¬ 
tel) being wearied with expe&ation, began to break their ranks. Fearing 
they might caufe his main body to,do fo too, though he was unwilling at this 
time to fight, and managed not hi? command with wonted alacrity, he caufed 
a charge to be founded, his word being Unconquered Hercules , and Cafar s 
rtRorious V’emu. The battel was fought with great courage an.d admirable fi- 
where he o- lence on hotb fides; but Pompey's Army, though greater by far, being leffe ex- 
verthroweth ^rienced, was at length broken and puttoflighr, at the beginning of which 
Fmpcy. fight all his Auxiliaries, though great multitudes, ran away as faft as might be, 
whom Cafar onely fuffered in the purfute to be flain , commanding ttiat all 
ItMians ftaould be fpared.

The wound not being deep 
enough he died not prefendy, but ftrugling betwixt life and death, caft bim- 
felf off from his bed, and threw down a Geometrical Table, which making a 
noife, his fon and fervants rufhed in, and finding him in that condition , his 
Freed-man, who was aPhyfician, began to put in rhe bowels which were un¬ 
touched, and Cow up his belly. But he coming to himfelf puflaed him from 
him, and tearing out his bowels, inlarged the wound and died, being a man 
of wonderfull’Juftice, Severity, and Magnanimity. Cafar hearing o'f his 
death let fall 1‘ome exprefTions, which fignified a great defire to have got 
him into his hands, and hinted (as was thought) an intention of deafing 
mildly with him. Petreius and Scipio aifo perilled in Africk.. After thefe 
things returning to Rome he Triumphed four times, over Gall, fontus , Alex¬ 
andria % and Africa it being unlawfutl to do it over any Roman ; although 
he carried in Tables, a reprerentation of what he had done in the Civil Wars.

Amonglt 
thofe of greateft. note was Varro, vyho now living tq fee and feel a fecond 
Triclpiti»a y yet efcaped with his life. Cicero t;he man moft aimed at by An¬ 
tony for oppofing him fo vehemwly m the: Senate , upon the Triumvirs 
their comipg went to Sea; but the winds being contrary, and became he 
could not endure, the fhaking of the fhip* he returned, faying, he would die m 
his CoUntrey often preferred by him.

Thither he came at 
the day appointed, but Cafar keeping not his‘word he ftaied not for him, 
either not liking the breach of the Peace, or for that he envied Cafar all that 
The Peace power f aw have ; for ftill they fufpedted and grudged each other. But A j^ 7 , 
broken ty C being provided, fet out to Sea, as to invade Sicily , and vvas beaten y, c .

Sect. 7. therefore received with luckie acclamations, and had a Perpetual Tribunefhip 
beftowed on him, as invited by this honour to lay down his other power. Con¬ 
cernin'* this he wrote privately to Antony, who, whilft Cafar was thus im- 
ployed & about Pompey, had called Cleopatra into Syria, and there given her 
Phoenicia , Calefyria, Cyprus, a great part of Cilicia, with part of Arabia 
Antony doat- Nabathaa, andfo much of Juaaa as brought Bajfamum. Then fending 
eth on cleoptt- her home, he marched into Armenia, where yet he could do nothing (for 
tra. defire of her) like himfelf; but ever thought of returning to her, which 

fliortly after he djd ; but was much troubled in his paflage by the Panhians, 
to whom his Army had revolted, but that they killed fuchas firftpaffed oyer

His extravt- c ? Africa, and Calefyria, C afar to whom (he had by Juhus Cafar be- 
m ing her partner in thefe Principalities. But his own Ions by her, Alexander 
* and Ptolomy, he named Kings of Kings ; betwixt whom he did not onely 
part what Provinces he himfelf had, but alfo Armenia, Parthia, and Me. 
dia , and to Cleopatra their daughter afligned Cyrene. Thefe things, together 
with the difgrace of his fitter provoked Cafar, who made report of them to 
the Senate and People. Hereby he incenfed men’s minds againft Antony, 
who ftiortly after went into Media, and entered into league with the King 
thereof. Cafar at the fame time fought againft feveral People of Ulyricm , 
and the next year both provided for the Civil War betwixt themfelves. 

25. Antony in way of recrimination to Cafar, obje&ed his putting he- 
pi dm beftdes tbe Triumvirate, and taking bis Soldiers as thofe of Pompey to 
himfelf, which ought to have been equally free for both ; and he challeng-

Roman State four above all upbraided him with Cleopatra, and what he had 
afli°ned to their children , as alfo for that he owned Cafarto as begotten by 
Cafar, though to the Senate he had acknowledged him for his own fon, Anto¬ 
ny, bewitched by ^Cleopatra fo far as not to be able to rule himfelf, wrote to 
the Senate to have thofe things confirmed, which he had fetled upon her and 
her children. The two Confuls Cn. Domitius and C. Sofius being much for 
, him, were forced to leave the City, and get over to him, whonowalfo ha- 

vinc* raifed great forces, fent to Rome, to drive Ottavia out of his houfe, and 
if taking his opportunity he had this Summer invaded Italy, he might in all 
probability have put an end to the quarrel. Por, Cafar was not yet provided, 
wanting money exceedingly, which he now exa&ed throughout Italy • But 
this delay herein helped him, that men’s minds were iporeand more bent a- 
<*ainft Antony, efpecially after Cafar had publifhed his Teftament, where- A M 
m he difpofed as formerly, to his and Cleopatra's children, and ordained, that ol. 
though he fhould dye at Rome, his body fliould be fent to her at Alexandria : V. (,. ?»• 
it was alfo reported, that he meant, if his matters profpered, to give her • 
Rome , and transfer the feat of the Empire into JfZgypt. Hereupon the 
Warre was decreed againft her, and he was duelled of his Triumvirate, ^ 
but not declared an Enemy, for fear of thofe with him. For then muft they (<[)i ^ 
neceffarily have been included in the fame capacity, and fo driven upon de- 
fperate Councils: .to them therefore rewards were promised , if they would 
forfake him; and hereby was he thought rendred more inexcufable, in that.

HE Roman Empire ■ had now fwallowed up the 
Macedonian , with fuch Kingdoms and States 
as were at all confiderable, and. Contemporary 
with it (whereof though fome might retain a (hew 
of liberty, yet were they but in a condition 
of vaffalage ) except the Parthian Kingdom, 
which as yet acknowledged no fubjefhon, and 
when it did, being forced thereto for the moft 
part by inteftine divifions, not long continued in that acknowledgement. 

This Empire now laboured under it’s own weight, and, like .to fome un¬ 
wieldy thing* ftaggered, byreafon of theturgency of it’s inward burthen, 
without any extraneous violence : it was grown up to an arhletick h.rb't, and 
had already fufficiently manifefted the danger of this confhtutioni ^ For, be¬ 
ing all head and no body, ifl wanted thofe limbs, which bv dire&ion from a 
fUberiour fenfe, could fecure it’s progreffe; or indeed being all body, and

It laboureth no head, it was void of chat influence which effe&ech an orderly motion, and 
under it's own * lS peceffary for the fubiiftence of life ic felf. The proper fruits of Popular 
own weight. we r e now grown fully ripe. Every one would command, and 

none would be ruled, yet every man challenging a pare in the Supreme 
power? none enjoyed it much, and therefore but few were really follicitous 
for the upholding of it as Popular , any further than fome private tnterefts led 
them. The heady multitude indeed was violently caried on in it’s defires af¬ 
ter the chief command ; but fome defired it rather chat others might noten* 
joy it, holding chis Principle^ oppofe all rifing, though excellent perfons 
whatfoever. Others tickled with an humour of ruling, and in intelle&tials 
above their fellows, fee themfelves to plea re the rabble by maligning other 
men, crying up liberty and equality, extolling the juftice of the Agrarian, 
and vaunting of great matters intended to be done by themfelves, when in a 
capacicy. Sometimes their boldnefle and cunning procured their rife, moft 
commonly fome capitulations, and otherwhiles mony diftributed to the rabble, 
when the-ftep was great. For ftfcer tl,ac che ^fled the Seas, mare 

luxury, avarice, and corruption, than of Vi&ory was brought home. When 
they came abroad, notwit htianding the repute of cheir abftinence, they found 
the fame temptations as other men, and made themfelves Matters of the man¬ 
ners, as well as the poffeffions of the conquered. Ml things were now bought 
and fold, from the meaneft Office to the Confulftiip, and the loweft privi¬ 
lege to the right of Suffrages. ’ ."a t 

3. The daily figbrof fhefe things corrupted fech „* as elfe irugi* have pro¬ 
ved juit. It teemed a prudent principle, rather to command than to be com¬ 
manded ; rather to buy than to be fold, and to get fomeching, rather than fuf- 
fer all things to be lott. The body of the People was now grown large, the 

being received to the freedom of the City, and liberty of Suffrages. 

Hence ambitious men had advantage cmqtfgh tp make parties, and to carry 
things in the Comma or AffemblleS, having once by indirect pra&ices ingrati¬ 
ated themfelves. Having obtained commands afar off, they had opportunity 
to increafe their power, through the diftance of place, the credit of their con- 
quefts, and the affe£ionsof their Armies, Power once obcained, is diffi¬ 
cultly laid down, both by reafon thac man’s nature is averfe to diminution, 
and for that fomeching may be committed in height of paffion, or through 
convenience, orotherwife, whereof k might hbtj^ftfc to give an account, 
as neicher to lye open and naked to the malice of fcfwngeful Enemies. The

Government ,few Cities, or places at prefent) which muft neceffarily confift of 
impracticable 0 f peop l (y d i v ' r fl y qualified, v ay ton fly inclined, and very unequally pofiefled 
in one or more Jf^iih twd (, 0H0!l rs. Such having the supream power in their own hands 
SSSfiS*' muff needs foment feveral humours. The rich, and honourable, muff either 
Of not medic, and fo out of difeontent watch for an advantage to alterr things,, or 
various inte- jf they do, they will not be content with equal lmployments. When any ex- 
reft*.. traordinary power is obtained, fuch inforcements as were formerly mentioned. 

Will happen, which being driven on by that ambition which is but natural to 
all nriuk-nd, will drive either fear, or defire,into Monarchy A civil yvar efpe- 
cially produceth this, and more efpecially when the quarrel as betwixt fingle 
perfons; and yet more efpecially is it inforced by a religious pretence, under 
which V izard the greateft deceit hath triumphed, accompanied, or ufhered m 
by a facrilegious affercing of approving providence, whereby inviolable Ma- 
jefly ,0 Aer, Propriety , and all things excellent have been co»t4r»in<tted, over¬ 
turned, and trampled on, and yet a figure eretled at length out of the ma¬ 
terials of thofevery things, which formerly were onely by the intruders ac¬ 
counted bad, becaufe they flood upon another ground. But* ot ■ .TO * J* 
Democratical ly is it impoffiMc for one, or mote confiderable Nanons 
to be governed, but in an AriftocratualMo. For if the wealth andpropriety 
of a Nation be diffufed,and not limited in the poffeff.ons of a few of the 
chiefeft perfons, fuch would find a continual repugnancy m their fubjetts, 
others thinking themfelves as capable of power as they. ^ e ” c ^^ r r e ^ n a "? 
implacable enmities muft arife , and he who be beft able will ac len^h 
command the reft, though he ought to have been their fellow fubjett, and de- 
monftrate a necefficy of Monarchical Government.

ter wonders with fuch men. Buc as for the Government, fo far was it from 
, contributing to juttice or virtue, that, even in thefe times, which their Wri¬ 
ters fo celebrate for thefe things, the multitude having by the Hortenfian Law 
wrefted this power from the Senate, to oblige all whatfoever by their P/ebi 
decreed aidto.be fenc to the Mamertines , r hough againft all eauirv 
- ^nd conscience, the Senate having utterly refufed to aftift thofe thieves mu/ 
derers, intruders. But themnltitude was told of great profit whichwould 
accrue to all men in particular, and therefore profit muftbear downrioht an( i 
forces muft be fent into Sicily to get footing there, to inrich thefe vermous and 
temperate men : and hence is to he fetched the rife of the Cartbaainian 
Wars, (which with what mjuftice they were managed on the Roman W,

*• u IJ * 7 hefc thingS evIdence the excellency of Monarchical Government 
above the reft; a neceelficy of it in any confiderable Nation or Nations and 
l *in Cities which extend the freedom of Suffrages to their Subjeas. or Affoci- 
acesj and are confiderable, for number, power, and intereft. Single Cities 
have for fome time fubfiftedothferwife i but if vve view thofe thatbavebeen 
mentioned in thKWorkfffome of them we fiiall find to have f*een kept in 
that way by fuch ftrangedifcipline,and principles of equalityandlevellin^ as arc 
even repugnant to Nature, and deftroy that lawful ufe of fuch things a? were

He alfo ranked 
certain families amongft the Patricias, becaufe moft of thofe had perilhed 
in the i Ware. He commanded that no Spnataur without his leave {hould paffe 
beyond flair, which irac.this day ofyferved, faith Dio, ir being unlawfull for 
any of that tarikto cravd,except into Sicily, or Gallia Narbonenfis, whither 
any that haVe Eftatcs In- thofe Provinces may go without leave, becanfe thofe 
Countreys iare in quiet, and deftiture of Arms. Ctfar alfo confidering that 
many Senators- and others trailed him not, left they {hould attempt new mat¬ 
ters, he gave out that be had hurned all the Letters found in Antony his Cof¬ 
fers : and indeed fome of them were loft, buc moft of them he very carefully 
kept, aVid afterwards made ufe of them as he had occafion. He fent for An- 
uochm ComvsaqynHs, who had treacheroufly killed his brother,fent on an Em- 
baffy to Rome jand put him to death,being condemned by the Senate. 

• 14. Cafar in his fixth Confulfhip, together with M. -Agrippa his Collegue 
Maketh a I«- made iDuftrstw^x years after the laft Celebration of one (by Cn. Ltmultu 
Itaim. and L. Celjm) and herein were ceflfed 4063000 Polls of Roman Citizens. 

He celebrated Games alfo, which bad been decreed in memory of his vi&ory 
?t AWssnt, and it was ordered they {hould be renewed every fifth year , four 
Colleges of Priefts taking care of them, viz,, the Pontifces , Augurs, Sep - 
temvih, and Quhdwiwvire by courfe*. He caufed other forts of Games and 
Exerdfes to be made at his own coft, borrowing money; ordered that two per¬ 
fons of Pr a tori an rank {hould yearly overfee the Treafury,gavetothe people 
four times as much Corn as they were wont to have, ro fome Senators he gave 

B , feme of this rank being fo poor, that they could not bear Offices be- 
j to them. All ingagements and debts to the Exchequer he made void 
that flood good before the battel at A (Ham, except what concerned build¬ 
ings. He differed no facrlfi2e to*be offered to Egyptian gods within the P<?- 
marium, took alfo care for repairing of Temples! And becaufe many un¬ 
juft things had been ordained during the late Seditions and Civil Wars, efpe- 
cially in the Triumvirate, he made them all void by one Edi<ft, and caufed 
them to ceafe from his fixth Confulfhip. Being in the eyes and mouths 
of all for thefe things, heconfidered how he might increafe his reputation, 
and confirm his Angle power by the confent, and without the conftraint of the 
people. Being then Confnl the feventh time, when he had prepared every Se¬ 
nator before-band, whom he knew to be well affeaed towards him he came 
totheSanace-houfe, and there read a fee fpeech which he had written down 
fitly for this purpofe. 

Pretending in * 5. ‘Herein he firft exceedingly magnified with much affeaed art,the things 

a . ■“*L f P ecch t0 ‘ he was about to do,and then fignified,that though he had fuch opportunity to 
dclirc rolav * ‘ cftablifti himfelf as no man ever had more, yet did he now deveft himfelf of 
down his 1 * all power, & rtfiore all unto them.

- !• 26.'C*f*r having read: his writing, the minds of the Senatdrsmit marvai- 
loutty affe&ed, Some there were who knew his defign, arid therefore agreed 
with him,; the reft either fufpeaed his intent, or believed him. Ofthefe . 
fomc admirdd his craft in eoncealing his purpofes; others were'troubled at 
his defign: foment his cunning; and others at hisrefufal of the CoverrK 
menc. -For there were:fome who hated the Popular form as turbulent V , an(i 
approving <of the change \ were well pleafed with Cafar's admimfttacion. 

•Yet the produft of thefefeveral afffe&lons was the fame; for neither they 
that believed he fpakc as he thought, could rejoyce; thofe that wiffiedbe were 
reduced© a private condition, being yet fearful how things would go; and 
they that deftred he might keep his power, being forry for the lolfe of their 
hopes.: Neither could they that believed him not reprehend him, becaufeto 
fome wilU-and to others courage was wanting. No manyet, whether he be¬ 
lieved hinik or believed Him nor, durft commend his fpeech, for. that tome 
liked! it, not and others feared to doit. Wherefore having often interrupted 
him whilft fpeaking, when he had done, they all befought him With many 
words, that he would alone undertake the Government , and by many argu* 
merits compelled him ^length to accept of the Sovereignty. Then that ms 
Thereby con- perfaiv might be preferved, they prefently decreed the pay of his Guard to be 
firmethic. double to that of other Soldiers. , .. 

^7* Cafar by this artifice pretending that he would lay down his power, 
effe&ed that it was confirmed to him, by Senate and People. Yet. that he 
mi^htfeem to be Popular, he raid , ho would not govern all the Provinces, 
no?obtain perpetual power over fuch as he fhould take care of; therefore the 
weaker, becaufe they were more quiet, heleft to others: the molt powerful 
which had appearance of moft danger (having an Enemy near at hand, or 
likely to be turbulent) he kept himfelf, under pretence that the'Fathers 
might enjoy their power fafely, and he himfelf undergo labour and dangers; 
but by this device he rendred the Senate really helpleffe, and weak,'and en- 
Divideth the groffed co himfelf the Militia. To the Senate and People was left AfrtcK, 
PrincipSitiB Nnmidia, Af*.

Over thefe Provinces he affirmed the Government but for ten years , witnin 
which time he undertook to reduce theminto order, addin® with a certain ju¬ 
venile kind of boafting, that asfoon a* ever he could quiet them, he would quit 
his power. Then did he fet over the Provinces of both forts, men of Patri¬ 
cian dignity, but over ^gypt one of Equeftrian rank onelv , for the caufes 
above rehearfed. To Senators he allotted by themfelves Africk and AJ>a, 
and the reft of the Provinces to Pratorians. He forbad^ either to take this 
employment within five years after they had born Offices in the City. I ney 
held their Governments but for a year.

Aj for the Tribunttial 
power, which every eminent Emperour was wont to have,n inableth them to 
interpofe attain/} any thing that may he done contrary to their plea fare, and 
they are thereby Sacrofanifr, or Inviolable,/* that if any one injure them by 
the leaft, not onely deed, Wt word , they may pat him to death without procefe 
■as Piacularly Criminal. The Emperours c*unt it unlxwfallto'be Tribunes , be- 
caufe they are Patricians , but they receive Tribunal power as Im re as ever 
Any enjoyed ; and as renewing it yearly with the annual 7 ribunes, the years of 
their reion or power , are counted accordingly. Thefe things, as they were 
eflablificd in the Popular Government, do the Emperonrs, together with the 
names, takf unto thins, that they may appear to have nothing but what was 
freely conferred on them. 

A But they have another privilege (fo Vlo proceeded) which never 
wJ univerfally granted to any Roman. For the Emperours are loafed from 
the Laws : by wh,ch thing alone liberty is given them to do ibofe which we 
have related,and all other tbmos. After this manner, with thefe names which 
were u fed in the Popular State, they receive all the power of the whole Com¬ 
monwealth, and the Kingly alfo, (banning onely the name For, the titles of 
Caefar and Auguftus addTnothing of peculiar power unto them: but the one 
fitnififth the facet ffton, and the other the fplendour of their Dignity. As for 
the name of Fathers, though it givtih them fuch right - over their fubjcZh, 
as Parents have over Children ; yet at fir(l it was given onely for honour, 
and to admonifh them to hold their Subjects as dear as Children,and thefe them 
as Parents. 7 heft are the titles which the Emperours according to the Laws 
and Cufloms ufe even in our dayes and in our age, all thefe are at the fame 
time given to them, except that of Cenfor; but in times paft they were fede¬ 
rally according to the Laws decreed to them . The name alfo of Cenfor,/*®* 
of them according to the antiene cufiom have received, and Domirian bore it 
all his life i but now it is not fi . For, the Emperours of our time having the

For he had fecuted it 
cccdcth him. t0 himfelf by ftrength, though he played the diffembler moft egregioufly, re* 
fufing the Government fo long as till the Senators fell down at his feet, 
and befought him to accept of it , whom he anfwered with ambiguous 
words, and at length complaining that a miferable and intolerable fervi- 
tude was impofed on bim, received it as by conftrainr, and yet fo as he 
. feemed to fignifie that he would again relinquifh it. Indeed there was 
caufe for him to fay, as he did, that he took a fVolf by the ears. For Clemens 
the Have of Agrippa had got a confiderable party together under pretence 
of revenging his Lord’s death: Scnbonius Libo fecretly plotted his own ad¬ 
vancement , and the Legions both.in Germany and lllyricum manned , the 
former chufing Germanicus for their Prince , who earneftly refufed to accept 
of their offer, and at length quieted them with much ado, as Drufus did- 
the other in Pannoma y they being frighted into, obedience by a total E- 
clypfe of the Moon , which fell out on the 27th of September , five hours 
after midnight. Clemens was apprehended, and Libo not effecting any thing 
was in the fecond year accufed to the Sepate.

pie were for a King. Now alfo Philoputor King ot Cilicia being dead, his 
f u blefts were divided upon the very farrie grounds. Syria alfo, and Judaa be¬ 
ing weary of their burthens,defired a diminution of their Tributes 
" Tiberias now perfwaded the Senate that the abilities of Germamctcs UmcapM. 
were requifit for quieting the Baft, whereupon the Provinces beyond the Seas 
were decreed to him, with larger power than had been granted to any that 
governed them, either by lot or the gift of the Pnnce. GernTamcus was often 
importuned by Tiberius upon this ground to return, yet intent upon his bu- 
fineffe he firft fubdued feveral Nations in Germany and by the overthrow of 
Arminias obtained great glory, which was fomethmg obfeured at laft by a 
(hipwrack. It was the defign of Tiberias to expofe him unto danger and 
treachery; therefore he removed Silanus his friend, and put Cn. Ptfi a fro- 
ward man . into his room, to whom he gave in charge fomefecret ming as 
ticvJpmre- rnanv believed. German,ettsi being thus expelled to compofe the affairs of

<if=H 2 «*. thtr or Son. But the fruit he reaped in pleafing thus the Father was bitt un- 

pleafing; fot returning to Rome the year following,, he efcaped narrowly ,»»./..« '■*. 
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tearing' in pieces by the people, and being condemned by the Senate killed 
himfelf. Fdr Gc manicus there was an univerfal mourning, not onely in 
jfowrand the Provinces, but alfo amongft Barbarians and Enemies them- 
felves. .Hewasaperfonexcellentlyaccompliflaed, and of a moft fweet dif- 
pofition, whereby he became the love ana delight of the people, and Ah- 
gtiftus long debating with himfelf whether he fhould not leave him his Suc- 
ceffor, at length caufed Tiberius to adopt him, who, *tis thought, bein« re- 
ftrained by fear, and reverence of him, afcer his death broke out into Tfuch 
courfes as made the other more miffed and glorious. By his wife Agrippina 
His Blue. (the daughter of Agrippa and Julia) he died father of three fons, viz,. Nero , 

Drufus, and Cains • and of as many daughters. He died in the 34th year of 
his age> and. chat which followed his fecond Confaljhip , M. Juntas Sol anus , 
and C. Nor banns Flaccus being Confuls. 

59. Three or four years after was Tiberius puniflied in his own kind by 
the poyfoning of his own fon. Drufus,md that by bis greateft favourite iC/ £- 
lius Seianus. This man being the fon of Selus Strabo a Roman Knight, when Tacitus Annul 
very young followed Cains ibe Nephew of Auguftus, and afterwards by di- lib. 4. 
vers Arts wound himfelf intotheiaffeftions of 7 ibertus, who ufed him as 
his moft inward Counfellour, or Minifter of State, and erefted to his honour 
Tiberius pu- his ftatue of braffe in the Theatre. Novv.he thought of no leffe than the Em- 
nifhed by the pj re it felf, as a ftep to which, he poyfoned Drufus the fon of Tiberius , ha- 
setims^who Vln 8 brought Ltvia the young man’s wife to a compliance with him by his 
poyfoncth his filth y dalliance, and corrupted Lygdus the Eunuch to betray his cruft. Dru -

7 iberius after this commended the two fons of Germanicus , Nero and Dm- 

fits, to the Senate , Which done, Seianus began toftrike at them, though at 

firft through the fides of their mother, labouring to bring them all into fufpi- 

tion and hatred. This firft advantage he took was from the prayers of the 

Priefts, who made vows for their health, as for that of Tiberius • for he took ra jitns nt {n* 

it hainoufly that they herein fhould be made equal to him. Then did he pro- 

voke them, and never ceafed till he caufed them to be declared Enemies by 

the Senate, after which he ftarved chem to death, ufing alfo their mother moft 

injurioufly, for that fhe was not fparing of her tongue in reprehending and 

upbraiding him. NoW was Tacfarinas, who had maintained i tedious war in 

Afric\, {lain by Dolabella. As for Tiberius by the perfwafion of Seianus he 

withdrew into the Ifle Caprea, and thence forward minding nothing gave up Suct0>u iil Tib,

fed with a woman at a Well near unto the City Sychar, the Inhabitants of 
which by her means he brought cothe acknowledgement of himfelf, four 
months before har veft, or the Paffeover , about che middle of the ninth moneth 
called Ab . Having flayed two dayes at Sychar, he proceeded, and returned 
the fecond time into Galile out of Judaa after his baptifm, bein« received 
with great refpeft by the Galileans, who had feen what, he did at Jerufalem. 
Preaching ip their Synagogues here, he alfo healed at Cana , the fon of the 
Noble-man that was fick zt Capernanm, which was his fecond miracle in Ga- 
m Having wrought miracles at Capernaum, he went to Nazareth, wherehe 
hadbeen brought up, and expounding the Prophet Efay concerning himfelf, 
they firft admired, and then cafl him out, and would have thrown him down 
headlong 1 , but he pafled away through the midft of theta. 

; 64. Leaving then Nazareth, he taught at Capernaum , where they were 
?.(fon|(hedat hisdoftrine, and caft out an unclean fpiric that was firft com¬ 
manded filence. Departing out of che Synagogue into the houfe of Simon 
and Andrew , hecured.of a Feaver Simons wive’s mother. Ac Sun-fet he 
healed Tick folkes brought to him, and caft out Divels, firft put to filence. In 
the morning he went out into a defert place to pray, and rhe multitudes en¬ 
deavouring to detain him, heanfwered,hemuft alfo preach in other places; 
and coafting through Galile , he preached in their Synagogues, and caft out 
Devils. Then taught he the People out of Simon’s (hip on the Lake of Ge- 
nefareth , and helped them to a miraculous draught of fifties, whereupon &- 
rnon Peter , Andrew, James y znd John , being commanded to follow him, 
he maketh fiftiers of men. Then going through all GMile healing and teach¬ 
ing, his fame fpred through Syria , and multitudes Hocked to him." In a cer¬ 
tain City he healed a Leper, which though forbidden, yet noifed his fame 
and fuch companies now fpllowed him that he could not enter the City, but 
taught without in defert places, and prayed. After a few dayes he returned 
to Capernaum , and teaching in his own houfe he healed the Paraliticli , who 
was let down in a bed, and forgave him his fins before the Pharifees. Thence 
going towards the Sea he taught, and pafting by called Levi or Matthew , then 
fitting at the receit of cuftpm, by whom being feafted, he defended his di¬ 
fciples againft the Pharifees, for eating with Publicans and finners, and for 
not fafting. And it came, to paffe, that on the fecond Sabbath after the firft 
(that is, on the fecond Sabbath of the new year, infticuted after their return 
out of t/Egypt, and beginning with the moneth Ntfan or A bib) Jefus paf- 
fingthrpugn the Corn-fields, defended his Difciples, who plucked and ate ears 
of Corn, againft the Pharijees , and explained theDoftrine of the obfervad- 
on of che Sabbath# 

.65. After thefc things there was a Feaft of thej«w (that is, the fecond 7oh y 
Pajfeover of hisMiniftry) and J^wentup to Jerufalem , where on the J ‘ 

The fecond Sabbath-day h? healed one whp had layn 3 8 years difeafed at the Pool of Be - 
Paffeover. thefda , for which thing, and becaufe he had called God his Father, the Jews 

went about to kill him, and he oppofed againft them his mod divine apology. 
Departing thence, in the Synagogue, on another Sabbath , he healed a man 
that had a withered hand, for vvhich the Pharifees and Herodians prefently 
fought to kill him. Jefus knowing thisj departed to the Sea, where teach¬ 
ing the People, he commanded a little Veffel to wait on. him, becaufe the 
multitude crouded him. In thefe dayes he fpent a whole night in prayer upon a 
mountain, and when it was day, made choice of twelve, whom he called / 
Apofiles. Going down into the plain he healed the fick, and coming home, 

' fuch was, the prefle, that they could noteat, whereupon his friends came to 
take him, fuppofing he had been befides himfelf. When he had feen the mul¬ 
titude he afeended into the mountain, and his Difciples Coming to him, there 
fie preached his long Sermon, firft fpeaking to the Apofiles , and then to the 
multitude. Having ended all his words in the audience of the People, he en¬ 
tred into Capernaum , and healed the Centurions fefVanc ready co die. The 
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daTfoUowins he raifcd from the dead the widdow’si fon in th^Gi W*?’ 
whence his fame was fpread abroad. Then Cent John his Difciples frofn pri- 

fontohim, to ask whet htr berths man, or they muft look for another, 
who being departed with an anfwer, Chnft took occasion to fpeak. of J° h "> 
and upbraided the Cities, aquiefcing in the Will of his Father as to. the re- 

vealin 0 or hidin° die things of falvation. Then Simon the Phan fee inviting 
hta to D d°nner, D » woman that was afiriner wilted his feet w.tli her tears, 
whi ch defendin'* a°ainft Simon, he forgave her her fills. And it came to paffe 
afterward, that°he D preached through every City and Village, his Diciples be- 
ine with him, and certain women miniftring to hurt, amongft which was

with a dumb and deaf Divel, dhd defended h.mfelf agamfl the Phanfies, 
who faid,that he call out Divels by Beelzebub Prmtepf Nivels. To the Scribes 
and Pharifees demanding a fign , he onely giveth that of 
ther and brethren asking to fpeak with him, he declareth who are his nearett 
relations On that day going to the Sea , he taught the People from the fhip 
in the Parable of the Sower and others. On this fame dHy when it was eve¬ 
ning, he would they fhould paffe to the further fide, and havingdifmtffed the 
multitude, when in. their pafiage a great Tempeft arofe, he ch^ngthe Winds 
Silled the Sea, and favedhis Difciples then in danger. Coming unto the 
further fidd into the Country of the Gsdermi, or 
over a«ainft Gable, two Daemoniacks met him, exceeding fierce ( whereof 
Mark, nd Vtsks mention butone)out ofwhichhe calling the Divels, permit- 
^dthcrn to enter intothe Swine. The Gader ew hereupon delinne him to 

depart out of their Coafts, he (havingdifmiffedtl^inan whodefired to be 
with him, and upon refufal, preached throughout * hat ^ 

[m had done for him) returned by frup unto the further fide, and fo to ape - 

nA To h And it came to paffe, that when Jefm Was returned the People glad- 
1V received him ; for they were all waiting for him. And being by t hc Sea¬ 
ttle he anfwered the Difc^les of John , inquiring why his Difciples fafted 
nor* feeing they, and the Difciples of the Pharifees fafted often. Whilfthc 
fpake, he was befought to heal the onely daughter of Jairm ; and as he was 
cro'mg down, a woman that had had an iffue of blood twelve years, was by 
touching the hem of his garment made whole. Paffmg thence , he cured 
two blind men, whom he charged with thr earning to fay' nothing, of him; but 
Kn As they paffed away, a man poffeffed with a dumb Dive! was pr6- . 

rented unto him, whom he healed, the company admiring, and che 
blafpheming. Then going about ro all the Towns, he taught and healed, 
and coming into his own Country was contemned again by his Coimtry-men, . 
as he TuStheSynagogue on the Sabbath-day, they calling him Carpenter ., ' . 
though they admired him. Going about the Villages he taught, and pitying 
the multitude becaufe the Harveft was great and the labourers few, he bade his 
Difciples prayfor labourers into the Harveft. Then fent he out his twelve 
Difciples two and two, commiflionated with power to preach and heal. Ha¬ 
ving made an end of commanding them , he went and preached in then^ Ci¬ 
ties: and the twelve went about the Villages^ teaching and healing every 
where. Now about this time was John Baptifibehezded , through the pro¬ 
curement Heredias, which being told unto J^ by his ^rc«pl«, whobu^ 
tied him, afterthe return of his own, he went with them by flup into a de- 
fert place called Betbfaida. The multitude heanng of it, got thither be¬ 
fore him, where he taught and healed them. And Jeffs went up into a moun¬ 
tain, and there fate with his Difciples, and:the Patfeover was"«£•*** • 
ine late, he having compaffion on the multitude, fed the number of 50 
men (tefides women and children) with five barly'loaves, and two fmall 
filhes, whereof twelve baskets full of fragments were taken up. When they 
would come and take him by force to make him aKm°, he earned his Dilci- 
ples t6 paffe over to the other fide oppofite to Betbfaida, an ^ towards C^/r- 
ma/im.. Having prayed in a mountain apart, he came towards tos Dilcipies, 
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and walking upon the Sea, When they had now rowed 25. or 30 furlongs, and 
were troubled with a contrary wind. They being affrighted at him, he made 
known htnrtfe!f,and laving PJttr (who Had defired he would bid him come to 
hiijfi on the water) when he ’Was finking, he paffed over,with them. Co- 
mirtg into the Land oPGenefa'et, they brought all forts of difeafed perfons to 
hitn, defiringthey might touch but the hem of his Garment,which as many as 
torched werp made vvhqle. The day after his paffa°e came the people which 
He had left on the further fide co Capernaum to feekhim, where in the Syna¬ 
gogue he preached concerning the bread of Itfe, afferting himfelf to be it a- 
gainft the murmuring of the Jews. Many now of his Difciples departed 
from, and walked no more with him. And though the 12 refufed to depart, 
yet he declared that.one of them was a Devil, meaning Judas Ifcariot , who 
fhbuld betray him, being one of the twelve. 

The third ' 67. After the third Pajpover of his Miniftery, the Scribes and Pharifees 

Paffeovcr. that were come from Jemfalem came to him, and complained that his Dif¬ 
ciples ate with uhwalbed hands, ro whom he anfwered concerning their abo- 
liihing God’s commands bytheir Traditions , • and taught the multitude what 
he declared to his Difciples, that not what entreth in, but what cotpeth out 
defileth a man. Departing into the Coafts of Tyre and Side*, he caft the 
tfevil out qf the daughter <jf the Syrophanician woman, becaufe of the greac- 
loeffe of her faith. Palling thence to the Sea of Gable through the midft of 
Decapofo , he healed a deal man* who had an impediment in his fpeecb, and 
afeending into a Mountain healed many. Ih thofe dayes a great multitude 
having myed with him three dayes, he fed them to the number of 4000 
men,befides Women and Children, with feven Lowes, and a few little fifties; 
and feven baskets full of fragments were taken up. Taking jfhip prefentiy he 
came into the parts of Dalmanutha , or the Coafts of Magdala, The Pbari- 
fees aking a fign, he fighed deeply in his fpirit for that thefe Hypocrites could 
difeern the face of the sky, and not the figns of the times ; and refufing to 
give them any other fign than that of Jonas, he lefc them, and returned by 
iliip to the further fide. Hjs Difciples having forgot to take bread , and 
brought but one loaf with them, he bids them beware of the Leaven of the 
Pharifees and of Herod ; apd expounded his meaning ro be of the Leaven 
ofDo£trine. Comingtheh to Btthfaida,hecuteth a blind man by degrees 
without the Town. Paffmg thence into the Towns of Cafarea-Philippi , he 
asked his Difciples concerning the opinion which men had of him, and then 
what they themfelves thought, to which for themfejves Peter anfwered , 
that he wastheChrifl, which thing he forbade them ro declare, foretold his 
death and refurre&ion, called Peter Satan for checking him about his fuf- 
ferinos,and fbretold his transfiguration, which after fome fix dayes was ful¬ 
filled. The day following coming down, he caft out a Devil out of the Luna - 
tickt which his Difciples could not ejciL Palfing thence, they journeyed 
through Galile , which he would not have known, and taught his Difciples 
that he muft die, and rife again, which they underftanding not were troubled, 
and afraid to ask him.

As he taught in the Temple, the Chief-Prlefts, and Pha- 
rifees. and Elder s 3 asked him by what authority he did thefe things? to whom 
he anfwered, with another queftion concerning John's authority, fpake the 
Parable of the two fonsy asking them , whether did the will of his father ? 
and that of the husbandmen, who killed the heir of the vmyardy applying 
them to thefe men, who now ftudied how to apprehend him, but feared the 
People. Again, he fpake to them che Parable of the manage of the K,ng s 
fo/y And theexcufes of the invited , with the want of the wedding garment. 

Then the Pharifees fent fome to intrap him in his talk, who asking him whe¬ 
ther it was lawful to give tribute to Cstfar} admired his anfwer, and lefc him. 

On that day the Saduces asked him concerning the woman maned to feven 
husbands, whofe Hie Ihould be at the refurreaion? to which haying anfwered, 
andaffertedthe refurreaion, a Lawyer tempted him, asking him which tsihe 
<1 reate (l Commandement ? Having anfwered him, he asked the Phan feet 
whofe Con Chria is? and no man could anfwer him any thing, nor durit 
thenceforth ask him any more queftions. Then fpeaking of'the Scribes and 
PharifteSy he pronounced eight woes againft them, and upbraiding_ jeruja- 
lent with her cruelty and obftinacy, foretelleth her deftruaion. Sitting over 
agiinft the treafury, he faw a poor widdow fcaft in two mites, and g^mg ouc 
to his Difciples, who admired the ftruaure, he foretold it s ruine. His Diici- 
ples asked him on the Mount of Olives when thefe things Ihould be, concern- 
fno rhe fign of his coming, and the end of the. World, he anfwered largely, 
adVifmg oietn to watch, for they knew not what hour their Lord would come, 
iMrating his doarine by the Parable of the Ten fftrgtnsy and ^talents 
committed to the fervants to traffic!^. And he described the Jaft Judgement 
by a fevering of goats from the fhtep. By day he taught, at night he went to 
the Mount of Olives , and all the People came in the morning to hear him in 
the Temple. Whenhe had ended thefe fayings, he faid to his Difciples, Tost 
know that after two dayes is the Feaft of the Paffeover, and the fin of man ts 
betrayed to be crucified.

Jews put to death, to be the true Meffiah, and to have been born about, the 
4000 year of the World. 

78. There are not wanting Teftimonies concerning the truth of Chriff,and' 
his Dodbrine from the Heathen. Rhodiqimts and Idolater an deliver it'as a 
l * matter of credit, that there was an Altar in Egypt Dedicated unto a Virgin 
that fhould bring forth a Child , and Pofellus, that there was another intituled 
Primopenito Dei, to the fir ft begotten of God. Upon the Star which appeared 
at his birth (which fome think the fame mentioned by Plmy, and called Stella 
crinita fine <ritit) many meditating turned co the truth, as Charemon a_ 
mongft the Stoickj , and Challadius (amongft the / latonifh, who thereupon 
went into Judea, and became Jews. It is alfo reported that the Romans cal¬ 
led theit Temple which they had built to Bacchus for vi&ory, Templumpa - 
cis £\erntim, the everlafiing Temple of peace , becaufe the Oracle at Delphi 
told them it fhould ftand dam peperit virgo, till a Virgin brought forth a 
Child ; but as foon. as Chrift was born it fell. The Oracles generally fell in L<b. dc dtfiltn 
the reign of Tiberius , when the time of Chrift his preaching was come, Ofa cnlomm. 
who was the eternal word of his Father. Plutarch of this fubjeff wrote 
a Tradb, featching much as a Philofopher what the caufe of this ftrange change 
fliould be. After his acute fcarch after fnndry ciufes, and accurate Ph : !cv 
fophical difputes, he refers it partly to the abfence of the Demoniacal fpL 
ritty which he thinks might die, or remove from place ro place, either ba- 
niftied by others more-potent, or upon fome other diflike; atid partly unto 
the alteration of the foil wherein Oracles were feared, which yielded not 
exhalations of fucbDivine temper as in former times ic'had done; for, with-

Butit is anfwered by way of utter denial, that there Were many iri the 
Primitive times, who fought to eftablifh the truth by fictions and lyes, - and by 
challenge made for them to produce any one lye or fidion made- or ufed by 
the moft andent Fathers, though for a good end. Certainly they’which-in 
their deputations with the Pagans, appeal to the teftimonyof the Siby/ls, i?de- 
ferve great commendations for their prudence. And hence may it be pro* 
ved, that thofe teftimonies were not forged, becaufe they- in all conflicts »> - . - 
more willingly had recourfeto them than to any other. For, can weafna- " ' : 

gine them fools, with whom thefe Fathers bad to do? They were as ciinnih® 

and knowing as the beft ; they were Phtlofophers , Rhetor /, Profe (firs'of 
Arts, States-men, and moft commonly fuch as enjoyed [be greateft honours . , - 

Butinvain, where is it obje&ed by any of thefe in the moll Primitive times, that thefe 
teftimonies were feigned by Chriftians ? This anfwer Would have been'eafie • 
and ready ; and fuch as would inftantly have (lopped the mouths of Primitive 
Saints. But me wifeft and bittcreft of the Enemies of Chriftians, do ntic 
make any fuch reply, in the moft ancient times, knowing well enough thefe 
Oracles, to which the Romans had ever recourfe, and which Were ktiown-ftif- 
ftciently to the whole World* through which it ran for current, that in; thfe 
Books of the Sib)Its was held forth, that onefhouldreignwho came cut of the 
Eafi. The clearneffe of thefe teftimonies concerning Chrift, can mnkeno- 
thino aaainft them \ for Efa at fpake nor more evidently of Chvilt than * $a- 
laam, who faid, that a Star flould rife out of Jacob. Who dare preferibe to , , 

God a manner of prophecying ? as if ic were not free to him to fpeak plainly 
or obfeurely to Jew or Gentile, or as if there were not in the-Scripture molt 
clear predictions concerning Chrift. But grant that the Sibylline Oracles are 
cleirer. Ought not thofe things which are predicted to the Gemilles co»’i 
cernino Chrift to be clearer,, becaufe they wanted Mofes, and the reft of that, 
learning, which ftiould direCt them unto him , that what here was wanting 
mi°ht be fupplied by the perfpicuity of thefe Oracles ? Although we ought 
not to judge df thefe Oracles, by that light which at prefenc appeareth. For, 
what things are mofl evident ttets after the accomplishment , were mo/r obfeure 
when they wcrepreditlel. If any onetftd feigned them, he would have made 
them induftrioufly more obfeure, that they might feem written before the 
things were done, and like to thofe Prophecies which are contained in the 
Scriptures. Thefe Heathen Prophets fpake fometimes clearly, according 
to the intention of God, who overruled them; but ofren abruptly. It s 
thought they prophecied as of old Balaam's Afle fpoke, and nor otherwife did 
. Hydafpet and the Sibyllt fpeak clearly of the coming of Chrift; the Holy Spirit 
moving them, and governing their tongues It appeareth (a) from M<» .

Hereupon the Apoftles com¬ 
mitted it to the number of the faithful, to chufe feven men who (hould take 
- care of what was gathered for the poor, and thef s,'£cclefiaftical .Writers call 
Dcacor» VCI1 Deacons. About this time James the Apofle the fon of Alphatu (who is. 
nude. alfo called the brother of the Lord, and was firnamed Juft) was created <he 

firft Bijhop of Jerufalem. For thus Clemens wrote in the fixtllBpok of his 
Hypotypofeow, as he is cited by Eufeb'm. Peter, and James, and John, though 
they were preferred, after the afeenfton of the Lord) contended notamongfl 
themfelves for glory and honour ; but with one con fent appointed James the 
Juft Bijhop of Jerufalem. The fame? Clemens in his firft Book, diftinguifhed 
thus concerning the two which bore the name of James. There were two 
, f. flames, the one termed Juft, who was thrown down headlong from, the pina- 
BiflioVof 7 c- c/tf, and brained with a Fullers club* the other beheaded. Of him that was 
rufalem, called Juft, Paul made mention, faying : / faw none of the Apoftles fave , 

James the brother of the Lord. In the year following Chrift’s refurreofion, t 
a great perfecution was raifed by the Jews againft the Church , wherein Ste¬ 
phan one of the feven Deacons and the Protomartyr was (toned, to death , by 
the procurement efpecially of Saul a Jew of 7 arftu in Cilicia. But in this 
fame year as this Saul was journying to Damafcm to make havock of the D 33, 
Church, he was converted, and called to the / Jpoftlejhip , after which he went i 0 $,an. 1. 
from Damafcui into Arabia , as he himfelf teftifieth in his Epiftle to the v.Q \7 # 7 . 
Galathlans. Eufebius in his Chronicon placeth the converfiori of Saul ( af- 
saiil convcr- terwards called Paul) in the nineteenth year of Tiberius. 
tcA r .. 8 6 . About this time it happened, that a certain man who fought by all 

a flluehtcr Of means the favour of the multitude, drew the Samaritans to Mount Genutn jofepb. Amq. 
the Smart « ( which they accounted holy above all other mountains) promifing to fliew 18 < c * 1 >

Hereof the Senate of Samaria complained to Vitcllius Prefident of 
Syria, who fent Marcellus his friend to take charge of Judaa, and comman¬ 
ded Pilate to go to Rome, there to anfwer before Cafar what fhould be laid 
to his charge. Hereupon he departed, after he had governed Jud<ta ten years, 

Is fent to Korbut ere he reached Rome, Tiberius was dead. About the fame time 1 hat thefe 
to give an ac- things hapned in Samaria, the Jews were baniflaed Rome by the Emperour 
count of it. upon this occafion. A certain Jew flying his native Country for breaking of 
the Laws, came to the City, where he profeffed himfelf an expounder of 
them, and drew to him two or three no leffe reprobate than himfelf. They 
made a Profelyce Fulvia the wife of Saturninus an honourable perfon, and per- 
fwading her to fend fome Purple and Gold to the Temple of Jerufalem , con- 
Thc/nviba-verted it to their own ufe. Saturninus complaining of this to 7 tberius, he 
niflied T(omc, t b ereil p 0n commanded all Jews to depart Rome. Of daefe the Coufuls chofe 
Out and lifted 4000 men, whom they fent into Sardinia, andpuniftaed many 
that refufed to bear arms, upon no other account, than becaufe they would 
not tranfgreffe the Ordinances of their Country. 

87. About two years after the deach of Chrift, died Philip the Tetrarch, 
fon to Herod the Great, a man of a modeft and quiet difpofition, whofe

Auab-wus bavin*’ 
before this attempted Cappadocia , fent alfo to demand the Treafure which 
rononeshx d left m Syria and Cilicia, and thac had been feizedby libertus 
who with great perfidioufnefle killed the owner at Antioch ; and he further 
demanded the ancient Borders of the Per fans and Macedonians , bra°°ino 
that he would invade whufoever had been poffefled by Cyrus and Alexander 
But l nellius the Prefidenr of SyAa having drawn many of his fubjefts from

Some fay he was born in the Camp; ’tis certain that 
the firnamc of Caligula he had for thatreafon, becaufe he was wont (/) to (fysitetonut 
wear chit habit of the ordinary Soldiers. By the people he was gladly enter- pans. 
tained out of their affeiVion to Gcmanicns, and commiferation of his fami¬ 
ly fo grofly ufed by Tiberius, whofe cruelty he efcaped meerly by his. great 
diffimulation, and taking in good part everything; foas it was faid truely 
of him, that never was there a better fetvant,nor a worfe Mafter than 
Caligula.

Partbia, whereof he faid his Magazines could teftifie, being furnifhed with 
Herod Anti- Provifions for 70000 men of War. This furniture he could not deny, and 
pat baniflied therefore Cains bamfhed him to Lngdttnnm (now Lyons) in Gall (whither 
to Lyons. Herodias would needs accompany him) and gave his Principality and eftate 
unto Agrippa. Thus were thefetwo punifhed for the death of John Bap-, 
lift ; and fo was Pilate for that of Chrtft. For, being alfo banifhed by Cains jE.ufeb.JLcdef. 
to Vienna , two years after he killed himfelf ( whereof the Grecians are Hilt. t.i. c. 7. 
..... . witneffes, faith Eufebins , who commit to memory in their Hiftories the Olynt- & Orofius 
himfelf, Ct 1 of times) and fo became the revenger of his wickednefle upon himfelf,as C A- 
he who betrayed Chrift into his hands had been before.

AfTumeth dl^ fuch.ticles. At length he began to take to himfelf "Divine honour. For h- 
vme honours. caufed thfe images of their Gods o be* brought to Rome, whereof the heads 
being taken off, the image of his own was olaced upon each in their ftead 
He would offer himfelf to be adored amongft his brother o 0 ds as he’Called 
them, and ordained Temples and Priefts with facrificc of no°commoner rhinos 
than Peacocks, TurkiCs, and Pheafants, which were to be offered every day : 
and he invited the Moon to his imbraces. He could not endure to be ac- 
counted the off-fpringof Agrippa, becaufe of his ignobility; but gave out 
that his mother was conceived of the inceft of A t tg„ftt ts with his daughter 
Julia. He himfelf committed inceft with all his fillers, and fpared not the 
chaftity of either Sex. So imperious he was, that he would make perfons of 
greateft rank run by his Chariot, and ftand girt with Towels when he was at 
His ^iccs. ’ naeat. So cruel, that he killed his Grand-mother Antonia by unkindneffe, he 
( murdered his brother Tiberius, though he had adopted him,with ali bis kin- 
Mired*. except his Uncle Claudius, whom he preferved for a laughing flock - 
* f nd heforced Macro and Ennis to kill themfelves. As for others, he made 
havock of them, caufing fome to be knocked in the head with Clubs, if he 
were but difturbed in the ftiows. He would caft old men, or infirm, to wild ’ 
beafts, and flatting up the Barns and Store-houfes proclaimed a famine. Ma¬ 
ny of quality being firft ftigmatized he condemned to the Mines, or t6 re¬ 
pairing of High-wayesi ftaut them up like beafts in a Den, or fawed them afun- 
der; and chat for no greater matters than if they had not high thoughts of hi* 
gifts and fliews, or had not fworn by his Genius. " 0 

5. He forced Parents to be prefent atrhedeath of their Children. To idem ibid. 
one that excufed himfelf by fickneffe, hefent a Litter to carry him. Acer- capp. 17,28, 
cam Knight whom he caft to wild beafts, crying out that he was innocent, he 

caured to be taken out, and his tongue to be cut out of his head, after 
. to be caft in again. Demanding of one whom he had recalled oat of banfflf- 
ment what he dJd all that time ? upon anfwer that he prayed for the death of 
Tiberius, that he might fucceed him , fuppofing that all whom he had 
banilhed prayed alfo for ins death, he gave command that they ftaould all be 
killed. He would fuffer none to be put to death but by degrees, that fo as 
he faid they might feel th-mfelves die. He forely affixed the order of 
Kmghts and being incenfed againft the multitude for favouring a party 
againft him, he wilhed that the People of Rome had but one nec£ He was 
wont openly to complain of the condition of his time, becaufe not finalized 
by any publick calamity, and how by the ferenity thereof he fliould be bu¬ 
ried in oblivion (his being herein contrary to the difpofition of Phatari*) in 
fo much as he would wilh for fome overthrow of the Armies, fome Famine 
Peftilence, Fire, or Earth-quake. He purpofed utterly to deftroy the works 
oiVtrgil and Lwy, and take away the Law. He took away honour from fa¬ 
milies, and when he met with any bcautifull perfon made them as deformed 
as he could. He was fo prodigal that he would drink moft precious Pearls 
dmolved in Vinegar, and invent all fores of delicacies, by which courfe he 
fpent infinite fums inthefpace of three years, &hich Tiberius had hoarded 
up; and to recruit his Coffers raifed unheard-of Tributes. Amongft other 
means for increafing his revenue he fet up flews in his Palace, and fome were 
fent about to invice all forts of men to them, fuch as came bein* com¬ 
mended for increafing Cafar's revenues. He purpofed to depart to At hi him 
Iiiii 4 and 
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and thence to Alexandria, but firtttokill all the chief both of the Senato- 
ri*H and Equeflrian rank* and anfwecably hereunto were there found after 
his death two Books, whereof the title of one was Gladiut, or Sword ; and 
the other Pugin, or Dagger, wherein were written the names of fuch as he 
intended to murder. A great cheft alfo was found full of divers poifons, 
which being by Claudius his appointment calf into the Sea, the water is re¬ 
ported to have been fo infeaed, that the filh was thetewich killed, and was 
caftup by the tide upon the (hoar. Thefe things are' reported by Suetonius, 
conceding Which Author yet it'is obferved by fome, that he wrote the lives 
of the Emperours with at great liberty as they lived them.

But Coffins Chorea* the Captain of his Guard being grievoufly J 
affronted bv him (for ever when Cains gave him the watch-word, it fliould

cajfiui Choreas comr< p lze ) f u Uy refolved to kill him, and broke the bufinefle to others, whom 
his Guaud" he thought to have thefame defire with himfelf. They killed him as ht retur¬ 
ned from the games of the Palace to refrefh himfelf, Chare# giving him the 
fir ft wound. Hisguard of Germans (which loved him exceedingly, becaufe 
of the profit they reaped from the execution of his cruel commands) in a 
great rage killed all they could meet in the Palace, and with much adoe were 
kept from putting thoufands to death, that were now aflembled in the the* 
atre. Nay the common People allured by hirf fhows and largeffes, endea¬ 
voured to find out the authors of his death, to Miom Valerius Afiaticttt (who 
had been Conful) coming forth whilft they we're in an uprosk, and every one 
inquired who had done the deed, O, faid he, I "wifi) / had done it. Being 
once advifed to beware of a Coffins, he fufpeaed Caffimt Longinus the Pro- 
conful of JJi* (of the fame family with Coffins one of the murtherers of 
Julius Cafar) and fending for him, put him to death, never thinking that 
Charcot had alfo that name. Having reigned three years and ten monefhs 
with eight dayes, and lived 19, he thus died, on the ninth before the Calends A D 
of February, in the 794 year of the City* and the 41 after the birth of o/. 105. an, 1. 
Chrift, bee himfelf the fourth time, and C. Sextius Saturninus being V, c. 79*. 
Confnls. 

7. The Senate now, as Jofepbus telleth us, thought of refuming the andent 
form of Government * chough it was utterly impraaicable, Saturmnus the 
Cfl«/«/efpeciaUyftickling for it. But the Soldiers rightly judging, that fuch yidefofeph. 
anJpmpire coula not be ruled in a Popular way, and efpecially looking at Antiq.l.i^.c.i, 
their own advantage, refolVed the contrary. Tiberius Claudius Druflts, bro- &J- 

ther to Germamcns Cafar, and fon to Drufut (by Antonia the younger,,the IO> 

daughter of Antony the Triumvir and of Ottavla the fitter of Angudusy 
was yet living. Him they judging moft fic to fucced his Nephew, pulled him 
Claudia* his out of an hole where he had hid himfelf to five his life, and ftraighc-way de~ 
unde fuc- dared him Emperour. He was at firft difeouraged by the meffages of the Se- 
ccedeth him. mte> but again took heart, atthecounfel and directions of King Agrippa , 
fo that the Senators defpairing of fuccefle, gave over their enterprise, but not 
without (fome of them) feeding the Soveraigncy for themfelves, which would 
have produced as great (laughters and defolacions as ever, had any of them 
obtained liberty to profeeuce their defires. The People were for Claudius 
his preferment, envying the Senate it’s antienc power , and making account 
by the Soveraigncy of one to be (heltred from it’s avarice. Hereby alfo they 
thought to avoid fuch Civil Wars as fell out amongft the great ones in the time 
of Pompey. The wifer fore knew that it was impoflfible the Commonwealth 
(hould fubfift but under Monarchy: fome onetney w£re fure would eftablilh 
himfelf, and that through defolacions, corifufions, and (laughters, they muft 
come to it at laft. Self-prefervation therefore and publick intereft eafily led 
them to the nexc heir, who by his birth could challenge an intereft. For he¬ 
reditary Monarchies , k} pgefetving due reverence, excluding emulations and 
contefis among ft equals y by preventing numerous pretenfiont, and the ex¬ 
travagant grandeur of divers families^ can onely figure the Peace and profpe- 
rity of their Snhjetts, 8.

The Senate nay to fuch fordidneffe of fpirit was both Senate and People degenerated, Tacitus utfu* 
and People that returning totheCitie, they met him with as great Pomp»as if he had 
flatter hm. ^ome from fame notable viftory ; for the feveral Tribes, and the Senate 
received him, their Wives and Children being placed according to their Sex 
and Age. Hereupon he grew exceflive proud, as Lord over fo many Jlaves , 
and prefently Unmasking himfelf, without any care of his actions, fell into fuch 
diforders, as he appeared rather a Devil incarnate than a man. He became 
a Stage-player, learning that art* and exercifing himfelf therein in publick 
HU enormi- continually.

Suetonius in He fet upon the Ifle Mona(nw called ^»glefey) peopled with ftrong Inhabi- 
Britain fwb- tants, and the receptacle of all Fugitives, where ne was received with multi- 
duing the si - tudes 0 f men on t he foore, & with women running about like furies with fire- 
lureu brands in their hands, having their hair fpred about their fhouldefsj the Dmidis 

alfo, the antientSeac of whom that Ifland was, powring out plenty of curfes. 

The Soldiers fomething terrified at firfi, being: exhorted by their General, 
eafily broke through, and diflipated this furious Company: then, placed he a 
Garrifon in the Ifland, and cut down the Groves where they were wont to 
offer mans bloud, and confult their Gods by the entrails of fome Captive. 

But whileft thefe things were adoing, news came to Suetonius of the revolt of 
His Province his Province. For, Prafatagus King of the Jceni, that his Kingdom apd fa¬ 
re volte th. mily might be freed from moleftation, left Cafar his Heir, together with his 

two daughters. But it hapned far otherwife, his Kingdom being wafted by jL, t>. <*. 
Centurions , and his houfe by Slaves : his wife Boadicta (otherwife called J w,,, 

Boodicia, Bondicia, Voudica, and Bundnica ), was whipped, his daughters de- c ‘ * 
floured, his chiefeft fubje&s fpoiled of their Goods and Lands > ana his kin¬ 
dred counted no better of t han {laves. Provoked by thefe things, and fear of«- 
worfe when they fliould be reduced into the form of a Province, they took 
Arms, ftirring up the Trhobantes to rebellion. Others alfo joyned with 
them, having he retofore combined to recover their liberty out of hatred to 
the old fuperannuated Soldiers, who being planted as a Colony at Camalodu- 
pum, committed grievous outrages again!! them , and thefe were rather che- 
rifoed by the Army than otherwife, in hope of the like liberty for the time 
to come. But this Colony not being fenced, by any fortifications, the foun¬ 
ders having rather looked at the pleafantnefle of the fituation than commo-

It was believed he had a great defire to deliver up 
quick men to be devoured of an Egyptian, a monfirous eater of raw flelb, 

or any other thing that was given him. . 

37, Neither was there wanting tohim luxury and cfteminatenelle, luitaoie 
to his cruelty, nor any other vice, whereby the truth of that faying of . Vom- 
tius his father might appear, who hearing of his births find, that Of hitmeif 
and Agrippina couldproceed nothing but accurfed,detejtable , anatothe aam- 
mace of the Commonwealth. For in him feemed to meet and be conjoyned 
not onely all the vices of his own family (which of late had been too preg¬ 
nant of rherrt) but all the corruption of his Country, from the beginning 
ThFtafptttft «>his vef y time * He leri g thened h ‘ is feafts from N°on to Midnight, ac- 
counting route of riches but in «he abate of them. Such he thought to be 
kedncfie. fordid and bafe, as took account of their expenfes, and he extolled and admt- 
red his Uncle Cairn, for fpending in fo Ibort a time fo vaft fums, as had been 
hoarded up by Tiberius. To Tiridates that came to Rome to take the Diadem 
from his hands, he allowed an incrediblefumfor his daily expenfes, and 
as nrofufely gratified him at his departure. He put on no garment twice, 
plaid for vaft fums at dice, Allied with a golden net, when hejoumyed any 
whither, he never had lefte than 1000 Caroches in his train, and he caufcd his 
mules to he (hod with Silver. But his lioufe exceeded all belief, having built 
it out of the mines of the City. For length, for pleafantneffe of groves and 
fifti-ponds it Was incredible, garniftied alfo with Gold and precious (tones. 
To the lmdnefle of thi* expence he was incouraged by one that made him fair 
promifes of tlifeovering a vaft treafure in Ajric^ which Dido the Queen fly¬ 
ing out of Tyre fltould thence bring with her. But being deceived, as was 
likely, with fo foolifta a project, he took fuch courfes as became Nero to re¬ 
cruit his coffers.

Vtfpafian 
difpatched away his fon Titus to Alexandria , thence to bring forces into 
V'efafianfcnzjueltay and he himfelf paffmg the He tie from into Syria gathered together 
agaiuft them, xhtRpman Soldiers vyith'fuppUe^ from the Princes , and came to Ptolemais, 
where 7 im Reached him fooner than was expe&ed for the Winter feafon. 

Hero returning towards Rome in Triumphant manner, after he had been two 
years in Greece, C. Julius Vtndcx a Gall by birth, but of Senator tan degree 
a'fnongft the Romans, incenfed his Countrey-men againft him, for that they . 
groaned under his intolerable exa&ions, yet ft riving, not for the Principality 
himfelf, he offered it to Ser. Sulpicius Galba an old Soldier, and now Go- 
jrntdex and vernour Of the Tarraconian Province in Spain , who, as well for his own 
Galba confpin: fafety, as to gratifie ambition, accepted of it. Nero being come to Naples 
againft yen. 0 f the confpiracyonthat day he had killed his mother, & was then little 
moved at it; but feemed rather to rejoyce for the occafion that was thence 
Offend to fpoyl the rich Provinces of Gall. For though the Mathematicians 
had told him th.tt heftioiridbe forfaken, yet he interpreted it of the Ioffes 
fqttained in Britain and Armenia \ and feme alfo promifed him, though in 
this condition,the Empire oftheEaft, and fome by name the Kingdom of Je- 
fufakm ; but irioft jimrmgd that things would go well at this time. He 
took nothing fo ilnn all the opprobrious fpceches of Wndex, as to be called an 
ttHtkJlfuU Mufic}*»,Qc, after tfiename of his family, ^ALnobarbusyex. at length 
terrified by many rheffages he Tetumed to Rome. Now had he moft horrid pro¬ 
jects in bis bead, as ofVtHme the Captains and Govemours of Provinces , with 
all tbe Exiles, 2nd all of Gaiufh Original at Rome\ ofpoyfoning the whole 
Senate in feafting, burning tbeCitie, and letting loofe wild beads upon the 
people, thereby to hinder the quenching of the flames. From thefe things he 
was thought to be terrified more bydefpair of accompliftring them, than out 
of any repentance concerning bis purpofe. In preparing for nis expedition bis 
efpecial care wa? for the choice of carriages wherein to convey his Concubine# 
and inftruments for the ftage. 

4 a. When fie heard of the revolt of the reft of tbeArmies,m a great rage 
taking fome poyfon with him in a Golden box* he left hishoufe , and fend¬

At night finding his Guards wxh- 
drawn, he flarted out of his bed, and fending his friends about to their lodg¬ 
er mgs, went atfo tiimfclf; but none would anfwer; fo that he returned to his 
Chamber, whence his attendants alfo were now fled,having taken away the 
furniture, and removed out of the way the box of ppyfon. Then defired he 
that fome one would kill him, but none attempting it, Then, faith he, / 
have neither friend nor Enemy >, and run diQWp as to throw himfelf into Tiber. 

But flopping ere he came there, he defired fome lurking hole wherein he 
might recover tlis fpirits, and Phaon his Freedrpan offering him hjs affftance, 
he went with him to a Village four miles diftant m a difguife,hearing as he 
paffed die prayers of thepeople for his ddftru&ion. Here being called on 'A,T>> 
to rid himfelf out of the way, and prevent the abufes which dfe would fall 
upon him, he ordered things to be prepared for his dead body, weeping, ¥% 
and adding, Qualls Artiftx pereoT How excellent an Artift do / die?

reigned 13 years, feven moneths,and 28 dayes, in the 32th of his aae,md the 
8ai of the Citie, An.

The unequal , and un¬ 
timely Enterchange of power Prejfed too far, and Relaxed too much, deftrov- 
eth authority above all things. 1 

Ecclcfiaftical 4?. About the later end of Nero's fecond year St. Paul was fent bound to 

matcc rs in his Rome by Feflus , where he continued in durance two years. In his third year 
living at Rome in freecuftody, he wrote to the Ephefians , Philippians r Colof- 
ftans, and Philemon. About the end of the fourth he feemeth to have been 
fot at liberty, and thence to have returned into Greece and A(i a , where for 
five or fix years he eftablilhed the Churches he had founded. In the ele¬ 
venth year of Nero he is faid to have fuffered Martyrdom at Rome . For, 
Nero having fee the Citie on fire, accufed the Chrifiians , as Tacitus writeth • 
and expofed them to ignominious deaths. Some he caufed to be covered with 
the skins of wild beafts, that they might be devoured of Dogs, other's to be 
Crucified, and others burnt alive, and that in the night, that they mieht give 
light to paffengers. He offered his own Garden for this ftaow, and celebra¬ 
ted the Circenfian Games amongft the common fort in the habit of a Cha¬ 
riot driver, who could not have raged againft Chriftianity as TertnUian obfer- 
verii, but that fome excellency was in it. In this Firfi perfection, befides 
Paul, who was beheaded, and many ochers, Peter alfo was Crowned with 
Martyrdom; being Crucified as ’tis reported with his head downward, which 
kind of death himfelf defired, becaufe he would die in a more diflhonoura- 
ble fort than his Lord and Mafter. But fome will have St. Paul and Peter to 
have fuffered Martyrdom in the laft year of Nero's reign , and that on Tune 
the 29, mfomuch that Chryfofiome faith, that the day of Pauls death was more 
known than that di Alexander.

But A, VHetlius was fliortly after faluted Emprour in Germa - 1 mc ' 
tty by the Army there, being fon to A. ViteiUtts, who governed Syria, Be¬ 
ing Cent into Germany by Gat ha, he denied nothing to the Soldiers, but grant¬ 
ed them their wills, with impunity in all things, and for that was rewarded 
with this Ele&ion. Hereupon Otho defired the Senate that they would fend to 
him, co acquaint him with his Ele&ion, and to perfwade him to be quiet; but 
he himfelf by Letters offered tobe onely partner with him in the Soveraignty, 
and to be his fon-in-law. The Enemy drawing near, the Pratorian bands 
Bemgoppoled&°°d very faithfully to him, even fo far, that with much ado, and with the 
by Vadim* /laughter of fome of their Officers,were they kept from defiroying the Senate, 
which they fufpe&edt© be falfe to him. His intereftwasto draw out the 
War in length, having the Enemy at advantage, who was ftraigbtned both for 
neceffaries, and by reafon of the narrownefle of the pafl’age : But he rafbly 
and imprudently refolved on a battel, either for that ViteBius was not yet 
come, or urged by the earneftnefle of the Soldiers. They had four ingage- 
ments, whereof in the firft three he had the better, but in the laft at Bebria- 
cum {a Village in Italy betwixt Cremona and Verona, now called Labemttn) 
was worfled; yet fo as he mi®ht without difficulty have recovered himfelf, 
thonejh taken at unaware, and deceived by pretence of a parley. But being 
.13 e fcUledi afhamed to feek his own eftablifhment with the hazard of fo many mens lives, 

hlmtclf rather than out of any defperarion,he killed himfelf. He was much extolled 

for his generous death (as it was accounted) which rendred him fo much more 
deflrable than his life had done, that many thought him to have killed Galba, 
not fo much out of the defire of rule,astoreflore liberty fo called to the Com¬ 
monwealth.

His tfts m Country) after 7 has had brought the Army to Ptolemais out of o/Egypfofephusdc 

Judea. with his forces united fet upon Galile^ and at the firft onfec took Gedar 4, hello lib. 3.c.y, 

which was burnt and deftroyed. Thence removing to Jotapata , on the 21 
day of Maybz took it by ttorm after 40 dayes, though ftoutly defended by 
Jofeph theHiftorian. Jofeph was taken aqd kept to be fent prifoner to Nero ) 
but defiring to fpeak witn Zefpafian, foretold him that he fhould loofe him out 
of captivity, but as Emperour. After this, bellowing his Armie at Cafarea 
and Scythopoits , to refrefh the Legions, he himfelf went to C afarta Philippi , 
where he was entertained by Agrippa the King for twenty dayes. Then went 
he about to fubdue Ttberiat and Tarichaa , whereof the former yielded, and 
was fpared:,at the requeft of the King, but the later was taken by force ldeml . C l 
and deftroyed. After this were Gan) ala , Gifcafa , and the Hill Itabu- 2> &c.' * * 
riant taken, and all Galile being reduced, y’efpafianand.Jhus returned to 


Cafarea. 

The 7 em fall 1 * The J ewS were now imbroyled in civil dilfentions > whilft fome defired 
eut amonglt Peace, and others would not hear a word of it. Parties were made and fought ^ c> 
themfelves, in every City, and rafh young men prevailed every where againft the grave 
and defer fort, Whoforefaw the calamity. Ac firft they robbed one another 
fingly; but at length turned thieves, in whole troops committing fuch cruel¬ 
ties, as equalled tne misfortune received from the Romans. At laft the thieves 
loaded with plunder brake into Jerafalem^ where they not onely confumed 
the provifions of . the People, but filled the City with (laughters, rapines, 
and dilfentions. They taft the principal of the Citizens into prifon, ana then 
put them to death unheard, pretending that they intended to betray the City 
to the Rowans ; yet for all this wickedneffe they boafted of x,eal for the 
Law of God, and cuftoms of their Country, and thereupon were called 
Zealots. The People being about to rife againft them, they betook themfelves 
raecscom- - to the Temple , where they made.one Phanias an ignorant fellow High- 
niitted by the Priefl, though he was not of the order of Prlefts ; but they were oppofed by 
zealots. Ananui, who procured the People to rife againft them, and beat them into 
the inner part. Hereupon they fent to the Idumaans, accufing Ananas of an 
intention to betray their Counncry, and forafmuch as they fought for the li¬ 
berty thereof, and now were befieged, they implored their alfiftance. 

Twenty thoufand came, and being let into the City, together with the Zealot t , 
committed horrid outrages againft the Inhabitants. They flew 8000 the firft 
night, and afterwards other 1200 of thechiefeft, (amongftwhom ms Ana¬ 
nas) befides an infinite number of the common fort : then at length the Idty- 
vtaans perceiving the wickedneffe of the Zealots , and that they had falfely ac- 
cufed the Nobility, fet atliberty 2oco which they had imprifoned, and return¬ 
ed home. After their departure the Zealots renewed their (laughters, and ra¬ 
ged more cruelly than ever, efpecialiy againft fuch as they had found attempt¬ 
ing to flye to the Romans. 

° 8 . But they prcfently after fell out amongft themfelves, by reafon of one Ucrnl. 5 f. 3 > 
John , who with a feditious party holding Gifcala , pretended to receive 4 
the conditions given him by Titas , and ftole away to Jerafalem. There 
becoming the great Incendiary, he now affedted foveraign power; but he was 
withftood by fuch as before this had been equal to him. Though they thus 
difagreed, yet herein they confented, to fpoil the People ; .and Jerafalem be¬ 
ing thus filled with tumults, thofe that were without the City had liberty to 
rob and fpoil, and thofe whofe Towns were hereby deftroyed, affembled to¬ 
gether in the Wilderneffe, and uniting, brake into other Temples and Towns; 
a\i ■j.lA** Co that there was no place in Jadaa, which did not languid in an unheard-of 
laneuifoeth manner together with the mother City. . V tfpafian excited by the feditious, 
in an un- and intreated by the fugitives to fave their Country, prepared for the liege 
hcard-of man-of Jerufalcm % and that he might not leave an Enemy at his back, took in 
ncr* Gadara (where 13000 were put to the Sword) and all other places beyond 

the River, except the Caftle of Cfrlachtron. He built Caftles at Jericho 
and A didst) and made all things ready for the fiegc ; but hearing of Nsros 
death, and the fucceffion of Galba , he deferred the Expedition, and Tent 


TitHi to know Galba' s pleafure. But as Titas failed by Achaia he heard of 
his end, and Otbo’s advancement, whereupon he returned to his Father. Un¬ 
certain what would enfue, and who fhould be Etnperour, they negle&ed the 
Vefyafian fab- Warre againft the Jews. for they feared their own Country, and therefore 
dueth all, cx- thought it an unfit time to affault ftrangers. Yet he drew out his Army from 

Cattles and and , fu ^ u / ed 3,1 forts of J adaa fave three Caftles, Herodium , 

Jemfalem Maffada, and Macheron, which were kept by the thieves. Befides thefe 
' ' jerafalem onely remained to be conquered. 

9‘ Zofpafian hearing of Otho’s death, and having companion on the State, 
thought of freeing the Commonwealth from the tyranny of Znelliiu • but for 
that it was now Winter, and he was at a great diftance from Rome , he ftrove 
to conceal that indignation which he had conceived. But MaciamuVteft- 
dentof Syria perfwaded him to it very earneftty : certain Soldiers alfo who 
were removed out of Syria into Mafia, giving him large commendations, 
the three Legions which proceeded as far as Afuileia ro help Otho , refolved 
to proceed,noewithftanding his death, and put Vefpa(ian’s name into their Co¬ 
lours. Firft of all others, Tiberius Alexander Governour of .AZgy.pty on 
the firft of Jnlyi wore the Legions to him, and two daies after the Army in Ticitus Hiflor. 
Judaa, compelling him with threatsto take the Government upon him, took w -3,<£*4. 
The Armies che oa . ch * T he Armies thsn in federal Provinces declaring for him , he fent u . vi ~ 
in the Eaft Mttctanus with forces into Italy, and went himfelf to Alexandria, to make fofipbuTde 
declare for fure of uEgypt. The Ma ft an Legions hearing of Macianttf his coming helloJudaico 
Zcfpafian. chofe Antonias Primus an excellent Soldier (who had been baniflied by Nero. I S. c. 10,12, 
and reftoredby Galba) for their Captain , and hafted for Italy , that they 
might have the plunder of the Country. Cacina (otherwife called A Menui) 
the General of ZitelliHs,\mde hafteand got to Cremona before them; but con- 
fidering the effeminateneffeof his Army, he. hearkned to the friendly ad¬ 
vice fent him by Antonias , and perfwaded his Soldiers, by laying before 
them the weakneffe of Zitdlias, and the force of his adverfary, to°revolc 
They accordingly fware fealty to Zefpafian, but prefently repenting, caft 
bonds upon their General as a traytor, and exhorted even Anton-us to im- 
brace the quarrel of Zitellitui then coming to blows, though they wanted a 
Leader, maintained a moftftnrp fight, both parties l>eing poffeffed with fuch 
fury, as night it felf could not fever them. They knevv and,talked to one 
another, nay intermitting the fight for fome time, give viauals one to ano¬ 
ther, and yet after their repafts fell to it again. But in a morning the Sol-- 
wM diets of the third Legion faluting according to the falbion, the rifing Sun, 

Zitellius his men thought Mucianus was arrived, and thereupon betook 
themfelves to Cremona , where looping Cacina, they procured him to make ' 
their Peace, and the Mafian Army entering the Town made g-*eat dif- 
order. 

10. Zitcllins hearing of this was amazed, and not knowing what to do, be¬ 
came ridiculous unto all men for his affiirs went down the wind in all pla- 
Vitellius is to c ? s - He covenanted then with Flavius Sabinas the brother of Zefpafian for 
feck what to his own fafety, and prefently after at the flairs of the Palace, before many 
^ Soldiers,profeffed he would give up the Empire, which he had unwillingly ta- 

kyn upon him. ^But the Soldiers erving out againft it, he deferred the^thing, 
and in the morning went to che Roftra in a mourning habir, where with m iny 
tears out of a paper he uttered the fame words !he, had befo’-e. fpoken to the 
Soldiers, who again interrupting him, the,People bad him he of good chear, 
and promifed him their alfiftance. Taking courage hereat, heTorced Sabinas. 

(who was Governour of the City) with others, into the Capitol, which fet- 
tingon fire hefuppreffed them, Sabinas being put to dearh , whofe nephew 
Domitian (afterwards Emperour) was hid by. the Prieft of Jupiter’s Temple, 
and efcaped. Then would he have had the Senate fend Ambaffadors to the 
Enemy with the reftalNuntto begPeace, or at leaft fo much time.as tocon- 
fider what was to be done. But Zefpaftan’t Soldiers inragfed at che report of 
the befieging of the Capitol , made hafte;/ ■ Petilias Cerealis being fent before 
with a thoufand Horfe fet upon the Cicy, but was forced to retreat. Antonias

Primus coming on with the reft of the Army, many skirriiilhes hapned, till 
fuch time as the Guirds being beaten from off the bridge Fefpafian's men en- 
tred the Citie with great fury, wherein they committed grievous outrages. 

Fitellius was pulled out of an hole in the Palace where he lurked, at firft 
unknown ; but being difeovered, he defired he might be kept in prifon, for 
that he had fomethmg to reveal, which concerned the fafety of Fefpafian. 

Is killed. But his hands being tied behind him, and an halter caft about his neck,.he Was 

dragged half naked into the Market-place, and abufed in the way, both by ^J®* ■ 
many words and deeds, was killed with many blows,and caft after the fafhion y tC . 8ai. 
of Traitors into 7 iber. This hapned in the 57th year of his age , afeer he had 
held the Government eight moneths, and five dayes. The day following 
VclbaRaa ere MuCl * nHi entred the Citie, and the Soldiers being hindred from any further

ii, Whileft Fefpafian and Fitellius were yet difputingthe controverfte, Tacitus uijlor. 
Commotions great commotions hapned in Germany s the Batavians (now Inhabitants of lib 
in Germany. Holland in the Low-Countreys) rebelling fitft at the inftigation of Claudius 
Cjv.hs, the moft eminent amongft them , who having been fent prifoner in 
Chains unto Nero, and difmifled by Galba, came into danger again under Fi¬ 
te Mas, the Army requiring that he ftiould be put to death. He drew into the 
confpiracy, betides tbzCaninafates (a more inconfiderable people inhabiting 
the fame Ifland) by fecret meffages the Auxiliaries of Britain , and the Bata - 
vian Cohorts, which then quartered at Mogoruiacum, now Mentis, They 
caft out, or deftroyed the Roman Garrifons, overthrew AquiUas Captain of 
the Vantguard , and after him Afutnius tupercus the Lieutenant. Heren- 
nius Galltts alfo endeavouring to hinder the march of the Batavian Cohorts 
was worfted by them. Civilis after the coming of the Cohorts, to colour the 
matter], fware his Soldiers to Fefpafian, and befieged fuch as refufed in the old 
Camp. After this the Romans mutining againft: Hordonists , the command 
was given to Focula, and Hcrtnnius Galius was made his Lieutenant* Focula 
in his firft ingqgement with Civilis had the worft, but at length by good 
hap overthrew him , the Vizard of his friendftiip to Vefpafian being 
drawn of. 

14. The report of Fitellius hisdeath through Germany and Gall doiibled the hl , m ibtd 
War. For now Civilis without any pretence of friendftiip to Vtfpafian, car¬ 
ried himfelf as an Enemy to the Romans , and Fitellius his Soldiers rather 
wiftied for external fervitude than his Government: the Galls alfo took 
heart, interpreting the burning of the Capitol to prefage the deftru&ion 
of the Empire. The Treviri therefore (now Inhabitants of Triers ) and 
the Lingoues ( now of Langres) revolted, when all Gall was in a tottering 
condition , and what was worfe, and unheard of, the Legions proved un- 
faithfull, and were corrupted. For Focula being (lain, they took an Oath 
for the Empire of Gall, and to them other Legions in fevetiil places joyned 
themfelves, fomc being befieged upon necetfity, and afterwards cut in piece? 
by Civilis as they had deferved. In the mein time Julius Sabimss one of 
the revolcers taking on him the nameofC<e/^r, led a great and dilorderly 
Company againft the ’.Seqnani (inhabiting the Countrey now called Ld 
Tranche Conte ) who not refilling battel routed the multitude, and put him 
to flight. Tbefe things being reported at Rome father with improvement, all 
things feemed there to be loft, thereupon Domitian the fen of Ftfp*> ■ 
fian, and Mucianus , addreffed themfelves to the War, and fouf LdgionS 
were prefentlydifpatched away towards Germany. 

By this time the Galls by the means elpecially* of Julius Findex * be-* 
gan to confider of the power of the Romans, arid at length approved rachec 
of 3 fervile peace than a dangerous War ; Petilius Cerealis alfo gave; the Tred 
viri a great overthrow, and'tnoft of the revolcers returned to obediente* 

After 


After this he accepted of battel from Civilis and Clajftcus his companion, 
in the beginning whereof he had the worft , for the Legions began to bfc 
broken, the horfe was put to flight, and 'the bridge over the River Mo fella 
Compofcd by gained by the Enemy j but though he had now loft even all for want of heed, 

Petilw cerea - yet he reftored all by his diligence , foas on the fame day he took , and d^- 
ftroyed the Enemie’s Camp. Domitian and Mucianus heard of the fuccelre 
ere they came to the dips, and Mucianns perfvvaded Domitian againft mar¬ 
ching further, knowing his ambitious and naughty humour, which he had al¬ 
ready betrayed whileft ac Rome • but his advice fucceeding not, he went with 
him out of compliance to Cyans, whence, as *cis faid, Domitian wrore pri¬ 
vately to Cerealis to deliver up the Army to him, that he might therewith 
feizeon the Empire. Bur perceiving he was defpifed for his youth, he be¬ 
took himfelf to fuch courfes whereby he thought that his defigns might beft 
be covered. During thefe ftirs Fefpafian was yec at Alexandria. After¬ 
wards both Civilis recruited his Forces through Germany , and Cerealis 
alfo doubled his ftrengch, whereupon followed feveral .fights, the effect of 
which was a Peace. For the Batavians were fochaftized,asglad they were 
to accept of it, as Civilis of pardon, both of which were offered by the Roman 
General, 

T r h l in c aGon T 4 - with the aforefaid revolt of the Germans, at the fame time, falch * jo - * ^ btUo j9m 
f e P hus > a n reed the boldnefle of the Scythians . For thofe that are called daicolib. 7. 
Sarmata , in great multitudes having privily paffed over Ifier , being violent,. ca P- z h 
and moft cruel, through the fuddenneffe of their invafion killed many of 
the Romans whom they found in Garrifons, with Fonteius Agrippa the Lieu¬ 
tenant (who valiantly refilled them)' and wafted all the adjacent Countreys 
with fire and fword. Fefpafian hearing of this, and the wafting of Mafia, 
fent Rubrius Galius to chaftize them, by whom many being flain , fuch as 
efcaped returned home in great fear. The War being chus ended, the Gene¬ 
ral taking care for the future, fortified the places with ftronger Garrifons, that 
the pillage might be utterly impaflible to the Barbarians, Thefe firft erup¬ 
tions of the Barbarous Northern Nations are therefore more to be noted, 
becaufe at length they over-ran and deftroyed tb6 Rothan Empire. Now re¬ 
turn we to the affairs of the Jews, and the War managed by Tuns.

mongft them- of Thieves and Murderers that were affembled on the Hilly Countrey , fell llb -^ ca P>9- 
fclvcs, upon many Villages and Cities, brought all Tdumaa into his power, wafted & l ' 6 ' c ' lm 
Jndaa, pitched his Camp againft Jerufalem it felf, and became a great ter¬ 
ror to the poor Inhabitants, who were moft cruelly opprefled by the Zealots 
within. In the mean time fuch Idum&ans as had of late fled into the Citie, 
and were become of John's party (whom the Zealots had now chofen their 
Captain) fell ac odds with him, deceiving his cruelty , and killing many of 
his men, forced the Tyrant out of his Palace into the Temple ; but he, and 
the Citizens fearing that by night he might fall out upon the Citie, they let in 
Simon, and then fee upon the Temple, fiun in vain. After this Elcauar , who 
once had been chief amongft the Zealots, envying John his power, withdrew 
fome Soldiers from him, and kept the mwardft part of the Temple, whereby 
John was forced to fight, both againft Simon and him. Hereby all things abour, 
the Temple were burnt up, and Provifions deftroyed, which might have ferved 
them a long time, and for want whereof they were opprefled with famine in 
the fiege. 

TVfttfbefiegcth 15. But Titus in profecution of his fathers orders came from Alexandria idem ibid: ; 
the Citie. to Cafarea, where gathering together fome forces with aids from the Neigh- & ca PP> z AA> 
bouring Kings, he appointed the reft to follow him,and marched cowards 
jerufalem, accompanied with Tiberius Alexander, (who now began to be 
in principal favour) and Jofeph the Jew being for the truth of Vis predi- 
£lion now releafed out of bonds. He fate down within fix or feven fur¬ 
longs of the Citie, a little before the Feafi of the Pajfeover, and therein (hut 
up an infinite multitude, whidb according to thecuftom flocked to that fo- 
M'mmmm % lemnityj 



lemnity; and hereby all Proviftons were confumed in a fliorc time. The three 
factions upon fight of his great Army agreed to oppofe it, and ifluing out, 
made great diforder, forcing the Romans to forfake their Camp, and fly to the 
Mountains; but they were repelled by the great care and induftry of Titus, • 

But on the day of unleavened bread {April the 14) Elea&ar, who kept the 
inward part of the Temple, opening the Gates to the people, which was de- 
firous to facrifize, John fent many of his party in amongft the reft with 
fwords hid under their Cloaths, who killing Elea^ar^ and many of his fa&ion, 
feized alfoonthat part of the Temple, and thereby the number of the fa$i- 
ons was reduced to that of two. That under John confifted of 8400, and 
the other under Simonoi iooco fighting men befides 5000 fdumaans, Not- 
withftanding the Enemy was at the Walls, and to oppofe him, they a little 
joyned together; yet did they break out the one upon the other, and the poor 
people miferably fuffered under both.. 

1 6. The Cttie being fortified with three Walls on every fide, but where it - - . A( 
was fenced with deep Valleys ,Titus having with much oppofition placed his 6 [ c 7; 
Engines, battered the uttermoft of them , and breaking, on the third of May 8j ‘ IO , u' # 
into the Citie, poflefled all the North parr as far as the Tower of Antonius , 

Breaking in- anc j t h e Valley ofCedron. Five dayes after, he brake within the fecond Wall, 

Vj lK ‘ though the befieged made divers Tallies. They beat him out again , but the 

fourth day after he recovered the place, and prepared for the battery of the 
third Wall. Yet he fent Jofeph the Jiiflorian to them, who exhorting them 
with many words to yield, was entertained onely with feoffs and reproaches. 

The people thinking to efcape out of the Citie, John and Simon ftopped up 
all paffages; yet the famine increafing many came out, whom being taken 
Titus caufed to be Crucified to fuch a vaft number that room was wanting 
for Crofles , and Croffes for perfons. On the iath of May he began four 
Mounts whereon to place his battering rams: two near to the Cafile Antonia , 
where he hoped he might take the Temple, and other two near the Monu¬ 
ment of John the High-Prieft, where he thought he fhould with moft eafe 
break into the upper part of the Citie. But John , whofe part it was to op¬ 
pofe the Romans in the former place, caft down, and burnt them two ; and 
two dayes after Simon did as much by the other, though feventeen dayes had 
been fpent in making them all. He deftroyed alfo many rams and engines, 
and brake into the very Camp of the Romans ; but was repelled by Titus from 
Antonia , who in a Council of Officers refolved now to compafle the whole 
City with a trench, which with incredible diligence and celerity was finiflied 
in.three dayes, with thirteen forts to hinder the flight of the befieged, and 
hinder the conveyance of relief into the City. 

17. The feditious were nothing herewith moved,though the famine not only 
raged amongft the common fort, but themfelves alfo were prefled by it. A 
certain Noble woman fod her child to eat it, and fuch a mortality enfued, 

Famine ta- that from the fourteenth of April to thefirftof July were caried out to be 

geth, buried at the publick charge 115080 carkejfes of the poorer fort, as Titus 

was told by one Mannaus , who was appointed to pay the. money. Divers 
Noble men that fled to him, certified him alfo that 600000 of the ordinary 
• fort were caft dead out of the gates, and others that were dead befides, were 
innumerable ; forbecaufe they could not cary all out, they laid them up in 
houfes. Abulbel of corn was fold for a talent, finks and holes were raked 
to find old dung of Oxen to eat, which much moved the Romans to com- 
paflion, but the feditious were hereby nothing changed. For Simon norob- 
ftainingfropi murders and rapines, notwithflanding this lamentable conditi¬ 
on, killed Matthias the Hioh-Pneft, by whom be had been let into the 
City, with his three fons, and fixteen others, pretending that they purpoled 
to.flietothe Enemy. Judas one of his own Officers hereupon weary of his 
cruelty, attempted to betray a certain Tower, whereof be had the charge, to 
the Romans ; but feeing difeovered, was put to death with ten others of his 
conqplices. John alfo being driven by neceflity > converted the Golden 
Veffels of the Temple with chefacred Money toprophane ufes, and was

10. John and Simon having hid themfelves were taken, and the former 
bein" condemned to perpetual prifon, the other was referved for a Triumph. 

The reft of the thieves and feditious were difcovered, one telling of another, 
and were all (lain. Of thofe which during the whole War were taken cap¬ 
tives the number amounted to 97000, and of thofe that perilhed in the fiege 
to 1100000. So heavy was the guilt which lay on them for the death of 
Chrift, and fuch were the horrid enormities committed by them, that we have 
reafon to agree with Jofephas, who thought, that if the Romans had delay- Lik 6 t (, 1 6, 
ed to come againft them, the City would either have been fwallowed up of 
the Earth, or have’perilhed byfome Deluge, or elfe by Thunderbolts and 
Lightning have undergone the punifhments of Sodom , whofe Inhabitants they 
exceeded in wickedneffe. A year after was Laciltas Bajfas fent Lieutenant in¬ 
to J"d*A> who taking the Army of Cerealis McManus took the Caftle of 
Herodian and of Macharun beyond Jordan. Not long after Vefpajan 
wrote-to Liberia* Maxima /the Governour, to fell all the Land of the jews, ^ 
upon whom wherefoever they lived he impofed a yearly tribute to be paied 
into the Capitol, it being chat they were wont to pay into the Temple at 
rafalcm. About a year after Pablins Sylva fucceeded Bajfas then dead , and 
The War fi- ftiilhed the War, taking the ftrong Caftle of Majfada from Eleazar, who 
nifoed by Syl- w -, t k hackfters, who upon his motion fet fire on the Caftle and 

^ all their goods, and then killed themfelves. Many fuch as thefe flying out of

Cappadocia now began to be over-run with barbarous Nations, to refrain 
whom he added Legions, andplacedoneof Ccnfular dignity over it in room 
of a Knight. At length all Wars and tumults being fupprefled both at home cnfuts 1.74.9. 
and abroad, he fliut the Temple of Janus the fixth time from.the foundation 
of the City. It was his principal care firft tofetleand efiablifhche affli&ed 
, and tottering condition of the Empire, and then to adorn it. Whereas the 
City was very deformed by reafon of the burning of it, he permitted any to 
build upon old plots, if the owners would relinquifli them: he alfo re-edifi¬ 
ed the Capitol. As to his perfonal quality, he was of much temper and 
. « clemency, eafily palling by and forgetting injuries. The meannefle of his 

is c iara cr. f ormer condition he fought nor to hide, but fometimes would pyqfefle it open- 
]y. He toolc not the Tribumtial power, nor title of Father of hU Country for 
. fome time. If any innocent perfon were punifhed it was forely againft his 

will, and for want of knowledge. He pa fled by the treafon of many that 
"had plotted hisdefru&ion, facing, 7 hey wire fools , and knew not what a 
weight and trouble the Empire was : he weeped and groaned at the punifh- 
ment of an offender. To Vologofes King of Parthia who wrote to him thus: 
surfaces King of Kin to FI. Vefpafian, without any reproof he dire&ed his . .... 
anfwer thus , Fl. Kefpajtan to Arjaces King of Kings. The onely vice re- jj^' mrX 
prehended in him was covetoufrefle, and yet to that' feeking earnefily for mo¬ 
ney, he was conftrained through the neceffities of the State. Tis certain he 
ufed it well however gotten , being very liberal in feafting, relieving im- 
poverifhed Senators , and others of deferr. Hee incouraged learning, 
and'gave the firft ftipends out of the Exchequer to the Profelfors thereof. He 
was Confnl eight times (befidcs once before he was Emperour) and in his 
la fl C onfnllhip died of a flux, in the 69 year of his age , the tenth of bis reign 
His death, b c i n g compleated; in the 83 2 of the City, A. D. 79, he bimfe/f the ninth 
time and Tttus Cajar the feventh being Confttls. He was the firft Em¬ 
perour whofe fucceflor was his own fon.

the Ifland. So that the years of the Expeditions which Tacitus afterwards 
relateth, are rather to be reckoned from the Kalends of January of the for¬ 
mer year, as Jacobus Cappeilus hinteth. Though DumCaJfttts y asappeareth 
from Xiphilin , referred the difeovery of that Britain an Ifland to the reign 
of Titus. Yet others unto the time of Vomitian y who at length envying 
Agricola that great glory he had got in reducing Britain^ recalled him under 
pretence of fending him into Afia ; and he died two years after, on the tenth 
of the Calends of September in the 56 year of his age, Pcmpeius Collega and 
Cornelius Prifeus being Confuls. Whether bee died of poyfon or not, 
though there wanted not fufpitions, Tacitus his fon-in-law dareth not affirm. 

His cracky. 30. Domitian having fuppreffed the rebellion of Antonins, grew extra¬ 
ordinarily cruel, putting men to death upon fmall and trivial accounts. 

Thofe of any note that were of his party he tortured to death by wayes unheard 
of, and confounded the caufeof the innocent with that of the guilty, raging 
againft the Chriftians with a fecond perfection. He arrived at that horrid 
arrogance, that he flicked not to fay in the Senate , that he gave the Em¬ 
pire to his father and brother, who did but reftore it to him ; and (what was 
worfc than this) he would be called our Lord an A God. Being hereby ren- 
dred terrible and hatefullunto all, he wrought his own deftru&ion, which < 
fearing, and being foretold it by the Chaldaans, he grew timorous out of mea- 
fure, and was ruined with the leaft fufpition. Hence did he caufe the place 

where he was wont to abide tobebefet with tbeftone Phengites , that he 
might fee if any one came behind him; and though he was efficiently am¬ 
bitious, yet did he refufe an extraordinary honour offered him by the Senate, 
viz., that when he bore the Confulfhip , Knights JhouJd go before him with 
[pears among ft the Sergeants. Hence alfo be put Epapkroditus Ms Secretary 
to death, becaufe it was believed that he had helped Nero in difpacching him- 
felf; and he killed Flavius his Uncle, though he had openly owned his two 
fons as his Succeffors, whereof the one he called Kefpaftan, and the other 
His death, Domitian ; which haftened his deftru&ion.

Trajan faid, Doftnot thou thinly 
we have the Gods in our breaft which ajfift us againft our Enemies ? Igna¬ 
tius anfwered, In that thou efteemeft the Devils of the Gentiles to be gods, thou 
err eft. For there is one God, who made Heaven, and Earth, and Sea , with 
all that are in them ; and he hath one onely begotten Sonne Jefus Chrift , 
whofe friendship I have obtained. Trajan then faid, Thou fpeake(l of him 
that was crucified by Pontius Pilate Ignatius replyed, Of him who cruci¬ 
fied fin and the inventor of if, and who approvetb not of him that ferveth 
Idols, but who in his heart wifely underftandeth this. Trajan added, Do ft 
thou then carry Chrift in thy felf l Ignatius faid. Tea, for it is written, I will 
dwell and walf^in them.

Antioch alfo wmlett he 
chriftian*. wintered there was grievoully fliaken, whereby multitudes, which for his 
fake had flocked thither, perifhed by many forts of deaths. He htmfelf was 
bv an unknown hand drawn out of a window, and continued in the open 
air till the Earth-quake ceafed, not dating to venture himfelf m any houfe 
for many dayes.

‘12. The State of the Jews from this time untill the expiration of the Ro¬ 
man Empire cannot eafily be gathered from any Roman writers, who feldom 
vouchfafe the Jews or Chriftians any mention, unteffe inforced thereto by 
fome famous war or mutiny, or by fome other event redounding to the 
Roman glory. Jndaa after this time was not famous for any tumult till the 
ruin of Romes greatneffe 5 the Jews wanted ftrength, and the (Wriftians 
willing minds to procure the Emperours glory by Seditions. Hereupon what- 
foever calamity either of them fuffered by the Romans,ms paffed over by 
Roman writers, as private wrongs not worthy regiftring in their Annals, 

Upon this account ’tis no wonder they took no notice of our Saviour,. or his 
A&s, all tending to Peace and Loyalty. For as Tacitus notes, Judaa was 
moft quiet in Tiberius his time, which was the beft news the Romans ca¬ 
red to hear thence- Yet the general eftate of the Jews between Adrians 
and Honorius his time?as * one obferves, may be gathered out of the reverend •» Dr. Jactfon 
Fathers of the Primitive Churchjwho ufually flopped the mouths of Heatheus , b.i. chap.i 7. 
or blafphemous Atheifls,by propofing their conaition,then known unto all the fg JP on 
World, for fuch as our Saviour had foretold it. Thus much of the Jews untill 

the feries of time and affairs reduce us to them. # \ 

13. Adrian, if we look at his natural difpofition,was as it were com- 
, pounded of vice and virtue, yet fo as he feemed to have the command of 

CM " them, and maybe reckoned amongft good Princes. He was much additted 
' to ftudies, and well feen in moft of the liberal Arts; here was his fault, that 
he defired to comprehend all, and did not referve himfelf for the moft wor¬ 
thy, being one of the moft curious men that ever lived. And in him that fay¬ 
ing was fufficiently demonflratec], Non eft curiofus -quin idem fit malevolus . 

For he was fo envious that he mortally hated all better Scholars than him¬ 
self, and confequently the greateft Profeffors in all Sciences; but fuch as were 
unable for their Profeflion he would difmiffe with great rewards. He killed 
Apollodorus the Architea for (hewing him fomething freely the errours in 
his buildings. The Captain of his Guard was Similis, who as Dio writeth, 
getting leave to retire!, and live quietly in the Countrey his laft feven years, 
commanded this Inscription to be fet on his Tomb: Here Iteth Similis, whofe 
life con ft (led of many (or 6 q) years, yet he lived butn. His cruelty ^ward 
his later end we may in charity impute to his peeviftinejfe contra&echby the 
Dropfie with which he was fore vexed in every part. In his time the Church 
was under fome perfection ; for Xiftus Bifliop oiRoine was Crowned with 
Martyrdom in the tenth year of his reign, on the eighth of the Ides of April, 
to whom fucceeded Tclefphorus , according to Damaftts • but this was rather 
from the malice of others, and the wicked cuftom then on foot, than out of 
his inclination. Being fomething fatisfied with the Apologies of Quadra- 
tus and Ariftides, two learned men, he wrote a Letter to Minutiae Fun- 
dan us Proconful of A fa, which Jttftin Martyr hath exemplified in his fe- 
cond Apology, and from him as it feemeth, Enfebius in his Hiftory, after this

In the behalf of theft men many of the Principal Prefidents 
have written heretofore unto our Father of famous memory, whom he anfwercd

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in writing agam, that they were not to be longer mole fled, unleffe they had 
prafc&ed treafon againfldhe Roman Empire. A nd many have informed ns 
of the fame matter, whorh we an [wired a* our Father did before ns. If any 
therefore hereafter be found thus bn fled in other'mens affaires, we command 
that the accnfedbe abfolute and free, though he be found fnchanone, I mean 
as faulty , and that the accufer be gtitvottfly pumjhed. That this Edi<ft was 
proclamed at Ephefus in the hearing of the great Aflembly of Afia , wit- 
nefle is Meliton (faith Enfebins) Bilhop of Sardis (who flourifhed at that 
time) in his profitable Apology for our do£trine, delivered unto the Empe- 
rour Perns. But Antoninus died on the Nones of March , after he had reign¬ 
ed 22 years, feven moneths, and 26 dayes, in the firft year of the 235 Olym¬ 
piad, the pi4of the City, A.D. 161. In his time flourifhed befides many

liberal Sciences, that he would frequent the Le&ures of philofophers: Luc,us

to luxury and idleneffe, onelyfo far reftraimng himfelf;,asihistintereft com¬ 
pelled him to comply with hisCollegue , although he might have been di¬ 
verted f*om fuch courfes by the Wars.

Vet this condition, 
although it be more obnoxious and lejfe free, is accounted better and more ex¬ 
cellent^for the amplitude and Mayefty of the Rotten people ; whereof thefe 
Colonies f ern to be certain Images and refemblances : and alfo becaufe the 
rights of the Municipia *re tbfcure andcblituated, which by reafun of igno¬ 
rance the owners cannot up. From this it appears that Colonies were free of Lib.i. c. 14, 
the Qitie , in which refpe& Pate, cuius giving us account of the feveral Co- 15.* 
lon.es that were planted till the time of Mar,us, mixeth with them fuch pla¬ 
ces as to which freedom was given, making it as it were the fame thing. If 
it hid been otherwife, there would not have been any comparifon as to pri¬ 
vilege berwixc Municipia and Colonies, and it would have faVed GeUius the 
labour of proving againft the common belief that the 'jus Municipi's was 
greater. Now as for the. Jus Latii, Suetonius diftinguifliech it ftom Jus CL C a f> 47 . 
vitatis , for fpeaking what Auguftus did to feveral Cities, he hath this expref- 
fion amongft the reft : Latinitatc vel civitate denavit. S parti an ns in the life 
of Adrian faith, Latium mu It is civitatibus deJit. And 7 acitus (coming up 
ro our Term) faith of Nero : Eodem anno Cxfar nationes Atpium marittma- Annal.l. iy. 
rum in Jus Latii iranftulit. The Latines were ever counted of the kindred c. 31. 
of Rome, the Romans having defcended from them, and upon this account pa Latii. 
there was a ftri&er League and Alliance with thetn than any other people* 
which injoyed not the freedom of she Citio. 

25. The Latines efrvying the riling fortune of Rome their Colony, laboured 
to ftipprefle it , but ftill were vvorfted, and ever forced to fubmic. Serviut 
Tullius the (ixth King of Rome breathing after glory in future times, in imi¬ 
tation of the Council of the Amphyttiones in Greece, and other publick con¬ 
ventions ( as we have formerly faid ) perfwaded both Nations to build at 
Rome a Temple or Afylssm out the common expenfe, where the Cities meet- Qionyf. Hall 
wg yearly 3 fhouldfacrifixa ,hold a fair at certain times ,,andif any con ten- cam. lib. 4 . 
tion hapned amongft them, it might he compofed in a religious manner by 
their fellow Cities. Gathering money he built the Temple of Diana in the 
Aventine .Mount (the moft eminent in the Citie) and wrOtd down the con¬ 
ditions of the League, with the manner of obferving the Feaft and Mart. 

And that they might not beabolilhed by the injury of time, he ingraved

being appointed bow much each people fliould contribute and receive. Of 
thefe Feria , and this facrifice were partakers an people, and in our age, faith 
the Hiftorian, thy Romans cbferve thefe Feria (called Feria Latina) and 
fome contribute Lambs, fomeCheefe, feme a certain quantity of Milk,, etnd 
ethers Cakes or Wafers made up with Milk. The facrifice u one Bfhfor 
all, ofwhofe inwards a certain portion is given to every people Thtfyfa- 
crifiz,e for all in general, and the Romans prefide at the facrifice. Thole 
Feria at firft confifted ,but of one day, which Tarqutnius appointed.

Herein fuffered Polycarpus that famous Biftaop of Smyrna, as is 
certified in the Epiftle written by his Church unto the brethren in Pont us . He 
was ordained Bifliop by St. John and other Apoftles, with whom he conver¬ 
ged, and his Scholar he was, as Ttrtullian, lrtnaus, and feveral of the 
Antients do teftifie, and had ferved Chrirt 86 years, for he was older by 
much than thus, as Reverend * Ufber hath evinced. He caufed meatto be fet # 
before thofe who apprehended him, and with wonderful alacrity and refolu- depZuSn 
tion underwent his Martyrdom by fire, on thcfeventh of the Calends of inDitfmJde 
April, the ninth of M. Aurelius Antoninus, and the 169 of the .ordinary Script* iiiius 
i/£ra of Chrift, which was the fame wherein Lucius died,as fome Infcriptions & ignatii, 
of Gruterus do teftifie. Now fuffered alfo Juft In Marty, who after he had 
publifhed his fecond Apology for the Chriftians, through the malice of Cre- Eufeb.l. 4 xir, 
yens the Cynick (whom railing againft Chriftianity he had taxed for his fil- * » I7, 
thy kind of life) as he even foretelleith in his Apology. The Churches of 
Lugdunum and Vienna in Gall were efpecially exercifed in this fiery tryal, as 
is to be feen in the Hiftory of Eufebius. 

29. It may without curiofity be obferved, that ufually the perfecutions of 
Gods People were followed with judgements upon the adverfaries, as it now Q - . 

through Gods providence came to pafle. For fo great a Peftilence fell upon c A *" 
the Provinces, that Villages, Towns, and fields in Laly, were left with- Etttrsp. 1.8 . 
out Inhabitant or Tiller, and Galen the Phyfician ran away from it from Rome 
home to Pergamus. This was followed by a War with the Marcomanni, 
which could not be caried on without new levies, wich for three years toge¬ 
ther the Emperour made at Camutum (now Chartres') in Gall. For befides 
the Marcomanni (a People inhabiting that now called Merhern) the Quadi 
(whom fome will have the fame with the prefent Auftrians, others with the 
Saxons and Sileftans) rfotVandalls (inhabiting in the now Kingdom of Sm 7 
den) SarntAtians, mdSnevians, andalmoftall Germany were up in arms, 
and invaded Pannonia. The Roman Army refilling chefe motions, peirced jr,de Tertul. 
into the borders of the Quadi ; but there were befet by their adverfaries, and Apolog. c. *. 
encountred by a greater Enemy, being all ready to perifh by thirft. At this Eufcb.Hift. /.y«. 
time the Soldiers of the Le°ion called Melitina bcingChriftians, fell upon £ in 
their knees in prefence of their fellow Soldiers, and in the name of Chrift Oy0 *‘ m ubi 
fo far prevailed with Almighty God, that prefently abundance of rain fell, y U p. fa . 
and the Enemy was defeated ny Thunderand Lightning. This Legion was tauI. Diacen. 
thence called Fulminatrix or Thundering, and the Emperour confeffing the l * 

. Viaory to have proceeded from the prayers of Chnftians, was thenceforth 

favourable to fuch. and owned the deliverance in a publick inftrumenc or let- J uU „ m ^ * 
ter to the Roman People and Senate. Herein, after he hatn related the ftory, 
and improved it in the behalf of Chriftianity, he copmandeth fuch as accufe 
Chriftians meerly as fuch, to be burnt alive, and no conftraint to be ufed to¬ 
wards the faithful. This his conftitution he would have confirmed by a Sena- 
tufconfultum, and propofed to be feen and read in the Forum of Trajan. He 
ordereth Peraftus PolUo to take care that it be fent into all the Provinces, and 
that any one that pleafeth may take a copy of it. ... 

30. This letter is published at the end of Jnftin Martyr’s fecond Apolo - 
The Empc- ... together with thofe of Antoninus and Adrian, It could not be added 
by Juft in himfelf, for ere this time he had fuffered Martyrdom. Perionius 
Chriftianity. thinkech, that onely that of Adrian was added by him, and the other two by ' 

fome other, who faw them pertinent for the place. But Eufebius in his Hi- * ^ . 

ftory mentioneth that of Antoninus as well as that of Adrian , in the words 
'of jM?/»MBiftiopof Sardis, who wrote an Apology to the Emperour, and 
alfo * exemplifieth the Epiftle it felf. This letter alfo of M. Antoninus Philo - 
fophfts, is extant in the moft antienc Copy of the Vatscan library, in the end 
of Juftin Martyr's works, added by fome ftudious and well-affe&ed perfon. 
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firft tranflated into Greeks out of Latin ,■ and again into Latin out of Greek 
moft accurately, as we are informed by Syburgius:\n his Annotations upon 
Jufttn Martyr. But the Emperour being called into Pannonia for the find¬ 
ing of the War there, and paffing into Sarmatia , fell fick. Hereupon feri- 
oufly bethinking himfelf what might happen to the Empire in the minority of 
his fon, thefe parts being not fully reduced to obedience, efpecially in cafe he 
fhould degenerate from the worth of his anceftors.and give himfelf up toluxury 
and cruelty, he called his friends together, and ferioufly commended him unto 
them, to be advifed and affifted for thebeft.After this he lived but one day and 
a, „ a " , S hr » co 8 r »ef of all men.He died at rendebona the 17 of March, in the 
dktf 58 year of his age, andof his Empire the i 9 , the 932 of the City.

1, 
through a difpenfation with the Lex Annana, is Lampridius wriceth al* 0tymp '* %i9 ' 
though it feemeth fomething ftrange, that this Law could take place upon 
thofe, to whom the title of Auguftusmsnot denied. Being owned by the a‘. d, 80 
Army, fpr fome time he governed according to the dire&ion of his Father’s 
friends, but being obnoxious to flatterers by reafon of his youth, whofou°hc 
to make their own ends our of him, hefliotly after, contrary to the judg¬ 
ment of his beft Counfellors, made a dishonourable Peace with the Enemy 
and away he wenttoenjoythepleafuresof Rome, where he was joyfully re¬ 
ceived for his fathers fake, his beatuty alfo much commending him to the eye 
For a time he here alfo harkned to his fathers friends, but makin° one Peren- 
nius an old Soldier Captain of his Guards, he being exceflively covetous al* 
lured him at firfl by pleafures to idlcneffe and negleft of bufinefle - then^o- 
vermnp all himfelf, he falfely accufed them and others of the richer fort that: 
he might feize On their eftates. This his defignwas furthered by Lueilla the 
Emperour s fifter, who grudging that Crifpina Commodus his wife fliould take 
place of her, entered into a confpiracy againft her brother, and ingaged one 
Quadrats* a young Noble man therein, who perfwaded Quintianm to kill 
Hisdifficul- Commodus. But he meeting him, had no power to do the deed onelv 
tlCs * flaewina his dagger faid, The Senate fends thee this, and fo was apprehen¬ 

ded and put to death with his complices. Thefe words concerning the Senate 
thus fool!flaly fpoken, never went out of the Emperours mind, but made 
him fufpeit all the Fathers, which advantage Perennlus took, and perfwaded 
him td kill all the chiefeft of them. This being performed, this man affe&ed 
the Sovereignty, but was in good time difeovered, both he and his fons. 

Whom he had fent into Ulyricum to draw the Legions to revolt, and received 
their reward. 

32. Commodus to prevent the too great power of one man, put two into 
his place, Clean dir md Niger, for the time to come; and yet prefently after 
had more plots laid for his life. There was one Matemus, Who praaifin^the 
trade of robbery, got a great company of Highway-men together ,°and 
making himfelf Captain of a confiderable Army, wafted GW/and Spain, and 
thence repelled, refolved to venture for the Soveraignty it felf. Having bt c 
little hope to obtain it by. force, becaufe of the People, and the Pretorian 
bands, he betook him to his wits. At that time the Annual folemnity was 
kept in honour of the mother of their gods, wherein it was lawful for Soldiers 
or any other to imitate Magiftratesor their Officers. Taking this opportuni- 
ty, he fent fome of his Soldiers privily armed to get amongft the Sargeants 
and Officers of the Emperour, and fo to' kill him; but being betrayed by 
his own party, he and His plor both mifearied. After this fucceeded a ter¬ 
rible Peftilence, accompanied with a Famine, which Cleander a Phrygian, 
one whofroin a flave came into greateft power, made ah occafionro advance 
himfelf. He bought up all the Corn, thinking by a largeffe thereof to pur- 
chafe the Empire of the Soldiers and People, but thefe rifing againft him, as 
the caufe of the Dearth and Plague too, after that with. great d ; fficulty, by 
reafon of his power, the matter was revealed to Commodus^ he alfo receiver! 
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his reward. Thefe things caufed the Emperour to be jealous of all men, to 
caft off all care of State affaires, and giving ear to every back-biter, to kill any. 

Hence alfono perfons of worth being admitted into his prefence, he was ru¬ 
led by diffoluce companions, and fell more and more into diforder. 

3 3. He turned charior-driver, and fpent his time in killing beads with j dm ibid. 
darts, and other unworthy exercifes. He was the beft markefman that ever Orofw 
was known, fcarcely ever miffing any mark.he aimed at. He publickly kil¬ 
led multitudes of wild beads upon tne theatre, amongdthe red a Panthere, 
which jud being about to devour a man, he hit and dew in the nick of time, 
as die was about to feize on him. In dead of Commodue the fon of Marc 
he commanded himfelf to be called Hercules the [on of Jupiter . Calling 
off the ufual Robe of Princes, in complyance with that name, he would lye 
on a Lyons skin, and have a club in his hand i yet he would wear purple gar- 
His cariage. ments and cloath of Gold. To his former title he added shnazjoman and 
Conqtterotsr ; Rome he ftilled Immortal and Fortunate , and the World His 
* Colony. A great fire hapened in the City, which burned that excellent Libra¬ 
ry gathered by his Pradeceffors, with the Temple of Peace, and other build¬ 
ings, which accident as the People accounted an ill omen, fo they laid the 
guilt upon him, knowing well his pra&ices, which he never drove to conceal. 

Though his throwing of darts upon the theatre much derogated from the Impe¬ 
rial Ma jelly, they were indifferently pleafed with it; but when he came na¬ 
ked upon the ftige and a&ed the common fencer, it feemed intolerable. At 
length at the Feadof Janus revolving not to proceed from his Palace as Em- 
peronr , but as a Fencer from the fencing School, attended with fuch like to 
the view of the People, this occafioned his end. 

*34. For, this his refolution being known to his Friends, Mania his be¬ 
loved Concubine, lotus his General, and EleBus his Chamberlain, laboured 
with all intreaties to divert him from fo diameful a thing. He herewith ex- 
treamly difpleafed, betook himfelf to his Chamber, where in a roule he 
wrote down the names of fuch as he would have killed, and amongd them 
thofe three in that order we mention them had the fird places; them follow¬ 
ed a great number of Senators, the goods of whom he intended to didribute 
amongd the Fencers and Soldiers, to purchafe mirth and jollity from them, 
and defence from thefe. This writing he laid upon his bed, where he did not 
fufpe& that any would come at it. But a little boy with whom he was wont 
to play, coming thither, took it up, and went out with it in his hand , whom 
Mama meeting, and taking up in her arms, fearing it might be fomething 
of eonfequence, read it, and thereby difeovered the matter, which fhe pre- 0 • 141 
fently imparted to the other two.

Britain , which would have thrown off the yoak. He died on the lad day of 
the Julian year; the 31 of his age, when he had reigned almod 13 years.

Thefe 
things being at this point, they communicated one with another. And in the 
Church Anicetus granted the EucharilVunto Polycarpus (or as Rvffmus un~ 
derftandeth it, granted the miniftration of the Communion to him) for the 
reverence he owed him, and in the end they parted in peace ; and all fuch 
. as retained contrary obfervations throughout the whole univerfal Church held 
faft the bond of Love and Unity. Thus Irenes, not degenerating from the 
Etymology of his name, and parting all others in the gift of reconciling the 
brethren, pradfifed forEcclefiaftical peace. He wrote not onely to ntlor, 
but alfo to fundry Governours of divers other Churches, in feveral Epiftles 
concerning the faid Controverfy. 

41. Thus do we fee the full contro verfies about this Feafi of Eafier . Al¬ 
though the hypothefes otThrophilus concerning the ^Equinottial will not 
abide tryal, yet doubtleffe, thofe had more rcafon on their fide, who intend¬ 
ing to celebrate the refurretfion of Chrift, refufed to do it, but on that day 
he rofe from the dead ; the other pra&ice Teeming to have rifen from a culiom 
of keeping the Pafteover at that time, by fuch as were originally of- the fevc- 
i(b Nation. Notwithttanding they ditfered about time and manner, yet be¬ 
fore the government of F’tBor, we fee they agreed in brotherly love. And 
it appeareth that the cuftom of bbferving this Feafi, was mod antient, even, 
in the Apofttes dayes, as appeareth from what is faid by Polycra\cs > and by 1 
Ircn&us, in behalf of Polycarpus. Though they differed in the manner a- 
bout keeping it, yet we do not find that any denied it was to be kept at all, 
although they were alfo for the true and fpintual obfervation of it, and againft 
abufes, as all good Chriftians have reafon to be. But (that we may conclude 
this controverfie) inprocefleof time both they of Afia and others , leaving 
their own cuftoms, admitted of the Pafchal Canons , made by the Orien¬ 
tals, efpecially by thofe of Palaftine and Alexandria. At length few diflen- 
ters remaining, a neceflity of obedience was impofed by Conftamine, who 
herein followed the judgement of two Synods, viz. that of Arelatum or 
Arles , A. D. 314, and the other of Nice , A. D. 315. But (that we may 
note thus much by way of Anticipation) The ancient Britifh Church as it 
feemeth fubmitted not to thofe Decrees, obferving Eafier from the fourteenth 
to the twentieth Moon, which confutation, faith (a) Beda, is contemed 
within the Circle of 84. years. And for this, when they would not comply WW 
with Auguftlne the Monk (who had been fent from Gregory the Great Bi- *'* *•■•*■« 
fhopof Rome to convert the Saxons , and was made by him the firft Arch- 
Bifltop of Canterbury) who fought to draw them to uniformity, 1200 Monks 
of Bangor were put to the fword (whether through procurement of Auguftine 
or no, I fhall not now determin) by King Ethelfrid, A. D.603, trie Scots 
alfo then inhabiting Ireland obferved E after at the fame time as the Brit a,ns 
did, to whom therefore Lavrenti*s theSucceffOF of Auguftme in the Sea 
of Canterbury wrote, to drive them from their Angularities.' But,how

dtdas, whom Onuphrius and Baredius make the Collegue of Commodus ih

vinces, Kings, as the inftruments of their bondage, that the Britains even 
then refufed to obey Commodus, and that they themfelves poffefled and held 
freely thofe parts of the Ifland, which were beyond the aforefaid wall, and 
had there Kings of their own, and that Antoninus Pius a few Years before

In life they were b’eiftly', all Women among 
them were commori : they denied the refurre&ion of the fleftu Ptoloniaus 
of whom were named the Ptolomai , taught the heretical opinions of the fyiphaa. 
Grtdjticks and of Vulentinus , addirig thereunto of his own certain heathen- At 

ifli doctrines out of Homer. Jffmrcus of whom the \Mdtcofii , Golorbaftis of Sy 
whom the Colorbafii y and Heracleon of whom the Herericks were called He- J 
racleoniteij facrifized With witchcraft; to amaze their aiidicory they pronoun¬ 
ced Hebrew words. Many women coming to Church, under colour of re¬ 
ceiving the power of Prophecy from them , confefled' they were abitfed by 
them. Marcus ran away with another mans wife. They poured oyl and 
water upon the head of the deceafed, hbpihg fo to redeem them. They faid, 
that the life and generation of man confiftea in'feven Starrs : that Chrift fuf- , 
fered not indeed, and chat there was no refurre£Uon of the flefh. Alcibia- 
des refraining the ufeof Gods Creatures, Was reformed by Attalus the Mar- Eufeb, l. f. 
tyr.. Archomticii Hereticks in Pdlefiinef referred all things urito m'ahs c. 3.' 
erfc. They faid, the Sabbath was the God of thp Jews* and the Devil the {^LA.c.ty. 
fon of the Sabbath * (f) Tati anus the Scholar df Ju flirt Martyr gave origi¬ 
nal to the Encratitty fo called from continencie. : For they abhorred manage, 
forbad the ufeof living creatures, offered w::erinftead of wine in the Sacra¬ 
ment, and denied that Adam was faved. Severurpf whom were named 
the Severiansy added tothe opinions of TatlanuSy reviling Paul , rejecting 
his Epiftles, and the Aft* of the Apoftles. He faid, that 'a Woman WaS of 
the Devil, chatman from the midle 'upwards was of God ', arid berteafli of 
the Devil. Apelles, PontinuSy and other Marcionitts , about this time alfo di- 
fturbed the Peace of the Church. 

45. There were alfo certain Hereticks of Galatia And Cappadocia called 
PepuJanty as alfo Quihtiliam And Prifcillianiy becalife thfey faid, th&tCforift ‘ 
in form df a woman being the bed-felloW of QuintiUa or PriciUa , revealed 
unto her Divine Myfteryes. Womeii Were Priefts amprigft them, and their 
facrifices were alike to the Montanifis , of which Sea'they feem td'have 
been, 'feeing alfo his Propheteffes were of the Town Pipu&a. Aiioiyrita

This was Clodius Albinus, .who.at th\s^ime governed Britain, was of Pa tri¬ 
es an rankly and had a ftrong Army at: his Command. He flattered him with 
the title of Cafar, befeeching him,as the fitteft perfon,to take care of thaEnv- 
pire,for that he himfelf grew dd,and his Children were Infants. Albinus 
overjoyed 'that he ftioiild obtain what he .had deflred without any trouble, 
fooled himfelf in his vain confidence \ efpecially for that ('Severus had writ¬ 
ten to the Senate in the fame ftrr.in , had ordered money to be ftamped with 
his Image, erected him fotnfe Statues,' and did him honour othervvife, to de¬ 
ceive him. . ' ‘ 

4. Niger much troubled at his coming towards him, took care for iecuring Lege motion. 
the paflages into A fa gathered together all the forces in thofe parts, ob- fj. _ 
tained aid from the Parthian and Athenian Kings, feized on Byzantium, 
and fortified the ftraights of the Mountain Taut us.

Then did Severus invadeiBirtywM, wherein they of Nicomedia revolted to 
him ; but the Inhabitants of Nice ftuck clofe to Niger 1 thence he proceeded 
into Galana, and fo into Cappadocia to paffe over Taurus. The paffage was 
fo fortified and defended, that no hope there was of breaking through, till a- 
bundance of Rain-water-falling down from the Mountains broke down the 
Wall, whereupon the Defendants fled. Then came Niger with an Army 
very numerous, but not to be compared with the Legions of lllyricum for skill 
and valour, and they met at If us, where Darius was overthrown by Alexan¬ 
der. Here Niger had the fame fortune in a great and bloudy battel, after 
Supprcffcth w ^* c ^ - n g back t0 Antioch, and being purfued by a party of horfe 9 his head 
* lier * W as cut oft, having brought himfelf to this end by his delay and idlenefle. 

Severus having thus removed him> now caft his thoughts towards his friend in . 

Britain. ' . ' ' . 

<. He now confulted how be might fecure the Empire to his Family, which 
could not be done aslong as Albinup continuing Cafar had fome tide to it, 
and to. whom in his abfence the great ones had demonftrated their affe&i- 
ons, as to a man of great nobility,and far more worthy of the Sovereignty 
than he who at prefent poffefled ic: he therefore revived to remove him 
out of the way. By open War he thought it not convenient to do it ., and 
therefore at firft attempted his defign by treachery, fending fome who undet 
colour of bringing Letters Ihould make him away. Albinus having warning 
to beware of him, this fucceeded not, fo that he betook himfelf to force, and 
with incredible expedition returned intp the Well. Albtnus terrified at. his 
hafty retreat made all pofftble Provifion for refiftance, and paffed over into 
Gaul, where after many skirmifties they joyned in a pitchc battel near Dug- 
dunum. Vi&ory at the firft fo far inclined towards Albinus,that Severus 
At*/Minus. t G ff his Robe, and hid himfelf , but by the coming in. of Datat 9 who de- 
figned to deftroy them both, and fet up for himfelf, the fight was fo changed, 
rhat Albinus was routed, and flying tothe Citie, there had his head ftruck off. 

Then returned Severus to Rome with all his Army, which to reward,’ he not 
onely bellowed money upon them, but alfo fuch privileges, which chough to 
him they might procure refpeSfc and fervice , yet proved the bane of the 
Commonwealth.

Aided. By occafion of this liberality, as it feemeth, a Chrittian Soldier 
holding a certain garland or crown in his hand, as if it, were wickedneffe for 
him to fet it on his head as the reft did, was asked why he did fo, and anfwer- 
ed, that he wo* a Chriftian. This was the occafion of the Emperours rage. 
About the fifteenth of Severut he wrote againft the Marciomtes, whom he 
fo impugneth, as yet underhand he inculcateth his Momanifm . For faith he: 
Amougjt us Spiritual reafon derived from the Comforter , perfwadeth in the 
Faith jingle matrimony. But we mutt not forget, that about the fourth of 
Severus\t wrote a moft excellent apology for the Chriftian Faith. At the 
fame time with 7 ertullian flouriftied Clement Alexandrinus, becaufe a Phi- 
lofopherof Alexandria , the Scholar of Pantenus, and Matter of Origen. 
Euft bins me»tioneth him, and Pant anus in the fecond of Stvtrus , at Which 
time it’s probable he wrote his Stromata ; for not intending his Chronology 
beyond the time of Cemmodsts , he feemeth not long after his death to have 
begun that Work. At this time alfo lived Minutius Felix an eminent Lawyer, 
ana the Author of that excellent Book intirulea Otlavius , which, as La - 

writeth, doth declare how fit an ajfertor of the truth be might have 
been , had he applyed himfelf wholly to that ftudy. This Book being inten¬ 
ded as an Apology for Chriftian Religion, acquainted us what thoughts the 
Heathen at that time had thereof, as alfo do the Apologies of fufiin Martyr , 
the Books of Origen againft Celfas^ and efpeciatly that of Tertullian. We 
have already (hewn the rife and increafe of Chriftian Religion, we have de¬ 
livered the feries of the moft eminent Bi(hops and Fathers thereof, as alfo of 
the feveral Hereticks which from within difturbed the peace thereof. We 
have alfogivenan account of the feveral fiery tryals the faithful underwent. 
But what opinions the Infidels had of Chriftians and Chfiftianicy, of what 
crimes they accufed them, whence their hatred proceeded, whereupon the 
Emperours grounded their bloody Edi&s: what the Primitive Saints did in 
the mean time , how they behaved themfelves under thefe prefliires, how 
they caried it towards their Enemies, how they flood affe&ed in duty towards 
their Princes; in fum, what their converfations both as men and Chriftians 
were, is moft worthy to be confidered, and thofe things in ftiorc out of 
the Apologies aforenamed, and other Authors, we fir a 11 endeavour to dif-

‘ Sepulchres which are as Sanauaries of the dead, they draw forth their bo- 

< dies not to be known whofe bodies they are, after rnangled bv them, which 

with extreme inhumanity they tear, and drag in the ftreees. (0 [Elfewhere;] (c) Caps, 

‘ How many are there among you ,0 ye people, that are this way greedy of the 
‘ bloud of Chriftians ? and alfo among you, O ye Magiftrates, after you ap- 
‘ pear fuch Tufticiers by the feverity you treat us with, whofe consciences I 
‘ would ftrike with true reproaches of having procured the death of your own 
‘ Children ? Yet if you did but fimply put them to death, it were fomething t 
‘ but by a ftrangeexceffe of cruelty you throw them into the water, you ex- 
‘pofe them to the rigour of cold and hunger, and the rrgeofDogs; you will 
‘not take their lives away with the fword, becabfe too gentle a death, and 
‘ whicb.men of the age of diferetion had rather fuffer,than any other that 

«hath violence in it. . . , . - 

21 But, when the time of perfecutioh drew towards an end, then ei pe¬ 
nally did the Devil rage with variety of torments againft the Primitive‘amts 
For befides thofe formerly mentioned, (d) Scrapm was thrown down,and had 
his neck broken, Some having their flefh rent in pieces withitne laIh of the lib 6 ca p ^,, 
whip were broyled upon Gridiron? ; others having their skins razed , ana 
fcorched, being tied by one leg were hanged on Trees with the head down- 
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wards; They pulled out the right eyes of others, fearing the empty place, 
and Rawing off the left legs Of others , .feared their hams, and condemned 
them to thimines,. which ufage was accounted clemency. Some they fcour- 
ged to death, cut out their tongues > and ftnjngled^them. One ^pphiama, 
being all disfigured withttripes, had his feet wrapped in flax, oyled all over, 
which being fee on fife, it ran over his flefli and confumed ic, and peirced in¬ 
to the marrow within the bones, fo that his whole body .diftilled like to mel¬ 
ting wax. Three dayes he was fuffded to remain in prifon after this torture, 
and when, by reafon of his woundshe was ready to yield up the ghoft, then 
was he thrown into the Sea. Others were forced by buckling, jutting,-and 
buffeting, to kill one another. Oohers of mens eftate were gelded and con- 
demnetfto the quarries. Others were tormented grieyoufly and ctlhftized 
With imprifonmenc and fetters, of which number was Pamphilut ,; of nil my 
4 */ deareftfriend, a man who among all the Martyrs of our time 
Cmb .Eu 0 iut , excelled in every kind of. virtue . He had his fades maMed 
with (harp razors, and then was ordered, to be kept in the noifom fteficS of 
the clofe prifon, where the reft of the Confeffors remained, till atlen&th he 
was put to death, being a Presbyter of the Church of C a far aa, concerning 
whofe life Eufebiw wrote three books, and for his familiarity with, and affe¬ 
ction to him, had the firname of Pamphilw. This variety of the torments 
of Chriftians, appearerh from feveral paffages in the feventh and eighth Books 
of his Ecclefiaftical Hittory, which fo far exceedeth all inferiour puni foments, ' 
or (that I may fpeak in the phrafe of Lawyers)the diminutionet capitis, that we 
need not mention how Chriftians were denied the tit ft of (A) Roman Citizens. <J>) Tcml. 
But one kind of punifhmenc far more .grievous than the reft there yet was* - 4 K 
which more tormented Chriftians than all other tortures put together: and* 
chat was the Ioffe of their chaftity. T his Engine battered the fort of Oripen’s 
conftancy, wno chofe rather to facrifize to idols than be abufed by an Ethio¬ 
pian, as Saidas writeth. (c) Ttrtnlltan giveth us another inftance, that we fO stool, e. nit. 
may enquire no further. “ And indeed a few dayes fince, (faith he) you con- 

* demned a Chriftian maid to be rather proftituted to an infamous corrupter of 
‘her chaftity, than to be expofed to the rage of a Lyon ; you acknowledge 

* there is no punifhmenc nor kind of death, which is fo intolerable to Chri- 
‘ ftians, as the Ioffe of their chaftity* 

22. Such was the entertainment Chriftians found in this World , now let 
11s fee how far they deferved it, as to their demeanour, and cariage; for there 
is no need to fpeak here to the two firft objeaions. « The Heathens (<0 be 
Mieve a man could not make profeffion of Chriftianity, without being tain- hiimcx' 
ted with all forts of crimes, without being an Enemy to the gods, coPrin- 
‘ces, to the Laws, to good manners, and ro nature, and that a Chriftian 
‘could not be acquitted, unleflc he denied hitnfelf to be fuch an one. “ Buc 
their cariage was fo auite contrary to all thefe furmifes, except that concern¬ 
ing the worftaipof Heathenifli vanities, or Devils, under the name of o OC ) ? 
that they onely were the fervants.of the true God, they onely were free from 
all forts of crimes , were the beft friends and Subje£fs of Princes, of the 
Laws, good manners, and nature, and truly affirming themfelves Chriftians, 
might jiiftly in this refpe& have been acquitted from thefe accufations. *« They 
‘ (b) aflembled together by troops in their prayers to God, as if thereby they (b) idem ibid 
would carry by force the grant of whatfoever Prayers were prefented ro him o 39. 

‘ this being a violence agreeable to him ; they prayed to him for the Empe ’ 

‘rours, their Minifters the Magiftrates that had the exercife of their power, 

‘for the State, the tranquillity of the Empire, and therecardingofthec-ene- 
* ral diflolution that muft put an end to all things. They aflembled together 
The un- * to read the Holy Scriptures, and they read them according to the condf- 

blameable ‘ thetimes ; what ferved either to aamonifti or confirm the faithful, 

demeanous of f Ineffedi,the Scriptures nourifliedthfeir faith, lifted up, and afliired the 
Chriftians in ‘ confidence they had in God, neverthelefle they ceafed nor to confirm thvv 
blie, tfCm " * difeipline by the ftrength of precepts they continually repeired. In thefe 

‘ Aflemblies, (faith Tertullian, for the former are alfo his words) we mike 

4 exhorta- 
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4 exhortations and threacnings, and exereife Divine cdnfurev which 'banifh'eth 
‘ finner?, and excludes them from our Communion: we judge themwith very 
? much circumfpeition, becaufe we know that God is m tbe<midft of us^; and 
* fees what we do; and certainly it is a great foretelling of the judgment that 
4 God will one day pronounce Jigainft the wicked, ■ when the’Xphurcft moved 
4 with the enormity of their crimes, .darts out upon wilful finnerjs the Jhuft- 
4 derbolts of excotnmuhicirion, and deprives them ofthe parcicipacion^fjit’s 
4 prayers, it’s fociecy, and all forts of holy.Commerce with it. .< ,rv v " 

4 23 .In our aflembliesthere are Biftiopsthat prefide, and have;authority bver 
4 all the faithful committed to their charge {‘they are approved: by thefuffwi- 
‘gesof them vyhom they ought to conduit, ’and it is mot Wibes that «iif<jtoife 
4 them this honour, bur ; cettimonies given of their good'life*. For'in<the 
• 4 Church of God nothing is done .by the allurement of gifts ; if there':bfe 
4 among us any kind of treafure, the money laid up makes our Region' not 
4 afliamed. And every one contributes a litcje fum at the end ?of nB mottfctH, 

4 or when he will; but it ;is. if he ’will -and can; for hone are contained to 
4 give. If we get any alms it is of goodwill, riches gathered in thlsman^ 

4 ner are as the pledges of piety; we do not confound them in eating and' 

4 drinking with exceflfe ; we make not ufe of them for the foul and loathfom 
4 exereife of gluttony : but we employ them in feeding the poor, burying 
4 them,’ in comforting poor Orphans , in helping old men who have fpent their 
4 beft dayes in the fervice of the faithful, in helping the poor that have! loft by 
4 fliipwrack what they had, >and in aflifting them that ferve in the mines, are 
4 banilBed into Iflands, or (But up in prifons, becaufe they profefle the Reli- , 

‘oionof thetrueGod, that during the time they fuffer for the corifefliori of 
4 his name, they may be nourilhed by the flock of the Church. But'it's a 
4 ftrange thing, that this charity among us gives occafion toTome to blame us. 

‘See, fay they, how they love one another; this aftoni(Beth them, becaufe 
4 they hate one another. See fay they, how they are ready to die one for ano- 
4 ther; but as for them they are ready to kill one another. [A little after : ] 

4 As we live with the fame intelligence, as if we had all but one fpiric and onfe 
4 foul; we have nothin® in particular but our wives, of all things in the 
4 World there is nothing but wives, whereof werejeft community; and on 
4 che contrary, among them of their wives onely there is a community‘With 
* other men. [Again]: Now feeing we live together with fo much charity, 

4 chat all our goods are common, why fhould they wonder if we make good 
•chear? foric’soneof the exceflesyou reproach us with ; befides the infa- 
4 mous crimes whereof you accufe our repafts, you charge it with ptodi- 
f gality. 

24. In the fame place : 44 But you need but confiderthe name given ro our 
4 repafts, to know the quality thereof. They exprefle themfelves with the 
c fame word that fignifies Love with the Gretkj ; whatfoever the coft is that 
4 is made, it is profitable, for they gain alwaies in this ‘expencc , becaufe it * 

4 hath piety for it’s foundation. Its a fweetneffe wherewith we comfort the 
t want of the poor, but we do not treat them as you thofe infamous gtuttons,

4 will hav.e the lead ferved with Our goods, becaufe they we know, amongft

4 thing that is difhonourable, «nor far from modefty. Before we go to table

4 mote Enemies than Citizens: now you have more Citizens than Enemies, 

4 becaufe there are a greater number of Chriftians among you. 

vj. Thus we fee their peaceable demeanour, how their minds ftood af¬ 
fected towards their Princes, let 1 'ertullian alfo inform us. ‘As for us, in Apol.e, jo. 
‘•the prayers we make for the Emperours, we call upon the eternal God, the 
4 true God, the living God, &c. [ In the fame place : ] It is to him to whom 
‘ we Chriftians addreffe our prayers, make them with hands opened apd lifted 
4 up, becaufe innocent; the head bare,becaufe no caufe to be aftiamed when we 

* pray to God. There are none tellethus the words we are to fay, becaufe it 
4 is our heart that aaeth rather than our tongue. We pray for all the J 5 mpe-

* innumerable, themfelves aflifted with good Councils, the People remain in 
4 their duties, no trouble arife in the World againft their authority. In con- 
4 clufion, we forget nothing the Prince can wifh for, either as a man or as an 
‘ Emperour. [A little after: ] Whilft we implore the grace of God for the 
4 Emperours with our hands lifted up, and ftretched towards Heaven, let 

* irons peirce us, let us be put on gibbets and croffes, fires confume us, knives

4 we were not near you, who would fnatch you away from thefe fecret Ene- 
« mies, whofe malignant operations make fo flrange a confufipn in your 
4 minds, and fo horrible an alteration of your healths ? I have heard fpdakof the 
4 poffeffion of Devils, wherewith you are tormented, from whence we deli¬ 
ver you freely, and without reward $ if we had the fpirit of Revenge, it 
4 wefe enough to fatisfie us, that thefe corrupted fpirits might at all times 
4 feize on your bodies, and that entrance therein were alwayes open to them. 

4 But as you do not think of that you ought, viz. fo dear a prote&ion, you 
4 ceafe not to declare a People to be your Enemies, who do you no hurt, 

4 Whofe afliftance is fo afcfolutely neceffary for you. It is true, we are Ene¬ 
mies, yet not of menbuc of the^t errors.

a 1 That Chriftians conftrained Devils to confeffe themfelves fuch, and to 
acknowledge the truth of the Gofpel, in this matter hear alfo Tertullian : 

44 If a man fhould bring before your tribunals one that were truly poffefled of 
4 a Devil, if a Chriftian fhould command him to fpeak, this wicked fpirit 
4 will confeffe that he is a Devil, with as much truth as he faith falfely at ano- jptl. caf.ty 
4 rher time he is a god. Let them prefent any one of thefe they believ e to be 
4 wrought upon within by a deity: that in the ceremony of the Sacrifices they 
' 4 offer on the altars have the virtue of a God, in fenting the fmeff which goes

34.. The Soldiers being at a ftanij after the murther of Antoninus Baffin* 
nus t were without an Emperour for two dayes, then hearing that Artaba- 
nus, the Parthian , . was coming to revenge the injury offered to him, they made 
choice of Ardentiu* one of their principal Officers,^ but he excufed himfelf by 
his age, and the dignity was conferred On Macrinw, by the efpecial indea- 
vour of the Tribunes, who alone were copfeipus of the fail towards Amo- Lege Herodian. 
tiinm. He gave battel,to Artabanu a, arid rrtade incredible (laughter of men 
for two dayes, during which time, the Parthian knew nothing of his Etie- 
mies death, but qn the next day be/ng certified thereof by Macrinus , he re T c 7 . 
ceived the Captiv.es with the fpoil takeh in his Country, and making a League 
with the Roman Emperour,* departed into his own Kingdom: Maori mu re- xipbilin, ex. 
turning to Antioch , by letters gave the Senate an account of his fucceffe, and cerpt. ex Vione , 
endeavouring to remove all prejudice which might arife from the obfeuricy of 
dumnwi fuc- his birth, promifed to rule with as much moderation as any, Hewaschear- 
cccdeth Baf- fully owned, not fo much out of refpeil to himfelf , as hatred towards his 
fianm. ' Predeceffor, During the time he reigned, things were well reformed; but lying olymp. 149. 
idle at Antioch , he gave up himfelf copleafures, and keeping there the Sol- m.x. 
diers againft their inclination , thereby drew contempt and hatred upon him- y C * 7 °’ 
felf, which wrought his deftru&ioni . ' 

25. Mafa a Phoenician , filler to Julia the wife of S evert* t, had two 
daughters, So ami* and Mammka. The former had a fon named Baffiianut 
fourteen years old , and the later one called Al f xianm two years younger. 

Both chefe boyes were Priefts of the Sun, in the Phoenician language called 
Heliogabalu *, and the elder being the chief, was alfo a youth of an excellent 
beauty, and for it was very much admired by the Roman Soldiers. Their 
Grandmother Mafa hereat tookoccafion to affirm (whether truly or other- 
wife) that they were both the Tons of Antoninus , who had been familiar 
with both her daughters, dwelling with her under the fame roof. Having 
oot great (lore of wealth by living at Court in her fitters time, (he pro¬ 
mifed large fums to the Soldiers, in cafe the Empire could be devolved upon 
one of them. The Soldiers gladly clofing with her offer, received them in¬ 
to their Camp ; which Macrinus hearing of, negleaed it, onelyhe fent Ju- 
liauus with a party againft the Revolters; but this party allured with the fight 
of the boy and money together, cut off their Captains head, and fending it 
back to Macrinus^ were alfo received into the Camp. After this a battel 
was fought in the confines of Syria and Phoenicia} wherein Macrintts ha¬ 
ving the worft fled towards Italy , but was taken at Chalcedony where he fell 
Tick of his journey, and his bead was ftruck off after he had reigned about 
fourteen moneths. He was more {harp towards his Soldiers than was fuitable 
to his condition, being orherwife alfo Very fevere, Co as he burnt Adulterers 
quick with their bodies joyned together. He was (lain in the 54 year of his 
age, together with his fon Diadumenianw > to Whom he had given the title 
' of Cafar. ; . L . 

Heiopabalas 36 . Antoninus Jieliogabalu* fucceeding Macrinusy continued (till in hlS 
* s * Office of Prieft, wearing the ornaments belonging to it, and dancing con¬ 
tinually in that Antick habit. He gave up himfelf to all filthineffe, luxury, 
and uncleanneffe, and killed many that talked againft his courfes. He maned 
the Image of Pallas (which never had feen light, except when the City was 
burnt, fince its bringing from Troy) unto hisgod,^salfo that of Urania (by 
which the Africans meant the Moon) reported to bebrought out of Phoenicia 
by Dido. He built a fumptuous Temple for his god, who was brought into it 
in a chariot adorned with gold and precious ftones, the Prieft himfelf leading 
thehorfes, and going backward all the way. He painted his face though he

She inftru- 
6led her fon in the fame Do&rine,who would nave tnade a Temple for Ohrid, 
but was prohibited faith Lampridius • that is, would have made one if he 
could have done it with the good will of the Romans, Ulptan the great Lawyer 
was his chief Juftice, and was (lain by the Soldiers. Paulas alfo, P omponius, 
and ModtfllitiHs flourifhed in his eime, which abounded with able men of this 
profeflion. Alexander was (lain in Gall near Moguntiacum , on the fourth be¬ 
fore the Nones of ORober, having lived a 9 years, and reigned 13. Ay 1C.988.

Maximinus 39 * Maximinus by whofe procurement Alexander was murdred, was 
made Em pc- born in Thrace, his father being a Goth, and his mother an Alane, Being at 
rour by the firft an Herdf-man, he was for the vaftneffe of his body made a Soldier, and 
Soldiers. by degrees was preferred in the Army. He had been fet over the new raifed 

Soldiers, to train,and exercife them, and by his great valour, and enduring all Hmd. lib. 7,*. 
labour and toil together with them, procured their favour, and hereby his own 
rife. As he was a man of ftupendous bulk and proportionable diet, fo alfo of Capitolim 
avarice and Cruelty, to the later whereof he was the more provoked by a con- 
fpiracy or two, which were difeovered ere they took effect. He overthrew ** 

the Germans, and wafted their Countrey, threatning a|fo to fubdue all the y "* 
Northern Nations as far as the Ocean, and had his other carriage been anfwe- 
rableto his valour, he might have enjoyed time and opportunity for the per¬ 
formance of much. This occafion of revolt from him was firft given in Africk^ 
by his Officer at Carthage, whofe rapacity fo far incenfed certain young men, 

Gr dinnus that they killed him, and compelled Gordianus the Proconful to take upon 
him the Purple, who being of the age of 80 years, was joyfully owned both by 
Senate and People. But he going about to revenge private injuries, deftroyed 
himfelf, by conftraining Capellianus who governed Mauritiana to come ppon 
him with an Army, wherewith being worfted he hanged himfelf, his fon ha¬ 
ving periftied in the fight at the age of q6. They fcarcely enjoyed the title 
3 6 dayes. 

40. The Senate, that they might have fome to oppofe againft Maxims - 
Maxima and ” us i two Emperors, Maximus and Balbinus ; but the people not be- 
B albinos, ing fatisfied therewith, and being defirous to have a Prince out of the flock of 

Gordianus, they gave the title of Cafar to Gordianus his Grandfon by his 
daughter, a boy of 13 years of age. A little after it hapned fhat two old Sol¬ 
diers who had belonged to Maximinus going to the Senate-houfe to hearken 
for news, were (lain by two Senators, which thing railing a great tumult, 
the Soldiers in Town fet the Citie on fire, whereby a great part of it was 
burnt down, and got them to their Camp. Balbinus was appointed to take 
Care of Rome, and Maximus went into Italy toraife forces againft Maxi- 
minus, who now marched faft for i Rome. Finding no refiftance at th zAlpet, 
be accounted himfelf moft fure of vi&ory, but found fo much at Aquileia as 
(lopped his journey ; for the Inhabitants furnifbed by the commodioufneffe of 
the place with all forts of Provisions moft ftoutly defended tbemfelves. They 
threw down fo much fealding Pitch and Sulphur upon his Soldiers, that they 
were not able to continue the dorms, and the women, *cis faid, cut the hair 
from their head6 to make Provifion for bovv-ftrings. This unexpe&ed oppo- 
fition drove him to fuch a rage, that having no power to torment the Enemy, 
he exercifed his fury upon divers of his Captain’s whom he put to death, as if 
through their lazinefie and negledf the Town flood out. This cruelty, toge¬ 
ther with the fcarcity of Victuals in the Camp (for the befiegers were fo be- 
fieged that all Provifions were cut off from them) induced fuch of the Sol- 
Maximimu diers, as had their Wives and Children at Rome, to confpire againft him. To-

4 1. Now to our continuation of Ecdefiaftical matters. In the firft year 
BHhops. * n S5u laft Hdjogabalns , the day preceding the Ides of 

Ottober, CW///?«/Biftiop of Rome was crowned with Martyrdom. The Sea 
was vacant fix dayes, and then fucceeded Urbanus the feventeenth Bifliop ac 
cording to DW*, on the twentieth of October, and firft Feria. In the 
tench of Alexander, on the eighth before the Calends of June died Urba- 
n * 5 ‘ , 2 he Sea was vacant thirty dayes, and then Pontianus fucceeded on the 
eighth before the Calends of July, the fixth Feria. In the firft of Maxi-nT/ 1 "' ‘ 
minus, Ponuanusboxng bamflied into the Ifland Sardinia, there died on the f ' 
thirteenth of the Calends of December , and Amber us fucceeded him , who 
in the year following on the third of the Nones of January was crowned with 
Martyrdom, becaufelhe had diligently gathered an Hiftory of the Martyrs, 
and laid it up m the Church. The feat was vacant thirteen dayes , and then 
was Fabianus ele&ed on the feventeenth of January, and the firft Feria 
being she twentieth Bifbop of Rome , according to Damafus. And about the 
eleventh year of Alexander, Heraclan who once was Oripen's Uflier in the * Eu f cb ’ m - 
School of Alexandria was Bifliop of that Sea, where he “continued fixceen L** 
years. ' »»• 


CHAP. VI. 

From the death of Maximinus the firft created Emperour without 
confent of the Senate, to the Monarchy of Conftantine the 
firft Chriftian Emperour, who reformed Religion, and 
tranjlated the Imperial feat fo Byzantium , the 
fpace of 86 years. 

1. HE news of Maximum his death being brought to Rome , filled 
c he City with extraordinary joy, having taken Maximw as he was 
luting men1 in \ Italy, who thereupon went to Aquileia, and received the Ar- 
, c .° Phoned all things paft. Then returned he to Rome , where he 

and his Collegue_ managed matters .with diferetion enough, could they have „ , . , 

agreed betwixt themfe ves ; but the one being jealous of the other, and both ’ 

endeavoutmg to grapple all the power into their own hands, thereby wrought mm l, 9 

to themfelves fodain deftru&ion. The Pratorian bands hated them both, as 
created by the Senate, and refolved for the removal of fuch an indignity of¬ 
fered to the Army, to make them away, which Maximus undemanding 
would have fent for the Guard of Germans, which he knew both to be faith¬ 
ful to him, and able to refift the power of the other; but Batbinw fufpeaine 
that he intended fomething againft himfelf, would not fuffer it: and fo the 
Soldiers entering the Palace haled them out, and after all forts of indigni¬ 
ties offered to their perfons, upon report that the Germans were comm*, 
flew them both. Now knowing no fit perfon whom they might prefer, and 
Ga , mu beingaflured it would be very acceptable to the People, they made choice of 

Gtfdutw. Gord,anus, who had been formerly made Cajar. At his beginnino fo -rear 

an Eclypfe of the Sun happened ( April on the fecond Feria. as ( appellu, 
agreeth with Muliems) that the day feemed to be turned into night, and , 
nothing could be done in houfes without candles. Sabinianu, in Afdck at- ° m l54> 
tempted new matters, butwasflain. Gordianus being yet veryyouno un- r'c'em 
dertook an»Expedition againft the Per fans , over whom Sapo res in his'third a.d.L i. 
year began to reign, having fucceeded Artaxcrxes their firft King. By the 
good conduft of Mifitheus his Facher-in-Law he profpered very well, but he 
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being (lain or made away, the Soldiers noc enduring the rawneffe of Gor dia¬ 
nus, transferred the Soveraigncv unto Philip , and killed him , after he had 
reigned fix years. Its obferved, that’all thofe nine that flew him perifhed by 
their own hands, their own fwords, and' the very fame with' Which they de- 
ftroyed him. ■ 

a. M. Julius Philipp us was by birth an Arabian of Trachonitis , bik Fa¬ 
ther being a notable Captain of thieves in that Country. He made his fon 
partaker with him irt the .Imperial dignity. In his fourth year fell- otle the 
the iooothof Rowe, which was celebrated with great pomp, and all man- Bu . tr0 P- 9 * 
ner of Games, from April 21 to April 21 of the following year. Eufebius 
reports of him, that he was the firft Chriftian Emperouf, and that being de- ' c .. fa & 

firous to joyn with the multitude in the Ecclefiaftical Prayers, he could not be in chm. 
admitted till he had firft rendred an account of his Faith, and joyned himfelf 
with fuch, as for their fins were examined , and fet in the place of penitents, 
therefore becaufe he was faulcy in many things,’ faith the Hiftorian, he wil¬ 
lingly obeyed, and declared by his workshis fincere and religious mind towards 
God. The Martyrologies will have him and his fon converted by occafion 
of the folemrtity of the 1000'th year, and being baptized by Fubianus Bifhop 
of Rome, after confelfion of his fins, to have been admitted to the Com¬ 
munion. But faith Cappellus, if any of this had been true, would the Se¬ 
nate that was fo fet againft the Chriftians have reckoned him amongft the 
gods ? At leaft would not Deciut have objected this as a crime againft him ? 

Tht Scythians m his time infefting the Empire-, he repelled by his Lieute¬ 
nants. Marinas railing a Commotion in Pannonia, he fent Decius to quiet 
the Soldiers, who put the purple upon him. Philip then led an Army againft 
this Ufurper, and they met at Verona, where the old Emperour was defeated 
and (lain, which news coming to Rome , his fon a child of twelve years of 
age was murdered by the Pratorian bands, after they had reigned about five 
years. 

3, Quin tins Trajanus Decius, as Orofius calleth him, was born in Pan- Olymp.uf 7. 
mnia. According to the cuftom he afliimed his fon into participation of the 
Empre. He quieted at his beginning fome motions in Gaul , but raifed a y £ 
great one againft the Church, being Author of the feventh Perfecution out of orofius<lib.‘7t 
hatred to Philip , or as others fay, havingconfpired againft Philip , out of cap.isi 
hatred to Chriftianity: by his edicts many were put to moft cruel deaths. He Eufcb. Hi ft. 
received his reward after a fhort time; for now the Gothes ( originally inhabi- l - f'fi'? 9 ' 
tants Scania) invaded Thrace, and other places, both by Land and Sea, be- zovmmlib.u 
caufefuchof themasferved in the Wars had been defrauded of their pay. EutropJ.9.'' 
At the defire of the Senate, to which hp commended the Commonwealth Pompomum 

in his abfence, he marched againft and overthrew them infeveral battels Latum* 
(notwithftanding 1 that he loft his fon, and Prifcus Governour of Philippi re¬ 
volted) and had perfected his Vi&ory, but that he was betrayed by Gallus 
Hoftilianus Governour of the lower Mafia. He perfwaded him to fight in 
a fenny ground, and then revealed bis intention to the Enemy, by whom he 
was befet, and was (hallowed up in a bog, fo as his body could never be 
found. He was courteous enough to all but Chriftians, and gave fatisfa&ion 
to Senate and People. He reigned two years and an half. 

4. Vibius Galius Hoftilianus fucceeded him,both in his Empire, his malice 
towards Chriftians, and his punilhnent. He clapped up an ignominious Peace 
with the Gothes, unto whom he promifed money, a thing fcarcely heard of 

before amongft the Romans • and this not being long kept, the Gothes and Eutrep. 1 .9. 
Scythians made incurfions into 7 hr ace, Macedonia, and Thejfaly , and alfo Pompon. Lotus. 
into Afia , making great fpoils in all places. Many other Nations after their Victor, 
example rebelled, and made havock of the Provinces: the Parthians alfo 
peirced into Armenia, and thence expelled liridates the King. The Scy¬ 
thians proceeded fo furioufly, that they feemed to carry all before them, till 
that tAZmilianus a Moor, and who commanded the Legions in Pmmonia, by 
promifes drew on his Soldiers againft them, and fo repelled them, that 'he in¬ 
vaded their Country , for. which fervice he was faluted Emperour by this 

Army. 
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punifhing fome Seditious perfons, he marched into the Eaft, to reduce thofe 
parts to their former obedience. 

J . In the dayes of Galhcrm , the Per ft am having fubdued Afefopotamia , 
invaded Syria , One Odenam an inhabitant of Palmyra , a Citie of this 
Countrey, eatnering Together a company of Boors, fell upon them, and fo or¬ 
dered his affairs, that he beat them out of Syria., recovered Mefopotamia % and Orojius. 
incamped before Ctefiohon the Metropolis. Being (lain after this Conqueft, 

Zenobia his wife in rignt of her Children kept poffeffion of the Eaft together in 
with Egypt. Anrelianus now going againft her, in his way, in lllyricum , chiton. 

Thrace , and other places, defeated fuch Enemies as he met, and then entring Zt • ^ , 

Syria ,after fome trouble and danger, overthrew, and took the Queen her felf v 

near Antioch , and then recovered all her Dominions. But after his departure 

the Inhabitants of Palmyra killed hisGarrifon and revolted , which calling 

him back, he deftroyed noth the Citie and them therein, fparing neither Sex 

nor age; and after this recovered Egypt. Then returning into the Weft, he 

bent his endeavours againft Tetricus, who reigned in Gall. Tetricus being or ' 

vexed by his Seditious Soldiers, deftred him, whom he termed Invincible, to 

refeue him from fuch evils, and betrayed his Army into his hands. Valerian E 

growing proud upon fuch fucceffe, firft of all Romans fet a Diadem on his cap.fo. & in * 

head, and adorned himfelf with Gold and Pearl. He began alfoto perfe- cbm. 

cuce the Chriftians ; but undertaking a War againft the Per fans , he was flain 

betwixt Byzantium and Heraclea, through the malice of his Secretary, in the 

fixth year of his reign. In his firft year, Hormifdathz third Per [tan King be- jigatbias. 

gan his reign, which lifted but one year. Him (ucceeded Varane, and reigned 

three years, and him followed Narfes who continued In his firft year 

alfo died Plotinus the Platonijl, who deriding all religion, perilhed through the 

juft judgement of God by a filthy and painfull difeafe, although he had cho- 

fen a pleafant and wholefom place wherein to live in Campama.

Probus unwillingly receiving the burthen upon l ’?™V oms 
him, managed the Government with great commendation. He recovered 
Gall out of the hand of the Fravcones a people of Germany, which now firft < 
feized on it, after many bloudy battels, and after this was ingaged in. Civil 
Wars. For Saturninus was faluted Emperour in Egypt, who was overthrown 
alfo, and killed alfo againft his mind , and the fame fucceffe he had againft 
Proculut in Gall and Bonofut a Britain born. He overthrew th & Sarma- 
tians , fubdued feveral barbarous Nations about Thrace by the terrour of his 
name onely,quieted all AJia, and forced the Parthian King to detire peace, 
which he granted. Returning afterward into Thrace, he planted feveral' 
barbarous people within the Roman Empire, whereof fome revolting, he 
chaftized and reduced them. Now all things flouriftied exceedingly through 
peace and fecurity, which made him fomething flight the Soldiers, who there¬ 
upon,as he was marching through Illyricum againft the Per font, murdered him 
at Syrmium 9 though he. fled for fafety into a fortified Tower. That faying 
undid him, Si vixero non opus erit ampllus Romano Imptrio milhtbus , a 
fpeech of great defpair for the Soldiers. Witty and {harp fpeechds fallen 
from Princes have often given fire to.

But in the fecond year of this perfecution Diocletian perfwaded his Col¬ 
ogne, though unwilling, that they noth might reftgn the Empire to the two 
C a Jar i ; fo that he being feized with a fowl difeafe after he had almoft 
reigned twenty years, put off the Purple at Nicomedia , and Maximianus 
Mercnlius the fame day at Milain . The former Withdrew to Satina, into his 
own Councrey, and the later into Lucania .

Now Maximianus Herculius out of defire to recover the Empire joyned 

with Conjlantine, to whom he married Faujla his daughter by Eutropia ; then Zoymus lib x 
to obtain his defign did he plot againft both foh and fon-in-law, but being Orofius. 
fruftrated by both, hanged himfelf at Majftlia, now Marfeils, a Cine i n ^ufeb.kcclef. 
France . Ahtxentius his fon, and Galerius Maximinus,oihzxmte difagreeing 
joyned in renewing the perfecution againft the ChriftianS) by Eufebius called 
the fecond, which we underftand of his age. But Galerius Maximianui jin. * 
gn{l»s made Licinius his Collegue in the Empire in the fifth year after the 
death of Conjlantius % in which year alfo Sapores the feventh King of Perfia 
began his reign. Galerius Aucujlus heightning the perfecution of Chriftians 
by feveral cruel edi&s, rotted within, and was eaten with worms, which 
crawled out of his belly, fo that the Phyficians not able to endure the ftench 
of his body were put to death. Perceiving the hand of God upon him, in his 
own and Conflantines name he recalled his Edi&s, and at latt miferably died. 

This was the fecond perfecution, which if-it be joyned with the former, 
both make up about 8 years. But this reft fcarcely continued 6 moneths 5 for 
tJMaximtanus being dead at Satinet, Maximinus being nothing amended by 
fofad an example, renewed the perfecution. His fury God chaftized by put¬ 
ting him to flight before the Armenians whom he haa provoked , as alio by

About the year 735 they alfofeized on feveral parts of Gall. Thus was the 
Weftern Empire by little and little torn in pieces and cantonM. At length 
by a neW tide it came toCharlstht Great, in whole family it fcarcely cohti- 
nued 100 years, and then came to be Ele&ive by feven Perfons, and fo cop- 
tinueth rather a refemblance of an Empire than otherwife unto this day. As 
for the Eaftem , it continued fo weak, that fcarcely fometimes could it de¬ 
fend the Metropolis againft the Saracens ; much leffe could it afford any alft- 
ftance to the other ; and after the Saracens, the Turky got ground of it by 
* little and little, till having for many years left the Emperours little more than 
an empty name, at U(\Conftantinople alfo was taken by Mahomet the Great. 

No more at prefent by way of Anticipation, either concerning^ decay of 
the Roman Empire, or of thofe particular Kingdoms, Principalities, and 
States that were cut out of it, all which are referred to the method of ano¬ 
ther Volume. But as we faid, the divifion of the Empire took it's original 
from thetranflation of the Imperial Seat to Byidntittm; it increafed by plu¬ 
rality of Princes, and came to perfe&ion in the promotion of Charts the 
Great, after which there was no communion of Government, Laws, Ma- 
, giftracy, or Councils, as had been before. Now to our continuation of EC- 
clefiaftical matters.

fervation, but convenience and comfort. And as he fcreferved them from 
external violence ; fo he alfo took care for their inward peace. This had 
been fomewbat of late diflurbed by the Herefie of Manes, from whom his 
followers were named Maniches , who began to publifh his impure Do¬ 
ctrine in the fir!* of Probus, in the 277 year of the ordinary, or received 
es£ra of Chri!*.

But his, and other grolfe opinions fopnd not fuch enter¬ 
tainment as to procure fo much difturbance as that of Arim did , who ha¬ 
ving as we faid heard Alexander the Bifhop of Alexandria difeourfing cu- 
riouflyof the Trinity, and thinking that he maintained the error of SabeL 
Hus, in oppofition to him fell to deny the bleffed Trinity , and affirmed 
chat the fon of God was like unto God in name onely; and not in fub- 
The Council fiance. His Herefie having been condemned in many Synods', Conjfahtinc 
of W ce - in the 20* of his reign A. D. Jay. fummoned a General Council to meet 
at Nice, where affembledf:3i8 BiChops. In oppofition to Arianifm was 
. framed xhz Nicene Creed, June 19. Hofius prefided as he had done in the 
Synodes of Egypt , and firft fubferibed the Canons. Befides the condem- 
nation of Ariuf , the San£*ion concerning Eajler made at Arles and in. 

PaUfiine was confirmed. Moreover, twenty Ecclefiaftical Canons Were ; 
eftablirtied, than which nb good Author mentioneth more. Now were the 
Temples of Idols overthrown, and Churches Ere&ed, the ferviefc of DfeVils 
was banifhed, and the vvorihip of the true God owned and incoiiraged : W6W 
faith and patience triumphed over moft tedious and exquifite perfecutions,and;
